JLTHOUGH  Mr.  Crawford  pub- 
lished  his  first  novel  only  eight 
years  ago,  the  list  of  his  books 
now  numbers  no  fewer  than 
thirteen  —  extraordinary  evi- 
dence of  the  intellectual  activity 
of  the  author.  So  rapid  a  production  of  novels 
is  not  infrequently  accompanied  by  a  loss  of 
power,  as  shown  in  diffuseness  of  style  and 
p)Overty  of  ideas,  the  logical  sequence  of  a 
writer's  desire  to  profit  from  some  unusual 
stroke  of  popularity  which  one  or  two  of  his 
early  books  may  have  made. 

With  Mr.  Crawford  the  case  is  different. 
Notwithstanding  the  rapidity  with  which  his 
novels  have  come  from  the  press,  the  general 
opinion  of  reviewers  and  of  the  public  is  that 
they  contain  abundant  testimony  that  the 
author's  art  is  growing  riper ;  that  his  charac- 
ter studies  reveal  a  closer  and  deeper  knowledge 


of  human  nature,  and  that  his  management  of 
the  plot  and  the  incidents  of  his  stories  shows 
more  and  more  dramatic  skill.  His  position 
now  is  in  the  first  rank,  if  not  at  the  head  of  the 
first  rank,  of  living  American  writers  of  fiction. 
It  is  a  position  that  he  has  won  by  hard  work, 
and  the  fame  and  fortune  that  have  accom- 
panied it  are  well  deserved. 

Mr.  Crawford  was  the  editor  of  a  newspaper 
in  India  before  he  engaged  in  literature  proper. 
He  was  led  to  go  to  India  by  his  desire  to  study 
Sanscrit,  to  investigate  personally  some  of  the 
Oriental  mysteries  of  philosophy  and  religion, 
and  to  recover  his  health.  He  took  with  him 
a  letter  from  a  Florentine  friend,  an  eminent 
Sanscrit  scholar,  to  a  Portuguese  physician  in 
Bombay,  who  was  able  to  help  him  very  mate- 
rially, by  securing  for  him  the  editorship  of  a 
new  daily  newspaper  just  started  in  Allahabad, 
the  capital  of  the  provinces  of  Northwestern 
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India.  Here  Mr.  Crawford  remained  a  year 
or  two  pursuing,  in  what  leisure  fell  to  his  lot, 
his  studies  in  Oriental  languages  and  mysti- 
cism. 

Returning  to  America,  he  got  the  idea  of 
writing  a  novel  from  his  uncle,  the  late  Sam 
Ward,  to  whom  he  narrated  some  of  his  ad- 
ventures in  India,  and  who  perceived  the 
romantic  and  imaginative  power  which  such  a 
tale  would  possess.  The  notion  struck  Mr. 
Crawford  favorably.  He  fell  to  work,  and  de- 
voted himself  to  this  story  during  the  months- 
of  May  and  June,  1882.  The  book,  "Mr. 
Isaacs,"  was  published  in  the  same  year,  and 
attracted  immediate  attention  to  the  author. 

It  was  evident  from  the  style  of  the  work 
that  the  then  unknown  writer  was  a  person  of 
education,  taste,  and  experience.  It  was  learned 
that  Mr.  Crawford  was  bom  in  Italy  on  August 
2d,  1854,  his  father  being  Thomas  Crawford, 
the  sculptor,  and  his  mother  being  the  sister 
of  Julia  Ward  Howe  and  of  the  late  Sam 
Ward,  the  noted  wit.  When  a  lad,  young 
Crawford  was  sent  to  St.  Paul's  School,  in 
Concord,  N.  H.  Later  he  returned  to  his 
parents  in  Italy,  and  from  1870  to  1874  he  was 
at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.  The  next 
three  or  four  years  he  passed  in  Karlsruhe  and 
Heidelberg  and  in  Rome,  continuing  his  studies 
in  the  languages  and  in  philosophy,  of  which 
he  was  very  fond.  He  speaks  German,  French, 
and  Italian  fluently,  reads  Latin,  Greek,  San- 
scrit. Arabic,  and  Persian,  and  has  some  knowl- 
edge also  of  Russian  and  Turkish.  He  is 
described  as  over  six  feet  in  height,  with  broad 
shoulders,  small  feet,  and  a  large  head,  the 
latter  being  well  covered  with  a  profusion  of 
brown  hair ;  a  beard  of  the  same  color  con- 
ceals the  lower  part  of  his  face;  a  fine  but 
rather  large  mouth  is  partially  hidden  by  a 
mustache  of  the  same  hue  as  his  beard ;  his 
teeth  are  handsome  and  his  smile  exceedingly 
sweet.  He  talks  well,  in  a  carefully  modulated 
voice,  enjoys  a  good  joke,  and  is  easily  moved 
to  laughter. 

The  engraved  portrait  of  Mr.  Crawford 
which  we  give  as  the  frontispiece  of  this  num- 
ber of  The  Book  Buyer  is  the  first  that  has 
ever  appeared,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  in  any 
periodical.

LITERARY  GOSSIP  FROM  BOSTON. 

Boston,  Jan.  15,  1890. 

HAT  strange  and  complex 
creation  which  is  known  as 
the  Boston  mind  requires  con- 
tinual food  for  its  nourishment, 
and  the  latest  form  in  which 
this  is  being  presented  to  it  is  in 
the  shape  of  a  course  of  lectures  upon  Spinoza, 
by  Professor  Royce,  of  Harvard.  There  would 
be  a  certain  incongruity  elsewhere  between 
the  subject  and  the  company  of  fashionable 
people,  chiefly  women,  assembled  to  hear ;  but 
in  Boston  such  a  combination  is,  after  all,  the 
merest  matter  of  course.  If  Boston  society 
women  should  not  be  thoroughly  informed  in 
regard  to  Spinoza,  as  they  already  are  in  re- 
gard to  everybody  else,  who  in  the  world 
should  be? 

Whatever  subject  Professor  Royce  touched 
he  would  adorn,  for  his  mind  is  one  of  the 
most  thoroughly  equipped  in  America ;  and  it 
follows  that  these  lectures  are  scholarly,  sug- 
gestive, and  valuable.  Whether  they  furnish 
the  topics  for  conversation  in  the  pauses  of 
the  dinner  and  the  dance,  when  the  wearisome 
talk  upon  the  Russian  influenza  has  lost  its 
first  freshness,  and  for  the  moment  the  flow  of 
intellect  seems  a  trifle  slow,  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  judge. 

We  have  a  new  magazine  in  Boston,  as 
everybody  knows.  What  it  is  and  what  it  is 
likely  to  be  seems  to  be  indicated  by  a  certain 
device  of  typographical  cleverness  upon  its 
cover.  The  observer  will  hardly  fail  to  notice 
that  the  names  of  the  articles  are  put  in  most 
modest  and  inconspicuous  type,  while  those 
of  the  writers  are  in  the  blackest  of  black 
letters.  This  seems  to  indicate  a  tendency  to 
run  into  that  foolish  modem  fashion  of  adver- 
tising the  writers  rather  than  what  they  write, 
which  is  unhappily  but  too  prevalent  at  the 
present  day.  There  is  too  much  of  the  secur- 
ing as  contributors  of  well-known  people,  and, 
what  is  worse,  of  securing  also  their  sisters 
and  their  cousins  and  their  aunts,  when  they 
cannot  in  the  least  write.  The  man  who  has 
made  himself  talked  about  in  a  car  drivers' 
strike  is  engaged  to  contribute  a  poem  to  the 
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columns  of  an  cnteq)rising  •"  literary"  maga- 
zine ;  or  the  wife  of  the  coal-heaver,  whose 
brutal  murder  of  his  mother-in-law  attracted 
so  much  attention,  is  secured,  regfardless  of 
expense,  to  write  its  serial  novel.  It  is  not,  of 
course,  that  I  have  any  intention  of  laying  ex- 
travagances like  these  to  the  charge  of  the 
Arena,  but  in  a  mild  way  the  principle  upon 
which  the  magazine  is  conducted  seems  to  an 
outsider  to  be  not  far  from  the  same.  It  is 
usually  and  upon  general  principles  safe  not 
to  pin  too  much  faith  to  a  periodical  uf>on  the 
cover  of  which  all  the  contributions  are  in  a 
type  but  a  sixth  as  conspicuous  as  that  in 
which  is  set  down  the  names  of  their  writers. 

The  suggestion  of  your  clever  London  cor- 
respondent last  mt>nth  that  autograph  letters 
may  be  mounted  upon  screens,  reminds  me  of 
an  awkward  result  which  might  come  from 
that  custom,  as  illustrated  by  an  incident  that 
happened  in  Boston  not  so  vety  long  ago.  A 
young  literary  man  got  into  a  mock  sentimen- 
tal correspondence  with  an  unknown,  and  for 
some  time  wrote  her  bits  of  humor  and  senti- 
ment, with  now  and  then  a  scrap  of  verse  to 
her  eyebrow  or  otherwise,  as  one  would  rhyme 
a  fair  unseen.  He  enjoyed  the  correspondence 
in  the  half  serious  and  half  mockftig  way 
natural  under  the  circumstances,  until  one  day, 
in  looking  over  the  collection  of  autographs  of 
a  friend,  he  came  to  one  of  his  epistles  to  the 
unknown. 

"  Where  did  you  get  that  ?"  he  asked. 

"  That  ?  Oh,  that  I  bought  for  ten  cents  at 
Blank's.  He  had  several  of  them,  and  I 
bought  it  just  for  the  fun." 

The  result  of  an  investigation,  judiciously 
conducted^  was  to  bring  to  light  the  fact  that 
the  unknown  fair  one  was  an  autograph  col- 
lector of  the  masculine  persuasion,  who  had 
started  upon  his  correspondence  with  a  view 
to  enriching  his  collection,  and  had  been  in- 
duced to  keep  on  by  the  double  advantage  of 
the  amusement  he  got  out  of  it  and  the  con- 
venience of  having  the  autographs  of  this 
author  for  use  in  exchanges.  He  had  not  him- 
self sold  them,  and  those  in  the  hands  of  the 
dealer  had  been  simply  bartered  by  him  for 
others.  The  chagrin  and  amusement  of  the 
author  were  about  equal. 


*'  I  did  not  so  much  mind  being  deceived," 
he  said  whimsically,  in  telling  of  it,  "  but  the 
combination  of  finding  that  there  hadn't  been 
any  fair  one  and  that  my  autograph  was  worth 
only  ten  cents  was  a  shock  for  my  sensitive 
soul." 

If  the  fashion  of  screens  could  but  be  intro- 
duced, it  might  do  much  toward  reforming 
prevailing  methods  of  obtaining  autographs, 
and  that  at  least  would  be  something. 

I  am  pleased,  for  one,  to  find  that  Miss 
Wormeley  is  going  on  with  her  most  admi- 
able  series  of  translations  of  Balzac.  Early  in 
February  another  volume,  to  be  called  "  Sons 
of  the  Soil,"  the  original  being  "  Les  Paysans," 
will  appear.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  and  I  suppose 
expected  also,  that  the  translator,  whose  work 
is  so  satisfactory,  will  not  pause  here,  although 
the  fact  that  she  has  in  press  a  translation 
from  George  Sand,  "  The  Bagpipers,"  seems 
to  show  that  she  is  half-minded  to  leave  the 
remainder  of  Balzac  and  take  to  new  authors. 

There  is  nothing  of  especial  importance  in 
the  literary  world  here  that  has  not  been  an- 
nounced. Indeed,  things  are  for  the  most  part 
announced  about  as  soon  as  they  are  thought 
of  nowadays.  Not  a  few  things,  it  might  be 
added,  go  no  further  than  the  announcement, 
expiring  in  this  supreme  effort,  and  thus  it 
comes  about  that  news  which  has  the  appear- 
ance of  truth  comes  to  seem  inaccurate  be- 
cause an  author  abandons  a  work  after  it  is 
begun;  so  that,  if  I  may  so  say,  the  public 
may  often  know  the  mind  of  an  author  after 
the  author  has  ceased  to  have  it. 

A  paragraph  has  been  going  the  rounds  to 
the  effect  that  the  heroine  of  Mrs.  Margaret 
Deland's  new  story,  "  Sidney,"  is  a  relative  of 
the  author ;  that  at  first  the  novel  bore  her  full 
name ;  that  the  second  half  was  first  changed 
and  then  dropped  from  the  title,  and  that  the 
completed  book  was  to  be  dedkated  to  her. 
In  all  this  the  only  grain  of  truth  is— I  speak 
by  authority — ^that  Mrs.  Deland  has  a  relative 
of  the  name  given,  a  young  lady  who  is  much 
annoyed  at  the  publicity  given  to  her  name  in 
this  connection.  The  report  arose  from  a  re- 
mark in  a  local  paper  that  Mrs.  Deland's  rel- 
ative was  named  Sidney ;  and  the  rest  came 
by  the  grace  of  invention.  Arlo  Bates. 
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MARK    TWAIN'S    NEW    BOOIC 

HE  exploits  of  the  Knights  of  King  Arthur's  Round  Table 
have  been  sung  for  centuries  by  poets  whose  fancy  has 
thrown  an  atmosphere  of  romance  and  chivalry  around 
the  age  in  which  they  figured  and  around  the  j^eeds  of 
heroism  which  gave  zest  to  the  lives  they  led.  ^he  odd 
conceit  of  transporting  an  ingenious,  hard-headed,  matter- 
of-fact  Connecticut  Yankee  of  the  present  day  to  the  court 
of  King  Arthur,  and  of  describing  his  adventures  in  the 
language  of  the  present,  would  occur,  it  is  safe  to  say,  only 
to  Mr.  Clemens. 

The  incongruity  of  ideas  which  constantly  follows  from 
this  juxtaposition  of  the  life  and  manners  of  the  sixth  cen- 
tury with  the  language  and  civilization  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  is  a  never-ending  source  of  amusement.  It  is 
the  Knight  errantry  and  chivalry  of  Camelot  from  the 
point  of  view  of  West  Hartford.  The  key-note  of  the 
story  is  struck  in  the  introduction,  when  the  teller  of  the 
tale  is  made  captive  by  a  Knight  who  overtakes  him  in  a 
strange  country.  "  At  the  end  of  an  hour  we  saw  a  far- 
away town  sleeping  in  a  valley  by  a  winding  river ;  and 
beyond  it,  on  a  hill,  a  vast  g^ay  fortress,  with  towers  and 
turrets,  the  first  I  had  ever  seen  out  of  a  picture. 
"  *  Bridgeport  ? '  said  I.  pointing. 
"  'Camelot,*  said  he." 

The  stranger  thus  abruptly  transplanted  to  the  court 
of  King  Arthur  has  all  the  inventions  of  the  present  age  at 
his  fingers'  ends  and  all  the  current  slang  at  his  tongue's 
end.     He  early  notes  the  fact  that  when  a  deed  of  mighty 
prowess  by  Sir  Launcelot  was  narrated,  the  Queen  blushed 
and  smiled  and  flung  furtive  glances  at  the  Knight  *'  that 
would  have  got  him  shot  in  Arkansas,  to  a  dead  cer- 
tainty."   Our  Connecticut  Yankee  soon  finds  that  in 
order  to  acquire  any  influence  over  the   King  he  has 
got  to  measure  strength  with  the  great  magician  of  the 
court,  "  Brer  Merlin ;"  and  some  of  the  most  diverting 
pages  in  the  book  describe  the  manner  in  which  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  discoveries  and  inventions  of  the  present 
day  is  used  to  outwit  and  discredit  the  wizard.    The 
Connecticut  man's  coup  de  thiatre  was  to  blow  up 
Merlin's  castle  with  blasting  powder  secretly  manufac- 
tured for  the  occasion  of  this  miracle.    The  result  was 
as    expected :    "  Merlin's  stock  was  flat.     The  King 
wanted  to  stop  his  vrages ;  he  even  wanted  to  banish 
him,  but  I  interfered.    I  said  he  would  be  useful  to 
work  the  weather,  and  attend  to  small  matters  like 
that."

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Power  of  this  sort  brought  him  honor  and 
fame.  He  was  made  prime-minister,  with  the 
title  of  "  The  Boss,"  and  was  the  King's  fa- 
vorite. But  all  was  not  smooth  sailing.  One 
of  his  greatest  trials  was  to  listen  to  the  stories 
told  at  the  Round  Table — venerable  anecdotes 
which  had  struggled  down  through  the  cen- 
turies, and  which  he  had  heard  told  in  West 
Hartford  time  and  again.  One  of  these  stories 
he  had  an  especial  aversion  for — "  Then  who 
can  hope  to  know  what  my  feelings  were  to 
hear  this  armor-nlated  ass  start  in  on  it  acr^n. 
inl 


the  long  run  ;  it  would  be  much  better  to  have 
less  good  and  more  comfort.  Still,  this  is  only 
my  opinion,  and  I  am  only  one  man  ;  others, 
with  less  experience,  may  think  differently. 
They  have  a  right  to  their  view.  I  only  stand  to 
this.:  I  have  noticed  my  conscience  for  many 
years,  and  I  know  it  is  more  trouble  and  bother 
to  me  than  anything  else  I  started  with.  I  sup- 
pose that  in  the  beginning  I  prized  it,  because 
we  prize  anything  that  is  ours  ;  and  yet  bow 
foolish  it  was  to  think  so.  If  we  look  at  it  in 
another  way,  we  see  how  absurd  it  is  ;  if  I  had 
an  anvil  in  me  would  I  prize  it  ?  Of  course  not. 
And  yet  when  you  come  to  think,  there  is  no 
real   difference  between  a  conscience  and  an 
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mor,  but  he  gets  no  relief 
from  the  heat  and  irritation 
which  it  causes  until,  stopping  at  a  convenient 
spring,  Sandy  takes  off  his  helmet  and  fills  his 
armor  with  water.  The  pair  visit  the  court  of 
Morgan  le  Fay,  the  sister  of  King  Arthur,  and 
The  Boss  exercised  some  of  his  authority  and 
magical  power  to  restrain  her  from  her  cruel 
and  inhuman  practices.  Only  once  did  he 
agree  with  her,  and  that  was  when  she  ordered 
the  musicians  who  had  played  "The  Sweet 
Bye  and  Bye"  to  be  hanged.  The  narrator 
goes  on  in  this  moralizing  strain  : 

I  had  had  enough  of  this  grisly  place  by  this 
time,  and  wanted  to  leave,  but  I  couldn't,  be- 
cause I  had  something  on  my  mind  that  my 
conscience  kept  prodding  me  about,  and 
wouldn't  let  me  forget.  If  I  had  the  remaking 
of  man,  he  wouldn't  have  any  conscience.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  disagreeable  things  connected 
with  a  person  ;  and  although  it  certainly  does  a 
great  deal  of  good,  it  cannot  be  said  to  pay,  in

anvil — I  mean  for  comfort.  I  have  noticed  it  a 
thousand  times.  And  you  could  dissolve  an 
anvil  with  acids,  when  you  couldn't  stand  it  any 
longer ;  but  there  isn't  any  way  that  you  can 
work  off  a  conscience — at  least  so  it  will  stay 
worked  off  ;  not  that  I  know  of,  an3rway. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  more  than  the  briefest 
outline  of  the  further  adventures  of  The  Boss, 
all  of  which  are  narrated  with  the  greatest  de- 
tail. He  starts  a  newspaper  in  which  the 
doings  of  the  court  are  described  in  the  modern 
sensational  style,  and  then  sets  out  on  a  pilgrim- 
age with  the  King,  both  being  incognito.  The 
new-comer  has  meanwhile  set  agoing  many 
agencies  of  modem  civilization,  his  purpose 
being  to  bring  the  country  out  of  its  primitive 
condition  and  to  develop  the  arts  and  manu- 
factures. The  journey  of  The  Boss  and  the 
King  is  used  to  give  a  picture  of  the  wretched 
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social  condition  of  the  people  and  of  the  way 
they  were  ground  down  by  the  laws  and 
customs  of  the  time.  He  and  the  King  even 
are  sold  into  slavery,  and  a  private  telephone 
message  to  Camelot,  which  brings  Sir  Launce- 
lot  and  five  hundred  brave  Knights  on  bicycles 
to  London,  is  the  means  by  which  Arthur  him- 
self is  saved  from  the  gallows.  Some  of  the 
author's  descriptions  of  the  tortures  and  pun- 
ishments that  were  inflicted  on  the  people  for 
the  smallest  crimes  to  which  their  wretched 
poverty  drove  them  have  a  deep  pathos.    The 


whole  social  system,  in  fact,  is  held  up  to 
ridicule,  not  a  few  of  the  keenest  shafts  being 
directed  against  the  principles  on  which  mo- 
narchical government  is  based  and  against  the 
then  all-powerful  influence  of  a  corrupt  Church. 
By  the  great  majority  of  people,  however, 
the  book  will  be  read  for  its  humor,  and  of  this 
there  is  an  abundance,  the  clever  illustrations 
of  Daniel  C.  Beard  bringing  out  the  point  of 
many  of  the  comical  situations  in  which  the 
hero  finds  himself.  One  of  these,  finally,  re- 
lates to  his  experience  with  his  armor : 
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Meantime  it  was  getting  hotter 
and  hotter  in  there.  You  see,  the 
sun  was  beating  down  and  warm- 
ing up  the  iron  more  and  more  all 
the  time.  Well,  when  you  are  hot, 
that  way,  every  little  thing  irriutes 
you. 

When  I  trotted,  I  rattled  like  a 
crate  of  dishes,  and  that  annoyed 
me  ;  and  moreover  I  couldn't  seem  | 
to  stand  that  shield  slatting  and  I 
banging,  now  about  my  breast,  now 
around  my  back,  and  if  I  dropped 
into  a  walk  my  joints  creaked  and 
screeched  in  that  wearisome  way 
that  a  wheelbarrow  does,  and  as  we 
didn't  create  any  breeze  at  that  gait, 
I  was  like  to  get  fried  in  that  stove  ; 
and  besides,  the  quieter  you  went 
the  heavier  the  iron  settled  down 
on  you  and  the  more  and  more 
tons  you  seemed  to  weigh  every 
minute.  And  you  had  to  be  always 
changing  hands,  and  passing  your 
spear  over  to  the  other  foot,  it  got 
so  irksome  for  one  hand  to  hold  it 
long  at  a  time. 

Well,  you  know,  when  you  perspire  that  way, 
in  rivers,  there  comes  a  time  when  you— when 
you — well,  when  you  itch.  You  are  inside, 
your  hands  are  outside  ;  so  there  you  are ;  noth- 
ing but  iron  between.  It  is  not  a  light  thing, 
let  it  sound  as  it  may.  First  it  is  one  place ; 
then  another  ;  then  some  more  ;  and  it  goes  on 
spreading  and  spreading,  and  at  last  the  ter- 
ritory is  all  occupied,  and  nobody  can  imagine 
what  you  feel  like,  nor  how  unpleasant  it  is. 
And  when  it  had  got  to  the  worst,  and  it  seemed 
to  me  that  I  could  not  stand  anything  more,  a  fly 
got  in  through  the  bars  and  settled  on  my  nose, 
and  the  bars  were  stuck  and  wouldn't  work,  and 
I  couldn't  get  the  visor  up ;  and  I  could  only

shake  my  head,  which  was  baking  hot  by  this 
time,  and  the  fly — well,  you  know  how  a  fly  acts 
when  he  has  got  a  certainty — he  only  minded 
the  shaking  enough  to  change  from  nose  to  lip, 
and  lip  to  ear,  and  buzz  and  buzz  all  around  in 
there,  and  keep  on  lighting  and  biting,  in  a  way 
that  a  person  already  so  distressed  as  I  was 
simply  could  not  stand.  So  I  gave  in,  and  got 
Alisande  to  unship  the  helmet  and  relieve  me  of 
it.  Then  she  emptied  the  conveniences  out  of  it 
and  fetched  it  full  of  water,  and  I  drank  and  then 
stood  up  and  she  poured  the  rest  down  inside  the 
armor.  One  cannot  think  how  refreshing  it 
was.  She  continued  to  fetch  and  pour  until  I  was 
well  soaked  and  thoroughly  comfortable. 
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ENGLISH   NOTES. 

London,  January  5.  1890. 

I T  is  extraordinary  the  number 
of  letters  and  manuscripts  by 
Charles  Dickens  that  are  con- 
tinually being  sold.  Every 
scrap  that  he  ever  wrote  con- 
tinues to  realize  good  prices. 
There  is  a  sale  announced  to  take  place  shortly, 
in  which,  among  other  manuscripts,  is  included 
the  preface  to  "  Dombey  and  Son"  and  the 
corrected  notice  of  the  postscript  to  "  American 
Notes."  The  late  Hablot  K.  Browne  had,  I 
understand,  an  extraordinary  budget  of  letters 
from  Dickens  ,*  many  were  exceedingly  curious, 
as  they  mostly  related  to  hints  for  illustrations 
and  suggestions  for  alterations  in  the  pictures 
drawn.  This  wonderful  collection  was,  how- 
ever, burned  by  Phiz  some  years  before  his 
death.  What  a  price  these  letters  would  have 
realized  in  the  present  day  I  The  books  of  the 
late  Wilkie  Collins  will  be  sold  at  Puttick's  be- 
fore this  letter  iis  read.  They  ought  to  realize 
good  prices,  as  I  believe  there  are  many  pres- 
entation and  inscribed  copies  among  them,  but 
I  believe  no  manuscripts  will  be  included  in  the 
sale.  The  pictures  will  probably  be  sold  at 
Christie's  at  a  later  date. 

Few  song-writers  achieve  the  popularity  of 
the  late  Dr.  Charles  Mackay.  His  "  Cheer 
Boys,  Cheer"  and  "There's  a  Good  Time 
Coming"  are  known  wherever  the  English 
language  is  spoken.  Doubtless  these  two 
songs  owe  a  good  deal  to  Mr.  Henry  Russell, 
whom  I  met  the  other  day,  who  is  looking  hale 
and  hearty  and  who  can  still  sing  these  songs 
with  his  old  spirit.  In  one  of  the  last  numbers 
of  "Charles  Dickens  by  Pen  and  Pencil" — 
which  under  Mr.  Kitton's  able  direction  still 
maintains  its  striking  interest  and  mar\'ellous 
wealth  of  illustration— there  are  some  notable 
reminiscences  of  the  author  of  "  Pickwick"  by 
the  writer  of  "Voices  from  the  Crowd." 
Mackay  was  then  the  editor  of  the  Morning 
Chronicle  (1836).  Says  he :  "I  was  then  in 
my  twenty-second  year,  and  Mr.  Dickens  was 
two  years  my  senior.  We  were  both  of  us 
comparatively  unknown  in  literature,  but 
Dickens  had  acquired  some  reputation  as  the 


author  of  some  lively  sketches  which  he  con- 
tributed to  the  Evening  Chronicle — an  offshoot 
of  the  Morning  Chronicle^undcr  the  cele- 
brated signature  of  *  Boz.'  "  Fancy  a  young 
fellow  editing  an  important  daily  paper  before 
he  was  twenty-two  !  It  seems  strange  in  these 
degenerate  times  to  think  of  such  a  thing. 
Nowadays  people  spend  so  much  time  in  ed- 
ucation^— that  is,  in  acquiring  knowledge  that 
can  never  be  the  least  possible  use  to  them — 
that  they  are  old  men  before  they  begin  real 
work. 

Mr.  Austin  Dobson's  "  Selected  Poems  of 
Matthew  Prior"  is  indeed  welcome  and  should 
command  a  large  circulation.  What  he 
modestly  calls-  an  "  Introduction"  is  in  reality 
an  exhaustive  essay  on  the  life  and  works  of 
the  poet.  It  is  charmingly  written  and  full  of 
interest.  Though  it  extends  to  seventy  pages^ 
the  reader  will  not  find  there  is  a  page  too  much 
for  his  enjoyment  and  appreciation.  It  is  no 
easy  task  to  make  a  selection  from  Prior,  but 
Mr.  Dobson  may  be  congratulated  on  having 
accomplished  a  difficult  task  with  great  taste 
and  discretion.  A  warm  welcome  will  be 
accorded  to  Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton's 
new  volume  of  poems,  "The  Garden  of 
Dreams."  A  real  poetess  is  as  rare  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  as  on  yours.  Few  of  your 
countrywomen  are  more  popular  in  London 
than  Mrs.  Moulton ;  thus  every  one  will  welcome 
the  volume  on  account  of  the  writer,  and  hav- 
ing done  so  will  value  it  for  its  rare  intrinsic 
merit.  Mrs.  Moulton  seems  equally  successful 
in  her  varied  forms  of  song,  and  whether  we 
select  from  her  lyrics,  sonnets,  or  French  tunes, 
whether  we  saunter  through  the  "  Still  Hour" 
or  revel  in  "  Rosemary,"  we  are  sure  to  find 
something  that  will  delight  us.  The  volume 
is  a  distinct  advance  on  "Swallow  Flights" 
and  is  far  before  anything  its  gifted  author 
has  yet  produced.  Mr.  Bernard  Quaritch — 
the  Emperor  of  Booksellers,  as  he  has  been 
called — purposes  paying  you  a  visit  shortly. 
Indeed  he  may  be  in  New  York  as  soon  as 
these  lines  are.  He  takes  with  him  some  very 
rare  volumes,  which,  if  I  know  anything  about 
American  collectors,  he  will  not  bring  back 
again.  He  purposes  holding  exhibitions  of 
these    bibliographical    gems    in    New    York^ 
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Boston,  Chicago  and  Philadelphia.  I  venture 
to  prophesy  that  any  portion  of  the  collection 
that  happens  to  be  for  sale,  will  not  get  much 
farther  than  New  York. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  hear  of  the 
death  of  Thomas  Oldham  Barlow,  the  well- 
known  engraver  and  Royal  Aca'demician. 
I  have  known  him  nearly  all  my  life  and  I  never 
knew  a  man  who  changed  so  little.  The  last 
time  I  saw  him,  he  looked  very  much  the  same 
as  when  I  first  knew  him  as  a  child,  when  he 
visited  at  my  father's  house  many  years  ago. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  artists  I  ever  knew,  and 
as  the  desire  of  my  heart,  as  long  as  I  can  re- 
member, was  to  be  a  painter,  I  can  recall  how 
I  used  to  look  upon  him  with  wonder.  At  that 
time  he  was  comparatively  unknown  and  I  re- 
member his  first  engraving,  after  a  little  picture 
by  John  Phillip,  called  "  Courtship,"  used  to 
hang  in  our  dining-room,  and  that  very  print  is 
hanging  now  in  my  room  and  I  can  see  it  as  I 
am  writing  these  lines.  From  the  time  the 
engfraving  alluded  to  was  produced,  his  prog- 
ress was  steady  till  he  reached  the  highest 
position  as  an  engraver.  His  numerous  prints 
of  the  works  of  John  Phillip,  Sir  John  Everett 
Millais  and  others  are  too  well  known  every- 
where to  require  enumeration.  His  "  Hugue- 
not," after  the  latter  artist,  is  of  world-wide 
celebrity,  and  some  of  the  best  engravings  of 
modem  times — as  well  as  being  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  in  his  profession,  he  was 
one  of  the  most  industrious — are  by  his  hand. 
From  first  to  last  he  exhibited  well-nigh  fifty 
important  works  at  the  Royal  Academy.  An 
admirable  portrait  of  him  by  Millais  was  ex- 
hibited at  the  Burlington  House  a  year  or  two 
ago.  At  his  charming  house  in  the  Victoria 
Road,  Kensington,  you  met  the  best  artists  of 
the  day,  and  I  can  recall  the  occasions  when, 
previous  to  the  receiving  day  at  the  Academy, 
special  pictures,  such  as  Hook's,  would  be  on 
view  there.  The  invitation  used  to  run,  "  Oys- 
ters and  Pictures.  Eight  o'clock^  Vastly 
merry  evenings  those  were!  The  amount  of 
oysters  consumed  was  prodigious,  and  well-nigh 
all  the  talent  of  London  loomed  through  a 
cloud  of  tobacco-smoke.  And  years  ago  I  can 
remember  the  wonderful  dances  that  were 
given  at  this  studio,  at  Ansdell's  hard  by,  and 


at  other  studios  in  the  neighborhood.  A  rare 
panorama  of  hearty  enjoyment,  of  beauty,  of 
bright  faces,  passes  through  my  mind — those 
good  old  Kensington  days,  when  everybody 
was  young  and  all  the  world  seemed  fair. 

It  is  to  be  wished  that  we  in  England  had  as 
much  care  and  reverence  for  our  antiquities 
and  our  "  lions"  as  you  have  in  America.  Six 
or  seven  years  ago  I  remember  paying  a  visit 
to  Wilmington  in  Sussex  for  the  purpose  of 
seeing  the  "  Long  Man"  or  "  Giant"  which  has 
been  cut  in  the  face  of  the  South  Downs  from 
time  immemorial.  Writing  an  account  of  my 
visit  in  one  of  the  illustrated  papers  at  the  time, 
I  said  :  "  It  is  only  with  great  difficulty  you  can 
find  any  trace  of  it,"  and  "  the  *  Long  Man,* 
however,  ought  to  be  scoured  without  delay,  or 
he  will  be  lost  sight  of  altogether.  This  is  an 
age  of  athletics  and  superfluous  energy.  Why 
do  not  some  of  our  youths  form  themselves 
Into  a  committee  and  work  off  their  superfluous 
energy  by  once  more  restoring  the  Wilmington 
Giant  ?"  I  am  glad  to  hear  this  work  is  about 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Sussex  Archaeological 
Society,  and  sincerely  trust  it  has  not  been  left 
too  late  to  discover  traces  of  the  original  Giant. 
There  is  another  "lion,"  too,  that  requires 
scouring— the  celebrated  "White  Horse"  on 
the  hill,  bearing  its  name,  hard  by  Uffington, 
celebrated  in  "Tom  Brown's  School  Days." 
I  was  there  only  a  few  months  ago.  I  was 
accompanied  by  an  enthusiastic  and  energetic 
American  friend,  and  found  little  trace  of  a 
horse  remaining.  It  looked  merely  as  if  a 
gigantic  milk-can  had  been  upset  on  the  side 
of  the  hill.  This  matter  should  be  seen  to  by 
antiquarians  without  further  delay.

"Etching  and 
Etchers,"  first  published,  if  we  mistake  not,  in 
1875.   The  renewed  and  widely  popular  interest 
in  etching  made  the  appearance  of  that  admira- 
ble and  discriminating  work  particularly  timely, 
and  Mr.  Pennell's  careful  study  of  an  art  which, 
during  the  past  few  years,  has  made  its  great- 
est advance,  comes  to  us  at  an  equally  oppor- 
tune moment. 

In  this  day.  when  the  work  of  the  illustrators 
is  familiar  to  all  who  read,  and  when,  with 
hardly  an  exception,  these  artists  do  much 
with  pen  and  ink,  it  is  a  matter  for  congratu- 
lation that  the  &rst  book  to  treat  of  the  sub- 
ject in  an  adequate  and  serious  way  should  be, 
all  things  considered,  so  very  excellent.     If

Mr.  Pennell's  writing  has  not  the  charm  of 
manner  which  makes  Mr.  Hamerton's  most 
technical  chapters  pleasant  reading,  he  has  at 
least  g^ven  us  a  study  of  pen  drawing,  supple- 
plemented  by  so  well  arranged  and  so  nu- 
merous a  collection  of  the  pictures  themselves, 
that  to  all  readers  really  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject, his  work  will  be  found  most  helpful.  First 
and  last  there  is  a  great  deal  of  the  author's 
personality,  though  we  regret  to  find  no  speci- 
men  of  his  handiwork,  an  omission  which  the 
more  fortunate  owners  of  the  Edition  de  luxe 
find  remedied  by  the  insertion  of  an  original 
drawing  from  Mr.  Pennell's  pen. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  pages,  the  entire 
volume  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  modem  ar- 
tists, whose  great  success  with  pen  and  ink  has 
no  doubt  been  made  possible  by  the  improved 
methods  of  photo-engraving,  whereby  the 
drawing  is  reproduced  with  the  greatest  fidelity 
and  at  a  small  cost  of  time  and  money.  If  one 
but  remembers  that  hardly  more  than  a  dozen 
years  have  passed  since  an  artist  with  the  pen 
was  forced  to  have  his  work  laboriously  repro- 
duced by  the  wood-engraver,  and  even  then 
with  the  most  exceptional  skill  the  result  did 
not  approach  the  faithful  photographic  repro- 
ductions of  our  day.  he  will  doubtless  agree 
with  Mr.  Pennell.  who  speaks  of  the  develop-

Joel  Chandler  Harris  is  preparing  a  volume, 
to  be  published  by  Cassell,  on  the  ''  Life,  Letters, 
and  Speeches  of  Henry  W.  Grady,"  whose  sud- 
den death  has  been  widely  mourned.

Chauncey  M.  Depew's  recent  speech  in  Wash- 
ington in  favor  of  New  York  as  the  site  for  the 
World's  Fair  will  be  included  in  the  volume  of 
his  addresses  and  after-dinner  speeches  which 
Cassell  has  ready  for  immediate  publication. 

A  new  and  cheaper  edition  is  announced  by 
the  Scribners  of  W.  A.  Paton's  •*  Down  the 
Islands  :  A  Cruise  to  the  Caribees, "  a  useful 
and  entertaining  book  for  every  tourist  to  the 
Windward  Islands  during  the  next  three 
months. 

Cassell  has  two  books  about  ready,  "Star- 
Land,"  a  series  of  talks  with  young  people  about 
the  wonders  of  the  heavens,  by  Sir  Robert  S. 
Ball,  F.R.S.,  and  a  new  story.  "The  Splendid 
Spur,"  by  "  Q,"  the  anonymous  author  of  several 
popular  tales. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Fitch,  author  of  '*  Lectures  on  Teach- 
ing," has  written  a  new  book,  "  Notes  on  Am- 
erican Schools  and  Colleges,"  which  Macmillan 
will  publish  this  month.  The  same  firm  have 
nearly  ready  a  low-priced  cloth  edition  of  Pal- 
grave's  "Treasury  of  Sacred  Song." 

We  are  authorized  to  state,  for  the  information 
of  his  many  friends  in  this  country,  that  Profes- 
sor James  Bryce,  against  whom  Oakey  Hall  has 
brought  a  libel  suit  for  statements  made  in  "  The 
American  Commonwealth,"  has  entered  a  plea 
of  justification,  and  expects  to  win  the  suit. 

A  new  edition  is  announced  as  forthcoming  of 
Professor  Frederick  L.  Ritter*s  popular  **  Music 
in  America."  Important  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  book,  the  history  of  many  musical 
organizations,  notably  the  New  York  Philhar- 
monic Society,  being  brought  down  to  date. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Ladies*  Treasury  con- 
tributes some  curious  facts  relating  to  the  Bible. 


The  total  number  of  chapters  in  the  bible  is 
1189  ;  of  verses,  31,173  ;  of  words,  773,692  ; 
and  of  letters,  3,567,180.  The  middle  verse  of 
the  Bible  is  the  eighth  of  Psalm  118  ;  the  mid- 
dle line  is  in  2  Chronicles,  iv.,  16. 

Richard  M.  Smith,  Professor  of  Political 
Economy  in  Columbia  College,  has  written  a 
book,  which  the  Scribners  have  in  press,  en- 
titled  "  Emigration  and  Immigration."  This 
timely  and  interesting  subject  is  considered 
from  historical,  statistical,  and  other  points  of 
view,  and  is  treated  with  intelligence  and  ful- 
ness of  information. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Schafi's  new  bo^ 
"  Literature  and  Poetry,"  which  will  be  pub- 
lished this  month  by  the  Scribners,  will  contain 
papers  on  a  large  variety  of  interesting  subjects 
— English  Language,  the  Poetry  of  the  Bible, 
the  two  great  Latin  hymns.  Dies  Irae  and  Stabat 
Mater ;  Universities,  ancient  and  modem, 
European  and  American ;  Dante,  and  the 
Divine  Comedy. 

Tennyson  ha^  immortalized  the  legend  of 
Lady  Godiva,  but  the  author  of  "  A  History  of 
Warwickshire,"  just  published  in  London,  holds 
that  the  romantic  story,  which  has  made  Coven- 
try famous,  has  no  basis  of  fact.  Lady  Godiva 
survived  her  husband,  who  died  in  1057,  many 
years.  The  legend  is  first  mentioned  a  century 
and  a  half  after  the  supposed  occurrence,  but  the 
part  of  it  relating  to  Peeping  Tom  did  not  be- 
come current  until  the  reign  of  Charles  II. 

In  a  letter  to  the  London  Times  of  January 
7th,  Paul  B.  Du  Chaillu  replies  to  some  of  the 
criticisms  that  have  been  urged  against  his  work, 
"  The  Viking  Age,"  and  briefly  summarizes  the 
evidence  going  to  prove  the  truth  of  his  theory 
of  the  Scandinavian  origin  of  the  English-speak- 
ing race.  He  draws  three  conclusions  from  this 
evidence : 

(i)  That  we  find  from  the  days  of  the  earliest 
Roman  historians  continuous  traces  of  a  mari- 
time people  in  the  North,  whose  country  the 
Romans  and  their  successors  never  were  able  to 
invade. 

(2)  That  the  Roman  and  Early  Medisval  no- 
menclature, as  bearing  on  this  people,  is  so 
vague  as  to  be  worthless  for  histoncal  purposes. 

(3)  That  the  country,  when  we  gain  access  to 
it,  is  found  to  be  full  of  material  remains  indic- 
ative of  a  dense  and  warlike  population,  of 
advanced  civilization,  and  of  continuous  inter- 
course with  the  outer  world. 

Turning  to  England,  we  find  copious  remains 
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from  a  very  early  date,  which  are  not  British  nor 
Celtic  nor  Roman,  which  have  been  variously 
labelled  as  Saxon,  Anglo-Saxon ,  Anglo-Roman, 
and  so  forth,  but  which  correspond  minutely 
with  the  remains  which  I  have  described  in  the 
North.  Of  every  such  object  found  in  Engl^^id, 
I  claim  that  I  can  produce  the  counterpart  in 
Scandinavia,  and  I  challenge  the  historians  and 
archaeologists  to  show  me  any  place  in  the  basins 
of  the  Elbe,  the  Weser,   and   the  Rhine  where 


corresponding  objects  have  been  discovered. 
I  ask  again.  Is  it  or  is  it  not  reasonable  to  infer 
that  these  remains  fbund  in  England  indicate 
that  England  was  invadjed  from  the  North  ?  Is 
it  or  is  it  not  reasonable  to  hold  that  these  in- 
vaders came  not  from  any  one  special  spot  in 
the  North,  but  that  their  expeditions  were  made 
jointly  by  many  tribes  combining  for  the  pur- 
pose, as  we  learn  from  the  Sagas  was  their  cus- 
tomary practice  ? 


THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


I  HE  poet  Tennyson's  friendship 
for  the  English  artist,  Edward 
Lear,  was  as  great  as  was 
Lear's  admiration  for  the 
Laureate's  poems.  Lear's 
tastes,  as  well  as  his  health, 
led  him  to  pass  a  large  part  of 
his  life  in  Italy,  whence  he  made  journeys  to 
Greece  and  to  other  points  where  the  Greek 
influence  in  art  was  dominant.  The  older  he 
grew  in  his  art,  the  more  he  fell  under  the 
fascination  of  landscape  painting ;  and  the 
classical  subjects  which  Italy  and  Greece 
presented  appealed  to  him  with  peculiar  force. 
A  great  student  and  a  great  admirer  of  Tenny- 
son, he  derived  especial  pleasure  from  such 
lines  in  the  poet  s  work  as  lent  themselves, 
through  the  free  play  of  the  imagination  and 
fancy,  to  the  uses  of  his  art.  "  The  close,  con- 
centrated beauty  of  a  few  rhythmical  words 
flowing  into  perfect  idyl  through  the  fitness 
and  force  of  the  poet's  imagination,  dweh  in  his 
ear  as  he  painfully  worked  out  a  corresponding 
expression  of  the  divine  peace,  or  mystery,  or 
melancholy,  or  brightness  of  nature  through 
the  material  symbols  of  the  sister  art." 

This  discriminating  characterization  of  the 
influence  which  Tennyson  exerted  over  Lear 
is  from  a  sympathetic  review,  by  Franklin 
Lushington,  of  the  artist's  career,  which  serves 
as  the  introduction  to  a  volume  of  extraordinary 
interest.  Poems  by  Alfred,  Lord  Tennysofi,  il- 
lustrated by  Edward  Lear.  The  illustrations, 
twenty-two  in  number,  are  selected  from  a 
series  of  about  two  hundred  designs  which  the 
painter  made  in  the  course  of  his  life,  and 
which  he  called  **  Landscape  Illustrations  of 
Tennyson."  The  poems  which  they  serve  to 
adorn  are  three :  "To  Edward  Lear  on  his 
Travels  in  Greece,"  a  journey  on  which  the 
painter  was  accompanied  by  the  poet  and  his 
wife,  "  The  Palace  of  Art,"  and  "  The  Daisy." 
In  addition  to  these  illustrations  there  are  two 
portraits,  one,  the  frontispiece,  reproduced 
from  G.  F.  Watts's  famous  portrait  of  Tenny- 


son, and  the  other  a  portrait  of  Lear.  The 
reproductions  and  the  printing  of  the  book — on 
Japan  paper — are  tne  work  of  Qpussod, 
Valadon  &  Co.,  of  Paris,  and  represent  the 
highest  style  of  the  art.  The  dreamy,  poetic 
feeling  manifest  in  the  designs  is  unitea  with 
truth  to  nature  in  many  of  her  most  dramatic 
and  romantic  moods,  and  is  expressed  with  a 
rare  breadth  and  harmony  of  line.  Only  one 
hundred  copies  of  this  book  are  printed  for 
both  the  foreic^n  and  the  American  markets ; 
and  each  of  these  copies  is  made  of  unusual 
value  by  bearing  the  autograph  signature  of 
Tennyson.  The  writing  is  clear,  regular,  and 
rather  small,  revealing  in  a  slight  degree  the 
nervous  tremulousness  of  the  poet's  hand.

The  tenth  volume  of  A  Library  of 
American  Literature  contains  selections 
from  the  WTitings  of  contemporaneous  au- 
thors of  the  period  between  1861  and  1888. 
The  number  of  names  and  the  variety 
of  the  selections  which  the  editors,  E.  C. 
Stedman  and  Ellen  M.  Hutchinson,  have 
made,  bring  to  mind  the  extraordinary  intel- 
lectual activity  of  the  times  and  the  even  more 
significant  fact  that  there  are  only  one  or  two 
names  here — some  will  doubt  if  there  is  even 
this  number — that  have  the  place  in  American 
literature  occupied  by  the  group  of  ante-bel- 
lum writers — Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Longfellow, 
Motley.  Holmes,  etc.  The  most  prominent  of 
the  authors  who  are  represented  in  this  volume 
are  Bret  Harte.  John  Fiske,  Henry  James.  Mr. 
Cable,  Miss  Woolson,  Joel  Chandler  Harris, 
Miss  Jewett  and  Mrs.  Burnett,  whose  English 
birth  does  not  disqualify  her  from  admission  to 
this  pleasant  company.  Writers  of  less  dis- 
tinction, many  of  them  more  nott^d  for  the 
technical  finisn  of  their  work  than  for  the  value 
or  importance  of  its  substance,  are  here  repre- 
sented in  abundance  by  selections  which  give 
a  good  index  to  their  literary  tastes  and  styles, 
and  which  have  more  or  less  intrinsic  interest 
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for  the  general  reader.  The  tendency  of  the 
period  toward  fiction  and  verse  is  marked,  al- 
though here  and  there  one  meets  with  the  name 
of  some  writer  who  is  winning  a  place  for  him- 
I  self  in  a  more  serious  class  of  literature.  Such 
an  author  is  John  Fiske.  for  example ;  and  we 
wish  that  the  editors  had  seen  nt  to  include 
under  his  name,  in  addition  to  the  extract  from 
his  philosophical  writings,  a  few  pages  from 
his  even  more  important  studies  of  early  Ameri- 
can history— a  field  in  which  he  is  scarcely 
surpassed  by  Francis  Parkman.  John  T. 
"Morse,  Jr.,  and  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  are  repre- 
sented by  selections  from  recent  biographies  ; 
and  among  the  men  of  action,  portions  of  the 
narratives  of  whose  adventures  are  given,  are 
Lieutenant  Greely  and  Henry  M.  Stanley. 
The  eleventh  volume  will  complete  the  worlc. 
This  will  contain,  in  addition  to  further  ex- 
tracts from  the  works  of  contemporaneous 
authors,  brief  biographical  notices  of  all  the 
writers  represented  in  the  entire  work.

Not  since  Lieutenant  Greely 's  thrilling  nar- 
rative of  perilous  adventure  and  exploration  in 
the  Arctic  circle  was  published  has  there  been 
any  noteworthy  addition  to  this  class  of  litera- 
ture. The  book,  however,  that  Henry  M. 
Stanley  is  to  write  about  his  wonderful  jour- 
ney across  Equatorial  Africa  will  perhaps  sur- 
pass in  interest  the  marvellous  story  of  how  he 
found  Livingstone,  and  will  rival  Lieutenant 
Greely's  work  as  a  narrative  of  privation,  suf- 
fering, heroic  achievement  in  the  face  of  well- 
nigh  insurmountable  obstacles,  and  of  valuable 
ethnological  and  geographical  discoveries.  A 
g^phic  outline  oiStanley's  adventures  is  con- 
tained in  the  series  of  letters  which  he  sent  at 
various  times  to  the  chairman  of  the  Relief 
Expedition  and  to  personal  friends.  These 
letters,  with  one  exception,  have  been  printed 
in  the  newspapers ;  and  they  have  been  gath- 
ered together,  and  are  now  published  in  a 
book  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-sbc  pages 
under  the  title  of  The  Story  of  Emins  Rescue 
as  Told  in  Stanley  s  Letters,  The  editor, 
J.  Scott  Keltie,  Librarian  to  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society,  writes  an  introduction  to  the 
volume,  giving  a  sketch  of  Emin  Pasha  and  a 
record  ©fthe  incidents  which  led  to  Stanley's 
mission,  and  David  Ker  is  the  author  of  a  bio- 
graphical notice  of  Stanley  at  the  end  of  the 
volume.  A  map  enables  one  to  follow  the 
daring  explorer's  progress  across  Africa,  and 
the  letters  give  an  outline,  with  many  gaps  and 
many  repetitions,  of  the  story  of  his  remark- 
able journey.  Stanley's  letter  to  the  New  York 
Herald,  perhaps  the  most  extraordinary  of  the 
whole  series,  summarizing  and  moralizing  upon 
the  great  achievement,  is  not  included  in  the 
collection.    Until  Stanley's  complete  story  is 


told  this  volume  will  serve  as  a  convenient 
hand-book  of  the  salient  features  of  one  of  the 
most  heroic  deeds  of  modem  times.  [Harper, 
8vo,  50  cents.] 

A  fresh  and  significant  addition  to  theologi- 
cal literature  is  Creed  Revision  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Churches,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Philip 
SchafT.  The  thick  pamphlet  is  divided  into 
three  parts  :  (i)  A  paper  entitled  "  Creed  Re- 
vision and  the  Westminster  Standards,"  a 
greatly  enlarged  form  of  the  article  which  ap- 
pearea  in  the  Presbyterian  Review  for  last 
October ;  (2)  "  A  Plea  for  the  Revision  of  the 
Westminster  Confession,"  the  paper  delivered 
by  the  author  before  the  New  York  Presbytery ; 
and  (3)  two  documents  bearing  directly  on  tne 
subject  of  revision,  "  The  New  Confession  and 
declaratory  statement  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England,"  and  a  record  of  the  action 
some  time  ago  of  the  New  York  Presbytery  on 
this  important  question.  Dr.  Schaff  takes  his 
stand  unequivocally  on  the  side  of  revision,  and 
makes,  in  these  papers,  a  strong  plea  in  favor 
of  progress  in  theological  thought.  His  wide 
range  of  historical  studies  enables  him  to  for- 
tify his  argument  with  many  apt  citations  from 
theological  literature,  ancient  as  well  as  mod- 
em ;  and  his  familiarity  with  the  historical  de- 
velopment of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  his 
transparent  style  serve  to  make  the  subject  per- 
fectly clear  as  well  as  interesting.  [Scribner, 
8vo,  paper,  50  cents  «//.] 

No  one  who  is  familiar  with  the  delightful 
stories  of  Pierre  Loti,  as  the  French  naval  of- 
ficer, Julien  Viaud,  cj^lls  himself,  can  afford  to 
miss  a  volume  of  travels.  Into  Morocco,  just 
published,  the  translator  being  unnamed  and 
the  book  being  cleverly  illustrated,  in  the  mod- 
em French  style,  by  Aime  Morot  and  Benia- 
min  Constant.  The  author  is  a  poet  and  a 
•painter  of  the  most  delicate  and  suggestive 
word-pictures.  He  has  the  eye  of  an  artist 
for  the  salient  and  picturesque ;  and  all  that 
he  sees  and  hears  is  olended  into  a  description 
which  bears  the  impress  of  absolute  truth,  yet 
truth  which  has  acquired  a  certain  charming 
color  by  passing  through  the  imaginative, 
poetic  fancy  of  the  author.  Loti  left  Tangier 
with  the  French  Minister  and  an  escort  for  a 
twelve  days'  joumey  on  horseback  to  Fez,  the 
capital  of  the  empire,  where  an  audience  was  to 
be  had  on  some  affair  of  state  with  the  Sultan. 
He  does  not  concern  himself  in  the  least  with 
the  political  aspect  of  the  mission  or  with  dry 
facts  or  statistics  of  any  kind  about  the  curi- 
ous tribes  or  the  strange  land  through  which 
he  passes.  He  is  satisned  to  g^ve  a  vivid  pic- 
ture of  the  scenes  and  incidents  of  the  journey 
and  to  narrate  the  impressions  and  sensations 
which  he  received  in  the  old  city  of  Fez,  where 
he  seemed  to  be  living  in  the  Middle  Ages. 
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The  life  of  the  place,  dome^ic,  public,  semi- 
public,  as  on  the  house-tops,  where  the  women 
meet  to  gossip ;  in  the  mosques  and  in  the 
bazaars,  is  described  with  a  daintiness  of  touch 
and  a  delicacy  of  sentiment  that  are  very, 
charming.  [Welch,  Fracker  Company,  i2mo, 
75  cents.] 

The  theological  changes  of  recent  years  and 
the  changed  attitude  of  many  people  toward 
many  forms  of  dogmatic  belief  have  operated 
to  incre^e  the  general  interest  not  only  in 
practical  ethical  questions  but  in  ethical  science 
itself.  Mr.  Archibald  Alexander's  A  Theory 
of  Conduct  is  a  very  close  and  compact  exam- 
ination of  the  fundamental  propositions  on 
which  ethics  as  a  science  is  generally  based, 
and  its  originality  and  penetration  will  attract 
the  attention  of  all  students  of  the  subject. 
His  procedure  is,  scientifically  considered,  a 
sceptical  one,  but  the  acuteness  of  his  criticism 
of  the  various  positions  he  attacks  is  matched 
only  by  his  fairness  in  stating  them.  The 
book  is  composed  of  a  general  introduction, 
partly  historical,  mainly  philosophical,  and 
chapters  entitled  "The  Theory  of  Right," 
"The  Theory  of  Duty,"  "The  Nature  of 
Character,"  and  "The  Motive  to  Morality." 
The  writer's  own  position  and  his  resignation 
to  the  negative  results  of  his  destructive  criti- 
cism may  be  inferred  from  the  closing  sentence 
of  the  volume :  "  It  is  when  Science  is  dumb 
that  Religion  begins  to  speak  ;  and  the  fact  is 
suggested  that  supernatural  light  is  rare,  and 
when  it  shines  on  tne  earth  it  is  not  an  undula- 
tion of  the  ether,  nor,  indeed,  any  datum  of 
science."    [Scribner,  i2nfK),  $i.oo.J 

Edward  Wakefield  has  written  an  exhaus- 
tive account  of  the  present  condition  and 
future  prospects  of  one  of  the  British  colonies, 
under  the  title  of  New  Zealand  after  Fifty 
Years,  He  discusses  in  an  authoritative  and, 
to  one  who  has  the  least  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject, an  entertaining  way,  the  population, 
native  and  white,  the  trade  and  commerce,  the 
politics  and  laws,  the  flora  and  fauna,  etc.,  of 
the  islands.  Among  the  exports  of  New  Zea- 
land is  Kauri  gum,  valued  at  $2,500,000,  the 
whole  of  which  comes  annually  to  the  United 
States  for  the  manufacture  of  varnish.  The 
volume  has  numerous  illustrations,  reproduc- 
tions from  photographs.    [Cassell,  8vo,  $2.00.] 

The  numl>er  of  volumes  of  memoirs  which 
Frenchmen  and  Frenchwomen,  very  many  of 
them  of  high  social  or  literary  distinction,  have 
written  is  enormous,  and  the  French  court  has 
been  a  favorite  subject  of  gossip  and  comment 
for  diarists  and  letter  writers  of  other  nationali- 
ties. There  is  thus  an  enormous  amount  of  ma- 
terial within  the  reach  of  one  who  would  draw  a 
picture  of  any  particular  phase  of  court  life  in 


that  gayest  of  all  European  capitals,  Paris, 
and  in  tne  royal  palaces  in  the  suburbs.  The 
Marriages  of  tne  Bourbons%  by  Captain  the 
Hon.  D.  Bingham,  attempts  to  describe  one 
aspect  of  this  life  from  tne  beginning  of  the 
fourteenth  century  down  to  the  Revolution,  by 
drawing  upon  the  countless  volumes  of  corre- 
spondence, reminiscence,  etc.,  covering  this 
period.  The  laxity  of  morals  which  prevailed 
in  the  French  court  prevents  the  autnor  from 
putting  too  strict  a  construction  upon  the  title 
which  he  gave  his  work.  In  fact,  the  mar- 
riages of  the  various  members  of  the  House  of 
Bourbon,  the  chief  of  which  at  the  present 
time  is  the  Comte  de  Paris,  serve  in  a  large 
number  of  instances  simply  as  an  introduction 
to  the  procession  of  royal  favorites  who  pass 
across  the  stage,  and  whose  power  and  in- 
fluence were  lar  greater  than  those  of  the 
royal  spouse.  It  is  a  picture  of  a  profligate 
court,  the  immorality  and  extravagance  of 
which  culminated  finally  in  the  whirlwind  of 
the  French  Revolution,  by  which  the  populace 
visited  upon  the  heads  of  Louis  XVI.  and 
Marie  Antoinette  the  sins  of  their  predecessors.

The  fifth  volume  in  the  Carisbrooke  Library, 
edited  by  Henry  Morley,  is  made  up  of  the 
English  Prose  Writings  of  John  Milton, 
These  contain  the  author's  views  on  all  the 
Questions  that  are  vital  to  the  body  politic — 
tne  religious  and  home  life  of  the  English 
people  of  his  time,  the  training  of  their  .chil- 
dren, and  the  citizen's  duty  to  tne  State.  Mil- 
ton's prose  writings  are  recognized  as  models 
of  a  high  and  dignified'  style  and  of  profound 
thought,  and  the  selections  here  made  give  an 
admirable  idea  of  his  breadth  of  view  and  his 
loftiness  of  purpose,  and  of  the  great  influence 
which  he  exerted  on  English  thought  and  con- 
duct. Mr.  Morley's  introduction  is  an  instruc- 
tive and  discriminating  account  of  the  man  and 
his  times.

Edwin  Asa  Dix  has  written  a  book  of  travels 
regarding  a  region  that  is  somewhat  outside 
of  the  beaten  track  of  European  tourists,  call- 
ing it  A  Midsummer  Drive  Through  the 
Pyrenees,  The  narrative  of  the  author  s  jour- 
ney over  the  picturesque  routes  of  travel  in 
the  Pyrenees  acquires  considerable  variety  and 
color  by  the  bits  of  history  and  folk-lore  which 
are  given.  Whenever  the  opportunity  offered, 
the  natives  were  drawn  into  conversation,  and 
whatever  was  suggestive  or  interesting  in  their 
talk  is  recorded.  There  are  numerous  illustra- 
tions.    [Putnam,  8vo,  $1.75.] 

An  interesting  and  instructive  volume  for 
religious  readers  is  Belief,  by  George  L. 
Chaney.  It  consists  of  a  series  of  sermons  on 
the    following    subjects:    "Man,"    "God," 
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«  Christ,"  "  The  Spirit/'  "  HeU/'  "  Heaven," 
"A  Church."  The  author's  style  is  simple, 
direct,  and  practical,  and  his  treatnrient  of  the 
subjects  presented  is  lucid  and  deeply  sugges- 
tive. The  book  is  not  a  treatise  on  Christian 
evidences.  It  is  not  so  much  apologetic  as 
expository  in  its  tone,  and  it  is  especially  ad- 
dressed to  the  Christian  reader,  who  desires 
fuller  light  on  the  main  points  involved  in  his 
faith.  To  such  the  author's  earnest  and  elo- 
quent language  will  appeal  strongly,  and  the 
book  will  prove  spiritually  invigorating.

RECENT  FICTION. 

Mr.  Howells's  last  book,  A  Hazard  of  New 
Fortunes,  will  be  considered  by  many  readers, 
we  think,  superior  even  to  "  The  Rise  of  Silas 
Lapham."  The  change  of  the  scene  of  his 
stories  from  Boston  to  New  York  appears  to 
have  been  beneficial  to  the  author  in  many  ways. 
The  background  of  his  picture  has  more  va- 
riety of  color  and  his  characters  are  more 
sharply  differentiated.  What  is  better  yet,  he 
has  found  a  new  set  of  types,  and  the  discovery 
seems  to  have  given  an  unusually  keen  edge  to 
his  fiaculty  of  discrimination  and  great^  to 
have  enlivened  his  wit.  The  people  to  whom 
the  author  introduces  us  are  admirably  chosen 
to  bring  out  contrasting  traits,  and  the  study 
of  these  people  shows  Mr.  Howells  at  his 
very  best.  Perhaps  the  happiest  inspiration  is 
Fulkerson,  the  lively,  huniorous,  slangy,  ener- 
getic business  manager  oV Every  Other  Week, 
the  new  periodical  around  which  the  characters 
of  the  story  are  grouped.  He  is  a  well- 
known  personage  in  New  York,  restless,  jo- 
vially impudent,  shrewd,  hesitating  at  nothing 
short  of  dishonesty  to  accomplish  his  purpose ; 
almost  justifying  i\\k  remark  of  his  art  editor 
that  he  would  advertise  Every  Other  Week  on 
his  family  vault.  His  entrance  always  brings 
a  fresh,  breezy  air  of  hilarity  and  comraderie, 
and  his  nervous,  rapid  talk  often  fairly  sparkles 
with  humorous  allusions  and  bits  01  witty 
sarcasm.  The  various  members  of  the  Dry- 
foos  family  are  scarcely  less  interesting.  They 
are  from  the  West,  where  the  head  of  the 
house  has  made  his  millions  in  natural  gas  and 
in  other  speculations.  Dryfoos  is  the  financial 
backer  of  Every  Other  Week ;  his  wife,  a 
meek,  patient,  ung^mmatical  old  soul,  yearns 
constantly  for  her  home  on  the  farm  in  MofRtt ; 
their  two  daughters  have  that  vulgar  assurance 
of  manner  vmich  the  consciousness  of  their 
father's  wealth  and  its  power  gives  them,  and 
take  the  keenest  enjoyment  in  the  whirl  and 
excitement  of  New  York  life ;  the  brother, 
finadly,  of  these  girls  is  a  rather  unusual  prod- 


uct of  the  West,  for  his  zeal  in  missionary 
work  among  the  East-side  poor  gives  the  key 
to  his  character.  The  two  Boston  people, 
Basil  March  and  his  wife,  old  acquaintances 
to  readers  of  one  of  Mr.  Howells's  earliest 
books,  "Their  Wedding  Journey,"  are  less 
agreeable  and  entertaining.  March,  who  has 
come  on  to  edit  the  new  magazine,  lacks  de- 
cision of  character  and  is  a  rather  colorless 
personage ;  perhaps,  because  his  spirit  has  been 
broken  by  nis  shrewish  and  thoroughly  dis- 
agreeable wife.  We  would  rather  not  accept 
these  as  typical  Boston  people.  Mr.  Howells's 
study  of  tne  Viiiginia  family  and  of  the  art 
editor  of  the  new  magazine,  Beaton,  is  cer- 
tainly more  sympathetic,,  if  not  truer  to  the  life. 
There  are  other  characters  who  fill  in  the 
background  of  the  stories,  but  these  stand  in 
the  front  of  the  stas^e  and  play  their  little  social 
comedy  with  mucn  art  In  no  book  with 
which  we  are  acquainted  are  some  of  the  typical 
street  scenes  of  New  York  so  graphically  de- 
scribed, while  the  author's  analysis  of  the 
social  tendencies  of  the  time  is  full  of  sugges- 
tiveness.    [Harper,  2  vols.,  i2mo,  $2.00.] 

In  The  Story  of  Tonty  Mrs.  Mary  H. 
Catherwood  seeks  to  weave  a  romance  out  of 
some  incidents  in  the  life  of  La  Salle's  intimate 
friend  and  chief  lieutenant,  Henri  de  Tonty. 
The  author's  "Romance  of  Dollard"  gave 
promise  that  she  might  be  able  to  make  good 
use  of  historical  stucHes  in  the  early  French  ex- 
plorations in  America— a  period  which  has 
scarcely  been  touched  by  the  writers  of 
romance,  if  we  except  some  of  Cooper's  tales, 
and  which  presents  an  alluring  field.  Strong 
characters  of  striking  individuality,  transferrin? 
some  of  the  gay  picturesqueness  of  the  French 
court  of  the  seventeenth  century  to  the  frontier 
along  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Lakes ;  a  rude 
civilization  full  of  color  and  variety,  derived 
from  the  relations  of  the  French  explorers, 
traders,  and  priests  with  the  Indians ;  and 
superb  natural  scenery  for  the  background  of 
such  adventures  as  constituted  a  large  part  of 
the  life  of  the  time — these  are  materials  which 
the  romance  writer  may  well  prize.  Mrs. 
Catherwood's  last  story  indicates  that  she 
appreciates  their  value,  and  that  she  is  a  close 
student  of  the  historical  documents  of  the 
period.  But  she  has  not  yet  acquired  the  art 
of  making  the  best  use  of  the  material  that  is 
within  her  reach.  The  Story  of  Tonty  lacks 
a  dramatic  motive,  a  central  thread  of  interest 
that  shall  bind  the  various  parts  together. 
The  characters,  scenes,  and  incidents  as  de- 
scribed in  the  first  half  of  the  book  point  to 
nothing  that  is  coming,  and  have  only  slight 
relation  to  each  other.  There  are  a  few  dra- 
matic scenes  toward  the  end  of  the  story, 
but  they  count  for  little,  because  they  are  not 
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recognized  as  having  anv  logical  connection 
with  what  has  gone  before.  The  book  is  a 
pleasing  historical  sketch  rather  than  a 
romance.  It  is  illustrated  with  some  half-tone 
drawings  by  Enoch  Ward.  [McClurg,  1 2mo, 
$1.25.] 

There  is  something  extremely  weird  and 
supernatural  in  V/era,  A  Romance  *Twtxt 
the  Real  and  Ideal,  by  Roman  I.  Zubof. 
Ghosts  who  play  cards  for  hours  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  are  not  pleasant  people  to  have  in 
one's  sleeping-room.  A  phantom  who  talks 
on  philosophical  subjects  with  her  lover  on  the 
edge  of  the  grave  is  called  Viera,  the  heroine 
of  the  tale.  After  three  hundred  pages  of 
strange  happenitigs,  the  reader  is  told  at  the 
end  that  the  young  man  who  has  figured  in 
all  these  scenes  with  the  ghosts  has  been  ill 
for  three  weeks  with  a  brain  fever,  and  that 
these  phantoms  are  the  creations  of  his  de- 
lirium. Such  books  are  far  from  healthy  in 
their  tendency,  and  only  show  a  morbid  imag- 
ination.   [Crowell  &  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.50.] 

A  new  contribution  to  the  already  extensive 
list  of  religious  novels  is  An  Honest  Hypocrite^ 
by  Edward  S.  DeG.  Tompkins.  It  relates  the 
religious  experience  of  a  youne  English  cler- 
gyman who  enters  into  pastoral  work  in  one 
of  our  American  towns.  It  is  essentially  re- 
ligious in  its  interest ;  so  much  so  as  to  burden 
the  story  at  times  and  impede  its  progress. 
The  reader,  however,  is  impressed  throughout 
by  the  earnestness  of  the  author's  purpose. 
Many  of  the  situations  are  strong  and  dra- 
matic, and  the  characters,  particularly  those  of 
the  young  clergyman  and  the  woman  under 
whose  influence  he  is  irresistibly  drawn,  are 
very  well  portrayed.  The  moral  of  the  story 
is  not  so  airectly  pointed  as  it  might  be,  but 
the  various  religious  questions  that  arise  in 
the  course  of  the  narrative  are  treated  with 
considerable  clearness  and  force.  [CasselU 
paper,  50  cents.] 

The  name  of  Francois  Copp^e  has  long 
been  known  as  that  of  the  autnor  of  a  num- 
ber of  excellent  plays,  some  short  stories,  and 
a  volume  of  poetry.  His  first  novel,  Henrtette, 
or  A  Corsican  Mother^  translated  by  Ed- 
ward Wakefield,  was  looked  forward  to  with 
the  greatest  interest,  and  success  was  assured 
when  it  passed  through  fi\t.  editions.  Henri- 
ette  is  a  book  which  depends  for  its  interest  on 
the  display  of  emotions  common  to  all  man- 
kind. There  are  few  recent  novels  where  the 
beauty  and  value  of  purity  in  men  as  well  as 
in  women  are  thrown  into  stronger  relief  than 
in  this  touching  story  of  youthful  passion  and 
overwhelming  sorrow.  [Worthington,  i2mo,

Pierre  Loti's  story,  "Pficheur  d'Islande," 
comes  to  us  in  a  new  translation  by  Anna  F. 
de  Koven,  with  the  familiar  title  of  W/r  Iceland 
Fisherman,  The  tale  is  one  of  pathetic 
tenderness  and  of  deep  poetic  feeling,  the  pic- 
ture of  the  Breton  fishermen  and  their  mode  of 
life  being  described  with  a  sympathetic  touch 
and  with  truth.  The  translation  is  easy,  fluent 
and  idiomatic,  and  the  book  will  be  useful  to 
those  who  wish  for  a  better  acquaintance  with 
the  most  important  work  of  the  clever  French 
naval  officer,  M.  Julien  Viaud,  who  has  made 
his  pen-name  of  Pierre  Loti  familiar.  [Mc-

The  principal  story  in  Allan* s  Wife  and 
Other  Tales,  by  H.  Rider  Haggard,  is  published 
for  the  first  time  ;  the  remaining  three  have 
appeared  in  various  English  periodicals.  To 
those  who  have  followed  the  fortunes  of  Allan 
Quatermain,  the  adventures  that  befell  his  wife 
in  that  wonderful  land  of  Africa  will  be 
doubly  entertaining.

The 
secrets  of  many  hearts  are  laid  bare,  and  con- 
siderable romance  is  woven  around  what  are 
commonly  thought  to  be  hard  legal  facts.  The 
book  will  be  interesting  alike  to  the  profession- 
al and  non -professional  reader.

THE  BOSTON  ORIGINAL  OF  MOTHER  GOOSE. 

Mother  Goose  was  not  only  an  American 
woman,  but  a  Boston ian  into  the  bargain.  At 
what  time  the  Goose  family  came  to  America  is 
unknown.  The  name  was  originally  Vertigoose, 
afterward  changed  to  Vergoose,  and  finally 
shortened  to  Goose.  But  the  first  change  was 
long  before  the  Goose  family  came  to  Boston. 
Boston  was  a  little  village  but  thirty  years  old 
when  we  first  hear  of  them  as  landholders  within 
Its  borders.  Nearly  half  the  land  on  Washing- 
ton Street,  between  West  and  Winter  streets, 
belonged  to  them,  and  so  did  a  large  piece  of 
lan'd  on  Essex,  Rowe,  and  Bedford  streets.  At 
that  time  all  that  part  of  Boston  was  open  fields 
or  pasture-land,  and  the  Vergoose  family  before 
that  date  probably  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Han- 
over Street  or  Copp's  Hill.  Isaac  Vergoose 
himself,  the  husband  of  Mother  Goose,  owned  a 
house  and  lot  on  the  land  which  is  now  the  cor- 
ner of  Washington  Street  and  Temple  Place. 

That  the  family  were  wealthy  for  that  period 
we  are  assured ;  but  only  one  of  them  achieved 
anything  like  fame,  and  that  was  Mother  Goose 
herself.  But  for  her  the  Vergoose  family  might 
have  lived  and  died  and  been  gathered  to  their 
fathers  in  the  Old  Granary  Burying  Ground 
without  leaving  anything  but  their  tombstones 
to  posterity.  It  would  be  pleasant  to  know 
something  about  the  childhood  of  Mother  Goose, 
tmt  of  that  we  are  not  told  in  any  chronicle. 


We  do  not  even  know  where  Elizabeth  Foster 
was  bom,  in  what  part  of  Boston  she  dwelt,  or 
when  she  married  Mr.  Vergoose. 

Of  one  thing,  however,  we  are  sure :  that 
she  outlived  him,  although  the  date  of  his  death 
is  nowhere  found  in  any  register.  So  we  grope 
our  way  in  the  dark  as  regards  the  maiden 
and  married  life  of  Mother  Goose  till  the  year 
1 71 5  is  reached.  Then  we  read  in  the  record  of 
marriages  in  the  City  Registrar's  office  that  in 
"  1715,  June  8th,  was  married,  by  Rev.  Cotton 
Mather,  Thomas  Fleet  to  Elizabeth  Goose." 

Of  Elizabeth  we  hear  little  except  that  she 
was  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mother  Goose.  Of 
Thomas  Fleet,  her  husband,  we  hear  much  more. 
He  was  bom  in  England,  and  was  a  journeyman 
printer  in  Bristol.  It  was  there  that  he  first 
knew  of  the  American  Vergoose  family  through 
its  Bristol  relations.  During  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne  a  certain  clergyman  of  the  English  Church, 
Dr.  Sacheverell,  having  incurred  the  displeasure 
of  the  dominant  political  party,  was  tried  for 
treason  before  the  House  of  Lords.  The  affair 
created  great  excitement  throughout  England, 
even  leading  to  riotous  proceedings  in  some 
cases.  In  some  of  these  young  Fleet  mingled 
so  conspicuously  that  he  afterward  thought  it 
prudent  to  forsake  England  for  America.  Ac- 
cordingly he  packed  up  his  belongings,  and 
reached  Boston  in  17 12. 

His  first  child  was  a  son,  whose  advent  was  no 
doubt  a  delight  to  its  parents,  while  to  its  Grand- 
mother Goose  it  was  a  joy  unspeakable.  But 
not  unsingable,  fortunately  for  posterity.  Mrs. 
Fleet's  own  presence  in  the  nursery  was  barely 
tolerated  by  the  enthusiastic  grandmother,  who 
spent  the  whole  time  there  or  in  wandering 
about  the  house  with  her  grandchild  in  her  arms. 
It  is  not  improbable  that  it  was  when  thus  em- 
ployed she  first  sang  that  now  deathless  ditty  : 

"  Goosey,  goosey,  gander, 
Where  shall  1  wander  I 

Up  stairs, 

Downstairs, 
And  in  my  lady's  chamber.'* 

Doubtless  all  this  Thomas  Fleet  would  not 
have  objected  to ;  but  this  was  not  all— fortu- 
nately for  us,  and  for  him,  as  it  eventually  turned 
out.  Partly  to  amuse  the  infant,  and  more  to 
express  her  unbounded  joy  over  the  fact  of  its 
existence,  she  was  continually  singing  nonsensi- 
cal songs  and  rhymes  which  she  had  leamed  in 
the  days  of  her  own  youth.  Probably  this  could 
have  been  borne  had  she  been  a  fine  singer. 
But  this  was  exactly  what  she  was  not,  and  she 
was  therefore  a  thorn  in  the  side  of  her  son-in- 
law  Thomas.  What  Elizabeth  thought  we  are 
not  told,  but  quite  possibly  her  feelings  were 
tempered  with  filial  affection  and  gratitude. 
Such  was  not  the  case  with  her  husband,  how- 
ever, who  exhausted  every  means  known  to  him 
to  induce  Mother  Goose  to  stop  singing.  He 
ridiculed  her  in  public  and  in  private,  and  with 
very  little  effect  in  either  case.  He  told  her 
that  she  destroyed  the  comfort  of  the  whole 
neighborhood,  which  was  true  enough,  for  the 
grandmother's  voice  was  heard  for  a  long  dis- 
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unce,  and  Fleet  wm  not  the  onlr  person  who 
wished  she  mi^t  become  suddenly  dumb.  To 
his  expostulations  aad  to  thoee  of  the  neighbors 
she  only  langhed  and  sang  the  loader. 

At  last  it  occurred  to  Thomas  one  day,  when 
the  sound  of  his  mother-in-law's  voice  followed 
him  all  the  way  down  to  his  printing-house  in 
Podding  Lane,  thait  he  might  collect  these  songs 
and  quaint  rhymes  which  Grandmother  Goose 
was  so  persistently  singing,  print  them,  and  per- 
haps turn  a  few  nimble  sixpences  in  that  way. 
With  this  thought  in  mind,  he  listened  after- 
ward with  more  patience  to  the  not  very  melo- 
dious strains  that  continually  sounded  in  his 
ears,  and  wrote  them  down  from  day  to  day  till 
he  had  exhausted  the  list  of  the  ditties  which  his 
mother-in-law  knew.  To  these  he  added  such 
as  he  could  collect  from  other  sources,  and  soon 
alter  published  them  in  book  form  with  the  title  : 
"  Sbogs  for  the  Nursery ;  or,  Mother  Goose*s 
Melodies  for  Children."  On  the  title-page  was 
a  rude  drawing  of  a  toosc  with  a  very  long  neck 
and  wide  open  mouth,  and  at  the  bottom  of  the 
page  the  words :  "  Printed  by  T.  Fleet  at  his 
printing-house,  Pudding  Lane,  1719.  Price, 
two  coppers. — Condensed  from  the  chapter  on 
*'  Mother  Goose"  in  ** Dear  Old  Story-tellers,** 
by  Oscar  Fay  Adams, 

THE  WOMEN  OF  FEZ,  MOROCCO. 

The  women  collect  in  groups,  or  seat  them- 
selves and  chat  upon  the  ledges  of  the  walls, 
with  their  legs  overhanging  the  court-yards  or 
the  streets,  or  else  throw  themselves  back  and 
stretch  out  in  careless  attitudes  with  their  fingers 
interlaced  behind  their  heads.  They  climb  from 
house  to  house  to  exchange  visits,  sometimes 
by  the  assistance  of  small  ladders,  or  of  a  bridge 
improvised  from  a  plank.  The  negresses  are 
sculpturesque  in  form  ;  they  wear  great  silver 
rings  in  their  ears,  are  dressed  in  white  or  pink, 
and  their  black  faces  are  surrounded  by  kerchiefs 
of  silk;  their  gaiety  has  something  monkeyish 
about  it,  and  their  cheerful  voices  are  shrill  and 
creaking  as  a  child's  rattle.  Their  mistresses, 
the  white  Arab  ladies,  wear  tunics  of  silk  fig- 
ured with  gold,  the  colors  of  which  are  softened 
with  embroidery  of  tulle  ;  their  long  wide  sleeves 
expose  their  fine  arms,  which  are  encircled  with 
bracelets ;  their  busts  are  sustained  by  wide 
belts  of  silk  worked  with  gold,  as  stiff  as  bands 
of  cardboard  ;  on  the  forehead  there  is  a  head- 
dress composed  of  a  double  row  of  gold  sequins, 
or  of  pearls,  or  of  other  precious  stone,  and 
surmounting  all  is  the  "hantouze,"  or  tall 
mitre,  around  which  are  always  wreathed  hand- 
kerchiefs of  golden  gauze,  the  ends  of  which 
hang  down  behind  the  back  and  mingle  with  the 
masses  of  the  loosened  hair.  Their  open  lips 
disclose  rows  of  white  teeth,  and  they  walk  with 
a  voluptuously  slow  motion,  with  their  head 
thrown  proudly  back  and  with  somewhat  of  a 
swing.  Their  eyes,  very  black,  and  already 
sufficiently  large,  are  brought  nearer  together 
and  prolonged  in  the  direction  of  the  temples  by 
the  use  of  antimoDy ;  many  of  them  are  painted, 


not  carmine,  but  pure  vermilion,  as  if  they 
were  trying  to  see  how  unnatural  they  could 
make  themselves;  their  cheeks  seem  to  have 
been  coated  with  a  thick  paste  of  red  lead,  and 
their  arms  and  foreheads  are  tattooed  in  blue.— >

STANLEY  IN  THE  CONGO  FOREST. 

Take  a  thick  Scottish  copse,  dripping  with 
rain  ;  imagine  this  copse  to  be  a  mere  under-

imagine  such  a  forest  extending  the  entire  dis- 
tance from  Plymouth  to  Peterhead,  you  will 
have  a  fair  idea  of  some  of  the  inconveniences 
endured  by  us  from  June  aSth  to  December  5th, 
1887,  and  from  June  ist,  1888,  to  the  present 
date,  to  continue  again  from  the  present  date 
till  about  December  loth,  1888,  when  I  hoped 
then  to  say  a  last  farewell  to  the  Congo  forest.

I  HEN  Bret  Harte.  then  at  the 
perihelion  of  his  comet-like 
literary  career,  was  sojourn- 
ing at  Newport,  a  fashionable 
lady  asked  his  wife,  confiden- 
tially, "  What  is  your  hus- 
band's real  name  ?"  That  name,  so  crisp  and 
individual,  always  seemed  to  add  something 
to  the  vogue  which  its  fortunate  possessor  en- 
joyed. But  our  well-beloved  story-teller  was 
christened,  in  his  native  Albany.  Francis  Brett 
Harte.  The  final  letter  of  his  second  name 
went  first ;  the  Francis  was  abbreviated  to  an 
initial  and  was  subsequently  eliminated 
altogether.  As  Bret  Harte,  we  shall  always 
know  and  admire  the  creator  of  our  new  Far- 
Western  literature. 

While  yet  a  lad  of  fifteen,  Harte  drifted  with 
many  another  youthful  adventurer  to  the  new 
Eldorado.     This  was  in  1854.  when  the  first 


wave  of  migration  had  spent  itself  on  the  en- 
chanted shores  of  the  land  of  gold.  It  was  an 
age  of  unrest,  and  Harte,  imbibing  the  spirit 
of  adventure  that  moved  everybody  in  those 
feverish  days,  dipped  into  mining,  tried  his 
hand  at  teaching  school,  learned  to  set  type, 
and  even  essayed  a  little  in  frontier  journalism. 
At  one  time  he  was  an  express-rider,  and  in 
tliis  vocation  he  explored  the  woody  ravines 
and  torn  gulches  of  that  part  of  Northern 
California  that  we  find  reproduced,  with  scenes 
of  life  and  character,  in  Ulcs  that  have  fasci- 
nated the  English-speaking  world. 

It  was  while  setting  type  in  the  composing- 
room  of  the  Golden  Era,  a  weekly  paper  in 
San  Francisco,  that  he  undertook  a  little  work 
of  a  distinctively  literary  character.  A  few 
urban  sketches.  "  A  Boy's  Dog,"  "  Sidewalk- 
ings,"  "  In  a  Balcony."  and  the  like,  were 
submitted  to  the  editor,  accepted  and  printed. 
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The  young  printer  was  invited  into  the  editorial 
room,  and  his  literary  life  bad  fairly  begun« 
Not  long  after,  he  joined  a  little  band  of  en- 
thusiasts who  started  a  weekly  paper,  called 
The  Cali/ornian.  In  the  columns  of  this 
journal  and  of  some  of  the  daily  papers 
appeared  a  variety  of  elegant  trifles  in  prose 
and  in  verse  from  his  pen,  since  garnered  care- 
fully for  the  delight  of  eager  readers. 

Appointed  in  1864  to  the  easy  -berth  of 
Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Branch  Mint, 
Harte  found  freedom  from  pecuniary  cares  and 
much  leisure,  in  which  he  pursued  literature  to 
such  good  purpose  that  he  produced  "John 
Bums  of  Gettysburg."  "The  Pliocene  Skull,'* 
"The  Society  on  the  Stanislow"  and  many 
other  famous  things,  including  the  inimitable 
"  Condensed  Novels,"  in  the  writing  of  which, 
it  has  always  seemed  to  the  writer,  a  new  set 
of  mental  faculties  was  required.  During  this 
period,  too,  in  1868,  Mr.  A.  Roman,  a  liberal 
San  Francisco  publisher,  projected  the  Over' 
land  Monthly.  No  man  but  Bret  Harte  was 
thought  of  for  its  editor.  The  first  number  of 
the  new  venture  made  its  appearance  in  July, 
1864.  Months  before,  Harte  had  l>egun  a 
short  story  which  was  to  have  been  ready  for 
the  opening  number.  By  dint  of  much  hard 
labor  and  with  many  protestations  on  his  part 
that  he  had  been  unduly  hurried,  his  first 
serious  bit  of  fiction  was  ready  for  printing  in 
the  August  issue  of  the  Overland.  It  was 
worth  waiting  for;  it  was  "The  Luck  of 
Roaring  Camp."  The  publisher  of  the  maga- 
zine was  out  of  town  when  the  tale  was  put  in 
type.  A  young  lady  was  in  charge  of  the 
proof-reading.  She  declared  that  the  story 
was  very  improper,  and  when  she  came  to 
Stumpy's  delighted  remark :  "  He  rastled  with 
my  finger,  the  d— d  little  cuss,"  she  flatly  re- 
fused to  be  any  longer  a  party  to  proceedings 
so  Indecent  Of  the  council  of  war  called  by 
.  the  junior  partner  of  the  firm,  the  perturbation 
of  the  little  literary  world  of  San  Francisco,  and 
Harte  s  grim  assertion  of  his  editorial  prerog- 
ative, it  is  not  necessary  here  to  make 
mention. 

San  Francisco  was  not  stirred  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  this  wonderful  little  tale.  It  was 
the  general  reverberation  of  a  chorus  of  ad- 


miration from  the  Atlantic  States  that  told  the 
people  of  that  city  that  they  had  among  them 
a  genius.  It  was  not  until  January  of  the 
following  year  that  "The  Outcasts  of  Poker 
Flat"  appeared  to  slake  the  thirst  of  the  read- 
ing public  for  more  of  Harte's  stories.  While 
this  was  in  process  of  incubation,  Harte  said  to 
a  friend,  in  reply  to  inquiries  for  the  progress 
of  the  tale, "  I  am  now  engaged  in  a  calculation 
to  ascertain  how  long  a  half-sack  of  flour  and 
six  pounds  of  side-meat  will  last  a  given 
number  of  persons."  This  was  the  provision 
of  the  outcasts  until  starvation  invaded  their 
camp  in  the  snowbound  Sierras. 

Harte  has  always  been  a  careful,  even 
fastidious  worker.  This  trait  has  appeared  in 
everything  that  he  has  done.  Calling  on  a 
friend  at  his  San  Francisco  oflice  and  finding 
him  absent,  Harte  wrote  a  very  brief  note  on 
an  unimportant  matter  and  left  it  on  the  desk. 
His  friend,  coming  in  afterward  and  noticing 
that  his  waste-basket,  which  should  have  been 
empty,  was  well  littered,  had  the  curiosity  to 
examine  the  scraps,  and  found  that  Harte  had 
written  four  notes  before  he  was  satisfied  with 
his  work.  At  another  time,  while  visiting  with 
his  family  some  friends  in  the  country,  Mrs. 
Harte  came  late  to  the  breakfast  table,  and, 
being  asked  for  her  spouse,  explained  that  she 
left  him  trying  to  match  a  cravat  with  the 
stockings  he  had  decided  to  wear  for  the  day. 

Why  did  Harte  do  all  his  best  work  in 
California  ?  Why  did  his  muse  suffer  a  par- 
tial eclipse  when  he  moved  to  the  Eastern 
States  ?  The  explanation  is  easy  to  those  who 
knew  the  man  and  his  antecedents.  While 
unknown  and  not  famous,  he  wrote  with  a 
certain  unconsciousness,  or  non-expectancy  of 
applause,  that  was  calculated  to  provoke  to 
the  best  work.  His  sudden  fame  crippled,  to 
a  certain  degree,  his  energies.  Then  again, 
the  long  period  of  his  mind's  lying  fallow^ 
absorbing  germinals,  was  succeeded  by  the 
period  of  fertility  during  which  he  produced 
the  masterpieces  that  began  with  "  The  Luck 
of  Roaring  Camp,"  "Plain  Lang^uage  from 
Truthful  James,*'  or  "  The  Heathen  Chinee," 
"  Tennessee's  Partner"  and  "  Miggles,"  and 
ended  with  others  that  were  never  afterward 
equalled  by  him  or  anybody  else.     The  sources 
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of  his  inspiration  had  beg^n  to  run  low  when 
he  came  to  New  York  to  be  a  literary  lion  and 
to  accept  a  contract  of  fabulous  profitableness, 
as  his  friends  then  thought.  While  United 
States  Consul  to  Crefield  from  1878  to  1880, 
and  to  Glasgow  until  1885,  Harte  made  little 
material  addition  to  his  fame.  His  later  works 
arc  many,  and  his  stories  continue  to"  delight 
multitudes  of  readers,  even  if  they  are  not  fully 
up  to  the  standard  of  his  earlier  work.  The 
slightest  of  them  retain  a  freshness  of  subject, 
a  delicacy  of  texture  and  a  charm  of  style  that 
are  peculiar  to  the  author* 


THE  BCXDKS  OF  THE  YEAR  1889. 

I  HE  total  number  of  books  pub- 
lished in  this  country  last  year, 
as  compiled  by  the  Publishers* 
Weekly,  was  less  by  over  six 
hundred  than  during  1888. 
By  comparing  the  interesting 
figures  given  below  it  will  be  observed  that  in 
the  departments  of  fiction  and  law  there  was 
an  increase  in  1889  over  the  previous  year,  and 
that  in  all  the  other  important  branches  of  book- 
making  there  was  a  greater  or  less  falling  off, 
poetry  and  the  drama,  and  literary  history  and 
miscellany  showing  the  most  marked  decline. 
The  total  number  of  publications,  4014,  is  the 
lowest  that  has  been  reached  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  following  table  will  enable  the 
reader  to  compare  the  number  of  books  of  each 
class  published  since  1886,  a  notable  year  in 
the  book  trade :

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LITERARY  TOPICS  IN   BOSTON. 

Boston,  February  20,  1890. 

I  H£  dulness  of  the  winter  has 
been  almost  all-pervading,  so 
that  literature  has  scarcely 
shown  a  more  lively  front  than 
other  departments  of  activity. 
The  influenza  has  influenced 
bookishness  as  much  as  anything  else  that 
has  fallen  under  its  universal  sway.  Boston 
did  arouse  herself  to  compete  for  some  of  the 
prizes  of  the  Barlow  collection,  and  some  of 
them  she  secured.  Those  she  lost  have,  of 
course,  become  the  more  precious  in  her  eyes, 
but  that  is  so  universal  an  experience  as  hardly 
to  be  worth  comment. 

The  dispersing  of  the  library  of  a  collector 
always  calls  out  observations  upon  the  vanity 
of  human  expectations,  and  there  have  not 
been  wanting  those  who  have  remarked  that 
Mr.  Barlow  made. a  failure  of  his  life  in  devot- 
ing it  to  the  bringing  together  of  a  library 
which  was  to  be  scattered  as  Soon  as  it  was 
completed.  It  is  overlooked  by  those  who  in- 
dulge in  this  strain  of  remark  that,  as  far  as 
the  collector  himself  is  concerned,  the  pleasure 
of  discovery  and  of  acquisition  is  in  itself  a 
sufficient  excuse  for  the  bringing  together  of 
this  or  of  any  other  good  collection.  As  far 
as  the  public  is  concerned,  the  preservation  of 
valuable  volumes  is  in  no  other  way  so  well 
insured  as  by  the  eagerness  of  the  bibliophilist, 
even  if  he  be  not  an  intelligent  lover — from 
a  literary  point  of  view^-of  the  books  he 
treasures. 

The  volume  of  American  sonnets,  which  is 
to  be  edited  by  Colonel  T.  W.  Higginson  and 
Mrs.  S.  A.  Bigelow,  and  which  will  be  by  far 
the  most  complete  and  satisfactory  anthology 
of  its  sort  in  existence,  is  nearing  complete- 
ness. It  was  projected  before  the  two  or  three 
collections  now  before  the  public — of  which, 
perhaps,  the  one  most  generally  known  is  that 
made  across  the  water  by  William  Sharp — 
were  announced,  and  might  have  been  ready 
long  ago,  had  not  the  authors  determined  to 
have  it  as  far  as  possible  exhaustive.  It  will 
contain  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  sonnets, 
the.  notes  i>cing.Q(  A«  briefest  and  most,  con- 


cise character.  It  is  now  so  late  in  the  season 
that  it  will  not  be  put  out,  in  all  probability, 
before  fall ;  but  it  will  be  ready  for  the  printer 
in  a  short  time.  . 

The  question  was  warmly  debated  at  a  cer- 
tain Boston  dinner-table  recently,  whether  an 
author  injured  or  improved  his  reputation  by 
being  also  a  newspaper  man.  The  subject 
was  argued  with  much  vivacity  and  not  a  little 
shrewdness,  one  writer  maintaining  that  the 
novelist  or  the  poet  who  allowed  his  name  to 
be  seen  in  the  columns  of  the  daily  press  con* 
tinually,  came  to  be.  looked  upon  as  rather  a 
journalist  who  aspired  to  literature,  than  as  a 
literary  man  who  was  by  the  perversity  of  fate 
obliged  to  help  out  his  finances.  Another 
took  the  ground  that  this  may  have  been  true 
once,  but  that  in  modem  life  the  only  thing 
was  to  keep  before  the  public,  and  that  the 
man  who  signed  his  name  in  the  most  places 
had  therefore  the  manifest  advantage. 

"  Then  your  ground  is,"  retorted  a  novelist, 
"  that  it  would  be  a  sure  and  practical  way  of 
attaining  literary  fame  to  have  one's  name 
treated  as  if  it  were  the  title  of  a  patent 
medicine." 

"  On  the  whole,  yes,"  the  other  responded, 
not  abashed.  *'  I  should  not  have  put  it  in 
that  way,  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  would 
pay  an  author  to  advertise  himself,  as  well  as 
it  pays  the  maker  of  a  quack  nostrum  to  ad- 
vertise that.  If  his  wares  are  good,  so  much 
the  better,  because  he  can  hold  the  fame  he 
has  gained." 

"If  I  agreed  with  you,"  another  said,  "I 
would  jstart  an  Authors'  Advertising  Society 
to-morrow." 

"  No.  you  wouldn't,"  the  cynic  of  the  com- 
pany said,  'jail  of  us  are  fools  enough  to  be 
so  thin-skinned  and  stuck-up,  that  we  had 
rather  continue  in  poverty  to  the  bitter  end  of 
the  chapter  than  to  get  success  by  means  that 
do  not  seem  dignified." 

"  The  digfnity  of  letters,"  some  one  else  ob- 
served, "  is  largely  the  ability  to  starve  without 
making  too  much  fuss  about  it ;  but  when  we 
get  an  international  copyright,  we  will  change 
all  that." 

"I  do  not  think  that  three  international 
copyrights  would  enable  me  tg.  get  a  fortune 
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out  of  literature,"  some  one  said,  jocosely,  and 
the  subject  was  dropped. 

It  is  a  theme,  however,  which  tai<es  hold 
upon  the  whole  question  of  the  conditions  of 
literature  as  an  industry  to-day ;  but  the  gist 
of  the  matter,  perhaps,  is  that  if  an  author 
does  work  that  is  worthy  to  live,  the  fact  of 
his  having  been  either  in  or  out  of  journalism 
will  not  in  the  end  count.  As  for  the  temporary 
success  of  his  books — if  they  are  of  the  kind 
to  be  pushed  by  this  sort  of  advertising — 
doubtless  newspaper  notoriety,  in  whatever 
form  it  comes,  will  help  him. 

The  literary  folk  of  Boston  are  not  a  little 
interested  in  the  endeavor  to  have  an  Art 
Commission  appointed  to  exercise  a  veto  power 
in  the  matter  of  public  statues  and  monuments ; 
albeit  it  is  to  be  noted  that  Boston,  despite 
her  boasted — and  disputed — literary  suprem- 
acy, has  not  a  single  statue  to  a  literary  man 
«s  such.  There  is  a  monument  to  Franklin, 
one  to  Hamilton,  one  to  Everett ;  but  these 
are,  of  course,  to  statesmen  and  not  to  authors. 
The  wielders  of  the  pen,  however,  are  as  sen- 
sitive as  any  class — unless  it  be  the  artists — 
to  the  appearance  of  the  monstrous  effigies 
with  which  our  streets  and  squares  are  deco- 
rated without  being  adorned,  and  they  are 
therefore  heartily  in  sympathy  with  a  move- 
ment which  promises  some  relief  from  the 
multiplication  of  these  things. 

The  St.  Botolph  Club,  which  has  always 
made  a  point  of  its  exhibitions,  is  this  .season 
having  some  of  especial  interest.  Following 
an  exhibition  of  paintings,  it  has  just  had  an 
exhibition  of  Japanese  stuffs  for  the  benefit  of 
the  members,  and  a  superb  show  of  Japanese 
kakemonos  from  the  Bigelow,  Weld  and  Fen- 
allosa  collections,  soon  to  be  shown  in  the  Art 
Museum.  The  Wcld-Bigelow  collection  of 
Japanese  art  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best, 
in  the  world ;  and  when  combined  with  the 
Morse  collection  of  pottery  and  the  Fenallosa 
kakemonos,  makes  the  Boston  Art  Museum  at 
the  head  of  all  museums  in  the  world,  in  Ja- 
pan or  out,  in  the  matter  of  Japanese  art 
work. 

There  is  to  follow  at  the  St.  Botolph  a  re- 
markable show  of  nautical  photographs  col- 
lected by  Captain  Arthur  Clark.     There  is 


talk  of  a  collection  of  the  paintings  of  the  late 
William  M.  Hunt,  and  there  are  other  plans 
of  a  similar  nature  in  hand. 

The  English  version  of  "  Antigone,"  to  be 
given  by  the  ladies  of  the  Saturday  Morning 
Club  early  in  March,  has  occupied  much  of 
the  attention  of  the  fair  devotees  of  culture  in 
town  for  some  time  past,  but  it  has  not  pre- 
vented other  improving  organizations  from 
going  on  their  cultivating  way.  At  one  of  the 
clubs  where  young  women  gather  to  tell  what 
they  know  or  can  appear  to  know,  a  graduate 
of  Vassar  was  not  long  since  discoursing  most 
learnedly  and  impressively  upon  some  modem 
scientific  discovery,  which  I  dare  say  I  never 
heard  of  and  should  not  understand  if  I  had. 
Warming  with  her  subject,  she  spoke  with 
more  and  more  emphasis,  until  with  much 
manner  she  informed  her  audience : 

"By  means  of  a  powerful  lens  you  con- 
dense a  ray  of  space." 

And  the  young  lady  who  told  the  story  de- 
clares that  only  one  or  two  of  the  audience 
perceived  that  there  was  anything  wrong  in 
the  phrase !

series. 
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|R.  BLACKMORE'S  story.  Kit 
and  Av7/y,though  rather  long, 
in  concession  to  the  Enghsh 
commercial  prejudice  in  favor 
of  three-volume  novels,  has  a 
good  deal  of  the  charm  of  his 
*'  Lorna  Doone,"  and  will  be 
welcomed  by  readers  as  a  grateful  change  from 
the  mass  of  English  fiction  which,  in  the 
absence  of  an  international  copyright  law,  is 
thrown  upon  the  American  market.  The  hero 
of  the  tale  is  the  nephew  of  a  fruit  grower  near 
London,  whose  character  is  drawn  with  many 
fine  touches  of  humor  and  feeling.  The  motive 
of  the  story  is  the  love  of  this  manly  youth  for 
the  daughter  of  an  eccentric  scientist  who  has 
married  a  shrewish,  ill-bred  woman  with  two 
girls  and  a  son  of  her  own  ;  and  the  plot  deals 
with  the  obstacles  which  this  virago  and  her 
family,  together  with  a  dissolute  admirer  of 
Kitty,  throw  in  the  way  of  the  marriage,  and 
with  the  wife's  subsequent  mysterious  depar- 
ture from  her  husband,  the  young  fruitgrower, 
after  they  have  begun  what  promises  to  be  a 
quiet,  happy  married  life.  The  interest  of  the 
tale,  with  the  judicious  reader,  at  least,  if  not 
with  the  average  devourer  of  novels,  will  lie 
quite  as  much  in  the  author's  quaint,  delicate 


and  simple  pictures  of  rural  life  in  England  as 
with  the  adventures  of  the  principal  personages. 
The  character-drawing  is  extraordinarily  skil- 
ful and  artistic,  the  minor  personages  being 
differentiated  in  a  manner  that  calls  for  high 
praise.     [Harper,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

There  is  always  a  glimpse  of  the  heather 
and  plenty  of  salmon-fishing  in  William  Black's 
stories,  but  there  has  never,  so  far  as  we  re- 
member, been  any  account  of  the  doings  of 
actors  and  singers.  Mr.  Black  must  have 
been  a  faithful  attendant  in  the  green-room  to 
have  succeeded  so  well  in  describing  the 
career  of  a  popular  comic  opera  in  London. 
The  hero  of  Prince  Fortunatus  is  a  hand- 
some young  baritone,  who  is  nearly  spoiled 
at  the  first  by  some  women  of  fashion.  He 
helps  them  with  their  theatricals,  and  dares 
to  fall  in  love  with  one  of  them.  Miss  Honnor 
Cunyngham — a  pretty  name,  by  the  way — who 
teaches  him  to  catch  salmon,  during  a  brief 
holiday  in  Scotland,  but  in  the  end  prefers 
marrying  a  nobleman  rather  than  a  singer.  A 
little  Italian  girl,  a  fellow-student,  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting  characters  in  the  book, 
and  it  is  she  who  marries  Prince  Fortunatus 
after  his  escape  from  the  prima  donna  at  the

F  we  were  to  export  all  our 
antiquities,  all  our  hallowed 
spots,  all  our  celebrated  houses 
to  America,  there  would  be 
I  some  chance  of  their  being 
taken  care  of.  They  would 
be  well  looked  after,  they  would  be  reverenced 
and  preserved  in  their  original  state  for  the 
benetit  of  many  generations  to  come.  I  am 
sadly  afraid  the  English  nation  is  getting  less 
and  less  reverential  in  these  high-pressure, 
matter-of-fact,  money-grubbing  times.  As  I 
write  I  hear  that  Hogarth's  house  at  Chiswick 
is  in  a  sadly  dilapidated  condition,  and  should 
receive  instant  attention  if  this  grand  old  relic 
is  not  to  fall  a  prey  to  the  speculative  builder, 
who  will  probably  pull  it  down  and  buijd  a 
number  of  cheap  cottages  on  its  site.  Only 
a  few  years  ago,  I  remember  paying  the  place 
a  visit  one  bright,  sunny  day  in  spring.  Then 
the  house  was  in  a  fair  state  of  repair,  and  I 
was  allowed  to  go  through  it.  It  is  a  building 
that  looks  much  larger  than  it  really  is,  having 
a  somewhat  imposing  front,  but  being  rather 
shallow  from  back  to  front.  It  is  surrounded 
by  a  high  wall,  and  though  the  neighborhood 
has  become  over-built,  the  place  itself  must  be 
little  changed  since  the  days  of  Hogarth.  I 
remember  wandering  about  the  garden,  in- 
specting the  place  where  Hogarth's  dog  and 
bird  were  buried— some  years  ago  the  tomb- 
stone and  epitaph  were  still  remaining — and 
I  sat  under  the  mulberry  tree  which  the  great 
satirist  planted.  The  whole  place  then  seemed 
in  fairish  order  and  in  very  decent  repair. 
The  house  had  further  artistic  associations. 
It  was  originally  occupied  by  Sir  James  Thorn- 
hill,  and  it  was  from  here  that  his  daughter 
eloped  with  Hogarth.  It  is  sincerely  to  be 
trusted  that  something  will  be  done  immedi- 
ately to  rescue  this  notable  house  from  decay. 
It  only  requires  a  few  energetic  and  influential 
people  to  form  themselves  into  a  committee, 
and  the  matter  will  be  speedily  accomplished. 
When  the  circumstances  of  the  case  are  known, 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  acquiring  sub- 
scriptions in  furtherance  of  the  object. 


The  library  of  the  late  Wilkie  Collins  did 
not  realize  much  money.  None  of  the  prices 
were  in  any  way  remarkable.  The  library 
edition  of  Dickens's  works,  presented  and  in- 
scribed by  the  author,  fetched  £\^.  First 
edition  of  "  Pickwick,"  £2,  1 5s.  Dickens's  Life 
by  Forster,  with  copious  pencil  notes  by  Wilkie 
Collins,  only  ;£3  5s.,  and  many  volumes  of  in- 
terest containing  the  owner's  signature  were 
sold  for  very  small  amounts.  It  is  difficult  to 
account  for  this  unless  it  was  the  dull  weather 
and  the  influenza,  which  have  had  a  depressing 
effect  upon  everybody.  Probably  the  real 
reason  was  the  sale  was  too  long  delayed.  If 
the  furniture  and  the  books  and  the  pictures 
had  been  all  sold  at  one  time,  and  as  soon  after 
the  death  of  the  distinguished  novelist  as  pos- 
sible, more  money  would  probably  have  been 
realized  all  round.  The  pictures  are  shortly 
to  be  sold  at  Christie's.  It  is  to  be  hoped  they 
will  fetch  better  prices. 

Mr.  Montague  Williams's  reminiscences, 
which  will  bear  the  title  of  "  Leaves  of  a  Life," 
will  be  published  immediately.  It  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  many 
volumes  of  this  nature  that  have  recently  been 
brought  out.  It  will  be  embellished  by  a 
characteristic  portrait  of  the  author  by  Mr. 
Leslie  Ward.  Mr.  Val  Prinsep,  A.R.A.,  is 
contributing  a  story  to  Loftgman's  Magazine. 
This  is  by  no  means  this  clever  artist's  first 
essay  with  the  pen.  During  Mr.  Hare's  man- 
agement at  the  Court  Theatre  he  wrote  more 
than  one  successful  comedietta.  An  attrac- 
tive volume  has  just  been  brought  out  by 
Messrs.  Dowdeswells,  of  the  Fine  Art  Gallery 
in  Bond  Street.  It  is  called  *'  Some  Places  of 
Note  in  England,"  and  consists  of  five-and- 
twenty  pictures  by  Birket  Foster,  of  attractive 
and  picturesque  spots.  The  original  pictures 
were  exquisite  examples  of  this  most  accom- 
plished of  water-color  painters,  and  the  deli- 
cacy and  beauty  of  the  drawings  have  been 
most  successfully  reproduced  in  the  highest 
form  of  lithography  by  Maclure  &  Company. 
The  first  issue  of  this  volume — which  is  limited 
cannot  fail  to  be  eventually  numbered  among 
rare  books.

show  of  last  year.  It  is  a  pity  these  collec- 
tions, which  take  so  much  time,  trouble  and 
expense  to  bring  together,  cannot  remain  open 
longer  to  the  public,  for  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate  too  highly  their  advantage  from  an 
educational  point  of  view.  I  am  glad  to  hear 
it  has  been  decided  that  the  next  exhibition, 
which  will  probably  open  the  beginning  of 
next  year,  will  relate  to  the  House  of  Hanover. 
This  will  probably  be  more  interesting  than 
any  of  its  predecessors.  The  period  of  even 
George  the  First  seems  so  close  to  our  own 
time,  and  yet  how  entirely  the  world  has 
changed,  and  how  rapidly  everything  has  al- 
tered since  that  monarch  ascended  the  throne ! 
There  has  been  considerable  discussion  in 
some  of  our  journals  recently  as  to  who  will 
be  Lord  Tennyson's  successor  as  Poet  Lau- 
reate. As  the  Laureate  is  at  present  in  good 
health  and  spirits,  the  discussion  seems  not 
only  premature,  but  somewhat  discourteous. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  be  a  long  while  before 
it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  any  successor, 
for  there  appears  to  be  no  one  fit  to  step  into 
the  shoes  of  Tennyson.  Of  course,  every  one 
has  his  favorite  poet,  and  every  one  thinks  his 
favorite  the  only  one  fit  to  wear  the  laurel 
crown.  There  is,  after  all,  little  but  honor 
connected  with  the  post.  It  is  an  ancient 
office.  Considerably  over  six  hundred  years 
ago,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.,  the  "  King's 
Versifier "  was  paid  one  hundred  shillings 
annually,  and  I  do  not  suppose  this  officer 
occupied  a  higher  post  than  the  King's  Fool 
did  in  those  days.  James  the  First  paid  his 
laureate  one  hundred  marks  a  year,  and  Charles 
I.  increased  the  salary  to  one  hundred  pounds, 
with  one  tierce  of  Canary  Spanish  wine  "  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  king's  store  of  wines  yearly." 
The  remuneration  of  the  Laureate  has  remained 
the  same  ever  since,  but  I  am  not  clear  whether 
Lord  Tennyson  still  draws  a  tierce  of  wine 
annually  from  the  cellars  at  Windsor  Castle. 
I  should  think  in  all  probability  he  received 
the  money  value  for  it.  The  Laureate  is 
scarcely  expected  to  sing  to  order  in  the  pres- 
ent day.  If  he  were,  his  salary  is  terribly  in- 
sufficient. It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  one 
hundred  pounds  a  year  in  the  days  of  Charles 
L  was  a  very  different  thing  to  one  hundred 


pounds  a  year  in  1 890.  Why,  an  industrious 
versifier  could  easily  make  that  sum  by  con- 
tributing to  the  journals  and  magazines  of  the 
day.  However,  it  is  an  age  for  the  abolishment 
of  ancient  offices,  old  customs  and  venerable 
institutions,  and  I  should  not  be  at  all  sur- 
prised if,  when  Lord  Tennyson  has  done  with 
the  post,  it  should  be  abolished. 

Mrs.  Perugini— Charles  Dickens's  second 
daughter,  Kate— who  has  long  been  known  as 
a  graceful  and  accomplished  artist,  excelling 
especially  in  her  studies  and  portraits  of  chil- 
dren, has  recently  taken  up  the  pen,  and  has 
contributed  some  clever  articles  to  the  maga- 
zines. She  has  a  strong  vein  of  her  father's 
originality,  and  not  a  little  of  his  keen  sense 
of  humor.  Her  papers  are  bright  and  lively, 
and  thoroughly  readable  from  beginning  to 
end.  Though  Mrs.  Perugini  does  not  for  a 
moment  think  of  abandoning  the  pencil,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  she  will  keep  her  pen  going,  and 
it  is  whispered  before  long  we  may  have  the 
chance  of  seeing  her  in  a  more  important  and 
sustained  essay  in  literary  work. 

It  is  said  another  high-class  illustrated 
weekly  will  be  before  the  public  before  long. 
This  new  venture  will  be  published  at  six- 
pence. It  vsill  aim  at  great  artistic  excellence 
in  its  engravings,  the  literary  department  will 
be  well  looked  after,  and  its  title  will  be  Black 
and  White.  /.

an  enlarged  edition,  covering  the  latter  part  of 
the  life  of  the  subject,  of  **  William  George  Ward 
and  the  Oxford  Movement."  '*  Annals  of  Scot- 
tish Printing,"  from  the  introduction  of  the  art 
in  1507  to  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, by  Robert  Dickson  and  John  P.  Edmond, 
a  few  sets  of  which  have  been  imported  by  Mac- 
millan, is  a  book  of  extraordinary  interest  to  the 
bibliophilist.  The  paper,  binding,  and  printing- 
many  old  title-pages,  book  plates,  illustrations, 
etc.,  being  reproduced — are  in  the  best  style  of 
the  present  day.  The  large  paper  edition  is  in 
two  volumes  and  the  small  paper  edition  in  one. 

The  assertion  has  been  made,  among  others 
by  General  de  Peyster,  in  his  writings  on  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,  that  Mary,  far  from  being  a 
victim  of  the  audacious  wiles  of  Bothwell,  was 
herself  the  one  who  exercised  a  fascinating  in- 
fluence over  him  ;  and  also  that  the  famous 
"  Casket  Letters"  of  Mary  were  authentic.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  defenders  of  the  Queen's  memory 
have  claimed  that  the  letters  and  sonnets  were 
forgeries,  and  that  history  had  falsified  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  rebel  lords  obtained  them.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  in  a  book  recently 
published  in  Edinburgh,  **  Casket  Letters  and 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots,"  the  author,  T.  F.  Hen- 
derson, presents  what  he  regards  as  conclusive 
evidence  to  prove  the  genuineness  of  the  letters 
and  to  show  how  Morton  and  his  associates  got 
possession  of  them.  A  copy  of  Morton's  "de- 
claration," which  had  been  imperfectly  sum- 
marized by  the  British  Historical  Manuscripts 
Commission,  was  found  in  the  British  Museum 
and  examined  by  Mr.  Henderson,  who  declares 
that  it  contains  "  statements  of  such  vital  conse- 
quence as  practically  to  be  decisive  in  regard  to 
the  authenticity  of  the  documents. " 

An  arrangement  has  been  perfected  by  which 
Messrs.  Charles  Scribner's  Sons  acquire  all  the 
American  rights  of  publication  in  the  great  book 
which  Henry  M.  Stanley  is  writing  about  his 
wonderful  journey  across  Africa.  Prior  to  the 
publication  of  the  work,  Scribner's  Magatiru  will 
publish  an  article  by  Mr.  Stanley.  The  Cairo 
correspondent  of  the  London  Times  gives  this 
pen-portrait  of  the  man  : 
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Stanley  stood  on  the  quarter-deck  dressed  in 
^ray  tweed,  his  figure  very  much  slighter  than 
three  years  ago,  his  close-cut  and  almost  perfect- 
ly white  hair  showing  off  his  bronzed  face,  with 
Its  hard-set  lips  and  cold  gray  eyes.  As  I  looked 
at  him  he  seemed  the  embodiment  of  physical 
endurance  and  mental  self-control,  and  I  noticed 
more  than  ever  that  singular  part  resemblance 
to  two  men  as  different  to  himself  as  to  each 
other — General  Gordon  and  Captain  Burton. 
Though  generally  free  from  mysticism,  there  are 
times  when  Stanley's  eyes  seem  to  have  that  far^ 


away  light  which  was  the  most  striking  charac- 
teristic of  Gordon's  personal  appearance,  and 
there  are  times  when  Stanley's  •  lips  make  you 
feel  that  you  would  rather  not  quarrel  with  him. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  the  distance  trav- 
elled in  the  interior  of  Africa  by  Mr.  Stanley 
personally  is  estimated  by  him  at  5400  miles,  of 
which  all  but  loco  were  on  foot.  The  expedition 
occupied  three  years  and  rescued  300  persons  at 
a  cost  of  less  than  ;f  30, 000. 


THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


rHE  promise  of  the  first  two 
volumes  of  Mr.  Henry  Ad- 
ams's History  of  the  United 
States,  which  treated  of  the 
First  Administration  of  Thom- 
as Jeff erson,  is  amply  fulfilled  in 
the  third  and  fourth  volumes, 
which  deal  with  the  Second  Administration  of 
the  great  founder  of  the  Democratic  Party. 
The  period  from  1805  to  1809  was  marked  by 
foreign  negotiations  of  great  importance  to  the 
young  Republic,  relieved  by  one  domestic  in- 
cident which  receives  full  attention — the  dis- 
union conspiracy  of  Burr  and  his  followers. 
Beginning  with  Monroe's  unlucky  negotiations 
at  Madrid  and  Paris  over  the  Florida  matter 
and  ending  with  the  collapse  of  Jefferson's 
policy  of  peaceful  coercion  against  the  aggp-es- 
sive  insolence  of  England,  the  years  from  1805 
to  1809  brought  little  but  insult  and  humilia- 
tion upon  the  Administration  and  the  country. 
The  vacillation,  dissensions,  incapacity,  and  the 
timid  indecisiveness  that  characterized  Ameri- 
can diplomacy  in  its  relations  with  England, 
Spain,  and  France  supply  the  materials  for  a 
narrative  that  reveals  at  once  the  weakness  of 
Jefferson's  Administration  and  the  failure  of  his 
policy.  To  the  superficial  reader  of  the  ordi- 
nary history  the  details  of  the  negotiations  by 
which  Jefferson  sought  to  check  the  insidious 
British  attacks  upon  American  commerce  and 
upon  American  rights  on  the  high  seas,  may  seem 
fit  only  for  the  political  student.  But  the  story, 
as  told  by  Mr.  Adams,  will  be  one  of  novel  and 
fascinating  interest  to  the  general  reader  by 
reason  of  the  clearness  >\ath  which  he  indicates 
the  sequence  and  interdependence  of  events, 
as  well  as  by  the  significance  and  value  of  the 
new  facts  bearing  upon  the  negotiations  which 
he  has  discovered  and  made  use  of.  The 
sources  of  this  new  and  important  information 
are  the  archives  of  the  Spanish,  French,  and 
British  foreign  offices,  which  contain  the  hith- 


erto unpublished  dispatches  to  their  home  gov- 
ernments of  the  foreign  ambassadors  who  were 
in  this  country  during  Jefferson's  Second  Ad- 
ministration. Their  confidential  communica- 
tions, the  results  of  careful  inquiry  and  keen, 
shrewd  observation,  form  an  enlightening  com- 
mentary on  the  public  temper  and  on  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Administration,  and  reveal  the 
springs  of  many  actions  that  have  been  here- 
tofore clouded  or  totally  obscure.  The  refer- 
ences also  to  Jefferson's  manuscript  notes  are 
numerous,  disclosing  the  inner  workings  of  his 
mind  at  critical  points.  Mr.  Adams's  mastery 
of  his  subject  is  absolute,  the  strength,  terse- 
ness, and  flexibility  of  his  style  areas  conspicu- 
ous as  in  the  earlier  volumes  of  the  work,  and 
his  method  of  treatment  is  such  as  to  arouse 
the  admiration  of  historical  students  and  to  at- 
tract and  hold  the  widest  range  of  popular  in- 
terest. The  remaining  volumes  of  the  work 
will  treat  of  Madison's  two  administrations, 
from  1809  to  1817.  [Scribner,  Vols.  III.  and 
IV.,  i2mo,  $4.00.] 

The  third  volume  of  the  American  Religious 
Leaders  Series  deals  with  the  interesting  career 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  W,  A,  Muhlenberg.  The  au- 
thor, the  Rev.  William  W.  Newton,  has  done  a 
real  service  not  only  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  but  to  all  evangelical  churches  in 
presenting  to  his  readers  so  complete  and  sat- 
isfactory an  account  of  the  simple  and  beautiful 
life  of  this  eminent  leader  of  religious  thought. 
There  has  been  a  distinct  need  of  just  such  a 
biography  as  this,  for  only  too  few  appreciate 
the  great  indebtedness  of  the  churcn  to  Dr. 
Muhlenberg's  influence  and  power.  The 
volume  narrates  the  story  of  Dr.  Muhlenberg's 
life  and  the  salient  features  of  his  ministry,  the 
aim  of  the  author  having  been  to  sketch  the 
life  and  let  this  tell  the  story  of  the  preacher's 
character.  The  book  is  more  than  a  simple 
biography,  however,  for  the  writer  brings  out 
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clearly  the  relationship  of  Dr.  Muhlenberg's 
personality  and  work  to  the  subsequent  devel- 
opment of  Christianity  in  America.  It  is  in 
all  respects  a  worthy  contribution  to  the  valu- 
able series  to  which  it  belongs.  [Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Frank  Vincent,  who  is  well  known  through 
his  books  of  travel,  gives,  in  Around  and 
About  South  America,  the  impressions  of 
nearly  two  years  of  journeying.  In  this  time 
he  visited  the  principal  cities  ofSouth  America, 
made  several  expeditions  into  the  interior,  and 
ascended  the  great  rivers  for  a  considerable 
distance.  The  results  of  his  travel  and  ex- 
ploration are  scarcely  commensurate  with  the 
labor  or  the  expense  involved.  Some  parts  of 
his  book  are  interesting  and  of  no  little  value, 
as,  for  example,  his  descriptions  of  his  journeys 
to  the  Iguassu  Falls,  which  he  calls  "the 
Niagara  of  South  America,"  lying  between 
Paraguay  and  Southern  Brazil,  and  to  the 
rapids  of  Paulo  Affonso  in  Brazil.  The  narra- 
tive of  the  former  journey  has  a  certain  ethno- 
logical interest,  and  is  slightly  enlivened  with 
the  spice  of  adventure.  The  accounts  of  the 
voyages  up  the  Amazon  and  some  of  the  other 
great  rivers  are  also  entertaining.  But  the 
book  adds  little,  in  proportion  to  its  size,  to 
the  stock  of  popular  knowledge  about  South 
America,  although  the  revolution  in  Brazil 
gives  that  part  of  it  relating  to  the  new  Re- 
public a  timeliness  which  will  be  appreciated. 
The  author's  view,  however,  is  superficial. 
He  describes  what  he  sees  and  hears,  and 
makes  no  attempt  to  go  below  the  surface. 
The  intellectual,  social  and  political  life  of  the 
people  is  not  studied  with  any  particularity — or 
with  any  desire,  apparently — to  discover,  clas- 
sify and  account  for  what  may  be  called  na- 
tional traits.  He  writes,  so  to  speak,  as  he 
runs,  and  leaves  the  reader  to  draw  his  own 
inferences  from  his  pictures  of  the  externals  of 
things.  His  style  is  to  be  commended  for  its 
moderation  and  clearness.  The  book  is  liber- 
ally supplied  with  excellent  illustrations  from 
photographs,  and  with  useful  maps.  [Apple- 
ton,  8vo,  $5.00.] 

Two  volumes  of  The  Uncollected  Writings 
of  De  Quincey,  with  a  preface  and  annotations 
by  James  Hogg,  bring  to  light  a  large  number 
of  essays  that  the  world  could  ill  spare.  Hogg 
has  unusual  facilities  for  tracing  the  papers 
that  have  been  lost  sieht  of.  For  many  years, 
while  editor  of  the  Weekly  Instructor  and  the 
Titan,  he  saw  much  of  De  Quincey,  who  was  a 
frequent  contributor  to  both  periodicals,  and 
who  numbered  Hogg  among  his  few  intimate 
friends.  The  editor's  reminiscences  of  the 
essayist,  as  given  in  the  February  number  of 
Harper* 5,  show  plainly  enough  the  warm  char- 


acter of  this  friendship,  and  explain  the  peculiar 
fitness  of  Mr.  Hoeg  for  an  undei  taking  of  this 
character,  which  has  in  view  the  rescuing,  from 
the  pages  of  obscure  and  forgotten  periodicals, 
of  some  of  the  essayist's  noteworthy  papers. 
Everything  that  De  Quincey  wrote  is  worthy  of 
preservation,  for  the  slightest  fragments  of  his 
work  show  the  same  intellectual  acumen  and  the 
same  fastidious  taste  as  regards  style  that  distin- 
guish his  most  famous  essays.  There  is  all  the 
more  reason,  therefore,  why  this  collection  of 
complete  papers  on  a  large  variety  of  character- 
istic subjects  should  prove  popular.  Every 
admirer  of  De  Quincey  will  recognize  some  of 
these  topics  as  susceptible  at  his  hands  of  the 
most  finished  and  attractive  treatment.  "  The 
Casuistry  of  Duelling"  is  discussed  with  an 
erudite  ingenuity  that  reminds  the  reader  of 
the  famous  papers  on  "  Murder  Considered  as 
a  Fine  Art ;"  "Shakespeare's  Text "  and  "  How 
to  Write  English  "  will  delight  every  person  of 
literary  taste ;  while  the  droll  skit,  "  Anglo- 
German  Dictionaries,"  the  weirdly  dramatic 
tale  embodied  in  *'  The  Household  Wreck," 
the  sturdy  British  spirit  that  runs  through 
*'  The  English  in  China,"  not  to  mention  the 
dozen  or  so  other  essays,  may  be  cited  as  show- 
ing the  range  of  the  topics.  [Scribner  &  Wel- 
ford,  2  vols.,  i2mo,  $3.50.] 

Two  extremely  valuable  books  for  the  popu- 
lar study  of  Greek  art  are  a  Manual  of  My^ 
thology,  in  Relation  to  Greek  Art,  by  M.  Max- 
ime  Collignon,  and  a  Manual  of  Ancient 
Sculpture,  by  Pierre  Paris,  both  authors  hav- 
ing been  members  of  the  French  School  at  Ath- 
ens and  both  of  the  volumes  being  Englished 
by  Jane  E.  Harrison.  M.  Collignon 's  work  is 
a  compact  history  of  Greek  mythology  as  re- 
vealed in  all  phases  of  art,  coins,  terra-cottas, 
statues,  etc.,  that  are  open  to  study,  his  pur- 
pose being  to  indicate  the  general  character- 
istics of  the  several  divinities  whom  the  Greeks 
worshipped,  the  variations  from  the  types,  in- 
troduced by  local  legends,  being  regarded  as 
so  many  exceptions  to  the  rule.  In  the  case 
of  each  of  the  Greek  gods  the  process  is  traced 
by  which,  through  successive  periods,  an  ideal 
type  was  finally  created  as  embodying  the 
highest  popular  feeling.  The  author's  exam- 
ination of  his  subject  takes  in  order  the  chief 
regions  in  which  the  power  of  the  gods  was 
exercised,  the  classification  thus  embracing  the 
gods  of  the  sky — Zeus,  Hera,  Athena,  Apollo, 
Artemis,  Hermes,  Aphrodite  and  Eros,  the 
Fire  Gods,  and  divinities  of  the  second  rank, — of 
the  waters,  of  the  earth,  and  of  death  and  the 
under-world ;  and  finally  the  divinities  presid- 
ing over  human  life,  ancl  heroes.  The  signif- 
icance of  the  attributes  with  which  the  gods 
were  endowed  is  fully  explained,  and  the  cor- 
responding development  of  the  art  ideas  which 
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gave  form  and  substance  to  the  popular  con-  beginner  in  art  or  to  the  general  reader  as 
cept  of  their  divine  qualities  is  shown  both  in  marked  by  sound  judgment  and  taste.  The 
text  and  illustration.  Of  the  illustrations,  editor  has  added  a  bibliography  which  will 
which  reproduce  with 
a  good  degree  of  suc- 
cess the  more  im- 
portant of  the  various 
forms  of  Greek  art 
bearing  upon  the  sub- 
ject, there  are  no  few- 
er than  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eieht. 
They  serve  to  Keep 
the  mind  of  the  read- 
er fixed  upon  the  fact 
that  the  book  is  not 
a  history  of  mythol- 
ogy, but  a  study,  in 
the  historical  meth- 
od, of  mythology  in 
art — a  branch  of^  ar- 
chaeology that  has 
been  cultivated  by 
German  and  to  a  less 
extent  by  French 
scholars,  but  which 
has  not  received  spe- 
cial attention  from 
English  writers.

M.  Paris's  Manual 
0/ Ancient  Sculpture 
has  a  different  scope 
and  purpose.  His 
survey  lays  no  claim 
to  be  a  history  of  an- 
cient art,  still  less  of 
archaeology.  It  is 
critical  rather  than 
historical,  and  is  in 
the  main  devoted  to 
the  study  of  the  mas- 
terpieces of  Egyp- 
tian, Asiatic,  Greeic, 
and  Roman  sculp- 
ture. It  addresses  it- 
self, therefore,  to  the 
art  student  rather 
than  to  the  archaeol- 
ogist, and  deals  with 
questions  of  taste  and 
opinion  rather  than 
with  matters  of  fact. 
By  far  the  larger  part 
of    the  book    is    of 

course  devoted  to  the  sculpture  of  Greece  and 
Rome,  the  results  of  recent  excavations  on 
the  Acropolis  being  embodied  in  the  work. 
The  author's  descriptions,  comments,  and 
criticisms   can  safely  be  commended  to  the

give  opportunity  for  more  detailed  study  of  the 
several  aspects  of  the  subject.  There  are  one 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  illustrations,  printed, 
as  in  the  case  of  M.  Collignon's  book,  upon 
coated  paper.    So  far  as  one  can  judge  with- 
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out  having^  the  French  originals  at  hand  for 
comparison,  the  work  of  the  translator  of  both 
volumes  has  been  admirably  done,  the  English 
being  idiomatic  and  exact.  [Lippincott,  i2mo, 
$3.00.] 

During  the  past  eight  or  ten  years,  Chauncey 
M.  Depevv  has  been  the  leading  figure  in  most 
of  the  public  and  semi-public  celebrations  aris- 
ing from  the  rounded  century  of  the  nation's 
life  ;  and  he  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  popular  after-dinner  speakers  in  the 
town.  His  intellectual  many-sidedness  is  well 
illustrated  by  a  volume,  just  issued,  of  fifty- 
two  representative  Orations  and  After-Din- 
ner Speeches,  selected  from  addresses  that  he 
has  cfelivered  on  many  occasions  during  the 
past  score  or  so  of  years.  The  orations  in 
this  volume  which,  in  our  opinion,  show  Mr. 
Depew  at  his  best  both  in  thought  and  in 
treatment,  are  those  in  commemoration  of 
events  of  the  Revolution.  Perhaps  his  address 
at  the  dedication  of  the  Bartholdi  Statue  of 
Liberty  deserves  the  first  place  in  this  list,  but 
his  oration  at  the  centennial  celebration  of  the 
capture  of  Major  Andr^,  and  his  address  at 
the  unveiling  of  the  statue  of  Alexander  Ham- 
ilton are  scarcely  inferior  in  style  or  in  matter. 
These,  as  well  as  others,  bear  unmistakable 
evidence  that  Mr.  Depew  has  been  an  earnest 
and  loving  student  of  the  lives  and  characters 
of  the  great  men  of  the  Revolutionary  period, 
and  that  their  virtues  and  their  heroism  are 
themes  which  arouse  his  warmest  sympathy 
and  his  highest  admiration.  Second,  perhaps, 
in  point  of  public  interest,  are  Mr.  Depew's 
after-dinner  speeches  before  the  New  Eng- 
land, St.  Nicholas,  Holland  and  other  societies, 
in  which  the  claims  of  the  Knickerbocker  and 
the  Puritan  to  the  gratitude  of  posterity  are 
analyzed  with  no  little  shrewdness  and  with 
considerable  humor.  The  remaining  ad- 
dresses— political,  patriotic,  college  and  mis- 
cellaneous, emphasize  Mr.  Depew's  versatility, 
and  the  extraordinary  tact  and  taste  which 
enable  him  to  say  the  right  thing  in  the  right 
way.  He  is  best  known  to  the  country  at 
large — as  was  the  late  S.  S.  Cox — as  a  hu- 
morous after-dinner  speaker.  This  book  will 
do  good  if  it  directs  attention  to  his  unques- 
tioned ability,  and  to  his  achievements  in  the 
field  of  serious  oratory.  The  selections  were 
made  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Depew  by 
J.  B.  Gilder,  and  reveal  a  good  editorial  in- 
stinct on  the  part  of  the  latter.  The  proofs 
were  revised  by  Mr.  Depew.  In  another  edi- 
tion, it  would  be  well  to  add  a  final  letter  e  to 
the  name  of  Livingstone  in  the  Lotos  Club 
speech  in  honor  of  Henry  M.  Stanley.  The 
excellent  portrait  which  we  print  on  the  oppo- 
site page  is  the  frontispiece  .  of  the  book.

A  double  value  attaches  to  a  new  study  of 
Shakespeare's  Sonnets  and  of  the  persons  sup- 
posed to  be  referred  to  in  them,  by  Thomas 
Tyler,  of  the  University  of  London.  For  the 
work  has  a  biographical  as  well  as  a  literary 
interest ;  and  the  facts  that  are  known  about 
the  great  poet's  life  arc  so  few  that  any  con- 
tribution to  their  number,  if  based  on  evidence 
that  gives  them  an  air  of  reasonable  probabil- 
ity, will  be  eagerly  welcomed.  Further  testi- 
mony is  adduced  identifying  William  Herbert, 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  with  the  high-bom  and 
well-beloved  youth  of  the  first  series  of  son- 
nets (L  to  CXXVL),  but  the  feature  of  Mr. 
Tyler's  work  which  gives  it  distinction  and 
importance  is  the  group  of  extremely  interest- 
ing facts  which  he  has  unearthed  going  to 
prove  that  the  mysterious  "  dark  lady,"  who  is 
the  heroine  of  the  second  set  of  sonnets 
(CXXVn.  to  CLH.)  was  Queen  Elizabeth's 
maid  of  honor,  Mrs.  Mary  Fitton.  In  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  "Tyler  the  proof  in  her  case  is 
no  less  conclusive  than  in  the  case  of  Herbert. 
Certainly  the  facts  are  surprising  and  appear 
on  their  face  to  bear  out  the  claim  of  the  au- 
thor. About  half  of  the  book  is  devoted  to 
this  interesting  subject  and  to  the  general 
consideration  of  the  literary  and  other  aspects 
of  the  sonnets,  together  with  several  chapters 
in  which  an  attempt  is  made  to  add  to  the 
meagre  store  of  popular  knowledge  about 
Shakespeare's  religion  and  philosophy,  his 
travels,  his  dislike  of  the  dramatic  profession, 
his  scholarship,  etc.  The  latter  half  of  the 
book,  that  is,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pages,  is  devoted  to  the  sonnets,  each  one  of 
which  is  accompanied  by  an  explanatory  para- 
graph and  by  notes  which  make  clear  obscure 
words  and  phrases.  Portraits  are  given  of  the 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  Mary,  Countess  of  Pem- 
broke, and  Mrs.  Mary  Fitton.  On  the  whole, 
the  volume  contains  much  of  deep  interest  to 
every  Shakespeare  student.  [Scribner  &  Wei-

Mr.  W.  W.  Story's  Conversations  in  a 
Studio  deals  with  what  Mr.  Lowell  aptly  calls 
the  things  of  the  mind,  and  so,  despite  its  dia- 
logue, and  consequently  fragmentary,  form  and 
colloquial  tone,  falls  easily  into  the  too  small 
class  of  belles  lettres.  These  studio  conversa- 
tions are  supposed  to  take  place  between  two 
men,  who  are  termed  Helton  and  Mallett,  and 
they  relate  to  subjects  connected  with  art, 
literature,  criticism,  manners,  character,  and 
taste.  The  range  of  topics  is  very  wide.  The 
point  of  view  is  that  of  a  cultivated  man  of  the 
world,  whose  opinions  rest  on  extended  obser- 
vation of  human  nature,  a  thorough  familiarity 
with  the  best  that  has  been  thought  and  said 
in  the  world,  and  a  close  acquaintance  with 
art  in   painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture. 
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The  tone  is  sym- 
pathetic and  per- 
sonal, the  style 
easy  and  fluent. 
The  value  and  in- 
terest of  the  book 
lie  in  its  sugges- 
livenessand  in  the 
high  standards  of 
taste  in  literary 
and  art  matters 
that  are  insisted 
upon  and  illus- 
trated in  a  variety 
of  ways.  Except 
in  a  few  instances 
— as  in  the  esti- 
mate of  Goethe, 
for  example — no 
attempt  is  made 
by  the  two  per- 
sonages to  main- 
tain the  opposite 
sides  of  contro- 
verted questions 
or  to  represent  op- 
posite points  of 
view  in  looking  at 
the  same  subject 
of  conversation. 
But  they  hold  to 
shades  of  differ- 
ences sufficient  to 
keep  the  talk  from 
flagging,  and  sup- 
plement  each 
other's  opinions 
with  new  facts 
and  fresh  argu- 
ments. Of  course, 
exhaustive  or  pro- 
found treatment 
of  any  topic  is  not 
to  be  expected  in 
such  a  book.  But 
there  is  much  that 
i  s  entertaining 
and  conducive  to 
right  thinking; 
and  some  of  the 
information,  like 
that  touching  the 
prices  which  the 
Greeks  of  the  time 
of  Phidias  and 
Praxiteles  and  the 
Romans  paid  for 
works  of  art,  is  put  in  a  new  and  striking  form.

The  first  part  of  the  Dook  is  devoted  chiefly  to 
the  exploits  of  the  three  great  Corsair  chief- 
tains, Uruj  and  Kheyr-ed-din  Barbarossa  and 
Dragut  Re!s,  under  whom  successively  the 
naval  power  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  attained 
to  the  complete  mastery  of  the  Mediterranean. 
The  narrative  of  the  skill,  bravery,  and  daring 
of  these  rovers  of  the  sea,  who  humbled  the 
pride  of  Genoa  and  Venice  and  were  a  source 
of  terror  to  every  city  on  the  Italian,  French, 
and  Spanish  coasts,  is  told  with  clearness  and 
spirit.  The  Turkish  supremacy  on  the  seas 
in  the  sixteenth  century  was  due  to  the  dash- 
ing valor,  not  unmixed  with  the  grossest 
cruelty  and  inhumanity,  and  to  the  adroit  sea- 
manship of  these  pirate  chiefs,  who  superin- 
tended the  building  of  the  great  fleets  of  gal- 
leys which  they  led  against  the  Christians. 
These  galleys  were  propelled  by  Christian 
slaves  at  the  oar,  who  worked  in  chains  and 
under  the  lash ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Christian  galleys  were  manned  by  Turkish  in- 
fidels, who  were  treated  with  equal  barbarity. 
The  illustration  given  herewith  shows  the  con- 
struction of  these  galleys.  The  defeat  and 
annihilation  of  the  Turkish  fleet  by  the  Chris- 
tians under  Don  John  of  Austria  at  Lepanto 
in  1 571  were  blows  from  which  the  Ottoman 
power  never  recovered.    Thenceforward  the 


story  is  of  the  petty  pirates  of  the  Barbary 
Coast,  whose  plundering  and  pillaging  went  on 
until  well  into  the  present  century.  The 
United  States  Government  was  the  first  to  re- 
sist the  system  of  blackmail  which  these  rov- 
ers of  the  sea  levied  upon  all  commercial  na- 
tions as  the  price  of  immunity  from  attacks 
upon  the  ships  passing  through  the  Mediter- 
ranean, the  exploits  of  Preble  and  Decatur 
being  described  in  a  chapter  contributed  by 
Lieutenant  J.  D.  J.  Kelley  of  the  United  States 
Navy.  The  English  joined  in  the  warfare 
against  this  legalized  brigandage,  but  it  was 
reserved  for  the  French  to  put  an  end  to  the 
disgrace  by  the  conquest  and  occupation  of 
Algiers  sixty  years  only  ago.  [Putnam,  8vo.

Rarely  is  an  economic  subject  discussed 
with  so  much  thoroughness  as  is  shown  in 
Emigration  and  Immigration :  a  Study  in 
Social  Science^  by  Professor  Richmond  M. 
Smith,  one  of  the  younger  group  of  scholars 
in  the  faculty  of  Columbia  College  which  has 
during  the  past  few  years  won  so  much  dis- 
tinction for  the  institution.  The  question  it- 
self is  one  of  the  most  timely  as  well  as  one 
of  the  most  important  that  could  be  chosen 
for  elaborate  scientific  examination.  In 
the  view  of  our  most  thoughtful  publicists  it 
ranks  with  civil  service,  revenue  and  ballot  re- 
form, and  has  already  not  only  occupied  the 
attention  of  Congress,  but  awakened  the  liveli- 
est interest  of  the  serious  portion  of  the  public. 
Professor  Smith  leaves  unexplored  none  of  its 
details  and  none  of  the  considerations  which 
bear  upon  it.  however  remotely.  The  result  of

for  a  change  in  our  entire  public  policy  with 
regard  to  immigration.  The  nature  of  the 
question  and  the  phenomena  to  be  obser\'ed  in 
its  discussion  are  first  taken  up,  and  then  follow 
two  chapters  on  the  history  of  emigration  and 
immigration.  The  relations  of  immigration  to 
population  are  next  considered,  the  effect  of 
the  former  on  the  race  composition  of  the 
American  people,  and  the  comparative  strength 
of  mixed  and  unmixed  races.  In  Chapter  V. 
the  political  effects  of  immigration  are  described 
and  discussed,  and  remaining  topics  are  the 
economic  gain  by  immigration,  the  competition 
with  American  labor  involved,  its  social  effects, 
the  assistance  and  protection  given  to  immi- 
grants, Chinese  immigration,  actual  and 
possible  restriction,  and,  finally,  the  question  of 


principle.  It  need  hardly 
be  added  that  the  book 
is  packed  with  statistics 
so  suggestive  in  them- 
selves and  so  significant- 
ly marshalled  as  to  re- 
duce its  speculative  side 
to  a  minimum.  The  read- 
er has  the  proof  of  the 
thesis  simultaneously 
with  its  exposition.  The 
volume,  moreover,  with 
its  careful  distribution 
and  logical  development, 
its  copious  bibliography, 
its  admirably  explicit  ta- 
ble of  contents  and  its 
excellent  index  is  a  model 
of  book-making.

Lovers  and  students  of 
Tennyson  will  be  inter- 
ested to  learn  of  a  new 
book,  of  which  John 
Cuming  Walters  is  the  author — In  Tennyson 
Land,  The  book  is,  in  a  word,  a  brief  ac- 
count of  the  home  and  early  surroundings  of 
the  Poet  Laureate,  and  an  attempt  to  identify 
the  scenes  and  to  trace  the  influences  of  Lin- 
colnshire in  his  works.  In  carrying  out  this 
idea  Mr.  Walters  gathers  together  a  great 
many  facts  regarding  the  localities  in  which 
Tennyson  conceived  some  of  the  best-known 
lines  and  scenes  in  his  poems  ;  and  wherever 
conjecture  enters  into  the  decision  of  a  point, 
the  evidence  from  the  poems  themselves  and 
from  the  corresponding  descriptions  of  natural 
scenery  is  given  in  full.  In  this  way  a  fresh 
interest  is  given  to  many  of  the  most  beautiful 
lines  in  the  poems  of  "Locksley  Hall"  and 
the  '*  Sixty  Years  After,"  "  The  May  Queen,"

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"  Maud,"  "  The  Brook."  "  The  Miller's  Daugh- 
ter," "  The  Lover's  Tale,"  etc.  A  book  of 
this  sort,  written  with  care,  knowledge,  sympa- 
thetic appreciation,  and  taste,  is  calculated  to 
satisfy  a  natural  and  perfectly  legitimate  curi- 
osity regarding  what  is  known  or  has  been 
written  from  time  to  time  about  the  places 
where  the  poet  wrote,  or  which  he  described, 
or  which  influenced  him  in  his  writing.  The 
word -pictures,  to  say  nothing  of  the  dozen  or 
so  plates  with  which  the  volume  is  embellished, 
give  the  reader  many  delightful  glimpses  of 
Tennyson  land,  and  help  one  to  understand  his 
poems.

Three  volumes  are  issued  of  a  new  and  en- 
larged edition,  with  illustrations,  of  The  Col- 
lected Writings  of  Thomas  De  Quinc^,  edi- 
ted by  David  Masson,  Professor  of  English 
Literature  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
The  edition  of  his  works,  the  publication  of 
which  De  Quincey  supervised  during  the 
last  vears  of  his  life,  has  never  been  wholly 
satisfactor)^  to  his  English  readers.  The  labor 
of  collecting  and  classifying  his  essays,  which 
were  scattered  through  many  periodicals,  was 
very  irksome  to  the  author,  and  after  the  early 
volumes  were  sent  to  press  he  ceased  to  follow 
the  plan  of  arrangement  which  he  had  origi- 
nally n)ade,  and  was  content  to  fill  each  of  the 
succeeding  volumes  with  the  material  that  was 
nearest  at  hand  and  the  most  available.  After 
the  thirteenth  volume  was  issued,  De  Quincey, 
who  had  long  been  in  bad  health,  died  (De- 
cember 8th,  1859),  and  a  posthumous  volume 
completed  the  undertaking.  A  few  years  later 
a  fifteenth,  and,  in  1871,  a  sixteenth  volume 
was  added.  Even  in  this  form,  however,  the 
Edinburgh  edition  was  not  as  complete  or  as 
well  arranged  as  the  Boston  edition  ;  and  this 
fact  led  to  the  preparation  of  the  present  work, 
which  will  be  in  fourteen  volumes,  and  which  will 
contain  everything  from  the  British  edition,  to- 
gether with  the  extra  matter  included  in  the 
American  edition  and  some  articles  which 
have  never  been  reprinted  hitherto.  The  es- 
says will  be  grouped  according  to  general  sub- 
jects in  accordance  with  the  original  plan 
which  De  Quincey  was  unable  to  follow,  and 
editorial  prefaces  and  notes  will  give  the  source 
of  the  articles  and  the  dates  and  circumstances 
of  their  first  appearance.  De  Quincey 's  notes 
and  editing  are  retained,  and  Professor  Masson 
adds  some  notes.  The  first  three  volumes  of 
this  new  edition  contain  De  Quincey's  "  Auto- 
biography" and  "Literary  Reminiscences"  in 
the  •*  Confessions  of  an  English  Opium-Eater" 
in  their  last  and  much  enlarged  form.  Al- 
though, the  type  is  a  trifle  small,  the  printing 


is  clear  and  the  binding  is  substantial.  The 
leaves  are  uncut,  the  cloth  covers  are  light 
crimson  in  color,  and  the  size  of  the  volumes 
is  convenient.  Altogether  this  edition  of  the 
works  of  this  great  master  of  English  prose 

tromises  to  be  the  fullest  and   best  extant.

English  life  and  manners  in  the  reign  of 
George  III.  have  been  painted  in  many  vol- 
umes of  memoirs,  but  by  no  one  with  more 
vivacity,  grace,  and  humor  than  by  the  talented 
daughter  of  the  author  of  the  first  English 
**  History  of  Music,"  both  in  her  novels  and  in 
her  life  of  her  father.  The  morbid  subjectivity 
of  Marie  Bashkirtseff's  journal  presents  the 
sharpest  possible  contrast  to  the  bright  wit, 
the  gay  good  humor,  the  healthy,  happy  spirit 
of  The  Early  Diary  of  Frances  Burney^ 
which  is  now  revealed  to  the  public  for  the 
first  time,  and  which  will  direct  attention 
afresh  to  the  wonderfully  clever  English  girl, 
who  subsequently  became  widely  known  as 
the  author  of  "  Evelina "  and  other  novels, 
who  shone  in  the  world  of  London  society, 
and  who  later  became  Madame  D'Arblay. 
This  Diarv,  which  Annie  Raine  Ellis  has 
edited  witJi  so  much  loving  care,  and  which 
she  has  supplemented  by  a  vast  amount  of  in- 
formation about  the  interesting  Burney  family 
and  the  friends  they  made,  extends  over  ten 
years  of  the  girl's  life,  from  1768  to  1778, 
when  she  was  in  the  most  impressionable 
period  of  her  career,  from  sixteen  to  twenty-six 
years  old.  The  editor's  preface  consists  of 
about  ninety  pages  of  extracts  from  ajid  brief, 
pertinent  comments  upon  Dr.  Bumey's  cor- 
respondence and  unpublished  autobiographical 
notes ;  and  supplementing  the  body  of  the 
work  are  selections  from  Miss  Burney's  corre- 
spondence and  from  the  journals  of  hei  sisters, 
Susan  and  Charlotte.  The  general  tone  of 
Miss  Burney's  youthful  Diary  is  objective, 
although  she  confides  to  her  dear  "  Nobody," 
as  she  whimsically  personified  her  journal, 
many  of  her  secret  thoughts,  hopes,  and  fleeting 
impressions.  The  larger  part  of  her  narrative, 
however,  consists  of  vivacious,  humorous  de- 
scriptions of  the  people  whom  she  met,  and 
of  what  she  saw  in  the  gay  and  fashionable 
world  around  her.  Her  father's  house  was 
the  resort  of  the  leading  singers  and  musicians 
of  the  day  in  London ;  and  the  great  men  of 
the  period,  Dr.  Johnson,  Goldsmith  (the  first 
performance  of  whose  comedy,  *'  She  Stoops 
to  Conquer,"  did  not  please  her  particularly), 
Garrick,  whose  Richard  III.  and  Lear  made  a 
deep  impression  on  her  romantic,  imaginative 
temperament,  Handel,  and  others,  appear  in 
these  pages  side  by  side  with  the  girl's  lively 
descriptions  of  the  dances  that  she  attended, 
and   of  her  little  personal   adventures.     The 
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editor's  notes  give  some  account  of  every  per- 
son of  any  importance  who  is  referred  to  in 
Miss  Burney's  Diary,  and  throw  many  side- 
lights upon  the  manners  of  the  age.  Portraits 
'  of  Dr.  Burney  and  of  Madame  D'Arblay  are 
the  frontispieces  of  the  two  volumes.

The  most  significant  and  important  part  of 


W.  T.  Henderson's  Story  of  Music  is  that 
which  relates  to  the  Wagner  music-drama  and 
which  includes  his  forecast  of  the  style  of 
opera  of  the  future.  There  is  no  want  of 
sympathetic  and  intelligent  appreciation  of 
tne  tremendous  influence  whicn  Wagner  is 
sure  to  exert  upon  the  opera,  or  of  the  artistic 
and  aesthetic  value  of  his  works.  But  Mr. 
Henderson  is  not  a  blind  worshipper  of  Wag- 
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ner.  He  sees  the  defects  in  the  master's 
methods  with  a  clear  vision,  and  describes 
them  temperately  but  exactly.  What  may 
perhaps  be  called  the  unsingableness  of  por- 
tions of  Wagner's  vocal  score  is  dwelt  upon, 
and  the  excellent  point  is  made  that  the  dra- 
matic significance  for  which  the  composer- 
poet  is  always  striving  could  be  conveyed 
quite  as  effectively  by  the  use  of  melodious  as 
by  the  use  of  discordant  music.  Mozart, 
Gluck,  Beethoven  in  "  Fidelio"  and  even  Bizet 
in  "Carmen"  have  achieved  this  end,  and  if 
they,  why  not  Wagner?  In  the  author's 
opinion  the  music — that  is,  the  opera — of  the 
future  is  to  be  *'  a  combination  of  the  Italian 
wealth  of  vocal  melody  with  the  German  intel- 
lectuality, symmetry,  and  log^c  of  form  and 
development" — a  rational,  conservative  con- 
clusion, which  will  commend  itself  to  all  fair- 
minded  music-lovers  who  are  not  partisans  of 
either  of  the  extreme  schools  of  Wagner  or  of 
the  Italians.  Verdi's  "  Aida"  and  "  Otello" 
are  cited  as  pointing  the  way  to  this  new 
school  of  Italian  melody  built  upon  German 
fulness  and  richness  of  orchestration  and  per- 
meated through  and  through  with  the  real 
dramatic  spirit  of  Wagner. 

The  chapters,  however,  in  which  this  inter- 
esting aspect  of  the  subject  is  discussed  form 
the  conclusion  only  of  a  compact  and  clearly- 
written  history  of  the  development  of  the 
various  art  forms  of  music.  It  is  the  story  of 
music  rather  than  a  summary  of  the  lives  of 
musicians,  and  brings  into  clear  perspective 
the  large  lines  along  which  the  art  has  grown 
since  the  time  of  Pope  Gregory.  The  sim- 
plicity and  lucidity  of  the  author's  style  and 
the  success  vrith  which  he  indicates  the  influ- 
ence of  the  different  schools  upon  their  con- 
temporaries and  followers  are  especially 
worthy  of  note.  A  useful  chronological  table 
is  included,  and  an  index  might  well  have  been 
added,  although  the  volume  is  not  intended  as 
a  reference  book.  One  or  two  typographical 
errors  in  the  spelling  of  a  cappella  and  Vogl 
ought  to  have  been  corrected  in  this  "  second 
and  revised"  edition.  [Longmans,  i2mo,

A  slender  volume  of  by  no  means  slight 
verse  is  Mr.  George  E.  Wood  berry's  The 
North  Shore  Watch,  and  other  Poems,  There 
are  but  a  hundred  and  twenty  pages  and  but 
eighteen  titles  in  the  table  of  contents,  yet  such 
is  the  substance  and  expression  of  the  poems 
that  the  most  enthusiastic  readers  of  contem- 
porary poetry  will  find  the  book  in  the  literary 
sense  an  exceedingly  solid  one.  The  poem 
which  gives  its  title  to  the  volume  is  a  sustained 
elegy  in  memory  of  a  friend  of  the  poet's  who 
died  at  the  age  of  twenty-four,  but  who  had 
evidently  impressed  his  personality  upon  him 


in  a  way  which  takes  the  poem  out  of  the 
realm  of  dilettante  variation  of  Tennyson's 
masterpiece  and  makes  it  an  expression  of 
genuine  feeling.  Genuine  emotion,  too.  is  per- 
haps the  most  conspicuous  trait  of  the  two 
considerable — or  at  least  ambitious— poems 
which  follow  this  threnody,  "Agathon"  and 
"  My  Country,"  and  indeed  of  the  entire 
volume.  And  besides  being  genuine  Mr. 
Wood  berry's  emotion  is  at  times  intense  and 
almost  always  elevated.  But  it  is  a  little  sin- 
gular that  it  should  seem  so  completely  detach- 
ed from  what  is  sensuous  and  plastic.  His 
metrical  skill  is  also  unusual,  and  one  has  a  feel- 
ing that  his  ear  is  probably  very  correct,  yet 
anything  like  spontaneous  rhythmic  felicity  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  in  his  verses.  And 
it  is  impossible  not  to  wish  that  in  preserving 
his  undoubted  originality  he  should  not  have 
succeeded  in  being  less  obscure;  only  some 
meaning  beyond  the  divination  of  most  readers 
can  take  some  of  the  smaller  pieces  out  of  the 
category  of  the  poetry  which  the  magazines 
are  sometimes  reproved  for  giving  currency  to.

When  Professor  F.  L.  Ritter's  Music  in 
America  was  published  in  1883  it  was  recog- 
nized and  valued  as  containing  a  great  quanti- 
ty of  laboriously-acquired  information  that 
was  available  in  no  other  form.  The  history 
of  French  opera  in  New  Orleans,  of  Italian 
opera  in  New  York,  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn 
Society  in  Boston,  of  the  first  singing  societies 
and  orchestral  organizations  in  the  country — 
this  was  a  phase  of  American  social  and 
musical  life  that  had  never  before  been  ad- 
equately presented  to  the  public.  A  new 
edition  of  Professor  Ritter's  book  has  recently 
appeared,  containing  over  a  hundred  pages  of 
fresh  matter.  The  progress  of  music  in  vari- 
ous cities  is  carefully  noted,  new  facts  about 
the  New  York  Philharmonic  Society  are 
brought  to  light,  and  the  German  opera  seasons 
since  Dr.  Damrosch  took  charge  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan Opera  House  are  reviewed  in  consid- 
erable detail.  The  book  in  its  present  form 
gives  an  admirable  survey  of  the  progress, 
from  the  earliest  times,  of  the  art  of  music  in 
America,  the  aesthetic  and  social  phases  of  the 
subject  -being  treated  as  well  as  its  historical 
side.

The  imaginative,  superstitious  and  emotional 
nature  of  the  Irish  race  has  given  rise  to  a  vast 
store  of  folk-lore  which  offers  a  rich  field  for 
exploration.  In  Ancient  Cures,  Charms  and 
Usages  of  Ireland  Lady  Wilde  has  made  an 
extremely  interesting  contribution  to  this  class 
of  literature  ;  and  her  book,  besides  being  filled 
with  curious  information,  throws  much  light 
upon  the  Irish  character.  She  describes  the 
ancient  charms  and  cures  for  all  sorts  of  dis* 
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eases  and  ailments  that  flesh  is  heir  to,  reviews 
the  great  variety  of  racial  superstitions  and 
legends,  and  gives  an  account  of  peasant 
games  and  tales,  with  much  other  incidental 
information  both  entertaining  and  significant. 
The  love  and  admiration  of  the  author  for  the 
Irish  race  give  her  book  a  sympathetic  and 
personal  color  that  separates  it  from  more 
coldly  critical  examinations  of  Celtic  folk-lore. 
It  is  a  book  to  be  commended  to  any  one  who 
finds  pleasure  or  interest  in  studying  the  sunny, 
humorous,  light-hearted  aspects  of  the  Irish 
character.

A  useful  book  for  reference  or  for  general 
reading  is  the  new  and  revised  edition  of 
Professor  John  D.  Quackenbos's  Illustrated 
History  of  Ancient  Literature,  Oriental  and 
Classical,  One  of  the  principal  merits  of  the 
work,  aside  from  its  compactness  and  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  arrangement,  lies  in  the  numer- 
ous illustrations  of  famous  pieces  of  ancient 
literature  which  are  given  by  means  of  ap- 
proved translations,  some  Egyptian  narratives, 
and  several  of  the  best  known  of  Pindar's  odes 
and  Sappho's  lyrics  being  on  the  list.  The 
information  regarding  the  ancient  schools  of 
literature  and  the  works  which  they  produced  is 
sufficiently  full  for  most  general  readers.  The 
discoveries  of  the  last  decade,  those  in  Egyp- 
tology being  worthy  of  special  note,  are  in- 
cluded in  the  new  edition.  The  maps  are 
convenient, and  the  illustrations  add  something, 
but  not  much,  to  the  value  of  the  book.

The  death  of  Frank  A.  Marshall  lends  a 
pathetic  interest  to  the  prefatory  note  to  the 
seventh  volume  of  the  Henry  Irving  Shakes^ 
peare,  in  which  he  acknowledges  his  indebted- 
ness to  his  fellow-scholars  who  have  assisted 
him  m  preparing  the  volume  for  the  press. 
His  illness  threw  the  burden  of  the  editorial 
work  on  other  shoulders.  The  notes  and  in- 
troductions, covering  the  literary  and  stage 
history  of  the  several  plays,  "  Timon  of  Ath- 
ens," "Cymbeline,"  "The  Tempest,"  "Titus 
Andronicus,"  and  "  The  Winter's  Tale,"  are  by 
Joseph  Knight,  A.  Wilson  Verity,  Arthur 
Symons,  Richard  Gamett,  and  H.  A.  Evans. 
The  illustrations  are  by  Gordon  Browne, 
W.  H.  Morgetson,  Frank  Dodd,  and  Maynard 
Brown.  The  fulness  of  the  introductions  and 
the  notes,  the  maps  and  the  tables  unite  to 
make  this  edition  extremely  serviceable  either 
for  Shakespeare  students  or  for  popular  read- 
ing. Henry  Irving's  share  in  the  work,  it  will 
be  remembered,  consists  in  editing  the  text 
and  in  indicating  by  brackets  such  lines  as  may 
or  should  be  omitted  by  readers  or  actors. 
The  eighth  volume,  which  will  bring  the  work 
to  a  successful  conclusion,  will  contain  "  Ham- 
let," with  other  plays,  the  illustrations  being  by

GARRICK  OFF  THE  STAGE. 

At  last  however  in  the  middle  of  one  of 
Henderson's  most  interesting  speeches,  one  of 
the  box-keepers  luckily  made  a  most  comfort- 
ably horrid  noise  with  the  door — Garrick  turned 
round,  and  in  turning  his  head  back  to  its  usual 
podtion,  '*  help  me,  or  else  I  die,  on  us  he  cast 
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an  eye,"  most  earnestly; — ''Ha!  what  is  it 
you  !  "  and  so  saying  he  shook  hands  with  us. 
L— d,  how  consequencial  (sic)  I  felt  just  then  ! 
"  Well,  but  you  an't  alone  ?"  "  Oh.  no,  Sir,  we 
have  a  lady  with  us.*'  How  friendly,  and 
fatherly,  sweet  soul !  "  Well  but  how  have  you 
done  this  long  while  ;  Tm  so  glad  to  see  you." 
"And  we're  so  proud  to  be  acknowledged,"  an- 
swered Susey,  She  said  right,  for  splitt  me  if 
I'd  not  a  hundred  times  rather  be  spoken  to  by 
Garrick  in  public  than  His  majesty,  G— d  bless 
him  ! 

At  the  end  of  the  second  act  there  was  a  gen- 
tleman took  the  trouble  of  climbing  over  two 
boxes  to  ask  Garrick — * '  What  he  thought  of  the 
imitation?"  "Imitation,  Sir?"  says  Garrick. 
"  Ay,  Sir,  this  imiution  of  Shylock  ?"  '*  O,  Sir, 
I'm  no  judge."  How  quick,  how  sensible,  how 
comical,  how  GdnncV-vforthy  a  way  of  evading 
giving  a  direct  answer,  when  there  certainly 
cannot  be  a  man  in  the  world  a  more  competent 
judge  than  he  is  ! 

The  farce  was  "  Piety  in  Pattens,"  most 
wretchedly  written  and  acted,  all  that  I  saw  of 
it,  for  Susey  hadn't  patience  to  stay,  though  she 
might  have  paid  herself  by  half  an  hour  longer 
of  his  company.  He  laughed  as  much  as  he 
could  have  done  at  the  most  excellent  piece  in 
the  world.  Indeed,  to  borrow  one  of  Fanny's 
expressions,  it  was  "  3a^  enough  to  htgood" 

Mr.  George  Garrick  was  there,  and  Garrick 
introduced  us  to  him  with — **  Here's  two  of  my 
children,  two  of  the  Burneys."  How  kind  he  is 
to  us  all !  He  was  very  intent,  either  upon  the 
petit pihe,  or  upon  his  own  cogitations,  so  we 
were  obliged  to  sai/oR  without  saying  anything, 
to  my  no  small  greggitation. 

Next  morning  while  I  was  making  my  father's 
tea,  I  heard  three  knocks  at  the  door  (which 
were  the  sweetest  music  I  had  had  my  ears  tick- 
led with  for  many  a  day)  upon  which,  after 
knocking  down  the  tea  cannister,  dropping  the 
teapot  lead  into  the  water,  and  scalding  my  fin- 
gers, I  tumbled  up  stairs  and  met  him.  "  Well, 
why  did  you  steal  away  for  ?  I  intended  to  have 
seen  you  safe,  but  what  did  you  mean  by  it  ?"  Be- 
fore I  could  have  given  an  answer  of  any  sort,  Bet- 
ty, who  stood  by  with  the  broom  in  her  hand,  and 
whose  cockles  were  tickled  by  his  droll  attitudes 
and  way  of  expressing  himself,  burst  out  a-laugh- 
ing  ! — upon  which  he  fairly  caned  her  up  a  whole 
flight  of  stairs,  desiring  at  the  same  time  to  know 
what  she  laughed  for?  As  soon  as  he  was  safely 
moord  in  the  chaos  [Dr.  Burney's  Study]  he  at- 
tacked me  again.  "  Well,  but.  Piety  in  pattens, 
how  came  you  to  run  away,  hay  ?  I  remember 
the  time  when  she  was  not  quite  so  cruel,  when 
I  used  to  tuck  her  under  my  arm  and  run  away 
with  her,  but  now  she  runs  away  from  me  !  But 
Piety  in  pattens  blushed  at  shaking  hands  with 
me  in  public  I  didn't  you  ?  didn't  you  ?  then 
the  folks  all  stared,  and  we  (I  admire  his  saying 
we)  looked  so  handsome  !  Ay,  says  they,  he's 
got  a  young  ^%%  by  him  that  he  wants  to  swal- 
low up  ! — But  then  my  little  Piety  to  leave  me 
in  the  lurch,  wasn't  well  done  of  you,  besides," 
repeated  he,  "I  intended  to  have  had  the  pleas- 


ure of  seeing  you  safe  out. — But  'twas  that  old 
gentlewoman's  doing  I  suppose — she  thought  I 
was  too  sweet  upon  you,  didn't  she  ?" 


And  thus  ended  his  visit,  sweet  soul !  He  had 
on  his  favorite  scratchy  his  mob  wig^  as  Mr. 
Twining  calls  it ; — but  in  spight  of  it  he  looked  as 
abominably  handsome  as  I  think  I  ever  saw  him.

A  PORTRAIT  OF  DE  QUINCEY. 

If,  even  after  this,  the  reader  would  still  have 
something  more,  let  him  take  these  lines  from 
Thomson's  Castle  of  Indolence,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  all  who  ever  saw  De  Quincey  in  his 
old  age  recognize  in  them  the  most  startlingly 
accurate  description  of  him.  as  if  by  some  pro- 
phetic anticipation,  that  could  possibly  be  given 
m  succinct  metre  : 

*'  He  came,  the  bard,  a  litde  druid  wight 
Of  withered  aspect ;  but  his  eye  was  keen, 
With  sweetness  mixed.    In  russet  brown  bediffht, 
As  is  his  sister  of  the  coi»es  green. 
He  crept  along,  unpromising  of  mien. 
Gross  he  who  judges  so !  his  soul  was  fair.* 

If  the  name  "  bard"  may  be  extended  to  a 
prose-writer  of  the  bardic  class,  this  description 
also  is  exact  in  almost  every  point.  It  is  exact 
more  especially  in  its  added  picture  of  the  par- 
ticular bard  in  view  as  **a  little  druid  wight." 
By  the  very  limits  of  the  territory  within  which 
De  Quincey  moved  and  had  local  habitation 
during  his  life,  no  less  than  by  character  and 
physiognomy,  he  was  of  the  antiqua  gens  Dru- 
tdum.  Through  all  the  seventy-four  years  of 
his  life  he  was  never  once,  it  seems,  out  of  the 
British  Islands.  Twice  he  visited  Ireland  ;  but 
the  main  topography  of  his  life  lies  in  the  scenes 
and  neighborhoods  suggested  by  this  «uccessioni 
of  names  :  Manchester,  Bath,  Wiltshire,  Man- 
chester again,  North  Wales,  London,  Chester, 
Oxford,  London  again,  Somersetshire,  Gras- 
mere  and  the  English  Lake  district,  London  yet 
again,  Grasmere  again,  and,  finally,  and  in  far 
the  largest  proportion,  Edinburgh  and  the  vi- 
cinity of  Edinburgh. — From  David  Afasson*s 
preface  to  the  new  edition  of  De  Quincey' s  works^ 

THE  COST  OF  ANCIENT  STATUES. 

The  famous  Colossus  at  Rhodes,  which  was 
made  of  bronze  and  was  seventy  cubits  (or  about 
one  hundred  and  five  feet)  in  height,  was  twelve 
years  in  making,  and  is  said  to  have  cost  only 
three  hundred  talents,  or  about  ;£'75,ooo,  if  we 
reckon  the  Attic  talent,  or  ;£'i02,ooo,  if  we 
reckon  the  other  talent,  and  probably  the  latter 
talent  is  to  be  reckoned  in  this  case.  At  all 
events,  the  so-called  Colossus  of  the  Sun,  in  the 
Capitol,  which  was  a  bronze  figure  of  Apollo, 
only  thirty  cubits — or  forty-five  feet  English — 
high,  brought  by  Marcus  Lucullus  from  Apollo* 
nia,  in  Pontus,  cost  five  hundred  talents,  which» 
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if  reckoned  even  as  Attic  talents,  would  be  over 
£i2S,ooo  ;  and  it  would  hardiv  be  probable  that 
the  Colossus  at  Rhodes,  which  was  twice  its 
height,  could  have  been  executed  for  so  much 
less.  But  this  is  a  trifle  compared  to  the  price 
paid  for  a  colossal  statue  of  Mercury,  made  for 
the  city  of  the  Avemi  in  Gaul,  by  Zenodorus. 
On  this  work  he  was  engaged  for  ten  years,  and 
the  cost  of  it  was  ;£'335,ooo. 

B. — What  did  the  gold  and  ivory  Athena  of 
Phidias  in  the  Parthenon,  or  his  Zeus  at  Olym.- 
pia,  cost  ?  These  will  give  us  some  rule  to  reckon 
by,  perhaps. 

M, — I  am  not  aware  that  the  whole  cost  of 
these  statues  is  stated  by  any  ancient  author. 
The  gold  employed  on  the  movable  drapery 
alone  of  the  Athena  was  over  forty  talents  in 
weight  of  unalloyed  gold,  according  to  Thucy- 
dides,  whose  exactness  in  such  matters  is  above 
suspicion.  This  would  be  equivalent  to  some 
;^i  16,000  in  coin  :  while  a  single  lock  on  the 
head  of  the  Zeus  at  Olympia  weighed  six  minae,  or 
about  the  value  of  nearly  ;£'5ooo.  For  the  fa- 
mous statue  of  the  Diadumenos,  which  was  a 
bronze  figure  of  life-size,  representing  a  youth 
tying  a  fillet  round  his  head,  Polycleitus  re- 
ceived one  hundred  talents,  or  about  ;f25.ooo.

WAGNER  COMPARED  TO  CARLYLE. 

Wagner  is  often  a  musical  Carlyle,  rough  and 
uncouth  in  style,  but  powerful  in  matter.  As 
Carlyle *s  strong,  unpolished  works  are  unques- 
tionably a  more  noble  gift  to  the  world  than 
Addison's  finished  writings,  so  Wagner's  music- 
dramas  are  unquestionably  more  valuable  than 
the  honey-flowing  operas  of  Bellini  and  Donizetti. 
But  as  no  instructor  in  rhetoric  would  dream  of 
giving  his  pupils  Carlyle  as  a  model  of  style,  so 
I  cannot,  for  the  life  of  me,  see  how  musical 
critics  can  hold  that  Wagner's  manner  should  be 
the  model  of  the  future.  The  old  school  went 
to  one  extreme  ;  Wagner  has  gone  to  the  other. 
If  music  is  to  cater  only  to  the  ear,  it  is  no  higher 
art  than  good  cooking  ;  if  it  is  to  administer 
solely  to  the  reason,  it  is  no  art  at  all,  but  an 
abstract  science.  All  arts  appeal  first  to  the 
senses.  No  school  of  painting  could  gain  public 
approval  which  offended  the  eye  with  bad  draw- 
ing and  coloring,  no  matter  how  great  the 
thought  contained  in  the  pictures.  No  poetry 
which  offends  the  ear  by  a  lack  of  rhythm  will 
ever  be  approved  by  literary  taste.  Nor  will 
the  vast  body  of  music  lovers  throughout  the 
world  ever  be  induced  to  accept  as  music  suc- 
cessions of  notes  which  the  ear  declines  to  rec- 
ognize as  melodic. — From  "  The  Story  of  Mu- 
sic,** by  IV,  y,  Henderson.

which  he  used  so  freely  for  mottoes  for  his  chap- 
ters, was  an  unwritten  drama  he  had  in  his  mind. 
Just  before  his  death  his  secretary  was  about  to 
collect  all  the  mottoes,  that  he  might  piece  them 
together   and  form    the  drama.     It  is  in  the 
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iambic  trimctci',  and  is,  I  believe,  the  only  orig- 
inal English  verse  in  that  meter.  The  scraps  of 
this  drama  that  have  been  published  have  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  a  few  deep-thinking 
scholars,  but  they  are  *  caviare  to  the  general.* "

R.  CLARK  RUSSELL  was 
bom  at  the  Carlton  House 
Hotel,  Broadway,  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  February  24th, 
1844.  His  father  was  Mr. 
Henry  Russell,  the  famous 
whose  songs,  "  Cheer,  Boys,  Cheer," 
West,"  "  Far,  Far  upon  the  Sea," 
"  There's  a  Good  Time  Coming,  Boys,"  and 
many  other  compositions  of  a  like  kind 
achieved  more  for  emigration  than  any  other 
appeals  ever  made.  Mr.  Clark  Russell's 
mother  was  Miss  Lloyd,  a  connection  of  the 
poet  Wordsworth  and  the  associate  in  her 
youth  of  Coleridge,  Southey,  Lamb,  and 
others  of  that  school. 

Mr.  Clark  Russell  was  educated  at  Win- 
chester and  in  France,  and  was  sent  to  sea  as 
a  midshipman  in  the  Merchant  Service  at  the 


age  of  thirteen  and  a  half.  He  made  several 
voyages  to  India,  Australia,  and  Chha,  and  was 
on  one  occasion  lying  for  twenty-two  months 
at  anchor  in  the  Bay  of  Pechili,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Peiho,  China.  He  abandoned  the 
sea  after  seven  or  eight  years  of  it  "with  a 
taste  for  literature  that  entirely  dominated  his 
father's  desire  to  interest  him  in  commerce. 
He  wrote  a  few  novels  under  a  nom-de-pii^Mi 
and  contributed  to  a  few  London  periodicaJs. 
He  wrote  his  first  nautical  novel,  "Johh 
Holdsworth,  Chief  Mate,"  in  1874.  The 
success  of  this  book  was  great  and  immediate. 
It  was  followed  by  "  The  Wreck  of  the  Gros- 
venor,"  which  appears  to  have  proved  the 
most  popular  of  his  stories,  though  in  no  sense, 
in  his  opinion,  is  it  comparable  with  his  later 
works.  In  the  "  Grosvenor"  he  anticipated 
the  efforts  which   have  been  made  by  Mr. 
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Samuel  Plimsoll  to  improve  the  dietary  of  the 
British  seaman.  "  The  Little  Loo"  followed 
the  "Grosvenor,"  and  then  came  in  rapid 
succession  "  A  Sailor's  Sweetheart/'  "  An 
Ocean  Free  Lance,"  "A  Sea  Queen,"  and 
"The  Lady  Maud." 

At  this  time  Mr.  Clark  Russell  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  Newcastle  I>at'fy  Chronicle, 
the  property  of  the  eloquent  Mr.  Joseph 
Cowen,  then  one  of  the  Members  for  that 
city  ;  but  being  importuned  by  the  proprietors 
of  the  London  Daily  Telegraph  to  join  the 
staff  of  that  journal,  he  reluctantly  bade  his 
friend  Mr.  Joseph  Cowen  farewell  and  settled 
in  London.  There  he  wrote  "Jack's  Court- 
ship" and  the  "  Strange  Voyage,"  at  the  same 
time  contributing  stories  and  leading  articles 
to  the  Daily  Telegraph,  His  health  failed 
him,  and  he  was  obliged  to  take  up  his  resi- 
dence by  the  sea-side.  While  at  Ramsgate, 
in  Kent,  he  continued  to  write  for  the  Daily 
Telegraph,  but  with  growing  dislike  of  the 
work,  as  the  exactions  upon  his  time  and  im- 
agination grew  heavier  and  heavier  in  pro- 
portion as  his  publishers  asked  for  fresh  novels 
from  him.  At  Ramsgate  he  wrote  "The 
Golden  Hope,"  "  The  Death  Ship,"  "  A  Frozen 
Pirate,"  and  "  Marooned." 

In  1887  his  connection  with  the  Daily 
Telegraph  ceased,  but  the  greater  bulk  of  his 
contributions  to  that  paper  have  been  published 
in  volumes  such  as  "  Round  the  Galley  Fire," 
"  My  Watch  Below,"  "  In  the  Middle  Watch," 
"  On  the  Fok'sle  Head,"  etc.  These  works 
cover  a  very  extensive  range  of  seafaring  in- 
terests. Since  1888  he  has  lived  at  Deal, 
where  he  has  written  "  An  Ocean  Tragedy," 
"My .Shipmate  Louise,"  "Betwixt  the  Fore- 
lands," a  "  Life  of  Nelson"— for  Messrs.  G.  P. 
Putnam's  Sons, — "The  Romance  of  Jenny 
Harlowe,"  and  other  works.  He  is  now  en- 
gaged upon  a  novel  entitled  "  Helga."  His 
next  move  will  be  to  Bath,  where  he  hopes  to 
obtain  some  alleviation  of  his  sufferings  from 
gout. 

Mr.  Clark  Russell's  ambition  has  always 
been  to  raise  the  naval  novel  to  its  rightful 
position  in  literature.  He  thinks  of  course  of 
the  sea  as  an  Englishman  and  as  a  member  of 
a  nation  that  owes  all  her  greatness  to  the 


ocean.  He  found  the  sea  story  in  the  hands 
of  writers  for  boys — in  the  hands  of  a  class 
of  men  who  knew  nothing  of  the  ocean  and  its 
life  and  who  made  their  books  out  of  Saturday- 
to-Monday  chats  with  lying  boatmen  in  sea- 
side holiday  haunts.  The  fine  traditions 
created  by  Dana,  Herman  Melville,  Cooper, 
Marryatt,  Michael  Scott,  and  one  or  two 
others — for  the  great  English-speaking  race 
has  produced  only  a  very  few  nautical  novel- 
ists— were  gravely  imperilled  by  these  writers 
for  boys  when  Mr.  Clark  Russell  began  to 
deal  with  the  ocean.  He  claims  to  have  raised 
the  standard  of  the  nautical  novel.  Whatever 
he  has  written,  whether  dealing  with  sea 
effects,  with  ships  or  with  sailors,  he  has  de- 
scribed out  of  his  own  observation  and  experi- 
ence. His  seamen  are  people  he  has  sailed 
with,  his  storms  and  calms  are  those  which  he 
has  encountered.  His  mirror  may  be  but  a 
hand-glass,  but  he  knows  that  he  has  faithfully 
held  it  up  to  old  ocean,  and  that  tiny  as  is  the 
reflected  part  compared  to  the  whole,  yet  what 
is  painted  upon  the  little  glass  is  the  truth 
itself.  

It  is  said  that  the  scene  of  William  Black's 
next  novel  will  be  London,  with  incidental  ex- 
cursions to  the  United  States  and  to  Canada. 

Another  volume  of  travels  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Henry  M.  Field  is  called  "  Bright  Skies  and 
Dark  Shadows."  It  is  the  narrative  of  the  veter- 
an traveller's  journey  through  the  South,  and  is 
the  occasion  for  some  graphic  and  interesting 
pictures  of  the  country  and  its  people,  with 
much  suggestive  information  throwing  light 
upon  the  race  problem.    . 

M.  de  Maupassant's  forthcoming  novel  is  en- 
titled "Our  Heart."  "  It  is  a  study,"  says  the 
Boston  Post,  "of  the  modern  Frenchwoman— 
that  is  to  say,  it  will  be  an  analytical  novel,  and 
not  one  of  simple  observation.  The  author  be- 
lieves that  each  generation  of  women  is  differ- 
ent from  the  preceding  one,  and  has  other  con- 
ceptions of  life  and  love.  In  his  opinion,  the 
French  grandmothers  loved  romantically;  the 
women  of  the  Second  Empire  loved  joyously ; 
the  women  of  to-day,  although  elegantly  refined, 
intelligent,  charming,  and  graceful,  are  incapable 
of  experiencing  a  sentiment  or  an  affection  that 
fully  satisfies  their  heart  or  senses."

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One  of  the  conditions  governing  the  compe- 
tition was  as  follows :

The  prize-winners,  therefore,  are  the  first 
twenty-two  in  the  foregoing  table.  Mrs.  K. 
J.  Dowling's  list  is  unique,  in  that  it  contains 
the  correct  answer  to  the  first  question.  The 
third  question  proved  to  be  nearly  as  difficult, 
only  four  persons  answering  it  correctly — 
Miss  C.  H.  Garland  and  Miss  I.  Hollingworth, 
both  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  Mrs.  A.  F.  Gale,  of 
Natick,  Mass.,  and  D.  R.  Johnson,  of  Boston. 
We  shall  have  something  further  to  say  next 
month  about  the  competition.  Meanwhile, 
the  foregoing  table  is  full  of  interesting 
material  for  study.

THE  BOOK  BUYER. 


LITERARY  TOBicS  IN    BOSTON. 
Boston,  March  15,  1890. 

CORRESPONDENT  writes 
Vo  question  the  statement 
' ,  which  was  made  in  a  previous 
letter  to  The  Book  Buyer 
to  the  effect  that  in  this  coun- 
try titles  are  copyrighted  to 
which  there^is  no  book  attached,  the  title  be- 
ing merely^  ^  name  with  nothing  behind  it. 
He  encloses  a  circular  of  the  Copyright  Office 
in  whichi'  \x  is  declared  that  "  most  titles  have 
been  H^sed  many  times,  and  cannot  be  made 
exclusive  property  by  copyright  or  otherwise  ;" 
and  9^^s  the  statement  of  the  circular  is  incon- 
sistent with  that  of  the  letter,  the  correspond- 
ent thinks  there  must  have  been  an  error  in 
J^t  Latter. 

It  is  not  impossible  that  did  he  know  more 
of  the  working  of  the  copyright  law  in  this 
country  he  would  have  looked  upon  the  incon- 
sistency as  a  proof  of  the  reliability  of  the 
letter  rather  than  the  reverse  ;  for  if  there  was 
ever  a  system  which  deserved  a  place  in  every 
list  of  prize  conundrums  it  is  our  copyright 
system.  The  certificate  of  copyright  of  the 
United  States  Government  is  merely  a  per- 
mission to  go  to  law  about  some  particular 
work,  and  leave  to  go  to  law  about  the  same 
thing  will  unhesitatingly  be  issued  to  as  many 
people  as  choose  to  apply  for  it. 

Not  to  go  into  all  this,  however,  for  which 
there  is  here  no  space,  the  fact  in  regard  to 
titles  is  this  :  One  sends  to  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  a  printed  title-page  and  the  usual 
fee,  and  in  return  he  receives  permission  to 
put  the  word  "  copyright"  upon  the  book  bear- 
ing that  title  when  he  issues  it.  Whether  the 
book  is  written  before  or  after  the  certificate 
was  issued  is  not  one  of  those  things  into 
which  the  United  States  takes  the  trouble  to 
inquire,  and  in  justice  there  is  no  reason  why 
it  should,  since  a  title  is  justly  as  much  a 
man's  property  as  the  rest  of  a  book.  There 
have  been  numerous  cases  within  my  own 
knowledge  where  it  has  seemed  to  men  worth 
while  thus  to  copyright  titles  ;  and  whether  in 
theory  it  can  be  done  or  not,  the  fact  remains 
that  practically  it  is  done. 


This  matter  of  titles  is  curious  enough  ;  and 
in  two  instances  titles  which  I  had  fondly  sup- 
posed were  my  own  have  seemed  in  the  end  to 
be  somebody's  else.  I  had  used  "Knitters  in 
the  Sun"  as  the  title  of  a  published  story  a 
couple  of  years  before  it  occurred  to  a  lady  to 
set  it  upon  the  title-page  of  a  volume  of  stories 
so  admirable  that,  had  the  name  been  one  I 
invented,  instead  of  getting  it,  as  she  did,  from 
Shakespeare,  I  should  still  have  felt  that  she 
had  established  her  right  to  it.  In  the  same 
way  the  name  "  April's  Lady"  served  to  desig- 
nate a  short  story  of  mine  in  the  Century  a 
couple  of  years  or  more  before  it  made  its  ap- 
pearance as  the  title  of  a  serial  by  the 
"  Duchess,"  which  is  now  being  published  by 
a  newspaper  syndicate.  Probably  there  are 
few  literary  men  in  the  country  who  could  not 
give  experiences  of  the  same  sort,  which  goes 
to  illustrate  the  telepathic  theory  of  author- 
ship. 

The  newspapers  have  been  of  late  insisting 
that  Mr.  Thomas  Sergeant  Perry,  the  writer 
upon  critical  and  literary  themes,  is  in  Europe, 
engaged  in  one  work  or  another,  according  to 
the  journal  giving  the  information.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  Mr.  Perry  is  safely  ensconced  in 
his  home  in  Boston,  and  whatever  he  may  be 
doing,  he  is  here.  He  is  one  of  the  most  pro- 
found of  our  literary  scholars,  and  whatever  he 
writes  is  marked  by  the  most  extensive  famil- 
iarity with  literature. 

The  house  of  Little,  Brown  &  Co.  is  coming 
to  be  identified  with  good  fiction  almost  as  close- 
ly as  with  the  law  books  which  for  years  made 
the  staple  of  its  issues.  It  is  now  to  stand  spon- 
sor for  a  new  Polish  novelist  for  whom  things 
so  great  are  predicted,  that  if  he  comes  up  to 
the  half  there  is  likely  to  be  a  Polish  craze  to 
succeed  the  now  somewhat  outworn  Russian 
one.  Next  month  the  house  issues  the  first  of 
the  three  g^eat  historical  novels  of  Henryk 
Sienkiewicz,  in  whom,  according  to  Black- 
wood's Magazine,  are  combined  the  excellences 
of  Dumas,  Bret  Harte,  and  Turgenieff,  a  trio 
which  must  produce  a  combination  at  once 
powerful  and  amazing  in  whatever  proportions 
they  are  blended ! 

The  same  house  is  soon  to  publish  in  book 
form  Mr.  E.    L.    Bynner's  charming   novel. 
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"The  Begum's  Daughter,"  which  has  been 
running  as  a  serial  in  the  Atlantic,  It  is  to 
be  illustrated,  and  Mr.  Bynner,  who  is  a  good 
deal  of  an  antiquarian  and  who  was  recently 
made  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Histori- 
cal Society,  has  been  assisting  the  artist,  Mr. 
Frank  T.  Merrill,  in  the  collection  of  costumes, 
historical  details  and  so  on,  until  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  pictures  will  be  hardly  less 
accurate  as  a  reproduction  of  old  New  York 
than  the  story  itself. 

A  man  who  has  enough  impudence  and  in- 
ventiveness to  promise  that  he  shall  succeed 
in  something,  recently  wrote  to  a  Boston  au- 
thor and  offered  either  to  furnish  him  with 
plots  for  stories  on  the  one  hand  for  a  mod- 
erate rate,  or,  on  the  other,  to  purchase  any 
tales  which  the  author  himself  wished  to  dis- 
pose of  in  the  germ.  His  idea  seemed  to  be  to 
establish  a  sort  of  retail  business  in  the  raw 
material  of  fiction,  to  the  end  that  any  man 
who  had  a  wish  to  write  a  story,  but  found 
himself  without  the  requisite  plot,  might  buy 
it  as  he  would  buy  a  pound  of  wax  had  he 
intended  to  make  wax  flowers  instead  of 
novels ;  while  the  inventive  genius  who  is  al- 
ways having  ideas  and  never  is  able  to  work 
them  out  properly,  is  to  be  given  a  chance  to 
make  something  out  of  his  crude  ideas,  and  to 
have  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  them  tricked 
out  by  the  cleverness  of  those  that  have  the 
requisite  literary  skill.  The  idea  is  suffi- 
ciently novel,  and  it  is  not  wholly  out  of  keep- 
ing with  the  spirit  of  the  age.  It  has  a  cer- 
tain co-operative,  utilitarian,  materialistic  flavor, 
and  it  has  the  characteristic  of  looking  upon 
humanity  as  a  mechanical  contrivance,  which 
should  recommend  it  to  the  sympathies  of 
the  so-called  Nationalist  movement. 

It  may  not  be  kind  to  allude  to  the  down- 
fall here  in  Boston  of  an  adventurer  who 
called  himself  Count  Zubof,  and  posed  as  a 
literary  man  ;  but  it  has  so  generally  been 
understood  that  he  has  been  received  with 
open  arms  by  literary  Boston  that  it  is  only 
fair  to  say  that  such  is  not  the  fact.  Two  or 
three  literary  people,  it  is  true,  were  among 
those  imposed  upon ;  but  not  only  were  the 
pseudo-count's  triumphs,  such  as  they  were, 
purely  social,   they  were  entirely  outside  of 


the  literary  sphere.  Of  the  younger  genera- 
tion of  the  writers  in  Boston  whose  names  are 
best  known  outside  of  their  own  town,  there 
is  hardly  one  who  had  anything  whatever  to 
do  with  the  man,  and  those  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  him  declined  from  the  first  to  have 
anything  in  particular  to  do  with  him.  It  was 
the  fashionable,  not  the  literary,  world  whose 
perspicacity  was  at  fault  in  regard  to  the 
stranger.  As  for  his  novel,  it  was  rubbish  too 
utter  to  be  seriously  considered  by  anybody, 
and  it  is  said  that  even  his  fashionable  friends 
made  plenty  of  fun  of  that  in  the  very  hey-day 
of  his  popularity.  With  the  scandal  as  such, 
I  have  no  concern ;  but  it  is  only  fair  to  my 
guild  to  say  that  it  was  distinctly  not  in  liter- 
ary but  in  fashionable  Boston  that  Mr.  Lip- 
mann,  if  that  be  his  name,  made  his  brief  suc- 
cess.

IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

What  time  in  the  day  is  to  be  compared  for 
comfort  and  peacefulness  with  that  too  brief 
hour  when,  after  one  has  looked  over  the  evening 
newspaper,  he  stretches  out  his  feet  in  slippered 
ease  to  catch  the  grateful  warmth  of  the  flicker- 
ing fire,  as  Ik  Marvel  was  wont  to  do,  and  allows 
his  thoughts  to  wander  dreamily  over  the  inci- 
dents of  the  day  and  the  new  ideas  that  have 
come  to  him  from  whatever  sources  ;  or  are  they 
old  ideas  that  have  acquired  a  fresh  interest  from 
some  novel  point  of  view,  or  some  unusually 
graceful  turn  of  expression  ?  The  magazines  of 
the  month  lie  Invitingly  on  the  library  table,  the 
backs  of  the  volumes  in  the  bookcases  wear  a 
reproachful  look  because  of  your  neglect  of  them. 
But  one's  thoughts  are  not  all  of  a  bookish  cast. 
The  last  play  or  the  new  opera  that  was  seen 
the  other  night  with  who  shall  say  how  much 
pleasure  ;  some  point  in  art,  some  aspect  of  the 
leading  social  question  of  the  day— these  are 
themes  that  may  occupy  one  who  is  happily  free 
from  petty  personal  cares,  and  may  turn  one's 
meditations  into  new  channels,  or  into  old  chan- 
nels that  have  become  clogged  by  disuse. 


The  fancy  pleases  me  that  it  will  not  be  going 
too  wide  of  the  purpose  and  scope  of  The 
Book  Buyer  to  have  a  little  friendly  and  in- 
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timate  talk  from  time  to  time,  on  these  and 
such  kindred  subjects  as  may  be  suggested 
by  the  books  or  periodicals  on  my  table,  with 
those  who  would  like  to  share  the  cheery 
blaze  of  the  hickory  logs  in  the  editor's  libra- 
ry. For  I  have  often  thought  that  such  a 
column  or  page  in  any  periodical  serves  to  bring 
an  editor  and  his  readers  to  a  better  understdhd- 
ing  of  each  other,  and  to  create  a  bond  of  friend- 
ship, if  I  may  venture  so  to  speak,  that  can  never 
be  fashioned  by  more  formal  means.  And  let 
me  beg  that  if  my  readers  detect,  as  they  may 
often  do,  any  vagaries  of  opinion  on  whatever 
topic,  they  may  charitably  attribute  all  such 
menul  aberrations  to  the  fact  that  my  fire  has 
fallen  low,  perhaps  owing  to  a  stolen  nap,  and 
that  I  have  been  forced  at  last  to  turn  for  ideas 
from  the  fireplace  to  that  dismal  and  forbidding 
adjunct  of  so  many  otherwise  cheerful  New  York 
libraries,  a  steam-heating  apparatus.  Any  un- 
usual twist  of  thought,  then,  that  cannot  be  un- 
tangled may  be  fairly  understood  as  due  to  and 
as  having  its  counterpart  in  the  coils  of  ugly  and 
unsympathetic  pipes  which  seem  to  begin  any- 
where and  end  nowhere. 


I  am  convinced  that  if  Hawthorne  had  lived  a 
generation  later  than  he  did,  and  had  had  the 
steam-pipes  of  the  present  day  before  his  eyes,  his 
imagination  would  have  been  so  dulled  that 
it  never  would  have  conceived  the  wonderful 
romances  which  will  make  his  name  immortal. 
And  was  it  Mr.  Howells  or  Mark  Twain  who, 
in  one  of  his  stories,  drew  the  comical  picture 
of  a  family  gathering  around  the  parlor  reg- 
ister ?  It  is  not  easy  to  say  which  is  the  more 
conducive  to  sociability,  a  register  or  a  coil  of 
steam -pipes.  Neither  one  of  them,  I  dare  say, 
would  have  been  an  agreeable  companion  for 
Mr.  Howells  while  he  was  writing  his  last 
book.  Henry  James  has  called  attention  in  one 
of  his  essays  to  the  keenness,  as  brought  in  evi- 
dence in  his  stories,  of  Guy  de  Maupassant's 
sense  of  smell.  I  could  not  help  wondering, 
while  reading  Mr.  Howells's  vivid  descriptions 
of  New  York  street  life,  if  he  were  deficient  in 
this  sense.  In  riding  in  the  Third  Avenue  Ele- 
vated Railway  trains,  for  example,  he  was  deeply 
impressed  with  the  variety  of  national  types  that 
were  scattered  in  picturesque  confusion  through 
the  cars.  I  imagine  that  M.  de  Maupassant's 
account  of  the  same  scenes  would  have  ignored 


the  cosmopolitanism  of  the  throng,  and  would 
have  dwelt  at  length  and  with  emphasis  on  the 
dirt  and  the  bad  air.

Yet  no  one  will  deny  to  Mr.  Howells  the  pos- 
session of  unusual  powers  of  description,  how- 
ever much  one  may  differ  from  him  in  his  ca- 
pacity as  a  critic.  The  laws  that  should  govern 
criticism  have  long  been  a  subject  of  controversy, 
and  are  never  likely  to  be  definitely  formulated. 
In  the  view  of  Matthew  Arnold,  the  quality 
which  gives  criticism  its  highest  value  is  disin- 
terestedness. How  much  of  American  criticism, 
whether  it  be  of  public  men,  of  public  morals, 
of  politics,  of  literature,  of  art,  of  the  drama,  or 
of  music,  will  stand  when  measured  by  this  test  ? 
I  have  in  mind  the  dramatic  critic  of  a  New 
York  journal  who  has  firmly  and  consistently 
refused  for  years  to  be  introduced  to  a  writer, 
actor,  or  manager  of  a  play,  for  fear  lest  the 
persona]  equation  might  enter,  consciously  or 
unconsciously,  into  his  public  estimate  of  the 
work  they  were  doing.  Such  a  determination  is 
certainly  proof  of  an  earnest  efifort  to  reach  the 
Arnold  standard  in  one  respect  at  least ;  and,  if 
my  memory  is  not  at  fault,  the  late  Richard 
Grant  White  notes  the  fact,  in  his  review  of  the 
opera  that  flourished  in  Castle  Garden  before  the 
Civil  War,  that  he  followed  the  same  rule.  Many 
others  there  may  be  in  all  branches  of  criticism 
who  hold  to  an  equally  high  standard.  The 
matter  is  largely  one  of  conscience — a  question 
that  each  critic  must  decide  for  himself,  although 
every  one's  conscience  is  not  to  be  compared  to 
the  anvil  which  Mark  Twain  expresses  a  decided 
preference  for  in  his  last  book,  on  the  ground 
that  he  could  hope  to  dissolve  the  anvil  with  acids, 
while  he  knew  of  no  way  in  which  to  get  rid  of 
the  uncomfortable  monitor  within  him. 


One  of  the  characters  in  Mr.  Story's  "  Con- 
versations in  a  Studio"  advances  and  defends 
the  idea  that  the  true  function  of  criticism  is  the 
sympathetic  appreciation  of  whatever  is  good  in 
a  work  of  art.  It  is  not  easy,  however,  to  recon- 
cile this  view  of  criticism  with  the  duty  of  a  re- 
viewer to  the  public.  In  theory,  whether  rightly 
or  wrongly — Mr.  Story  would  probably  say 
wrongly— the  critic  is  supposed  to  be  better  able 
by  experience  and  training  to  judge  of  the  mer- 
its and  defects  of  a  painting  or  of  a  play  than  the 
mass  of  the  public.     The  public  looks  to  him  for 
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guidance  and  instruction.  Is  there  not  danger, 
then,  that  silence  on  the  critic's  part  in  regard  to 
what  is  false  in  art  or  bad  in  performance  may 
be  misunderstood  ?  If  Frau  Gaugenspiegelhau- 
sen  at  the  opera  sings  the  part  of  Elsa  a  quarter 
of  a  tone  flat,  but  with  great  earnestness,  is  she 
to  be  commended  for  the  ''artistic  spirit"  and 
•'  fervor*  of  her  performance,  while  nothing  is 
said  about  her  abominably  bad  vocalism  ?  Would 
the  tacit  indifference  of  reviewers  to  what  is 
false  and  vicious  in  art,  and  the  unqualified  rec- 
og^nition  of  only  what  is  worthy  of  praise,  tend  to 
a  higher  or  a  lower  standard  of  public  taste  ? 
I  do  not  pretend  to  answer  these  puzzling  ques- 
tions. I  leave  them  with  you,  to  be  mused  over 
in  the  fragrant  odor  of  the  burning  hickory  logs. 


LITERARY  NOTES. 

Sir  Edwin  Arnold  is  so  much  pleased  with 
Japan  and  the  Japanese  that  he  has  uken  a 
house  in  Tokio,  and  will  remain  there  several 
months. 

Bliss  Perry,  a  son  of  Professor  Arthur  L. 
Perry,  of  Williams  College,  has  written  a  novel 
of  New  England  village  life— the  period  being 
the  summer  time — which  the  Scribners  will  pub- 
lish. The  place  and  the  people  are  said  to  be 
described  with  extraordinary  vividness. 

The  ex-King  Milan  of  Servia  receives  a  large 
income  for  refraining  from  the  pleasures  of  au- 
thorship. When  he  threatened  to  write  his 
reminiscences,  a  pension  of  $2000  a  month  was 
"cheerfully"  accorded  to  him,  it  is  reported,  if 
he  would  abstain.     He  consented  to  abstain. 

Some  noteworthy  additions  will  be  made  this 
season  to  Scribner*s  Yellow  Paper  Cover  Series 
of  novels.  Harold  Frederic's  new  story,  **  The 
Lawton  Girl,"  and  Ocuve  Thanet's  "  Expia^ 
tion,"  with  illustrations  by  A.  B.  Frost,  both  of 
which  are  reviewed  elsewhere  in  The  Book 
Buyer,  are  already  published.  Among  the 
forthcoming  volumes  are  a  collection  of  T. 
Russell  Sullivan's  novelettes,  entitled  **  Day  and 
Night  Stories,"  and  a  new  novel,  **  With  the 
Best  Intentions,"  by  Marion  Harland  (of  both 
of  which  cloth  editions  will  also  be  published), 
together  with  Mr.  Cable's  *'  Bonaventure"  and 
Edward  Everett  Hale's  **  Philip  Nolan's  Friends." 
Other  issues  in  the  series  will  follow. 


ENGLISH   NOTES. 

London,  March  5,  1890. 

ttHE  recitation  craze — which  has 
prevailed  in  private  for  a  long 
while — has  now  spread  to  the 
stage.  It  is  often  to  be  found 
at  our  theatres,  and  it  has  be- 
come a  recognized  institution 
at  our  music-halls.  This  being  the  case,  au- 
thors are  wisely  bestirring  themselves  on  the 
question  of  copyright,  and  are  refusing  per- 
mission for  their  works  to  be  recited  unless 
they  receive  the  proper  fee  for  such  a  permis- 
.sion.  I  alluded  to  this  matter,  before  recita- 
tion became  popular  on  the  stage,  in  The  Book 
Buyer  some  six  months  ago.  I  then  hinted 
that  it  was  likely  that  reciters  would  wish  to 
obtain  special  works  from  writers  of  note, 
which  they  would  buy  outright,  or  for  certain 
authors'  fees,  just  as  they  would  with  regard 
to  a  play.  This  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Savile 
Clarke,  who  has  written  a  special  poem  for 
Miss  Amy  Roselle  to  recite,  and  it  is  being 
done  by  other  writers  of  note  for  other  actors 
of  mark.  The  Daily  Graphic — which,  by  the 
way,  has  proved  to  be  an  extraordinary  suc- 
cess—seems to  have  a  clear  view  on  the  busi- 
ness aspect  of  the  case.  It  says :  "  Unless  an 
author  has  assigned  his  copyright,  all  rights 
of  recitation  belong  to  him,  and  the  piece  can 
only  be  recited  by  those  to  whom  he  gives 
permission."  It  further  states  that  authors 
"are  beginning  to  discover  that  large  sums 
that  ought  to  have  gone  into  their  pockets 
have  been  pouched  by  the  reciter."  It  goes 
on  to  state  what  a  nice  little  income  Lord 
Tennyson  might  have  made  out  of  the  "  Charge 
of  the  Light  Brigade,"  had  he  charged  authors' 
rights,  and  I  am  certain  there  are  many  of 
your  authors — if  the  copyright  treaty  were 
only  firmly  established — who  might  have  drawn 
good  round  sums  from  the  recitation  of  their 
poems  in  England.  There  seems  to  be  no 
reason  on  earth  why  there  should  not  be  as 
much  property  in  a  poem  or  a  reading  as  there 
is  in  a  play.  Because  a  piece  is  performed  by 
one  person,  instead  of  three  or  four,  there  is 
no  reason  that  the  writer  thereof  should  not 
be  paid.    Of  course,  before  people  took  to 
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reciting,  recitation  rights  were  of  little  value— 
although  they  doubtless  existed— but  now  that 
they  are  worth  money,  I  think  there  is  but 
little  doubt  that  our  authors  will  see  that  their 
rights  are  enforced. 

"  Charles  Dickens  by  Pen  and  Pencil "  would, 
according  to  the  original  arrangement,  be  con- 
cluded with  part  the  twelfth  which  has  just 
been  issued.  But  Mr.  Kitton  has  acquired 
such  a  mass  of  interesting  material,  both  liter- 
ary and  artistic,  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  that  Mr.  Sabin,  the  publisher,  proposes 
to  issue  some  supplemental  numbers.  These, 
I  understand,  will  be  gladly  taken  by  the  orig- 
inal subscribers.  It  would  be  a  great  pity 
that  the  various  letters  and  sketches  bearing 
on  the  subject  should  be  lost  sight  of,  by  ad- 
hering too  closely  to  the  original  plan.  The 
work,  when  complete,  will  make  two  handsome 
volumes.  It  will  be  invaluable  to  all  admirers 
of  Dickens  and  collectors  of  his  rare  editions, 
and  owing  to  the  strictly  limited  number 
printed,  cannot  fail,  in  course  of  time,  to  be- 
come a  rare  work. 

It  is,  however,  by  no  means  easy  to  say 
what  book  will  not  become  rare  nowadays. 
A  volume  that  has  a  limited  circulation  and  is 
liable  to  be  destroyed,  always  has  a  chance  of 
acquiring  fame  in  this  direction.  That  is  why 
some  children's  books  have  become  so  ex- 
ceedingly scarce.  And  probably  for  a  similar 
reason  "Bradshaw's  Railway  Guide"  is  now 
numbered  among  the  rare  ones.  Of  course, 
it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  monthly  num- 
bers of  this  perplexing  periodical  have  any 
value  over  and  above  their  published  price, 
but  the  early  numbers,  published  well-nigh  half 
a  century  ago,  are  worth  money.  I  saw  an 
early  number  in  a  bookseller's  catalogue  the 
other  day,  priced  at  thirty-five  shillings.  But 
the  very  first  number  is  wonderfully  difficult 
to  meet  with,  and  would  probably  command 
as  much  as  five  or  six  pounds.  Of  course  it 
is  only  its  extreme  scarcity  that  makes  it  so 
valuable.  For  it  would  be  impossible  to  con- 
ceive drier  and  more  uninteresting  reading 
than  the  railway  time-tables  of  fifty  years  ago. 
Old  local  guide-books,  and  by-gone  road- 
books by  Patterson  and  Gary  are  now  becom- 
ing sought  after ;  but  of  course  there  is  more 


interest  attaching  to  such  works  than  to  an- 
tique railway  time-tables. 

It  is  good  news  to  find  our  publishers  are 
getting  weary  of  the  three-volume  novel,  and 
that  the  public  are  tired  of  having  the  thinnest 
of  stories — which  is  barely  sufficient  for  one 
volume — expanded  into  three.  On  your  side 
of  the  water  you  have  always  been  in  favor  of 
the  one  volume.  The  one  volume  has  this 
advantage — that  it  can  always  be  made  thicker 
or  thinner,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  stor\'  re- 
quire. Another  healthy  sign  is  that  there  is  a 
demand  for  volumes  of  short  stories.  Now 
the  writing  of  short  stories  is  a  difficult  art, 
but  we  have  some  authors  among  us,  who, 
though  utterly  swamped  in  three  volumes,  are 
marvellously  graphic  and  amusing  when  they 
do  not  expand  their  tale  beyond  its  natural 
capabilities.  The  volumes  of  short  stories  are 
thoroughly  appreciated  and  eagerly  bought  by 
the  public,  but  up  to  now — no  one  knows  why — 
the  publishers  have  refused  to  bring  such 
works  out.  I  happen  to  know  of  several  vol- 
umes of  this  nature  which  will  shortly  be  pub- 
lished, and  I  fancy  they  will  demonstrate  that 
such  works  are  not  only  very  pleasant  to 
readers,  but  mighty  profitable  to  publishers. 

Mr.  Montague  Williams's  •*  Leaves  of  a 
Life"  has  been — as  I  predicted  it  would  be — 
an  enormous  success.  We  are  still  looking 
for  the  reminiscences  of  Mr.  George  Augustus 
Sala  and  those  of  Dr.  William  How^ard  Rus- 
sell. The  theatrical  and  literary  recollections 
of  the  late  Edward  Laman  Blanchard  were 
found  to  be  in  a  more  advanced  and  complete 
state  than  originally  imagined.  They  extend 
over  a  period  of  more  than  fifty  years,  during 
which  he  was  acquainted  with  most  of  the 
literary  and  theatrical  people  of  note ;  he  had 
an  extraordinary  memory,  and  left  many  care- 
fully-written diaries  and  elaborate  memoranda. 
The  book  will  shortly  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
publisher,  who  will  also  bring  out  a  volume 
of  poems  by  the  same  author.  He  wrote  an 
enormous  number  of  songs  and  verses,  scat- 
tered about  in  various  journals,  magazines  and 
hidden  at  music-sellers.  These  have  been 
collected  together  and  a  choice  selection  made 
therefrom ;  the  result  will  probably  be  an  at- 
tractive and  popular  volume. 
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The  pictures  belonging  to  the  late  Wilkie 
Collins  did  not  realize  very  big  prices,  though 
there  was  a  large  attendance  at  Christie's  the 
day  they  were  sold.  There  were  some  inter- 
esting items  in  the  collection.  Among  them 
some  good  pictures  by  the  author's  father,  the 
Royal  Academician,  pictures  and  studies  by 
his  brother  Charles,  the  clever  author  of  "  A 
Cruise  upon  Wheels,"  and  an  early  portrait  of 
Wilkie  Collins  by  Sir  John  Millais.  Among 
other  curiosities  was  Sir  David  Wilkie's  pal- 
ette, which  was  taken  with  him  to  Syria,  and 
given  to  Wilkie  Collins's  father  by  Sir  David's 
sister.  The  collection  of  water-color  draw- 
ing's belonging  to  the  late  Dr.  Percy  will 
shortly  be  sold  at  these  rooms.  It  is  curious, 
especially  from  an  historical  point  of  view,  as  it 
includes  every  water-color  artist  of  any  note 
since  the  birth  of  tlie  art  in  England.  All 
these  drawings  are  in  a  fine  state,  having  been 
kept  wrapped  in  flannel  and  in  special  cabinets 
to  preserve  them  from  the  action  of  the  Lon- 
don atmosphere.  Before  long  will  be  offered 
at  Sotheby's  sale  rooms  a  collection  of  Shelley's 
letters,  of  surpassing  interest,  which  will  prob- 
ably command  long  prices.

LITERARY   NOTES. 

The  portrait  of  Mark  Twain,  which  we  prom- 
ised for  this  number  of  The  Book  Buyer,  will 
be  printed  in  the  May  issue. 

The  Writeroi  Boston  has  undertaken  the  prep- 
aration and  publication  of  a  '*  Directory  of 
American  Writers,  Editors  and  Publishers." 

A  new  edition  is  to  be  issued  by  the  Scribners 
of  Edward  Eggleston*s  "  Hoosier  School  Boy," 
especially  arranged  by  the  author  for  use  as  a 
reader  in  schools,  and  with  the  addition  of  defi- 
nitions and  occasional  notes  and  questions. 

According  to  Mr.  Gladstone's  interesting  ar- 
ticle in  the  Nineteenth  Century^  the  publications 
of  every  kind  received  during  the  year  at  the 
British  Museum  number  about  40,000,  which 
require,  by  the  writer's  estimates,  a  mile  of  new 
shelf  room  every  two  years. 

Browning:  students  will  be  interested  to  learn 
from  a  paragraph  in  the  London  Literary  World 
that  Benjamin  Sagar,  of  Willow  Bank,  Heaton 
Moor,  Stockport,  an  old  member  of  the  Brown- 


ing Society,  has  undertaken  to  compile  a  lexicon 
of  words  and  subjects  to  Mr.  Browning's  works 
on  the  model  of  Schmidt's  Shakespeare  Lexicon. 

Henry  M.  Stanley's  book,  which  the  Scribners 
will  publish  by  subscription,  will  have  the  title 
**  In  Darkest  Africa,  and  the  Quest,  Rescue,  and 
Retreat  of  Emin,  the  Governor  of  Equatoria." 
The  work  will  be  in  two  volumes,  and  will  have 
two  steel  engravings,  sixteen  maps,  and  one 
hundred  and  eighty-two  full-page  and  other  illus- 
trations.    It  will  be  published  in  June. 

'*  Marie  Antoinette,  and  the  End  of  the  Ancient 
Regime"  and  **  The  Happy  Days  of  the  Empress 
Marie  Louise"  are  the  titles  of  two  volumes  from 
the  French  of  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand  which  the 
Scribners  will  publish  this  spring.  They  belong 
to  the  same  series,  and  are  brought  out  in  the 
same  style  as  "  The  Wife  of  the  First  Consul," 
reviewed  in  this  issue  of  The  Book  Buyer. 

An  interesting  and  significant  addition  to  the 
popular  discussion  of  creeds  will  be  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Newman  Smyth's  *'  Personal  Creeds  ;  or.  How 
to  Form  a  Working-Theory  of  Life,"  which  the 
Scribners  will  publish  in  both  cloth  and  paper 
covers.  The  same  firm  has  in  press  a  vol- 
ume by  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  F.  Behrends,  *•  The 
Philosophy  of  Preaching,"  a  series  of  lectures 
delivered  at  Yale  University  last  year. 

The  Cassell  Publishing  Company  will  bring 
out  a  number  of  new  books  this  month  in  addi- 
tion to  a  paper-covered  edition  of  Mr.  Wildcr's 
*•  People  I've  Smiled  With."  Among  them  are 
a  translation  of  '*  Uranie"  (in  cloth  and  in  paper 
covers),  by  Camille  Flammarion  ;  a  life,  by  the 
Rev.  Theodore  Wood,  of  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Wood,, 
of  **  Natural  History"  renown  ;  a  new  novel  by 
Judge  A.  W.  Tourgee,  "  Pactolus  Prime,"  and 
a  semi-historical  novel,  the  scene  being  laid  in 
Bermuda,  called  "Stolen  America,"  by  Isabel 
Henderson  Floyd. 

Scribner  &  Welford  have  ready  for  publication 
a  quarto  volume  on  the  Barbizon  school  of  paint- 
ers— Corot,  Rousseau,  Daubigny,  Diaz,  Millet,. 
etc.  The  letter-press,  descriptive,  critical  and 
biographical,  will  be  by  D.  C.  Thomson,  whose 
books  on  English  art  subjects  have  been  ex- 
tremely popular,  and  will  consist  of  about  three 
hundred  pages.  The  volume  will  have  about 
one  hundred  illustrations,  reproductions  in  vari- 
ous methods,  by  etching,  wood-engraving,  etc., 
of  the  important  works  of  the  painters  of  the 
Barbizon  School. 
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Professor  George  P.  Fisher  has  prepared  a 
volume  entitled  "  The  Nature  and  Method  of 
Revelation,"  which  will  be  published  by  the 
Scribners.  It  consists  of  the  author's  Century 
articles,  with  five  new  essays  exhibiting  the 
present  state  of  critical  discussion  respecting 
the  origin  and  date  of  the  Gospels,  and  setting 
forth  the  main  points  of  evidence  for  the  genu- 
ineness and  credibility  of  the  Gospel  narratives. 
The  timeliness  and  importance  of  the  volume 
from  a  biblical  scholar  of  Professor  Fisher's 
standing  are  thus  manifest. 

The  London  publishers  of  Mrs.  John  B. 
Shipley  (known  to  the  literary  world  as  Marie  A. 
Brown)  are  bringing  out  a  new  edition  of  her 
work,  "  The  Icelandic  Discoverers  of  America; 
or.  Honor  to  Whom  Honor  is  Due,*'  which  will 
contain  an  appendix  giving  the  corroboration 
from  Roman  Catholic  sources,  the  modern  Rom- 
ish authorities  and  writers,  of  the  startling  fact 
divulged  by  Mrs.  Shipley  in  the  body  of  the 
book— viz.,  that  in  the  Vatican  and  other  mo- 
nastic libraries  of  Europe  are  to  be  found  the 
records  and  documents  that  will  fully  establish 
the  fact  that  Lelf  Eriksen  discovered  America  in 


the  year  looo  a.d.,  and  that  Norse  settlements 
existed  there  for  several  centuries. 

Under  the  title  of  "The  New  Poet,"  a  writer 
in  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript  gives  this  in- 
formation about  George  E.  Woodberry,  whose

**  Mr.  Woodberry  is  a  quiet  citizen  of  Beverly, 
where  his  ancestors  lived  before  him.  He  was 
born  in  Beverly,  and  is  living  there  now.  He  is 
in  his  early  thirties,  and  has  been  known  to 
many  persons  as  a  writer  and  a  student,  as  well 
as  a  practical  man  of  affairs.  He  was  graduated 
at  Harvard  in  the  class  of  1877,  and  went  West 
as  professor  of  English  in  the  University  of 
Nebraska.  He  remained  for  two  years,  then 
was  occupied  with  editorial  work  for  the  Nation 
for  two  years.  He  returned  to  his  Nebraska 
position  for  two  years,  and  for  the  past  seven 
years  has  lived  on  the  shore  he  celebrates  in 
his  threnody,  except  during  absence  in  Europe. 
The  *  North  Shore  Watch'  was  privately  printed 
a  few  years  ago,  but  it  now  reaches  the  public 
for  the  first  time.  It  is  said  that  several  of  the 
strong  and  well-considered  articles  on  modern 
books  and  writers  which  have  appeared  in  the 
Atlantic  during  the  last  few  years  came  from 
Mr.  Woodberry's  pen."

I  NEW  book  by  Mrs.  Burnett  is 
always  a  welcome  announce- 
ment, not  to  children  only, 
but  to  parents  as  well  who  are 
desirous  of  sweet  and  whole- 
some reading  for  iheir  young 
people.  This  new  volume*  contains  four  sto- 
ries, different  in  kind,  but  alike  in  the  grace 
and  spirit  of  their  handling. 

The  pretty  tale  from  which  the  book  bor- 
rows its  name  has  for  heroine  a  little  French 
girl  brought  up  in  an  old  chateau  in  Normandy 
by  an  aunt  who  is  recluse  and  dtvote.  Little 
Saint  Elizabeth  is  educated  very  much  as  her 
great  namesake  may  have  been,  in  a  round  of 
religious  observances  varied  by  acts  of  charity,

and  is  trained  to  meditate  much  on  the  state 
of  her  soul  and  the  woes  of  other  people.  Her 
head  is  filled  with  legends  of  saints  and  mar- 
tyrs, her  heart  with  zeal  fo  emulate  their  good 
examples,  and  also  with  deep  and  tender  pity, 
a  real  hunger  after  helpfulness  for  all  human 
suffering. 

A  child  of  this  type  transplanted  suddenly 
while  still  in  childhood  to  the  realistic  atmos- 
phere of  prosperous  New  York,  must  inevitably 
have  much  to  suffer.  She  is  puzzled ;  she  is 
lonely ;  she  has  no  one  to  direct  her  conscience. 
The  quaint  little  figure  blindly  trying  to  guess 
the  riddle  of  duty  under  these  unfamiliar  condi- 
tions is  pathetic,  and  Mrs.  Burnett  touches  it 
in  with  delicate  strokes.  We  are  all  glad 
when  at  last  she  finds  a  friend,  and  when 
Uncle  Bertrand  learns  to  recognize  and  allow 
for  the  spiritual  need  which  is  the  mainspring 
of  her  nature.

The  third  story,  which  is  called  **  The  Proud 
Little  Grain  of  Wheat,"  is  even  more  delight- 
ful in  its  way.  Whatever  happens  to  the 
^ain,  from  its  first  tall  spring  out  of  the  earth 
in  the  field  to  its  final  appearance  as  cake, 
ministers  to  its  vanity  and  self-sufficience. 
Vainly  does  it  seek  to  make  a  stand  against 
the  ordinances  of  man  and  nature.

have  minded  it  if  he  had ;  because  he  knew 
she  was  only  a  grain  of  wheat,  and  ought 
.to  be  sown  so  that  some  good  might  come 
of  her. 

It  is  just  so  all  through  her  career.  She 
refuses  to  be  planted,  but  is  planted  all  the 
same.  She  declares  that  she  will  not  germi- 
nate, but  when,  against  her  will,  she  "  bursts" 
and  sends  a  shoot  upward,  she  is  glad  of  the 
escape,  and  very  vain  of  her  well-filled  tassels. 
She  defies  the  miller  and  the  cook,  but  none 
the  less  she  becomes  a  loaf  of  cake  in  the  end. 
And  in  the  very  act  of  saying  "  Good  gracious" 
is  devoured  by  hungry  little  Vivian.  It  is  a 
good  lesson  in  irresistible  fate. 

"  The  Little  White  Brick,"  also  a  story  of 
dreamland  or  fairy  character,  closes  the  book, 
which  is  prettily  illustrated  by  Birch,  who  also 
furnishes  the  cover  design.

SOME    RECENT    FICTION. 


NOVEL  that  is  a  real  and 
permanent  addition  to  litera- 
ture is  a  rare  thing,  but  Mr. 
Harold  Frederic's  The  Lawton 
Girl  is  such  an  addition.  It 
is  a  book  to  be  owned — that  is 
to  say,  a  book  which  to  its 
eminent  readability  joins  so  much  that  is  sig- 
nificant and  productive  of  reflection,  as  to  bear 
reading  more  than  once.  It  is  at  the  same 
time  a  novel  of  character  and  of  manners.  Its 
personages  are  depicted  from  that  philosophi- 
cal point  of  view  which  considers  them  as 
types  of  human  nature  ;  and,  though  they  are 
individualized  very  strongly,  their  representa- 
tive interest  is  never  lost  sight  of,  so  that  they 
are  suggestive  as  well  as  definite.  And  on  the 
other  hand  they  are  shown  in  relation  to  their 
environment— wiiv^  Balzac  and  Thackeray — 


in  such  a  way  that  a  social  picture,  a  study  of 
manners,  is  presented,  as  definite  and  sugges- 
tive in  its  turn  as  the  characters  which  fill  its 
scene.  The  Lawton  g^rl  and  her  fellow- 
characters  are  very  real  and  very  typical,  in 
a  word,  and  the  town  of  Thessaly.  N.  Y., 
wherein  the  action  of  the  story  takes  place,  is, 
with  all  its  various  activities  and  character- 
istics, not  less  so.  Generally  the  novelist  leans 
decidedly  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  direc- 
tions, toward  the  novel  of  character  or  the 
novel  of  manners.  And  of  course  in  fusing 
the  two,  Mr.  Frederic  loses  something  in 
singleness  of  effect,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  gain  in  completeness  is  clear,  and  his  suc- 
cess may  be  commended  to  many  of  our  novel- 
ists who  are  apparently  groping  for  a  point  of 
view.

rare  combination  of  power  and  charm.  Its 
range  is  remarkable.  Pictorially,  it  is  extreme- 
ly vivid.  The  reader  sees  the  places  describ- 
ed, feels  the  weather,  accompanies  the  action 
and  knows  the  personages.  Nothing  could  be 
more  artistically  done,  in  this  sense  of  actual 
relief  and  color,  than  a  half-dozen  of  the 
more  important  scenes.  But  aside  from  the 
book's  artistic  characteristics,  the  seriousness 
with  which  the  moral  and  fundamental  traits 
of  the  community  portrayed  are  made  to  stim- 
ulate reflection,  is  truly  and  largely  philosoph- 
ic. Sociologically  considered — and  it  deserves 
such  consideration — it  is  a  fruitful  study  of 
thoroughly  American  phenomena  based  on 
acute  observation  and  handled  with  an  ease 
and  effectiveness  as  remarkable  as  its  entire 
freedom  from  the  conventional.  The  story  as 
well  as  the  scene,  the  conduct  as  well  as  the 
physiognomy  of  the  characters,  are  of  Central 
New  York  and  nowhere  else.  And  the  charm 
of  the  story — moving  rapidly  and  with  never- 
flagging  interest,  as  it  does,  from  one  signifi- 
cant and  contributory  event  to  another,  and  il- 
lustrating an  artistically  inevitable  evolution — 
is  as  penetrating  as  its  strength  is  evident. 
No  one  can  read  certain  portions  of  it  un- 
moved. The  last  scene  is  intensely  pathetic. 
But  it  is  elevated  and  beautiful  as  well,  and 


though  the  emotions  are  stirred  profoundly, 
the  nerves  are  not  rasped,  and  it  is  the  author's 
fidelity  to  truth  which  wins  him  his  extremely 
touching  effect.  Altogether,  in  dignity  of  de- 
sign and  felicity  of  execution  Mr.  Frederic  has 
produced  something  very  like  a  masterpiece.

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


[ERE   is  a  good  deal  to  be 
said  in  praise  of  the  plan  which 

John  Bigelow  has  followed  in 
is    compact    biography     of 
William  Culien  Bryant,  which 
is  the  last  volume  to  appear  in 
the  American  Men  of  Letters 
Series.    Instead  of  taking  up  and  describing  the 
incidents  of  his  life  in  chronological  order,  he  has 
divided  his  subject  into  topics.    He  first  consid- 
ers Bryant's  ancestry,  opening  his  first  chapter 
with  the  story  of  how  the  young  poet's  "  Thana- 
topsis  "  came  to  be  published,  and  the  interest 
which  it  aroused.     Then  he  reviews  the  lad's 
school-d^ys,  and  his  futile  attempts   to    find 
congenial  work  in  the  profession  of  law.     His 


visits  to  Boston  and  New  York,  where  he  got 
his  first  taste  of  town  literary  society,  are  de- 
scribed under  the  chapter  heading.  "  The  Ad- 
venturer." Then  the  biographer  follows  Bry- 
ant's career  as  a  journalist  as  long  as  he  re- 
tained direct  control  of  or  a  financial  interest 
in  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  The  Poet, 
the  Tourist,  and  the  Orator  each  has  a  chap- 
ter, while  the  last  three  chapters  are  devoted 
to  an  account  of  the  public  honors  that  were 
conferred  upon  him.  his  personal  and  domes- 
tic habits,  and  his  last  days.  Bryant's  remi- 
niscences of  the  journal  which  he  built  up 
and  his  will  are  added  in  an  appendix. 

This  summary  of  the  contents  of  the  book 
indicates  the  plan  upon  which  the  biographer 
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has  proceeded,  but- only 
the  pages  of  the  book 
itself  can  convey  an  ade- 
ouate  and  just  idea  of 
the  delightful  spirit  that 
pervades  it.     Mr.  Bige- 
low    was   an    intimate 
friend  of  Bryant,  and  his 
study  of  the  poet's  char- 
acter in  its  various  as- 
pects, and  of  his  mind, 
which   was   divided  at 
different  times  between 
the  law,  journalism  and 
poetry,      is     singularly 
acute  and  svm pathetic, 
proceeding  from  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the 
man  and  from   an  ac- 
curate perception  of  the 
lofty      moral     purpose 
Avhich     animated    him 
throughout   his  life,  in 
whatever    situation    he 
found  himself.  Mr.  Big- 
blow's  point  of  view  is 
often  original,  and  some 
of  his  side  reflections  are 
full   of  humor  and 
shrewd  sense.  His  book 
presents  an  admirable 
portrait  of  Bryant, 
which  has  the  striking 
merit  of  being  alive  from 
iirst   to  last.     One    of 
Bryant's  commendable 
hobbies  was  his  resolute 
and     uncompromising 
opposition  to  the  use,  in 
public  writing,  of  words 
or  phrases  from  foreign 
languages.     Mr.    Biee- 
low's  book  makes  this 
point    prominent,    but 
Mr.  Bigelow's  practice 
is  somewhat  at  variance 
with  Bryant's  teaching 
in    this    respect.     The 
temptation  to  use  a  Lat- 
in or  a  French  word  or  phrase  proves  irresist- 
ible in  a  number  of  instances — perhaps  a  par- 
donable touch  of  pedantry,  but  one  that  Bry- 
ant himself  would   find  it   hard   to  overlook. 
An  engraved  portrait  of  the  poet  is  the  fron- 
tispiece of  the  book.

for  the  first  time.  No  one  who  has  read  the 
author's  "  Chita,"  or  any  of  his  magazine  sto- 
ries or  sketches,  needs  to  be  reminded  of  the 
qualities  which  make  his  writings  noteworthy. 
Mr.  Heam  has  the  imagination  and  tempera- 
ment of  a  poet,  and  the  eye  of  a  painter  for 
whatever  is  picturesque  and  artistic  in  line  or 
in  color.  This  extraordinary  sensitiveness  to 
color  effects  is  united  with  a  really  remarkable 
capacity  to  reproduce  in  words  the  rich,  warm 
glow  of  tropical  life,  with  its  romantic,  dreamy 
atmosphere,  and  to  convey  at  the  same  time  an 
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adequate  idea  of  the  ethnological  significance 
of  these  sensuous  impressions.  For  Mr. 
Hearn  not  only  gives  a  series  of  graphic  de- 
scriptions of  the  country  and  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Martinique — "the  finest  mixed  race," 
he  calls  them,  "  of  the  West  Indies,"  but 
he  enriches  the  stock  of  Creole  folk-lore 
by  many  interesting  legends  which  he  heard 
during  his  two  years'  sojourn  on  the  island. 
His  studies  are  both  sympathetic  and  intelli- 
gent, and  his  knowledge  of  the  native  charac- 
ter and  language  gives  them  a  high  value. 
An  appendix  contains  the  music  and  words 
of  some  Creole  melodies.  The  book  is  fully 
illustrated.     [Harper,  i2mo,  $2.00.] 

A  perennial  interest  attaches  to  Napoleon 
and  the  great  figures  of  the  Napoleonic  epoch, 
and  the  multiplicity  of  books  which  have  es- 
sayed to  satisfy  have  by  no  means  exhausted  it. 
There  was  abundant  place,  at  all  events,  for 
just  such  a  book  as  The  Wife  of  the  First 
Consul,  by  M.  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand,  which 
has  just  been  put  into  extremely  idiomatic 
English  by  Mr.  Thomas  Sergeant  Perry.  The 
consulates,  temporary  and  life,  did  not  form, 
perhaps,  the  happiest  or  the  most  dazzling 
period  of  Josephine's  career,  but  for  the  reason 
that  they  crown  the  revolutionary  and  fore- 
shadow the  imperial  period,  they  are  in  some 
respects  the  most  interesting  days  to  the  gen- 
eral reader.  It  is  the  general  reader  with  his 
general  interest  that  M.  Imbert  de  Saint- 
Amand  has  had  in  mind  as  his  true  auditor, 
and  he  eschews  profound  political  or  other 
philosophy  to  paint  the  life  and  personages  of 
the  time.  This  he  does  with  a  particularly 
light  and  deft  touch  and  in  a  particularly  vivid 
way.  He  draws  on  all  memoirs,  correspon- 
dence, etc.,  contemporary  and  historical,  private 
and  public,  well-known  or  recondite,  bearing 
on  his  subject,  and  gives  one  an  epitome  of 
most  extensive  reading  executed  with  a  felicity 
that  shows  him  to  have  a  remarkable  gift  for 
thus  selecting  what  is  salient  and  significant, 
and  condensing  what  is  mere  record  and 
chronicle  in  the  literature  on  which  he 
draws.  Withal  he  has  an  active  sympathy  for 
the  persons  about  whom  he  writes  which  not 
only  gives  his  interpretation  of  motives  the 
truthfulness  bom  of  generosity  alone,  but  en- 
ables him  to  divine  intuitively  shades  of  char- 
acter which  escape  the  colder  annalist.  Of 
Josephine  and  Hortense,  especially,  he  writes 
with  chivalrous  enthusiasm  though  without 
blindness  as  to  their  weaknesses ;  and  his  view 
of  Napoleon  is  by  turns  as  eulogistic  and  as 
charitable  as  it  is  possible  to  be  without  ex- 
hibiting partisanship.  Moreover,  M.  de  Saint- 
Amand  has  the  happy  faculty  of  interesting 
himself  and  his  readers  in  gossip  of  the  most 


intimate  kind,  social  details,  incidents  trivial  in 
themselves  but  characteristic  and  suggestive, 
nevertheless,  without  at  the  same  time  com- 
promising the  dignity  of  his  book  as  an  his- 
torical narrative  of  the  lighter  sort.  Few 
books  of  the  kind  exhibit  in  such  detail  the 
every-day  life  of  historical  personages  of  so 
mucn  importance  without  in  the  least  detract- 
ing from  their  historical  impressiveness.

The  complex  variety  of  the  political,  social, 
and  economic  questions  growing  out  of  the  re- 
lation of  the  different  divisions  of  the  British 
Empire  to  each  other  and  to  their  neighboring 
States  offers  an  inviting  field  for  study  on  the 
part  of  Englishmen,  whose  love  of  travel  and 
taste  for  politics  seem  to  be  a  part  of  their  nat- 
ural inheritance.  Twenty  years  or  more  ago 
Sir  Charles  W.  Dilke  published  a  book  of 
travels  which  he  called  *'  Greater  Britain,"  and 
several  years  later  he  enlarged  the  work,  after 
having  made  a  second  tour  around  the  world. 
He  now  publishes  an  entirely  new  work,  based 
upon  another  journey  among  the  Colonies^ 
which  is  called  Problems  of  Greater  Britain, 
Unlike  his  former  records  of  travel,  this  vol- 
ume deals  with  the  same  subjects  as  those 
treated  in  the  original  work,  but  from  the 
point  of  view  of  political  and  social  obsen'a- 
tion  and  comparison,  rather  than  from  that  of 
descriptive  sight-seeing.  The  author's  stud- 
ies relate  to  North  America,  Australasia, 
South  Africa,  India.  **  Crown  Colonies  of  the 
Present  and  of  the  Future,"  Colonial  problems 
(labor,  protection,  education,  religion,  and 
liquor  laws),  "  The  Future  Relations  between 
the  Mother  Country  and  the  Remainder  of  the 
Empire,"  and  "  Imperial  Defence."  In  this 
bulky  and  comprehensive  work — seven  hun- 
dred compactly  printed  octavo  pages — per- 
haps the  two  points  that  will  prove  of  the 
most  interest  to  American  readers  are  Sir 
Charles's  facts  and  comments  on  the  possible 
annexation  of  Canada  to  the  United  States,, 
and,  in  the  field  of  international  politics,  his  ex- 
amination of  the  situation  iji  India,  where  the 
Russian  outposts  are  coming  nearer  and  near- 
er to  the  British  line  of  defence,  and  where  a 
conflict  of  tremendous  import  and  of  great 
fierceness  seems  imminent  between  these  two 
Powers.  As  regards  the  future  of  Canada, 
the  author  says  that  '*  in  the  Dominion  there 
are  but  few  persons  in  responsible  positions, 
and  but  a  small  section  of  the  electorate  who 
are  open  advocates  of  annexation  or  absorp- 
tion into  the  United  States."  He  contents 
himself  with  outlining  the  views  of  those  Cana- 
dians who,  like  Goldwin  Smith,  favor  a  commer- 
cial union  of  the  two  countries,  but  lays  stress 
on  the  point  that  political  union  would  follow

almost  inevitably.     Turning  then  from  Canada 
to  India,  the  author  summarizes  the  danger  to 
British  interests  from   a  Russian  invasion   as 
follows ;  *'  The  strong,  friendly,  and  united  Af- 
ghanistan created  by  our  policy  will  exist  dur- 
ing the  life  of  the  present  Ameer,  but  there  is 
too  much  reason  to  fear  that  his  death  will  be 
the  signal  for  confusion  in  Afghanistan,  unless 
we  take  steps 
ourselves     t  o 
prevent  an- 
archy ;  and  the 
practicability 
of  an  invasion 
of     India    de- 
pends   almost 
wholly    upon 
the  condition 
of  Afghanistan 
and  upon  our 
relations    with 
the   Afghan 
ruler."

bleau  is  so  intimately  associated  with  the 
romantic  history  of  the  French  monarchs 
from  mediaeval  times  down  to  the  period  of 
the  First  Empire  that  it  does  not  require 
a  very  vivid  imagination  to  people  its  mag- 
nificent halls  with  a  long  line  of  famous 
personages — Saint  Louis,  Francis  the  First, 
Benvenuto  Cellini,  Diane  de  Poitiers,  Louis 
the  Thirteenth,  Richelieu,  Louis  the  Fifteenth 
and  Madame  de  Pompadour,  Rousseau,  Vol- 
taire, Marie  Antoinette,  Chateaubriand,  Pope 
Pius  the  Seventh,  and  finally  Napoleon.  The 
introduction,  which  Frederick  Wedmore  has 
written  for  the  book  just  published  under  the 
title  of  Fontainebleau,  brings  in  review  these 
and  other  figures,  and  describes  with  a  light 
touch  some  of  the  more  noteworthy  scenes 
that  have  taken  place  within  the  walls  of  this 
famous  old  mediaeval  castle.  And  this  review 
serves  to  introduce  the  reader  to  a  series  of  fif- 


teen photogravure  plates  reproduced,  in  the 
best  Paris  fashion,  from  the  well-known  paint- 
ings by  J.  Haynes-williams  of  the  beautiful 
interiors  of  the  palace.  Both  in  the  large  ar-

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The   Rev.   Dr.   Philip   Schaff's    intellectual 
versatility  and  the  breadth  of  his  learning  are 
well  illustrated  in  a  new  volume  of  essays  en 
titled  Literature  and  Poetry,  a  stout  octavo 
of  more  than  four  hundrecf  pages,  which  has 
for  a  frontispiece  an  excellently  engraved  full- 
length  portrait  of  the  author,  in  his  St.  An- 
drews robes.  *  This  Volume  was  written  in  the 
interval  of  his  labors  on  his  great  **  History  of 
the  Christian  Church,"  in  the  search  for  fur- 
ther materials  for  which  he  recently  set  out 
for  Rome,  where  he  hopes  to  gain  access  to 
the   treasures  of  the  Vatican   Librar>\      Dr. 
Schaff  was  seventy-one  years  old  last  January, 
but  his  intellectual  vigor  and  his  physical  vi- 
tality are  apparently   unimpaired.      His  last 
book  certainly  shows  no  loss  of  force  of  state- 
ment or  of  clearness  of  mental  vision.     His 
topics  are  varied — Dante  the   man,  and   his 
"  Divina  Commedia,"  the  explanation  of  which 
fits  well  with  the 
portrait    of    the 
poet  and  the  pic- 
ture of  his  times; 
Universities  past 
and  present ;  the 
great  Latin  me- 
diaeval    hymns,

The  impression  of  the  polished,  cynical 
Earl  of  Chesterfield  which  has  passed  into  the 
conviction  of  all  who  have  read  Dr.  Johnson's 
famous  letter  and  characterization  of  him,  is 
not  easily  to  be  changed  or  effaced.

affection  and  human  sympathy  and  the  touch- 
ing devotion  that  they  exhibit.

The  projected  series  of  military  biographies 
of  the  world's  Great  Captains  includes  Alex- 
ander, Hannibal,  Caesar,  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
Frederick  the  Great,  and  Napoleon.  The  first 
volume  in  this  series,  Alexander  the  Great,  by 
Colonel  Theodore  A.  Dodge,  on  the  retired  list 
of  the  United  States  Armv,  gives  "  a  history  of 
the  origin  and  growth  of  the  art  of  war  from 
the  earliest  times  to  the  battle  of  Ipsus,  B.  c. 
301.  with  a  detailed  account  of  the  campaigns 
of  the  great  Macedonian."  This  narrative  of 
the  art  of  war  as  practised  by  Cyrus.  Darius, 
Xenophon,  Epaminondas,  Philip,  and  Alexan- 
der, is  illustrated  with  more  than  two  hundred 
charts,  maps,  plans  of  battles  and  tactical 
manoeuvres,  cuts  of  armor,  uniforms,  siege 
devices  and  portraits,  all  of  which  are  of  the 
greatest  help  to  enable  the  general  reader  to 
understand  the  composition  of  these  ancient 
armies  and  the  descriptions  of  their  operations 
in  the  field.  To  students  of  the  art  of  war  the 
book  will  be  of  especial  interest  and  value  by 
reason  of  the  author's  thorough  comprehension 
and  g^asp  of  the  subject  and  his  success  in 
indicating  with  the  utmost  clearness  not  only 
the  origin  and  development  of  tactics  and 
stratee)',  but  also  the  mental  and  moral  quali- 
ties of  the  commanders,  which  become  the 
chief  factor  in  the  conduct  of  any  war  and 
which  throw  a  great  deal  of  light  upon  this 
formative  period  in  the  history  of  the  art.  His 
enthusiastic  admiration,  for  example,  for 
Xenophon  on  account  of  his  masterly  handling 
of  the  rearguard  in  the  famous  retreat  of  the 
Ten  Thousand,  is  shared  by  the  reader,  who 
easily  understands,  through  the  author's  lucid 
explanations  of  the  Greek  s  genius  for  making 
the  best  of  every  harrassing  situation,  why  his 
strategy  has  been  the  model  for  all  successful 
retreats  from  that  day  to  this.  In  the  same 
way  and  to  the  same  degree,  allowing  for  the 
changes  consecjuent  upon  the  use  of  gunpow- 
der, Alexander  s  methods  of  offensive  warfare, 
which  carried  him  a  conqueror  into  the  heart 
of  Asia  after  he  had  subdued  Greece,  Asia 
Minor,  and  Egypt,  were  the  guiding  principles 
of  all  of  his  great  successors  in  the  European 
conflicts  of  the  last  few  hundred  years.  The 
author's  accounts  of  Alexander's  campaigns 
are  vivid,  picturesque,  and  entertaining.  The 
most  obvious  criticism  which  the  book  sug- 
c^ests  relates  not  to  its  matter,  but  to  its  size. 
It  is  a  thick,  rather  hea\7  octavo  of  about  seven 
hundred  pages,  and  is  therefore  a  somewhat 
awkward  book  to  hold  while  reading.  [Hough- 
ton, Mifflin  &  Co.,  8vo,  $5.00.] 

The  second  volume  of  Donald  G.  Mitchell's 
English  Lands,  Letters  and  Kings  covers  the 
period  from  the  beginning  of  the  reig^  of 


James  the  First  to  that  of  Queen  Anne.  The 
method  of  treatment  is  the  same  as  in  the 
earlier  volume,  the  author's  running  narrative 
bringing  before  the  reader  a  series  of  graphic, 
life-like  pictures  of  the  Stuart  kings  and  of 
their  times,  and  presenting  entertaining  por- 
trait-studies of  the  writers — poets,  dramatists, 
essayists,  romancers,  and  diarists,  who  flou- 
rished as  late  as  the  middle  of  the  last 
century.  Shakespeare  and  his  theatres,  the 
Globe  and  Blackfriars ;  with  the  brilliant  group 
of  Elizabethan  poets,  dramatists,  and  philoso- 
phers surrounding  him ;  the  King  James 
translation  of  the  Bible;  Milton,  Herrick, 
Dryden ;  Pepys  and  his  Diary ;  Bunyan,  Pope, 
Swift,  Defoe,  Steele,  Addison,  and  the  other 
authors  of  the  as^e  of  Anne,  pass  in  review, 
Mr.  Mitchell's  descriptions,  comments,  and 
criticisms  having  many  touches  of  racy  humor» 
of  apt  characterization,  and  of  sympathetic  ap- 
preciation of  whatever  is  most  significant  and 
picturesquely  interesting  in  the  lives  and  works 
of  these  authors.  The  haunts  as  well  as  the 
habits  of  these  men  are  described,  and  the 
social  atmosphere  of  the  time  of  the  Stuarts  is 
reflected  in  the  strangely  contrasting  religious 
zeal  of  the  Puritans  as  shown  in  Milton,  and  the 
license  and  profligacy  of  the  court  life  as 
shown  in  the  poets,  dramatists,  and  diarists  of 
the  Restoration.  In  the  presentation  of  these 
varied  pictures  Mr.  Mitcnell's  style  serves  to 
throw  into  strong  relief  the  really  salient  and 
important  traits  of  kings  and  men  of  letters 
and  to  fix  in  the  memory  the  things  which  are 
best  worth  remembering  in  connection  with 
them.     [Scribner,  i2mo,  $1.50.] 

The  second  volume  of  Justin  McCarthy's 
History  of  the  Four  6^^^^^^  describes  the  reign 
of  the  second  sovereign  of  the  House  of  Han- 
over, from  1727  to  1760.  Thackeray  has  pic- 
tured the  society  of  the  period  with  some 
broad  strokes  of  wonderful  power,  and  has  left 
some  character  sketches  of  George,  Walpole, 
Pitt,  Swift,  Pope  and  other  famous  personages 
of  that  strange  age,  that  have  thrown  a  more 
vivid  light  than  any  other  writingfs  have  upon 
the  men,  manners  and  morals  of  the  time. 
Mr.  McCarthy's  study  is  more  detailed,  and 
his  estimates  of  the  character  of  some  of  the 
great  men  of  George  the  Second's  reig^  are 
more  indulgent  and  more  sympathetic  than 
Thackeray's  broadly  drawn  portraits.  The 
reader  is  at  liberty  to  weigh  the  evidence  for 
himself,  and  to  decide  whether  the  latest  his- 
torian or  the  great  satirist  is  more  nearly  in 
the  right.  Whether  one  agrees  wholly  with 
him  or  not,  no  one  will  deny  that  Mr.  McCar- 
thy has  written  an  extremely  entertaining 
book.  Its  style  is  popular  ana  at  times  un- 
conventionally familiar.  The  author's  purpose 
is  to  present  the  strongest  and  most  dramatic 
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and  life-like  scenes  before  the  reader  in  a  way 
that  shall  interest  him  and  hold  his  attention, 
and  he  does  not  allow  any  theory  of  the  digpii- 
ty  of  historical  writing  to  prevent  him  from 
adopting  an  easy  and  colloquial  modern  tone 
when  he  wishes  to  give  an  intimate  and  con- 
fidential color  to  his  narrative.  The  result  is 
that,  although  the  work  loses  something  in 
weight  and  impressiveness,  it  is  marked  by  un- 
failing vivacity  and  interest.  There  is  not  a 
dull  page  in  the  book.  The  author's  dramatic 
sense  and  his  eye  for  the  picturesque  and  sig- 
nificant both  in  character  and  in  politics  are 
seen  in  his  method  of  arrangement  and  in  his 
style  of  treatment  of  the  various  topics.  His 
analysis  of  Walpole's  influence,  and  his  account 
of  the  way  in  which  the  strong  will  of  the  g^eat 
minister  was  brought  to  bear  upon  the  King  and 
upon  Parliament,  are  no  less  clear  and  ration- 
al than  they  are  entertaining.  The  court  and 
social  life  of  the  time  is  pictured  without  any 
attempt  to  gloss  over  its  coarseness  and  vulgar- 
ity ;  the  author's  defence  of  Swift  as  against 
the  severe  judgment  of  Thackeray  is  only  one 
aspect  of  his  review  of  the  intellectual  activity 
of  the  age,  and  his  romantic  narrative  of  the 
"  Forty-hve  "  is  an  agreeable  diversion  in  the 
midst  of  the  story  of  court  intrigues  and  par- 
liamentary battles.     [Harper,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Few  historical  events  have  the  human  and 
dramatic  interest  of  the  movement  whereby 
Italy  transformed  herself  from  Mettemich's 
"geographical  expression"  into  a  great  na- 
tion. The  four  men  who  chiefly  contributed 
to  this  transformation  are  undoubtedly  Maz- 
zini,  Cavour,  Garibaldi  and  Victor  Emmanuel, 
and  their  lives  and  achievements  are  gener- 
ally familiar  to — at  all  events  have  long  been 
accessible  to — the  reader  of  English.  There 
were,  however,  a  large  number  of  just  as  pa- 
triotic and  only  less  distinguished  agitators, 
statesmen,  and  soldiers,  who  co-operated  effi- 
ciently with  these  leaders,  who  were  just  as 
unselfishly  devoted  to  the  great  cause,  yet 
whose  names,  even,  are  scarcely  known  to 
the  foreigner  who  has  not  especially  studied 
modem  Italian  history.  There  is  thus  abun- 
dant place  for  the  work  just  published  in  which 
the  Countess  Evelyn  Martinengo  Cesarcsco 
tells  the  story  of  these  lesser  luminaries  un- 
der the  general  title,  Italian  Characters  in 
the  Epoch  of  Unification,  The  "  charac- 
ters" are  Ricasoli  (of  Tuscany),  Settembrini 
(of  Naples),  Martinengo  (of  Brescia),  Daniel 
Manin  (of  Venice),  the  Poerios  (of  Naples), 
Constance  d'Azeglio  (of  Turin),  Mameli  (of 
Genoa),  Bassi  (of  Bologna),  Nino  Bixio  (of 
Genoa),  and  the  Cairolis  (of  Pavia). 

It  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  charm 
of  these  brief  biographies.  In  virtue  of  the 
ardent  patriotism  of  the  author  they  are  acute- 


ly sympathetic,  and  an  undertone  of  affec- 
tionate interest  is  sensible  even  in  the  chron- 
icling of  events  mainly  political.  Both  di- 
rectly and  indirectly  there  is  much  instruc- 
tion as  to  the  unification  movement  conveyed 
by  the  sketches,  and  reading  them  is  equiva- 
lent to  an  easy  lesson  in  really  momentous 
history.  But  the  personal  interest  dominates 
every  other,  and  one  follows  the  stirring  narra- 
tives of  suffering,  sacrifice  and  adventurous 
heroism  with  that  feeling  which  is  only 
aroused  by  stories  of  real  deeds  by  great  men. 
Romance  contains  nothing  more  essentially 
romantic  than  some  of  the  events  here  re- 
corded, and  history  little  that  is  more  truly 
significant,  but  it  is  mainly  the  elevated  and 
devoted  character  of  these  heroes  of  Italian 
unity  and  independence  that  the  Countess 
Martinengo  has  rightly  thrown  into  sharpest 
relief.     [Scribner  &  Welford,  8vo,  I3.75.] 

The  gift  of  narration  is  possessed  in  only  a 
limited  degree  by  Walter  J.  Clutterbuck,  the 
author  of  The  Skipper  in  Arctic  Seas.  His 
book  is  the  story  of  a  voyage  which  he  and 
another  sport-loving  young  Englishman  made 
to  the  west  coast  of  Greenland  and  to  Spitz- 
bergen  in  a  Scotch  brigantine  which  they  char- 
tered for  the  summer  months.  They  had 
some  amusing  and  a  few  dangerous  adventures 
in  their  Arctic  wanderings,  and  shot  more  than 
eight  hundred  seals,  several  reindeer,  a  polar 
bear,  and  many  birds.  The  author,  however, 
has  attempted  to  enliven  his  book  with  humor, 
and  the  quality  of  the  humor  is  far  from  the 
highest.  It  gives,  however,  a  very  fair  idea  of 
the  life  which  these  two  light-hearted  and  ven- 
turesome sportsmen  led.  A  doubt  may  arise 
in  the  mind  of  the  reader  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  game  was  quite  worth  the  candle,  for  seal 
shooting  seems  rather  tame  sport.  Boy  readers 
will  probably  be  interested  in  the  story,  which 
has  a  large  number  of  illustrations  taken  from 
photographs :  the  course  of  the  vessel  being 
indicated  on  a  map  at  the  end  of  the  volume.

The  occasion  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  G.  T. 
Shedd's  pamphlet.  The  Proposed  Revision  of 
the  Westminster  Standards,  is  the  importance 
of  the  question  now  before  the  Presbyterian 
Churches,  and  the  author's  desire  that  the  con- 
ser\ative  view,  as  well  as  that  advocated  by 
Dr.  Philip  Schaff  and  Dr.  Charles  A.  Briggs, 
may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 
Dr.  Shedd's  eminence  as  an  expounder  of 
theological  doctrine,  the  bteadth  of  his  learn- 
ing, the  clearness  of  his  style,  and  the  deep 
and  reverent  spirit  of  sincerity  which  he  brings 
to  the  discussion  of  such  subjects,  unite  to 
make  his  presentation  of  the  objections  to  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  Confession  of  pro- 
found significance  and  of  much  weight.    He 
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-examines  all  aspects  of  the  question  in  the  sev- 
en chapters  of  his  pamphlet;  and  his  facts 
and  his  reasoning  are  of  great  interest  in  view 
of  the  pending  debate  in  the  Presbyterian 
Churches.     [Scribner,  1 2mo,  paper,  50  cents.] 

The  second  of  the  six  volumes  of  The  Cen^ 
Jury  Dictionary  beeins  with  the  word  "  Con- 
ocephalus,"  and  ends  with  the  musical  symbol 
■"  fz/'  the  twelve  hundred  large  pages  between 
being  filled  with  the  results  of  the  researches 
of  Professor  Whitney  and  his  associates  in  the 
compilation  of  this  encyclopedic  lexicon  of  the 
English  language.  Of  the  character  and  ex- 
cellencies of  this  great  undertaking  we  have 
already  spoken  at  length.  The  volume  in  hand 
-emphasizes  the  many  uses  to  which  the  public, 
^s  well  as  scholars  in  all  professions  and 
specialists  in  all  branches  of  learning,  will  be 
able  to  put  the  work.  The  illustrations  are 
numerous  and  valuable  ;  and  no  finer  example 
of  the  art  of  the  printer  has  come  from  the 
press  for  a  long  time.     [The  Century  Co.] 

A  project  for  making  suitable  selections  in 
prose  and  verse  from  the  standard  English 
-authors,  with  many  approved  translations, 
available  for  the  use  of  pupils  of  all  ages  who 
afe  always  searching  for  some  "  piece"  to  re- 
cite, is  to  be  realized  in  a  series  of  three  books 
of  which  Mrs.  B.  W.  Bellamy  and  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Goodwin  are  the  editors.  The  first  of  these 
volumes,  intended  for  children  of  from  four  to 
ten  years  of  age;  is  now  at  hand.  The  book, 
the  odd  title  of  which  is  Open  Sesame,  will  be 
very  serviceable  to  many  mothers,  as  the  selec- 
.tions  have  been  made  with  good  judgment  and 
.as  the  arrangement  is  convenient.  Several  il- 
lustrations separate  the  divisions  of  the  book. 
s[Ginn,  square  i2mo.  90  cents.] 

The  subject  of  George  W.  Cable's  new 
book,  The  Negro  Question,  is  one  that  is  en- 
gaging more  and  more  the  attention  of  publi- 
cists, as  the  problem  presses  for  solution. 
Few  men  have  studied  the  Negro  question  in 
all  of  its  aspects,  social,  moral,  and  political, 
more  carefully  than  Mr.  Cable ;  and  the  results 
of  his  study  are  well  worthy  of  close  scrutiny. 
In  the  leading  division  of  his  book  he  states  the 
question  and  attempts  to  answer  it.  He  holds 
and  seeks  to  prove  that  the  complete  emanci- 
pation of  the  freedman,  the  power  to  grant 
which  rests  with  the  Southern  white  man,  will 
not  only  not  cause,  but  will  prevent,  the  threat- 
ened confusion  of  race  and  corruption  of  soci- 
ety which  the  whites  fear.  Mr.  Cable  favors 
national  aid  to  some  Southern  schools,  gives 
many  answers  to  the  Question,  "  What  Shall 
the  Negro  Do  ?"  and  discusses  "  The  Color 
Line,"  "  The  Southern  Struggle  for  Pure  Gov- 
ernment," and  other  phases  of  the  negro 
question.     [Scribner.  i2mo,  75  cents.] 


The  conclusions  concerning  the  bearing  of  the 
evolutionary  theory  on  religious  ideas,  toward 
which  the  scientific  reader  may  feel  himself 
drawn,  find  a  complete  and  systematic  state- 
ment in  a  new  work  entitled  The  Evolution 
of  Man  and  Christianity,  written  by  the 
Rev.  Howard  MacQueary.  He  was  actuated 
in  writing  his  book  by  the  following  words  of 
Professor  Le  Conte:  "There  can  be  little 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  thoughtful  observer 
that  we  are  now  on  the  eve  of  the  greatest 
change  in  traditional  views  that  has  taken 
place  since  the  birth  of  Christianity.  This 
change  means,  not  a  readjustment  of  details 
only,  but  a  reconstruction  of  Christian  theolo- 
gy. *  Mr.  MacQueary  says  :  "  Evolution  is  in 
the  air,  and  its  fundamental  tenets  are  being 
accepted  by  all  classes  of  minds.  It  be- 
hooves us.  then,  as  religious  teachers  to  re- 
cognize this  fact  and  adjust  our  theology 
accordingly."  To  such  an  adjustment,  there- 
fore, the  author  applies  himself  in  this  work. 
It  is  divided  into  two  parts,  in  the  first 
of  which  he  discusses  the  evolution  of  man, 
viewing  it  according  to  science  and  according 
to  theology,  and  comparing  the  two.  The 
second  part,  entitled  "  The  Evolution  of  Chris- 
tianity, treats  in  successive  chapters  of  the 
bearing  of  Evolution  on  Miracles,  Inspiration, 
the  Trinity,  the  Divinity  of  Christ,  the  Atone- 
ment, Heaven,  Hell  the  problem  of  Evil,  Res- 
urrection and  Immortality ;  and  closes  with  a 
chapter  on  the  Church  of  the  future,  which  the 
author  believes  will  be  a  liberal  and  universal 
church  in  which  science  and  religion  will  be 
reconciled  and  merged  into  one  consistent 
whole — the  ideal  church  in  which  "ecclesiastical 
anathemas  will  descend  not  upon  views  held, 
but  upon  life  led."     [Appleton,  i2mo,  I1.75.] 

Professor  Max  MUller's  new  work,  entitled 
Natural  Religion,  appeals  strongly  to  both 
the  student  of  languages  and  the  religious 
reader.  It  represents  the  learned  author's 
powers  at  their  best  and  may  be  said  to  crown 
the  various  contributions  he  has  made  during 
past  years  to  the  study  of  religion.  The  author's 
purpose  in  this  woi  k  was  not  to  uree  any  par- 
ticular system  of  religious  thought,  but  to  pre- 
sent a  general  survey  of  the  materials  which 
exist  for  studying  the  origin,  growth,  and,  in 
many  cases,  the  decay  of  religious  ideas.  In 
order  to  mark  the  exact  limits  of  the  inquiry 
he  devotes  his  early  chapters  to  a  definition  of 
religion  and  to  an  historical  examination  of  the 
more  important  definitions  of  religion  given  by 
theologians  and  philosophers  of  different  ages 
and  countries.  Having  determined  the  nature 
of  the  subject  and  method  of  study  he  divides 
natural  religion  into  three  branches,  entitled 
Physical  Religion.  Anthropological  Religion 
and  Psychological  Religion,  according  as  the  In- 
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finite  was  perceived  in  nature,  in  man,  and  in  self. 
The  present  volume  may  be  considered  as  in- 
troductory ;  and  it  is  the  author's  intention  to 
take  up  the  first  of  these  branches  in  his  next 
course  of  lectures.     [Longmans,  8vo,  $3.00.] 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Octavus  Flagg  is  the 
author  of  a  volume  of  reflective,  narrative,  and 
descriptive  verse  entitled  simply  Poems,  which 
speaks  of  a  devout  and  earnest  spirit  in  sym- 
pathy with  nature  and  with  the  nobler  aspira- 
tions of  mankind.  The  longest  poem  is  a  nar- 
rative account  of  the  story  of  the  Prodigal 
Son,  which  is  followed  by  a  collection  of  verse 
in  honor  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Society,  and 
by  a  group  of  poems  descriptive  of  Adirondack 
scenes  and  incidents.  About  half  of  the  book 
is  devoted  to  miscellaneous  verse  on  significant 
phases  of  life  and  nature,  with  here  and  there 
a  diversion  on  some  occasional  theme  of  a 
more  direct  and  familiar  character.  [Whitta- 
ker,  i2mo,  $1.50.] 

The  quality  that  one  misses  in  the  fanciful 
stories  that  constitute  Jeremiah  Curtin's  Myths 
and  Folk-Lore  of  Ireland  is  the  nch  humor, 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Irish  character  and  which 
harmonizes  so  delightfully  with  the  imagina- 
tive and  emotional  temperament  of  the  race. 
This  quality  seems  to  have  been  lost  in  the 
process  of  transferring  the  tales  from  the 
Gaelic,  in  which  they  were  told  to  the  author, 
into  clear,  but,  rather  matter-of-fact  English. 
The  stories  were  collected  by  Mr.  Curtin  during 
1887,  in  the  West  coast  of  Ireland,  in  Kerry. 
Galway,  and  Donnegal,  and  are  without  ques- 
tion a  valuable  contribution  to  the  stock  of 
Irish  folk-lore,  and  as  such  are  well  worthy  of 
preservation.  Much  of  the  information  which 
they  contain  illuminate  obscure  phases  of  the 
Celtic  character  and  mode  of  thought  and 
manner  of  life.  There  are  altogether  a  score 
of  these  myths,  each  detailed  at  considerable 
leng^,  the  introduction  consisting  of  an  ex- 
amination of  the  origin  and  significance  of 
myths  and  mythology  ;  and  the  book  is  char- 
acterized by  an  earnest,  scholarly  purpose.

Five  tales  are  published  under  the  title  of 
Starlight  Ranch,  and  Other  Stories  of  Army 
Life  on  the  Frontier  ;  and  in  them  the  author, 
Captain  Charles  King,  whose  portrait  was 
printed  in  the  January  number  of  The  Book 
Buyer,  gives  some  entertaining  accounts  of 
the  romance  and  danger  of  garrison  life  and 
Indian  fighting.  Whether  his  stories  are  true 
to  life  or  not,  Captain  King  certainly  succeeds 
in  making  them  interesting  to  those  who  still 
cling  t9  the  old-fashioned  liking  for  a  hero 
who  is  handsome  and  brave  and  for  a  heroine 
who  is  pretty  and  who  is  finally  united  to  her 
lover,     [Lippincott,  i2mo,  $1.00.] 


HENRIK  IBSEN'S  DRAMAS. 

The  last  in  the  series  of  eight  social  dramas 
which  Henrik  Ibsen,  the  Norwegian  i>oet  and 
playwright,  has  written,  is  called  The  Lady 
from  the  Sea  in  the  authorized  translation 
which  Eleanor  Marx-Aveling  has  made  for  the 
Cameo  Series.  No  modem  author's  works 
have  been  the  subject  of  such  violent  and 
heated  controversy  auring  the  past  few  months 
as  those  of  Ibsen.  The  fact  that  both  in  this 
country  and  in  London  they  have  been  as 
warmly  defended  as  they  have  been  savagely 
attacked,  from  a  literary  as  w^ll  as  a  dramat- 
ic point  of  view,  shows  that,  whatever  else 
may  be  said  of  them,  they  have  vitality  and 
the  power  to  provoke  discussion.  The  Lady 
from  the  Sea  will  be  as  likely  to  call  forth  as 
radically  opposite  opinions  as  its  predecessors, 
"  The  Doll's  House,"  "  Ghosts,"  or  "  The  Pil- 
lars of  Society. "  For  there  can  scarcely  be  a 
great  diversity  of  views  regarding  the  weird 
power  and  fascination  of  the  theme  of  the  dra- 
ma, however  much  one  may  be  disinclined  to 
approve  the  manner  in  which  the  author  has 
worked  it  out.  The  didactic  element  undoubt- 
edly pl^ys  a  part  in  the  author's  solution  of  the- 
social  problem,  which  concerns  the  relations  of 
a  husband  and  wife,  and  which  is  used  to  illus- 
trate the  result  of  liberating  the  individuality  of 
a  woman  whose  will  is  led  captive  by  conven- 
tion. 

Ellida,  the  second  wife  of  the  physician  of 
a  village  at  the  head  of  a  Norwegian  fiord,, 
was  the  daughter  of  a  lighthouse  keeper,  a  wom- 
an of  a  nervous,  romantic,  emotional  tempera- 
ment, whose  mind  has  become  slightly  affect- 
ed by  the  change  from  the  wild  freedom  of  her 
home  on  the  sea  to  the  dull  and  narrow  con- 
ventionalities of  village  life  in  the  company  of 
the  affectionate  but  rather  weak  widower.  Dr. 
Wangel,  whom  she  married,  and  who  has  two 
grown  daughters.  A  romantic — and,  the  crit- 
ics of  Ibsen  will  say,  a  thoroughly  unnatural 
and  improbable — incident  of  Ellida's  maiden- 
hood is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  her  discon- 
tent and  nervous  irritability.  When  a  girl, 
she  fell  under  the  influence  of  the  strong  will 
of  the  mate  of  an  American  vessel,  a  char- 
acter who  figures  in  the  play  as  The  Stran- 
ger, and  who  seemed  to  her  excited  im- 
agination the  embodiment  of  the  sea  that 
she  loved — its  wild  waves,  its  fierce  winds, 
and  its  animal  life.  After  a  fantastic  mar- 
riage ceremony  on  the  edge  of  the  sea  be- 
tween the  girl  and  the  mysterious  personage 
under  whose  spell  she  has  fallen,  he  was 
obliged  to  fly,  to  escape' a  charge  of  murder; 
and  with  his  departure  the  girl  returned  to  her 
normal  senses.  Some  years  after,  the  episode 
being  nearly  forgotten,  Ellida  married  Wangel, 
and  it  is  her  discovery,  after  several  years  of 
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married  life,  that  The  Stranger  is  on  his  way 
to  her  to  claim  her  as  his  wife  that  fills  her 
unsettled  mind  with  dread  and  brings  about 
the  most  dramatic  scenes  in  the  play.  Her 
mind  threatens  to  break  utterly  under  the 
strain  imposed  by  the  presence  of  The  Stranger 
and  by  the  power  of  his  will  over  her  will,  which 
is  fettered  by  the  laws  of  conventional  society. 
'  Relief  comes  only  when  her  husband  gives  her 
her  liberty  and  allows  her  to  choose  whether 
she  will  follow  The  Stranger  on  board  the 
English  steamer  that  is  about  to  sail,  or  stay 
with  him.  Thus  freed,  she  no  longer  hesitates. 
Her  uncontrolled  will  is  no  longer  subject 
to  the  malign  influence  of  The  Stranger,  and 
she  returns  to  Dr.  Wangel  in  peace  and  in 
happiness.  The  play  has  a  weird  fascination 
imparted  to  it  by  the  supernatural  character 
of  The  Stranger,  who  reminds  one  of  the  hero 
of  the  old  Northern  legend  of  "  The  Flying 
Dutchman,"  which  Wagner  used  so  effectively 
in  his  first  great  opera.  The  book  has  a  por- 
trait of  the  author  and  a  critical  introduction 
by  Edmund  Gosse.  [T.  Fisher  Unwin,  Lon- 
don, i2mo.] 

As  The  Lady  from  the  Sea  is  the  last  in 
the  series  of  Ibsen's  social  dramas,  so  The 
League  of  Youth  was  the  first,  having  been 
written  in  Dresden  in  1868-69,  ^ind  first  per- 
formed amid  riotous  scenes  in  the  Christiania 
Theatre  on  October  i8th,  1869.  The  cause 
of  the  trouble  was  the  political  character  of 
the  drama.  It  is  less  interesting  to  the  gener- 
al reader  than  the  two  other  familiar  plays 
which  are  included  in  the  same  volume,  "The 
Pillars  of  Society."  and  **  The  Doll's  House," 
William  Archer  being  the  translator  of  all 
three.  The  intention  is  to  publish  all  of  Ib- 
sen's dramas  in  the  series  of  which  the  volume 
-containing  these  three  plays,  with  a  biograph- 
ical introduction  by  the  translator,  is  the 
first.  The  mottf  of  The  League  of  Youth, 
of  which  this  is  the  first  translation  published, 
is  the  necessity  of  laying  a  solid  foundation 
for  the  formation  of  character  which  will  . 
withstand  temptation.  A  full-length  por- 
trait of  Ibsen  is  the  frontispiece.  [Scribner  & 
Welford,  i2mo,  $1.25.]

Eggs :  Facts  and  Fancies  about  Them,  is 
the  title  of  a  little  illustrated  volume  of  egg- 
lore  compiled  by  Anna  Barrows,  who  seeks  to 
increase  the  use  of  this  article  of  food  and  to 
instruct  and  entertain  her  readers  by  touching 
on  the  legendary,  literary,  and  romantic  aspects 
of  her  subject.

There  are  some  helpful  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  various  occupations  that  are  open  to 
women  for  the  earning  of  a  livelihood  in  the 
story  of  Those  Raeburn  Girls,  by  Mrs.  A.  F. 
Raffensperger.  The  girls  are  left  dependent 
on  their  own  resources,  and  one  follows  their 
careers  with  considerable  interest.  [Lothrop,

Three  Men  in  a  Boat,  by  Jerome  K.  Jerome, 
is  the  best  antidote  for  a  fit  of  the  "  blues" 
that  has  come  under  our  observation  for  a  long 
time.  It  is  an  extremely  clever  and  amusing 
narrative  of  an  outing  on  the  Thames  River. 
The  adventures  are  described  with  great  spirit 
and  with  real  humor.  The  sketchy  text  illus- 
trations are  rather  better  in  intention  than  in 
execution.     [Holt,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

The  fourth  volume  in  the  new  and  enlarged 
edition  of  The  Collected  Writings  of  Thomas 
De  Quincey,  edited  by  Professor  David  Masson, 
is  made  up  of  biographies  and  biographical 
sketches  of  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Bentley, 
Pope,  Goldsmith,  Kant,  Herder,  Goethe  and 
Schiller.  The  frontispiece  is  an  excellent  por- 
trait of  Mrs.  F.  Bayard  Smith  (Florence  De 
Quincey).     [Macmillan.  i2mo.  $1.25.] 
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A  Russian  Honeymoon,  a  comedy  in  three 
acts,  adapted  by  Mrs.  Burton  Harrison  from 
the  French  of  Eugene  Scribe,  is  issued  in  the 
form  in  which  it  was  successfully  performed  at 
the  Madison  Square  Theatre,  in  New  York,  in 
1883.  Amateurs  are  at  Hberty  to  use  it  with- 
out asking  the  permission  of  the  author.  The 
play  is  neatly  bound  in  paper  covers  and  has 
a  pretty  frontispiece.  [The  De  Witt  Publish- 
ing House,  i2mo,  25  cents.] 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  S.  Storrs's  masterly 
address  before  the  Congregational  Club  of 
Boston,  on  The  Puritan  Spirit,  is  published 
in  handsome  book  form.  Dr.  Storrs's  analysis 
of  the  Puritan  character  is  probably  the  ablest, 
as  it  certainly  is  the  most  eloquent,  that  has 
been  made,  and  the  idea  of  giving  permanent 
form  to  the  address  was  certainly  a  happy  one. 
An  admirable  portrait  of  Dr.  Storrs  is  the 
frontispiece.

It  is  a  typical  American  career  that  is  ex- 
hibited in  Miss  Frances  E.  Willard's  Glimpses 
0/ Fifty  Years,  one  that  would  be  scarcely  pos- 
sible in  any  other  land.  The  picture  it  presents 
of  a  busy,  eventful  life,  crowded  full  of  activi- 
ties and  high  responsibilities  is  full  of  interest 
and  inspiration.  The  President  of  the  Wom- 
an's Christian  Temperance  Union  has  done 
more  for  the  cause  by  this  record  of  her  stir- 
ring, useful  life  than  could  be  accomplished  by 
any  set  argument.  [Published  by  the  W.  C.

A  new  translation  of  The  lour nal  0/  Marie 
Bashkir iseJT,  which  was  fully  reviewed  in  the 
January  Book  Buyer,  has  appeared,  the 
translation  being  by  A.  D.  Hall  and  G.  B. 
Heckel.  The  claim  for  this  edition,  which 
contains  about  twice  as  much  matter  as  its 
predecessor,  is  that  it  is  a  complete  translation 
of  the  original.  There  may  be  those  who  will 
value  it  accordingly,  but  most  readers  will,  we 
think,  consider  the  earlier  translation  quite  full 
enough  as  a  revelation  of  the  author's  morbid 
vanity  and  egotism.  A  portrait  of  Miss  Bash- 
kirtseff  is  the  frontispiece.

The  popularity  of  Old  England :  its  Scenery, 
Art  and  People,  by  James  M.  Hoppin,  Pro- 
fessor of  the  History  of  Art  in  Yale  University, 
is  attested  by  the  fact  that  the  book,  which  was 
originally  published  more  than  a  score  of  years 
ago,  has  now  reached  its  tenth  edition.

READINGS   FROM    NEW  BOOKS. 

THE  GLOBE  IN  SHAKESPEARE'S  TIME. 

If  we  went  to  the  Globe  Theatre,  we  should 
push  on  down  to  the  river,  near  to  a  point  where 
Blackfriars  Bridge  now  spans  it:  then,  a  clear 
stream  free  from  all  bridges,  save  only  London 
Bridge,  which  would  have  loomed,  with  its  pile 
of  houses,  out  of  the  water  on  our  left.  At  the 
waterside  we  should  take  the  wherry  (fare  only 
one  penny)  and  t>e  sculled  over  to  South wark, 
landing  at  an  open  place — Bankside — near  which 
was  Paris  Garden,  where  bear-baiting  was  still 
carried  on  with  high  kingly  approval  ;  and  there- 
about, on  a  spot  now  swallowed  in  a  gulf  of 
smoked  and  blackened  houses — just  about  the 
locality  where  at  a  later  day  stood  Richard 
Baxter's  Chapel,  rose  the  octagonal  walls  of  the 
Globe  Theatre,  in  which  Mr.  Shakespeare  was 
concerned  as  player  and  part  proprietor. 

There  should  be  a  flag  flying  aloft  and  people 
lounging  in,  paying  their  twopence,  their  six- 
pences, their  shillings,  or  even  their  half-crowns 
— as  they  chose  the  commoner  or  the  better 
places.  Only  the  stage  is  roofed  over  ;  perhaps 
also  a  narrow  space  all  round  the  walls  ;  from 
all  otherwheres  within,  one  could  look  up 
straight  into  the  murky  sky  of  London.  There 
is  apple-eating,  nut-cracking,  and  some  vender 
of  pamphlets  bawling  **  Buy  a  new  booke  ;'* 
such  a  one  perhaps  as  that  Home  Booke  of  Gulls 
— which  I  told  you  of,  written  by  Dekker — would 
have  been  a  favorite  for  such  venders.  Or, 
possibly  through  urgence  of  the  Court  Chamber- 
lain, King  James's  Counterblaste  to  Tobacco  may 
be  put  on  sale  there,  to  mend  manners.  .  .  . 

We  may  be  sure  that  some  fast  fellows,  the 
critics  and  (esthetes  of  those  days,  will  have  their 
place  on  the  stage,  sprawling  there  upon  the 
edge,  before  the  actors  appear  ;  criticising  play- 
ers and  audience  and  smoking  their  long  pipes  ; 
maybe  taking  a  hand  at  cards,  and  if  very 
"swell,"  tossing  the  cards  Over  to  people  in  the 
pit  when  once  their  game  is  over — a  showy  and 
arrogant  largess. 

Perhaps  Ben  Jonson  will  come  swaggering  in, 
having  taken  a  glass,  or  two,  very  likely,  or 
even  three,  in  the  tap-room  of  the  Tabard 
Tavern — the  famous  Tabard  of  Chaucer's  tales 
— which  is  within  practicable  drinking  distance  ; 
and  Will  Shakespeare,  if  indeed  there,  may  greet 
him  across  two  benches  with,  '*  Ah,  Ben,"  and 
he— tipsily  in  reply,  with,  **  Ah,  my  good  fellow,. 
Will."  Those  prim  young  men,  Beaumont  and 
Fletcher,  who  are  just  now  pluming  their  wings 
for  such  dramatic  flights  as  these  two  older  men 
have  made  may  also  be  there.  And  the  play 
will  open  with  three  little  bursts  of  warning 
music  ;  always  a  prologue  with  a  first  represen- 
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tation. — From     **  English    Lands ^    Letters    and 
Kings,'*  Vol,  //.,  by  Donald  G.  Mitchell. 

AN    EPISODE    WITH    A  "  TIN." 

We  are  very  fond  of  pine-apple,  all  three  of  us. 
He  looked  at  the  picture  on  the  tin  ;  we  thought 
of  the  juice.  We  smiled  at  one  another,  and 
Harris  got  a  spoon  ready. 

Then  we  looked  for  the  knife  to  open  the  tin 
with.  We  turned  out  everything  in  the  hamper. 
We  turned  out  the  bags.  We  pulled  up  the 
boards  at  the  bottom  of  the  boat.  We  took  every- 
thing out  on  to  the  bank,  and  shook  it.  There 
was  no  tin-opener  to  be  found. 

Then  Harris  tried  to  open  the  tin  with  a  pocket- 
knife,  and  broke  the  knife  and  cut  himself  badly  ; 
and  George  tried  a  pair  of  scissors,  and  the 
scissors  flew  up,  and  nearly  put  his  eye  out. 
While  they  were  dressing  their  wounds,  I  tried 
to  make  a  hole  in  the  thing  with  the  spiky  end 
of  the  hitcher,  and  the  hitcher  slipped  and  jerked 
me  out  between  the  boat  and  the  bank  into  two 
feet  of  muddy  water,  and  the  tin  rolled  over,  un- 
injured, and  broke  a  teacup. 

Then  we  all  got  mad.  We  took  that  tin  out 
on  the  bank,  and  Harris  went  up  into  a  field  and 
got  a  big  sharp  stone,  and  I  went  back  into  the 
boat  and  brought  out  the  mast,  and  George  held 
the  tin  and  Harris  held  the  sharp  end  of  his  stone 
against  the  top  of  it,  and  I  took  the  mast  and 
poised  it  high  in  the  air,  and  g^athered  up  all  my 
strength  and  brought  it  down. 

It  was  George's  straw  hat  that  saved  his  life 
that  day.  He  keeps  that  hat  now  (what  is  left 
of  it),  and,  of  a  winter's  evening,  when  the  pipes 
are  lit  and  the  boys  are  telling  stretchers  about 
the  dangers  they  have  passed  through,  George 
brings  it  down  and  shows  it  round,  and  the  stir- 
ring tale  is  told  anew,  with  fresh  exaggerations 
every  time.  Harris  got  off  with  merely  a  flesh 
wound. 

After  that,  I  took  the  tin  off  myself,  and  ham- 
mered at  it  with  the  mast  till  I  was  worn  out  and 
sick  at  heart,  whereupon  Harris  took  it  in  hand. 
We  beat  it  out  flat  ;  we  beat  it  back  square  ;  we 
battered  it  into  every  form  known  to  geometry — 
but  we  could  not  make  a  hole  in  it.  Then  George 
went  at  it,  and  knocked  it  into  a  shape  so  strange, 
so  weird,  so  unearthly  in  its  wild  hideousness, 
that  he  got  frightened  and  threw  away  the  mast. 
Then  we  all  three  sat  round  it  on  the  grass  and 
looked  at  it. 

There  was  one  great  dent  across  the  top  that 
had  the  appearance  of  a  mocking  grin,  and  it 
'drove  us  furious,  so  that  Harris  rushed  at  the 
thing,  and  caught  it  up,  and  flung  it  far  into  the 
middle  of  the  river,  and  as  it  sank,  we  hurled 
our  curses  at  it,  and  we  got  into  the  boat  and 
rowed  away  from  the  spot,  and  never  paused  till 
we  reached  Maidenhead. — From  *'  Three  Men  in 
a  Boat^**  by  Jerome  JC,  Jerome. 

SOME  OF   BRYANT'S   PECULIARITIES. 

Bryant  rarely  brought  or  sent  anything  from 

the  country  for  the  Evening  Post ;  but  if  he  did, 

it  was  easy  to  detect  in  the  character  of  the  fish 

that  they  had  been  caught  in  strange  waters. 


This  separation  of  his  professional  from  his 
poetical  life  must  be  taken  into  account  in  any 
effort  to  explain  the  uniform  esteem  in  which 
he  was  always  held  as  a  poet  by  his  country 
people,  while  occasionally  one  of  the  least  popu- 
lar of  journalists. 

Bryant's  oflSce  desk  Was  his  newspaper  Egeria. 
It  was  also  a  curiosity.  Except  for  a  space  im- 
mediately in  front  of  him  about  two  feet  long 
and  eighteen  inches  deep,  his  desk  was  usually 
covered  to  the  depth  of  from  twelve  to  twenty 
inches  with  opened  letters,  manuscript,  pam- 
phlets, and  books,  the  accumulation  of  years. 
During  his  absence  in  Europe  in  1859-^,  ^^s 
associate  thought  to  do  Bryant  a  good  turn  by 
getting  rid  of  this  rubbish  and  clearing  his  table 
so  that  he  should  have  room  for  at  least  one  of 
his  elbows  on  the  table.  When  he  returned  and 
saw  what  had  been  done,  it  was  manifest  from 
his  expression — he  said  nothing — that  what  had 
been  so  kindly  intended  was  regarded  as  any- 
thing  but  a  kindness. 

He  had  also  one  habit  in  common  with  Pope, 
of  always  writing  his  *'  copy"  for  the  paper  on 
the  backs  of  these  old  letters  and  rejected  mss. 
One  who  was  associated  with  him  for  many 
years  in  the  management  of  the  Evening 
Post  affirms  that  he  never  knew  Bryant  to 
write  an  article  for  its  columns  on  a  fresh  sheet 
of  paper.  He  also  used  a  quill  pen,  which  he 
was  in  the  habit  of  mending  with  a  knife  nearly 
as  old  as  himself,  and  which  might  originally 
have  cost  him  fifty  cents.  He  has  been  heard  to 
speak  of  this  knife  with  affection,  and  to  resent 
the  suggestion  that  he  should  replace  it  with  a 
better  one.  Every  year  had  added  a  value  to  it 
which  no  new  knife  could  possibly  have  in  his 
eyes.  The  same  attachment  to  old  servants 
made  him  hold  on  to  a  blue  cotton  vmbrella 
which  had  very  little  to  comnjend  it  either  in 
fair  weather  or  foul  but  its  age.  The  ladies  of 
his  household  at  last,  and  when  he  was  about 
setting  out  for  Mexico,  conspired  against  the 
umbrella,  hid  it  away,  and  in  its  place  packed  a 
nice  new  silk  one.  He  discovered  the  fraud  that 
had  been  practised  upon  him,  turned  his  back 
upon  the  parvenu,  and  insisted  upon  the  resto- 
ration of  his  old  and  injured  friend  to  its  accus- 
tomed post  of  honor  by  his  side.  To  him  age 
made  everything  sacred  but  abuses.  He  petted 
the  old  brutes  of  his  barnyard  and  stables,  and 
held  to  his  old  friends  with  hooks  of  steel,  clos- 
ing his  eyes  resolutely  to  everything  about  them 
which  he  could  not  admire. — From  "  William 
Cullen  Bryant,**  by  John  Bigelow,  in  American 
Men  of  Letters  Set  ies. 

SWIFT  AND    STELLA. 

There  has  hardly  ever  been  in  the  world,  or 
out  of  it,  in  the  illimitable  kingdoms  of  fancy,  a 
more  famous  pair  of  lovers  than  these  two. 
Leila  and  Majnun,  Romeo  and  Juliet,  Petrarch 
and  Laura — repeat  what  names  we  may  of 
famous  lovers  that  the  fancies  of  poets  have  ever 
adored  by  the  Tigris,  or  the  Avon,  or  in  the 
shadows  of  Vaucluse,  the  names  of  Swift  and 
Stella  are  found  to  appeal  no  less  keenly  to  heart 
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and  brain,  to  the  imagination  and  to  pity. 
Happy  they  were  not,  and  could  not  be.  When 
we  read  of  Swift  and  Stella  the  mind  naturally 
turns  to  that  luckless  pair  of  lovers  whom  Dante 
saw  in  the  third  circle  of  hell,  blown  about  for- 
ever on  the  rocking  wind,  and  finding  comfort 
through  thejapse  of  eternal  twilight  in  the  com- 
panionship of  their  common  doom.  They,  too — 
Swift  and  Stella — seem  driven  by  the  pitiless 
wind  of  fate  ;  they  have  fallen  upon  evil  days  ; 
they  are  greatly  gifted,  noble,  greatly  unhappy  ; 
they  are  sustained  by  their  strange,  exquisite 
friendship,  by  the  community  of  genius,  by  a 
tender  affection  which  was  out  of  tune  with  the 
time  and  with  their  troubled  lives.  So  long  as 
Stella  lived  Swift  was  never  alone.  When  she 
died  he  was  alone  till  the  end.  There  is  nothing 
in  literature  more  profoundly  melancholy  than 
Swift's  own  eloquent  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
his  dead  wife,  written  in  a  room  to  which  he  has 
removed  so  that  he  may  not  see  the  light  burn- 
ing in  the  church  windows,  where  her  last  rites 
are  being  prepared. 

There  is  no  greater  and  no  sadder  life  in  all 
the  history  of  the  last  century.  The  man  him- 
self was  described  in  the  very  hours  when  he  was 
most  famous,  most  courted,  most  flattered,  as 
the  most  unhappy  man  on  earth.  Indeed,  he 
seems  to  have  been  most  wretched  ;  he  certainly 
darkened  the  lives  of  the  two  or  three  women 
who  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  love  him.  But 
we  may  forget  the  sadness  of  the  personal  life  in 
the  greatness  of  the  public  career.  Swift  was 
the  ardent  champion  of  every  cause  that  touched 
him  ;  the  good  friend  of  Ireland  :  he  was  always 
torn  with  "  fierce  indignation'*  against  oppression 
and  injustice.  Thackeray,  whose  reading  of  the 
character  of  Swift  is  far  too  generally  accepted, 
finds  fault  with  the  phrase,  and  blames  some- 
what bitterly  the  man  who  uses  it,  "  as  if,"  he 
says,  "the  wretch  who  lay  under  that  stone 
waiting  God's  judgment  had  a  right  to  be 
angry."  But  it  was  natural  that  Swift,  scanning 
life  from  his  own  point  of  view,  should  feel  a 
fierce  indignation  against  wrong-doing,  injus- 
tice, dishdnesty.  He  was  an  erring  man,  but  he 
had  the  right  to  be  angry  with  crimes  of  which 
he  could  never  be  guilty.  His  ways  were  not 
always  our  ways,  nor  his  thoughts  our  thoughts  ; 
but  he  walked  his  way,  such  as  it  was,  cour- 
ageously, and  the  temper  of  his  thoughts  was  not 
unheroic. — From  fustin  McCarthys  *^  History  oj

THE  BONAPARTES   IN  THE  SOCIETY  OF  1800. 

The  official  world  set  the  fashion  of  festivity, 
and  the  winter  was  tolerably  gay.  Especially 
successful  were  the  balls  of  Lucien  Bonaparte, 
who  occupied  the  sumptuous  Brissae  mansion, 
as  Ministry  of  the  Interior.  He  was  then  in 
love  with  the  fashionable  beauty,  Madame  R6- 
camier,  the  most  charming  woman  in  Paris. 
Since  her  first  name  was  Juliette,  he  expressed 
his  devotion  under  the  pseudonym  of  Romeo  : 
*'  Romeo  writes  to  you,  Juliette  ;  if  you  should 
refuse  to  read   him,  you   would  be   more   cruel 


than  our  relatives,  who  have  just  become  recon- 
ciled. .  .  .  O  Juliette  !  life  without  love  is 
only  a  long  sleep.  The  loveliest  of  women 
ought  to  be  tender-hearted.  Happy  the  man 
who  shall  become  the  friend  of  your  heart !"  It 
seems  that  Madame  R^camier  did  not  let  herself 
be  moved  by  Lucien,  although  she  was  much 
flattered  by  his  attentions.  Her  husband,  more- 
over, advised  her  to  be  gentle  with  the  brother 
of  the  First  Consul.  So  Madame  R^camier  was 
one  of  the  principal  ornaments  of  the  balls  given 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  The  author  of 
the  delightful  book,  "  Recollections  of  Madame 
R6camier,"  tells  us  that  she  produced  a  very 
great  effect  at  a  dinner,  followed  by  a  concert, 
which  Lucien  gave  to  his  brother,  General  Bona- 
parte. "  She  was  dressed  in  white  satin,  and 
wore  a  necklace  and  bracelets  of  pearls,  as  if  she 
took  a  certain  satisfaction  in  covering  herself 
with  things  conspicuous  for  their  whiteness,  in 
order  to  efface  them  by  the  beauty  of  her  com- 
plexion." Fouchi,  the  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, afterward  the  Duke  of  Otranto,  came  be- 
hind the  chair  in  which  she  sat,  and  said  to  her 
in  a  low  tone,  "  The  First  Consul  finds  you 
charming." 

At  that  moment  Napoleon  was  holding  the 
hand  of  one  of  Lucien's  daughters,  a  little  girl 
of  not  more  than  four,  and  in  talking  he  thought 
no  more  about  the  child,  who  grew  tired  of  her 
captivity  and  began  to  cry.  "Oh!  you  poor 
little  thing,"  said  the  First  Consul,  with  genu- 
ine pity ;  "  I  had  forgotten  you."  Lucien  had 
gone  up  to  Madame  Rfecamier,  and  Napoleon, 
who  knew  all  about  his  brother's  devotion,  said 
quite  loud,  "  I  should  like  to  go  to  Clichy  my- 
self." (Clichy  was  where  Madame  R6camier 
lived.)  Dinner  was  announced,  and  Napoleon 
went  in  first  without  offering  his  arm  to  any  one 
of  the  ladies.  He  placed  his  mother  on  his 
right,  and  the  place  on  his  left  remained  empty, 
no  one  daring  to  take  it.  Then  he  turned  tow- 
ard the  guests  who  were  still  standing,  and 
said  suddenly  to  Garat,  the  singer,  '*  Well, 
Garat,  sit  down  here."  At  the  same  moment 
Cambac6r^s  took  the  place  next  to  Madame  R^- 
camier,  and  Napoleon  called  out,  "  Ah,  citizen 
Consul,  next  to  the  handsomest  woman !" 
After  dinner  he  asked  Madame  R^camier, 
"  Why  didn't  you  sit  next  to  me  ?"  **  I  should 
not  have  dared,"  she  replied.  He  answered, 
"  It  was  your  place." — From  "  The  Wife  of  the 
First  Consul y^^  translated  from  the  French  of  Im- 
bert  de  Saint- Amand.

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MARK    TWAIN. 


I  ARK  TWAIN  is  Mr.  Samuel 
Langhorne  Clemens,  of  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  at  present  the 
most  widely-known  citizen  of 
that  place ;  and,  indeed,  there 
is  no  one  in  the  United  States 
who  has  a  more  extended  reputation.  Mrs. 
Stowe,  now  his  next-door  neighbor,  was  prob- 
ably as  generally  known  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  as  he  is  to-day,  but  the  events  that  she  was 
a  part  of  belong  to  the  past,  and  are  but  history 
to  a  large  fraction  of  the  people  of  the  present 
time,  while  Mark  Twain  is  just  in  his  prime. 

Few  men,  if  any  one,  ever  entered  literature 
more  unexpectedly  or  with  less  preparation 
than  Mark  Twain.  At  twelve  he  was  out  of 
school,  and  at  twice  that  age  he  had  never 
written  anything  and  did  not  expect  to.  Ex- 
perience had  to  stand  him  at  first  instead  of 
education,  and  a  shrewd  knowledge  of  human 
nature  in  place  of  books.  /  But  his  first  success- 


es aroused  him  to  a  sense  of  his  own  needs  as 
well  as  his  opportunity,  and  for  many  years 
schools  and  colleges  have  seen  no  more  per- 
sistent student  than  Mark  Twain  has  been  in 
his  own  library.  His  especial  study  has  been 
the  English  language,  literature  and  history^ 
but  he  has  mastered  French  and  German  (in 
spite  of  his  exposition  of  the  difficulties  of  that 
impossible  tongue),  and  has  fairly  earned  the 
position  of  a  cultivated  man  of  letters  toward 
which  chance  or  an  accident  gave  him  his  first 
impulse/ 

He  was  bom  in  Florida,  Monroe  Co.> 
Mo.,  on  November  30th,  1835,  and  so  is  past 
fifty-four  years  of  age.  At  twelve  he  lost  his 
father.  After  that  he  was  an  apprentice  in  a 
printing-office  for  three  years,  and  then  he 
"  moved  on."  From  seventeen  to  twenty-four 
he  was  a  Mississippi  River  pilot,  having  learned 
its  1375  miles  between  St.  Louis  and  New  Or- 
leans.    In  this  work    he    heard    the  call  of 
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**  mark  twain/'  which  he  subsequently  chose 
as  his  tiom-de-plume.  At  twenty-four  he  went 
to  Nevada  to  act  as  private  secretary  for  his 
brother,  who  had  been  appointed  Territorial 
Secretary.  This  place  he  soon  abandoned  to 
go  into  mining,  and  in  that  he  struck  nothing. 
So  there  he  was  at  twenty-seven,  no  longer 
printer,  or  pilot,  or  clerk,  or  miner.  Then 
came  his  chance.  In  1862  he  became  local 
editor  of  the  Virginia  City  Enterprise^  to 
which  he  contributed  as  "  Mark  Twain."  In 
two  years  he  was  called  to  a  San  Francisco 
paper  and  went,  and  his  work  there  was  fre- 
quently copied.  In  1866  he  went  to  the  Sand- 
wich Islands  to  write  up  the  sugar  industry, 
and  on  returning  he  took  to  the  lecture  plat- 
form, and  his  reputation  began  to  widen.  He 
went  to  New  York  in  1867,  and  his  "Celebrated 
Jumping  Frog  of  Calaveras"  was  published 
there,  and  was  immediately  popular,  as  it 
must  be  wherever  read.  That  same  year  he 
sailed  on  the  Quaker  City  expedition  to  the 
Orient,  and  out  of  that  trip  came  the  "  Inno- 
cents Abroad,"  which  carried  the  reading  pub- 
lic by  storm,  and  made  its  author  famous  at 
once.  He  wrote  it  in  California  after  his  re- 
turn from  the  voyage.  Its  descriptive  powers 
are  very  large,  butj^he  author,  while  he  did  de- 
scribe well,  mingled  with  his  observations  a 
free-and-easy  American,  half  irreverent,  com- 
mon sense  and  disregard  of  tradition'and  sham 
sentiment  that  were  not  only  irresistibly  funny, 
but  of  real  value  in  affecting  thought.  Take, 
for  instance,  his  allusion  to  the  story  of 
Petrarch  and  Laura.  "  Who  says  a  word,"  he 
asks,  *'  in  behalf  of  poor  Mr.  Laura  (I  do  not 
know  his  other  name)  ?  Who  glorifies  him  ? 
Who  bedews  him  with  tears?  Who  writes 
poetry  about  him?  Nobody.  How  do  you 
suppose  he  liked  the  state  of  things  that  has 
given  the  world  so  much  pleasure  ?"  And  this 
startling  but  refreshing  line  of  inquiry  has 
since  been  applied  to  a  number  of  other  similar 
episodes  that  had  been  previously  wrapped 
all  in  poetry  and  sentiment.  The  "  Innocents 
Abroad"  was  unique  in  its  audacity  and  fun, 
which,  by  the  cjever  method  of  the  author,  did 
not  interfere  with  a  really  informing  and  enter- 
taining story  of  travel,  and  the  book  has  never 
lost  its  hold  on  the  public.M  Since  then  have 


come  "Roughing  It"  (1871)  ;  "The  Gilded 
Age,"  written  by  Mark  Twain  and  Mr.  Warner, 
in  which  figures  the  immortal  American  opti- 
mist. Colonel  Sellers  (1873);  "Tom  Sawyer** 
(1876);  "Sketches"  (1877);  "A  Tramp 
Abroad"  (1880) ;  "  Prince  and  Pauper"  (1881); 
"The  Stolen  White  Elephant"  (1883)  ;  "  Life 
on  the  Mississippi"  (1883);  "Adventures  of 
Huckleberry  Finn "  (1885);  "A  Library  of 
Humor"  (1888)  ;  and  "  A  Connecticut  Yankee 
in  King  Arthur's  Court "  (1889). 

The  sale  of  his  books  in  the  United  States 
long  ago  crossed  500,000,  and  they  have  sold 
very  extensively  not  only  wherever  English  is 
read,  from  England  to  Australia,  but  in  half  a 
dozen  other  languages  which  they  have  been 
translated  into. 

In  1 87 1  Mr.  Clemens  made  his  home  in  Hart- 
ford, attracted  there  probably  by  the  fact  that 
his  books  were  then  published  by  a  Hartford 
house.  The  city  has  been  his  home  ever 
since,  though  he  spends  his  summers  at  El- 
mira,  N.  Y.  He  built  a  house  in  Hartford  in  the 
western  part  of  the  city,  close  by  those  of  Mrs. 
Stowe  and  Mr.'  Warner,  in  what  was  called 
Nook  Farm.  This  house  is  of  brick,  but,  in- 
stead of  following  conventional  brick-laying, 
the  novel  notion  was  introduced  of  laying 
them  at  various  angles,  putting  in  bricks  of  dif- 
ferent colors,  and  otherwise  showing  what  could 
be  done  with  that  material  that  had  not  been 
before  attempted.  The  effort  not  only  suc- 
ceeded, but  started  a  new  movement  in  domes- 
tic architecture  in  the  city.  The  house  within 
is  all  that  wealth  and  taste  can  make  it,  and  its 
hospitable  door  is  always  opening  to  friends. 
To  catalogue  its  "  distinguished  guests  "  is  im- 
possible. They  range  from  the  all-conquering 
Henry  M.  Stanley  to  the  gentle  but  equally 
captivating  Elsie  Leslie,  and  to  be  entertained 
there  is  to  see  Hartford  under  peculiarly  favor- 
able auspices. 

At  home  Mr.  Clemens  is  at  least  as  enter- 
taining as  Mark  Twain  is  in  his  books.  To  be 
with  him  at  the  billiard-table  or  the  dinner- 
table  is  to  realize  the  irrepressible  and  sponta- 
neous wit  of  the  man,  which  flows  because  it 
must,  and  also  to  realize  the  range  of  his  think- 
ing and  the  independence  of  his  thought. 
Signs  of  his  studies  in  English  history  are  seen 
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in  his  "  Prince  and  Pauper"  and  the  new  book 
of  the  "  Connecticut  Yankee  in  King  Arthur's 
Court."  He  is  a  great  admirer  of  Browning, 
and  has  for  some  time  had  a  class  to  which  he 
g^ves  readings  from  this  author.  His  most 
continuous  literary  work  is  performed  in  the 
summer  at  Elmira,  and  the  winter  in  Hartford 
is  largely  given  over  to  social  entertainment,  in 
which  he  takes  a  leading  part,  in  the  city.  He 
is  an  expert  billiard-player,  and  one  night  in 
the  week  is  regularly  given  to  the  game  with  a 
few  chosen  friends  in  his  own  billiard-room. 
He  can  make  more  points  and  smoke  more  ci- 
gars than  any  one  who  tries  to  compete  with 
him.  His  average  daily  allowance  of  tobacco 
is  twenty  cigars.  He  smokes  with  the  same 
diligence  that  he  gives  to  whatever  he  under- 
takes. He  is  thoroughly  democratic  in  his 
ways.  He  will  entertain  the  most  distinguished 
guests  with  ease  and  elegance  and  to  their 
great  delight,  and  next  day  he  may  be  riding 
on  the  seat  of  the  grocer's  cart,  the  driver 
equally  entertained  and  at  ease  in  his  genial 
presence. 

His  mind  is  naturally  inventive,  as  the  ingenu- 
ity of  some  of  his  literary  constructions  plainly 
indicates.  He  has  invented  a  number  of  me- 
chanical contrivances,  including  suspenders,  a 
note-book  that  always  opens  at  the  right  place* 
and  his  famous  scrap-book,  and  he  is  always 
at  work  upon  some  new  idea  in  the  line  of 
convenience  or  improvement.  He  has  a  de- 
cided inclination  toward  business,  and  is  the 
chief  partner  in  the  New  York  publishing 
house  of  Charles  L.  Webster  &  Co. 

Mr.  Clemens's  companionable  disposition 
and  easy  manner  have  made  for  him  a  multi- 
tude of  friends,  and  he  is  not  only  the  most 
famous  but  one  of  the  most  pof>ular  citizens 
of  the  place.  There  has  often  been  talk  of 
forgetting  party  and  running  him  as  a  people's 
candidate  for  mayor  of  the  city.  Wherever  he 
is  to  appear  there  is  sure  to  be  as  large  an  au- 
dience as  the  place  can  accommodate. 

He  has  an  active  imagination  and  large  in- 
ventive faculties,  but  however  ample  his  gifts  of 
that  sort,  it  is  safe  to  say  that- the  disappointed 
and  unsuccessful  printer,  pilot,  and  miner,  S.  L. 
Clemens,  of  twenty-four  years  of  age,  could 
never    have  imagined  that  by  the  time  he 


was  fifty  he  would  have  acquired  by  his  own,, 
then  latent,  talents,  the  influence,  position,  and 
fame  that  to-day  belong  to  Mark  Twain.  No 
one  now  disputes  his  title  to  what  he  has 
achieved,  but  his  success  is  one  of  the  ro- 
mances of  American  life  and  letters.

The  new  volume  in  the  Story  of  the  Nations 
Series  to  be  issued  immediately  by  the  Putnams 
is  "  The  Story  of  the  Jews  under  Rome,"  by  the 
Rev.  Douglass  Morrison. 

The  Harpers  will  publish  this  month  a  new 
edition  of  James  M.  Ludlow's  historical  romance^ 
"The  Captain  of  the  Janizaries"  and  T.  A. 
Janvier's  Mexican  story,  which  has  appeared  in 
Harper's  Weekly,  '*  The  Aztec  Treasure  House." 
The  latter  book  will  be  illustrated. 

Jean  Ingelow  will  answer  no  more  requests 
for  autographs.  She  has  sent  to  her  American 
publishers,  Messrs.  Roberts  Bros.,  of  Boston, 
a  number  of  manuscripts  of  her  poems,  which 
are  ofifered  for  sale  at  $2.00  each.

vines of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  representing 
the  progressive  wing  of  the  revisionists  :  Llew- 
ellyn J.  Evans,  Marvin  R.  Vincent,  Samuel  M. 
Hamilton,  Erskine  N.  White,  Charles  H.  Park- 
hurst,  Charles  L.  Thompson,  and  Charles  A. 

These  papers  will  point  the  way  that 
the  revision  movement  will  be  likely  to  take,  and 
therefore  will  enlist  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
all  denominations,  because  the  discussion  re- 
lates to  the  great  theological  questions  of  the 
times. 
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LITERARY  TOPICS  IN    BOSTON. 

Boston,  April  15,  1890. 
|HAVE  more  than  once,  in 
sundry  places  and  at  divers 
times,  expressed  a  feeling  that 
the  Browning  societies  were, 
for  the  most  part,  nonsense,  and 
not  infrequently  humbug  as 
well.  That  there  is  too  much  ground  for  this 
position  I  am  still  forced  to  believe,  and  I 
could  tell  more  than  one  anecdote  of  the  truth 
of  which  I  am  assured  which  would  illustrate 
it ;  but  instead  I  wish  to  tell  an  incident  which 
was  told  me  the  other  day  by  a  lady  who  lives 
outside  of  Boston.  Her  husband  is  a  profes- 
sional man  in  a  pleasant  little  village,  and 
both  are  not  only  of  literary  tastes  but  of 
proved  literary  ability.  They  wished  to  do 
something  for  the  intellectual  development  of 
their  fellow-villagers,  and  took  advantage  of 
the  fashion  for  Browning  clubs  to  get  one 
started  in  the  town. 

With  genuine  literary  generosity  they  made 
the  invitation  to  this  general,  and,  somewhat 
to  the  surprise  of  those  who  were  present,  a 
couple  of  mill  hands,  young  men  of  no  especial 
education  but  of  good  intelligence,  came  to 
the  first  meeting.  It  may  have  been  with  the 
idea  that  these  men  would  feel  more  at  home 
if  they  were  at  once  given  an  active  part,  but, 
from  whatever  reason,  to  each  of  them  was  as- 
signed a  poem  which  he  was  to  read  aloud  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  club. 

The  event  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  act. 
The  two  workmen  went  at  the  study  of  the 
poems  in  good  earnest.  They  said  after- 
ward that  at  first  they  could  not  make  much 
out  of  them,  but  that  in  the  end  they  took  off 
-coat  and  waistcoat,  and  for  half  the  night  not 
once  but  several  times  they  studied  the  lines, 
so  that  when  it  came  to  the  reading  their  ren- 
dering was  delightfully  intelligent.  They  had 
■entered  the  door  to  a  new  intellectual  life. 

The  thought  of  those  two  honest  fellows 
sitting  by  the  midnight  light— in  which  prob- 
ably burned  the  most  prosaic  of  kerosene  oil ! 
—working  in  their  shirt-sleeves  with  patience 
and  energy  seems  to  me  most  pathetic,  and 
eminently  characteristic  of  what  is  best  in  the 


progress  of  the  age.  Were  it  not  for  the  lack 
of  space  and  the  fear  of  the  editor's  blue  pen- 
cil, one  might  easily  preach  quite  a  sermon 
upon  the  text. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  there  is  much  that  is 
new  in  the  literary  world  here  at  present  The 
brethren  of  the  pen  have  not  been  able  to  es- 
cape the  influence  of  the  popular  wave  which 
has  so  strongly  been  setting  toward  music  and 
painting.  With  opera  and  oratorio,  piano  and 
chamber  music  upon  all  manner  of  cunning  in- 
struments, it  has  been  difficult  to  stay  at  home 
and  pay  attention  to  one's  books ;  while  there 
has  also  been  the  attraction  of  numerous  pic- 
ture exhibitions  to  increase  the  difficulty  of 
giving  one's  mind  to  literature. 

Almost  the  only  new  book  immediately 
promised  by  any  of  the  Boston  writers  who  are 
at  all  well  known  is  the  collection  of  short 
stories  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Sullivan.  It  is  to  be 
brought  out  shortly,  and  is  to  be  called  "  Day 
and  Night  Stories."  The  motto  which  Mr. 
Sullivan  has  chosen  for  his  title-page  is  Hora- 
tio's exclamation,  with  Hamlet's  reply  : 

"  O  day  and  night,  but  this  is  wondrous  strange  !" 
**  And  therefore  as  a  stranger  give  it  welcome  ;" 

and  it  accords  well  with  the  weird  wonder 
stories  which  are  included  in  the  volume,  and 
which  made  so  deep  an  impression  when  they 
appeared  in  Scrtbner*s  Magazine, 

It  is  a  pity  that  somebody  would  not  invent 
a  dream-recorder  for  the  benefit  of  us  poor 
mortals  who  on  awaking  leave  behind  the 
multitudinous  and  doubtless  transcendently 
fine  compositions  of  our  sleep.  An  author 
who  is  a  clergyman  told  me  the  other  day  that 
a  certain  story  which  he  read  to  the  children 
of  his  parish  on  Easter  Sunday,  and  which 
must  have  given  them  deep  delight  if  it  was  as 
good  as  the  stories  of  his  pen  which  have  been 
published,  was  composed  in  a  dream  some 
weeks  earlier.  On  awaking  he  wrote  it  down 
almost  as  it  was  finally  used. 

Most  people  who  had  had  the  good  fortune  to 
invent  such  a  story  in  their  dreams  would  still 
be  as  far  as  possible  from  any  especial  chance 
of  remembering  it  on  awakening ;  and  what  is 
needed  is  a  contrivance  by  means  of  which  the 
thoughts  of  the  sleeper  shall  be  set  down  in 
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a  form  that  can  be  afterward  translated.  The 
thing  may  seem  possible  only  in  those  regions 
of  science  to  which  Jules  Verne  keeps  the  key, 
but  who  knows  to  what  we  shall  yet  come  in 
this  direction  ? 

I  was  told  not  long  since  a  thing  which  is 
apropos,  but  for  which  I  cannot  vouch.  The 
occasion  of  its  being  told  was  the  remark 
that  a  certain  person  did  not  sleep  soundly, 
but  talked  incessantly  through  the  night  with- 
out being  conscious  of  it,  and  in  the  morning 
was  completely  exhausted.  It  was  said  that  a 
similar  case  had  come  within  the  notice  of  a 
physician  who  had  certain  literary  leanings, 
and  that  he  set  a  stenographer  to  take  down 
the  words  of  the  sleeper.  The  result  was  that 
he  found  the  patient  to  be  an  entirely  different 
person  in  his  dreams,  and  from  the  talk  which 
he  thus  poured  forth  the  physician  has  been 
able  to  shape  an  exciting  romance,  which  he 
means  to  have  published. 

The  tale  is  not  one  which  commends  itself 
as  wholly  probable,  and  the  way  in  which  it 
came  was  so  roundabout  that  it  would  not  be 
wise  for  one  to  build  upon  it  too  firmly ;  yet  it 
is  a  curious  bit  of  a  side-light  upon  the  fiction 
of  the  day,  and  the  strange  ideas  which  are 
more  or  less  closely  connected  with  it. 

The  work  of  the  Folk-Lorc  Society  is  begin- 
ning at  length  to  attract  some  of  the  attention 
which  it  deserves,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
it  will  come  ultimately  to  be  recognized  as  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  fruitful  of  our  an- 
tiquarian societies.  There  is,  of  course,  a 
large  portion  of  our  folk-lore  which  is  merely 
the  more  or  less  clear  echo  of  European  notes, 
but  there  is  also  a  goodly  quantity  which 
is  original,  both  Indian  and  other.  All  is  in 
one  way  or  another  of  value,  and  it  is  pleasant 
to  find  that  people  are  awakening  to  this  fact. 
The  publication  of  the  society  is  constantly 
becoming  more  rich  in  its  material,  and  is  ex- 
tending its  field.    ■  Arlo  Bates,

IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

A  fiendish  delight,  I  am  convinced,  would 
have  filled  the  souls  of  some  of  the  competitors 
for  the  Literary  Prizes,  if  they  could  have  entered 
the  editor's  library  late  on  the  evening  of  March 
20th,  or,  rather,  early  in  the  morning  of  the 
2ist.  They  would  have  found  him  on  the  verge 
of  lunacy,  and  might  have  felt  it  to  be  no  more 
than  poetic  justice  that  the  one  who  was  respon- 
sible for  the  thirty  questions  which  were  printed 
in  the  January  and  February  numbers  of  The 
Book  Buyer  should  have  come  to  such  an  end, 
surrounded  by  the  results  of  his  fell  design 
against  the  peace  of  mind  of  his  fellowmen  in 
the  shape  of  hundreds  of  sets  of  answers  to  the 

questions.

For  the  first  few  hours  the  task  of  reading 
these  lists,  and  checking  off  the  correct  answers, 
was  not  unpleasant.  The  ingenuity  of  some  of 
the  guesses  aroused  admiration,  and  here  and 
there  a  touch  of  unconscious  humor  appeared. 
But  with  the  midnight  hour  came  a  species  of 
mental  confusion  which  played  some  fantastic 
tricks  with  the  most  plainly  written  answers. 
The  pile  of  neatly  written  manuscripts  on  my 
table  had  not  diminished  appreciably  ;  and  yet 
I  had  reached  a  state  of  mind  in  which  I  would 
have  taken  oath  to  the  truth  of  the  statement 
that  Govert  Lockerman  wrote  the  preface  to 
the  first  edition  of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin*'  and 
that  Kate  Joyce  was  Robinson  Crusoe's  second 
wife.  The  mood  was  such  that  the  facetious 
comment  of  one  despairing  competitor,  that 
David  Gamut  must  be  the  lover  of  the  girl 
whose  *'  heart  was  like  a  throbbing  star,"  seemed 
a  perfectly  natural  and  rational  answer.

The  case  was  rapidly  becoming  one  that  the 
most  distinguished  alienists  would  have  hailed 
with  undisguised  glee  when  a  correct  answer 
was  found  to  the  first  question.  The  unexpected- 
ness of  this  discovery,  a  glance  at  the  lists  hav- 
ing shown  that  this  was  the  most  diflScult  ques- 
tion of  the  entire  thirty  to  answer,  restored  the 
mental  balance  of  the  editor.  So  many  in- 
quiries have  been  received  regarding  this  ques- 
tion that  I  give  Mrs.  Dowling's  answer  to  it 
entire  : 

A  short  time  since  Harold  Frederic  asserted  in 
the  New  York  Times  that  to  Henry  Vizetelly  be- 
longs the  honor  of  having  introduced  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  to  the  British  public.     A  letter  to 
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the  veteran  publisher  elicited  the  following  re- 
ply :

In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  Mr.  Frederick  Green- 
wood, original  founder  of  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette 
and  of  the  St.  Jameses  Gazette^  wrote  the  preface 
to  the  first  edition  of  **  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin'* 
published  by  Mr.  Henry  Vizetelly  in  [April  ?]

The  circumstances  attending  the  publication 
of  the  first  edition  of  "  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  in 
England  were  narrated  by  Henry  Vizetelly  in 
two  letters  dated  August  6th  and  September 
i8th,  1889,  and  published  in  the  Literary  World 
of  London.  The  first  of  these  is  by  far  the  more 
important  ;  and  the  lack  of  accurate  information 
on  this  interesting  point  in  regard  to  one  of  the 
most  famous  books  that  was  ever  written  ap- 
pears to  be  so  general  that  we  reprint  in  another 
column  of  The  Book  Buyer  the  portions  of  Mr. 
Vizetelly's  first  letter  bearing  directly  on  the 
question  at  issue.  The  only  additional  fact  of 
significance  in  his  second  letter  is  his  "very 
positive"  assertion  that  the  copy  of  **  Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  received  by  Mr.  Bog^e  was 
handed  to  him  [Mr.  Vizetelly]  the  same  day  that 
it  arrived  from  the  United  States.  Several  com- 
petitors stated  correctly  that  the  preface  to  the 
first  English  edition  of  the  book  was  signed 
*'G.,"  and  was  published  by  Vizetelly,  but  the 
identity  of  the  writer  of  the  preface  was  dis- 
covered by  only  one  person. 

«     *

Another  question,  the  one  asking  in  what 
book  the  exploits  of  Govert  Lockerman  were 
described,  has  given  rise  to  several  inquiries  be- 
cause of  the  discovery  by  a  number  of  competi- 
tors that  their  editions  of  Irving's  **  Knicker- 
bocker History  of  New  York"  do  not  contain  the 
character.  If  this  fact  had  been  known,  the 
question  would  not  have  been  asked.  The  ref- 
erence is  found  in  the  Hudson  Edition  (G.  P. 
Putnam's  Sons)  of  Irving's  works,  and  the  suppo- 
sition, of  course,  was,  that  the  character  and  the 
incidents  in  which  the  doughty  Dutch  skipper 
took  part  were  in  all  the  authorized  editions.

One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  the 
Prize  Competition  has  been  the  large  number 
of  letters  that  have  been  received  expressing  the 
pleasure  and  interest  which  attended  the  search 


for  the  answers.  Our  modesty  is  not  proof 
against  the  temptation  to  quote  the  words  of  one 
correspondent,  who  writes  :  "  The  appositeness 
of  your  queries  and  your  whole  dealing  with  the 
matter  call  only  for  praise.  As  a  contestant  I 
may  be  allowed  to  say,  perhaps,  as  a  literary 
friend  who  did  not  compete  writes  me,  *  After 
seeing  the  April  Book  Buyer,  one  really  feels 
disgusted  not  to  have  known  a  few  more 
answers.'  "  This  was  from  Long  Island.  A 
different  tone  characterized  the  letter  of  a  dis- 
heartened Connecticut  competitor,  who,  in  send- 
ing his  answers,  wrote :  **  I  have  tried  to  live 
up  to  the  injunction  of  the  Apostle,  to  *  live 
peaceably  with  all  men,*  but  I  am  afraid  if  I 
should  happen  to  meet  the  man  who  arranged 
these  questions  I  should  be  tempted  to  work  off 
some  of  my  present  feelings  on  his  person." 


The  note  of  somewhat  ironical  sympathy 
is  discernible  in  the  letter  of  a  Massachusetts 
woman,  who  writes  : 

Didn't  you  plume  yourself  somewhat  on  No. 
20?  I  do  believe  that  after  I  had  examined  all 
the  books  in  the  world  except  Grant's  **  Me- 
moirs," I  should  have  begun  all  overa^ain,  leav- 
ing that  book  lying  unopened.  And  No.  3  : — you 
say  they  are  all  standard  or  popular  books. 
[*'  Standard  or  popular  American  or  English 
authors,  or  their  works,"  was  the  phrase. — Ed.] 
Under  which  head  do  you  place  **  The  Shaving  of 
Shagpat"  ?  Heaven  save  the  mark.  But  I  will 
say  no  more  ;  the  prize-winners,  at  least,  are 
bound  to  stand  by  you  in  this  crisis  of  your 
fate,  and  prizes  or  no  prizes,  it  was  great  fun. 
The  questions  were  so  hard  to  find  and  so  simple 
when  found  that  you  kept  us  all  in  a  state  of 
mind  bordering  on  distraction  for  two  months. 

I  made  one  discovery  at  a  very  early  stage  of 
the  game,  to  wit,  that  there  were  fifteen  English 
and  fifteen  American  authors,  and  that  questions 
were  generally  taken  from  books  you  had  lately 
reviewed  in  The  Book  Buyer,  or  from  the  lists 
in  *The  best  hundred  books.'  If. I  could  once 
have  invaded  your  sanctum,  I  would  have  sent 
you  thirty  perfect  answers. 


The  last  sentence  of  the  foregoing  reminds  me 
of  an  incident  that  occurred  soon  after  the  first 
fifteen  questions  were  published.  I  received  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Literary  Querist  of  The 
Book  Buyer  asking  in  what  novel  Miss  Caro- 
lina Wilhelmina  Amelia  Skeggs  figured  as  a 
character.  This  attempt  to  extort  from  the  ed- 
itor of  that  department  an  answer  to  one  of  the 
prize  questions  surpassed  in  its  unblushing  au- 
dacity and  grim  humor  anything  in  A.  Ward  or 
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Mark  Twain.  The  author  of  it  must  be  a  wit. 
At  all  events  his  proposition  diffused  an  air  of 
hilarity  throughout  the  editorial  sanctum  that 
was  not  dispelled  for  several  days. 


"  UNCLE  TOM'S  CABIN." 

[Frem  a  Utter  to  the  editor  0/  ike  London  Literary 
WorId:\ 

Sir:  I  do  not  see  that  any  particular  honor 
or  merit  is  due  to  the  person  who  first  introduc- 
ed **  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  to  the  English  public  ; 
still,  it  may  be  as  well  to  correct  the  misstate- 
ments contained  in  the  letter  you  have  publish- 
ed signed  Charles  M.  Clarke,  who,  if  born  at 
the  time  the  incidents  occurred,  oif  which  he 
speaks  so  positively  from  his  own  personal 
knowledge,  could  only  have  been  a  baby  in  long 
clothes. 

The  true  circumstances  connected  with  the  is- 
sue of  the  English  reprint  of  the  book  in  ques- 
tion are  these :  In  the  first  place  no  advanced 
copy  of  the  work  was  submitted  to  any  London 
publisher,  but  Mr.  D.  Bogue  received  an  ordi- 
nary copy  of  "  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  from  a  young 
man  in  Putnam's  New  York  house,  accompanied 
by  a  letter  suting  that  the  book  was  selling  rap- 
idly in  the  States,  and  suggesting  that  Mr. 
Bogue  should  reprint  it  and  send  him  a  trifle  for 
his  trouble.  Mr.  Bogue  did  not  care  to  embark 
in  cheap  reprints  of  American  books,  and  offered 
the  work  to  me  for  my  series  of  **  Readable 
Books,"  which  were  then  selling  largely  (the  first 
edition  of  each  volume  was  20,000),  and  the  ini- 
tial volume  of  which  had  brought  Poe's  **  Tales 
and  Poems"  for  the  first  time  to  the  notice  of  the . 
English  reading  public.  The  American  edition 
of  **  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  being  in  two  volumes,  I 
did  not  see  my  way  to  issuing  it  at  a  shilling, 
and  while  I  was  undecided  what  to  do  with  the 
work  I  received  a  visit  from  Messrs.  Salisbury 
and  Clarke,  the  first  named  of  whom  machined 
*•  Readable  Books,"  while  the  second  bound  the 
rolumes,  so  that  both  were  well  aware  of  the 
great  success  of  the  series.  On  this  account 
they  were  constantly  bothering  me  to  suggest 
some  further  literary  venture  which  would  pro- 
vide work  for  their  establishments  and  which 
might  be  undertaken  in  partnership.  To  get 
rid  of  their  importunities  I  offered  them  to  join 
with  me  in  reprinting  **  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,"  and 
at  Salisbury's  request  I  lent  him  the  second  vol- 
ume of  the  work  to  look  through,  retaining  my- 
self the  other  volume,  which  I  had  at  that  time 
partly  read.  The  following  morning  we  came 
to  an  arrangement  to  produce  an  edition  of  the 
book  in  shares,  each  of  us  being  responsible  for 
a  third  of  the  cost.  Part  of  the  type  was  set  up 
in  my  printing  office,  but  the  larger  part  was 
composed  in  Salisbury's  office ;  Salisbury,  too, 
did  the  machining,  and  Clarke  the  binding  of  the 
volume,  the  size  of  which  was  crown  8vo,  and 
the  published  price  2s.  6d.  .  .  . 

As  there  was  only  a  very  slight  sale  for  this 


book  at  2s.  6d.  in  cloth,  it  was  determined  to 
work  off  the  remaining  sheets  of  it  in  paper 
boards  at  a  shilling.  .  .  . 

There  are  more  people  alive  who  knew  all  the 
facts  of  the  case  than  Mr.  C.  M.  Clarke  appears 
to  be  aware  of,  notably  Mr.  Frederick  Green- 
wood, who  wrote  the  preface  to  the  first  English 
edition  ;  Mr.  J.  Wade,  printer,  of  Tavistock- 
Street,  Covent-garden  ;  and  Mr.  H.  Newsome 
Woods.  ...  I  am,  Sir,  your  obedient  servant, 
Henry  Vizetelly.

LITERARY  NOTES. 

All  who  have  laughed  over  A.  B.  Frost's 
rhymes  and  pictures  in  "  Stuff  and  Nonsense" 
will  be  glad  to  hear  that  a  new  collection  of  a 
similar  character,  entitled  "  Dizzy  Joe,  and  Other 
Comics,"  will  be  issued  by  the  Scribners. 

An  edition  de  luxe  of  Dickens's  works,  in  forty- 
five  volumes,  illustrated  by  about  four  hundred 
etchings  and  wood-cuts  from  the  original  designs, 
is  being  issued  by  Estes  &  Lauriat.  Twelve 
portraits  of  Dickens  are  included.  The  edition  is 
issued  by  subscription  and  limited  to  1000  sets. 

A  request  was  received  by  the  editor  of  The 
Book  Buyer  tp  withdraw  from  the  Literary 
Prize  Competition  the  list  of  answers  sent  in  the 
name  of  J.  J.  Halsey,  of  Lake  Forest,  III.  This 
request,  however,  came  so  late — after  the  forms, 
were  on  the  press — that  we  were  unable  to  com- 
ply with  it.  The  list  was  sent  in  consequence  of 
a  misunderstanding. 

M.  Julian,  Marie  Bashkirtseff's  art  teacher, 
tells  this  story  of  her  in  an  interview  sent  from 
Paris  to  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript : 

"She  often  went  to  the  Chambers  at  Ver- 
sailles, and  always  found  a  seat  when  the  wives 
and  friends  of  deputies  were  sometimes  unable 
to  do  so.  '  M.  Rouher,'  she  would  say,  *pray^ 
get  a  seat  for  me  in  the  tribunes.'  And  ofiT 
shuffled  Louis  Napoleon's  great  minister.

She  would  then 
walk  round  the  lobbies  of  the  House  with  the 
old  imperialist,  and  presently,  espying  a  lead- 
ing member  of  the  opposition,  she  would  sud- 
denly exclaim  before  a  crowd  of  people,  *  Oh, 
M.  Cl6menceau — or  M.  Jules  Favre,  or  whoever 
it  might  be — do  be  so  good  as  to  get  a  seat  for 
me  in  the  tribunes  ;  M.  Rouher  says  he  is  quite 
unable  to  find  one.'  '  Oh,  certainly,  made- 
moiselle, certainly,'  the  other  would  respond. 
And  she  got  her  seat  by  this  artifice,  almost 
invariably."

HE  experiment  of 
transferring  into 
English  a  collection 
of  prose  poems  from 
the  writings  of  a

**  French  authors  was 

necessarily  attended 
with  considerable 
danger.  For  the 
quality  which  gives 
these  fanciful  and 
imaginative  little 
sketches  their  prin- 
cipal charm  is  easily 
marred  or  lost  in  the 
process  of  turning 
them  from  a  lan- 
guage of  such  grace, 
delicacy  and  flexibility  as  the  French  into 
the  comparatively  rugged  and  prosaic  Eng- 
lish tongue.

In  his  introduction  to  this  volume  Mr.  How- 
ells  thinks  that  "  first  of  everything  the  reader 
will  notice  the  beautiful  reticence  which  char- 
acterizes them,  as  if  the  very  freedom  which 
the  poets  had   found   in    their  emancipation 
from  the  artificial  trammels  of  verse  had  put 
them  on  their  honor,  as  it  were,  and  bound 
them  to  brevity,  to  simplicity ;  as  if  they  felt  the 
responsibility    they 
were  under  to  be  even 
more  laconic,   more 
delicate,  more  refin- 
ed, than  they  might 
have  been,  in  openly 
confessing  the  laws 
of    prosody.     What 
struck     me     most," 
he  adds,  "  was  that, 
apparently,   none   of 
them  had  abused  his 
opportunity  to   sad- 
dle his  reader  with  a 
moral."    And  again  : 
"The   very    life    of 
the  form  is  its  aeri- 
al delicacy,  its  soul 
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is  that  perfume  of  thought,  of  emotion,  which 
these  masters  here  have  never  suffered  to  be- 
come an  argument." 

It  is  evident,  then,  that  to  convey  to  English 
readers  a  sense  of  the  subtile  fragrance  and 
delicate  flavor  of  these  poems  in  prose  requires 
on  the  part  of  the  translator  a  taste  as  culti- 
vated as  that  of  the  authors  of  the  originals, 
and  a  poet's  refinement  of  diction  for  the  ex- 
pression of  the  nicest  shades  of  thought. 
A  single  false  note  is  fatal  to  the  vague  and 
elusive  harmony  of  the  whole.  An  ill-chosen 
word  or  a  commonplace  phrase  destroys  the 
poetic  idea  utterly.  In  some  of  Mr.  Stuart 
Merrill's  translations  in  this  little  book  the  color 
of  the  originals  is  conveyed  with  good  effect, 
and  in  others  the  result  is  much  less  satisfac- 
tory. Perhaps  one  of  the  best  of  them  is 
"  Padre  Pugnaccio,"  from  the  French  of  Louis 
Bertrand,  which  gives  at  the  same  time  an  idea 
of  the  form  and  spirit  of  one  group  of  these 
prose  poems : 

Padre  Pugnaccio,  his  cranium  out  of  his  hood, 
was  ascending  the  steps  in 
the  dome  of  Saint  Peter 
between  two  penitents  wrap- 
ped in  mantillas  ;  bells  could 
be  beard  quarrelling  in  the 
clouds. 

One  of    the    penitents — it 
was  the  aunt—  counted  an  Ave 
for  each  bead  of  her  rosary  ; 
n«n'<PMiek'iB  VraM.**  ^'^d    the'  other — it    was    the 
W SSmA'MW    "»<^«  — o«J«<i    from   out  the 
corner  of  her  eyes  a  hand- 
some officer  of  the  Pope's  guards. 

The  monk  muttered  to  the  old  woman,  "  Make 
a  donation  to  my  convent,"  and  the  officer 
slipped  a  perfumed  dilUt  doux  into  the  young 
girl's  hands. 

The  sinner  wiped  a  few  tears  from  her  eyes  ; 
the  maiden  blushed  with  pleasure ;  the  monk 
was  calculating  the  interest  of  a  thousand  piastres 
at  twelve  per  cent.,  and  the  officer  was  gazing 
at  himself  in  a  hand-mirror  and  curling  the  tips 
of  his  mustachios. 

And  the  devil,  squatting  in  the  capacious 
sleeve  of  Padre  Pugnaccio,  chuckled  like  Pul- 
dnello. 

Contrast  with  the  foregoing  the  following, 
entitled  "  The  Angels."  from  the  French  of 
Thdodore  de  Banville,  and  note  how  quickly 
the  illusion  is  dispelled,  and  what  a  prosaic 
turn  of  thought  is  given  to  the  conception  by 
the  abrupt, and  unpoetically  terse,  "  Drop  it!" 


Greater  and  taller  than  our  minds  can  figure 
them,  through  the  immense  ether  where  swarm  the 
Infinites,  and  where  the  groups  of  worlds  seem 
but  specks  of  a  vague  dust, 
three  silent  Angels,  intrusted 
with  important  messages, 
hasten  their  vertiginous 
flight.  They  are  mounted 
on  white  horses  of  light,  and 
clad  in  armor  of  scarlet  dia- 
mond, to  fight,  if  necessary, 
the  monsters  and  hydras. 
They  rush  forward,  causing 
the  comets  to  flee,  striking 
the  frightened  constellations, 
and,  as  they  pass,  brushing 
aside  with  their  imperious 
fingers  the  manes  of  the 
suns.  They  are  Malushiel 
of  the  fiery  locks,  who  was 
the  teacher  of  the  prophet     ,^    ««  .,._«_„«  ^

Elijah  ;  Saramiel,  the  Shiela  rigfat,  isw,  by  Harper  a  Br  ' 
of  God ;  and  Metator,  the 
greatest  of  the  Cherubim,  he  whose  dazzling 
white  beard  floats  to  his  knees ;  and  in  their 
midst  rides  the  young  Angel  Uriel.  While  his 
horse  is  at  full  gallop  the  child  Angel,  clutching 
its  mane  and  bending  down,  picks  up  on  the 
road  an  insignificant  little  ball,  and  in  sport  is 
about  to  fling  it,  with  his  yet  feeble  hands,  over 
millions  of  Infinites ;  but  the  wise  Metator  ar- 
rests his  arm. 

'*  Drop  it,"  he  says. 

"  Ah  !  "  says  Uriel,  lifting  his  innocent  eyes, 
which  mirror  the  deep  skies,  '*  is  it  of  any  use, 
this  little  ball  ?  " 

*' No."  answers  the  Messenger,  "it  is  not 
of  much  use,  but  drop  it,  nevertheless.  It  is 
the  Earth  ! " 

The  usefulness  of  such  a  book,  however,  will 
be  to  introduce  English  readers  to  a  new,  and 
in  many  respects  a  delightful  form  of  literature 
which  English  and  American  writers  have 
neglected  to  cultivate,  and  which,  being  more 
or  less  foreign  to  our  modes  of  thought  and 
style  of  expression,  may  never  thrive  among 
us.  It  was,  moreover,  a  happy  thought 
to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  McVickar  to 
illustrate  these  sketches  of  life  and  bits  of 
fancy  in  the  manner  of  Rossi,  Myrbach  and 
the  other  French  artists  who  have  done  so 
much  in  the  last  ten  years  to  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  book  illustration.  It  was  no  easy  task 
to  reflect  the  peculiar  spirit  of  these  prose 
poems  in  illustrative  memoranda ;  and  if  Mr. 
McVickar's  achievement  does  not  wholly  satis- 
fy one,  if  his  point  of  view  impresses  one  as 
being  at  times  Manhattan  rather  than  Parisian, 
and  if  his  types  are  occasionally  those    of 
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Madison  Square  rather  than  of  an  etherealized 
Garden  of  the  Tuileries,  his  effort  is  in  the 
right  direction,  and  he  deserves  credit  for  many 


clever  and  suggestive  little  designs  that  add  to 
the  pleasure  of  the  reader  and  to  the  beauty 
of  the  page.

ENGLISH   NOTES. 

London,  April  5,  1890. 

;  MAY  is  a  fraud ;  there's  no 
trace  of  blue  skies  about. 
The  month  that  all  poets  have 
told  lots  of  lies  about."  Some 
one  that  I  once  knew  sang 
something  to  this  effect,  and 
I  do  not  think  he  was  very  far  wrong.  As  our 
climate  goes,  we  are  just  as  likely  to  have  snow 
in  May  as  any  month  in  the  year.  Socially, 
May  has  altered  more  than  most  months.  Years 
ago  we  used  to  look  for  new  books  in  May — 
now  we  have  them  at  all  times.  In  days  past 
May  was  considered  emphatically  the  art 
month.  The  Royal  Academy  and  the  two 
Water  Color  societies  opened  their  doors,  and 
people  began  to  prate  about  pictures.  It  is 
true  the  Royal  Academy  still  opens  its  exhibi- 
tion on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  but  other  ex- 
hibitions— whose  name  is  legion — are  being 
opened  every  week  in  the  year.  It  was  only 
the  other  day  that  I  went  to  nine  private  views 
in  the  course  of  a  single  day.  I  am  inclined  to 
think  we  are  overdoing  the  art  exhibitions,  but 
there  is  one  advantage:  at  all  these  small 
shows  one  can  really  see  what  is  on  view  and 
thoroughly  appreciate  the  pictures.  This  is  a 
thing  that  is  absolutely  impossible  at  a  large 
gallery  like  the  Royal  Academy. 

One  of  the  best  of  these  minor  exhibitions 
is  undoubtedly  the  collection  of  Mr.  Herbert 


Marshall's  views  and  studies  of  London,  now 
to  be  seen  at  the  Fine  Art  Society  in  Bond 
Street.  All  good  Americans  are  great  lovers 
of  London,  and  this  fascinating  little  show 
would  hugely  delight  them.  There  are  about 
a  hundred  works  in  all,  every  one  well  worth 
looking  at,  and  to  many  of  them  you  will  re- 
turn again  and  again,  as  they  are  such  faithful 
portraits  of  spots  so  well  known  and  so  well 
loved  that  you  regard  them  as  old  friends.  Mr. 
Marshall  knows  his  London  well;  like  the 
knowledge  of  Mr.  Weller,  "  it  is  extensive  and 
peculiar,"  and  he  has  a  wondrous  power  of  re- 
producing what  he  sees.  He  gives  us  the  glo- 
rious sunsets,  the  extraordinary  atmospheric 
effects,  the  marvellous  color  which  the  true 
Londoner  knows  and  loves  so  well.  One  of 
the  great  charms  of  this  collection  is  the  real 
London  feeling  and  the  true  London  tone  which 
may  be  found  in  every  picture.  The  artist 
painted  nearly  all  of  them  boldly  standing  up 
in  the  busy  street  and  utterly  ignoring  the  re- 
marks of  the  curious  crowd  with  which  he  was 
not  infrequently  surrounded. 

By  the  way,  speaking  of  the  picturesqueness 
of  London,  it  is  good  news  to  hear  that  the 
fund  being  raised  for  the  restoration  of  Saint 
Saviour's  Church,  Southwark,  is  making  rapid 
progress,  and  there  is  every  chance  of  this  fine 
old  church  being  reverentially  treated  and  re- 
stored in  some  degree  to  its  pristine  splendor. 
Independently  of  its  architectural  beauty,  it 
has  many  most  interesting  historical  associa- 
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tions,  and  the  tombs  of  many  great  men  are  to 
be  found  within  its  walls.  Here  were  buried 
the  poet  Gower,  Bishop  Andrewes,  William 
Pont  de  TArche  and  William  Dauncey,  the  two 
founders  of  the  church  in  1 106,  John  Avery, 
father  of  the  foundress,  Bishop  Gardner  and 
Phillip  Massinger.  The  church  has  recently 
been  thrown  open  to  the  public  daily,  so  that 
people  can  go  in  and  see  for  themselves  how 
well  worthy  it  is  of  judicious  restoration.  This 
very  wise  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  authori- 
ties has  led  to  no  small  addition  to  the  fund. 

There  are  many  literary  associations  con- 
nected with  Southwark.  There  is  the  "  Dickens 
Tour,"  where,  under  skilful  guidance,  you  can 
visit,  in  the  course  of  a  couple  of  hours,  a  great 
number  of  spots  still  remaining  almost  unal- 
tered since  Charles  Dickens  wrote  about  them. 
But  nobody  seemed  to  know  anything  about  it 
till  an  enthusiastic  author  and  an  artist  made 
the  tour  in  company  and  brought  facts  before 
the  public  in  the  pages  of  a  popular  magazine 
only  recently.  Southwark  is  wonderfully  fertile 
in  new  ground  and  fresh  scope  for  the  novelist, 
but  it  was  scarcely  utilized  at  all  till  the  Hon. 
Lewis  Wing^eld  skilfully  pictured  it  in  *'  Bar- 
bara Philpot."  Who  of  the  general  public 
knew  anything  about  the  Clink  Prison,  Dead- 
man's  Place,  Foul  Lane,  Pepper  Alley,  Win- 
chester House,  the  Bear  Inn,  and  other  pictu- 
resque quarters  on  the  Surrey  side  till  they  ap- 
peared in  this  excellent  novel  ?  Of  course  the 
parish  has  been  adequately  treated,  from  an 
antiquarian  point  of  view,  in  Mr.  Rendle's  ad- 
mirable volumes,  and  it  is  Well  known  to  per- 
petual travellers  in  London  and  enthusiastic 
explorers  of  its  hidden  comers  and  out-of-the- 
way  crannies,  like  myself.  But  the  general 
public  knows  nothing  whatever  about  this 
most  interesting  locality. 

The  death  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Smith,  at  the  ripe  age 
of  eighty-six,  will  be  a  surprise  to  many  who 
thought  this  facile  and  prolific  novelist  had 
passed  away  many  years  ago.  When  most  of 
us  were  children,  when  many  of  us  were  not 
bom,  this  extraordinary  story-teller  was  writ- 
ing "  Minnie  Grey."  "  Phases  of  Life"  and 
'*  The  Soldier  of  Fortune"  in  the  pages  of  the 
London  Journal  and  kindred  publications. 
He  had  an  extraordinary  popularity,  and  it  is 


said  where  Dickens  nad  ten  readers  and  Thack- 
eray one,  J.  F.  Smith  delighted  a  thousand ! 
The  extraordinary  fertility  of  his  invention 
and  his  mar\'ellous  rapidity  of  production,  have, 
it  is  said,  caused  him  to  be  "  utilized"  by  un- 
scrupulous novelists,  and  subsequently  pub- 
lished in  three  volumes  bound  in  cloth.  It  is 
curious  that  a  novelist  in  this  country  does  not 
seem  to  attain  any  position — however  excel- 
lent his  work  may  be — until  he  appears  in  the 
conventional  three- volume  form.  Often  and 
often  do  I  take  up  by  chance  .some  popular 
weekly  periodical  and  read  a  story  by  somebody 
whose  name  I  have  never  heard  of.  I  find  the 
story  to  be  skilful  in  plot,  admirable  in  literary 
style,  and  thoroughly  interesting  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  Far,  far  before  the  heaps  of  rub- 
bish that  incompetent  amateurs  pay  publishers 
to  bring  out  all  the  year  round.  In  the  Fam- 
ily  Herald,  in  the  present  day,  you  may  find 
some  of  the  best  short  stories  you  can  wish  to 
read.  The  general  public  has  discovered  this 
long  ago.  for  the  circulation  of  this  publication 
is  something  enormous.  And  yet  most  of  the 
contributors'  names  are  unknown  to  fame.  If 
they  only  brought  out  their  works  in  book- 
form  they  would  be  famous  to-morrow  mom- 
ing.  I  may  mention  that  I  know  at  least  two 
lady  novelists,  who  have  subsequently  achieved 
great  celebrity,  whose  first  stories  originally 
appeared  in  the  Family  Herald,  The  late 
Hain  Friswell's  "  Gentle  Life,"  a  book  which 
has  gone  through  many  editions,  is,  I  believe, 
entirely  composed  of  essays  that  originally  ap- 
peared in  the  aforesaid  journal. 

Apropos  of  the  late  J.  F.  Smith.  Many  of 
his  stories  were  illustrated  by  Mr. — now  Sir 
John — Gilbert.  This  was  frequently  a  bit  of 
the  swiftest  artistic  work.  There  was  very 
often  a  difficulty  in  getting  the  copy  from  the 
novelist  till  the  very  last  moment,  and  the  boy 
used  to  arrive  with  manuscript  and  wood-block 
with  instruction  to  wait  for  the  drawing  and 
bring  it  back  with  him.  The  artist  had  then 
quickly  to  run  through  a  mass  of  almost  il- 
legible writing,  fix  upon  an  important  point  in 
the  story,  and  one  that  lent  itself  to  pictorial 
illustration,  and  make  the  drawing.  This 
drawing  was  at  once  done  on  the  wood-block, 
without  any  previous  sketch  or  scheme,  with 
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an  extraordinary  rapidity,  a  sureness  of  touch, 
and  a  brilliancy  wliich  were  simply  marvellous. 
The  boy  never  failed  to  take  away  the  drawing 
with  him,  and  he  seldom  had  to  wait  so  long 
as  an  hour.  This,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
was  years  before  the  days  of  the  innumerable 
"  processes"  which  have  nearly  put  an  end  to 
drawing  on  the  wood  and  have  rendered  the 
reproduction  of  sketches  a  comparatively  easy 
task.  Those  early  drawings  in  the  London 
Journal  are  well  worth  studying  for  their 
wonderful  artistic  merit,  their  delightful  sparkle 
and  indomitable  pluck. 

One  of  the  best  novels  Hawley  Smart  has 
yet  brought  out  is  his  latest.  It  is  somewhat 
in  a  new  line  for  him,  having  less  racing  in  it 
than  usual.  It  is  thoroughly  amusing,  full  of 
dash  and  sparkle.  This  must  be  somewhere 
about  this  prolific  writer's  thirtieth  long  story, 
and  yet  we  find  him  just  as  good  a  novelist  as 
ever.  /.  Ashby-Sterry,

A  new  Tartarin  story,  '*  Port  Tarascon,*'  by 
Daudet,  is  to  be  translated  by  Henry  James  and 
to  be  published  in  Harpers, 

Little,  Brown  &  Co.  will  publish  this  month 
Edward  Lasselter  Bynner's  Atlantic  story  of 
Knickerbocker  life,  **  The  Begum's  Daughter." 

The  Cassell  Publishing  Company  has  several 
stories  in  preparation  for  publication — **  Two 
Women,  or  One?"  by  Henry  Harland,  and 
*' Vivier,  of  Vivier,  Longman  &  Co.,  Bankers," 
by  Barclay  North,  among  others. 

We  are  informed  that  a  million  copies  of  the 
first  six  volumes  in  Macmillan's  new  paper- 
covered  edition  of  Kingsley's  novels  have  been 
sold.  Notwithstanding  the  fine  quality  of  the 
paper  and  the  excellence  of  the  press  work,  these 
books  sell  in  England  at  a  sixpence  each.  But 
at  twenty-five  cents  each  they  are  among  the 
cheapest  books  in  the  American  market. 

The  Routledges  have  in  press  a  Russian  novel 
by  Mrs.  B.  MacGahan,  the  widow  of  the  corre- 
spondent of  the  New  York  Herald^  who  made  a 
reputation  for  himself  in  the  Russo- Turkish  war. 
The  title  is  **  Xenia  Repnina."  The  painter 
Verestchagin  has  written  a  short  introduction 


to  the  book.  Mrs.  MacGahan  is  a  Russian. 
The  ninth  volume  in  the  Carisbrooke  Library, 
edited  by  Henry  Morley,  will  be  **The  Masques 
of  Ben  Jonson." 

Among  the  books  which  Scribner  &  Wclford 
will  publish  this  month  are  **  From  Handel  to 
Halle,"  by  Dr.  Louis  Engel ;  the  second  volume 
of  Ibsen's  Prose  Dramas,  containing  "  Ghosts," 
**An  Enemy  of  the  People,"  and  ''The  Wild 
Duck  ;"  **  The  Criminal"  (in  the  Contemporary 
Science  Series),  a  sociological  study  by  Have- 
lock  Ellis  ;  and  Arthur  Young's  **  Tour  in  Ire- 
land," in  two  volumes  in  Bohn's  Standard 
Library,  the  success  of  Young's  **  Travels  in 
France"  inducing  the  publishers  to  issue  this 
book  in  a  uniform  style. 

One  of  the  secrets  of  Stanley's  wonderful  suc- 
cess must  be  his  ability  to  concentrate  all  of  his 
energies,  mental  as  well  as  physical,  to  the  mat- 
ter in  hand.  For  three  years  he  was  under  a 
tremendous  bodily  strain  ;  and,  once  out  of 
"  Darkest  Africa."  he  applied  himself  with  equal 
energy  to  the  writing  of  the  narrative  of  his  ad- 
ventures, which  he  accomplished  within  a  re- 
markably short  time.  He  isolated  himself  at  a 
small  hotel  in  Cairo,  and  there  worked  from 
early  till  late  dictating  from  his  voluminous  note- 
books, and  arranging  for  the  illustrations  and 
maps  that  will  be  in  his  work. 

Professor  Rolfe,  the  Shakespearean  scholar, 
has  c<  anted  the  lines  which  the  principal  charac- 
ters in  Shakespeare's  plays  have  to  speak.

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Nathan  Haskell  Dole  writes  as  follows  to  the 
Boston  Transcript  regarding  Miss  Katherine 
Pearson  Woods,  the  author  of  "  Metzerott, 
Shoemaker/' who  was  bom  in  Wheeling,  Va., 
January  28th,  1853 : 

She  is  a  granddaughter  of  the  late  Rev.  James 
Dabney  McCabe,  D.O.,  a  man  of  extraordinary 
mind  and  high  attainments.  Captain  W.  Gor- 
don McCabe,  principal  of  the  University  School 
of  Petersburg,  Va.,  and  one  of  the  well-known 
"  writers  of  the  South,"  is  a  cousin.  Her  fa- 
ther's nlatemal  grandfather  was  Alexander 
Puainer,  of  French  Huguenot  extraction  settled 
in  Scotland. 

Miss  Woods  was  a  child  of  delicate  physique, 
precocious  intellect  and  remarkable  memory. 
She  was  educated  by  her  mother  until  her  seven- 
teenth year,  when  she  entered  one  of  the  best 
private  schools  in  Baltimore,  where  most  of  her 
life  has  been  spent.  She  is  a  remarkable  mathe- 
matician. She  had  a  strong  desire  to  enter  a 
sisterhood,  and  in  1874  became  a  member  of  All 
Saints'  Sisterhood  as  a  postulant,  for  six  months, 
but  was  obliged  to  give  up  on  account  of  deli- 
cate health. 

In  1884,  while  teaching  in  Wheeling,  W.  Va., 
she  was  led  to  study  social  science,  especially 
by  the  great  strike  in  the  nail  works  in  that 
place.  She  regards  Christian  Socialism  as  the 
great  cure-all  for  such  irregularities. 


The  name  of  Mrs.  Humphry  Ward  appearing, 
with  those  of  ten  others,  on  the  prospectus  of  a 
new  hall  called  University  Hall,  which  is  to  be 
somewhat  on  the  lines  of  Toynbee  Hall,  the 
London  Standard  drew  the  inference  that  a  new 
sect,  the  Elsmerites,  was  likely  to  arise  from  the 
movement.  This  suggestion  brought  from  Mrs. 
Ward  the  following  letter  to  the  editor  of  the 
Standard  : 

Sir  :  I  trust  you  will  not  be  unwilling  to  put 
in  a  correction  of  some  of  the  statements  con- 
tained in  your  article  on  the  scheme  of  a  New 
"Settlement'  in  Gordon  Square  for  teaching 
and  charitable  work. 

No  proposal  for  connecting  the  new  hall  with 
the  name  of  Robert  Elsmere  has  ever  been  even 
considered  by  the  Provisional  Committee.  Cer- 
tainly no  one  could  be  more  strongly  opposed 
to  such  a  proposal  than  the  writer  of  the  book. 
Such  an  experiment  as  we  are  now  making 
must  rest  upon  deep  and  broad  bases  of  feeling 
and  sympathy ;  if  it  is  to  succeed,  must  draw 
from  many  sides,  and  conciliate  different  orders 
of  minds.  That  the  scheme  would  suffer  were 
it  brought  into  forced  connection  with  a  single 
book  is  clear,  above  all  to,

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


I  HE  Wolfings,  as  is  told  in  Will- 
iam Morris's  House  of  (he 
Wolfings,  are  an  ancient  Gothic 
people  living  in  an  opening  in 
the  forest  surroundea  by  their 
kinsfolk.  In  the  beginning  of 
the  story,  the  war  trumpet  is 
heard  from  a  distant  house  giving^  warning  of 
the  approach  of  the  Romans,  and  of  the  con- 
flict that  was  to  result  in  the  deliverance  or 
destruction  of  the  Goths.  Thiodolf,  the  war- 
rior chief,  goes  forth  by  night,  and  deep  in 
the  forest  meets  with  the  Wood-Sun,  his  god- 
dess wife,  who,  to  save  his  life  in  the  inev- 
itably fatal  strife,  provides  him  with  a  magic 
hauberk  woven  by  the  dwarfs.  The  fatal  spell 
of  this  armor  was  that  it  brought  ruin  to  the 
cause,  while  it  protected  the  life  of  the  warrior 
who  wore  it.  Thiodolf  at  first,  without  the 
protection  of  the  hauberk,  wrought  prodigies 
of  valor ;  but  the  Wood-Sun,  selfishly  unwilling 
to  lose  her  lover  even  though  his  life  would  be 
spared  with  the  loss  of  his  honor,  persuades 
Thiodolf  to  wear  it.  The  Romans  now  gain  the 
fight  and  finally  seize  the  sacred  Wolfing  Roof, 


owing  to  the  relaxed  force  of  the  war  duke, 
Thiodolf,  who  always  fails  in  the  supreme  cri- 
sis, when  everything  depends  upon  his  prowess. 
Now  appears  the  Hall-Sun,  the  vestal  virgin  of 
the  Wolfings,  who  kept  alive  the  sacred  fire. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Thiodolf  and  the 
Wood-Sun,  and  was  possessed  of  prophetic 
powers,  which  revealed  to  her  the  secret  of  the 
Wolfing's  defeat.  In  an  interview  with  her 
parents  she  shows  them  the  true  way.  Wood- 
Sun  bids  Thiodolf  take  off  the  hauberk,  he 
fights  with  his  old  valor,  defeats  his  enemies, 
and  dies  of  his  wounds  in  the  Wolfing  Hall. 

The  form  of  this  poem  is  prose  interspersed 
with  poetical  interludes  in  Mr.  Morris's  well- 
known  manner,  but,  strange  to  say,  the  prose 
is  by  far  the  more  truly  poetic.  There  is  some- 
thing truly  Homeric  in  its  grand  simplicity  and 
in  its  perfect  adaptability  to  the  purposes  of 
the  story.  Mr.  Morris  has  chosen  a  literary 
form  that  is  almost  without  precedent  in  Eng- 
lish literature.  It  is  almost  a  creation,  and  its 
success  is  so  marked  as  to  make  the  book  a 
unique  example  of  literary  adaptation  of  means 
to  ends.    The  numberless  felicities  of  phrase. 
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the  clear,  limpid  flow  of  the  narrative,  the  ab- 
sorbing interest  of  the  story,  the  archaic  yet 
never  outlandish  flavor,  the  symmetrical  and 
artistic  grasp  of  the  situation,  and  the  marvel- 
lous power  of  poetic  imagination  displayed  in 
this  work,  make  it  a  permanent  acldition  to 
English  literature,  as  it  certainly  is  the  master- 
piece of  its  author.  The  execution  of  the  book 
from  a  mechanical  point  of  view  is  worthy  of 
its  literary  merits.     [Roberts,  8vo,  $3.00.] 

It  was  fitting  that  Horatio  Nelson  and  the 
Naval  Supremacy  of  England  should  be  the 
first  volume  in  the  new  Heroes  of  the  Nations 
Series  :  for  the  great  naval  captain  who  estab- 
lished the  supremacy  of  the  English  power  on 
the  seas  at  the  end  of  the  last  and  the  begin- 
nino;  of  the  present  century  was  a  man  whose 
achievements  were  of  heroic  proportions,  and 
whose  whole  career  fires  the  imagination  as 
does  that  of  no  other  of  his  compatriots.  It 
was  fortunate,  too,  that  the  task  of  describing 
the  life  of  this  popular  hero  was  undertaken 
by  a  writer  so  well  qualified  in  every  way  as 
was  W.  Clark  Russell.  The  temptation  to 
idealize  a  man  like  Lord  Nelson  and  to  em- 
bellish with  a  color  of  romance  his  relations 
with  Lady  Hamilton  is  one  that  few  writers 
on  this  attractive  topic  have  been  able  to  resist. 


Mr.  Russell,  on  the  other  hand,  does  not  con- 
ceal his  lack  of  sympathy  for  Lady  Hamilton 
in  the  brief  references  that  are  made  to 
her  ;  and  he  believes  that  a  truthful,  graphic 
narrative  of  Lord  Nelson's  achievements  pos- 
sesses intrinsic  interest  of  the  highest  kind,  and 
renders  superfluous  a  resort  to  praise  that 
would  make  him  little  less  than  a  eod.  Mr. 
Russell's  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sea,  of 
the  character  of  the  British  sailor,  and  of  the 
mode  of  naval  warfare  in  Nelson's  time,  is  ap- 
parent throughout  his  spirited  narrative.  The 
great  battles  in  which  Nelson  won  the  victo- 
ries that  will  make  his  name  renowned  for  all 
time,  the  Nile,  Copenhagen,  and  Trafalgar,  by 
which  the  naval  power  of  the  French,  the 
Danes,  and  finally  the  Franco-Spanish  combi- 
nation was  overcome,  are  described  with  a 
vividness  that  brings  the  scenes  before  the 
reader  with  remarkable  effect.  An  appendix, 
giving  statistical  information  in  regard  to  the 
navies  of  that  day,  a  full  index  and  numerous 
illustrations  add  to  the  usefulness  and  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  volume.

Dufferin,  while  there,  were,  of  course,  the  cen- 
tre of  the  ceremonious  social  life  of  the  In- 
dian empire ;  and  these  elaborate  functions, 
with  their  gorgeous  accompaniments  of  Orien- 
tal customs  and  Oriental  color,  are  described 
in  a  most  interesting  way.  The  less  formal 
aspect  of  their  every-day  existence  is  not 
ignored,  and  thus  a  pleasant  variety  in  the 
narrative  is  maintained.  After  the  description. 
for  instance — the  ladies  witnessed  the  scene 
from  behind  convenient  screens — of  the  State 
reception  which  the  Viceroy  gave  at  the  Gov- 
ernment House  in  Calcutta  to  three  Rajahs, 
Lady  Dufferin  writes  that   "His   Excellency 


experts  in  all  kinds  of  manly  sports,  especially 
steeple-chasing  and  polo ;  and  these  amuse- 
ments, with  coaching,  walking,  attending  the 
races,  etc.,  give  an  agreeable  change  from  the 
accounts  of  the  "  small"  dinners  for  sixty  or 
seventy  guests,  the  State  receptions,  the  re- 
views of  troops,  and  other  official  ceremonies. 
During  their  stay  the  Viceroy  visited  all  the 
important  cities,  from  Madras  and  Rangoon  to 
Rawal  Pindi ;  Simla,  in  the  heart  of  the  Hima- 
layas, being  the  summer  residence.  Perhaps 
the  most  interesting  portion  of  the  book  is 
that  devoted  to  the  picturesque  descriptions  of 
the  shows  of  all  kinds  which  the  natives  got  up 
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for  the  entertainment  of  the  Viceregal  party. 
A  portrait  of  the  author  is  the  frontispiece  of 
the  first  volume,  and  a  useful  map  of  India, 
showing  the  journeys  made  by  the  Viceroy,  is 
included.

A  peculiar  feeling  of  disappointment  and  of 
unsatisfied  expectation  follows  the  reading  of 
A.  P.  Russell  s  In  a  Club  Corner,  which  is  de- 
scribed as  **  the  monologue  of  a  man  who 


might  have  been  social,' 
overheard  by  the  author. 
When  a  man  writes  and 
publishes  a  book,  the 
natural  and  fair  suppo- 
sition is  that  he  has 
something  to  say,  either 
grave  or  gay.  in  which 
he  thinks  the  world  will 
be  interested.  Mr.  Rus- 
sell, however,  seems  to 
« think  that  the  opinions 
and  saying^  of  the 
world's  great  men  on 
the  social,  literary,  art. 
and  other  subjects  which 
occurred  to  nim  as  he 
sat  in  his  club  comer 
were  so  much  more  to 
the  point  than  any  ideas 
of  his  own,  that  it  is  the 
part  of  wisdom  for  him 
to  keep  silent.  Occa- 
sionally he  ventures  an 
opinion  in  a  diffident, 
tentative  way,  but  his 
book  for  the  most  part  is 
made  up  of  the  sayings 
of  others ;  and  it  is  rare- 
ly possible  to  tell  wheth- 
er the  compiler  agrees 
or  disagrees  with  the 
views  which  he  quotes. 
Mr.  Russell's  familiarity 
with  literature  is  exten- 
sive, and  many  of  his 
quotations  and  stories 
are  entertaining.  The 
materials  of  the  book, 
however,  are  ill  digested. 
Mr.  Russell  is  the  au-

T.  A.  Trollope  was  bom  eighty  years  ago. 
From  *'  Dramatic  Opiniofis."  Little,  Brown  A  Co.     The  first  volume  of  his  reminiscences,  What  I 


V.  Co.     The  first  volume  of  his  reminisc 
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Remember,  published  several  years  ago,  brought 
the  story  of  his  not  uneventful  life  down  to 
1865,  when  the  death  of  his  first  wife  took 
place.  The  second  volume  takes  the  narra- 
tive up  where  the  octogenarian  author  laid  it 
down,  and  covers  the  period  from  1865  to  the 
present  time.  After  Mr.  Trollope's  second 
marriage  he  made  his  home  in  the  Villa  Ricor- 
boli,  in  one  of  the  suburbs  of  Florence ;  and 
the  author's  purchase  of  this  property  and  his 
subsequent  efforts  to  sell  it  form  the  subject  of 
many  pages.  No  doubt  the  matter  of  the  dis- 
posal of  this  piece  of  real  estate  was  a  matter 
of  deep  concern  with  Mr.  Trollope,  to  whom 
it  represented  a  large  portion  of  the  savings  of 
a  lifetime  of  literary  work,  but  he  has  overes- 
timated, we  think,  the  interest  which  the  gen- 
eral reader  will  take  in  the  varying  fortunes  of 
the  house.  In  this,  as  in  some  other  portions 
of  the  book,  the  indulgent  reader  will  have  to 
make  some  allowance  for  the  garrulity  of  old 
age,  which  ignores  the  relative  significance  of 
things.  No  one  who  is  familiar  with  the  first 
volume  of  the  work  need  be  told  that  Mr. 
Trollope's  favorite  occupation  was  travelling 
and  sight-seeing;  and  this  passion  has  clung 
to  him  with  as  much  persistency  since  he  was 
fifty-five  as  it  did  before  that  age.     A  large 

Eortion  of  this  volume  is  devoted  to  the  tale  of 
iswanderings  over  Italy,  Switzerland,  France, 


and  other  continental  countries.  He  had  some 
curious  experiences  and  a  few  adventures ;  and 
makes  note  of  many  oddities  in  human  nature 
and  shrewd  observations  of  character  in  the 
story  of  his  travels.  His  picture  of  the  social 
life  of  Florence  during  this  period  is  rather 
fragmentary,  although  one  gets  an  adequate 
impression  of  the  manner  of  life  of  an  English 
family  in  a  suburban  villa  and  some  pleasant 
glimpses  of  their  friends — Italian,  English,  and 
American.  In  the  last  class  are  Minister 
George  P.  Marsh  and  General  Sheridan.  Mr. 
Trollope  has  some  good  stories  to  tell,  and 
withal  his  book  will  be  found  entertaining 
reading — light,  gossipy,  intimate,  and  not  with- 
out a  touch,  here  and  there,  of  humor.  [Har-

The  stores  of  wisdom,  wit,  and  humor  that 
lie  in  the  Oriental  literatures,  Turkish,  Persian, 
and  Indian,  of  the  middle  ages  have  yielded 
Mr.  W.  A.  Clouston  the  materials  out  ot  which 
he  has  made  an  extremely  entertaining  book 
— Flowers  from  a  Persian  Garden,  and  Other 
Papers,  The  editor  has  combined  in  such 
admirable  proportions  comment  and  informa- 
tion about  the  authors  from  whom  he  quotes, 
with  translations  of  these  wise  and  witty  tales 
and  anecdotes,  that  the  reader — and  the  book 
is  intended  for  the  general  reader  rather  than 
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for  the  special  student  of  Eastern  folk-lore — 
is  in  possession  of  the  facts  relating  to  their 
origin  that  give  added  interest  to  these  fanciful 
and  excessively  humorous  stories.     There  are 
included  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  the  Persian  poet 
Saidi,  with  numerous  selections  from  his  writ- 
ings; several  chapters   of    Oriental   wit  and 
humor,  gleaned  from  many  sources  ;  a  synop- 
sis of  the  **  Tales  of  a  Parrot ;"  a  collection  of 
rabbinical  legends,  tales,  fables,  and  aphorisms  ; 
an  Arabian  tale  of  love — that  of  Majnun  and 
Layld ;  and  two  or  three  supplementary  essays 
on  mediaeval  customs  and  cnaracter  in  Euro- 
pean countries.     One  of  the  most  interesting 
of  these   divisions,   though  it  is  not  easy  to 
make  a  choice  or  to  express    a  preference 
where  there  is  so  much  that 
is  good,  is  the  collection  of 
"Tales    of   a    Parrot,"  a 
series  of  half  a  hundred  or 
so  curious  stories  by  which 
a  parrot  beguiled  its  mis- 
tress, the  wife  of  a  mer- 
chant, during  the  absence 
of  her  lord   and    master.

Few  people  have  any  no- 
tion of  what  a  varied  as- 
sortment of  specimens  of 
humanity  a  newspaper  man 
in  a  city  like  New  York  is 
thrown  in  contact  with,  or 
of  what  opportunities  he 
has  for  the  study  of  human 
nature  of  all  grades  and 
under  all  manner  of  condi- 
tions of  life.  He  penetrates 
all  classes  of  society,  and 
if  he  is  a  person  of  acute 
and  accurate  observation, 
and  especially  if  he  has  a 
sense  of  humor  that  leads 
him  to  look  on  the  bright 
side  of  things  and  to  find 
amusement  in  'the  eccen- 
tricities of  character,  he 
lays  by  a  store  of  knowl- 
edge that  is  out  of  the  reach 
of  most  people.  It  is  from 
these  studies  from  life  that 
Lemuel  Ely  Quigg  got  the 
material  for  the  series  of 
sketches  which  he  has  pub- 
lished in  Tin  Types  Taken 
in  the  Streets  of  New 
York,  Mr.  Quigg  has  been 
connected  for  a  number  of 
years  with  the  New  York

ties,  and  these  stories  and 


studies  were  first  published  in  that  ioumal, 
where  they  attracted  considerable  and  favor- 
able notice.  The  pictures  which  they  present 
of  the  Socialist,  the  "tough,"  the  ward  politi- 
cian, the  "  sharper,"  and  other  personages  in 
the  lower  strata  of  society  are  drawn  with  vi- 
vacity, spirit,  and  humor,  and  are  entertaining, 
notwithstanding  the  tendency  of  the  author 
toward  caricature  and  grotesquerie.  The  book 
is  cleverly  and  sympathetically  illustrated  by 
Harry  Beard.

A  book  that  all  serious  students  of  the  great 
poet  who  has  iust  died  will  welcome  is  John 
T.  Nettleship's  Robert  Browning :  Essays  and 
Thoughts,     The  sympathetic  and  intelligent 
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elucidation  of  the  poet's  thought — and  this  is 
the  key-note  of  Mr.  Nettleship's  book — is  a 
task  that  not  a  few  admirers  of  Browning 
have  undertaken  ;  but  it  is  not  always  the 
case,  as  it  certainly  is  with  this  book,  that  the 
commentator's  work  is  the  fruit  of  many  years 
of  earnest  study,  or  that  the  interpretation 
commends  itself  by  such  insight  into  the  poet's 
immediate  meaning  and  purpose,  as  well  as 
into  the  larger  philosophy  of  life  which  his 
poems  when  grouped  present.  The  general 
essays  relate  to  Browning's  intuition,  to  the 
development  of  his  genius,  to  the  classification 
of  his  works,  the  leading  poetic  principles  of 
his  art,  and  the  erroneous  study  of  his  poems. 


Among  the  poems  which  Mr. 
Nettleship  interprets,  with 
many  suggestive  side  com- 
ments throwing  light  upon 
the  poet's  mind  and  his  views 
of  life,  are  a  group  of  love  po- 
ems, "The  Flight  of  the 
Duchess,"  "Waring."  "Be- 
fore" and  "  After,"  "  Childe 
Roland,"  "Sordello,""Saul," 
"  Fifine  at  the  Fair,"  "  Christ- 
mas Eve"  and  "  Easter  Day," 
"A  Death  in  the  Desert." 
"  Ixion,"  and  the  "  Parley- 
ings."  Somewhat  less  than 
one  half  of  Mr.  Nettleship's 
book  was  written  a  score  of 
years  ago,  and  the  rest  from 
1882  down  to  the  present 
time.  Its  value  to  the  Brown- 
ing student  is  incontestable.

A  work  of  much  wider  ap- 
peal than  that  of  the  audience 
to  which  it  was  at  first  ad- 
dressed is  the  series  of  lec- 
tures on  preaching  delivered 
last  winter  at  Yale  University 
by  Rev.  A.  J.  F.  Behrcnds, 
D.D..  under  the  Lyman 
Beecher  foundation  and  now, 
in  book  form,  entitled  The 
Philosophy  of  Preaching,  It 
is  eminently  an  instance  of 
multum  in  farvo,  and  re- 
views the  relations  oif  preacher  - 
to  congregation  in  such  a 
spirit  and  with  such  scope  as 
to  interest  and  instruct  the 
latter  as  well  as  the  former. 
Dr.  Behrends  is  eminently  an 
original  thinker,  and  he  is 
possessed  of  a  literary  style 
as  fresh  as  his  theology.  He 
has  a  happy  knack  of  vitaliz- 
ing the  questions  he  considers,  of  disclos- 
ing their  importance,  of  enduing  them  with 
interest,  of  discussing  them  with  a  winning 
candor  and  an  optimistic  enthusiasm  that 
attract  and  attach  the  reader  while  they  com- 
municate conviction  at  the  same  time.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  a  volume  of  lectures 
upon  any  special  subject  such  as  this  more 
stimulating  to  the  laity,  owing  to  the  range  of 
the  addresses  and  the  variety  of  topics  included 
within  it.  The  first  two  consider  the  philoso- 
phy of  preaching ;  the  third, "  the  personal  ele- 
ment in  preaching ;"  and  after  them  follow  "  the 
ethical  element,"  "  the  biblical  element,"  "  the 
spiritual  element,"  and  finally  "  the  practical 
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■element."  Specific  counsel  in  regard  to  the 
details  of  sermon-making  finds  no  place  in 
Dr.  Behrends's  work,  it  will  be  rightly  inferred 
from  these  titles;  the  reader's  attention  is 
invited  to  the  philosophy  of  the  pulpit  in  its 
profoundest  sense,  and  not  to  the  machinery  of 
preaching.

The  best  thought  and  the  noblest  aspira- 
tion of  the  New  South  were  embodied  in  a 
remarkable  degree  in  the  late  Henry  W.  Grady, 
of  Atlanta,  Ga.  His  influence,  especially  dur- 
ing the  past  six  or  eight  years,  has  been  ex- 
erted in  a  twofold  manner — to  arouse  the 
South  to  an  appreciation  of  the  industrial  and 
agricultural  opportunities  that  lay  within  its 
grasp,  and  to  enlighten  the  Nortn  as  to  the 
true  aims  of  the  South,  particularly  as  regards 
the  Race  Problem.  The  first  of  these  influ- 
ences was  exerted  mainly  through  the  Atlanta 
Constitution,  of  which  Mr.  Grady  was  the 
Managing  Editor.  His  appeal  to  the  North 
was  made  at  public  dinners  in  New  York  and 
Boston  and  through  the  magazines.  His  life 
was  a  remarkably  active  one,  and  his  early 
death  was  a  great  loss  to  the  country  and 
especially  to  the  South.  The  record  of  this 
life  is  to  be  found  in  a  memorial  volume  which 
has  just  appeared,  entitled  Henry  W,  Grady  : 
His  Life,  Writings  and  Speeches,  The  ed- 
itor of  the  volume  and  the  author  of  the  ex- 
tremely interesting  biographical  sketch  is  Joel 
Chandler  Harris,  whose  intimate  association 
with  Mr.  Grady  for  many  years  on  the  staff  of 
the  Constitution  gave  him  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions for  the  preparation  of  a  sympathetic  and 
informing  sketch  of  his  personality  and  his  life 
work.  Seven  of  the  most  noteworthy  of  Mr. 
Grady's  speeches,  and  a  dozen  or  so  selections 
from  the  more  permanently  valuable  of  his 
writing^  are  included  in  the  volume,  which  has 
also  seventeen  poems  called  out  by  his  sad 
death,  accounts  of  memorial  meetings  in  At- 
lanta and  in  Macon,  and  numerous  tributes  to 
his  high  character,  ability,  and  influence  from 
the  Northern  and  Southern  press.  A  portrait 
of  Mr.  Grady  is  the  frontispiece.  [Cassell,  8vo,

Professor  George  P.  Fisher,  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity, is  the  author  of  a  book  called  The 
Nature  and  Method  of  Revelation,  which  is  a 
contribution  of  importance  to  the  literature  of 
theological  discussion.  Four  of  the  chapters 
have  been  printed  in  the  Century ;  the  five 
supplementary  essays,  which  form  the  more 
interesting  part  of  the  book  by  far,  are  now 
published  for  the  first  time.  In  them  Profes- 
sor Fisher  considers  in  detail  the  authorship 
and  date  of  the  Gospels,  gives  copious  illus- 
trations of  the  character  of  the  Gospel  histories, 
examines  at  length  the  New  Testament  writ- 
ings on  the  time  of  the  Second  Advent,  and 


discusses  the  theoiOg^cal  ideas  of  Matthew 
Arnold  and  Professor  Huxley's  comments  on 
the  Gospel  narratives.  Since  their  publication 
in  IViagazine  form  the  first  four  essays,  "  Rev- 
elation and  the  Bible,"  "  The  Gradualness  of 
Revelation,"  "The  Differentiating  of  Chris- 
tianity from  Judaism,"  and  "Revelation  and 
Faith,"  have  been  revised  and  somewhat  en- 
larged. The  reader,  however,  will  find  the 
essays  on  topics  in  New  Testament  criticism 
to  be  of  especial  value  and  pertinency.  Pro- 
fessor Fisher's  thorough  familiarity  with  the 
latest  theories  of  all  schools  of  modem  German 
and  French  sceptical  criticism  enables  him  to 
show  the  fallacy  of  some  of  Professor  Huxley's 
views,  and  to  subject  Arnold's  idea  of  an  im- 
personal divinity  and  his  disbelief  in  miracles 
to  a  searching  and  destructive  review.  [Scrib-

RECENT  FICTION. 

What  could  be  sweeter,  tenderer,  sadder, 
more  dreamily  poetic  than  the  South  American 
romance  Maria,  by  Jorge  Isaacs,  which  has 
been  excellently  translated  into  English  by 
Rollo  Ogden  ?  It  is  the  story  of  the  love  of  a 
young  student,  the  son  of  a  Colombian  planter 
in  the  valley  of  the  Cauca,  for  his  adopted  sis- 
ter, Maria ;  of  their  separation  while  he  pur- 
sued his  studies,  and  of  her  death  before  his 
return.  There  is  no  plot.  The  story  is  told  with 
the  utmost  simplicity,  and  gives  only  a  chap- 
ter from  the  lives  of  these  two  young  people, 
,with  its  hopeful  beginning  and  its  sad  ending. 
The  picture  of  the  life  of  the  young  man  s 
home  is  idyllic  and  realistic  at  the  same  time. 
The  delicate  charm  of  the  succession  of  scenes 
which  the  author  describes  arises  as  much 
from  the  sense  of  absolute  truthfulness  to  life 
and  nature  which  he  conveys,  as  from  the 
sympathetic  and  artistic  qualities  in  his  charac- 
ter studies.  An  admirable  reticence  and  a  just 
and  fine  taste  on  the  part  of  the  author  prevent 
him  from  passing  the  line  that  separates  senti- 
ment from  sentimentality,  and  give  his  book  a 
high  literary  value.  Maria  was  published  in 
1^7,  and  is  looked  upon  as  a  classic  in  Spanish- 
speaking  countries.  It  is  a  welcome  addition 
to  our  stock  of  fiction.  The  book  has  an  in- 
troduction by  Thomas  A.  Janvier.

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A  fresh  vein  in  literature  is  struck  by  Mr. 
Bliss  Perry  in  The  Brou^hton  House,  than 
which  few  literary  debuts  nave  been  happier 
or  more  promising.  New  England  village  life 
is  a  field  which  one  would  say  had  been  very 
thoroughly  explored,  and  The  Broughton 
House  is  a  picture  of  New  England  village 
life  and  of  nothing  else;  but  the  picture  is 
painted,  not  as  has  been  done  heretofore  to 
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illustrate  any  one  or  any  number  of  the  pic- 
turesque phases  of  its  subject,  but  to  present 
the  essence  and  suggest  the  sigpiificance  of  the 
subject  as  a  whole.  The  distinction  is  very 
clear  when  one  reflects  upon  it.  Mr.  t^erry  is 
not  a  mere  story-teller,  but  a  good  deal  of  a 
philosopher  as  well.  He  has  all  the  socio- 
logical interest  which  later  painters  of  manners 
feel,  and  to  have  which  has  become  one  of 
their  titles  to  the  thoughtful  reader's  attention. 
He  writes  his  romance  with  the  conviction 
that  literature  is  really  "a  criticism  of  life," 
and  consequently  no  one  will  fail  to  perceive 
how  much  there  is  to  think  about,  as  well  as 
to  be  entertained  by,  in  his  book. 

At  the  same  time.  The  Broughton  House  is 
very  far  from  being  a  novel  "  with  a  purpose." 
Mr.  Perr)'  is  too  much  of  an  artist  for  that. 
He  is,  indeed,  very  much  of  an  artist.  Few 
books  by  the  most  experienced  writers  are  so 
nearly  absolutely  objective.  Few  romances 
give  one  as  vivid  a  sense  of  reality.  But  in 
addition  to  keeping  himself  out  of  the  way  and 
letting  his  story  make  its  impression  unaided, 
and  in  addition  to  the  reality  of  his  scene  and 
of  the  characters  who  people  it,  he  has  the 
painter's  touch,  and  in  virtue  of  it  his  book 
IS  a  series  of  pictures  of  unusual  interest. 
The  look,  the  life,  the  features,  the  incidents, 
the  habits  of  a  Connecticut  River  town  are 
etched  with  a  sense  of  pictorial  light  and  shade 
and  of  composition.  The  indigenous  stage- 
driver  and  tavern  frequenter,  the  foreign  bar- 
ber and  hotel-keeper,  the  summer  visitors,  the 
Congregational  pastor  and  his  wife,  the  sultry 
days,  the  fishing  excursions,  the  drives,  prayer- 
meetings,  whist-parties,  and  afternoon  calls 
are  almost  ocularly  set  forth,  and  their  syn- 
thesis is  a  typical  picture  of  New  England 
country  life.  The  tone  is  grave  and  the  color 
gray,  as  befits  the  theme,  and  the  story  which 
they  set  forth  follows  a  placid  course,  ostensi- 
bly unaccented  by  other  than  ordinary  events, 
but  really  accompanied  by  an  undercurrent  of 
dramatic  intensity  which  until  near  the  close 
keeps  the  reader  half  conscious  of  the  tragic 
interest  which  the  narrative  contains,  and 
demonstrates  anew  (in  the  artistic  way  of  which 
George  Eliot  was  so  fond)  the  profound  se- 
riousness and  significance  that  underlie  con- 
ventional scenes  and  colorless  existences.

The  Feet  of  Lave  is  a  story  of  the  "  intense" 
school,  which  reminds  one  somewhat  in  its 
situations  of  Am^lie  Rives's  "  The  Quick  or 
the  Dead  ?"  The  hero  of  the  story  is  a  young 
clergyman,  and  the  author,  Anne  R.  Aldrich, 
warns  the  reader  that  he  is  not  drawn  as  a 
type.  We  should  hope  not.  The  book  leaves 
an  unpleasant  impression  in  the  mind — as  if 
the  author  had  tried  to  see  how  far  she  could 


go  and  not  give  the  reader  too  great  a  moral 
shock.  The  illustrations  are  numerous,  and 
some  of  them  are  cleverly  drawn.  fWorth- 
ington,  i2mo,  cloth,  $1.25  ;  paper,  75  cents.] 

Emma  Marshall's  Under  Salisbury  Spire  is 
a  cleverly  written  tale  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury. Magdalene  Wydvillc  is  supposed  to  be 
giving  her  reminiscences  of  George  Herbert, 
the  religious  poet,  and  he  is  a  prominent  char- 
acter in  the  story.  The  England  of  that  period 
is  pictured  with  many  significant  and  natural 
touches,  and  the  story  is  wholesome  in  tone 
and  spirited  in  movement.  It  is  illustrated. 
[Dutton,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Those  who  enjoyed  "Dead  Man's  Rock"" 
and  that  other  tale  of  the  seventeenth  century,. 
"The  Astonishing  History  of  Troy  Town," 
will  read  with  interest  still  another  story  by  the 
mysterious  "  Q."  The  Splendid  Spur  tells  of 
the  adventures  of  Mr.  John  Marvel,  a  servant 
of  King  Charles  I.  The  book  is  full  of  hair- 
breadth escapes,  and  the  reader  is  carried 
from  deeds  of  villany  to  miraculous  rescues 
in  a  most  skilful  manner.  A  beautiful  young 
woman  causes  Mr.  Jack  Marvel  to  do  much  of 
his  daring  work.  [Cassell,  i2mo,  paper,  5a 
cents.] 

A  pretty  story  of  Scotch  scenes  and  Scotch 
people  may  be  found  in  David  Todd,  by 
David  Maclure.  A  minister's  life  and  his  un- 
requited love  make  up  the  tale.  Many  will 
read  it  for  its  refreshing  Highland  atmosphere..

POLITICAL  AND  SOCIAL  QUESTIONS- 

In  The  New  Spirit  Havelock  Ellis  seeks  to 
define  and  analyze  the  social  forces  which  are 
at  work  in  the  present  age.  and  which,  in  his 
opinion,  are  exerting  a  deep  and  a  wide  influ- 
ence on  civilization.  The  modem  scientific 
spirit  of  investigation  concerns  itself  with  man ; 
and  Mr.  Ellis's  inquiry  into  the  spirit  of  his 
time  is  made  through  the  medium  of  five  of  the 
grreat  literary  personalities  who  illustrate  these 
new  tendencies  in  their  lives  and  in  their  writ- 
ings— Diderot,  Heine,  Whitman,  Ibsen,  and 
Tolstoi.  Mr.  Ellis  finds  in  Diderot  the  initiator 
of  the  practical  scientific  spirit  of  our  own  day; 
in  Heine  the  impersonation  of  the  period  of 
transition  ;  in  Wnitman  "  the  reintegfration,  in 
a  sane  and  whole-hearted  form,  of  the  instincts 
of  the  entire  man ;"  in  Ibsen  the  contemptuous 
castigator  of  social  shams ;  and  in  Tolstoi  the 
personification  of  "  a  massive  elemental  force, 
groping  slowly  and  incoherently  toward  the 
hght."  In  eacn  of  the  series  of  essays  on  these 
distinguished  writers  Mr.  Ellis  tries,  with  a 
high  degree  of  success,  "  to  get  at  the  motive 
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forces  at  work  in  the  man ;  to  know  what  his 
intimate  companions  thought  of  him  ;  how  he 
acted  in  the  affairs  of  eveiy  day,  and  in  the 
^eat  crises  of  his  life ;  the  fashion  of  his  face 
and  form,  the  tones  of  his  voice."  The  value 
of  the  work  lies  in  the  author's  vivid  portraits 
of  these  men,  coupled  with  his  studies  of  the 
character  and  measure  of  the  influences  which 
they  have  exerted  and  are  exerting.  This  value 
is  incontestable  ;  and  the  intelligent  reader  will 
scarcely  fail  to  be  interested,  even  if  he  dissents 
from  some  of  the  author's  opinions  and  con- 
clusions. The  introduction  to  the  biographical 
and  social  studies  contain  a  few  statements 
that  are  indicative  of  a  somewhat  self-coniident 
enthusiasm  rather  than  of  moderation  and 
conser\'ative  judgment.  Such  are  Mr.  Ellis's 
predictions  that "  the  rise  of  women  to  supreme 
power  in  the  near  future  is  certain ;'  that 
"•  along  another  line  we  may  observe  the  ap- 
proaching disappearance  of  war;"  that  the 
Rowing  influence  of  Russia  in  the  East  is  such 
as  to  cause  the  "  reasonable  hope  "  that  it  may 
overspread  the  continent ;  that  "  within  a  meas- 
urable period  of  time  France  will  have  become 
a  beautiful  dream  ;"  and  that "  we  may  already 
trace  the  development  of  England  as  a  museum 
of  antiquities  and  as  a  Holy  Land  for  the  whole 
English-speaking  race."  Aside,  however,  from 
these  minor  instances  of  the  far-reaching  char- 
acter of  the  author's  prophetic  vision,  his  book 
is  one  that  stirs  the  imag^'nation,  quickens 
thought,  and  puts  one  in  contact  with  some  of 
the  most  powerful  intellectual,  moral,  and  social 
forces  of  the  day.  [Scribner  &  Welford,  8vo, 
*2.75.] 

In  passing  from  Mr.  Ellis's  book  to  The 
Pope  and  the  New  Era,  by  William  T.  Stead, 
who,  it  will  be  remembered,  acquired  fame,  if 
not  notoriety,  by  his  conduct  of  the  Pall  Mall 
Gazette,  one  goes  from  an  atmosphere  of  spec- 
ulative thought  in  the  consideration  of  political 
and  social  questions  to  the  narrative  of  a  trained 
newspaper  man  whose  quest  is  for  facts  from 
whatever  trustworthy  sources  he  can  reach  in 
regard  to  the  attitude  of  the  Vatican  toward 
the  political  and  moral  forces  of  the  time.  In 
Mr.  Stead's  radical  view  three  mighty  influences 
are  at  work — the  world  is  passing  into  the 
hands  of  the  English-speaking  races,  power  is 
everywhere  passing  into  the  hands  of  the  work- 
man, and  "  woman  is  beginning  to  acquire  the 
status  of  a  human  being."  The  first  of  these 
tendencies  is  political,  the  second  economic, 
and  the  third  moral.  "This  series  of  letters  from 
the  Vatican  then  seeks  to  define  the  views  of 
the  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  tow- 
ard these  coming  changes.  The  results  of 
Mr.  Stead's  inquiries  are  not  such  as  to  arouse 
any  great  hope  that  the  Holy  See  will  be  an 
important  factor  in  any  of  these  social,  politi- 


cal, and  moral  developments.  The  one  thought 
that  fills  the  mind  of  Pope  Leo  XIII.  above  all 
others  is  the  possibility  of  the  recovery  of  the 
temporal  power  in  Italy;  and  Mr.  Stead  ad- 
duces considerable  evidence  to  show  that  by 
some  of  the  authorities  at  the  Vatican,  althougn 
not  by  the  Pope  himself,  a  foreign  war  would 
be  welcomed  as  a  means  to  this  end.  The 
Pope's  blunders  in  opposing  the  Pamell  fund 
and  the  Plan  of  Campaign  are  explained  at 
length  to  show  one  result  of  the  reluctance  of 
the  Holy  Father  to  be  guided  in  politico-social 
questions  by  the  advice  of  those  representatives 
of  the  Church  who  are  most  familiar  with  the 
facts.  Yet  Mr.  Stead  found  not  a  little  that 
was  encouraging  in  the  talk  of  those  into  whose 
hands  the  affairs  of  the  Papacy  are  to  pass  in 
the  next  half  century.  The  reader  of  the  book 
will  get,  at  all  events,  a  good  many  new  ideas 
regarding  the  power  and  probable  future  of  the 
Papacy,  even  if  he  does  not  get  any  very  satis- 
factory answers  to  the  threefold  question  which 
the  author  propounds  at  the  outset.  [Cassell, 
i2mo,  $1.50.] 

In  the  course  of  his  book  Mr.  Stead  refers  to 
the  deep  wound  which  was  inflicted  upon  the 
rulers  of  the  Church  by  the  unveiling,  last  year, 
of  the  monument  to  Giordano  Bruno  in  the 
market-place  of  Rome,  on  the  spot  where  the 
ex-monk  was  burnt  three  hundred  years  ago. 
A  little  brochure  just  issued,  entitled  Giordano 
Bruno,  contains  two  addresses  by  Daniel  G. 
Brinton  and  Thomas  Davidson,  which  were 
delivered  before  the  Contemporary  Club  of 
Philadelphia  last  January,  and  which  give  a 
good  sketch  of  the  life  and  teachings  of  the 
representative  of  "the  new  life,"  to  whose 
memory  young  Italy  has  consecrated  a  monu- 
ment. Bruno's  attacks  on  the  Pope  were  only 
one  phase  of  his  war  on  dogmatic  belief  of 
every  kind.  His  teachings  were  "  a  declaration 
of  the  independence  of  the  intellect,  an  an- 
nouncement that  philanthropic  working  is  bet- 
ter than  grossly  believing,  a  proclamation  that 
truth  as  attested  by  evidence  and  virtue  as 
shown  by  actions  are  the  only  sacred  things 
and  alone  merit  reverence. "  The  book  empha- 
sizes, even  more  than  does  that  of  Mr.  Stead, 
the  gulf  that  separates  the  New  Italy  from  the 
Papacy.  [David  McKay,  i2mo,  cloth,  75  cents  ; 
paper,  50  cents.] 

In  Pactolus  Prime  Judge  Tourgee  reverts  to 
his  favorite  topic,  the  condition  of  the  colored 
race.  The  scheme  is  certainly  novel.  The 
titular  hero  of  the  book  is  the  head  boot-black 
at  the  Best  House  dn  Washington ;  and  the 
first  third  of  the  volume  is  devoted  to  his  ar- 
guments with  his  customers  on  the  negro  ques- 
tion as  they  come  to  him  for  "  professional" 
services  on  a  Christmas  morning.  The  story 
proper  begins  at  this  point,  and  has  its  tragic

and  pathetic  moments.  But  one  cannot  es- 
cape the  feeling  that  the  plot  is  merely  an  in- 
cioent  ;  that  the  real  motive  of  the  book  is  the 
presentation  of  the  claims  of  the  colored  race 
to  eauality,  and  a  protest  against  the  prejudice 
whicn  its  members  meet  at  every  turn.  [Cas-

The  Harper's  School  Speaker,  First  Book, 
by  James  Baldwin,  Ph.D.,  contains  exercises 
in  poetry  and  prose  for  Arbor  Day  and  Memo- 
rial Day,  two  spring  festivals  that  are  now  very 
generally  observed.  The  book  has  an  intro- 
duction on  Arbor  Day  by  George  William 
Curtis.     [Harper,  i2mo.] 

A  new  edition  for  1890  of  that  excellent 
handbook  for  European  tourists  or  art 
students,  The  Index  Guide,  by  L.  C.  Loomis, 
is  issued.  The  volume  has  several  new  maps, 
in  addition  to  plans  and  catalogues  of  the  art 
galleries,  tables  of  routes  and  100  illustrations.

A  lively  story  of  adventure  on  the  Mexican 
border  is  The  Red  Mustang,  by  William  O. 
Stoddard,  whose  picture  of  the  fights  with  the 
Apaches,  and  of  the  lively  careers  of  the  Mexi- 
cans and  the  Americans,  is  full  of  spirit,  and 
will  interest  the  boys  greatly.  The  story  is 
numerously  and  well  illustrated.  [Harper, 
square  i6mo,  $1.00.] 

A  delightful  little  volume  of  reminiscences 
of  the  English  stage  is  Mrs.  Kendal's  Dra- 
matic Opinions,  wnich  is  reprinted,  with  a 
portrait,  from  Murray's  Magazine.  Mrs. 
Kendal  has  made  thousands  of  friends  in  the 
United  States  the  past  season,  and  many 
of  them  will  be  interested  in  this  little  boolc.

The  last  volume  in  the  large-page,  clearly- 
printed,  paper-covered  edition  of  Charles 
Kingsley's  novels,  is-  Two  Years  Ago,  The 
low  price  of  these  admirable  stories,  combined 
with  the  good  paper  and  excellent  presswork, 
the  reader  having  even  the  pleasure  of  cutting 
the  leaves,  ought  to  make  them  as  popular  here 
as  they  are  abroad.  [Macmillan,  8vo,  25 
cents.] 

Delicate  Feasting  is  the  title  of  a  series  of 
papers  by  Theodore  Child  on  the  art  of  cook- 
ing and  serving  food.  There  are  a  good  many 
useful  hints  in  the  book  that  can  be  utilized  in 
any  kitchen  and  on  any  table,  and  the  author's 
style  has  a  vein  of  satirical  humor  that  makes 
it  interesting.  A  large  part  of  the  volume  is 
addressed  to  epicures,  or  rather  to  the  cooks 
of  epicures,  who  have  carte  blanche  for  the 


preparation  of  elaborate  feasts  .or  highly  cul- 
tivated palates.     [Harper,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Edward  Eggleston's  popular  story  of  West- 
ern life,  The  Hoosier  School-Boy,  is  published 
in  a  new  edition  especially  arranged  by  the 
author  for  use  as  a  reader  in  schools.  Mr. 
Eggleston  has  added  numerous  definitions  and 
occasional  notes  and  questions,  giving  new 
value  to  this  vivid  and  truthful  picture  of  a 
youth's  struggles  in  the  early  part  of  this 
century  to  get  an  education  in  the  territory 
known  as  the  Western  Reserve.  The  illustra- 
tions of  the  original  edition  are  retained.

A  sensational  story,  which  gives  an  imagi- 
nary picture  of  New  York  society  in  the 
twentieth  century,  is  CcBsar*s  Column,  by  a 
writer  who  signs  himself  Edmund  Boisgilbert, 
M.D.  It  is  a  lurid,  melodramatic  tale,  not 
without  a  touch  of  coarseness  here  and  there. 
The  author's  purpose  is  to  show  what  he  be- 
lieves will  be  the  demoralizing  and  hideous  re- 
sults of  the  present  social  tendencies,  if  they  are 
allowed  to  go  unchecked  ;  and  with  this  object 
he  allows  his  imagination  to  run  riot  and  to 
portray  a  state  of  civilization  that  in  some  re- 
spects has  had  no  parallel  since  the  days  of 
Nero.     [F.J.  Schulte  &  Co.,  sq.  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Professor  William  F.  Allen,  late  Professor 
of  History  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  had 
at  the  time  of  his  death  just  completed  his 
Short  History  of  the  Roman  People,  from  the 
earliest  period  to  the  fall  of  the  empire.  It  is 
an  original  work,  showing  everywhere  traces, 
of  independent  study  and  especially  a  cleariy 
developed  plan,  which  is  to  present  all  the  ele- 
ments of  the  life  of  the  Roman  people  in  their 
relation  to  each  other,  and  to  illustrate  and 
vivify  the  life  of  the  times.  Frequent  refer- 
ence is  made  to  collateral  reading,  particulariy^ 
to  some  of  the  best  historical  novels,  and  ex- 
cellent maps  especially  made  for  the  work,^ 
with  illustrations,  are  provided.

Volumes  V.  and  VI.  in  the  new  and  enlarg- 
ed edition  of  De  Quincey's  Collected  Writings, 
edited  by  David  Masson,  have  appeared. 
Volume  v.,  which  has  a  half-tint  portrait  of 
De  Quincey  from  a  painting  by  I,  Watson 
Gordon  for  a  frontispiece,  contains  biographies 
and  biographic  sketches — Dr.  Samuel  Parr, 
the  Marquess  Wellesley,  Coleridge,  Lamb,  Pro- 
fessor Wilson,  Sir  William  Hamilton,  Charle- 
magne, and  Joan  of  Arc  being  the  subjects  ; 
and  Volume  VI.  contains  the  first  series  of  De 
Quincey's  historical  essays  and  researches, 
arranged  as  follows:  Homer  and  the  Ho- 
meridas ;  Philosophy  of  Herodotus  ;  The  The- 
ban  Sphinx;   Toilette   of  the  Hebrew  Lady; 
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Cicero ;    The    Caesars ;    and    iClius    Lamia.

It  used  to  be  a  very  generally  accepted 
opinion  that  in  no  pursuit  could  a  man  with 
moderate  capital  so  surely  gain  for  himself  the 
rewards  of  intelligent  labor,  together  with  the 
satisfactions  of  material  independence,  as  in 
farming  under  fairly  favorable  conditions.  This

READINGS   FROM   NEW  BOOKS. 

HENRIK   IBSEN'S  ANCESTRY. 

About  1720  a  Danish  skipper,  one  Peter  Ibsen, 
came  over  from  Moen  to  Bergen  and  settled 
there.  He  married  the  daughter  of  a  German 
who  had  likewise  emigrated  from  his  own  coun- 
try ;  these  were  the  poet's  great- grandparents. 
Peter  Ibsen  had  a  son,  Henrik  Petersen  Ibsen, 
who  was  also  a  ship's  captain .  He  married  a 
lady  whose  name  is  given  as  Wenche  Disching- 
ton,  the  daughter  of  a  Scotchman  naturalized  in 
Norway.  This  Henrik  Ibsen  settled  in  Skien, 
and  had  a  son  of  the  same  name  who  mafried  a 
German  wife.  All  these  Ibsens  were  sailors. 
Henrik  Ibsen's  son,  Knud  Ibsen,  the  dramatist's 
father,  like  his  father,  married  a  wife  of  German 
extraction,  Maria  Cornelia  AltenTiurg,  the  daugh- 
ter of  a  merchant  who  had  begun  life  as  a  sailor. 

The  ancestry  is  very  significant.  It  will  be 
seen  that  Ibsen  is  on  both  sides  predominantly 
German,  and  that  in  his  German  and  Danish 
blood  there  is  an  interesting  Scotch  strain.  The 
tendency  to  philosophic  abstraction  and  the  stren- 
uous earnestness,  mingling  with  the  more  char- 
acteristically northern  imaginative  influences, 
are  explained  by  this  German  and  Scotch  ances- 
try; it  explains  also  the  peculiarly  isolated  and 
yet  cosmopolitan  attitude  which  marks  Ibsen- 
why  it  is  that  his  works  have  been  so  enthusias- 
tically received  and  so  easily  naturalized  in  Ger- 
many, and  why,  now  that  they  are  beginning  to 
be  known,  they  promise  to  make  so  deep  an  im- 
pression in  our  own  land  ? 

Ibsen's  mother  possessed  a  shy,  silent,  and 
solitarv  nature,  which  she  imparted  to  her  son. 
One  of  her  daughters  thus  describes  her :  "  She 
was  a  quiet,  lovable  woman,  the  soul  of  the 
hpuse,  devoted  to  her  husband  and  children. 


She  was  always  sacrificing  herself.  There  was 
no  bitterness  or  reproach  in  her."  The  father 
was  of  cheerful  disposition,  a  man  of  sociable 
tastes,  popular  in  his  circle,  but  also  feared,  for 
he  had  a  keen  wit,  and,  like  his  son,  be  could 
use  it  unmercifully. — Fror,^  **  The  New  Spirit" 
by  Havelock  Ellis.

She  smiled 
faintly,  showing  a  glimpse  of  her  fine  teeth,  but 
the  smile  was  hard.

He  hesitated,  seeing  that  she  had  spoken  iron- 
ically. 

"Allowances?"  she  repeated,  in  an  indiffer- 
ent tone.

THE  pope's  mode  OF  LIFE. 

Every  morning,  before  addressing  himself  to 
the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  this  planet,  he 
ofifers  the  sacrifice  of  the  Mass,  and  then  for 
gratiarum  actio  attends  a  second  Mass,  at  which 
his  chaplain  is  the  celebrant.  With  a  mind  thus 
attuned  to  divine  things,  the  Pope  then  begins 
his  working  day.  A  single  glass  of  coffee,  tea, 
or  milk  suffices  to  break  his  fast.  After  going 
through  his  papers,  he  begins  to  receive  about 
nine.  From  that  hour  till  one  in  the  afternoon 
the  throng  of  visitors  never  slackens.  Secreta- 
ries, Ambassadors,  Cardinals  from  the  Congre- 
gation, distinguished  strangers,  Bishops  from 
afar,  have  audience  in  turn.  There  are  1200 
bishops  in  the  Catholic  Church,  and  with  all 
of  them  the  Pope  is  in  more  or  less  constant 
personal  relations.  Nothing  can  be  more 
gracious,  more  animated,  or  more  sympathetic 
than  the  manner  of  the  Pope.  His  eye,  which 
when  fixed  in  thought  is  deep  and  piercing, 
beams  with  kindliness,  and  the  severely  rig- 
id lines  of  his  intellectual  features  relax  with  the 
pleasantest  of  smiles  as  he  talks,  using,  as  the 
case  may  be,  either  French,  Latin  (which  he 
speaks  with  great  purity  and  facility),  or  his  own 
musical  native  tongue.  After  four  or  five  hours 
spent  in  this  way  he  returns  to  his  papers  and 
his  books  until  three,  when  he  dines.  His  meal 
is  frugal  ;  a  little  soup,  two  courses  of  meat  with 
vegetables,  and  dessert  of  fruit,  with  one  glass 
of  strong  wine,  suffice  for  his  wants.  After  din- 
ner he  goes  out  for  a  drive  or  a  walk  in  the  gar- 
dens of  the  Vatican.  In  the  evening  he  resumes 
his  papers,  and  at  night  between  nine  and  ten 
all  the  Papal  household  assemble  for  the  Rosary, 
after  which  they  retire  to  rest.  But  long  after 
that  hour  the  Cardinal  State  Secretary,  Rampol- 
la,  or  the  Under-State  Secretary,  Mocenni,  is 
often  summoned  to  the  Papal  apartments,  where, 
by  the  light  of  the  midnight  lamp,  Leo  watches 
and  thinks  and  prays  for  the  welfare  of  the

Never  was  a  July  morning  in  Cauca  so  lovely

HOW  LISZT  WAS  PERSUADED  TO  PLAY. 

I  was  one  of  a  very  gay  and  pleasant  dinner- 
party, given  by  an  American  lady,  at  which  Liszt 
and  Senator  Mamiani,  then  octogenarian  and  a 
good  bit  more,  were  among  the  guests.  After 
dinner,  which  had  been  a  somewhat  long  and 
very  merry  one,  an  attempt  was  made  to  induce 
Liszt  to  go  to  the  piano,  which  had  been  care- 
fully ratroduced  into  the  room,  and  disguised  by 
cloths  into  the  innocent  semblance  of  a  sideboard. 
We  all  knew  that  the  enterprise  in  hand  was 
likely  to  be  a  difficult  one,  for  the  great  musician 
was  apt  to  be  somewhat  chary  in  responding  to 
such  impromptu  calls  upon  him  ;  and  in  fact  he 
showed  manifest  signs  ol  not  being  minded  to 
comply  with  the  entreaties  of  those  around  him, 
till  Mamiani  said,  *'  Maestro,  will  you  go  to  the 
instrument  if  1  beg  you  to  do  so  on  my  knees?" 

"  I  cannot  answer  for  what  might  happen  under 
such  circumstances,*'  said  the  old  musician,  shak- 
ing his  flowing  white  locks,  "for  I  never  had  a 
senator  on  his  knees  before  me." 

No  sooner  were  the  words  out  of  his  lips  than 
Mamiani,  not  only  a  senator,  but  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  of  the  senate,  and  with  his 
eighty-four  or  eighty-five  years  still  as  playful  as 
a  boy — (I  beg  pardon  of  the  young  gentlemen  of 
this  inf  .  .  .  I  mean  remarkably  well  educated 
generation  ;  as  playful.  I  would  say,  as  a  boy  of 
le  bon  vieux  /wwt/j-)— jumped  up,  ran  round  the 
table,  and,  with  napkin  in  hand — 1  can  see  the 
two  venerable  white  old  heads  now,  laughing 
into  each  other's  eyes — plumped  down  on  both 
knees  before  him.

rO  Henry  James  more  than  to 
any  one  else  is  due  the  credit 
of  having  brought  M.  Guy  de 
Maupassant  to  the  attention 
of  the  American  public.  In 
his  book,  "  Partial  Portraits," 
published  two  years  ago,  Mr.  James,  in  an  es- 
say at  once  sympathetic,  discerning,  and  inti- 
mately personal,  rather  than  critical,  endea- 
vored, with  a  large  degree  of  success,  to  make 
clear  the  point  of  view  from  which  M.  de  Mau- 
passant practised  the  art  of  fiction,  and  to  find 
in  the  temperament  and  training  of  the  man 
the  causes  of  the  peculiar  character  and  color 
of  his  work.  This  intelligent  and  warmly  ap- 
preciative ^tudy  of  M.  de  Maupassant  and  his 
art  is  supplemented,  so  to  speak,  by  the  intro- 
duction, also  by  Mr.  James,  to  the  collection  of 
thirteen  of  the  novelist's  short  stories  or  tales, 
"The  Odd  Number,"  recently  published.  If 
any  one,  on  the  other  hand,  wishes  to  go  to  M. 


de  Maupassant  himself  to  get  at  first  hand  his 
statement  of  the  theory  and  art  of  fiction,  he 
will  find  it  in  his  essay  on  "  The  Novel, "  which 
forms  the  introduction  to  his  last  long  story, 
"Pierre  et  Jean,"  a  translation  of  which  has 
recently  been  issued. 

Mr.  James  dwells  upon  the  point  that  it  is  to 
Frenchmen  that  M.  de  Maupassant  addresses 
himself,  and  that  "  it  is  profitless  to  read  him 
without  a  certain  displacement  of  tradition." 
For  neither  the  French  nor  the  German  au- 
thor cares  for  the  prejudices  of  English  readers. 
It  is  well  to  bear  this  fact  in  mind  when  one 
is  disturbed  by  M.  de  Maupassant's  habit  of 
measuring  or  picturing  every  impression  ac- 
cording to  the  character  or  strength  of  its  ap- 
peal to  one  or  the  other  of  his  senses.  It  is 
his  mission  to  describe,  with  sobriety  and  con- 
ciseness and  yet  with  color,  what  he  sees  and 
hears  and  smells ;  and  if  the  less  amiable,  not 
to  say  disagreeable,  aspects  of  human  nature 
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appear  most  often  reflected  in  this  process,  and 
give  his  tales  a  gloomy,  pessimistic  tone,  it  is 
because  these  unlovely  qualities  appeal  to  his 
senses  most  actively  and  seem  to  a  writer  of 
his  peculiar  temperament  to  be  the  really  sig- 
nificant things  in  the  human  spectacle. 

The  curious  reader,  however,  will  find  all  of 
these  phases  of  M.  de  Maupassant's  art  fully 
discussed  in  the  essays  already  referred  to. 
The  more  immediate  purpose  of  this  article  is 
to  g^ve  a  sketch  of  the  personality  and  career 
of  the  man.  M.  de  Maupassant  is  a  Norman 
of  ancient  lineage,  and  was  bom  on  August  5th, 
1850,  in  the  Chateau  de  Miromesnil,  near 
Dieppe.  At  an  early  age  he  was  sent  to  the 
ecclesiastical  college  of  Yvetot,  in  Normandy, 
whence  he  was  expelled  for  having  written 
some  improper  verses.  After  completing  his 
studies  at  the  Lyc6e  de  Rouen,  he  went  to 
Paris,  and  for  six  years  was  employed  in  the 
Ministry  of  the  Marine.  Arriving  in  Paris 
^on  after  the  close  of  the  Franco-Prussian 
war,  M.  de  Maupassant  became  acquainted 
with  two  men,  whose  influence  in  shaping  his 
literary  career  was  very  great — Louis  Bouilhet 
and  Gustave  Flaubert.  From  them  the  young 
man  learned  the  lesson  of  persistent  effort. 
Flaubert  once  said  to  him,  when  he  showed 
him  some  little  pieces  he  had  written :  "  I  do 
not  know  if  you  have  talent ;  what  you  have 
shown  me  proves  that  you  possess  a  certain 
degree  of  intelligence.  But  do  not  forget  this, 
young  man,  that  talent — to  quote  the  saying 
of  Buffon — is  merely  long  patience.  Keep  on 
working.'* 

For  seven  years — what  an  example  for  the 
young  and  ambitious  authors  of  our  own  coun- 
try I — M.  de  Maupassant  wrote  verses,  stories, 
novels,  and  even  a  play,  submitting  them  each 
week  to  the  criticism  of  Flaubert.  Of  the 
stories  and  verses  produced  during  this  long 
apprenticeship  in  the  work  of  mastering  the  art 
of  writing,  nothing  was  published.  At  length, 
however,  in  1880,  M.  Flaubert  gave  his  pupil 
permission  to  have  a  sketch  printed.  Since  then 
he  has  published  half  a  dozen  novels,  a  volume 
or  two  of  poems,  and  more  than  a  hundred 
tales.  His  admirers  think  that  his  fame  will 
rest  on  his  short  stories  and  sketches,  although 
his  "Pierre  ct  Jean"  shows  a  power  and  a 


depth  and  delicacy  of  feeling  which  were  un- 
suspected, and  which  make  his  future  some- 
what problematical. 

When  in  Paris  M.  de  Maupassant  lives  with 
his  cousin,  M.  de  Poitevin,  the  landscape  paint- 
er, at  No.  10  Rue  Montchanin,  Quartier  Males- 
herbes.  The  interior  of  the  house  gives  evi- 
dence on  every  side  of  the  luxurious  and  artis- 
tic tastes  of  its  occupants.  Normandy  sketches 
by  M.  de  Poitevin,  a  head  of  Flaubert,  Geno- 
ese tapestries,  well-filled  book-shelves,  and 
fur  rugs  make  the  rooms  attractive,  while  the 
author's  study  is  filled  with  rare  and  interest- 
ing objects — letters  from  many  celebrated 
persons,  a  splendid  statue  of  Buddha,  piles  of 
MSS.,  etc.  He  enjoys  a  tropical  climate,  and 
has  the  temperature  of  his  study  so  hot  as  to 
be  uncomfortable  for  every  one  but  himself. 
His  country  home  is  at  ifetretat,  the  seaside  re- 
sort in  Normandy.  The  house,  a  pretty  place, 
where  he  does  the  most  of  his  writing,  is  called 
"  La  Guillette,"  his  own  name  Guy  "  feminiz- 
ed." 

A  recent  writer  has  given  this  description  of 
M.  de  Maupassant's  personal  appearance : 

In  personal  appearance  Guy  xie  Maupassant  is 
of  medium  height,  solid,  well  built,  and  has  the 
bearing  of  a  soldier  ;  he  has  a  fine  characteristic 
Norman  bead,  with  the  straight  line  from  neck 
to  crane  which  we  see  in  the  mecUdlions  of  the 
old  Conquest  warriors  ;  his  forehead  is  low, 
rather  too  heavily  lined  ;  and  his  hair,  brown  and 
wavy,  is  now  combed  straight  back  in  the  fashion 
of  the  modern  Roman  youth.  In  short,  M.  de 
Maupassant  has  such  a  look  of  cbeeriness  that 
he  reminds  one  of  a  clear  autumn  day — an  agree- 
able harmony  in  russet  colors  and  russet  tints  ; 
dark  brown  laughing  eyes,  a  shapely  mouth, 
half  concealed  by  a  heavy  brown  mustache,  an 
olive  skin  mantled  with  red  and  a  general  healthy 
ruddiness,  give  this  character  and  warmth  to 
his  physiognomy.  In  France  they  call  him  a 
"tres  joli  gar9on,"  and  I  presume  he  might  pass 
for  that  anywhere.  With  all  that,  one  is  most 
pleased  with  the  expression  of  his  countenance, 
which  indicates  simplicity,  intelligence,  and  great 
good-nature.  Dress  this  gentleman  in  a  tweed 
suit,  also  of  russet  tints,  and  you  will  see  him  as 
he  stands  on  the  balcony  of  La  Guillette  or  as  I 
saw  him  one  summer  day  at  the  gate,  waiting 
for  a  friend  who  was  coming  down  the  road  to 
the  cottage.

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LITERARY  TOPICS  IN   BOSTON. 

Boston,  May  15,  1890. 

WHOEVER  is  interested  in 
Americana  will  feel  the  impor- 
tance of  a  gift  which  has  just 
been  made  to  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library  by  the  widow  of 
the  late  John  A.  Lewis.  Mr. 
Lewis  collected  between  five  and  six  thousand 
volumes,  consisting  largely  of  town  histories 
and  all  sorts  of  works  relating  to  American 
history,  but  having  in  addition  several  hun- 
dred rare  and  often  exceedingly  valuable  books, 
broadsides,  pamphlets  and  the  like,  which  have 
been  given  to  the  city. 

This  collection  is  rich  in  the  publications  of 
the  Mather  family,  the  books  being  in  fine 
order,  and  making  together  the  best  private 
collection  of  the  sort  known.  It  is  also  rich 
in  original  editions  of  contemporary  divines — 
Thomas  Hooker,  John  Cotton,  and  the  rest  of 
those  severe  old  worthies,  with  whatever  Eng- 
lish literature  of  the  time  was  germane  to 
American  affairs. 

There  are  an  unusual  number  of  the  im- 
prints of  good  old  John  Foster,  whose  memory 
is  not  held  in  half  the  honor  it  deserves  to  be. 
The  majority  of  American  readers  never  heard 
of  him,  and  are  also  wholly  unaware  that  the 
first  book  printed  in  New  England  was  an 
election  sermon  preached  in  May,  1676.  It 
was  a  small  quarto  of  sixty  odd  pages,  and 
was  from  the  press  of  John  Foster.  It  is  not, 
however,  so  much  for  being  the  first  to  print 
books,  as  for  the  way  in  which  he  did  it,  that 
Foster  deserved  honor.  There  is  a  good  taste 
and  a  style  about  his  work  which  many  a  pre- 
tentious pul^lisher  of  to-day  might  study  with 
advantage.  He  had  the  instinctive  taste  of  a 
bom  printer,  and  his  work  is  a  pleasure  to 
whoever  appreciates  this  sort  of  thing.  His 
books  are  rare  and  valuable  from  the  col- 
lector's point  of  view,  and  the  collection  puts 
the  library  in  possession  of  a  number  of  them. 
The  collection  is  strong  in  seventeenth-cen- 
tury Americana,  but  it  is  by  no  means  confined 
to  it.  It  comes  down  much  later,  and  while 
this  is  no  place  to  go  into  an  enumeration  of 
the  books,  it  may  give  some  idea  of  its  range 


to  say  that  from  the  big  folio  of  the  "  Magna- 
lia,"  it  runs  to  files  of  Franklin's  "  Poor  Rich- 
ard's Almanac"  and  early  American  nursery 
tales.  These  last  are,  of  course,  reprints  of 
English  chap-books,  but  they  are  very  curious. 
As  a  whole  the  collection  is  a  pleasing  and 
valuable  addition  to  the  library,  and  one  which 
will  be  of  much  use  to  students  of  the  history 
of  the  period  which  it  illustrates. 

This  period,  by  the  way,  is  being  carefully 
studied  by  Barrett  Wendell,  who  is  at  work 
upon  a  life  of  no  less  a  personage  than  old 
Cotton  Mather  himself.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  unpublished  material  in  the  shape  of  journals 
owned  by  the  Genealogical  Society  here  and 
in  the  library  at  Worcester,  and  of  this  Mr. 
Wendell  will  make  abundant  use.  I  confess 
that  personally  I  have  a  good  deal  of  faith  that 
this  book  may  prove  to  be  the  best  picture  of 
the  spirit  of  the  Puritan  time  in  which  the  old 
divine  lived,  and  in  any  case  one  is  sure  that 
the  work  of  Mr.  Wendell  will  be  suggestive, 
thoughtful  and  intelligent,  besides  being  finely 
written. 

Robert  Grant  is  just  completing  a  new  novel, 
and  by  the  time  this  letter  is  in  print  will  prob- 
ably have  put  the  finishing  touches  to  it.  It 
is  in  a  somewhat  new  vein  for  him.  It  is  the 
story  of  an  American  family,  told  simply  and 
directly,  and  is  likely  to  attract  new  attention 
to  the  work  of  this  clever  writer. 

Now  that  there  is  a  movement  in  London  to 
form  a  [William]  Blake  Society,  on  the  lines 
of  the  Shelley  and  the  Browning  Societies, 
there  will  probably  be  something  of  the  sort 
here.  There  is  nobody  on  the  face  of  the 
earth  who  could  better  serve  as  the  centre  of 
a  Boston  craze  than  William  Blake.  He  was 
great  enough  to  be  utterly  misunderstood ;  he 
wrote  a  good  deal  that  is  so  absolutely  incom- 
prehensible to  everybody  that  the  wayfaring 
man,  though  a  fool,  cannot  lack  abundant  ex- 
cuse for  all  sorts  of  new  and  fantastic  "  inter- 
pretations" of  it,  while  there  is  still  enough 
that  is  beautiful  and  sublime,  and  at  the  same 
time  intelligible,  to  hold  the  sensible,  who  are 
the  saving  salt  of  these  societies.  The  fact 
that  the  Boston  Art  Museum  has  just  accumu- 
lated the  original  Blake  water-colors  brought 
over  here  by  Mr.  Quaritch  is  an  additional  fact 
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which  may  be  counted  upon  as  having  some 
weight,  and  I  live  in  hope  that  we  may  next 
winter  have  the  amusement  of  a  Blake  Society, 
with  all  the  exquisite  fooling  that  this  implies. 
For  which  way  of  stating  it  may  I  be  forgiven ! 

The  experiment  of  imparting  technical  train- 
ing in  the  form  of  a  story  is  to  be  tried  once 
more — this  time  by  the  author  of  that  gem  of 
humor,  "The  Colonel's  Opera  Cloak,"  Mrs. 
Christine  Chaplin  Brush.  She  is  to  bring  out 
some  time  early  in  the  summer,  through 
Messrs.  Roberts  Brothers,  a  volume  with  the 
title — which  is  certainly  clumsy  enough — "  One 
Summer's  Lessons  in  Practical  Perspective 
Drawing,"  her  endeavor  being  to  inculcate  the 
principles  of  this  branch  of  art  in  a  story. 

The  news  has  just  been  received  here  in  a 
letter  from  Sir  Edwin  Arnold  that  he  is  occu- 
pying his  leisure  in  Japan  in  writing  a  new 
epic  upon  the  foundation  of  Christianity.  It 
is  to  be  called  "  The  Light  of  the  World,"  and 
his  friends  say  that  the  poet  has  hit  upon  a 
most  original  method  of  treatment.  If  the 
success  is  at  all  proportionate  to  that  which 
he  achieved  in  his  rendering  of  the  story  of  the 
Indian  Messiah,  we  have  to  look  for  another 
popular  epic,  two  of  which  one  hardly  expects 
to  see  in  a  lifetime. 

Mr.  Nathan  Haskell  Dole,  who  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  lose  in  the  Boston  fire  of  last 
Thanksgiving  Day  the  MS.  of  a  life  of  Pales- 
trina,  is  soon  to  bring  out,  through  Messrs.  T. 
Y.  Crowell  &  Co.,  a  volume  for  young  people, 
called  "  A  Score  of  Famous  Composers."  It 
will  begin  with  Palestrina  and  end  with  Wag- 
ner, will  be  illustrated  and  have  a  cover 
designed  by  Mrs.  Dole.  Mr.  Dole  was  for- 
merly musical  critic  on  the  Philadelphia  Press, 
and  he  has  done  this  work  with  g^eat  care,  so 
that  it  is  sure  to  be  admirable.    Arlo  Bates. 


A  new  novel  by  Seflor  Vald6s,  *'  La  Espuma," 
has  just  gone  to  press  in  Spain,  but  is  not  ex- 
pected to  be  published  until  October.  It  deals 
with  the  present  aspect  of  the  Spanish  nobility, 
which  is  represented  as  very  corrupt.  It  is 
drawn  on  broader  lines  than  some  of  his  pre- 
vious  stories,  but  he  considers  it  **  deeply  moral." 
The  book  may  be  published  simultaneously  in 
Madrid  and  New  York. 


IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

Few  will  doubt  the  general  truth  of  Dr.  Ed* 
ward  Eggleston's  statement  that  a  competence 
is  not  to  be  derived  from  literature  "properly 
so  called,"  if  one's  idea  of  a  competence  is  that 
which  other  professional  men  receive  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  or  of  the  law,  or  in  the  min- 
istry. Exceptions  to  this  broad  rule  will  occur 
to  some  readers,  according  as  they  apply  a  strict 
or  a  liberal  definition  to  the  word  **  literature," 
and  a  question  furthermore  may  be  raised  as  to 
the  comparison,  regarding  their  income,  which 
Dr.  Eggleston  makes  between  leading  authors 
and  leading  lawyers,  doctors,  and  ministers. 


For  as  I  look  at  the  matter,  it  seems  as  if  the 
fairer  method  would  be  to  compare  authors  with 
men  who  devote  their  lives  to  other  arts  than 
literature — to  painting,  sculpture,  or  music. 
These  men,  like  the  makers  of  literature,  are, 
or  aspire  to  be,  creators ;  while  lawyers,  doc- 
tors, and  ministers  are,  loosely  speaking,  in- 
terpreters ;  original  discovery  and  invention, 
the  moulding  of  ideas  into  new  plastic  forms, 
playing  a  less  important  part  in  their  life-work 
than  in  the  case  of  the  author,  painter,  sculptor, 
or  composer.  Looked  at  from  this  new  point 
of  view,  literature  as  a  vocation  is  probably  not 
much  less  remunerative,  if  any,  than  its  sister 
arts.  Do  not  our  leading  painters  and  sculptors 
have  to  fall  back  upon  the  drudgery  of  teaching 
to  add  to  their  incomes,  just  as  our  authors 
are  dependent  on  editorial  hack-work  or  other 
means  outside  of ' '  literature  properly  so  called  "  ? 
In  the  same  way  our  two  foremost  American 
composers,  Professor  John  K.  Paine,  of  Har- 
vard, and  Dudley  Buck,  of  Brooklyn,  receive 
little  or  nothing  for  their  symphonies,  oratorios, 
cantatas,  and  other  original  orchestral  and  vocal 
music.  Both  are  forced  to  rely  upon  teaching 
for  their  incomes.  If  the  figures  could  be  had, 
I  think  it  would  be  found  that  Strauss,  the  leader 
of  the  famous  Vienna  band,  earns  a  bigger 
yearly  income  by  playing  dance  music  than 
Wagner  ever  received  for  the  works  that  he 
wrote. 


Mr.  Bellamy  has  lately  been  attempting  to 
disabuse  the  public  mind  of  the  notion  that  he 
has  made  a  fortune  from  his  "Looking  Back- 
ward."   When  I  read  a  few  weeks  ago  of  the 
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enormous  sales  of  this  book,  amounting  to  three 
hundred  and  forty  or  fifty  thousand  copies,  I 
recalled  the  remark  that  I  once  heard  addressed  to 
a  young  man,  who  was  a  beginner  in  newspaper 
work,  by  a  veteran  publisher,  whose  intelligence 
was  as  keen  as  his  business  sense.  "  Young 
man,"  he  said,  "if  you  want  to  win  fame  and 
fortune,  write  something  that  will  fire  the  imag^i. 
nation  of  the  mass  of  the  people."  Mr.  Bellamy 
seems  to  have  done  exactly  this.  Impractical 
and  visionary  as  his  ideas  seem  to  many  people 
who  take  a  sane  and  rational  view  of  human 
nature  and  its  limitations,  he  has  certainly 
touched  the  imagination  of  the  public  by  his  pic- 
ture of  a  state  of  society  which  be  and  his  fol- 
lowers think  ideal. 

• 

It  is  a  picture  that  has  a  strange  fascination 
for  many  minds,  and  one  can  easily  see  how  the 
alluring  vision  may  seem  more  real  than  life 
itself  to  those  who  contemplate  it  at  length. 
The  tricks  that  one's  imagination  may  play  in 
such  matters  is  illustrated  in  a  story  that  is  told 
of  a  brother- writer,  Jules  Sandeau,  who,  calling 
one  day  upon  Balzac,  spoke  of  a  journey  from 
which  he  had  just  returned  and  of  the  health  of 
his  sister.  "  Yes,"  said  Sandeau,  after  talking 
of  some  detail  of  the  matter,  "my  sister  has 
indeed  been  ill."  "  I  am  sorry,"  replied  Balzac, 
who  had  listened  to  the  narrative  politely  but 
somewhat  absently.  And  then  the  novelist 
added  in  a  changed  voice,  "  We  must  come  back 
to  real  life,  however.  Consider  Eugenie  Gran- 
det !" 


Perhaps  one  method  by  which  the  American 
author  will  be  able  to  add  to  his  income,  if  the 
rejection  of  the  International  Copyright  bill  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  does  not  drive 
him,  utterly  discouraged,  into  some  other  pro- 
fession or  into  business,  will  be  that  suggested 
by  Mr.  John  Dawson  in  the  English  periodical, 
'  Time,  Mr.  Dawson,  in  a  paper  on  "  Author- 
craft,"  proposes  that  authors  should  admit  pupils 
to  their  workshops,  as  painters  and  sculptors  do, 
and  teach  the  technique  of  the  art  of  writing — the 
fundamental  laws  that  govern  the  expression  of 
ideas  in  this  form.  The  suggestion  strikes  me 
as  excellent.  What  young  and  ambitious  Ameri- 
can will  be  the  first  to  apply  to  Mr.  Howells  for 
desk-room  in  a  corner  of  the  Editor's  Study,  or  to 
Mr.  Stockton  for  three  hours  a  week  of  instruc- 


tion in  the  art  of  telling  short  stories,  or  to  Mr. 
Aldrich  for  regular  advice  and  counsel  in  the 
laws  of  prosody  ? 


ENGLISH   NOTES. 

London,  May  5,  1890. 

OTHING  would  give  me 
greater  pleasure  than  to  see 
— in  certain  departments — 
American  rule  established  in 
England.  No  country  in  the 
world  has  so  many  remains 
of  old  days,  has  so  many  fine  old  houses  and 
monuments,  is  so  rich  in  historical  associa- 
tions as  ours,  and  yet  there  is  no  place  in  the 
world  where  they  are  treated  with  such  scant 
consideration  and  absolute  indifference.  There 
is  not  a  week  passes  but  what  some  quaint 
comer  is  sacrificed,  some  historical  landmark 
swept  away,  and  yet  the  majority  of  the  British 
nation  view  these  proceedings  with  absolute 
apathy.  The  vandalism  and  the  wanton 
spoliation  that  have  occurred  only  in  my  time 
are  something  terrible  to  contemplate,  and  I 
would  gladly  have  American  rule  in  England 
for  awhile  to  check  the  terrible  devastation 
that  is  going  on,  in  this  respect,  all  over  our 
kingdom.  Vandalism  is  likely  before  long  to 
be  rampant  in  our  most  picturesque  city  of 
Oxford.  It  beg^n  with  the  introduction  of 
tramways  and  the  desecration  of  Magdalen 
Bridge,  and  now  it  will  probably  be  carried 
much  further.  The  Angel  has  vanished,  and 
now  the  Mitre  is  to  be  pulled  down.  Worse 
still.  Carfax  Church  is  to  be  demolished,  and 
a  fine  old  picturesque  Elizabethan  mansion 
hard  by — formerly  the  Crown  Tavern — where 
Shakespeare  lodged  and  Sir  William  Davenant 
was  bom,  will  also  be  demolished.  All  this 
desecration  is  about  to  take  place  simply  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  more  accommodation  and 
market  space  to  dealers  in  vegetables.  This 
news  will  be  the  cause  of  sorrow,  I  am  sure, 
to  our  American  cousins,  who  are  all  intense 
admirers  of  the  fine  old  city  of  Oxford,  and 
who  appreciate  our  ancient  buildings  and  our 
fine  old  relics,  I  fear,  a  great  deal  more  than 
we  do  ourselves. 
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Of  course,  wholesale  demolition  is  constantly 
going  on  in  London,  and  it  was  only  a  day  or 
two  ago  I  visited  a  most  interesting  place  that 
in  a  few  weeks  will  be  planed  out  of  existence 
to  make  way  for  a  new  brewery.  This  is  an 
old  rambling  thatched  house,  from  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  to  three  hundred  years  old,  on 
Shepherd's  Bush  Green,  where  Miles  Synder- 
combe  dwelt  in  1657  for  the  purpose  of  assas- 
sinating Oliver  Cromwell,  when  he  was  driving 
from  Hampton  Court  to  London.  In  those 
days  Shepherd's  Bush  was  a  wild  and  desolate 
spot,  and  Miles  Syndercombe's  house  stood 
almost  alone.  Now  the  g^een  is  surrounded 
with  houses,  and  there  are  streets,  squares, 
and  terraces  all  the  way  to  the  Marble  Arch, 
and  right  away  in  the  other  direction,  along 
the  Uxbridge  Road,  are  towns  upon  towns  of 
houses.  Pilgrims  to  Miles  Syndercombe's 
house — the  name,  by  the  way,  is  quite  worthy 
of  Charles  Dickens — should  not  omit,  when 
in  this  neighborhood,  to  visit  the  comfortable 
house  where  Charles  Reade  used  to  reside,  in 
the  Blomfield  Road.  Here  many  of  his  best 
works  were  written,  and  here  he  might  be 
seen  sitting  and  musing  in  his  garden  of  a 
summer's  evening,  surrounded  by  his  tame 
hares  and  rabbits. 

In  a  recent  case  in  the  law  courts.  Mr. 
George  Augustus  Sala  was  asked  by  Mr.  Lock- 
wood  :  "  Do  you  suggest  that  no  man  should 
be  an  art  critic  or  a  dramatic  critic  unless  he 
has  been  an  artist  or  an  actor?"  Mr.  Sala 
replied :  "  I  do  not ;  but  I  have  always  main- 
tained that  an  art  critic  would  be  better  for  a 
practical  knowledge  of  drawing."  Depend 
upon  it,  Mr.  Sala  is  quite  right,  and  it  is  be- 
cause the  majority  of  our  art  critics  have  no 
practical  knowledge  of  art  that  their  articles 
are  so  absurd,  so  ignorant,  and  so  useless. 
Out  of  the  scores  of  people  who  write  notices 
of  our  exhibitions,  there  are,  perhaps,  not  more 
than  half  a  dozen  who  ever  drew  from  the 
life,  or  sketched  from  nature,  or  painted  a 
picture ;  and  there  are  legions  who  dogmatize 
in  our  journals  who  have  not  the  faintest 
knowledge — practical,  theoretical,  or  histor- 
ical—of the  art  which  they  discourse  upon. 
If  you  pay  a  visit  to  the  press  view  at  the 
Royal  Academy  you  will  be  perfectly  astounded 


at  the  extraordinary  collection  of  people  who 
are  supposed  to  be  able  to  form  a  judgment 
on  the  merits  of  the  exhibition.  A  tale  is  told 
of  the  editor  of  a  London  paper  who,  being 
reminded  that  his  art  critic  was  ill,  at  once 
dispatched  his  reporter  of  fires  to  write  a  criti- 
cism on  the  Royal  Academy.  And  undoubt- 
edly there  are  plenty  of  men  who  are  continu- 
ally doing  this  work  who  know  infinitely  less 
about  it  than  a  fire  reporter.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  in  these  days  of  the  popularity  of 
art  why  this  should  be.  But  it  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  while  the  political,  the  literary,  the 
theatrical  departments  of  a  newspaper  are 
filled  by  educated  men  who  are  especially  well 
informed  in  their  particular  line,  the  art  column 
— save  in  rare  instances — is  written  by  those 
who  are  as  ignorant  of  art  as  a  baby  is  of  bi- 
metallism. 

The  course  of  readings  about  to  be  under- 
taken by  Mr.  Henry  Irving  and  Miss  Ellen 
Terry  promises  to  be  a  very  great  success.  It 
is  possible,  if  this  proves  to  be  the  case,  that 
the  affair  may  develop  into  a  series  on  a  more 
extended  scale.  Something  has  been  whis- 
pered with  regard  to  a  visit  to  America,  but  I 
believe  nothing  on  this  head  has  yet  been 
definitely  settled.  Should  this  be  undertaken, 
I  think  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  a  warm 
welcome  would  be  accorded  to  them,  and  they 
would  make  a  gigantic  success.  It  is  said, 
too,  that  there  is  some  chance  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bancroft  going  on  a  tour  with  readings  derived 
from  their  popular  volume  of  reminiscences. 
This  would  assuredly  be  most  interesting. 
There  are  others,  I  hear,  too,  who  are  turning 
their  attention  to  the  platform.  The  expense 
of  anything  of  this  kind  is  so  very  moderate 
and  the  risk  so  small  that,  if  once  it  "  catches 
on,"  it  produces  a  steady  income  even  to  one 
who  does  not  happen  to  be  a  celebrity  of  the 
first  magnitude.  Mr.  George  Grossmith,  who 
since  he  quitted  the  Savoy  Theatre  has  been 
going  round  the  country  with  an  entertain- 
ment of  his  own,  has  been  making  a  fortune. 
There  is  a  chance  of  his  paying  you  a  visit 
some  of  these  fine  days,  and  I  venture  to  think 
he  would  be  very  popular  with  the  American 
public. 

An  absurd  rumor  has  gone  the  rounds  of 
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the  English  papers,  and  probably  will  go  to 
America,  about  Sir  John  Millais.  It  is  to  the 
effect  that  his  sight  is  failing  and  that  he  was 
giving  up  painting.  As  I  had  a  long  chat 
with  him  only  a  few  days  ago,  I  happen  to 
know  there  is  not  a  word  of  truth  in  the  re- 
port. His  sight  was  never  in  better  order, 
and  he  was  never  working  harder  than  at  the 
present  moment.  Evidence  of  this  will  be 
seen  at  the  ensuing  exhibitions  at  the  New 
Gallery,  the  Grosvenor,  and  the  Royal  Academy. 
I  saw  him  just  after  he  had  returned  from  a 
long  and  wearisome  day's  work  in  superin- 
tending the  hanging  of  pictures  for  the  ensu- 
ing exhibition,  and  I  never  saw  him  looking 
better  or  found  him  in  better  spirits. 

I  have  been  asked  if  there  are  any  early 
American  fashion  books  in  existence,  and  if 
so  what  is  the  earliest  date.  A  friend  who  has 
an  extraordinary  collection  of  works  on  cos- 
tume since  the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury is  anxious  to  learn  something  concerning 
the  American  literature  in  this  direction.  If 
any  of  my  numerous  friends  and  kind  cor- 
respondents on  the  other  side  could  furnish 
me  with  a  list  of  such  works,  I  should  be 
indeed  grateful. 

Dr.  Percy's  collection  of  water-colors  of  the 
early  English  school  realized  good  prices  at 
Christie's.  His  books  will  be  sold  immediate- 
ly at  Sotheby's.  His  collection  is  especially 
rich  in  works  on  mineralogy  and  metallurgy, 
mining  and  chemistry.  There  are  also  some 
rare  and  early-printed  books  and  some  scarce 
editions  of  Thackeray,  which  ought  to  realize 
good  prices.  /.

A  volume  some- 
what similar  in  character  which  the  same  firm 
has  nearly  ready  is  "  Scottish  National  Memo- 
rials,**  dealing  in  text  and  in  illustrations  with 
the  arcfaseology,  literature,  relics  and  life  of  the 
Scots. 


LITERARY  NOTES. 

A  new  and  cheaper  edition  is  in  preparation 
by  Macmillan  of  Sidney  E.  Lee's  "  Stratford- 
on-Avon."  Reproductions  of  the  etchings  of  the 
original  edition  have  been  made. 

The  Boston  correspondent  of  the  Critic  hears 
that  Edwin  Lassetter  Bynner,  the  author  of 
"  Agnes  Surriagc"  and  **  The  Begum's  Daugh- 
ter" is  wridng  another  historical  novel. 

The  grotesque  and  amusing  story  of  *'Thc 
Wrong  Box,"  which  Robert  Louis  Stevenson 
wrote  in  collaboration  with  Lloyd  Osborne,  is  to 
be  issued  in  Scribner's  Yellow  Paper  Cover 
Series. 

One  of  the  recreations  of  the  historian  Francis 
Parkman  is  rowing  on  a  large  pond  near  his 
summer  home  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Boston.  He 
takes  g^eat  pride  in  his  flower  garden,  and  en- 
joys roses  particularly. 

It  is  likely  that  the  outside  Four  hundred  thou- 
sand will  be  more  curious  to  read  Ward  McAllis- 
ter's book,  **  Society  as  I  have  Found  It  "  than 
the  more  celebrated  Four  Hundred.  It  is  lo  be 
published  by  Cassetl  next  fall,  and  will  contain 
the  author's  reminiscences. 

The  Harpers  will  publish  this  month  Mr. 
Howells's  "  Shadow  of  a  Drcaih,"  "  The  French 
Revolution,"  by  Justin  H.  McCarthy,  Mr.  Jan- 
vier's **  Aztec  Treasure  House."  and  revised 
and  abridged  editions  of  Paul  B.  Du  Chaillu's 
**  Equatorial  Africa"  and  **  The  Country  of  the 
Dwarfs,"  bound.in  a  single  volume. 

The  third  volume  selected  for  translation  from 
the  works  of  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand,  treating  of 
the  famous  women  of  the  French  Court,  will  be 
"  Marie  Antoinette  and  the  End  of  the  Old 
Regime,"  which  will  be  ready  this  month. 
Other  volumes  in  process  of  translation  by 
Thomas  Sergeant  Perry  are  **Citizeness  Bona- 
parte," '*  Marie  Louise  and  the  Decadence  of 
the  Empire"  and  **  The  Court  of  the  Empress 
Josephine." 

Jorge  Isaacs,  the  author  of  the  recently 
translated  South  American  romance,  "  Maria," 
was  of  mixed  race,  the  son  of  an  English  Jew 
married  to  a  woman  of  Spanish  blood.  He  was 
born,  says  Mr.  Janvier,  in  his  introduction  to  the 
story,  in  the  town  of  Call,  in  the  state  of  Cauca, 
United  States  of  Colombia.  His  parents  dying 
when  he  was  young,  he  made  his  home  in  the 
capital,  Bogota.     In  1864,  while  still  a  young 
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man,  Isaacs  published  a  thin  volume  of  poems. 
•*  Maria"  was  published  in  1867. 

This  pleasant  picture  of  Mrs.  Margaret  De- 
land,  in  her  Boston  home,  is  from  the  Epoch  : 

She  is  the  owner  of  one  of  the  largest  and  hand- 
somest mastiffs  in  the  city,  who  accompanies 
his  fond  mistress  on  all  her  walks  and  rambles. 
Bayard  is  his  name  and  he  is  said  to  be  as 
magnanimous  as  his  namesake,  the  chevalier. 
He  is  noted  for  his  politeness  to  smaller  and  in- 
ferior dogs,  frequently  giving  up  some  choice 
morsel  to  mongrel  curs.  Mrs.  Deland's  home 
is  a  cosey  house  in  one  of  the  oldest  but  most 
pleasant  streets  of  the  city,  where  a  glimpse  of 
the  blue  waters  of  the  Charles  River  may  be  ob- 
tained from  a  bay-window  over  the  front  door. 
The  hall  leads  into  a  charming  study,  where 
great  logs  bum  and  crackle,  making  the  little 
den  ever  so  attractive.  Mrs.  Deland  is  very 
artistic  as  well  as  poetic,  the  carvings  and  deco 
rations  of  the  fireplace  having  been  executed 
by  her  own  hands.  She  is  now  busy  writing,  to 
which  she  devotes  the  entire  morning.  Whether 
a  volume  of  poems  or  a  new  novel  is  to  be  an- 
nounced, is  not  yet  whispered  in  literary  circles. 

The  following  interesting  information  about 
the  forthcoming  publication  of  Scott's  autobiog- 
raphy is  from  the  London  World  : 

When  Lockhart  was  writing  Sir  Walter's 
biography,  only  a  few  years  after  his  death,  he 
had  the  whole  diary  privately  printed,  and  three 
copies  were  struck  off,  one  of  which  was  given 
to  Mr.  Morritt,  of  Rokeby,  and  another  to  Dean 
Milman,  who,,  with  Lockhart,  formed  a  secret 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  how 
much  of  the  diary  might  then  be  published.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  onlv  a  small  part  was  ultimately 
printed  in  Lockhart*s  work,  and  Dean  Milman 
and  Mr.  Morritt  having  returned  their  copies  of 
the  full  diary  to  him,  he  left  them  among  his 
papers,  and  I  presume  that  it  is  one  of  them 
which  is  going  to  be  published,  for  the  entire 
diary  may  now  appear  without  offending  any- 
body, and  very  interesting  it  will  be.  Lockhart 
turned  over  every  shilling  of  the  large  sum  he 
received  for  the  *'  Life"  to  the  fund  for  paying  off 
Sir  Walter's  debts,  which  amounted  in  1847 
(the  year  they  were  finally  wiped  out)  to  about 
$125,000. 

Miss  Olive  Schreiner,  the  author  of  that  re- 
markable book,  **  The  Story  of  an  African 
Farm,"  has  contributed  to  The  New  Review ^ 
the  first  of  two  papers,  which  has  attracted  a 
good  deal  of  attention  in  England.  It  is  an 
allegorical  description  of  Hell,  and  is  to  be  fol- 
lowed, presumably,  by  one  of  Heaven.  Accord- 
ing to  a  correspondent  of  the  London  Literary 
Worlds  the  idea  Miss  Schreiner  wishes  to  illus- 
.  trate  is  that  heaven  and  hell  are  states  of  being, 
and  are  of  our  own  making — "  that  in  her  vision 


of  hell  she  sees  the  rush  for  superfluous  wealth, 
in  which  men  and  women  try  to  get  higher  up 
in  the  social  scale  by  laying  traps  for  others,  by 
withholding  from  those  who  labor  a  large  part 
of  their  earnings,  by  forming  '  rings'  and 
'  comers'  in  stocks  and  commodities,  making 
men  pay  enormous  rents  for  permission  to 
make  the  land  productive,  etc. — a  state  where 
envy,  malice,  and  slander  are  freely  used  to 
crush  others,  and  where  men  thank  the  Lord 
for  their  success  in  crushing  the  life-blood  out  of 
their  brothers  to  make  luxury  abound." 

It  will  be  extremely  interesting  to  observe  how 
the  believers  in  Tolstoi's  social  theories  will  re- 
ceive his  new  book  on  the  marriage  relation, 
"  The  Kreutzer  Sonata."  Edmund  Gosse,  in  his 
review  of  the  book  in  the  St.  Jameses  Gazette, 
states  the  views  of  the  chief  personage  of  the 
book,  Posdnicheff,  who  has  just  been  acquitted 
of  wife-murder,  and  who  is  represented  as  telling 
the  story  of  his  life,  as  follows  : 

It  is  difficult  to  put  before  an  English  audience 
the  line  of  argument,  or  assumption,  which 
Posdnicheff  takes.  At  first  it  seems  as  though  he 
were  going  no  further  than  some  of  the  advanced 
imaginative  writers  of  Scandinavia  have  gone. 
Several  powerful  attempts  have  been  made— no- 
tably in  two  well-known  dramas,  the  *'  Glove"  of 
the  >^orweg^an  Bj6mson  and  the  **  True  Women" 
of  the  Swedish  Madame  Edgren-Leffler — to  in- 
sist upon  a  standard  of  sexual  morals  as  severe 
for  men  as  it  is  now  for  women.  Tolstoi  is  too 
intelligent  not  to  see  that  the  practical  result  of 
such  a  change  in  manners  would  be,  not  to  in- 
carcerate man,  but  to  emancipate  woman.  He 
goes  much  further  ;  he  will  leave  nothing  to 
human  responsibility. 

He  scoffs  at  the  poor  makeshift  of  divorce. 
He  declares  every  species  of  conjugal  love  a  farce. 
Since  all  faith  and  fear  have  passed  away,  since 
love  is  no  longer  a  mystery  nor  matrimony  a  sac- 
rament, the  whole  relation  shall  be  swept  away. 
People  now  grow  tired  of  one  another.  The  only 
cure  for  that  is  that  they  should  never  possess  one 
another  ;  and  he  goes  beyond  those  monks  who 
fled  from  the  corruption  of  Egypt  into  the  soli- 
tudes of  the  Thebaid,  since  to  him  the  only  cure 
for  the  corruption  of  society  lies  in  a  universal, 
enforced,  and  continuous  celibacy.  Humanity 
will  disappear  ;  but  what  does  that  matter  ?  Ex- 
istence is  worthless  at  the  price  of  purity.  The 
human  being  who  cannot  live  without  love  must 
be  treated  **  like  a  morphinomaniac,  like  a  drunk- 
ard, like  a  smoker" — for  tobacco  is  as  contra- 
band as  love  itself  to  the  austere  Posdnicheff- 
Tolstoi. 

Mr.  Gosse 's  conclusion  is  that  **  The  Kreuuer 
Sonata'*  is  a  book  which  no  sane  man  should  have 
published. 
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e5J0R  VALD]£s.  in  the  pref- 
ace to    his  last  story.    Sister 
Saint    Sulpice,   discusses    at 
great  length  the  vexed  ques- 
tion of  the  art  of  the  novelist. 
This  prologoe  extends    over 
fifty-four      compactly-printed 
pages,  and  is  a  good  illustration  of  the  author's 
rather  prolix  and  rambling  manner  of  writing. 
It  is  interesting  as  a  statement  of  the  point  of 
view  from  which  life  is  observed  by  the  mod- 
em school  of  Spanish  realists,  Seflor  Vald^s 
being  careful   to  distinguish  between  realism 
and  what  he  regards  as  the  repulsive  French 
naturalism  as  practised  by  Zola  and  his  school. 
Those    who    understand 
from    this    the    author's 
point  of  view,  and  accept 
tor   the    time    beine,   at 
least,   his   theory   of  the 
art   of   fiction   will,   per- 
haps, find  his  story  more 
interesting  than  they  an- 
ticipated.     For  it  seems 
as  if  the  story,  despite  its 
length,  were  more  viva- 
cious and  lively  as  a  pic- 
ture of  Spanish  life  tnan 
the  author's  prologue  jus- 
tified  him  in  presenting. 
Perchance  the  novelty  of 
the  scenes  and  the  oddity 
to  American  readers,   of 
the    theme,    have  some- 
thing to  do  with  this  ap- 
parent      inconsistency. 
The   heroine  of  the  tale 
is    a    pretty    nun    with 
whom  the  narrator  of  the 
story,  a  young   and   ro- 
mantic   poet   from    Gal- 
licia,   falls  desperately  in 
love.    The  heroine,  whose 
name  is  Gloria,  has  taken 
temporal  vows  only;  and 
her  exuberance  of  spirits, 
her     g^y     temperament, 
and   her    alternations  of 
ardent  love  and  jealousy 
break  through  the  feeble 
restraints  of    conventual 
custom  and   involve  her 
and    her   lover   in   some 
lively    escapades.       The 
story  is  long  and  drags 
toward    the    end,  but,   on 
entertaining    as  a    picture 
and  highly-colored  aspects 
in    town  and  country.

The  description  of 
the  buffalo  hunt  is  one  of  the  most  graphic 
and  well-told  incidents  in  the  book.  [Hough- 
ton, Mifflin  &  Co.,  square  i6mo,  (i.oo.] 


The  best  thing  in  Rider 
Haggard's  new  novel,  Bea- 
trice, is  the  description  in  the 
opening  chapters  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  hero  and  heroine, 
and  of  their  desperate  strug-- 
gle  for  life  against  the  storm 
which  swamped  their  frail 
canoe  and  left  them  little  bet- 
ter than  dead.  The  author  s 
vivid  power  of  narration 
makes  these  scenes  very  real 
and  very  thrilling.  The 
Welsh  coast  is  an  appropri- 
ately grim  and  sombre  back- 
ground for  this  as  for  the 
other  incidents  of  the  novel, 
which,  if  better  than  the  au- 
thor's "  Colonel  Quaritch, 
V.C.,"  is  distinctly  inferior  to 
his  African  romances  in  point 
of  interest.  The  theme  is 
hackneyed.  The  love  of 
Geoffrey  Bingham,  who  is 
marriecl  to  a  disagreeable 
wife,  for  Beatrice  Granger, 
the  daughter  of  a  mean,  ill- 
bred,  penurious  clergyman,  is 
the  central  idea,  and  from 
this  is  developed  a  sensational 
plot  growing  out  of  the  really 
devilish  hatred  and  jealousy 
of  Beatrice's  sister  Elizabeth 
for  her.  The  lines  are  those 
on  which  scores  of  sensation- 
al English  stories  and  dozens 
of  rather  lurid  English  melo- 
dramas are  written  every  year, 
and  the  method  of  treatment 
is  not  sufficiently  above  the 
average  to  lift  the  book  into 
prominence.  Several  deaths 
contribute  to  a  tragic  ending 
of  the  story,  which  has  numer- 
ous good  illustrations,  and 
which  is  bound  in  a  uniform 
style  with  Mr.  Haggard's 
Harper  &  Brothers,  other  books.  Africa  is  the 
peculiar  field  of  this  author, 
and  he  should  lose  no  time 
in  getting  back  to  the  scene  of  his  earlier  suc- 
cesses.

The  attempt  in  an  historical  romance  to  paint 
the  life  and  manners  of  a  people  of  as  remote 
a  period  as  the  Babylonians  of  the  sixth  cen- 
tury before  the  Christian  era  is  necessarily  at- 
tended with  a  good  deal  of  danger  ancl  can 
seldom  meet  one's  ideal  of  what  such  a  book 
should  be.  The  claim,  however,  is  made  for 
The  i\ faster  of  the  Magicians^  which  is  the 
product  of  the  collaboration  of  Elizabeth  Stuart 
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Phelps  and  her  husband,  Herbert  D.  Ward,  first,  and  then  sweet  Phyllis,  who  is  altogether 
that  It  is  a  novel  dealing  with  Babylonian  court  charming  when  she  has  her  first  glimpse  of 
life  and  is  thus  subject  to  the  necessities  of  the  fashionable  life.  The  heroine  is  a  rich  young 
art  of  fiction,  rather  than  a  tale  the  archaeo-  widow,  three  attributes  that  are  sure  to  please, 
logical  accuracy  of  which  is 
its  chief  title  to  considera- 
tion. The  principal  figure 
in  the  story  is  the  Jewish 
Prophet  Daniel,  the  purity 
and  nobility  of  whose  life  are 
in  striking  contrast  with  the 
lax  morals  and  wholly  sensu- 
ous existence  of  the  mass 
of  the  people,  including  the 
aristocracy.  A  Jewish  maid- 
en, the  sweetness  and  the 
innocence  of  whose  nature 
are  delicately  depicted,  is  set 
off  against  the  pleasure-lov- 
ing and  jealous  Queen,  who 
is  enamoured  of  the  captain 
of  the  King's  Guard,  Allit, 
a  youth  of  many  manly  qual- 
ities, although  a  follower  of 
the  customs  of  the  age  and 
place.  The  love  story  in 
which  these  and  other  char- 
acters are  involved  has  for 
its  background  a  vivid  pic- 
ture of  the  wonderful  city  of 
Babylon,  the  dissolute  court 
of  its  king,  whose  cruelty, 
brutality  and  physical  cour- 
age are  emphasized  by  some 
graphic  scenes;  the  royal 
Son  hunt,  the  vivid  descrip- 
tion of  which  is  .one  of  the 
most  thrilling  chapters  in 
the  book,  and  other  charac- 
teristic aspects  of  the  life  of 
the  time.  Despite  a  ten- 
dency on  the  i>art  of  the  love 
story  to  lag  here  and  there, 
the  movement  being  retard- 
ed by  the  descriptive  pas- 
sages, the  book  is  well  worth 
reading.  It  has  life,  color 
and  form,  and  these  are 
great  merits  in  a  story  treat- 
ing of  so  remote  an  epoch.

The  insurrection  of  the  Martinique  negroes, 
subsequent  to  the  proclamation  of  the  French 
Republic,  which  filled  the  city  of  St.  Pierre  with 
a  .savage  mob  and  brought  about  scenes  of  the 
greatest  terror,  supplies  the  incidents  for  the 
tragic  culmination  of  Lafcadio  Hearn's  story 
of  a  West  Indian  slave,  Youma.  The  char- 
acters of  the  stor)',  especially  those  of  the  beau- 


tiful slave  Youma,  and  her  lover  Gabriel,  are 
drawn  with  graphic  power.  The  struggle  be- 
tween the  girl's  desire  to  escape  with  her  lover, 
and  her  sense  of  duty  to  the  cnild  that  has  been 
left  in  her  care,  is  finely  depicted  ;  and  her  de- 
cision is  such  as  one  would  expect  from  a  per- 
son whose  courage  and  devotion  have  been 
subjected  to  so  severe  a  test  as  that  of  the 
thrilling  serpent  episode.  The  one  fault  of  the 
book  is  due  to  the  author's  excessive,  almost 
pedantic,  use  of  the  Creole-negro  dialect, 
which  to  most  readers  is  necessarily  unintelli- 
gible, and  which  is  consequently  a  constant 
stumbling-block.  This  habit  is  g^owine  on  Mr. 
Hearn  and  he  ought  to  rid  himself  of  it.    In 
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its  appearance  the  book  is  one  of  the  freshest 
and  handsomest  that  has  come  to  hand  for 
some  time.  Excellent  paper,  large  type,  broad 
margins  and  uncut  edges,  with  the  blue  stamp- 
ed Japanese  cloth  binding,  make  the  book  at- 
tractive.

One  cannot  read  Mr.  Stockton's  story  of  The 
Merry  Chanter  without  a  vague  feeline  of  re- 
gret that  somewhere  in  the  course  of  the  tale, 
the  famous  schooner  did  not  get  out  of  Shank- 
ashank  Bay  and  into  the  open  water.  A  time, 
it  must  be  confessed,  is  reached  when  the 
stranded  craft  tries  the  patience  of  the  reader 
more  than  it  seemed  to  that  of  the  captain- 
crew  and  even  of  the  merry  group  of  passen- 
gers. The  humorous  toucfk  which  is  given  to 
the  central  idea  of  the  story  by  the  ignominious 
grounding  of  the  vessel  which  left  port  with  a 
load  of  such  g^eat  expectations — and  paving- 
stones — is  heightened  in  effect,  of  course,  by 
the  evasions  and  subterfuges  which  the  captain 
and  crew  have  to  practice,  and  by  the  mysteri- 
ous scepticism  of  the  butcher  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  craft  to  sail  anywhere  ;  while  the  shore 
adventures  of  Doris  and  her  husband,  the  fussy 
and  good-natured  Lord  Crabstairs  and  the  ro- 
mantic Dolor  Tripp,  Griscom  Brothers,  and 


the  frightened  schoolmaster,  can  be  enjoyed  in 
the  serene  assurance  that  the  Merry  Chanter 
will  remain  hard  and  fast  on  the  sand-bar  until 
everybody  returns.  Many  of  the  odd  fancies 
that  seize  these  people  remind  one  in  their  gro- 
tesque humor  of^the  author's  best  work  in  his 
earlier  and  shorter  stories.  The  ingenuity  and 
originality  of  many  of  the  "  situations"  and 
conversations  are  such  as  only  Mr.  Stockton 
would  conceive  of ;  but  the  idea  is  spun  out  at 
rather  too  great  length,  the  story  not  having 
much  more  "movement"  than  the  Merry 
Chanter  had,  and  the  interest  falling  off  a  little 
in  consequence  of  the  conditions  which  are  im- 
posed by  this  fact.

The  remarkable  superiority  of  American 
authors  in  the  field  of  short  story  writing  has 
long  been  a  pleasant  subject  for  public  com- 
ment. The  best  of  these  stories  find  their  way 
into  print  through  the  medium  of  the  maga- 
zines ;  and  among  the  magazine  stories  thai 
are  most  eagerly  read  are  those  of  T.  R.  Sul- 
livan, of  Boston.  He  has  not  published  many, 
but  to  recall  the  titles  of  a  few  of  them — "  The 
Lost   Rembrandt,"  "  Cordon,"  and  "  Out  of 
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New  England  Granite/'for  example — is  to  bring 
freshly  to  mind  the  exquisite  art  and  refinement 
of  taste  which,  with  a  just  sense  of  literary 
proportion  and  a  keen  dramatic  and  pictorial 
mstinct»  have  given  Mr.  Sullivan's  stories  a  high 
position  and  a  permanent  value.  A  half  a  dozen 
of  these  charming  novelettes,  "The  Tinct- 
ure of  Success,"  "  Maestro  Ambrocio."  and 
"  Through  the  Gate  of  Dreams."  in  addition  to 
those  already  named,  are  published  under  the 
title  of  Dity  and  N^ht  Stories ;  and  thus 
grouped  they  impress  one  anew  by  reason  of 
the  breadth  and  insight  of  the  author's  studies 
of  character,  the  air  of  refinement  and  good- 
breeding  which  pervades  his  pictures  of  society, 
and  the  art  which  he  shows  in  the  logical  and 
perfectly  natural  working-out  of  his  little  plots.

An  historical  novel  of  the  tenth  century, 
Ekkhard,  by  Joseph  Victor  von  Scheffel,  will 
be  read  with  interest  by  all  those  who  love  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  mediaeval  German 
lore.  In  this  way  national  histor)'  is  compos- 
ed by  artists,  who  present  their  figures  so  that 
they  reflect  the  character  of  the  time  in  which 
they  are  supposed  to  have  lived.  Much  of  this 
is  dry  and  uninteresting,  written  by  scholars 
for  scholars,  but  in  Ekkhard  there  is  a  charm- 
ing romance,  in  which  life  in  cloister  and  in 
castle  plays  a  part.  The  Duchess  Hadwig 
comes  down  from  her  heights  between  the 
Black  Forest  and  the  Suabian  Lake,  and  in- 
duces the  Abbot  of  St.  Gall  to  give  her  as  in- 
structor in  Latin  the  young  and  handsome 
Ekkhard,  custos  of  the  monastery.  Long 
mornings  of  Virgil  are  more  than  sufficient  to 
cause  the  young  woman  to  fall  in  love  with 
her  teacher,  and  her  beautiful  Greek  slave, 
Praxedis,  who  also  follows  the  adventures  of 
iEneas,  causes  the  mistress  enough  moments 
of  jealousy  to  satisfy  any  reader  who  may  be 
longing  for  something  realistic.  [Gottsberger, 
2  vols.,  cloth,  $1.50;  paper,  90  cents.] 

There  is  a  touch  of  the  melodramatic  in 
The  Danvers  Jewels,  and  its  sequel,  Sir 
Charles  Danvers,  which  are  issued  in  a  single 
volume.  The  author  is  anonymous,  but  he 
has  managed  to  work  up  an  old  plot,  in  the 
first  part  of  the  book,  in  a  skilful  manner.  The 
action  of  the  story  is  in  the  vicinity  of  London, 
and  relates  to  the  many  methods  employed  to 
get  possession  of  some  famous  jewels  and  the 
subsequent  novel  way  in  which  a  woman  ob- 
tained them.  The  sequel  is  a  more  simple  tale 
of  country  life,  with  just  enough  plotting  and 
conspiracy  to  keep  the  reader's  attention.

In  the  field  of  historical  romance.  Professor 
Alfred  J.  Church  has  been  one  of  the  most 
prolific  and  certainly  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful writers  of  recent  times.

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|T  is  rather  singular  that  up  to 
the  present  time  there  has 
appeared  no  illustrated  work, 
biographical,  critical  and  de- 
scriptive, of  the  group  o^ 
French  landscape  and  ngure 
painters  of  the  last  gener- 
ation, whose  lives  are  no  less  interesting  than 
their  achievements  in  the  field  of  art  are  great. 
This  want  is  now  supplied  in  a  new  and  im- 
portant work.  The  Barbizon  School  of  Paint- 
ers, the  scope  and  purpose  of  which  are  such 
as  to  arrest  the  attention  of  every  lover  of 
modem  painting.  The  five  great  painters  who 
immortalized  the  little  village  of  Barbizon  on 
the  edge  of  the  Fontainebleau  Forest  and 
acquired  by  their  works  the  dignity  of  a  School 
— Rousseau,  Diaz,  Millet.  Daubigny  and  Corot 
— are  known  to  Americans  mainly  through 
the  examples  of  their  art  which  have  found 
their  way  to  this  country,  though  considerable 
has  been  written  about  Millet.  This  book, 
however,  which  is  written  by  David  C.  Thomp- 
son, the  author  of  "The  Life  of  Thomas 
Bewick,"  "The  Life  of  Phiz,"  etc.,  tells  the 
often  romantic  and  always  interesting  story  of 
the  lives  of  each  of  these  great  artists,  bring- 
ing to  light  much  new  and  extremely  readable 
information.  The  personalitv  and  character 
of  the  men  are  portrayed  with  a  S3rmpathetic 
and  accurate  touch,  and  the  sketches  are  rich 
in  entertaining  anecdotes.  A  special  feature 
is  made  of  the  illustrations — representations 
of  pictures,  drawings  and  portraits,  selected 
from  the  chief  works  of  these  ^\^  artists,  and 
reproduced,  on  Japan  paper,  in  the  form  of 
full-page  etchings,  photogravures,  wood-en- 
graving^s,  etc.  The  volume  is,  in  fact,  a  veri- 
table picture-gallery,  containing  reproductions 
of  all  the  important  works  of  each  master. 
The  illustrations  and  the  letter-press,  therefore, 
give  both  a  pictorial  and  biographical  view  of 
the  Barbizon  School.  [Scribner  &  Welford, 
folio.  $20.00  net.] 

About  one  half  of  the  Recollections,  by 
George  W.  Childs,  the  wealthy  and  philan- 
thropic proprietor  of  the  Philadelphia  Public 
Letter,  is  devoted  to  the  reminiscences  of  the 
famous  men  whom  he  has  met.  These  rem- 
miscences  were  published  in  Lippincotfs 
Afagazine,  and  to  them  are  now  added  a  few 
chapters  giving  accounts  of  some  of  Mr.  Child's 
gifts  to  English  churches  and  municipalities, 
including  the  Shakespeare  Memorial  Fountain 
at  Stratford  -  on  -  Avon.  Mr.  Childs  tells 
briefly  the  interesting  story  of  his  early  life, 

gives  an  account  of  his  trip  abroad  in  1868, 
escribes  some  of  the  treasures  of  his  collec- 


tions, and  gives  at  considerable  length  his  rec- 
ollections of  General  Grant.  This  last  is  by 
far  the  most  interesting  and  important  part  of 
the  book.  Mr.  Childs  knew  Grant  intimately, 
saw  a  great  deal  of  him,  and  had  many  conn- 
dential  talks  with  him  on  all  subjects.  Testi- 
mony from  such  a  source  regarding  the  char- 
acter and  tastes  of  a  man  who  is  certain  to  oc- 
cupy a  leading  place  in  the  annals  of  his 
country  will  be  no  less  valuable  to  the  future 
historian  than  it  is  entertaining  to  the  reader 
of  to-day.  A  portrait  of  Mr.  Childs  is  a  fron- 
tispiece to  the  book.  [Lippincott,  i2mo,$i.oo.] 

Is  there  to  be  no  end  to  the  number  of  series 
of  different  kinds  which  publishers  announce  ? 
The  last  in  the  already  full  list  relates  to  Emi- 
nent Actors,  and  is  intended  to  cover  the  his- 
tory of  the  English  stage  from  the  Restoration 
down  to  the  present  time.  The  first  volume  is 
on  William  Charles  Macready,  and  the  author 
is  William  Archer.  If  the  succeeding  volumes 
are  as  good  as  this  one  is,  there  will  be  no 
regrets  that  another  series  has  been  begun. 
For  Mr.  Archer  is  unusually  well  qualified  to 
perform  this  task,  and  has  written  a  life  of  the 
great  actor  that  will  take  a  deservedly  high 
place  in  literature  pertaining  to  the  stage.  His 
first  desire  has  been  to  make  the  information 
as  full  and  as  exact  as  possible  and  to  present 
the  facts  with  the  utmost  fairness.  The  re- 
sult is  that  we  have  at  last  a  complete  life  of 
Macready,  in  which  is  embodied  a  great  deal 
of  original  information  gathered  by  Mr.  Archer 
from  many  sources— old  newspapers  and  col- 
lections of  play-bills  yielding  much  interesting 
and  valuable  matter.  The  list  of  parts  in 
which  Macready  appeared  (those  that  he  "  cre- 
ated" being  indicated)  is  appended  to  the 
chapters  dealing  with  the  several  periods  of 
his  life,  and  this  in  itself  is  one  of  the  most  use- 
ful portions  of  the  book.  Mr.  Archer's  inquiries 
regarding  the  actor's  ancestry  bore  fruitful 
results,  and  throw  considerable  light  upon  the 
eccentricities  of  character  which  developed  in 
him.  Macready  had  his  great  traits  and  his 
weaknesses  as  well,  the  latter  being  chiefly  due 
to  an  ungovernable  temper  and  a  perhaps  not 
unnatural  vanity,  which  made  him  many  ene- 
mies among  his  fellow  actors.  Mr.  Archer 
does  not  attempt  to  extenuate  or  to  hide  his 
faults,  and  his  portrait  of  the  man  gains  pro- 
portionately in  vitality  and  truthfulness.  The 
story  of  the  Forrest- Macready  riots  in  New 
York  is  told  clearly  and  with  an  evidently  hon- 
est attempt  to  divide  the  blame  for  that  unfortu- 
nate occurrence  as  it  should  be  divided,  rather 
than  to  hold  either  of  these  two  actors  solely 
responsible  for  it.

people.  In  reply  to  this 
it  may  be  urged  that  the 
royal  family  and  the  aris- 
tocracy have,  in  fact,  been 
the  nation,  the  mass  of 
the  people  having  prac- 
tically no  alternative  but 
to  follow  blindly  where 
they  led,  and  there  is 
some  truth  in  this  view. 
Yet  the  modem  concep- 
tion of  history  is  some- 
thing very  different  from 
the  dry  record  which  Mr. 
Morfill  has  given  us,  and 
there  is  no  country  in  the 
old  world  where  social- 
istic ideas  are  in  such  a 
state  of  ferment,  or  where 
the  materials  for  a  really 
brilliant  work  in  this  de- 
partment of  literature  are 
more  abundant.  The 
first  half  of  the  book  is 
pretty  dull  reading;  the 
narrative  from  the  en- 
trance of  Peter  the  Great 
upon  the  scene  has  some 
intrinsic  interest.  The 
story  has  to  do  almost 
wholly  with  political  con- 
spiracies, cabals  and  in- 
trigues of  the  royal  fam- 
ily. The  intellectual, 
social,  religious,  agricul- 
tural and  commercial  life 
of  the  people  receives 
scant  attention,  one  chap- 
ter being  devoted  to  Rus- 
sian literature  and  one 
to  social  questions.  The 
illustrations,  maps,  gene- 
alogical tables,  etc.,  add 
to  the  interest  of  the  book 
and  to  its  value  for  refer- 
ence purposes.

One  cannot  read  W.  R.  MorfiU's  Story  of 
Russia,  in  the  Story  of  the  Nations  Series, 
without  being  impressed  by  the  thought  of  the 
utter  futility  of  attempting  to  give  interest,  vi- 
vacity and  color  to  the  necessarily  brief  record 
of  the  salient  events  in  the  history  of  so  great 
a  nation.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  present 
the  sequence  of  the  more  important  incidents 
in  the  development  and  progress  of  the  nation 
in  a  clear  manner,  and  that  Mr.  Morfill  has 
done.  He  has  written,  however,  the  political 
history  of  the  successive  reigns,  and  has  made 
little  or  no  effort  to  give  a  picture  of  the  growth 
of  the  Russian  nation — ^that  is,  of  the  Russian 


M.  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand  gives  a  brilliant 
picture  of  the  acme  of  the  Napoleonic  splendor 
m  his  Happy  Days  of  ike  Empress  Marie 
Louise,  which  has  just  been  translated  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Sergeant  Perry.  Like  "  The  Wife  of 
the  First  Consul,"  by  the  same  author,  which 
preceded  it,  it  is  a  social  rather  than  a  political 
narrative,  but  concerned  with  the  politicallv 
eminent  figures  of  the  time  rather  than  with 
the  general  social  situation.  The  "  Introduc- 
tion' is  a  condensed  and  compendious  sketch 
of  the  life  of  Marie  Louise  and  the  unhappy 
and  uneventful  career  of  the  Duke  of  ReictK 
stadt  after  the  fall  of  the  Empire.     It  makes  a 
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Charles  Scribner's  Sons. 
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fitting  and  a  striking  prelude  to  the  book  itself, 
which  is  a  record  ofunvaried  triumph,  but  of  a 
triumph  that  was  to  prove  as  ephemeral  as  it 
was  brilliant.  The  ill-starred  Duke  of  Reich- 
stadt»  whose  birth  was  acclaimed  by  entire 
nations,  and  whose  baptism  was  one  of  the 
most  splendid  ceremonials  of  the  century,  but 
whose  brief  candle  was  snuffed  out  in  obscurity 
and  exile,  has  never  had  a  more  sympathetic 
biographer  than  M.  de  Satnt-Amand,  whose 
generosity  is,  moreover,  great  enough  to  palli- 
ate, if  not  excuse,  the  especially  unneroic  con- 
duct of  the  poor  prince's  mother  after  the 


Fontaine bleau  abdication  had  robbed  her  of  a 
throne. 

"  The  reign  of  Marie  Louise  was  very  short," 
said  Napoleon  at  St.  Helena,  "  but  she  must 
have  enjoyed  it ;  she  had  all  the  world  at  her 
feet."  It  is  with  the  preliminaries  to  and  first 
part  of  this  brief  but  splendid  epoch  that  the 
book  concerns  itself,  beginning  with  (after  a 
short  biographical  account  of  the  princess's 
early  years)  the  negotiations  for  the  marriage 
with  Napoleon,  closing  with  the  latter's  de-

leon's  sententious  remark.  The  diplomatic- 
campaign  which  resulted  in  the  marriage  is 
described  with  great  fulness,  and  often  in  cita- 
tions from  contemporary  documents  belonging 
to  private  correspondence,  memoirs,  and 
official  archives.  The  considerations  leading 
to  the  alliance  with  Austria  rather  than  with 
Russia  or  Saxony  are  given  at  length,  and 
the  reader  cannot  fail  to  reflect  how  different 
might  have  been  the  fate  of  Europe  had  its 
then  master  differently  decided.  The  remain- 
der of  the  book  is  a  highly  colored  and  brill- 
iantly composed  panorama  of  the  ceremonials, 
f€tes,  pageants,  and  triumphal  journeys  of  the 
succeeding  three  years,  relieved  here  and  there 
by  copious  and  intimate  details  of  the  imperial 
pair's  family  life,  and  the  incidents  attending 
the  birth  of  the  King  of  Rome — the  event  to 
the  expectation  of  which  Marie  Louise  owed 
the  possession  of  her  throne,  and  Napoleon, 
perhaps,  the  loss  of  his.

Balzac  drew  the  French  peasantry  with  mer- 
ciless frankness  and  with  unquestioned  fidelity 
in  his  "  Les  Paysans,"  which  Miss  Wormeley 
has  translated  under  the  apt  title  of  Sons  of 
the  Sot'L  The  book  is  a  social  study  rather 
than  a  novel  in  the  ordinary  understanding  of 
the  word,  and  exposes  with  a  relentless  hand 
and  with  the  art  of  a  master  those  traits  which 
gave  the  French  peasant  his  character  in 
Balzac's  time,  and  which  are  still  dominant  to 
day — an  utterly  obtuse  moral  sense,  a  low 
cunning  in  the  practice  of  the  art  of  extorting 


a  livelihood  from  the  large  landowners,  a 
sordid,  crafty  zeal  in  outwitting  the  keepers  of 
the  forests  and  game  preserves,  a  hatred  of 
the  owners  of  the  soil  as  the  cause  of  their 
continued  poverty  and  misery,  and  an  ill- 
repressed  desire,  that  now  and  then  blazed 
out»  to  wreak  on  their  heads  vengeance  for  the 
accumulated  oppressions  and  humiliations  of 
years.  The  colors  in  the  picture  are  neces- 
sarily sombre,  but  there  is  no  denying  the 
power  and  firmness  with  which  they  are  used, 
or  their  vivid  truth  to  nature.  Balzac  has 
here  done  for  the  typical  group  of  peasants 
near  the  Chateau  of  Les  Aigues  in  Burgundy 
what  Guy  de  Maupassant  has  done  in  his 
short  stories  for  the  peasants  of  Normandy — 
has  painted  them  to  the  life.  M.  de  Maupas- 
sant s  alternately  grim  and  delicate  humor  is 
lacking  in  Balzac's  character  studies,  but  his 
work  gains  on  that  account  in  dignity  and  im- 
pressiveness,  if  not  in  popular  interest.  [Rob- 
erts, i2mo,  half  russia,  $1.50.] 

The  connection  between  naval  and  general 
history  is  the  subject  of  Captain  A.  T.  Mahan's 
handsome  volume,  The  Influence  of  Sea  Power 
upon  History,  or,  more  definitely,  in  the 
author's  words,  "  an  estimate  of  the  effect  of 
sea  power  upon  the  course  of  history  and  the 
prosperity  of^  nations."  After  an  introductory 
chapter  and  a  discussion  of  the  elements  of 
sea  power,  he  begins  his  narrative  with  an 
account  of  the  Anglo-Dutch  war  in  1665,  this 
being  the  period  when  the  sailing  ship  era  had 
just  begun.  The  Four  Days'  Battle  between 
De  Ruyter  and  Monk,  "  the  most  remarkable, 
in  some  of  its  aspects,"  says  Mr.  Mahan, 
"  that  has  ever  been  fought  upon  the  ocean," 
is  described  in  detail.  Then  follow  chapters 
upon  all  the  great  maritime  conflicts  between 
the  European  Powers  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  finally  the  naval  actions  of  the  war  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  the  French  and 
English  engagements  in  the  East  and  West 
Indies.  Throughout  the  volume  there  is  a 
frequent  discussion  of  the  more  professional 
points  of  naval  tactics  and  strategy,  in  simple 
language,  and  the  whole  volume  possesses 
g^eat  interest  for  students  of  history,  its  es- 
pecial value  being  in  its  broad  outlook  and 
its  philosophical  summing  up  of  the  rela- 
tions of  naval  power  to  the  course  of  Ameri- 
can and  European  events.  It  has  numerous 
maps  and  plans.

There  is  much  humor  and  not  a  little  sense 
in  Mr.  Jerome's  The  Idle  Thoughts  of  an  Idle 
Fellow,  which  the  author  calls  "  a  book  for  an 
idle  holiday."

The  two  together 
supply  a  somewhat  sketchy  but  not  unin- 
teresting portrait  of  one  of  the  great  lit- 
erary figures  of  the  Victorian  age,  and  will 
be  useful  to  the  future  biographer  of  the  poet 
Mr.  Gosse  writes  an  introduction  to  the  little 
volume,  and  takes  occasion  therein  to  quote  a 
letter  from  Browning  to  him  that  good  taste 
would  have  withheld.

The  increasing  interest  in  the  movement  for 
the  revision  of  the  Westminster  Confession  of 
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Faith,  due  to  the  belief  that  the 
Church  as  a  whole  has  decided 
in  favor  of  revision,  is  met  by 
a  book  just  published,  whicn 
considers  from  many  points  of 
view  the  next  great  question 
that  must  be  decided  —  How 
Shall  We  Revise  f  The  vol- 
ume consists  of  "a  bundle  of 
papers"  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  L.  J. 
Evans,  Marvin  R.  Vincent,  S. 
M.  Hamilton,  E.  N.  White,  C. 
H.  Parkhurst,  C,  L.  Thompson 
and  C.  A.  Briggs,  the  last- 
named  being  the  editor  of  the 
book.  These  men  represent 
what  may,  perhaps,  be  called  the 
more  progressive  wing  of  the 
pro-revisionists,  and  their  views 
as  to  the  probable  direction 
which  the  movement  is  now 
likely  to  take  is  of  general  inter- 
est, not  alone  to  Presbyterians, 
but  to  the  people  of  all  denomi- 
nations. Professor  Briggs  has 
three  papers.  In  the  first  he 
describes  the  theological 
changes  that  brought  about  the 
movement  for  revision,  in  the 
second  he  gives  an  historical 
sketch  of  the  doctrine  of  infant 
salvation,  and  in  the  third  he 
points  out  the  fact  that  the  Con- 
fession neglects  the  brighter  and 
more  gracious  side  of  the  Gos- 
pel, laying  stress  on  the  hard 
doctrines  and  severer  features 
of  religion.  A  table  of  proof- 
texts  in  the  Appendix  shows 
upon  what  passages  of  Scripture 
the  Confession  rests,  and  the 
reader  can  therefore  see  what 
passages  are  neglected.  Of 
the  other  papers  Dr.  Evans 
gives  a  keen  analysis  of  the  argu- 
ments of  the  anti-revisionists; 
Dr.  White  shows  that  human 
freedom  is  neglected  in  the  Confession ;  Dr. 
Vincent  discusses  Romans  9-1 1,  the  chief 
source  of  the  proof-texts  for  the  hard  doctrines 
of  the  third  chapter  of  the  Confession ;  Dr. 
Parkhurst  pleads  for  mercy  as  an  attribute  of 
God ;  Dr.  Hamilton  argues  that  the  Confession 
must  correspond  with  the  life  of  the  Church  ; 
and  Dr.  Thompson  closes  the  series  with  a 
strong  argument  for  a  new  Creed.  [Scribner 
l2mo,  cloth,  $1.00;  paper,  50  cents.] 

From  Handel  to  Halli,  by  Louis  Engel,  is 
a  series  of  biographical  sketches,  personal, 
anecdotal  and  appreciative,  of  six  or  seven 
musicians  and  of  "  Three  Prodigies,"  Patti  in 


From  '*  Stage-Land." 
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her  youth,  with  the  two  clever  lads  who  have 
been  heard  in  this  country,  Hofmann  and 
Hegner,  to  which  are  added  two  autobio- 
graphical sketches  contributed  to  the  volume 
by  Professor  Huxley  and  Hubert  Herkomer, 
the  artist.  Anything  that  a  man  like  Professor 
Huxley  writes  about  himself  is  sure  to  be  of 
value  and  interest,  and  this  sketch,  brief 
though  it  is,  will  have  many  readers.  Mr. 
Herkomer  writes  more  at  length — nearly  a 
hundred  pages,  in  fact — his  experiences  when 
a  lad  in  this  country  being  not  the  least  inter- 
esting part  of  his  narrative.  The  musicians 
of  whom  sketches  are  written  by  Mr.  Engel 
are,   Handel,  Gltlck,  Beethoven,   Sir  Arthur 
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Sullivan,  Joseph  Bamby,  Madame  Albani,  who 
has  been  heard  the  past  season  in  Italian 
opera  in  this  country,  and  Sir  Charles  and 
Lady  Halle.  Mr.  EngePs  acquaintance  with 
living  English  musicians  gives  an  agreeable 
tone  of  personal  reminiscence  to  some  of  his 
sketches.  The  illustrations  are  artotype  por- 
traits,  together  with  reproductions  of  some 
paintings  and  outline  drawings,  of  the  subjects 
of  the  essays.  The  portraits  of  Maaame 
Albani  and  of  the  two  youthful  pianists,  Hof- 
mann  and  Hegner,  are  particularly  good.

Some  of  our  readers  may  remember  the 
interest  aroused  about  a  year  ago  by  the  news- 
paper accounts  of  the  miraculous  sea  yoyaee 
of  Captain  Joshua  Slocum.  On  February  28tn, 
1886,  he  set  sail  in  his  vessel  "  Aquidneck"  for 
Montevideo,  with  a  cargo.  He  traded  in  vari- 
ous places  along  the  coast  of  South  America, 
met  with  numerous  mishaps,  finally  lost  his 
vessel,  which  went  to  pieces  off  the  coast  of 
Brazil,  at  Guarakasava.  His  crew  left  him; 
and,  assisted  only  by  his  wife  and  two  sons, 
the  captain  built  a  small  boat,  about  thirty-five 
feet  long,  in  which  he  set  sail,  and,  after  a 
dangerous  voyage  of  more  than  two  months, 
succeeded  in  reaching  Washington  safely. 
After  exhibiting  his  boat  at  Boston  and  other 
places,  Captain  Slocum  presented  it  to  the 
Smithsonian  Institute,  Washington.  In  this 
voyage  the  captain  lost  nearly  everything,  and 
in  order  to  reimburse  himself  for  this  loss,  he 
wrote  this  graphic  narrative  of  his  adventures. 
It  is  a  remarkable  record  of  pluck  and  endur- 
ance, and  is  written  in  an  exceedingly  pictur- 
esque manner.  The  title  of  the  book  is.  The 
Voyage  of  the  Liber dade,  [Published  by  the 
author,  69  Saratoga  Street,  East  Boston ;  i6mo, 
$1.00.] 

Mr.  Jessopp's  former  volume,  "  Arcady,  for 
Better  for  Worse,"  has  prepared  his  readers 
to  expect  much  from  him,  and  they  will  not  be 
disappointed  in  taking  up  The  Trials  of  a 
Country  Parson,  The  sketch  of  the  lives  and 
characters  of  the  East  Anglian  peasants  and 
their  environment,  particularly  with  relation  to 
the  Church  of  England  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, and  the  treatment  of  the  social  questions 
that  arise  in  the  course  of  the  discussion,  are 
all  distinguished  by  an  unusually  broad  and 
luminous  intelligence,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  a  man  of  the  world  rather  than  of  a  clerical 
writer.  The  book  is  full  of  interesting  and 
humorous  bits  of  life  and  experience  among 
a  people  singularly  unlike  any  with  which  the 
average  man  is  brought  into  contact,  and  it  pos- 
sesses besides  a  genuine  human  interest.  [Put- 
nam, i2mo,  $1.75.] 

A  singular  fascination  attaches  to  Jeremiah 


Lynch's  Egyptian  Sketches,  Mr.  Lynch  is  an 
American,  the  President  of  the  San  Francisco 
Geographical  Society,  who  spent  many  months 
last  year  in  Cairo  and  in  travelling  up  and  down 
the  Nile,  to  Thebes  and  back,  with  Eugene 
Schuyler,  the  American  Minister  to  Egypt; 
and  this  book  is  the  record  of  his  observations 
and  of  his  sketches  of  the  people.  His  oppor- 
tunities for  witnessing  many  curious  Moslem 
ceremonies  and  for  penetratine^  the  mysteries 
that  surround  manv  Oriental  customs  were 
those  that  are  voucnsafed  to  very  few  trave- 
lers, and  the  interest  of  his  pictures  of  the 
people  and  their  ways  is  as  great  as  his 
method  of  presentation  is  attractive.  The 
picturesque  old  town  of  Cairo,  the  Pyramids, 
the  English  in  Egypt,  an  Arab  marriage,  the 
professional  dancers,  or  Ghawazee,  the  Harems 
and  the  perpetual  slavery  which  is  the  lot  of 
most  Egyptian  women,  travel  on  the  Nile — 
these  are  a  few  of  the  topics  of  Mr.  Lynch's 
entertaining  book,  which  gives  one,  in  addition 
to  considerable  information  of  an  archaeo- 
logical and  descriptive  nature,  an  insight  into 
the  daily  life  of  the  native  aristocratic  Egyp- 
tians tKat  is  of  the  highest  interest.  The 
narrative  of  the  young  American,  Carleton, 
is  a  curious  comment  on  the  marriage  customs 
of  the  country.  The  book  has  sixteen  full- 
page  illustrations.

NEW  BOOKS  AND  NEW  EDITIONS. 

There  has  been  added  to  Bohn's  Standard 
Library  a  translation  in  the  original  metres,  by 
Alexander  Rogers,  of  Goethe's  Reineke  Fox, 
that  strange  mediaeval  satire,  "  West-Eastern 
Divan,"  and  "  Achilleid. "  [Scribner  &  Wel- 
ford, i2mo,  $1.40.] 

Notes  on  American  Schools  and  Training 
Colleges,  by  J.  G.  Fitch,  contains  the  results  of 
an  examination  of  our  educational  system  by 
"one  of  Her  Majesty's  chief  inspectors  oif 
training  colleges."  Mr.  Fitch  is  an  eminent 
writer  on  educational  topics,  and  his  official 
and  authoritative  report  on  American  schools 
and  educational  methods  is  in  many  respects 
reassuring ;  but  it  also  contains  some  hints 
that  we  would  do  well  to  consider.  [Macmil- 
lan,  i2mo,  60  cts.] 

The  heroic  age  of  American  history  has  no 
more  striking  episodes  than  those  which  arc 
recounted  in  Stories  of  New  France,  by  Miss 
A.  M.  Machar  and  Thomas  G.  Marquis.  The 
name  of  Parkman  is  indissolubly  connected  with 
this  epoch,  and  this  collection  of  tales  of 
Champlain,  La  Salle,  Daulac  and  the  rest  will 
inevitably  lead  up  to  the  study  of  his  works, 
which  will  be  sufficient  reason  for  its  existence; 
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even  if  it  had  no  other,  which,  indeed,  it  has.

The  seventh  volume  in  the  new  and  enlarged 
edition,  edited  by  Professor  David  Masson,  of 
The  Collected  Writings  of  Thomas  De  Quincey 
contains  the  author  s  historical  essays.  Some 
of  the  titles  will  recall  to  the  admirers  of  De 
Quincey  the  vast  store  of  curious  learning 
which  he  revealed  in  these  papers  :  '*  The  Cas- 
uistry of  Roman  Meals,"  "The  Pagan  Ora- 
cles,*^ "  Secret  Societies,"  "  Greece  Under  the 
Romans,"  and  the  "  Revolt  of  the  Tartars."

A  new  edition,  with  numerous  additions,  of 
Colonel  John  Hay's  Poems  is  issued,  the  title 
of  the  volume  being  changed  from  "  Pike 
County  Ballads."  These  popular  ballads,  head- 
ed by  the  famous  "  Jim  Bludso"  and  "  Little 
Breeches,"  form  a  division  of  the  book,  two 
new  ones,  "  Golyer"  and  "  The  Pledge  at 
Spunky  Point"  having  been  added  since  the 
last  edition  appeared.  Five  new  poems  appear 
under  the  heading  "  Wanderlieder,"  and  there 
are  also  a  score  and  more  of  new  translations 
and  miscellaneous  poems.  [Houghton,  Mif- 
flin &  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

The  new  series  of  Science  Hand-books,  of 
which  Professor  Mendenhall's  "  A  Century  of 
Electricity"  was  the  first  volume,  receives  a 
valuable  addition  in  Professor  A.  L.  Kimball's 
The  Physical  Properties  of  Gases,  It  con- 
tains a  delightfully  clear  and  definite  statement 
of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  facts  of  the 
science  of  gases,  accompanied  by  frequent 
diagrams  illustrating  the  methods  of  investiga- 
tion. The  latest  experiments  and  conclusions 
are  recorded,  and,  without  the  use  of  technical 
language,  the  subject,  in  itself  not  an  easy  one, 
is  made  as  interesting  as  a  story.  [Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 


READINGS  FROM  NEW  BOOKS. 

BROWNING  IN  HIS  OWN   STUDY. 

His  private  conversation  was  a  very  different 
thing  from  his  talk  over  the  dinner-table  or  in  a 
picture-gallery.  It  was  a  very  much  finer  phe- 
nomenon, and  one  which  tallied  far  better  with 
the  noble  breadth  of  his  genius.  To  a  single 
listener,  with  whom  he  was  on  familiar  terms, 
the  Browning  of  his  own  study  was  to  the 
Browning  of  a  dinner  party  as  a  tiger  is  to 
a  domestic  cat.  In  such  conversation  his  natu- 
ral strength  came  out.  His  talk  assumed  the 
volume  and  the  tumult  of  a  cascade.  His  voice 
rose  to  a  shout,  sank  to  a  whisper,  ran  up  and 
down  the  gamut  of  conversational  melody. 
Those  whom  he  was  expecting  will  never  forget 
his  welcome,  the  loud  trumpet-note  from  the 
other  end  of  the  passage,  the  talk  already  in  full 


flood  at  a  distance  of  twenty  feet.  Then,  in  his 
own  study  or  drawing-room,  what  he  loved  was 
to  capture  the  visitor  in  a  low  arm-chair's  **  sofa- 
lap  of  leather,"  and  from  a  most  unfair  vantage 
of  height  to  tyrannize,  to  walk  around  the  vic- 
tim, in  front,  behind,  on  this  side,  on  that, 
weaving  magic  circles,  now  with  gesticulating 
arms  thrown  high,  now  grovelling  on  the  floor 
to  find  some  reference  in  a  folio,  talking  all  the 
while,  a  redundant  turmoil  of  thoughts,  fancies, 
and  reminiscences  flowing  from  those  generous 
lips.  To  think  of  it  is  to  conjure  up  an  image 
of  intellectual  vigor  armed  at  every  point,  but 
overflowing  none  the  less  with  the  geniality  of 
strength. — From  **  Robert  Browning  Personalia** 
by  Edmund  Gosse. 

PECULIARITIES  OF  THE  STAGE   LAWYER. 

There  are  two  moments  in  the  course  of  his 
client's  career  that  the  stage  lawyer  particularly 
enjoys.  The  first  is  when  the  client  comes  un- 
expectedly into  a  fortune  ;  the  second,  when  he 
unexpectedly  loses  it. 

In  the  former  case,  upon  learning  the  good 
news  the  stage  lawyer  at  once  leaves  his  busi- 
ness and  hurries  off  to  the  other  end  of  the  king- 
dom to  bear  the  glad  tidings.  He  arrives  at  the 
humble  domicile  of  the  beneficiary  in  question, 
sends  up  his  card,  and  is  ushered  into  the  front 
parlor.  He  enters  mysteriously,  and  sits  left ; 
client  sits  right.  An  ordinary,  common  lawyer 
would  come  to  the  point  at  once,  state  the  mat- 
ter in  a  plain  business-like  way,  and  trust  that  he 
might  have  the  pleasure  of  representing,  etc.; 
but  such  simple  methods  are  not  those  of  the 
stage  lawyer.     He  looks  at  the  client  and  says  : 

**  You  had  a  father." 

The  client  starts.  How  on  earth  did  this 
calm,  thin,  keen-eyed  old  man  in  black  know 
that  he  had  a  father  ?  He  shufiSes  and  stammers, 
but  the  quiet,  impenetrable  lawyer  fixes  his 
cold,  glassy  eye  on  him,  and  he  is  helpless. 
Subterfuge,  he  feels,  is  useless,  and  amazed,  be- 
wildered, at  the  knowledge  of  his  most  private 
affairs  possessed  by  his  strange  visitant,  he 
admits  the  fact :  he  had  a  father. 

The  lawyer  smiles  with  a  quiet  smile  of 
triumph,  and  scratches  his  chin.  **  You  had  a 
mother,  too,  if  I  am  informed  correctly,"  he 
continues. 

It  is  idle  attempting  to  escape  this  man's 
supernatural  acuteness,  and  the  client  owns  up 
to  having  had  a  mother  also. 

From  this  the  lawyer  goes  on  to  communicate 
to  the  client,  as  a  great  secret,  the  whole  of  his 
(the  client's)  history  from  his  cradle  upwards, 
and  also  the  history  of  his  nearer  relatives,  and 
in  less  than  half  an  hour  from  the  old  man's  en- 
trance, or,  say,  forty  minutes  at  the  outside,  the 
client  almost  knows  what  the  business  is  about. 

On  the  other  occasion,  when  the  client  has 
lost  his  fortune,  the  stage  lawyer  is  even  still 
happier.  He  comes  down  himself  to  tell  the 
misfortune  (he  would  not  miss  the  job  for  worlds), 
and  he  takes  care  to  choose  the  most  unpropi- 
tious  moment  for  breaking  the  news.     On  the 
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eldest  daughter's  birthday,  when  there's  a  big 
party  on,  is  his  favorite  time.  He  comes  in 
about  midnight,  and  tells  them  just  as  they  are 
going  down  to  supper. 

He  has  no  idea  of  business  hours,  has  the 
\  stage  lawyer— to  make  the  thing  as  unpleasant 
\       as  fl^sible  seems  to  be  his  only  anxiety. 

If  he  cannot  work  it  for  a  birthday,  then  he 
waits  ^  till  there's  a  wedding  on,  and  gets  up 
early  in  the  morning  on  purpose  to  run  down 
and  spoil  the  show.  To  enter  among  a  crowd 
of  happy,  joyous  fellow-creatures,  and  leave 
them  utterly  crushed  and  miserable,  is  the  stage 
lawyer's  hobby. -^From  **  Stage-Land,"'  by  Je- 
rofne  K,  Jerome. 

A  PORTRAIT  OF  MARIE  LOUISE. 

Rather  handsome  than  pretty,  Marie  Louise 
was  more  impressive  than  charming.  Her  most 
striking  quality  was  her  freshness ;  her  whole 
person  bespoke  physical  and  moral  health.  Her 
face  was  more  gentle  than  striking ;  her  eyes 
were  very  blue  and  full  of  animation  ;  she  had  a 
rich  complexion  ;  her  hair  was  light  yellow,  but 
not  colorless ;  her  nose,  slightly  aquiline ;  her 
red  lips  were  a  trifle  thick,  like  those  of  all  the 
Hapsburgs  ;  her  hands  and  feet  were  models  of 
beauty  ;  she  had  an  impressive  carriage,  and 
was  a  little  above  the  medium  height.  When 
she  arrived  in  France,  she  was  a  little  too  stout, 
and  her  face  was  a  little  too  red  ;  but  after  the 
birth  of  her  child  these  two  slight  imperfections 
disappeared.  With  a  more  delicate  figure  she 
became  more  graceful,  and  no  woman  ever  had 
a  finer  complexion.  Being  endowed  with  a 
most  sturdy  constitution,  she  owed  all  her  beauty 
to  nature  and  nothing  tc^_  artifice  :  her  face 
needed  no  paint,  her  wit  no  coquetry ;  with  no 
fondness  for  luxury  or  dress,  possessing  simple 
and  quiet  tastes,  never  striving  for  effect,  always 
preferring  half  tints  to  a  blaze  of  light,  her  ex- 
pression and  demeanor  always  had  a  quality  of 
simplicity  and  directness  which  fascinated  Napo- 
leon, who  was  very  glad  to  turn  from  experi- 
enced coquettes  to  a  really  natural  person. —

SOME  OF  grant's  CHARACTERISTICS. 

General  Grant  was  robust,  blessed  with  gen- 
eral good  health  and  great  powers  of  endurance. 
He  was  a  small  eater,  and  could  sleep  more  or 
less  at  any  time,  or  could  do  without  sleep  and 
food,  for  a  long  period,  without  inconvenience. 
He  never  ate  anything  rare  ;  everything  had  to 
be  thoroughly  cooked.  Some  time  after  the  war 
he  told  me  that  he  thought  he  was  failing  physi- 
cally. I  asked  him  why.  He  answered  by  say- 
ing he  could  no  longer  do  without  eating  or 
sleeping  forty-eight  hours  without  feeling  it. 
During  the  war  he  often  passed  two  days  and 
nights  without  tasting  food  or  lying  down  to 
sleep. 

General  Grant  would  sit  in  my  library  with  four 
or  five  others  chatting  freely,  and  doing  perhaps 


two  thirds  of  the  talking.  Let  a  stranger  enter 
whom  he  did  not  know,  and  he  would  say  noth- 
ing more  while  the  stranger  remained.  That  was 
one  peculiarity  of  his.  He  wouldn't  talk  to  peo- 
ple unless  he  understood  them.  He  possessed 
a  great  deal  of  quiet  humor,  was  an  excellent 
story  teller,  was  full  of  anecdote,  and  enjoyed  a 
good  joke.  He  was  always  refined,  and  would 
not  tolerate  coarseness  in  others.  At  a  dinner- 
party among  intimate  friends  he  would  lead  in 
the  conversation,  but  any  alien  element  would 
seal  his  tongue.  This  great  shyness  or  reticence 
sometimes  caused  him  to  be  misunderstood. —

MACREADY'S   ESCAPE  FROM  THE   MOB. 

Within  the  theatre,  Macready  and  his  friends 
were  in  a  state  of  not  unnatural  trepidation. 
Shots  had  been  fired  ;  men  had  been  killed ; 
even  if  the  military  were  for  the  moment  victori- 
ous, could  Macready  hope  to  get  out  of  New  York 
without  falling  into  the  hands  of  rioters  eager 
to  avenge  their  comrades?  *'  There  was  noth- 
ing for  it,"  he  writes.  "  but  to  meet  the  worst 
with  dignity."  He  was  persuaded  to  exchange 
overcoats  with  one  of  the  actors,  and  to  wear  a 
cap  in  place  of  his  hat.  Otherwise  undisguised, 
he  joined  the  last  stragglers  of  the  audience 
leaving  the  theatre,  and  passed  with  them  into 
the  street.  Accompanied  by  one  friend,  he 
made  his  way  unrecognized  to  that  friend's 
house,  where  a  council  of  war  was  held.  It  was 
decided  that  he  must  leave  New  York  at  once. 
He  sat  up  all  night,  smoking  and  talking,  until, 
at  the  peep  of  day,  a  carriage  and  pair,  ordered 
**  to  take  a  doctor  to  some  gentleman's  house 
near  New  Rochelle,"  sped  him  out  of  the  city. 
At  New  Rochelle  he  took  train  for  Boston. 
Some  fellow- passengers  recognized  him  on  the 
way,  but  he  was  quite  unmolested,  and  soon 
found  himself  safe  in  the  house  of  his  friend, 
George  Curtis.  Even  in  Boston  he  did  not  at  first 
feel  quite  secure,  though  the  Mayor  called  to 
assure  him  that  the  authorities  had  both  the  will 
and  the  power  to  protect  him  from  outrage.  He 
remained  in  Boston  for  ten  days,  and  then 
started  for  home  in  the  steamer  Hibemia.  *'  I 
never  felt  such  relief,"  he  writes,  **  as  in  plant- 
ing my  foot  upon  that  vessel's  deck." — From

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JULES   VERNE. 


|HE  attempt  has  often  been 
made  to  convert  science  into 
romance,  to  invest  the  laws 
of  nature  with  the  interest  of 
a  stor)'.  But  signal  success 
in  this  field  of  literature  has 
been  achieved  only  by  Jules  Verne,  who  com- 
bines imaginativeness  with  a  sanity  and  clarity 
of  vision  that  are  essentially  Gallic.  Nature, 
one  of  the  highest  English  authorities  in 
matters  of  popular  science,  in  reviewing  one 
of  his  books,  gave  this  explanation  of  Verne's 
power  and  the  genuine  value  and  instructive- 
ness  of  his  romances : 

"  There  have  been  many  books  before  his 
time  in  which  the  interest  has  centred  in 
some  vast  convulsion  of  nature,  or  in  nature 
generally  being  put  out  of  joint,  but  in  these 
there  has  been  no  attempt  made  to  reach  the 
vraisembUibU :  indeed,  in  most  cases,  there 
has  not  been  sufficient  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  author  to  connect  his  catastrophe  either 
with  any  law  or  the  breaking  of  one.    But 


with  Jules  Verne  for  once  grant  the  possi- 
bility of  his  chief  incident,  and  all  the  sur- 
roundings are  secundem  artem.  The  time  at 
which  the  projectile  was  to  be  shot  out  of  the 
Columbiad  toward  the  moon  was  correctly 
fixed  on  true  astronomical  grounds,  and  the 
boy  who  follows  its  flight  will  have  a  more 
concrete  idea  of  and  interest  in  what  gravity 
is  and  does  than  if  he  were  to  read  half-a- 
dozen  text-books  in  the  ordinary  way." 

Verne  was  bom  at  Nantes  in  1828.  Like 
many  other  famous  authors,  he  began  his 
career  by  studjring  law,  but  he  found  this 
profession  uncongenial,  and  began  to  gratify 
his  taste  for  writing.  At  that  time  the  stage 
offered  the  best  inducements  to  a  young 
author,  and  he  wrote  plays  and  librettos,  and 
for  a  time  was  secretary  of  the  Theatre 
Lyrique.  In  1863  he  published  his  "Five 
Weeks  in  a  Balloon,"  and  this  decided  his 
future.  He  had  discovered  his  power  to  com- 
bine in  the  form  of  a  story  daring  flights  of 
the  imagination  with  the  operation  of   the 
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laws  of  nature.  The  fortune  that  his  books 
have  brought  him  enabled  him  to  make  a 
home  for  himself  and  his  wife  in  Amiens. 
His  house,  whkh  is  surrounded  by  spacious 
grounds,  commands  a  fine  view  of  the 
Cathedral  and  the  town. 

The  apartments  in  which  the  author  does 
his  work  are  at  the  top  of  the  throe-story 
house,  and  are  reached  by  a  spiral  staircase. 
A  comer  room,  with  windows  looking  in  two 
directions,  is  his  combined  study  and  bed- 
room. A  plain  camp  bedstead  stands  against 
the  wall,  and  near  one  of  the  windows  is  a 
small  table,  on  which  pens,  ink,  paper,  and  a 
few  books  are  neatly  arranged.  Adjoining 
this  workroom  is  M.  Verne's  library,  a  large 
room,  the  walls  of  which  are  covered  with 
books  of  reference,  etc.  On  the  walls  of  the 
study  is  a  picture  of  the  yacht  in  which  he 
ysed  to  spend  much  of  his  time  cruising  in 
the  Mediterranean  and  thinking  over  the 
novel  plots  for  his  stories.  A  statue  of 
Moli^re,  whom  he  greatly  admires,  stands 
near  by,  and  on  the  wall  one  sees  a  placard 
announcing  a  performance  of  "  Michael  Stro- 
goff"  in  Boston.  But  the  one  thing  in  the 
room  that  the  privileged  visitor  would  be  most 
eager  to  see  and  the  most  interested  in  is  a 
large  map  of  the  world,  on  which  the  routes 
taken  by  the  heroes  of  his  romances  are  indi- 
cated by  means  of  lines  and  flags.  If  you 
Qnd  him  writing  or  get  a  peep  at  his  manu- 
script, you  will  see  that  his  penmanship  is 
small  and  that  his  pages  are  covered  with  cor- 
rections and  interlineations.  He  rewrites  his 
stories  many  times,  having  made  ten  copies 
of  the  manuscript  of  his  last  book  before  he 
got  it  to  his  satisfaction.  For  thirty-seven 
years  he  has  written  an  average  of  two  stories 
every  year,  the  titles  of  which  would  nearly  fill 
a  colunm  of  The  Book  Buyer.  His  most 
popular  books  are,  "  A  Journey  to  the  Centre  of 
the  Earth,"  "  Around  the  World  in  Eighty 
Days,"  "Twenty  Thousand  Leagues  under  the 
Sea,"  "The  Mysterious  Island,"  "Michael 
Strogoff,"  and  "  From  the  Earth  to  the  Moon 
Direct  in  Ninety-seven  Hours,  Twenty  Min- 
utes ;  and  a  Journey  Around  It." 

M.  Verne  has  many  American  correspond- 
ents whom  he  has  never  seen — readers  of  his 


books,  who  UTite  to  him  for  all  sorts  of 
reasons.  He  lias  filed  away  over  two  thou- 
sand letters  from  America.  He  was  in  the 
United  States  for  a  couple  of  weeks  many 
years  ago,  and  hopes  to  visit  this  country  again. 
But  the  French  are  not  travellers,  and  as  his 
health  is  not  the  best  his  wish  may  never  be 
realized.  He  would  be  warmly  welcomed. 
For  in  social  life  he  is  cheery,  hearty,  and 
genial,  as  his  portrait  indicates,  and  would 
find  and  make  many  friends. 


LITERARY   NOTES, 

Charlotte  M.  Yonge  is  said  to  be  now  en- 
gaged upon  her  one  hundred  and  first  book. 

Sir  William  Eraser  is  making  a  collection  of 
anecdotes  of  Lord  Beaconsfield,  which  will  be 
published  in  a  single  volume. 

A  fully  illustrated  life  of  Paul  Revere  by  El- 
bridge  H.  Goss  is  announced  as  forthcoming  by 
the  J.  G.  Cupples  Company,  of  Boston. 

A  continuation  of  Professor  Mahaffy*8  '*  Greek 
Life  and  Thought,"  treating  of  the  period  from 
Polybius  to  Plutarch,  is  expected  to  be  published 
in  the  autumn. 

Sir  Edwin  Arnold's  publishers  in  England 
recently  stated  that  his  poem,  **The  Light  of 
Asia,"  had  t>een  through  sixty  editions  in  that 
country  ;  it  is  said  to  have  had  a  considerably 
larger  number  in  America. 

Colonel  Davidson,  in  his  recently  published 
reminiscences,  gives  this  glimpse  of  Tennyson 
and  Carlyle  at  dinner  :  **  In  the  course  of  con- 
versation they  spoke  about  the  difficulty  of  mak- 
ing speeches,  when  Tennyson  said  if  allowed  to 
sit  he  might  manage  it,  but  it  was  severe  upon 
the  nerves  to  stand  up  when  every  one  else  was 
sitting.  The  question  was  discussed  as  to 
whether  they  would  accept  titles  if  offered.  Ten- 
nyson was  disposed  to  decline  such  honors  for 
himself,  and  said  no  title  could  excel  the  simple 
name  of  '  Thomas  Carlyle.'  After  dinner  long 
clay  pipes  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  a  smoking 
parliament  began.  When  we  went  upstairs,  it 
was  most  interesting  to  hear  those  two  men  talk, 
and  I  noticed  that  when  Carlyle  was  at  a  loss  for 
a  poetical  quotation,  Tennyson  promptly  sup- 
plied it."  ^^^^ 
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LITERARY  AFFAIRS  IN   BOSTON. 

Boston,  July  15,  1890. 
|F  course  the  most  important 
literary  happening  in  Boston 
within  the  past  month  has 
been  the  announcement  that 
Mr.  Aldrich  had  at  last  re- 
tired from  the  editorial  chair 
of  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  as  he  had  been 
threatening  to  do  for  some  time,  and  that  Mr. 
Horace  £.  Scudder  had  taken  his  place. 

The  position  of  the  Atlantic  has  always 
been  somewhat  unique  among  American 
magazines.  '  It  has  always  stood  to  the  popu- 
lar mind  as  the  exponent  of  literary  culture  in 
this  country,  and  whether  this  has  always  been 
true  in  fact  or  not,  the  magazine  has  at  least 
been  always  in  the  line  of  the  literary  tradi- 
tion. Even  the  constant  efforts  of  Mr.  Al- 
drich "to  infuse  new  blood  into  it,"  as  the 
unpleasantly  surgical  figure  goes,  have  done 
not  a  very  g^reat  deal  to  alter  the  nature  of  the 
magazine;  and  the  more  remarkable  testi- 
mony to  the  conservative  character  of  the 
Atlantic  is  that  neither  Mr.  Howells  nor  Mr. 
Aldrich — and  I  am  sure  neither  of  them  would 
claim  to  be  deeply  in  sympathy  with  the  liter- 
ary traditions  upon  which  the  youth  of  the 
magazine  was  nourished  —  has  essentially 
changed  the  character  impressed  upon  it  at 
its  birth. 

Mr.  Scudder,  it  is  safe  to  say,  will  not 
startle  the  literary  world  with  any  radical  de- 
partures. His  taste  is  more  catholic  and  more 
original  than  that  of  Mr.  Aldrich,  one  would 
be  inclined  to  say,  but  he  has  been  too  long 
bred  in  the  ways  and  customs  of  the  Atlantic 
office  to  be  likely  to  attempt  to  alter  things 
much.  He  will  make  an  admirable  editor, 
his  finely  critical  temper  being  likely  to  stand 
him  in  excellent  stead. 

One  cannot  help  reflecting  in  this  connec- 
tion how  greatly  the  career  of  any  new  maga- 
zine editor  must  be  hampered  by  the  manu- 
scripts accumulated  before  he  came  into  power. 
Some  of  them  he  would  not  have  accepted  at 
all ;  some  the  plan  which  he  has  of  remodelling 
the  magazine  makes  impossible,  while  more 
of  Ihem  are  staled  by  that  indefinable  pro- 


cess of  decay,  which  in  some  mysterious  man- 
ner makes  them  in  the  end  resemble  shop- worn 
goods ;  and  yet  for  all  of  them  the  publishers 
have  expended  money,  and  the  new  incum- 
bent must  feel  that  it  is  alike  difficult  to  make 
a  clean  sweep  and  disembarrass  himself  of  the 
old  copy  or  to  purchase  a  fresh  stock  more  to 
his  liking  while  this  still  remains  in  store.  It 
might  not  be  a  bad  plan  for  the  big  maga- 
zines to  have  "  shop-worn  sales"  once  in  five 
years,  say,  for  the  disposition  of  superfluous 
manuscripts. 

It  is  not  easy  for  those  not  professionally 
brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  fact  to  appre- 
ciate how  literary  wares  deteriorate  by  being 
kept.  The  fashions  of  the  literary  world  are^ 
almost  as  capricious  and  quite  as  fleeting  as 
those  of  dress.  I  dare  say  an  acute  and  well- 
trained  magazine  editor,  taking  up  the  peri- 
odicals of  the  month,  could  tell  pretty  accu- 
rately when  the  different  contributions  were 
written.  He  would  be  at  least  able  to  dis- 
tinguish those  that  had  been  on  hand  a  few 
years. 

Of  course  the  really  great  things  in  litera- 
ture do  not  lose  their  value,  but  even  they 
quickly  assume  an  air  which  marks  them  as 
belonging  to  a  bygone  day,  and  therefore  they 
would  hardly  be  just  to  the  taste  of  an  editor 
for  practical  use.  A  portrsut  of  one's  grand- 
mother may  be  exquisite  as  a  portrait  of  a 
grandmother,  but  if  one's  own  counterfeit 
presentment  is  to  be  handed  down  to  pos- 
terity, it  is  in  the  flavor  of  his  own  time  that 
the  sitter  wishes  to  be  preserved^  The  read- 
ing public  demand  freshness  above  all,  and 
the  editor  who  values  his  circulation  has  to 
bear  this  in  mind. 

The  long-windedness  of  this  disquisition — 
which  could  easily  be  extended  indefinitely ! — 
is  perhaps  to  be  excused  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  news  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
Doubtless  in  their  country  retreats  all  the  lit- 
erary g^ild  are  scribbling  for  dear  life  upon 
the  productions  of  next  winter,  but  the  nature 
thereof  is  not  being  largely  divulged. 

It  is  without  permission  and  perhaps  at  the 
risk  of  committing  an  indiscretion  that  I  quote 
a  bit  from  a  letter  recently  sent  to  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  of  our  Boston  writers  by  a 
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perfect  stranger.  Having  forwarded  a  MS. 
about  Guy  de  Maupassant,  with  a  request  that 
it  be  read,  criticised,  and  returned,  the  stranger 
vents  his  vexation  that  it  should  be  returned* 
without  being  read  in  the  following  good 
round  terms : 

"  Since  you  refused  to  read  my  review  of 
your  published  notice  of  Maupassant's  '  Fort 
comme  la  Mort/  which  you  spoke  of  as  a  re- 
markable book,  permit  me  to  say  here  that 
through  my  very  extensive  reading  of  French 
fiction  I  have  never  met  with  a  more  silly, 
ridiculous,  and  altogether  wretched  novel. 
There  is  nothing  in  it.  The  action,  like  that 
of  most  French  fiction,  is  exasperatingly  slow, 
and  we  wade  through  much  of  the  book  to  get 
nothing  at  alL  The  only  thing  that  old  moony 
French  artist  (who  was  run  over  by  a  beer 
-wagon  and  killed)  did,  was  to  tell  his  mistress 
to  bum  her  letters ! ! !  It  would  have  been 
rather  more  French  if  the  painter  aforesaid 
had  abandoned  the  mistress  and  run  away 
with  her  daughter.  That  incident  would  have 
afiForded  a  skilful  writer  (which  Maupassant  is 
not)  opportunity  for  spicy  description." 

This  is  one  of  the  things  which  a  critic  is  at 
any  time  liable  to  receive  from  people  who  are 
so  anxious  to  escape  the  Dogberrian  reproach 
of  not  being  written  down  an  ass  that  they 
insist  upon  doing  it  for  themselves.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  recipient  of  this  letter  sends  it 
to  me  with  the  question :  "  Could  impertinence 
go  farther  ?"  To  which  I  should  reply  that  it 
it  impossible  to  tell  until  one  has  seen  the 
letter  which  ^  the  author  of  this  precious  non- 
sense will  send  when  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
present  epistle  will  remain  unanswered ! 

It  is  said — upon  rather  slight  authority — 
that  a  Boston  author  who  has  hitherto  written 
rather  grave  books  is  to  take  a  new  departure 
and  to  try  his  hand  at  a  sort  of  Jules  Verne- 
Rider  Haggard  tale,  of  which  the  scene  is  to 
be  laid  in  the  Peru  of  the  Incas.  Very  likely 
it  is  not  true — the  report,  not  the  tale. 

The  author  of  "  Kibboo  Ganey,"  which  tale 
has  had  a  very  goodly  success,  is  writing  a 
sort  of  sequel,  which  takes  the  boys  who 
figured  in  that  back  to  Africa,  and  puts  them 
through  a  new  and  charming  set  of  adventures. 
The  author  has  a  genuine  inventive  faculty,  and 


he  is  sure  to  become  well  known  as  a  writer 
of  stories  for  boys  of  the  stirring  but  healthy 
sort.

IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

Unless  the  easy  lounging  chairs  and  the  deep,' 
capacious  window-seats  of  the  library  are  cover- 
ed with  cool  leather,  and  unless  the  exposure  of 
the  room  is  invitingly  open  to  the  gentle  south- 
erly and  southwesterly  breezes  that  temper  the 
midsummer  heat,  a  shady  comer  of  the  veranda 
or  a  hammock  swung  under  the  trees  will  offer 
irresistible  attractions  to  the  book-lover  in  these 
vacation  days.  And  when  I  pick  up  from  the 
library  table  a  magazine  of  the  month  or  an 
easily  held  paper-covered  novel — one  that  can 
be  dropped  upon  the  grass  or  made  a  pillow  of 
without  a  twinge  of  conscience — and  start  for 
one  or  the  other  of  these  out-of-door  retreats, 
where,  if  one's  book  proves  disappointing,  the 
sense  of  seclusion  is  most  inviting  to  laziness 
and  meditation,  some  of  my  old  friends  on  the 
shelves  assume  in  my  mind's  eye  an  expression 
of  grief  at  the  continued  neglect  with  which  I 
treat  them. 

••♦ 

How  it  may  be  with  the  readers  of  The  Book 
Buyer  in  general  I  do  not  know  ;  but  it  is 
probable  that  some,  perchance  many,  of  them 
might  make  a  confidential  disclosure  that  would 
fairly  match  the  experience  which  I  go  through 
every  season  in  regard  to  a  large  number  of  the 
books  that  lie  on  my  shelves  waiting  patiently 
and  expectantly  for  the  time  to  come  when  tbcy 
shall  be  read.  In  the  winter  season  I  find  that 
the  newspaper,  the  magazine,  the  last  book,  arc 
the  things  that  are  nearest  at  hand  in  the  li- 
brary, and  that  take  up  the  most  of  the  time  which 
one  gives  to  reading.  The  opera,  the  theatre, 
an  occasional  rabber  of  whist,  one's  friends'— 
these  absorb  a  large  part  of  the  leisure  hours  of 
roost  men  and  women.  The  time  that  is  left  is 
barely  more  than  suflScient  for  one  to  keep  even 
casually  informed  as  \o  what  is  doing  in  the 
book  world. 

••• 

It  is  in  the  winter,  then,  when  a  thotisand  de- 
mands upon  one's  time  and  the  rush  and  hurry  of 
business  at  its  height  distract  the  mind  and  fill 
every  hour  of  the  day  with  more  than  its  just 
share  of  occupation,  that  I  like  to  look  forward 
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to  the  rest  and  freedom  which  midsummer  will 
bring.  As  I  sit  meditating  in  the  library,  with 
the  evening  paper  or  the  last  magazine  slipping 
from  relaxed  fingers,  I  look  over  the  rows  of 
books  on  the  shelves  and  promise  myself  that 
when  the  days  are  longer  I  will  read  some  of 
them.  There  is  the  genial,  scandalously  and 
delightfully  frank  old  Pepys.  How  patiently 
and  uncomplainingly  he  has  waited  for  me  to 
finish  his  last  volume  !  And  how  ashamed — the 
thought  strikes  me  as  of  a  remote  and  grotesque 
possibility — I  should  be  to  meet  Mr.  Froude, 
and,  driven  by  some  unfortunate  contretemps 
into  a  confessional  corner,  to  be  obliged  to  ad- 
mit that  not  more  than  half  of  the  leaves  of  his 
History  yonder  are  cut  !  I  remember  reading 
once  of  the  announcement  of  the  proposed  sale 
at  auction  of  an  English  critic  and  reviewer's 
library,  '*  leaves  uncut."  The  grim  and  satiric 
humor  of  this  idea  made  so  deep  an  impression 
that  the  order  went  forth  with  due  solemnity  that 
the  leaves  of  every  book  that  reached  the  editor's 
library  table  should  be  cut  immediately.  The 
set  of  Froude  antedates  this  order,  and  so  is  a 
reminder  of  the  way  in  which  some  of  the  really 
great  books  of  the  world  are  often  left  unread 
or  only  partly  read,  in  favor  of  the  latest  issues 
from  the  ceaselessly  whirling  presses. 


But  the  promises  that  one  makes  in  January 
to  his  silent  friends  on  the  shelves  that  he  will 
become  better  acquainted,  perhaps  intimate, 
with  them  in  summer,  vanish  as  the  June  roses 
send  their  fragrance  through  the  library  windows. 
He  takes  down  a  volume  of  Dickens,  of  Arnold's 
essays,  or  of  Milton's  poems — some  work  that 
has  seemed  to  be  out  of  key  with  the  winter's 
gay  and  lively  harmonies — and,  after  admitting 
the  sin  of  neglect  in  the  face  of  the  world,  so  to 
speak,  by  blowing  the  top  of  the  book,  to  the 
dismay  of  the  neat  housewife,  who  knows  that 
there  is  not  a  speck  of  dust  thereon,  tries  to 
read.  A  chapter  or  two  of  the  story,  a  part  of 
an  essay,  a  few  pages  of  the  poem,  and  the 
guilty  wretch,  looking  around  furtively  to  see 
that  he  is  not  observed,  replaces  the  volume  on 
the  shelf,  and  boldly  and  brazenly  seeks  the  open 
air  with  the  evidence  of  his  inconstancy  and  of 
his  broken  pledges  in  his  hand^an  illustrated 
journal,  a  periodical  of  some  kind,  or  a  thin 
volume  of  short  stories.  He  calms  his  con- 
science by  the  thought  that  next  winter  he  will 


have  an  abundance  of  time  for  these  heavy 
books.  They  must  be  read,  he  consoles  him- 
self, in  the  winter ;  though  he  knows  in  his 
heart  of  hearts  that  they  will  stand  undisturbed 
until  the  windows  of  the  library  are  again  opened 

to  the  June  breezes. 

•     *

Yet  there  arc  books  besides  novels  and  maga- 
zines that  can  be  enjoyed  in  August — books  of 
brief  essays  on  literary  and  social  topics,  volumes 
of  memoirs  of  European  court  life  or  of  travel, 
reminiscences  like  those  of  Motley — though  these 
last-named  volumes  are  rather  heavy  and  awk- 
ward for  one  to  hold.  These  are  books  that  can 
be  read  for  half  an  hour  and  then  laid  aside. 
They  require  no  great  concentration  of  thought, 
and  yet  you  are  the  better  informed  generally 
for  having  read  them.  They  deserve  a  share  of 
our  time  in  midsummer,  which  ought  not  to  be 
wholly  given  to  ephemeral  literature.

Buyer  of  *'  With  Fire  and  Sword,"  the  publish- 
ers should  have  been  given  as  Little,  Brown  & 
Co.,  instead  of  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co. 

**  Mungo  Park  and  the  Niger"  is  the  first  vol- 
ume in  a  new  English  series  of  The  World's 
Great  Explorers  and  Exploration.  Park  was 
born  in  Scotland  in  1771,  his  father  having  been 
a  small  farmer. 

The  mortuary  chapel  in  which  lies  the  body 
of  Marie  Bashkirtseff,  and  which  is  said  to  have 
cost  $20,000,  is  thus  described  by  the  Pall  Mall 
Gazette  : 

The  monument  is  divided  into  two  parts — the 
basement  or  vault,  and  a  chapel  above.  The 
latter,  which  can  only  be  seen  by  the  ordinary 
visitor  through  a  glass  door,  has  been  fitted  up 
like  a  corner  of  the  studio  we  have  just  quitted. 
Her  rocking-chair,  little  table,  half-dozen  favor- 
ite books — there  is  something  grotesquely  hor- 
rible and  yet  pathetic  in  the  sight.  On  the  walls, 
inscribed  in  letters  of  gold,  are  the  titles  of  her 
paintings,  "The  Meeting,"  now  in  the  Luxem- 
bourg Gallery,  **  Spring,"  etc.  There,  also,  are 
the  verses  written  by  Copp6e  and  several  of  his 
brother  poets  in  remembrance  of  the  young 
Russian  girl  who  so  loved  France.  A  short 
flight  of  marble  stairs  leads  to  the  vault  where 
stand  the  sarcophagus.  A  life-size,  slartlingly 
life-like  portrait  of  Marie  done  in  oils  stands 
opposite  the  flower-covered  bier,  before  which  a 
light  is  kept  always  burning.

ENGLISH    NOTES. 

London,  July  5.  1890. 

r  HE  news  of  the  death  of  Matt 
Morgan  causes  one  to  wonder 
why  so  little  notice  was  taken 
of  the  event,  and  why  such 
very  scanty  memoirs  appeared 
in  the  English  journals.  It  is 
extraordinary  how  soon  any  one  is  forgotten 
in  the  big  whirl  of  London  life.  Matt  Morgan 
was  a  man  of  extraordinary  talent  and  won- 
drous versatility,  and  years  ago  I  knew  him 
well.  I  recollect  he  did  the  illustration  to  one 
of  my  first  poems,  which  appeared  in  a  popu- 
lar magazine  of  the  time.  He  was  then  doing 
the  cartoons  for  Fun;  he  subsequently  did 
them  for  the  Arrow — a  brilliant  little  publi- 
cation which  only  achieved  nine  numbers. 
Complete  sets  of  this  are  now  very  rare,  and 
I  believe  I  am  about  the  only  person  who  pos- 
sesses one.  Afterward  he  did  cartoons  and 
social  pictures  for  the  Comic  News,  which 
eventually  became  the  Bubble  and  speedily 
burst.  But  his  great  hit  in  this  department 
was  his  work  on  the  Tomahawk,  a  fearless 
and  outspoken  publication,  written  by  a  num- 
ber of  clever  young  men,  and  edited  by  Mr. 
Arthur  ^  Beckett.  The  cartoons  in  this 
journal  were  run  on  quite  new  lines,  were 
powerfully  drawn  and  fierce  in  their  satire, 
and  made  a  g^eat  sensation  at  the  time.  Be- 
sides these,  he  did  many  pictures  for  the  Illus- 
trated London  News,  the  London  Journal, 
and  other  papers.  He  did  a  prodigious 
amount  of  work,  and  the  well-known  initials, 
"  M.  M.,"  were  constantly  occurring  through- 
out illustrated  journalism.  As  a  scene-painter 
he  achieved  great  excellence.  He  did  the 
panorama  for  Arthur  Sketchley  when  he  open- 
ed his  entertainment  at  the  Egyptian  Hall, 
and  for  several  years  was  principal  scene- 
painter  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre.  I  remem- 
ber a  series  of  scenes  in  one  of  the  pantomimes, 
which  was  called  "The  Four  Seasons,"  being 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  poetical  things 
ever  seen  on  the  English  stage.  Cannot  I 
recall  the  merry  luncheons  at  Covent  Garden, 
also  in  the  big  painting-room  in  Charles 
Street,  Drury  Lane — where  the   Grieves,  the 


Telbins,  and  all  the  best  scene-painters  worked 
— which  was  subsequently  burned  down  ?  Do 
I  not  remember  the  wonderful  gatherings  at 
the  studio  in  Bemers  Street,  and  the  painting 
of  a  door-key  hanging  on  a  brass  nail,  which 
Morgan  always  used  to  ask  a  new-comer  to 
take  down  ?  He  was  a  man  of  extraordinary 
ability,  and  justice  has  scarcely  been  done  to 
him  in  the  notices  I  have  seen. 

Most  people,  it  may  be  imagined,  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  tomb  of  Geoffrey  Chaucer, 
in  Westminster  Abbey;  but  probably  there 
are  few  who  know  where  his  son  Thomas  was 
buried.  If  you  go  to  Ewelme,  in  Oxfordshire, 
you  will  not  only  find  out  all  about  it,  but  you 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  a  delight- 
ful old  church,  a  picturesque  village,  and  a 
fine  country.  I  made  this  pilg^mage  the 
other  day  in  company  with  an  enthusiastic 
American,  and  very  much  delighted  I  was 
with  the  expedition.  The  tomb  alluded  to 
bears  the  date  of  1435,  and  is  covered  with 
quarterings  which  make  it  of  surpassing  inter- 
est to  students  of  heraldry.  The  tomb  of  his 
daughter,  the  Duchess  of  Suffolk,  hard  by,  is 
even  more  curious.  It  is  beautifully  wrought 
and  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation,  and 
is  one  of  the  three  known  examples  of  female 
effigies  decorated  with  the  order  of  the  Garter. 
Under  the  tomb,  which  is  supported  on  arches, 
is  the  effigy  of  a  skeleton,  and  above  this — 
only  to  be  seen  by  grovelling  on  the  ground 
and  well-nigh  standing  on  your  head — may  be 
seen  some  very  curious  paintings.  There  are 
still  some  curious  frescoes  remaining  beneath 
the  whitewash  of  the  church,  which,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  some  one  will  carefully  remove  be- 
fore long.  Attached  to  the  church  is  an  in- 
teresting almshouse,  known  as  "  God's  House," 
and  founded  by  the  Duchess  Alice.  It  is  a 
brick  building,  with  a  quaint  quadrangle,  and 
some  very  picturesque  oak-panelled  cham- 
bers. 

Some  time  ago  I  wrote  in  The  Book 
Buyer,  urging  the  necessity  of  authors  having 
their  manuscripts  always  returned  with  their 
proofs  from  the  printers.  Recent  sales  have 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  my  remark. 
Journalists,  too,  should  take  this  course  with 
newspapers,  for  no  one  knows  how  celebrated 
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he  may  eventually  become,  or  the  value  of  his 
manuscript  in  future  years.  At  the  Dickens- 
Collins  sale  the  other  day,  good  prices  were 
realized.  The  manuscript  of  "The  Frozen 
Deep,"  with  annotations  by  Dickens,  the 
prompt-book  and  the  story  brought  /300; 
"The  Perils  of  Certain  English  Prisons," 
/200;  "The  Woman  in  White,"  £-^20;  "No 
Name,"  ^£85;  "The  Moonstone,"  /125; 
"  Armadale,"  £101,  Some  authors  are  in  the 
habit  of  destroying  their  manuscript  directly 
they  have  corrected  the  proofs.  It  would  be 
a  much  wiser  course  if  they  had  it  carefully 
arranged  and  properly  bound 

And  talking  about  bindings  it  should  be 
noted  that  Mr.  Zaehnsdorf,  the  celebrated 
bookbinder,  is  about  to  remove  to  extensive 
premises  in  Cambridge  Circus.  More  than 
half  a  century  ago  this  business  was  estab- 
lished by  the  father  of  the  present  proprietor 
in  Catharine  Street,  and  there  it  has  been  car- 
ried on,  with  the  addition  of  show-rooms  in 
York  Street,  ever  since.  In  the  new  building, 
workshops,  show-rooms,  and  offices  will  be  all 
under  one  roof,  and  there  will  be  ample  room 
for  the  display  of  the  countless  exquisite  speci- 
mens of  the  bookbinder's  art,  which  are  at 
present  hidden  from  sight  in  cases  and  cup- 
boards. Mr.  Zaehnsdorf  proposes,  in  addition 
to  his  own  volumes,  to  get  together  a  loan 
collection  of  some  of  the  best  examples  of  his 
binding.  The  result  will  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  exhibitions  we  have  had  in  London 
for  some  time. 

Among  the  many  Americans  we  are  always 
happy  to  see  at  this  time  of  year,  no  one  is 
more  welcome,  or  has  a  larger  circle  of  friends, 
than  Mrs.  Louise  Chandler  Moulton.  It  was 
ver)'  pleasant  to  meet  her  once  more,  and  to 
find  her  so  well  and  in  such  excellent  spirits. 
I  am  glad  to  find  she  has  a  new  volume  well- 
nigh  completed,  which  will  probably  be  out 
before  Christmas. 

The  new  illustrated  newspaper.  Black  and 
WkiU,  which  has  been  talked  of  for  so  long, 
is,  I  hear,  in  an  advanced  state  of  preparation, 
and  the  first  number  will  probably  be  pub- 
lished in  the  autumn.  It  is  understood  that 
equal  care  will  be  taken  of  the  illustrations  and 
the  literature.     If  this  is  done,  and  there  is 


no  reason  why  it  should  not  be,  there  is  no 
doubt  the  new  venture  will  be  a  great  success.

by  T.  S.  Perry,  of  Boston — "  Marie  Antoinette 
and  the  End  of  the  Old  Regime,"  "  The  Wife 
of  the  First  Consul,"  and  "  The  Happy  Days 
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of  the  Empress  Marie  Louise,"  and  several 
others  are  in  preparation  for  publication  in  the 
autumn.  They  are  attractive  pictures,  histori- 
cally accurate  and  yet  animated,  of  the  great 
personages  and  the  society  of  a  famous  period. 

The  author,  Arthur-L^on,  Baron  Imbert  de 
Saint- Amand,  is  the  son  of  Baron  Imbert  de 
Saint- Amand,  Colonel  of  the  Second  Dragoons 
and  a  general  at  his  death,  and  his  wife,  Marie- 
Flore  Domon,  daughter  of  General  Vicomte 
Domon,  who  commanded  a  division  of  cavalry 
at  Waterloo,  and  whose  name  is  inscribed  on 
the  Arc  of  Triumph.  The  author  of  "The 
Women  of  Versailles"  and  of  "  The  Women 
of  the  Tuileries"  has  pursued,  simultaneously, 
a  diplomatic  and  a  literary  career.  He  is  at 
present  a  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  first 
class,  and  takes  part,  in  this  capacity,  in  the 
work  of  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in 
Paris. 

The  idea  of  writing  "  The  Women  of  Ver- 
sailles" occurred  to  him  in  1870,  during  the 
Commune,  while  the  offices  of  the  Ministry 
were  established  provisionally  in  the  halls  of 
the  Palace  of  Versailles,  his  desk  being  placed 
in  the  Hall  of  the  Grand  Couvert  before  a 
painting  which  represents  the  Doge  of  Genoa 
doing  homage  to  Louis  XIV.  He  decided  to 
write  "  The  Women  of  the  Tuileries"  while 
gazing  at  the  ruins  of  the  Palace  where  he 
had  assisted  at  the  f^tes  given  under  the  Sec- 
ond Empire. 

LITERARY   NOTES. 

The  publication  of  Mr.  Crawford's  **  A  Cigar- 
•ette-Maker*s  Romance"  is  deferred  until  autumn. 

Dr.  Nansen's  account  of  his  recent  expedi- 
tion to  Greenland  is  not  to  be  published  till 
October. 

According  to  a  correspondent  of  the  Worces- 
ter Spy,  Colonel  T.  W.  Higginson  takes  a  daily 
ride  on  a  tricycle,  running  out  to  Belmont, 
Watertown,  Arlington,  or  even  Lexington,  from 
his  home  in  Cambridge. 

The  Cfitic  estimates,  from  figures  published  in 
the  New  York  Evening  Post,  that  162,987  vol- 
umes have  been  added  to  the  college  libraries  of 
the  United  States  the  past  year,  making  the  total 
number  on  their  shelves  2,882.398. 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Mr.  Browning, 
in  the  prefatory  note  to  the  last  edition  of  his 
wife's  poems,  gave  the  date  of  her  birth  as  March 
6th,  1806,  and  the  place  Coxhoe  Hall,  Durham, 
Mr.  William  Sharp,  in  his  recently  published  life 
of  Browning  in  the  Great  Writers  Series,  gives 
the  same  date  as  does  John  H.  Ingram  in  his 
life  of  Mrs.  Browning  in  the  Eminent  Women 
Series — viz.,  March 4th,  1809.  Mr.  Ingram  also 
says  Mrs.  Browning  was  born  in  London.  As 
Mr.  Browning,  however,  gives  a  copy  of  the 
parish  register  in  verification  of  his  statement, 
his  word  on  this  iK>int  must  be  accepted  as  final. 

Leslie  Stephen,  the  English  essayist  and  critic, 
who  was  the  guest  for  several  weeks  of  Mr. 
Lowell  in  Cambridge,  and  who  received  from 
Harvard  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  is  thus  described 
by  Alexander  Young,  the  Boston  correspondent 
of  the  Critic  :  **  He  is  by  no  means  the  tradi- 
tional Englishman  in  appearance,  being  tall  and 
rather  thin  ;  and  his  manner  is  that  of  a  gentle 
and  refined  scholar.  Without  being  a  fluent 
speaker  he  is  never  at  a  loss  for  an  appropriate 
expression,  and  he  has  a  vein  of  pleasant  humor 
which  enlivens  his  speeqh  and  conversation.*' 
Mr.  Stephen  has  made  two  previous  visits  to  Mr. 
Lowell— in  1863  and  in  1868. 

An  English  periodical,  The  Bookworm,  has  an 
interesting  paragraph  about  Mr.  Gladstone,  who 
has  been  a  book  collector  for  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  a  century.  **  He  kindly  informs 
me,"  writes  Mr.  W.  Roberts,  **that  he  has  two 
books  which  be  acquired  in  1815,  one  of  which 
was  a  present  from  Miss  H.  More.  At  the 
present  time  he  estimates  his  library  to  conuin 
from  22,000  to  25,000  books,  arranged  by  him- 
self into  divisions  and  sections  in  a  very  minute 
manner.  The  library  is  so  exceedingly  miscel- 
laneous that  Mr.  Gladstone  himself  does  not  ven- 
ture to  state  which  section  preponderates, 
although  he  thinks  that  *  theology  may  be  one- 
fourth.*  There  are  about  twenty  editions  of 
Homer,  and  from  thirty  to  forty  translations, 
whole  or  part.  He  has  never  sympathized  to 
any  considerable  extent  with  the  craze  for 
modern  first  editions,  but  '  I  like  a  tall  copy,*  is 
Mr.  Gladstone*s  reply,  made  with  all  the  genu- 
ine spirit  of  the  true  connoisseur,  to  an  inquiry 
on  the  subject.  And  so  far  as  regards  a  prefer- 
ence for  ancient  authors,  in  old  but  good  editions, 
to  modernized  reprints,  the  verdict  is  emphad* 
cally  in  favor  of  the  former.**

-M  studied  and  portrayed  with  the 
utmost  care.  The  most  important  problem 
which  Mr.  James  set  himself  in  this  book  was 
to  indicate  the  gradual  steps  by  which  a  young 
woman,  beginning  as  a  crude,  noisy,  almost 
vulgar  declaimer,  acquired  by  patient,  hard 
study,  a  mastery  of  the  art  of  acting,  and  with 
that  mastery  fame  and  fortune.  The  subject 
was  evidently  a  fascinating  one  to  the  author, 
for  it  brings  the  stage  and  the  many  interesting 
Questions  connected  with  it  constantly  into  the 
discussion,  and  makes  the  leading  figure  on  that 
stage  a  girl  of  half  Jewish  and  half  English 
blood,  whose  character,  tastes,  moods,  and 
personality  are  analyzed  with  elaborate  detail. 
Miriam  Rooth  is  first  brought  upon  the  scene 
in  Paris,  where  she  takes  lessons  of  a  famous 
retired  actress  and  goes  to  the  Thtf^tre  Fran- 
gais  through  the  generosity  of  a  young  English- 
man who  is  attached  to  the  Embassy,  and  who 


thinks,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  nearly  all  of 
her  friends  and  her  teacher,  that  she  has  in 
her  the  making  of  an  actress.  She  and  her 
mother — a  good  woman,  who  is  much  disturb- 
ed by  moral  questions  connected  with  the 
modern  drama,  and  who  takes  great  pride  in 
her  ancestry — are  very  poor  ;  but  the  girl  has 
force  of  character  and  ambition  without  limit, 
and  is  determined  to  achieve  success.  How 
she  does  this  we  leave  the  reader  to  learn  from 
the  book.  We  are  inclined  to  think  that  the 
study  of  her  character — that  is,  of  her  slow 
development  from  the  raw  reciter  in  private  to 
the  finished  tragic  actress — is  the  strongest 
piece  of  work  that  has  come  from  Mr.  James 
in  a  long  time,  replete  with  subtle  touches,  del- 
icate shades  of  thought  and  happy  phrases 
that  will  appeal  with  force  to  every  refined  taste. 
The  other  personages  in  the  drama  are 
scarcely  less  interesting  than  Miriam  Rooth, 
and  they  are  studied  and  portrayed  with  equal 
care.  Peter  Sherringham  finds  recreation  in  the 
Paris  theatres  after  his  work  at  the  English 
Embassy,  and  his  faith  and  interest  in  Miss 
Rooth *s  genius  are  at  last  rewarded  by  her 
success.     Sherringham *s  widowed  sister,  Mrs.

goal  of  the  head  of  her  family.  For  the  aes- 
thetic side  of  life — the  theatre,  painting,  and  the 
like — she  has  no  taste ;  nor  has  she  any  sym- 
pathy or  patience  with  those  whose  tastes  lead 


them  in  this  direction.     She  has  money,  and 
so  her  distant  cousin,  Nick  Dormer,  allows  her 
to  elect  him  to  Parliament  from  Harsh.    They 
become  engaged  to  be   married,  but  the  art 
life    has   too  strong  a 
hold  upon  Dormer  to 
permit  him  to  cut  loose 
from   it   entirely;    and 
Mrs.  Dallow's  discov- 
ery, in  a  scene  that  is 
one  of  the  best  in  the 
book,  that  he  is  paint- 
ing  a   portrait   of  the 
now    famous    actress, 
who  has  taken  London 
by  storm  —  Miriam 
Rooth — precipitates   a 
crisis  which   we  leave 
the    reader    to   enjoy. 
Nick's      two      sisters, 
Grace    and     the    very 
sweet  and  lovable  Bid- 
dy, are  excellently  pre- 
sented, as   is  also   his 
mother.   Lady    Agnes, 
with  her  memories  of 
her  husband   and  her 
zeal  for  her  son's  ma- 
terial and  political  ad- 
vancement.    The  odd- 
est   character    in    the 
book  is  Gabriel  Nash, 
an  aesthetic  cynic  who 
has  his  ideals  and  his 
standards  and  his  views 
of  life,  all  of  which  are 
very  entertaining  as  set 
forth    by  Mr.    James. 
The  book  is  very  long 
— not  far  short  of  900 
pages.     Much  as   Mr. 
James  admires  French 
authors,    he    has    not 
yet  learned  the  secret 
of  their  power  of  con- 
densation.    His  book, 
however,     has     many 
brilliant    Paris    scenes 
pictured  with  such  sym- 
pathetic insight  into  the 
real  life  of  the  city  that 
no  one  who  is  familiar 
with  its  boulevards  and 
its  caf^s  and  its  thea- 
tres can  fail  to  be  im- 
pressed and  interested 
by  the  author's  descrip- 
tions.

There  is  a  breezy  and  romantic  atmosphere 
I   Armorel  of  Lyonesse  by  Walter  Besant. 
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The  reader  is  introduced  to  Armorel  Rosevean 
an  orphan,  when  she  is  fifteen  years  old  and 
is  living  on  one  of  the  rocky  Scilly  Islands  in 
the  English  Channel.  For  generations  her 
ancestors  have  been  smugglers  and  wreckers, 
and  treasures  piled  high  fill  one  room,  guarded 
carefully  by  a  grandmother  nearly  a  hundred 
years  old.  Chance  throws  a  young  artist  that 
w^ay,  and  Armorel  saves  him  from  drowning. 
He  goes  back  to  London,  while  she  dreams 


the  qualifications  for  an  admirable  story-teller. 
and  this  last  novel  will  be  welcomed  by  many 
readers.  The  book  has  numerous  illustra- 
tions.

The  Aztec  Treasure- House  is  a  story  of 
adventures  in  Mexico,  to  which  T.  A.  Janvier 
gives  the  whimsical  sub-title  of  "  A  Romance 
of  Contemporaneous  Antiquity."  The  author's 
acquaintance  with  Mexican   archaeology   has

about  him ;  and  when  a  great  fortune  finally 
falls  to  her,  she  leaves  her  island  home,  and  sets 
to  work  to  educate  herself.  In  London  she 
meets  the  artist  again.  Fortune  has  not  been 
kind  to  the  young  man,  and  the  villain  of  the 
tale.  Alec  Fielding,  taking  advantage  of  this  ill 
luck,  proposes  that  the  artist  shall  paint  pic- 
tures and  allow  him  to  put  his  name  to  them. 
In  this  way  Fielding  becomes  painter,  poet, 
dramatist,  and  story  writer  ;  paying  the  authors 
for  their  productions  and  calling  them  his  own. 
It  is  Armorel  who  discovers  his  real  character 
and  exposes  him.  There  are  some  pretty  love 
passaees  in  the  book,  and  much  interest  cen- 
tres about  a  small  leathern  bag  that  was  taken 
by  the  wreckers  years  before  from  the  neck  of 
a  drowning  man.  The  bag  contains  rubies  of 
great  value — and  one  of  Armorel's  pursuits  is 
to  find  the  descendant  of  the  man  to  whom 
they  once  belonged.    Mr.   Besant  possesses 


supplied  him  with  the  materials  for  a  tale  to 
which  he  has  given  an  air  of  probability  by 
the  careful  manner  in  which  he  has  described 
what  the  adventurers  found  in  their  wander- 
ings. The  story  is  told  by  an  American 
professor  of  archaeology  and  ethnology  who 
went  to  Mexico  to  pursue  his  favorite  study, 
but  who  was  drawn  by  some  discoveries  that 
he  made  into  a  search  for  a  great  treasure 
that  was  hidden  among  the  Mexican  moun- 
tains more  than  a  thousand  years  ago  by  Chalt- 
zantzin,  the  third  of  the  Aztec  kings.  The 
party  consisted  of  the  professor,  Raybum,  a 
civil  engineer,  and  Young,  a  railroad  man,  both 
Americans ;  Fray  Antonio,  a  Franciscan  monk ; 
and  a  Mexican  boy,  Pablo,  who  succeeded  in 
taking  his  donkey  with  him  through  all  the 
thrilling  adventures  that  were  met  with.  The 
donkey  and  the  professor's  inclination  to  take 
an  archaeological  rather  than  a  practical  view 
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of  some  of  the  clangers  that  the  party  encounter 
are  the  occasion  for  a  quiet  touch  of  humor 
here  and  there.  But  the  real  interest  of  the 
narrative,  which,  it  must  be  admitted,  is  in- 
terrupted occasionally  by  the  professor's  re- 
fusal to  dismount  from  his  hobby,  lies  in  the 
account  of  the  obstacles  that  were  overcome 
in  the  dangerous  journey  of  the  party  through 
the  mountains,  following  the  King's  Symbol, 
which  led  them  to  the  cafion,  where  a  fight 
with  the  Indians  took  place;  to  the  cave  of 
the  dead,  under  the  swinging  statue,  to  the 
submerged  city  in  the  valley  of  death,  up  the 
dizzy  heights  of  the  Chac-Mool  stair,  to  the 
temple  in  the  clouds,  and  finally  to  the  valley 


clan  of  Issachar,  an  adventurer  who  conquered 
himself  and  won  a  crown  of  martyrdom  as 
Saint  Stephen.  Murdered  by  order  of  Herod, 
who  to  suit  his  pleasure  made  him  prince  for 
a  day,  Bar-Asha  was  raised  from  the  dead  by 
Christ  and  devoted  his  life  to  His  ser\*ice. 
Many  of  the  principal  incidents  in  the  life  of 
the  Son  of  God  are  described  with  dramatic 
effect;  and  the  supreme  act  of  vengeance 
which  Bar  Asha,  before  he  has  comprehended 
the  mission  of  his  Master,  commits,  the  kill- 
ing of  the  Centurion  at  Capernaum,  Caius 
Vettius,  is  vividly  pictured.  The  Oriental  lux- 
ury, as  well  as  the  barbaric  cruelty  that  pre- 
vailed  in  Herod's  court,  forms,  with  the  in-

of  Aztlan,  where  the  Aztecs  were  found,  and 
where  the  most  exciting  incidents  took  place. 
The  story  is  fully  and  excellently  illustrated  by 
Frederic  Remington,  and  is  a  pleasant  com- 
panion for  an  idle  hour.

Elbridge  S.  Brooks  is  the  author  of  A  Son 
of  Issachar  :  A  Romance  of  the  Days  of 
Messias,  which  was  first  published  in  the  De- 
troit Free  Press  as  one  of  its  three  prize  stories 
of  the  year  1889-90.  The  background  of  the 
romance,  which  is  worked  out  with  a  good 
deal  of  skill,  is  the  revolt  of  Israel  against  the

While 
rescuing  the  maid  from  her  mistress's  frenzied 
grasp,  M.  Salbert  causes  Madame  Readish's 
death,  though  no  one  knows  it  but  himself, 
and  taking  with  him  a  large  sum  of  money, 
he  returns  to  Paris  and  straightway  falls  in 
love.

Marion  Harland*s  novels  have  won  wide 
popularity  bv  reason  of  the  author's  keen 
Knowledge  of  human  nature,  and  her  mastery 
of  the  art  of  character  drawing.  Her  last 
story  is  With  the  Best  Intentions ;  a  Mid- 
summer  Episode,  the  scene  of  which  is  laid  at 
a  fashionable  watering-place  on  the  Island  of 
Mackinac  in  Lake  Huron.  The  principal 
personages  in  the  little  drama  that  is  cleverly 
worked  out  are  a  young  couple  on  their  wed- 
ding tour,  and  some  friends  and  acquaintances 
whom  they  meet  at  the  hotel.  The  young 
wife's  jealousy  supplies  the  motive  for  the 


story — a  dashing,  handsome  widow  being  the 
cause  of  the  trouble.  The  results  that  flow 
from  the  situation  thus  brought  about  are 
entertainingly  depicted  ;  and,  in  addition  to 
its  deep  human  interest,  the  stor)'  contains 
some  brilliant  pages  descriptive  of  the  well- 
nigh  matchless  scener)'  of  this  region,  and  of 
the  numerous  spots  that  are  connected  with 
important  historical  events.

The  parties  to  the  affair  do  their  shooting  at  a 
target,  and  agree  that  the  loser  of  the  match 
shall,  on  a  certain  date  some  months  later,  kill 
himself.

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


I  HE  second  volume  in  the  Ad- 
venture Series  is  Madagascar  ; 
or,  Robert  Drury's  Journal 
during  Fifteen  Years*  Cap- 
tivity on  that  Island,  edited, 
with  an  introduction  and  notes, 
by  Captain  Pasfield  Oliver, 
R.  A.  The  book  was  first  published  in  1 729,  and 
is  thought  by  some  to  have  passed  under  the  edi- 
torial supervision  of  Defoe.  Since  then  it  has 
been  reissued  in  half  a  dozen  editions,  all  of 
which  were  long  ago  out  of  print.  The  book 
therefore,  old  as  it  is,  will  have  the  merit  of 
freshness  to  the  lovers  of  adventurous  narra- 
tives. Captain  Pasfield  in  his  introduction  tells 
us  what  is  known  of  the  author,  discusses  the 


question  as  to  the  authenticity  of  the  narrative, 
and  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  while  it  is 
not  safe  to  accept  all  of  Drury's  statements  as 
facts,  the  basis  of  his  work  was  an  actual  ex- 
perience and  the  descriptions  of  the  natives 
and  of  their  strange  customs  are  in  the  main 
trustworthy.  The  question  whether  the  young 
man's  statements  are  or  are  not  scientifically 
accurate,  will  trouble  the  general  reader  little. 
The  fact  remains  that  his  account  of  his  life 
is  so  minute  and  circumstantial  that  the  narra- 
tive is  apparently  a  picture  of  actual  occur- 
rences. Drury  was  about  fifteen  years  old 
when  he  was  wrecked  on  the  Malagasy  coast* 
and  he  lived  in  captivity  till  he  was  thirty. 
He  travelled  all  over  the  island,  married,  fought

in  the  wars  of  the  natives,  and  was  a  close  ob- 
server and  a  careful  recorder  of  all  that  he  saw 
and  learned.     His  story  is  written  in  a  plain, 
matter-of-fact    manner,    and    is   entertaining.

be  heard  by 
some  watch- 
ful observers, 
if  not  by  the 
gay,  careless, 
pleasure-lov- 
ing throng 
that  sur- 
rounded 
Louis  XVI. 
and        his 

Queen.  The  court  balls,  the  pageants,  the  state 
dinners,  the  fetes,  had  lost  none  of  their  brill- 
iancy as  yet ;  and  the  centre  of  this  imposing 
court  life  was  Marie  Antoinette,  at  whom  the 
hand  of  fate  was  even  then  ominously  pointing. 
But  no  shadow  rested  on  the  festivities  at  Ver- 
sailles— where  the  Queen  took  part  in  Beau- 
marchais's  "  Marriage  of  Figaro,"  playing 
Rosina  in  the  theatre  of  the  Little  Trianon — 
until  the  famous  episode  of  the  Necklace  oc- 
curred. The  extraordinary  story  of  this  con- 
spiracy, involving  some  of  the  greatest  per-

sonages  of  the  day,  and  aimed,  as  is  well  known, 
at  Marie  Antoinette  herself,  is  fully  and  en- 
tertainingly told  in  M.  Imbert  de  Saint- Amand 's 
book.  The  pen  portraits  of  the  Cardinal  de 
Rohan,  Cagliostro,  and  the  Countess   de  La 

Motte  are  vig- 
orous  and 
clear  cut,  and 
the  account  of 
the  trial  and 
its  conse- 
quences is 
spirited  and 
entertaining. 
In  the  latter 
half  of  the  vol- 
ume the  inci- 
dents fore- 
shadowing 
and  leading 
up  to  the  Rev- 
olution are  de- 
scribed, in  so 
far  as  they  had 
to  do  with  the 
Queen,  in- 
cluding the 
hasty  and  dra- 
matic depart- 
ure  of  the 
King  and 
Queen  from 
Versailles  for 
Paris.  A  final 
chapter  is  giv- 
en to  Ver- 
sailles since 
1789.  The 
author's  de- 
fence of  Marie 
Antoinette's 
character 
against  the 
charges  that 
have  been 
brought 
against  her  is 
warm  and 
sympathetic. 
A  portrait  of 
the  Queen  is  the  frontispiece  of  the  book.

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the 
Rev.  Dr.  A.  P.  Pea  body  is  employing  the  lei- 
sure of  his  ripe  old  age  in  rescuing  from  threat- 
ened oblivion  the  names  and  the  significant 
facts  in  the  careers  of  some  of  the  men  who 
have  been  intimately  connected  with  Harvard 
University  as  benefactors  or  as  members  of  its 
governing  boards.  His  "  Harvard  Reminis- 
cences"  contained   an    extremely    interesting 


Marie  Antoinette  and  the  End  of  the  Old  R^^ime.*'        Charles  Scribner's  Sons. 
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series  of  these  character  studies,  with  much  en- 
tertaining information  touching  the  college  life 
of  many  years  ago.  This  volume  he  has  now 
supplemented  with  another.  Harvard  Gradu- 
ates Whom  I  Have  Known,  in  which  he  gives 
his  recollections  of  a  score  of  men  whose  mem- 
ories deserve  to  be  honored  by  the  Hanard 
alumni.  Among  them  are  Joshua  Fisher, 
Nathan  Dane,  John  Pickering,  William  Wells, 
Charles  Lowell,  Jared  Sparks,  Samuel  A.  Eliot, 
Nathaniel  Silsbee  and  Stephen  Minot  Weld; 
and  to  these  reminiscences  he  adds  biograph- 
ical sketches  of  Henry  Dunster  and  Charles 
Chauncy,  the  first  and  second  presidents,  re- 
spectively, of  the  college.  The  college  customs 
of  the  early  part  of  the  present  century  are 
brought  by  these  narratives  in  curious  and 
sometimes  amusing  contrast  with  the  usages 
of  the  present  day,  and  the  men  of  whom  the 
author  gives  his  recollections  are  well  worthy 
of  being  remembered  as  among  the  most 
generous  and  disinterested  friends  and  bene- 
factors of  the  university.

fresh  and  unfamiliar  point  of  view  or  by  some 
exceptional  quality  in  his  treatment  of  familiar 
themes.  It  is  not  easy  to  discover  that  Mr. 
Sessions  has  either  the  one  or  the  other.  He 
is  an  easy,  agreeable  writer,  and  describes 
people  and  things  as  he  saw  them  in  a  pleas- 
ant vein.  But  he  adds  nothing  to  what  is 
already  known  about  the  towns  he  saw  and  does 
not  attempt  to  penetrate  deep  into  the  life  of 
the  people.  Mr.  Henry  W.  Hall's  illustrations

••  Around  the  World  on  a  Bicycle  "  need  be 
told  that  he  is  a  brave,  hardy  traveller  whom 
no  obstacles  or  dangers  can  daunt.  This  qual- 
ity was  useful  in  the  venture  which  he  has  de- 
scribed in  Scouting  for  Stanley  in  East 
Africa,     Stevens  went  to  East  Africa  as  the 


party  which  penetrated  from  the  coast  into  the 
land  of  the  savage  Masai  warriors,  in  the  ex- 
pectation that  Stanley  would  take  this  route  to 
the  ocean.  But  the  explorer  took  a  different 
road ;  and  Stevens,  after  spending  five  or  six 
months  among  the  native  tribes  and  in  hunt- 
ing, returned  to  the  coast  to  go  through  a  dip- 
lomatic warfare  with  the  German  authorities, 
who  did  what  they  could  to  prevent  him  from 
going  to  meet  Stanley.  Stevens  tells,  with  the 
gusto  of  a  genuine  newspaper  man,  how  he 
outwitted  the  Germans  and  a  rival  newspaper 
correspondent,  and  was  able  to  give  Stanley 
and  Emin  Pasha  their  first  news  of  the  out- 
side world.  His  writing  is  fresh,  bright  and 
lively,  and  his  book,  while  it  adds  nothing  of 
any  particular  value  to  what  is  already  known, 
is  entertaining  reading.  It  has  numerous  illus- 
trations from  photographs  made  by  the  author.

The  difficulty  of  preserving  a  just  sense  of 

Proportion  in  a  series  of  lectures  reviewing  as 
road  and  comprehensive  a  subject  as  English 
poetry  is  seen  in  English  Poetry  and  Poets, 
by  Sarah  Warner  Brooks,  of  Cambridge.  Thus 
it  falls  out  that  in  the  scheme  of  this  book 
more  space  is  given  to  Mrs.  Hemans  and  Mrs. 
Browning,  who  are  grouped  under  the  curious 
chapter- heading,  "Female  Poetry,"  than  to 
Shakespeare.  Mrs.  Brooks's  work  is  a  pleas- 
antly-written running  commentar)'  on  English 
poets  and  their  works,  remarkable  neither  for 
its  style  nor  for  its  matter,  following  conven- 
tional lines  pretty  closely  in  its  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  poetry  of  the  men  from  Chaucer 
to  Rogers  and  Lamb,  and  not  venturing  on  the 
more  delicate  ground  of  the  later  Victorian 
age.  The  author  quotes  freely  from  poets  and 
critics,  and  her  book  is  a  convenient  manual  for 
those  who  look  for  information  in  a  condensed 
form  rather  than  for  critical  analysis  or  for 
original  thought.  She  has  evidently  read 
widely  and  to  good  purpose.  [Estes  &  Lau- 
riat,  8vo,  $2,00.] 

The  wonderful  advances  that  have  been 
made  in  the  past  decade  by  German  and 
French  investigators  of  the  science  of  hypno- 
tism are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  gener- 
al public  by  a  volume  in  the  Contemporary 
Science  Series — Hypnotism,  by  Albert  Moll, 
of  Berlin.  Hypnosis,  it  may  be  superfluous 
to  explain,  is  a  state  in  which  the  subject  is 
deprived  of  his  will  and  of  some  or  all  of  his 
sense  perceptions.  Hypnotism  is  the  name  of 
the  whole  science  which  deals  with  the  phe- 
nomena of  the  hypnotic  state.  At  the  outset 
Mr.  Moll  gives  an  interesting  history  of  ani- 
mal magnetism  out  of  which  hypnotism  has 
developed,  and  then  he  passes  into  a  popular 
examination  of  all  phases  of  the  subject,  in- 
cluding the  cognate  states  of  sleep,  dreams, 
somnambulism,  etc.  Both  the  physiological 
and  the  mental  causes  and  effects  of  hypnosis 
are  discussed  in  detail,  and  the  medical  and 
legal  aspects  of  hypnotism  are  elaboratelv 
treated.  The  value  and  interest  of  the  work 
for  the  general  or  professional  reader  lie  in  the 
vast  number  of  facts  that  are  cited  from  all 


the  authorities  on  the  science,  the  object  of  the 
author  being  to  supply  information  rather  than 
to  further  any  theory.  Many  of  these  illustra- 
tions are  extremely  curious  and  suggestive,  and 
they  make  the  book  one  of  the  most  readable 
and  instructive  of  the  series.  [Scribner  & 
Welford,  crown  Svo,  $1.25.] 

To  Edmund  Gosse  belongs  the  credit  of 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  English  public 
the  works  of  Ibsen  ;  and  while  all  may  not 
share  his  enthusiastic  admiration  for  the 
author  of  "  Peer  Gynt"  and  *'  The  Doll's 
Home,"  he  has  certainly  done  much  toward 
widening  the  literary  horizon  by  bringing  Ibsen 
and  other  Scandinavian  writers  within  the 
range  of  comment  and  criticism.  It  is  now 
sixteen  years  since  Mr.  Gosse  wrote  and  pub- 
lished his  first  article  about  Ibsen's  poetry  and 
its  influence  in  modem  thought,  and  this  arti- 
cle, with  another  prepared  recently  and  treat- 
ing of  his  social  dramas,  is  to  be  found  in  a 
book  entitled  Northern  Studies  in  the  Came- 
lot  Series.  The  other  essays  by  Mr.  Gosse 
review  the  progress  of  Norwegian  poetry  since 
1 8 14,  describe  the  Lofoden  Islands,  give  an 
account  of  the  Swedish  poet  Runeberg,  treat 
of  the  Danish  National  Theatre  in  Copenhagen 
and  its  influence  as  a  living  force  in  the  dra- 
matic art  of  the  North,  and  give  brief  surveys 
of  the  lives  and  writings  of  the  four  Danish 
poets — Grundtvig,  Bttdtcher,  Andersen  and 
Paluden-Miiller.  Taken  together  the  essays 
form  an  interesting  and  enlightening  contribu- 
tion to  the  discussion  of  the  spirit  of  the  North 
as  it  has  found  expression  in  modern  poetry 
and  dramatic  literature.

THE  WARRIOR  AND  THE  MONK. 

At  the  word  of  command,  so  vehemently 
given,  the  warrior  faced  about  upon  Fray  An- 
tonio, and  held  high  aloft  his  sword  ;  but  the 
monk,  firmly  standing  there,  while  in  his  eyes 
shone  so  glorious  a  light  that  it  seemed  as 
though  the  wrath  of  outraged  Heaven  blazed 
forth  from  them,  opposed  to  this  earthly  weapon 
only  his  outstretched  crucifix,  and  thus  con- 
fronted the  death  that  menaced  him  with  so 
splendid  a  bravery  that  for  an  instant  his  huge 
antagonist  was  held  still  by  a  wonder  that  was 
born  half  of  admiration  and  half  of  awe  ;  and  in 
the  breathless  hush  of  that  supreme  moment. 
Fray  Antonio  cried  out,  in  tones  so  clear  and 
so  ringing  that  his  words  were  heard  by  all  the 
thousands  gathered  there  : 

'•  I  call  for  help  upon  the  living  and  the  only 
God."  And  even  as  these  words  still  sounded 
in  our  ears,  there  shot  forth  from  the  cloud 
above  us  a  swift  red  flash  of  blinding  light,  and 
with  this  came  a  crash  of  thunder  so  mighty 
that  the  cliffs  above  strained  and  quivered,  and 
great  fragrments  of  rock  came  hurling  down  from 
them,  and  a  shivering  trembling  surged  through 
the  whole  mountain,  so  that  we  felt  it  swaying 
beneath  our  feet. 

And  as  we  gazed  in  awe,  through  the  gloom 
that  from  all  parts  of  the  heavens  was  gathering 
toward   the   height  whereon  we  were,  we  saw 


before  us  God's  wrath  made  manifest ;  for  the 
warrior,  still  holding  raised  the  metal  sword 
that  bad  tempted  death  to  him,  trembled,  reeled 
a  little,  swayed  gently  forward,  and  then,  with 
a  sudden  jerk,  swayed  backward  again,  and  so 
fell  lifeless — his  bare  right  arm,  and  all  the 
length  of  his  naked  body  to  his  very  heel, 
marked  by  a  livid  streak  of  bloody  purple  that 
showed  where  the  thunderbolt  had  passed.  For 
a  moment  the  monk  also  seemed  stunned ;  and 
then,  kneeling  beside  that  lightning-blasted 
corpse,  and  holding  his  hands  outstretched 
toward  Heaven,  whence  his  deliverance  had 
come,  he  cried  in  a  clear,  strong  voice,  of  which 
the  solemn  tones  rang  vibrant  through  that  aw- 
ful silence  :  '  *  The  Christian  God  liveth  and 
reigneth !  Believe  on  Him  whose  love  and 
whose  mercy  are  not  less  tender  than  is  terrible 
His  transcendent  power  ! " 

There  was  no  mistaking  the  thrill  of  move- 
ment that  ran  through  the  multitude  as  these 
words  were  spoken.  I  drew  a  long  breath  of 
thankfulness,  for  I  felt  that  Fray  Antonio  was 
saved,  and  that  in  another  instant  my  ears 
would  nigh  burst  by  the  thunderous  roar  of  all 
those  thousands — won  to  him  by  his  own  most 
moving  eloquence,  and  by  sight  of  the  miracle 
whereby  his  deliverance  had  been  wrought  that 
he  should  be  set  free. 

And  in  this  instant — in  the  very  moment  that 
this  sigh  escaped  me,  while  yet  the  pause  lasted 
before  that  great  shout  came — the  Priest  Captain 
sprang  from  his  seat  above  us  into  the  balcony 
where  we  prisoners  stood  guarded,  on  down- 
ward into  the  arena  below,  and  thence  upon  the 
Stone  of  Sacrifice — all  with  a  demoniac  agility 
most  horrible  to  look  upon  in  one  of  his  withered 
age — and  there,  with  a  fierce  thrust  of  a  spear 
that  he  had  caught  from  a  soldier's  hand  in  pass- 
ing, he  pierced  Fray  Antonio  between  the 
shoulders  straight  through  the  heart ;  and  the 
monk,  still  grasping  in  his  hands  his  crucifix, 
fell  face  downward  upon  the  Stone  of  Sacrifice, 
and  lay  there  dead  \—From  "  The  Aztec  Treas- 
ure House"  by  T.  A .  Janvier. 

MEREDITH'S   MERITS   AND   FAULTS. 

Mr.  Meredith  is  one  of  the  worst  and  least 
attractive  of  great  writers,  as  well  as  one  of  the 
best  and  most  fascinating.  He  is  a  sun  that 
has  broken  out  into  innumerable  spots.  The 
better  half  of  his  genius  is  always  suffering 
eclipse  from  the  worse  half.  He  writes  with 
the  pen  of  a  great  artist  in  his  left  hand  and  the 
razor  of  a  spiritual  suicide  in  his  right.  He  is 
the  master  and  the  victim  of  a  monstrous 
cleverness  which  is  neither  to  hold  nor  to  bind, 
and  will  not  permit  him  to  do  things  as  an 
honest,  simple  person  of  genius  would. 

As  Shakespeare,  in  Johnson's  phrase,  lost 
the  world  for  a  quibble  and  was  content  to  lose 
it,  so  does  Mr.  Meredith  discrown  himself  of 
the  sovereignty  of  contemporary  romance  to 
put  on  the  cap  and  bells  of  the  professional  wit. 
He  is  not  content  to  be  plain  Jupiter  ;  his  light- 
nings are  less  to  him  than  his  fireworks,  and  his 
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pages  so  teem  with  fine  sayings,  and  magniio- 
quent  epigrams,  and  gorgeoas  images,  and  fan- 
tastic locutions  that  the  mind  would  welcome 
dulness  as  a  bright  relief.  He  is  tediously 
amusing  ;  he  is  brilliant  to  the  point  of  being 
obscure  ;  his  helpfulness  is  so  extravagant  as  to 
worry  and  confound.  That  is  the  secret  of  his 
unpopularity.  His  stories  are  not  often  good 
stories,  and  are  seldom  well  told ;  his  ingenuity 
and  intelligence  are  always  misleading  him  into 
treating  mere  episodes  as  solemnly  and  elabo- 
rately as  main  incidents  ;  he  is  ever  ready  to 
discuss,  to  ramble,  to  theorize,  to  dogmatize,  to 
indulge  in  a  little  irony,  or  a  little  reflection,  or  a 
little  artistic  misdemeanor  of  some  sort. 

But  other  novelists  have  done  these  things 
before  him,  and  have  been  none  the  less  popular 
and  are  actually  none  the  less  readable.  None, 
however,  has  pushed  the  foppery  of  style  and 
intellect  to  such  a  point  as  Mr.  Meredith.  Not 
infrequently  he  writes  page  after  page  of  English 
as  ripe  and  sound  and  unaffected  as  heart  could 
wish  ;  and  you  can  but  impute  to  wantonness 
and  recklessness  the  splendid  impertinences  that 
intrude  elsewhere. — From  **  Views  and  Reviews:

**It  will  be  known  better  yet,  won't  it? 
When  the  essentially  brutal  nature  of  the 
modem  audience  is  still  more  perceived,  when 
it  has  been  properly  analyzed,  the  omnium 
gatherum  of  the  population  of  a  big  commercial 
city,  at  the  hour  of  the  day  when  their  taste  is 
at  the  lowest,  flocking  out  of  hideous  hotels 
.  and  restaurants,  gorged  with  food,  stultified  with 
buying  and  selling  and  with  all  the  other  sor- 
did preoccupations  of  the  day,  squeezed  together 
in  a  sweltering  mass,  disappointed  in  their 
seats,  timing  the  author,  timing  the  actor,  wish- 
ing to  get  their  money  back  on  the  spot,  before 
eleven  o'clock.  Fancy  putting  the  exquisite 
before  such  a  tribunal  as  that!  There's  not 
even  a  question  of  it.  The  dramatist  wouldn't 
if  he  could,  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  he 
couldn't  if  he  would.  He  has  to  make  the 
basest  concessions.  One  of  his  principal 
canons  is  that  he  must  enable  his  spectators  to 
catch  the  suburban  trains,  which  stop  at  11.30. 
What  would  you  think  of  any  other  artist— the 
painter  or  the  novelist — ^whose  governing  forces 
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should  b«  the  dinner  and  the  suburban  trains  ? 
The  old  dramatists  didn't  defer  to  them  (not  so 
much,  at  least),  and  that's  why  they  are  less 
and  less  actable.  If  they  are  touched — ^the 
large  fellows—it's  only  to  be  mutilated  and 
trivialized.  Besides,  thejr  had  a  simpler  civil- 
ization to  represent — societies  in  which  the  life 
of  man  was  in  action,  in  passion,  in  immediate 
and  violent  expression.  Those  things  could  be 
put  upon  the  play-house  boards  with  com- 
paratively little  sacrifice  of  their  completeness 
and  their  truth.  To-day  we  are  so  infinitely 
more  reflective  and  complicated  and  diffuse  that 
it  makes  all  the  difference.

MARIE  ANTOINETTE  IN  HER  SPLENDOR. 

Madame  Campan  tells  us  that  Marie  Antoi- 
nette, who  did  the  honors  of  Versailles  to  her 
Russian  guests  [the  son  and  future  successor  of 
Catherine  the  Great,  the  Grand  Duke  Paul,  and 
his  wife]  with  such  amiable  and  attnictive 
majesty,  was  very  much  frightened  before  she 
went  into  the  room  in  which  she  was  to  dine 
with  the  illustrious  travellers.  She  asked  for  a 
glass  of  water,  and  said  it  was  harder  to  play  the 
part  of  a  queen  before  other  sovereigns  and 
future  monarchs  than  with  her  own  courtiers. 
But  she  soon  overcame  her  timidity  and  was  all 
grace  and  charm,  inspiring  every  one  with  her 
brilliancy. 

May  23d  an  opera  was  given  In  the  great  the- 
atre of  Versailles,  that  hall  which,  by  Its  shape 
and  the  richness  of  its  decorations  and  its  gild- 
ing, looked  like  a  fairy  palace.  The  opera 
chosen  was  **  Aline  ;  or,  the  Queen  of  Golcon- 
da,"  which  was  taken  from  a  short  story  of  the 
Chevalier  de  Boufflers,  to  whom,  it  seems, 
something  of  the  sort  had  really  happened. 
The  scenery  was  new  and  remarkably  lifelike. 
One  would  gladly  have  been  Aline  to  rule 
over  such  a  country.  June  6th,  Marie  Antoi- 
nette gave  a  grand  festival  at  the  Little  Trianon. 
In  the  theatre,  a  perfect  gem,  was  played  "  Z6m- 
ire  and  Azer,"  by  Greiry.  There  was  a  display 
of  diamonds  which  dazzled  every  eye  ;  then  after 
the  opera  there  was  a  supper  with  three  tables, 
and  a  hundred  places  at  each  one.  The  Grand 
Duchess  wore  on  her  head  a  little  bird  of  pre- 
cious stones  so  brilliant  that  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  look  at  it ;  it  was  set  to  swinging 
while  it  beat  its  wing^  over  a  rose.  That  even- 
ing Madame  d'Oberkirch  was  trying  for  the  first 
time  a  little  arrangement  which  was  very  fash- 
ionable, although  tolerably  uncomfortable.  It 
consisted  of  little  flat  bottles  curved  to  follow 
the  shape  of  the  head,  and  containing  a  little 
water,  in  which  lay  the  ends  of  the  flowers  worn 
in  the  hair,  thus  retaining  their  freshness. 
** That  device."  she  said,  "did  not  always  suc- 


ceed, but  when  it  did  it  was  charming.  This 
look  of  spring  on  the  head  amid  powdered  snow 
was  most  striking."  After  supper  they  all 
walked  in  the  gardens.  Fireworks  lent  a  magic 
glow  to  the  trees,  the  plants,  and  the  lake.  'Hie 
green  grass  plots  became  red,  blue,  and  yellow 
in  turn.  A  lantern  was  hung  in  every  shrub. 
A  perfect  summer  night  gave  charm  and  poetnr 
to  the  entertainment  The  illuminations  on  the 
earth  rivalled  the  moon  and  stars  above.  A 
band  of  music  hidden  in  the  greenery  filled 
the  enchanted  garden  with  sweet  sounds. 
Marie  Antoinette,  in  all  her  splendor,  appeared 
like  a  goddess.— /Vvm  **  Marie  Antoinette  and 
the  End  of  the  Old  Rigime**  by  Jmberi  de  Saint- 
Amand. 

STANLEY'S  PERSONAL  APPEARANCE. 

I  was  particularly  struck  when  I  first  found 
myself  face  to  face  with  Mr.  Stanley,  under  his 
palaver  shed  at  Msuwa,  with  his  healthy,  robust 
appearance.  I  was  expecting  to  see  a  man  pre- 
maturely old,  worn  out  and  enfeebled  by  the  in- 
numerable attacks  of  African  fever  he  has  sus- 
tained, and  the  accumulated  effects  of  the  hard- 
ships of  nineteen  years  off  and  on,  of  African 
exploit.  His  hair  and  mustache  were  gray, 
it  is  true,  but  apart  from  that,  he  did  not  look 
older  to  me  than  his  nine  and  forty  years.  He 
is  a  man  slightly  below  the  medium  height,  but 
weighs  much  more  than  one  would  be  likely  at 
first  sight  to  guess.  His  normal  weight  is  about 
a  hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds.  He  looks 
like  a  hard,  stocky  man  of  the  Phil  Sheridan  or 
Stonewall  Jackson  type,  and  struck  one,  on  first 
appearance,  as  being  good  yet  for  two.  or  three 
more  such  expeditions  as  the  relief  and  rescue 
of  Emin  Pasha.  He  nevertheless  suffered  much 
on  the  expedition. — From  **  Scouting  for  Stanley

MR.  MCCARTHY'S  ESTIMATE  OF  LOUIS  XVI. 

-  The  ordinary  enjoyments  of  the  court  were 
detestable  to  Louis.  He  hated  late  hours;  he 
hated  comedies  and  parties  ;  he  hated  all  play 
save  loto  and  whist  for  small  stakes  ;  he  hated, 
indeed,  everything  courtly  except  the  solemni- 
ties of  courtly  ceremonial,  which  allowed  him  to 
hide  his  native  timidity  under  the  frigid  mask 
of  etiquette.  His  native  timidity  needed  some 
such  mask.  The  king's  bearing  was  not  kingly ; 
the  royal  face  was  not  royal.  From  the  loyal 
portraits  of  the  time  that  flatter  the  lineaments 
of  a  failing  race,  from  the  savage  caricatures  that 
accentuate  malignly  all  its  defects,  from  servility 
and  from  satire  alike,  we  can  gather  a  fairly  clear 
impression  of  that  weak,  commonplace  face, 
with  its  high,  slanting  forehead,  its  full  nose,  its 
protruding  lips,  weak  chin,  swollen,  flabby  jowl 
and  thick  neck.  It  was  a  foolish  face,  with  its 
whimsical,  vacant  expression  of  rustic  good-hu- 
mor spreading  over  its  heavy  cheeks  and  promi* 
nent  lack-lustre  eyes,  its  heavy,  drooping  eye- 
lids and  thick  eyebrows. 

Madame  Campan,  who  would,  no  doubt,  will- 
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ingly  flatter,  tries  to  infuse  a  tinge  of  melan- 
choly into  the  vapid  beatitude  of  the  face,  but 
has  to  admit,  what  every  one  else  from  De  Be- 
senval  to  D'Allonville  admits,  that  Louis  lacked 
all  nobility  of  carriage.  The  less  courtlv  criti- 
cism of  Harare  depicts  the  unwholesomely  pale 
foce,  the  expressionless  bluish  eyes,  the  loud 
laugh  that  had  something  imbecile  in  its  mirth, 
the  ignoble  massiveness  of  the  bulk,  the  hope- 
less awkwardness  of  the  bearing.  That  he  was 
slovenly  to  a  degree,  even  Campan  admits,  and 
her  waiting  maid  mind  despairs  over  his  ill-adjust- 
ed clothes  and  the  persistent  untidiness  of  his 
hair.  There  never  was  a  king  less  calculated  to 
dominate  a  brilliant,  audacious  and  corrupt 
court,  to  impress  a  sceptical  and  critical  people 
and  to  captivate  a  beautiful  and  ambitious  wife. 
Destiny  did  the  house  of  Capet  the  worst  turn 
in  the  world  when  it  adorned  its  line  with  a 
prince  endowed  with  many  virtues  and  no  ca- 
pacity for  using  those  virtues  for  the  benefit  of 
his  people,  his  partv  or  himself. — From  **  The 
French  F evolution;^  Vol,  /.,  by  Justin  H,  Mc- 
Carthy,  M,F. 

A  SCOTTISH  VIEW  OF  HAWTHORNE. 

First,  then,  on  this  special  shelf  stand  Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne's  **  TwiceTold  Tales."  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  explain  why  I  like  these  short  sketches 
and  essayv,  written  in  the  author's  early  youth, 
better  than  his  later,  more  finished,  and  better- 
known  novels  and  romances.  The  world  sets 
greater  store  by  "The  Scarlet  Letter"  and 
'*  Transformation"  than  by  this  little  book— 
and,  in  such  matters  of  liking  against  the 
judgment  of  the  world,  there  is  no  appeal.  I 
think  the  reason  of  my  liking  consists  in  this — 
that  the  novels  were  written  for  the  worid,  while 
the  tales  seem  written  for  the  author ;  in  these 
he  is  actor  and  audience  in  one.  Consequently, 
one  gets  nearer  him,  just  as  one  gets  nearer  an 
artist  in  his  first  sketch  than  in  his  finished  pic- 
ture. And  after  all,  one  takes  the  greatest  pleas- 
ure in  those  books  in  which  a  peculiar  personal- 
ity is  most  clearly  revealed.  A  thought  may  be 
very  commendable  as  a  thought,  but  I  value  it 
chiefly  as  a  window  through  which  I  can  obtain 
insight  on  the  thinker ;  and  Mr.  Hawthorne's  per- 
sonality is  peculiar,  and  specially  peculiar  in  a 
new  country  like  America.  He  is  quiet,  fanciful, 
quaint,  and  his  humor  is  shaded  by  a  meditative- 
ness  of  spirit.  Although  a  Yankee,  he  partakes 
of  none  of  the  characteristics  of  a  Yankee.  His 
thinking  and  his  style  have  an  antique  air.  His 
roots  strike  down  through  the  visible  mould  of 
the  present,  and  draw  sustenance  from  the  gener- 
ations under  ground.  The  ghosts  that  haunt  the 
chamber  of  his  mind  are  the  ghosts  of  dead  men 
and  women.  He  has  a  strong  smack  of  the 
Puritan  ;  he  wears  around  him,  in  the  New  Eng- 
land town,  something  of  the  darkness  and  mys- 
tery of  the  aboriginal  forest  He  is  a  shy,  silent, 
sensitive,  much  ruminating  man,  with  no  special 
overflow  of  animal  spirits.  He  loves  solitude, 
and  the  things  which  age  has  made  reverent. 
There  is  nothing  modem  about  him.     Emerson's 


writing  has  a  cold,  cheerless  glitter,  like  the  new 
furniture  in  a  warehouse,  which  will  come  of  use 
by  and  by  ;  Hawthorne's,  the  rich,  subdued 
color  of  furniture  in  a  Tudor  mansion  house 
which  has  winked  to  long-extinguished  fires, 
which  has  been  toned  by  the  usage  of  departed 
generations. 

In  many  of  the  **  Twice-Told  Tales"  this  pecul- 
iar personality  is  charmingly  exhibited.  He 
writes  of  the  street  or  the  sea-shore,  his  eye  takes 
in  every  object,  however  trifling,  and  on  these  he 
hangs  comments,  melancholy  and  humorous. 
He  does  not  require  to  go  far  for  a  subject ;  he 
will  stare  on  the  puddle  in  the  street  of  a  New 
England  village,  and  immediately  it  becomes  a 
Mediterranean  Sea  with  empires  Iving  on  its 
muddy  shores. — Froni  ^^Dreamthorp^  by  Alexan^

|N£  needs  only  to  look  at  the 
portrait  of  Mr.  Lang  on  the 
opposite  page  to  see  that  it  is 
the  face  of  a  scholar  and  a  ^it. 
A  Scotchman  with  an  Oxford 
veneer,  as  a  friend  of  his  has 
aptly  characterized  him,  Mr.  Lang's  tastes  are 
about  evenly  divided  between  salmon  killing  and 
golf  on  the  one  hand,  and  literature,  especially 
of  the  romantic  and  imaginative  class,  on  the 
other.     His  versatility  as  a  writer  is  a  constant 
source   of  astonishment  even  to  his  friends. 
And  the  greater  wonder  is  that,  although  he 
writes  so  much,  he  writes  so  well  on  such  a 
wide  variety  of  topics.    Occasionally  his  clever- 
ness is  a  positive  detriment,  for  his  dexterity 
in  the  turning  of  happy  phrases  leads  him  to 
sacrifice  the  matter  for  the  manner,  to  the  mild 
bewilderment  of  the  reader. 

Journalist,  essayist,  and  poet,  Mr.  Lang  has 
won  honorable  distinction  in  many  fields,  and 
his  name  is  one  of  the  most  welcome  in  cur- 


rent periodical  literature.  The  Scots  are  not 
renowned  for  their  sense  of  humor,  but  noth- 
ing certainly  could  exceed  the  lightness  of 
touch  or  the  delicate,  refined  wit  which  Mr. 
Lang  brings  to  all  of  his  literary  work.  He 
may  be  writing  one  thing  or  another—a 
"  leader"  on  some  social  topic  for  the  Daily 
News,  a  paper  for  the  "  Sign  of  the  Ship"  ia 
Longman's,  an  article  about  some  new  ro- 
mancer like  Kipling  for  an  American  periodi- 
cal, a  \ilanelle  for  a  new  book  of  verse,  a  letter 
to  that  prince  of  old-time  adventurers,  Barry 
Lyndon,  a  'critique  on  Ibsen's  last  drama  or 
Howells's  last  novel,  or  some  reflections  on 
Dogberry ;  and  in  all  of  this  strangely  varied 
work  the  same  qualities  appear,  a  graceful,  en- 
gaging style,  a  quick  appreciation  of  the  brave, 
romantic  and  humorous  in  human  nature, 
catholicity  of  taste  in  recognizing  merit  from 
whatever  quarter,  and  good-humored  ridicule 
for  the  follies  of  the  world  and  its  self-styled 
teachers.    In  a  recent  Longman* s  Mr.  Lang 
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gave  a  witty  summary  of  his  own  characteris- 
tics as  a  writer  from  the  point  of  view  of  a 
book  reviewer,  "  For  my  own  part,"  he  said, 
"  I  know  exactly  what  the  reviewer  will  say 
about  any  new  venture  of  my  own.  '  The  ver- 
satile and  industrious  Mr.  L.  New  field.  Ac- 
customed lightness  of  touch.  Desultory.  In- 
accurate. May  be  read  without  fatigue.  Opin- 
ions may  still  be  divided  as  to  Mr.  L.'s  conclu- 
sions.' "  If  opinions  are  sometimes  divided  as 
to  Mr.  Lang's  conclusions,  the  verdict  is  well- 
nigh  unanimous  that  he  has  the  positive  merit 
of  never  being  dull,  instead  of  the  negative 
virtue  of  being  read  without  fatigue. 

Mr.  Lang  was  bom  in  Selkirk  on  March 
31st,  1844.  He  was  educated  at  St.  Andrews 
and  at  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  and  began  early 
to  write  for  the  Saturday  Review,  He  has 
been  known  to  contribute  as  many  as  four 
essays  to  a  single  number  of  the  Saturday, 
Some  of  his  articles  in  the  Daily  News  have 
been  published  under  the  title  of  "  Lost  Lead- 
ers." One  of  the  most  popular  of  his  books  is 
"  Letters  to  Dead  Authors,"  the  sympathetic, 
appreciative  tone,  the  delicate  wit  and  the 
kindly  humor  of  which  show  the  author  at  his 
best.  His  poems  in  the  lighter  forms  of  French 
verse,  "  Ballades  and  Verses  Vain,"  "  Ballades 
in  Blue  China,"  "  Rhymes  i  la  Mode,"  etc.,  re- 
veal the  fanciful,  romantic,  and  sentimental  side 
of  his  nature.  "  Old  Friends"  is  an  attempt  to 
bring  together  and  to  portray  some  of  the 
famous  characters  of  fiction,  but  the  effort  was 
scarcely  as  successful  as  his  "  Letters  to  Dead 
Authors."  His  "  Letters  on  Literature,"  how- 
ever, is  very  characteristic  of  his  style  and 
thought.  He  has  written  much  in  Folklore 
— "  Custom  and  Myth"  and  "  Myth,  Ritual 
and  Religion" — and  several  volumes  of  fairy- 
tales—" The  Blue  Fairy  Book,"  "  Johnny  Nut 
and  the  Golden  Goose,"  etc. — ^while  British 
sports  are  a  favorite  subject  for  his  random 
papers.  He  has  translated  Theocritus  and  has 
collaborated  in  translations  of  the  "  Odyssey" 
and  the  "  Iliad."  He  has  written  only  one 
novel — "  The  Mark  of  Cain." 

Among  his  friends  Mr.  Lang  is  popular,  his 
disposition  being  obliging,  kindly,  and  good- 
natured.  He  is  a  hard  worker,  and  generally 
passes     his     holidays    fishing    in    Scotland. 


Among  the  Scots  he  is  held  in  high  esteem.  A 
friend  of  his  tells  the  story  of  meeting  once  in 
the  Highlands  of  Scotland  a  little  old  clergy- 
man who  had  no  claim  to  distinction  except  in 
the  fact  that  he  taught  Lang  his  letters,  and  of 
this  he  boasted  to  everybody  with  enormous 
pride.  Mr.  Lang  is  a  member  of  many  London 
clubs,  including  the  Athenaeum — ^to  which  he 
was  elected  by  a  special  vote  of  the  committee, 
the  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  the  Savile,  and 
the  Rabelais. 

LITERARY  AFFAIRS  IN    BOSTON. 
Boston,  Sept.  15.  1890. 

T   is  not  unnatural   that  talk 

about    the    late    John   Boyle 

O'Reilly  should  still  be  much 

heard    in    literary  and    club 

circles.     He    was    the    most 

widely  beloved  man  in  Boston,. 

and  it  will  be  long  before  the  mention  of  his 

name  fails  to  provoke  expressions  of  sorrow 

and  affection. 

The  anecdotes  about  him  are  unfailing.  He 
was  one  of  those  men  who  sparkled  with  wit- 
ticisms and  unexpected  sayings,  and  there  is  na 
friend  who  has  not  something  to  tell  which  is 
worth  hearing.  A  couple  of  things  which  he 
chanced  to  say  to  me  may  be  considered  in 
order  here  as  being  directly  connected  with  lit- 
erature. Ten  years  ago  we  were  one  evening 
talking  of  Swinburne,  who  at  that  time  seemed 
to  have  come  to  the  end  of  his  productiveness,, 
and  somehow  to  have  gone  to  pieces. 

"  What  is  the  trouble  with  Swinburne's  later 
work?"  I  asked  him.  "  All  the  virtue  seems 
to  have  gone  out  of  it." 

"  I  am  afraid,"  was  the  answer,  '*  that  purity 
has  proved  fatal  to  his  muse.  Swinburne's 
genius  is  essentially  that  of  passion,  and 
whether  it  was  good  or  bad — for  himself  or  for 
the  world — he  had  to  follow  that  or  to  fail." 

Whether  Mr.  O'Reilly  would  have  held  to 
this  judgment,  I  do  not  know,  but  it  is  interest- 
ing as  significant  of  the  keenness  of  his  criticism. 
Once  when  the  conversation  turned  upon 
Walt  Whitman,  Mr.  O'Reilly  gave  a  character- 
ization of  his  own  name  which  seemed  to  me 
peculiarly  happy.     He  mentioned  Whitman's 
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*'  What  Am  I  after  All,"  and  expressed  much 
admiration  for  the  central  thought : 

**  What  am  I  after  all  but  a  child,  pleased  with  the  sound 
of  my  own  name  ?    Repeating  it  oytx  and  over  ; 

I  stand  apart  to  hear— It  never  tires  me. 

To  you  your  name  also ; 

Did  you  think  there  was  nothing  but  two  or  three  proo 
nundations  in  the  sound  of  your  name  ?*' 

"  There  is  so  much  in  that/'  Mr.  O'Reilly 
said.  "  The  way  your  name  looks  to  you  when 
you  see  it  written,  and  it  comes  over  you  that 
that  is  the  thing  ^hich  signifies  you  in  the 
world.  Did  you  ever  mind  what  a  name  mine 
is  ?"  he  went  on.  "  Boyle  O'Reilly ;  isn't  that 
a  soft  name  ?     It's  just  like  stroking  a  cat  I" 

It  was  a  theory  which  he  was  fond  of  ex- 
pressing, that  a  man  can  have  but  one  great 
work  in  hand  at  once ;  or,  rather,  that  only  one 
work  shapes  itself  in  a  man's  brain  at  once. 
"  You  may  think  you  are  doing  a  lot  of  things," 
he  would  say ;  '*  but  the  truth  is  that  you  are 
only  breaking  the  one  thing  up  into  bits. 
Everything  that  comes  out  of  your  brain  be- 
longs to  that  until  it  is  all  finished ;  and  the 
big  fellows  are  the  men  that  keep  all  the  pieces 
together." 

His  theory  seemed  to  be  that  in  order  that 
work  should  be  really  worth  anything,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  mind  to  be  seized  and  con- 
trolled by  some  central  thought,  so  that  noth- 
ing else  could  find  deep  attention  until  that 
were  disposed  of.  He  would  say  that  certain 
things  were  written  by  men  who  were  trying  to 
find  out  what  was  really  the  thing  which  they 
wanted  to  say ;  and  there  are  few  literary  men 
who  will  fail  to  appreciate  what  he  meant. 

I  am  curious  to  see  in  what  shape  the  book 
upon  which  he  had  long  been  at  work,  and 
which  he  meant  should  be  the  flower  of  his 
life,  wilt  see  the  light.  He  called  it,  as  is 
known  to  the  public,  "  The  Country  with  a 
Roof,"  from  a  conceit  which  was  less  fantastic 
under  his  handling  than  might  seem  likely  from 
its  nature.  ThQ  book  begins  with  a  story, 
which  has  been  some  time  written,  and  into 
this  was  introduced  the  book  of  aphorisms 
which  is  famous  among  his  friends.  From 
this  he  has  read  extracts  at  the  Papyrus  and 
the  now  extinct  Round  Table  clubs;  and  at 
the  latter,  which  in  its  early  days  was  one  of 


the  most  charming  of  intellectual  battle- 
grounds, the  reading  of  a  few  of  these  epigrams 
was  sufficient  to  start  a  discussion  which  would 
last  until  morning. 

On  the  evening  after  the  Memorial  meeting 
in  Boston,  I  was  one  of  a  company  where  was 
present  Captain  Halliday,  the  shipmaster  who 
brought  Mr.  O'Reilly  off  from  Australia.  He 
said,  among  other  things,  that  the  escaping 
convict  had  a  perfectly  definite  idea  of  what 
his  future  in  this  country  was  to  be>  and  that 
he  told  the  captain  that  he  meant  to  do  prac- 
tically what  in  the  end  he  did  do.  He  seems 
to  have  had  the  self-confidence  of  strength, 
and  this  in  itself  was  a  source  of  great  power. 

That  the  summer  has  been  one  of  remark- 
able mortality  among  distinguished  men,  has 
been  remarked  too  frequently  to  need  repeti- 
tion, but  in  each  case  there  has  followed  the 
talk  about  the  characteristics  of  the  departed 
which  is  inevitable.  One  of  the  observation^ 
made  in  this  connection  upon  the  late  Cardinal 
Newman,  while  not  completely  covering  the 
ground,  and  while  it  fails  to  do  justice  to  the 
sweetness,  the  tenderness,  and  the  inherent 
piety  of  the  man,  is  yet  of  so  singular  acute- 
ness  in  its  way  that  I  cannot  refrain  from 
quoting  it. 

"  The  explanation  of  the  course  of  Cardinal 
Newman,"  observed  an  old  gentleman  who  is 
almost  of  the  age  of  the  late  cardinal  and  who 
has  followed  his  career  from  the  beginning, 
"  is  that  the  dear  old  gentleman  committed  the 
error  in  his  youth  of  taking  Walter  Scott  seri- 
ously." There  is  in  this  more  than  would  ap- 
pear at  first  glance,  and  while  it  is  not  to  be 
itself  taken  too  seriously,  it  is  yet  a  deliciously 
felicitous  way  of  putting  the  matter. 

It  is  the  season  when  people  are  not  work- 
ing ;  they  are  coming  home  from  the  country. 
During  the  summer  Barrett  Wendell  has  com- 
pleted his  life  of  Cotton  Mather,  over  which  I 
am  surprised  to  find  myself  having  become 
really  enthusiastic.  That  a  life  of  Mather 
should  arouse  enthusiasm  is  one  of  the  things 
for  which  I  was  wholly  unprepared,  but  Mr. 
Wendell  has  made  of  it  a  picture  of  Puritan 
life  and  times  so  vivid,  so  vital,  and  so  signifi- 
cant, that  there  is  no  word  short  of  enthusiasm 
which  expresses  my  own  feeling  in  regard   to 
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it.  I  am  in  doubt  just  whether  the  historical 
societies  will  hasten  to  take  Mr.  Wendell  into 
membership  or  to  pour  upon  his  head  the  vials 
of  their  wrath  for  having  dared  to  jsjet  hold  of 
a  good  deal  of  unprinted  material  and  for  pre- 
suming to  take  an  original  view  of  subjects 
which  they  have  settled  and  ticketed  and  put 
away  upon  their  shelves ;  but  they  are  not 
likely  to  let  the  book  go  by  without  notice. 

T.  R.  Sullivan  is  finishing  a  new  novel, 
which  would  have  been  sooner  completed  had 
he  not  interrupted  it  by  writing  the  charming 
short  stories  which  have  been  appearing  in  the 
magazines.  Beyond  this  literary  news  there 
is  not,  so  far  as  I  know,  save  the  things  which 
are  to  be  read  by  whoever  is  interested  in  the 
advertisements  and  the  circulars  of  the  pub- 
lishers. __^__^__    -^^^^  Bates. 

The  new  book  now  printing  by  Jerome  K. 
Jerome,  the  English  humorist  and  playwright,  is 
'called  '•  Told  After  Supper."  Let  us  hope  that 
it  will  contain  some  of  the  author's  theatrical 
reminiscences. 

The  Routledges  have  in  press  volume  eleven 
of  the  Carisbrooke  Library,  edited  by  Henry 
Morley,  **  Gulliver's  Travels,  and  Other  Pieces," 
by  Dean  Swift ;  **  Battles  of  the  British  Army," 
by  Lieutenant  C.  R.  Low,  illustrated  by  R.  C. 
Woodville  ;  and  "  Outdoor  Sports  for  Boys,"  by 
L.  £.  Jones,  fully  illustrated. 

With  the  publication  in  a  few  days,  by  the 
Scribners,  of  the  third  volume  of  the  **  Cyclope- 
dia of  Music  and  Musicians/!  edited  by  John 
Denison  Champlin,  Jr.,  with  William  F.  Apthorp 
as  critical  editor,  a  great  reference  work  is  com- 
pleted. The  thirty-six  full-page  etched  portraits 
and  the  looo  other  illustrations  are  a  very  valua- 
ble feature  of  the  work,  which  covers  the  whole 
subject  of  music  and  musicians  in  the  most 
thorough  manner. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Boston  Literary  JVorld  th^t 
Miss  Olive  Schreiner's  book  of  allegories,  en- 
titled "Dreams,"  is  to  be  published  in  England 
by  Fisher  Unwin.  The  volume  will  contain 
**  Three  Dreams  in  a  Desert,"  **  The  Sunlight 
Lay  Across  My  Bed,"  *'  The  Lost  Joy,"  "  In  a 
Far-oflf  World,"  **The  Artist's  Secret."  "  In  a 
Ruined  Chapel,"  "The  Hunter"  (from  "The 
Story  of  an  African  Farm"),  and  one  or  two 
others.  Several  of  the  allegories  have  never 
been  printed. 


ENGLISH  NOTES. 

London,  September  5,  1890. 

lE  have  so  few  good  novelists  in 
England  at  the  present  time 
that  the  death  of  Charles 
Gibbon  will  be  found  to  be  a 
distinct  loss  to  the  readers  of 
high  class  novels.  All  his 
work  was  thoroughly  readable.  He  rarely 
produced  a  story  that  did  not  rivet  the  atten- 
tion of  the  reader  from  tjie  beginning  to  the 
end,  and  the  best  of  his  novels,  "  Auld  Robin 
Gray,"  "  For  Lack  of  Gold,"  and  some  of  his 
later  productions,  were  works  of  very  great  ex- 
cellence. Many  of  his  stories  were  naturally 
Scotch,  but  he  never  overdid  the  dialect  or 
wrote  in  unintelligible  patois.  His  work  was 
always  such  as  an  educated  Englishman  could 
thoroughly  appreciate  and  enjoy.  It  must  be 
more  than  twenty  years  ago  that  I  remember 
being  introduced  to  him  by  Mr.  William  Black, 
and  subsequently  I  used  to  meet  Kim  frequently. 
He  had  just  produced  his  first  success,  "  Auld 
Robin  Gray,"  and  was  doing  an  immense 
amount  of  journalistic  work.  I  was  struck 
with  his  unassuming  manner,  his  singular 
modesty  with  regard  to  his  own  work.  I  re- 
member noticing  his  pale  face,  his  thin  delicate 
hands,  and  his  sad  eyes,  which  seem  to  betoken 
sorrow,  anxiety,  or  ill-health.  At  that  time  I 
believe  he  was  suffering  from  all  these  afflic- 
tions ;  but  though  eventually  he  became  in  all 
respects  prosperous,  he  never  vanquished  his 
delicacy  of  health.  Probably  this  made  him 
look  older  than  he  was,  for  I  was  surprised  to 
see  that  he  was  only  forty-eight.  Latterly  he 
has  resided  out  of  London,  and  it  is  some  years 
since  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  the  kindly, 
sympathetic  man  and  the  accomplished  nov- 
elist. 

Mr.  Percy  Fitzgerald's  new  book  on  "  Pick- 
wick"— the  publication  whereof  may  be  looked 
for  immediately— is  likely  to  be  a  volume  of  sur- 
passing interest.  I  was  having  a  chat  with 
him  on  the  subject  the  other  evening,  and  he 
appears  to  have  gone  elaborately  into  the  sub- 
ject and  cleared  up  many  doubts  and  difficulties 
with  regard  to  various  scenes  of  the  story.  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  has  a  very  accurate  knowledge  of 
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Dickenslaad  ;  moreover,  he  was  aa  old  friend 
of  Charles  Dickens  himself,  and  is  possessed 
of  very  valuable  and  exclusive  information  on 
the  subject  of  his  book. 

One  of  your  countrymen  was  complaining 
the  other  day  of  the  decline  in  the  literary 
character  of  our  newspapers  and  wondering 
what  the  reason  was.  I  am  inclined  to  agree 
with  him  to  a  certain  extent,  and  I  do  not  think 
it  is  difBcult  to  understand  the  reason.  For- 
merly most  of  our  journals  were  close  boroughs, 
so  to  speak — they  were  worked  by  a  small  staff 
of  picked  men.  Everybody  was  responsible 
for  his  own  department,  and  took  a  pride  in 
making  it  as  good  as  possible.  There  was  an 
enthusiastic  esprit  de  corps  in  newspapers 
in  those  days,  but  I  fear  there  is  but  little  left 
in  the  present  day.  The  appetite  for  news  has 
caused  our  journals  to  be  thrown  open  to  such 
a  mass  of  outsiders  that  there  is  but  little  op- 
portunity for  an  accomplished  writer  to  make 
his  mark,  and  still  less  for  him  to  become  en- 
thu^astic  with  regard  to  the  journal  to  which 
he  contributes.  The  custom,  too,  of  compress- 
ing everything,  the  rage  for  what  are  called 
*'  crisp  paragraphs,"  is  in  itself  enough  to  stamp 
any  literary  style  out  of  the  contributions.  It 
is  to  be  feared  our  newspapers  are  rapidly  be- 
coming a  field  for  the  reporter  rather  than  the 
littirateur.  You  manage  to  combine  both 
qualities  in  your  journals,  that  is  why  they  are 
always  so  amusing  to  us,  who  naturaJly  cannot 
be  g^atly  interested  in  the  immediate  news, 
and  who  of  course  fail  to  understand  many  of 
the  local  allusions.  You  arrange  your  news- 
papers to  fit  your  authors ;  we  cut  down  our 
authors  to  fit  our  newspapers.  I  am  inclined  to 
think,  both  from  a  commercial  and  a  literary 
point  of  view,  yours  is  the  better  plan  of  the  two. 

Mr.  Walter  Besant,  one  of  the  few  real  nov- 
elists we  have  left,  is  doing  excellent  work  as 
the  head  of  the  Society  of  Authors  in  exposing 
the  various  pitfalls  that  beset  young  authors 
with  regard  to  payment  and  copyright.  The 
commercial  aspect  of  the  profession  of  letters 
has  always  been  one  of  the  most  extraordinary 
nature.  As  long  as  an  author  has  to  do  with 
a  publisher  of  the  first  class,  as  long  as  a  jour- 
nalist has  dealings  with  a  proprietor  of  un- 
doubted—not presumed— respectability,  he  has 


little  to  fear,  but  as  soon  aa  he  ventures  amid 
sharks  and  swindlers  he  requires  at  least  a 
couple  of  sharp  solicitors  to  look  after  his 
interests.  All  that  is  required,  and  this  seems 
to  be  what  Mr.  Walter  Besant  is  aiming  at,  is 
that  the  rules  that  govern  other  trades  should 
be  accurately  applied  to  literature  and  journal- 
ism. Regularity  of  payment  is  the  principsd 
feature  by  which  the  beg^ner  may  judge  of 
the  stability  of  a  publisher  or  newspaper  pro- 
prietor. I  had  to  advise  a  young  author  on 
this  subject  the  other  day.  He  came  to  me 
and  said  he  had  made  excellent  terms  with  the 
proprietor  of  a  periodical,  but  the  checks  which 
at  one  time  were  regular,  then  became  inter- 
mittent, and  then  ceased,  despite  his  frequent 
and  earnest  applications.  I  advised  him  to  put 
the  matter  into  the  hands,  of  his  solicitor.  His 
work,  not  unnaturally,  after  this  was  refused, 
but  he  got  every  penny  of  his  money,  which 
was  a  great  deal  more  than  the  majority  of  his 
fellow-contributors  did.  When  Mr.  Edmund 
Yates  started  the  World  he  inaugurated  a 
most  perfect  and  regular  system,  by  means  of 
which  every  contributor  received  his  check 
by  post  on  a  certain  day,  without  application, 
or  even  the  trouble  of  sending  a  receipt,  the 
signature  on  the  back  of  the  check  being  suf- 
ficient. From  this  excellent  principle,  scrupu- 
lously exact  in  its  regularity,  he  has  never  de- 
viated, and  it  is  a  pity  many  other  journals  do 
not  follow  this  admirable  example. 

Who  was  it  who  once  wrote  ol  the  Great 
Unsculptured  and  lAade  a  list  of  those  who 
thoroughly  deserved  statues  to  their  memory, 
although  no  one  had  ventured  to  commemorate 
them  in  brass  or  in  marble  ?  I  do  not  know  who 
it  was,  and  it  does  not  much  matter,  but  in 
that  list  I  am  not  aware  that  there  was  in- 
cluded Richard  of  Bury,  who  was  bom  in  the 
pleasant  town  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  about  fiy^ 
centuries  and  a  half  ago.  He  subsequently 
became  a  notable  bishop  of  Durham.  But 
that  is  not  the  reason  he  should  have  a 
statue.  The  most  important  reason  is  that 
he  was  the  earliest  bibliomaniac  Thinking 
this  over  when  I  was  paying  a  visit  to  Bury 
St.  Edmunds  the  other  day,  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  booksellers  of  all  countries 
ought  to  erect  a  monument  to  him  in  his  native 
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town  without  delay.  Think  of  the  immense 
debt  of  gratitude  they  owe  him  for  invent- 
ing bibliomania  more  than  five  centuries 
ago! 

Commenting  on  the  reprint  of  "  The  Lazy 
Tour,  No  Thoroughfare,  and  The  Perils  of  Cer- 
tain English  Prisoners,"  by  Charles  Dickens 
and  Wilkie  Collins,  Mr.  George  Saintsbury 
writes  in  The  Academy :  "  They  are  too  well 
known  for  much  comment.  But  we  are  bound 
to  say  that,  whether  we  may  or  may  not  rate 
either  of  these  authors  as  high  as  some  have 
rated  them,  the  change  from  the  work  of 
the  day  to  this  of  thirty  years  ago  is  not  ex- 
actly painful  to  the  reviewer."  How  true  this 
is !  If  we  take  up  books  written  by  notable 
authors — even  putting  aside  the  two  Great 
Masters  mentioned — ^books  in  which  all  the 
fashions  have  changed  and  in  which  most  of  the 
allusions  have  lost  their  significance — ^we  are 
thoroughly  amused,  and  can  read  them  over 
and  over  again.  But  it  is  not  the  case  with 
the  average  volume  published  in  the  present 
day.  It  may  consist  of  pedantic  rubbish,  or  it 
may  be  composed  of  absolute  drivel.  In  either 
case  you  are  not  able  to  read  it  even  once. 
The  Pedantic  Rubbisher  is  bad  enough,  but 
the  Absolute  Driveller  is  even  worse.  He 
takes  ideas  that  have  been  exhausted  long  ago, 
and  he  adopts  the  style  and  "  steals  the  thun- 
der" of  half  a  dozen  popular  authors  one  after 
another;  he  copies  their  defects,  which  he  has 
not  even  the  talent  to  make  passable,  and  he 
has  not  a  spark  of  originality  about  him.  He 
is  continually  tuming-up  in  all  sorts  of  forms, 
for  his  genus  is  a  large  and  a  prolific  one.  He 
has  become  even  a  greater  nuisance  than  the 
"shilling  shockers."  But  the  fickle  British 
Public,  which  has  become  weary  of  the  first,  will 
rapidly  tire  of  the  second,  and  so  things  adjust 
themselves. 

In  this  holiday  time  few  people  seem  to  un- 
derstand the  value  of  perfect  rest.  A  holiday 
is  frequently  nothing  but  change  of  work.  The 
value  of  absolute  repose  has  probably  seldom 
been  better  expressed  than  in  the  epitaph  on 
the  tombstone  of  an  old  lady  in  a  Norfolk 
churchyard,  which  I  have  just  seen,  and  do  not 
recollect  that  it  has  been  quoted  anywhere. 
Here  it  is ! — 


*'  Here  lies  an  old  woman,  who  always  was  tired ; 

Who  lived  in  a  worid  where  too  much  was  required  ! 

*  O  weep  not,*  said  she,  *  my  good  friends ;  where  Tm  goins, 

ThereMl  neither  be  reading  wsx  writing  nor  sewing ! 

So  weep  not  for  me,  for  if  death  do  us  sever— 

I*m  going  to  do  nothing  for  erer  and  ever !'  " 

A  better  notion  of  a  paradise  for  the  over- 
worked has  seldom  been  pictured,  and  the  old 
lady's  notion  of  superb  quiescence  is  altogether 
touching  in  its  earnestness  and  reality.

IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

In  his  recent  speech  at  the  Academy  banquet, 
Mr.  Henry  Morley  expressed  the  thought  that  a 
great  book  produced  to-morrow  would  have 
every  chance  of  surviving  every  other  artistic 
work  of  this  generation.  If  one  asks  what  con- 
stitutes a  great  book,  and  by  what  token  it  may 
be  known,  perhaps  an  answer  may  be  found  in 
Ruskin's  words  ; 

*'The  good  book  of  the  hour  is  simply  the 
useful  or  pleasant  talk  of  some  person,  whom 
you  cannot  otherwise  converse  with,  printed 
for  you.  Very  useful  often,  telling  you  what 
you  need  to  know  ;  very  pleasant  often,  as  a  sen- 
sible friend's  present  talk  would  be.  These  bright 
accounts  of  travels  ;  good-humored  and  witty 
discussions  of  questions ;  lively  or  pathetic 
story  telling  in  the  form  of  novel ;  firm  fact-tell- 
ing, by  the  real  agents  concerned  in  the  events 
of  passing  history — all  these  books  of  the  hour, 
multiplying  among  us  as  education  becomes 
more  general,  are  a  peculiar  possession  of  the 
present  age  ;  we  ought  to  be  entirely  thankful 
for  them,  and  entirely  ashamed  of  ourselves  if 
we  make  no  good  use  of  them.  But  we  make 
the  worst  possible  use  if  we  allow  them  to  usurp 
the  place  of  true  books  ;  for,  strictly  speaking, 
they  are  not  books  at  all,  but  merely  letters  or 
newspapers  in  good  print.  ...  A  book  is 
essentially  not  a  talked  thing,  but  a  written 
thing ;  and  written  not  with  the  view  of  mere 
communication,  but  of  permanence." 

•.* 

Some  writers  for  the  public  press,  having 
this  definition  of  a  book  in  mind,  take  a  rather 
despondent  view  of  the  outlook.  The  century 
has  been  one  of  phenomenal  activity  in  all 
branches  of  literature,  but  the  last  decade  begins 
with  the  g^eat  men  moving  off  the  stage,  and 
with  none  of  equal  intellectual  suture  left  to- 
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take  their  places.  Browning,  Tennyson,  Ar- 
nold, Emerson,  Holmes,  Lowell — who  among 
English-writing  authors  are  to  take  the  place  of 
this  group  of  men  ?  And  what  worthy  successors 
have  Goethe,  Schiller,  Sainte-Beuve,  Hugo  and 
Balzac  left  in  Germany  and  France?  Black- 
more,  Meredith,  Besant  and  Black  are  not  of 
the  same  stock  that  produced  Scott  and  Thack- 
eray (pace^  Mr.  Howells)  and  Dickens.  What 
American  fiction  of  the  present  day  ranks  with 
Hawthorne's,  Cooper's  and  Poe's  best  work  ?

It  is  easy,  however,  to  go  too  far  and  to  lose 
sight  of  the  promise  of  the  present  in  contem- 
plating longingly  the  glories  of  the  past.  So 
far  as  American  literature  is  concerned,  there  is 
much  in  it  that  gives  ground  for  hope  that  the 
next  decade  will  produce  some  genuine  books 
in  the  sense  of  Ruskin's  definition.  When  his- 
tories like  those  of  Mr.  Fiske,  Mr.  Adams,  and 
Professor  McMaster  are  coming  from  the  press, 
there  is  no  reason  for  fear  that  this  branch  of 
letters  will  be  neglected.  Despite  the  lack  of  an 
international  copyright  law,  fiction  makes  head- 
way, and  is  worthily  represented  by  James, 
Crawford,  Howells,  Harte,  Harris,  Page,  Hardy, 
Miss  Woolson,  Miss  Jewett,  Mrs.  £.  S.  P. 
Ward,  and  others,  perhaps  the  finest  result 
attained  thus  far  by  the  group  being  the  short 
story.  If,  since  Mr.  Lowell's  practical  retire- 
ment from  the  field  of  letters,  and  the  death  of 
Whipple,  the  writing  of  essays  has  become  a 
little  used  art,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Mr. 
James,  in  his  "  Partial  Portraits,"  has  written  a 
book  of  far  more  than  ephemeral  interest,  and 
that  Mr.  Brownell's  "  French  Traits"  is  an  un- 
commonly successful  essay  on  a  subject  that  is 
as  difficult  to  treat  with  sobriety  and  intelligence 
as  it  is  entertaining  and  valuable  when  so 
.  treated.  And  for  poetry,  and  possibly  for 
literary  criticism  of  the  highest  quality,  may  we 
not  with  reason  look  to  Mr.  Aldrich,  to  Mr. 
Stedman,  and  to  Mr.  Woodberry  ?

When,  therefore,  one  goes  over  the  list  of 
men  from  whom  books  may  be  expected,  it  is 
not  so  apparent  as  it  seems  at  first  thought,  that 
the  next  decade  is  likely  to  be  an  interregnum 
in  the  history  of  literature.  The  giants  of  the 
past  three-quarters  of  a  century  have  left  a  high 
standard  in  all  branches  of  the  art,  and  it  is 
possible  that  no  achievement  will  overtop  theirs. 


But  their  lofty  examples  are  the  best  sort  of  a 
stimulus  to  the  hardest  work  on  the  part  of 
those  to  whom  we  must  look  for  the  real  books, 
as  distinguished  from  the  newspaper  books,  of 
the  next  ten  years.  The  notion  that  the  best 
minds  of  the  age  have  been  swept  by  the  com- 
mercial spirit  into  paths  that  lead  to  wealth 
rather  than  to  eminence  in  literature,  is  in  part, 
but  only  in  part,  true.  The  consciousness  of  the 
truth  of  Mr.  Morley's  words  that  a  great  book 
would  have  every  chance  of  surviving  every 
other  artistic  work  of  this  generation,  is  a  more 
powerful  incentive,  with  some  rare  minds,  than 
the  love  of  money  ;  and  it  is  to  these  men  that 
we  must  look  during  the  remaining  years  of  this 
century  for  the  poem,  or  the  romance,  or  the 
book  of  criticism  that  shall  fairly  rank  with  the 
best  that  has  been  produced  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Victorian  age.

F.  S.  Ellis  has  prepared  a  Lexical  Concord- 
ance, consisting  of  135,000  references,  to 
Shelley's  poems,  which  Bernard  Quaritch  will 
publish. 

Ginn  &  Co.  are  to  publish  immediately  a 
**  Handbook  of  Historic  Schools  of  Painting," 
by  Miss  Deristhe  L.  Hoyt,  of  the  Massachusetts 
Normal  Art  School.  It  is  intended  for  art 
students  and  reading  clubs. 

Professor  James  Bryce,  the  author  of  **  The 
American  Commonwealth,"  has  visited  Wash- 
ington, Bar  Harbor,  Montreal,  and  other  points 
since  his  arrival  in  New  York,  several  weeks  ago. 
He  writes  to  the  editor  of  the  Critic  that  he  has 
no  intention  of  lecturing  in  the  United  States,  and 
that  he  expects  to  return  to  England  not  before 
the  second  week  in  November. 

The  Appletons  announce  that  the  third 
volume  of  McMaster's  ''  History  of  the  People 
of  the  United  States"  will  be  published  the  com- 
ing season.  The  volume  begins  with  the  debate 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  regarding  the 
constitutionality  of  the  Louisiana  purchase,  and 
ends  with  a  discussion  of  the  political  and  eco- 
nomic effects  of  the  War  of  18 12.

other  new  books  which  this  house  will  publish 
this  autumn  are  "  A  Little  Brother  of  the  Rich, 
and  Other  Verses,"  by  Edward  S.  Martin,  and 
*'  In  the  Footprints  of  Charles  Lamb,"  by  Ben- 
jamin Ellis  Mardn,  with  illustrations  and  a  bibli- 
ography.

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RUDYARD  KIPLING  AND    HIS    STORIES. 


|0T  since  Bret  Harte's  "  Luck 
of  Roaring  Camp"  made  its 
way  to  the  East  in  the  pages 
of  the  Overland  has  so  much 
attention  been  attracted  to  a 
new  author  as  now  centres 
around  the  personality  and  the  stories  of  Rud- 
yard  Kipling.  The  extraordinary  popularity 
of  his  Anglo-Indian  and  Indian  tales  is  some- 
thing almost  without  precedent,  so  rapid  has 
been  the  rise  of  this  new  star  in  the  literary  fir- 
mament and  so  dazzlingly  brilliant  has  it  proved 
to  be.  A  year  ago  practically  unknown,  Kip- 
ling is  now  the  literary  lion  of  the  day  in  Eng- 


land. Will  he  last  ?  Has  he  staying  power? 
Will  he  be  wrecked  on  the  high  tide  of  his 
present  popularity  through  the  dizzy  intoxica- 
tion of  success  ?  And,  above  all,  will  the  allur- 
ing hope  of  an  even  greater  fame  and  the 
promise  of  richer  pecuniary  rewards  lead  him 
into  the  dangerous  experiment  of  a  long  novel  ? 
Rarely  has  it  happened  that  an  author  who 
has  jumped  into  such  sudden  popularity  has

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been  able  to  maintain,  much  less  to  increase, 
his  reputation.  But  Kipling's  stories,  of  which 
five  volumes  have  been  reprinted  in  this  coun- 
try, are  already  looked  upon  by  some  high 
authorities  as  the  work  of  a  man  of  undoubted 
genius— of  sufficient  value  as  pictures  of  life  in 
India,  both  as  regards  style  and  substance,  to 
entitle  him  fairly  to  this  high  rank,  even  if  he 
were  to  write  nothing  more.  The  distinctive 
note  of  his  writings  is  its  crisp,  incisive  vigor — 
the  quality  that  gives  sharpness  of  outline  and 
a  distinct,  vivid  impression  of  his  portrayal  of 
a  character,  an  incident,  an  episode,  an  adven- 
ture. The  terseness,  brevity  and  reticence  of 
his  style  are  essentially  Gallic,  while  not  in- 
frequently this  characteristic  develops  into  a 
manner  that  is  as  distinctively  British  in  its 
brusque  and  almost  brutal  plainness  of  speech. 
His  experience  has  been  wide.  His  view  of 
life,  that  is,  of  all  phases  of  life  in  India,  is 
broad.  His  fund  of  experiences  seems  limit- 
less, despite  his  comparative  youthfulness. 
His  knowledge  of  character  and  his  acquaint- 
ance with  the  tragic,  comic  and,  to  a  less  de- 
gree, the  pathetic  sides  of  human  nature,  are 
remarkable.  He  has  studied  the  private  soldier 
in  India  and  the  native  with  unusual  insight  and 
keenness  of  vision.  His  portraits  of  these  peo- 
ple are  fresh,  vital,  clear  cut.  They  are  men 
and  women  of  flesh  and  blood,  and  Kipling 
reproduces  their  talk  and  their  acts  in  a  manner 
that  carries  with  it  a  profound  conviction  of  the 
fidelity  to  actual  life  of  his  studies.  His  dra- 
matic instinct  is  keen,  his  imagination  is  display- 
ed in  some  of  his  stories  in  a  way  that  reminds 
one  of  Poe,  his  humor  is  rich  and  abundant, 
especially  in  his  delineation  of  Irish  character, 
and  his  sense  of  literary  form  is  evident  from 
the  artbtic  construction  of  the  least  of  his  tales. 
It  may  seem  to  some  that  the  possession  of 
these  rare  and  precious  qualities  is  the  pos- 
session of  genius  of  the  first  order.  But  there 
is  one  thing  that  Kipling  seldom  or  never  does, 
and  that  is,  touch  the  reader's  heart  profoundly. 
Brilliant,  strong,  bold,  entertaining  as  he  is,  he 
does  not  seem  to  be  able  to  move  one  deeply, 
even  in  the  stories  that  appeal  most  strongly 
to  one's  feelings.  At  such  a  moment  the  ro- 
mantic, the  broadly  humorous,  the  weird,  the 
grotesque  or  the  odd  seems  to  divert  him  from 


the  simple,  pathetic  picture  that  would  be 
easily  within  the  reach  of  some  less  gifted 
writers,  and  that  would  seem  to  be  the  natural 
adjunct  of  his  humor.  Call  this  the  result  of 
hardness,  c)micism,  or  what  you  may,  it  is  a 
quality  which  is  noteworthy  throughout  Kip- 
ling's stories,  and  is  one  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
some,  would  prevent  him  from  being  assigned 
to  the  first  rank  of  writers  of  fiction. 

The  facts  of  Kipling's  life  may  be  told  briefly. 
He  was  bom  at  Bombay,  on  December  30,. 
1865.  His  father  is  an  artist  of  Dutch  descents 
who  went  from  England  to  India  many  years 
ago  to  take  charge  of  the  Mayo  School  of  Art 
at  Lahore.  On  his  mother's  side  he  inherits 
English,  Irish,  and  Scottish  blood.  When  he 
was  five  or  six  years  old  young  Kipling  was 
taken  to  England  and  put  to  school  at  West- 
ward Ho  !  in  North  Devon,  most  of  his  school- 
fellows being  the  sons  of  Anglo-Indians  and 
being  destined  for  the  Army.  At  sixteen  he 
returned  to  India  and  went  into  journalism. 
His  work  in  this  capacity  took  him  into  the 
field  with  the  Army  and  into  Civil  Service  cir- 
cles, and  gave  him  many  opportunities  for 
studying  the  life  of  the  natives  in  out-of-the- 
way  places — all  of  which  he  has  reproduced 
with  an  infinite  variety  of  romantic  coloring. 
He  began  to  publish  verses  and  stories  in  the 
Indian  Civzi  and  Military  Gazette,  of  which 
he  was  the  sub-editor ;  and  it  is  these  stories 
that  are  now  gathered  in  his  "Plain  Tales 
from  the  Hills,'  his  "  Soldiers  Three."  etc. 

A  year  and  a  half  or  so  ago  Kipling  left 
India,  and  spent  some  time  in  Japan  and  in 
the  United  States  on  his  way  around  the  world,, 
writing  newspaper  letters  to  India  meanwhile.. 
His  forthcoming  "  Book  of  the  Forty  Morn- 
ings" is  a  chronicle  of  his  observations  in  Japan. 
Reaching  England  he  found  that  his  "Plain 
Tales,"  which  had  been  published  in  book  form 
in  India,  had  preceded  him,  and  that  he  was- 
famous.  His  present  home  is  in  London,  in 
the  Strand,  his  chambers  looking  in  one  direc- 
tion on  the  busy  tide  of  life  that  flows  between 
Charing  Cross  Railway  Station  and  the  Strand^ 
and  in  the  other  on  the  Thames  Embankment 
Gardens.  He  is  described  as  a  rather  short 
man,  of  broad,  stocky  build,  with  gray-b\ue 
eyes  and  a  firm,  resolute  jaw,  his  face  bearing; 
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the  marks  of  one  who  has  worked  hard.  While 
writing  he  wears  a  loose,  blouse-like  coat  but- 
toned to  the  throat  and  a  scarlet  fez.  His 
writing-table  is  large  and  business  like,  with 
many  pigeon-holes,  and  is  scattered  with  manu- 
script, the  handwriting  of  which  is  rather  small 
but  easily  read. 

Kipling's  room  is  a  reflection  of  the  man's 
tastes.  His  shelves  contain  many  military 
books,  with  sets  of  the  works  of  Thackeray, 
Scott,  Sterne,  Fielding,  Rabelais,  Besant  and 


Defoe  within  easy  reach.  He  speaks  of  Defoe 
as  his  master.  Persian  rugs,  Japanese  screens, 
a  pipe-rack,  a  magazine  rifle,  scrap-books,  a 
great  variety  of  rods  and  fishing  tackle,  a  box 
of  black  Indian  cheroots  and  a  huge  jar  of 
smoking  tobacco,  pictures  of  military  subjects 
by  some  of  the  cleverest  of  French  painters,  a 
map  of  Afghanistan,  sketches  in  black  and 
white  by  his  father— these  are  the  principal 
objects  which  catch  the  eye  of  a  visitor  to 
Kipling's  chambers. 


RECENT  FICTION. 


|NE  of  the  best  examples  of  the 
realistic  school  of  fiction  that 
has  come  to  hand  in  a  long 
time,  is  Giovanni  Verga's 
House  by  the  Medlar-Tree^ 
which  has  been  translated  into 
English  by  Mary  A.  Craig.  It 
is  the  story,  told  with  the  utmost  simplicity  and 
with  the  highest  aft,  of  a  fishing  village  in  the 
south  of  Italy,  and  the  types  are  those  that  go 
to  make  up  such  a  community  as  would  offer 
no  material  fit  for  the  study  of  most  novelists. 
But  the  author  has  portrayed  the  life  of  these 
poor  fisher  folk  with  wonderful  insight  into 
their  hearts,  and  with  an  extraordinary  knowl- 
edge of  the  springs  of  human  action.  It  is  a 
sad  story,  a  reflection  for  the  most  part  of  the 
petty  jealousies  and  selfishnesses  of  these  poor 
people,  not  unmixed  with  a  touch  here  and 
there  of  tragedy,  which  serves  to  throw  into 
relief  the  pathos  of  their  existence ;  dramatic 
in  its  development,  although  it  appears  to  deal 
only  with  trifles,  and  profoundly  moving  in  the 
air  of  hopelessness  that  hangs  over  the  whole 
scene,  if  there  are  few  bright  colors  in  the 
picture,  the  sombre  tones  serve  to  call  atten- 
tion to  how  large  a  part  the  dramatic,  tragic 
and  pathetic  play  even  in  the  lives  of  these 
humble  fishermen  and  their  families.  Evi- 
dence of  the  same  kind  that  realism  is  not  nec- 
essarily synonomous  with  the  dull  and  com- 
monplace was  adduced  by  Balzac  in  his  "  Les 
Paysans,"  which  throws  the  same  intense 
lignt  upon  the  French  peasant  and  his  char- 
acter that  Signor  Verga  does  in  this  book  upon 
the  Italian  fisherman.  The  misfortunes  that 
overtake  the  aptly-named  family  of  Malavoe- 
lia  are  very  real  and  very  touching  to  the 
reader,  while  the  small  meannesses  and  the 


gossip  of  the  villagers  fill  in  the  background* 
The  visitation  of  the  cholera  and  the  episode 
of  the  capture  of  the  smugglers  are  made 
important  incidents  on  the  dramatic  develop- 
ment of  the  story  which  ends  in  the  only  way 
.that  it  could  end — in  a  sorrowful  scene  thai 
is  described  with  the  feeling  of  a  poet.  'Ntoni 
Malavoglia  is  a  singular  character,  and  his 
final  departure  from  the  recovered  house  by 
the  medlar-tree  is  most  touching.  The  book 
is  uniform  in  style  with  The  Odd  Number, 
etc.,  and  has  an  appreciative  introduction  by 
Mr.  Howells.    [Harper,  i6mo,  $i.oo.] 

Nothing  could  be  more  diametrically  oppo- 
site, both  in  subject  and  in  style,  to  this  simple 
tale  of  Southern  Italy  than  A  South  Sea  Lover, 
by  Alfred  St.  Johnston.  In  its  feeling  and 
color  Mr.  St.  Johnston's  romance  of  the  South 
Pacific  reminds  one  somewhat  of  "  Rarahu." 
But  the  resemblance  of  the  story  to  Pierre 
Loli's  poetic  idyl  is  only  superficial,  the  result 
of  an  atmospheric  similarity  peculiar  to  both  of 
these  tales  of  island  life  in  Polynesia.  The 
hero  of  Mr.  St.  Johnston's  book  is  Christian 
North,  a  bronzed  and  handsome  young  fellow 
of  sturdy  Saxon  stock,  whose  bold,  adventu- 
rous spirit  gives  the  keynote  to  the  book.  Im- 
pressed on  board  of  a  whaler  in  the  days,  sev- 
enty years  or  so  ago,  when  Sydney  was  only  a 
hamlet,  he  makes  his  way,  by  a  curious  chain 
of  circumstances,  to  an  island,  the  home  of  a 
native  Polynesian  named  Soma,  who  is  his 
faithful  friend  throughout  all  of  his  subsequent 
adventures  and  who  finally  dies  for  him. 
Christian  falls  in  love  with  a  beautiful  girl, 
Utame,  who  is  betrothed  to  a  man  of  her  own 
race,  and  out  of  this  not  unusual  situation  the 
most  exciting  incidents  of  the  white  man's  so- 
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joum  in  this  strange  land  follow.  Aside  from 
the  fact  that  the  book  contains  rather  too  much 
"  fine  writing"  in  the  passages  descriptive  of  the 
glory  of  the  sub-iropical  nights,  the  spice-laden 
breezes,  the  remarkable  beauty  of  the  native 
girls,  and  the  bravery  and  courage  of  the  ath- 
letic men.  there  is  much  in  the  romance  that 
is  entertaining,  the  plot  being  deftly  con- 
structed and  the  interest  being  well  main- 
tained to  the  end.     [Macmillan,  i2mo,  $1.25.]

Flirt :  A  Story  of  Parisian  Life,  by  Paul 
Hervieu,  introduces  another  popular  French 
writer  to  American  readers.  The  story  is  in- 
teresting throughout;  the  author's  style  is 
graceful  and  finished ;  and  the  many  realistic 
touches  that  appear  in  the  course  of  the  narra- 
tive reveal  a  keen  faculty  of  observation  and  a 
rough    knowledge    of    certain    phases  of 


human  nature.    The  scene  of  the  story  is  laid 
in  Paris;  the  characters  are  all   interesting 
Parisian    types,   particularly  the   heroine,   in 
whom  are  combined  the  captivating  graces, 
caprices,  and  amiable  weaknesses  of  a  genuine 
French  woman ;  and  the  atmosphere  is  that  of 
fashionable  Parisian  life.     It  is  a  characteristic 
French  novel,  and  has  been  well  translated  by 
Hugh  Craig,  who  has  succeeded  in  preserving 
considerable  of  the  vivacity  and  grace  of  the 
original.

The  daring 
men  and  remarkable  ad- 
ventures are  the  back- 
ground for  a  love  ro- 
mance, which  is  the 
chief  interest  of  the 
story.

Alto- 
gether this  novel  is  r 
significant  addition  to 
our  patriotic  literature, 
whicK  lends  dignity  to 
the  traditions  of  our 
early  history.  Howard  Pyle's  illustrations 
reproduce  the  characters,  costumes  and  inte- 
riors of  Colonial  days  with  picturesqueness  and 
fidelity.

Thomas  S.  Jarvis,  the  author  of  Qeoffrey 
Hampstead,  is  said  to  be  a  practising  attorney 
in  Toronto,  and  this,  we  believe,  is  his  first 
novel.  For  a  maiden  book,  it  is  creditable, 
the  best  parts  of  it  being  the  description  of 
the  yachting  expedition,  and  of  the  other  out- 
of-door  sports  wnich  the  Canadians  enjoy.  It 
is  written  in  a  bright,  engaging  manner,  and 
reveals  an  intimate  knowledge  of  Toronto  so-

Mr.  F.  W, 
Bain  has  told  the  story  of  Dmitri  in  an  in- 
tensely dramatic  way,  with  a  good  foundation 
of  historical  truth.  The  character  of  Dmitri 
has  been  carefully  studied  in  old  records,  and 
some  of  his  most  famous  utterances  are  used  in 
appropriate  situations  in  the  story.  It  is  an 
exciting  book  from  first  to  last,  and  moves 
with  a  vigor  and  directness  that  are  attrac- 
tive.

Dr.  Edward  Eegleston's  two  well-known  and

The  Harpers  are  to  publish  two  volumes  of 
George  W.  Smalley's  letters  to  the  New  York 
Tribune,  under  the  title  of  "  London  Letters 
and  Some  Others." 

Among  the  illustrated  holiday  juveniles  which 
the  Harpers  will  publish  are  "  The  Boy  Travel- 
lers in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,"  by  Thomas 
W.  Knox  ;  **  Freedom  Triumphant."  by  C.  C. 
Coffin,  and  **  A  Boy's  Town,"  by  W.  D.  How- 
ells. 

A  new  volume  in  the  Odd  Number  Series, 
published  by  the  Harpers  will  be  **  Modem 
Ghosts,"  selected  from  the  works  of  Guy  de 
Maupassant,  P.  A.  de  Alarcon,  A.  Kielland,  L. 
Kompert,  and  others,  with  an  introduction  by 
G.  W.  Curtis.  The  same  firm  will  publish 
•*  Curiosities  of  the  American  Stage,"  by  Lau- 
rence Hutton,  and  *'  Christmas  in  Song,  Sketch, 
and  Story,"  with  many  illustrations. 

Among  the  new  and  cheaper  editions  which 
the  Scribners  are  to  publish  are  E.  T.  W.  Hoff- 
mann's **  Weird  Tales,"  in  two  volumes,  with 
eleven  etchings  by  Ad.  Lalauze  ;  **  Aspects  of 
the  Earth,"  by  Professor  N.  S.  Shaler.  with 
100  illustrations  ;  Eugene  Schuyler's  famous 
"Peter  the  Great,  Emperor  of  Russia,"  with 
portrait  and  200  illustrations  ;  and  Mrs.  Bur- 
ton Harrison's  volume  of  fairy  tales,  *'Bric-4- 
Brae  Stories,"  illustrated  by  Walter  Crane. 

Three  of  the  important  holiday  books  which 
the  Harpers  have  in  press  are  "A  Selection 
from  the  Sonnets  of  William  Wordsworth,"  il- 


lustrated by  Alfred  Parsons  ;  "Strolls  by  Star- 
light and  Sunshine,"  written  and  illustrated  by 
W.  Hamilton  Gibson  ;  *'  Port  Tarascon  :  The 
Last  Adventures  of  the  Illustrious  Tartarin,"  by 
Alphonse  Daudet,  translated  by  Henry  James 
and  fully  illustrated  ;  and  ''The  Tsar  and  his 
People  ;  or.  Social  Life  in  Russia,"  with  many 
illustrations. 

The  Appletons  will  publish  this  month  the  two 
concluding  volumes,  Nos.  VII.  and  VIII.,  of 
Lecky's  '*  History  of  England  in  the  Eighteenth 
Century."  Another  work  which  they  have  in 
press  is  "The  Life  of  an  Artist,"  a  translation, 
by  Mary  J.  Serrano,  of  an  autobiography  of 
Jules  Breton.  They  will  also  publish  a  trans- 
lation, by  Charles  G.  D.  Roberts,  the  Canadian 
poet  and  author,  of  Philippe  Gaspe's  historical 
romance,  "The  Canadians  of  Old,"  the  scene 
being  laid  in  the  eighteenth  century. 

Mr.  Gladstone  writes  in  regard  to  his  "  Land- 
marks of  Homeric  Study,"  soon  to  be  publish- 
ed  by  Macmillan,  "  Please  bear  in  mind  that 
this  little  book  is  planned  for  America.  The 
form  of  it  seems  to  me  more  suited  for  our 
American  public."  The  same  firm  has  in  prepa- 
ration a  book  elaborately  illustrated  by  M.  Brun- 
net-Desbaines  on  **  The  Ruined  Abbeys  of  York- 
shire," and  the  late  Elizabeth  Balch's  "  Glimpses 
of  Old  English  Homes,"  also  fully  and  beauti- 
fully illustrated,  which  will  be  published  imme- 
diately. 

A  neat,  unadorned  marble  cross  has  been 
erected  over  the  remains  of  Wilkie  Collins  in 
the  northern  part  of  Kensal  Green  Cemetery. 
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Oa  the  base  of  the  memorial,  underneath  the 
name  and  date  of  birth  and  decease,  appear  the 
words,  *'  Author  of  '  The  Woman  in  White 'and 
Other  Works  of  Fiction."  The  grave  is  a  few 
yards  only  from  Sydney  Smith's  tomb,  which, 
like  that  of  Leigh  Hunt,  also  situated  in  the 
north  side  of  the  grounds,  gives  evidence  of 
faithful  tending.  On  the  monument  of  the  lat- 
ter the  full  name  of  the  poet  is  inscribed — 
**  James  Henry  Leigh  Hunt" — with  the  epitaph, 
**  Write  me  as  one  that  loves  his  fellow-men." 

Charles  £.  Merrill  &  Co.  have  made  arrange- 
ments with  Mr.  Ruskin's  English  publisher  by 
which  they  will  henceforth  be  the  only  author- 
ized publishers  in  the  United  States  of  Ruskin's 
books.  Professor  Charles  Eliot  Norton,  whose 
knowledge  of  Ruskin's  work  and  whose  sympa- 
thy with  his  aims  fit  him  peculiarly  for  this  task, 
bas  undertaken  to  write  an  introduction  to  each 
volume  in  the  new  edition  (the  **  Brantwood") 
that  Charles  E.  Merrill  &  Co.  will  publish.  The 
volumes  will  appear  at  the  rate  of  about  two 
every  month.  They  will  be  printed  from  type 
and  will  contain  illustrations  prepared  under 
Mr.  Ruskin's  supervision. 

There  will  be  published  in  the  Knickerbocker 
Nuggets  "Stories  from  the  Arabian  Nights," 
edited  (and  in  part  translated  from  the  Arabic) 
by  Stanley  Lane-Poole,  in  three  volumes,  with 
vignettes.  Other  forthcoming  volumes  in  the 
same  series  are  "  Representative  Irish  Stories," 
compiled,  with  introduction  and  notes,  by  W.  B. 
Yeats,  and  "  Love  Poems  of  Three  Centuries," 
compiled  by  Jessie  F.  O'Donnell.  The  Put- 
nams  also    have    in  preparation  **  A    Young 


Macedonian  ;  or,  from  Troy  to  the  Tigris  with 
Alexander  the  Great,"  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  J. 
Church,  and  "  The  Story  of  Switzeriand,"  by 
R.  Stead  and  Mrs.  Arnold  Hug. 

A  new  volume  in  the  Adventure  Series,  to  be 
published  by  Macmillan,  is  "  The  Buccaneers  and 
Marooners  of  America,"  being  "  an  account  of 
the  famous  adventures  and  daring  deeds  of  certain 
notorious  freebooters  of  the  Spanish  Main,"  ed- 
ited and  illustrated  by  Howard  Pyle.  Justin  Mc- 
Carthy's **  From  Charing  Cross  to  St.  Paul's," 
illustrated  by  Joseph  Pennell,  will  also  be  issued 
by  Macmillan.  The  middle  of  October  is  an- 
nounced as  the  definite  date  of  the  publication 
of  F.  Marion  Crawford's  long-delayed  "Ciga- 
rette-Maker's Romance."  **  The  Greek  World 
under  Roman  Sway,"  by  Professor  J.  P.  Mahaf- 
fy,  is  to  be  a  sequel  or  continuation  of  the  same 
author's  "Greek  Life  and  Thought." 

Messrs.  D.  Appleton  &  Co.  are  to  enter  upon 
the  publication  of  a  series  of  juvenile  books. 
These  will  be  adapted  to  the  tastes  of  young 
people  of  from  twelve  to  seventeen  years  of  age. 
First  will  come  "  Crowded  Out  o*  Crofield,"  by 
William  O.  Stoddard.  Another  book  will  be 
"  King  Tom  and  the  Runaways,"  by  Louis  Pen- 
dleton, and  will  present  the  strange  experiences 
of  two  boys  in  the  swamps  and  forests  of  Georgia.

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


PARTICULARLY  fresh  and 
breezy  book  of  travel  is  The 
Pacific  Coast  Scenic  Tour  by 
Henry  T.  Finck,  the  author 
of  "  Romantic  Love  and  Per- 
sonal Beauty"  and  of  "  Cho- 
pin and  Other  Musical  Es- 
says." It  will  prove  a  revelation  to  many 
readers  ignorant  of  what  the  Pacific  Slope  has 
to  offer  in  variety  of  natural  scenery  and  cli- 
matic advantages,  and  indeed  those  already 
aware  of  its  attractions  will  obtain  from  Mr. 
Finck  a  far  more  definite  and  detailed  picture 


than  has  been  drawn  by  any  one  else.  There 
are  few  statistics  g^ven,  and  the  book  is  rather 
a  hand-book  than  a  specific  guide  to  the  places 
and  sights  described,  but  it  is  especially  the 
record  of  personal  impressions.  The  author 
is  an  experienced  traveller  and  an  acute  ob- 
server ;  very  little  escapes  him,  we  should  say, 
and  his  observations  are  made  interesting  and 
valuable  by  comparison  and  contrast  witn  the 
impressions  proouced  by  other  and  analogous 
scenes.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how  well 
America  holds  her  own  in  Mr.  Finck's  view 
with  European  rivals.

Lowell's  position  at  the  head  of  American 
men  of  letters  is  undisputed,  and  one  needs 
only  to  glance  over  the  pages  of  these  vol- 
umes to  see  on  what  a  solid  and  lasting- 
foundation  his  reputation  rests.  It  is  four- 
teen years  since  his  well-known  "  Study  Win- 
dows." his  two  series  of  "  Among  my  Books.'* 
and  his  "  Fireside  Travels"  were  last  copy- 
righted, and  although  many  readers  of  these

In  the  prefa- 
tory note  to 
the     essays 
Mr.    Lowell, 
after     refer- 
ring   to    the 
fact    that 
some  of  the 
papers    date 
back  as  early 
as       1854, 
says,  with  a 
character- 
istic touch  of  genial  humor, "  I  have  refrained 
from  modifying  what  was  written  by  one — 
I    know  not  whether  to  say  so  much  older 
or  so  much  younger  than  I — but  at  any  rate 
different  in  some  important  respects,  and  this 
partly  from  deference  to  him  and  partly  from 
distrust  of  myself.*'     A  comparison  of  the  old 
with  the  new  edition  will  show  one  or  two 
verbal  corrections  in  the  notes  and  the  addition 
of  a  note  or  two.    But  the  text  remains  un- 
changed.     The  plates  were  made  from  new 
type,  and  the  manufacture  of  the  book  is  in 
accordance  with  the  best  traditions  of  the  pub- 
lishers.   The  rough,  wine-colored  cloth  covers, 
the  fiat  backs  and  gilt  tops  go  well  with  the 


large,  clear  type  and  the  well-proportioned  page. 
The  set  when  completed  will  be  something  to 
buy  and  to  prize.  The  first  volume  has  an  en- 
graved portrait  of  the  author.  Six  volumes  will 
contain  Mr.  Lowell's  prose  works,  four  being 
devoted  to  literary  and  two  to  political  essays, 
and  the  last  four  volumes  will  contain  his  poems.

At    the  time  of    their  marriage   (March    9, 
1796),  Napoleon  was  only  twenty-six,  while 
the  lovely  Josephine  was  thirty-two.   The  suc- 
ceeding four  years  formed   the  time   of  his 
greatest  devotion  to  her  and  the  period  of  their 
greatest  mutual  happiness.     While  Italy  was 
the  theatre  of  his  military  operations,  Josephine 
was  of  the  greatest  service  to  him,  conciliating 
aristocratic  society  in  Milan  and  Paris  by  the 
beauty  of  her  person,  the  wonderful  charm  of 
her  manner,  and   the  persuasiveness   of  her 
arguments.     During  the  Directory,  her  social 
influence  enabled  her  to  allay  the  jealousy  and 
envy  of  those  influential  personages  who  looked 
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askance  at  the  victorious  and  popular  young 
general  in  Italy,  and  she  succeeded  in  making 
friends  among  both  Republicans  and  Royal- 
ists. Indeed,  the  help  which  she  gave  Na- 
poleon is  not  to  be  overestimated;  and  it 
seems  a  poor  return  for  all  of  her  unselfish  de- 
votion and  sacrifice  to  read  the  graphic  nar- 
rative of  her  husband's  suspicions  of,  and  con- 
duct toward  her,  on  his  return  from  Egypt. 
Josephine  has  always  been  one  of  the  most 
pathetically  interesting  and  beautiful  figures  in

history;  and  M.  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand's 
portrait  of  her,  and  his  picture  of  the  society 
in  which  she  played  a  leading  part,  in  these, 
the  happiest  days  of  her  career,  and  at  a  time 
when  Napoleon  was  beginning  to  impress  his 
greatness  upon  Europe,  are  full  of  pleasant 
entertainment.  The  volume,  like  its  prede- 
cessors, has  a  portrait.  [Scribner,  i2mo, 
$1.25.] 

*'  Often  as  this  battle  has  been  talked  over 
before  me,  I  do  not  feel  myself  especially  im- 
pressed with  its  military  details  ;  woman-like, 
the  cry  of  the  Indian  baby,  the  capture  of  a 
white  woman,  the  storm  that  drenched  our 
brave  men,  are  all  fresher  in  my  memory,  and 
come  to  my  pen  more  readily,  than  the  actual 
charging  and  fighting."  It  is  the  battle  of 
the  Washita  of  which  Mrs.  Elizabeth  B.  Cus- 
ter is  speaking;  and  her  words  explain  in  large 
part  the  interest  of  this  book.  Following  the 
Guidon,  just  as  they  suggest  the  noteworthy 
characteristic  of  her  former  volume  of  rem- 
iniscences of  camp  and  garrison  life  on  the 
plains,  "Boots  and  Saddles."  For  Mrs.  Cus- 
ter is  a  woman  of  close  and  keen  observation, 
and  her  sympathies  are  with  the  human  as- 
pects, so  to  speak,  of  whatever  scene  she  de- 
scribes. No  significant  detail  is  too  slight  to 
escape  her  notice,  and  the  consequence  is  that 
her  pictures  of  marching  scenes,  of  hunting 
experiences,  of  campfire  talk  and  barrack  life, 
and  her  sketches  of  the  Indians,  the  white 
Cciptives  who  were  rescued,  the  scouts  whom 
General  Custer  employed,  are  animated  and 
full  of  meaning.  Of  the  strategy  of  an  Indian 
campaign  she  cares  nothing.  But  what  a 
vivid  and  valuable  impression  one  gets  from 
her  spirited  narrative  of  the  hardships  which 
the  gallant  troopers  of  the  7th  Cavalry  went 
through  in  their  expedition  against  the  Indians 
in  the  winter  of  1868,  under  the  command  of 
her  husband !  Dangers  and  privations  were 
the  ordinary  lot  of  the  soldier  on  the  plains  in 
those  days,  and  Mrs,  Custer  has  succeeded  in 
conveying  a  lively  picture  of  their  character 
and  extent,  as  well  as  in  telling  a  pleasant 
story  of  the  sports,  amusements  and  other 
social  diversions  of  camp-life  in  summer. 
The  illustrations  are  excellent.  [Harper, 
i2mo,  $1.50.] 

Following  closely  the  publication  of  the 
Wagner-Liszt  correspondence  comes  a  new 
volume,  of  uniform  size  and  binding,  entitled 
Richard  Wagner's  Letters  to  his  Dresden 
Friends,  Theodor  Uhlig,  Wilhelm  Fischer 
and  Ferdinand  Heine,  translated  into  English, 
with  a  preface,  by  T,  S.  Shed  lock.  Any  book 
that  will  throw  additional  light  on  the  genius 
of  a  man  like  Wagner  is  sure  of  an  apprecia- 
tive welcome,  and  this  is  pre-eminently  such  a 
book.    For  Wagner's  letters  to  his  Dresden

1849.  At  this  time  Wagner  had  written  his 
four  operas,  "  Rienzi,"  *•  The  Flying  Dutch- 
man/' •*  Tannhauser,"  and  *•  Lohengrin."  All 
but  the  last  named  had  been  performed  in 
Dresden,  and  "  Lohengrin"  was  destined  to  be 
sung  in  Weimar  in  the  following  summer. 
The  composer-poet  was  then  thirty-six  years 
old,  and  was  an  exile  from  Germany,  forced 
to  fiy  from  Dresden  on  account  of  his  political 
opinions.  He  had  made  Zurich  his  temporary 
home,  and  his  mind  was  filled  with  the  sub- 
jects and  the  music  of  the  great  lyric  dramas 
that  he  was  to  write — **  Siegfried,"  **  Die  Wal- 
kiire"and  "  GOtterdammerung,"  and  **  Die  Meis- 
tersinger,"  "  Tristan  and  Isolde"  and  "  Parsi- 
fal." The  myths  of  the  Nibelungs  were  already 
shaping  themselves  into  the  romantic  story  of 
Siegfried,  which  in  its  operatic  form  was  to 
astonish  the  world.  The  references,  in  his 
letters  to  his  Dresden  correspondents,  to  the 
progress  of  his  work  are  numerous,  and  they 
are  an  intimate  revelation  of  the  spirit  that 
animated  him  and  of  the  inner  meaning  of 
much  of  his  most  celebrated  music.  His  per- 
sonal affairs  of  course  form  the  burden  of  this

For  as  the 
author,  VV.  D. 
Morrison,  points 
out,  his  historical 
and  social  study 
brings  in  review 
the  three  hundred 
years  (from  B.C. 
164  to  A.D.  135) 
which  saw  the 
formation  of  the 
g^at  confedera- 
tion of  Mediterra- 
nean states  under 
the  supremacy  of 
Rome,  and  the 
birth,  d  evelop- 
ment  and  early 
organization  of 
the  Christian 
faith.  The  first 
half  of  the  volume 
is  therefore  devot- 
ed to  an  examina- 
tion of  the  rela- 
tions that  existed 
between  the  Ro- 
mans  and  the 
Jews,  from  the 
time  when  the 
Jews  were  merely 
a  religious  com- 
munity, through 
the  Roman  con- 
quests of  Pompey 
and  Caesar,  the 
reign  of  Herod 
and  of  the  other 
Roman  Tetrarchs, 
the  destruction  of 
the  Jewish  state,  and  the  final  conflicts  while 
Trajan  and  Hadrian  were  emperors.  Perhaps 
the  general  reader,  and  especially  the  student 
of  the  Bible,  will  find  the  second  half  of  the 
volume  more  interesting  and  more  instructive 
than  the  first,  for  it  treats  of  the  structure  of 
Jewish  society  under  the  Romans,  analyzing 
and  explaining  the  Sanhedrin,  or  Supreme 
National  Council,  the  Temple  and  the  Syna- 
gogue, Jewish  law  and  tradition,  the  Teachers 
of  the  Law,  the  nature  of  and  the  differences 
between  the  Pharisees,  the  Sadducees  and  the 
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singular  sect  known  as  the  Essenes,  the  peo- 
ple of  Palestine,  the  character,  scope  and  in- 
fluence of  the  Messianic  hope,  and  the  Jews 
outside  of  Palestine.  In  other  words,  the 
author's  account  of  Jewish  sodet)'^  is  in  the 
nature  of  an  historic  framework  for  the  picture 
which  is  contained  in  the  New  Testament.

One  is  at  a  loss  to  know  to  which  to  give 
the  preference  of  the  two  books  by  Eueene 
Field  just  published  —  A  Little  Book  of 
Western  Verse  and  A  Little  Book  of  Prop- 
table  Tales.  That  the  author's  sense  of  hu- 
mor is  one  of  his  most  marked  characteristics 
is  patent  to  every  reader  of  the  newspapers 
which  have  copied  his  witty  articles  on  the  vari- 
ous  phases  of  the  development  of  culture  in 
Chicago.  His  books,  or  parts  of  them,  show 
the  same  disposition  to  nnd  amusement  and 
entertainment  in  the  humorous  side  of  life; 
but  here  the  humor  is  of  a  higher  grade — more 
human  and  blending  more  easily  into  pathos, 
and  less  satirical  than  in  "  Culture's  Garland." 
The  free,  rhythmic  swing,  the  unctious  diction, 
and  the  quaint  conceits  of  the  group  of  poems 
in  celebration  of  Casey's  "  R^  Hoss  Moun- 
tain Restauraw/'  with  its  "moddel  tabble 
dote,"  its  "Steenway  gran'  piannyfort,"  etc. 
are  exhilarating  and  amusing  as  fresh  pictures 
of  a  mining  life  which  is  trying  not  to  lose  ut- 
terly its  touch  with  polite  society.  Even  more 
vigorous  and  hearty  is  the  expression  of  gro- 
tesque humor  in  the  few  poems  that  can  be  clas- 
sified with  "  The  Truth  about  Horace "  and 
*•  In  Flanders,"  while  the  translations  from 
and  imitations  of  Uhland,  Heine,  B^renger  and 
Horace  give  a  pleasant  flavor  of  romance  and 
tender  sentiment  to  the  volume.  Perhaps  the 
author's  highest  achievements  are  among  the 
lullabys  and  dainty  lyrics  like  "  Little  Boy 
Blue"  and  the  "  Japanese  Lullaby."  In  these 
and  in  the  considerable  group  of  poems  with 
similar  motifs  the  author's  flne  sensibilities, 
tenderness  of  feeling  and  grace  of  versification 
unite  to  produce  results  that  touch  both  the 
heart  and  the  imagination. 

The  range  of  thought  and  feeling  is  as  great 
in  the  Tales  as  in  the  poems.  A  good  pro- 
portion of  these  are  Western  dialect  stories, 
thoroughly  artistic  in  form,  and  yet  as  spon- 
taneous a^  one  could  wish.  No  one  can  read 
'•The  Little  Yaller  Baby  "without  being  re- 
minded bv  its  deep  pathos  of  the  best  of  Bret 
Harte's  short  stories,  while  the  humor  of  some 
of  the  others  is  equally  rich  and  human.  The 
quality,  however,  which  lifts  these  stories  far 
above  the  ordinary  level  is  the  romantic  color- 
ing which  they  acquire  from  the  delicacy  of 
the  author's  fancy,  and  the  abundance  and 


fertility  of  his  imagination  which  peoples 
Fairyland  with  all  sorts  of  fantastically  enter- 
taining figures  and  ideas.  Christmas  and  the 
associations  connected  with  the  feast  are  a 
favorite  theme,  the  thought  being  in  close  sym- 
pathy with  humanity,  despite  the  imaginative 
texture  of  the  tales.

The  work  entitled  Lux  Mundi  is  an  inter- 
esting indication  of  the  progressive  and  liberal 
tone  which  many  theologians  have  adopted  of 
late  years.  It  consists  of  a  series  of  studies  in 
the  Religion  of  the  Incarnation,  edited  by 
Charles  Gore;  and  it  is  an  attempt  on  the 
part  of  twelve  English  clergymen  to  harmo- 
nize the  dogmas  of  Christianity  with  the  latest 
results  of  scientific  research.  Of  course  this 
means  some  important  concessions  on  the 
part  of  the  theologians,  and  the  publication  of 
the  book  aroused  widespread  interest  in  Eng- 
land, where  it  provokea  much  diverse  com- 
ment.

Atonement,"  "The  Church,''  "The  Sacra- 
ments," "Christianity  and  Politics,"  and 
"  Christian  Ethics."  These  essays  represent  a 
veiy  able  effort  to  put  the  Christian  faith  into  its 
right  relation  to  modem  intellectual  and  moral 
problems.  The  aim  of  the  book  is  to  inter- 
pret and  explain  the  great  mysteries  of  Chris- 
tianity in  a  way  that  will  thoroughly  recom- 
mend them  to  the  scientific  thinker,  the  au- 
thors being  actuated  by  the  conviction  that 
the  times  demand  some  changes  in  the  out- 
lyinc^  departments  of  theology.  While  the 
uindamental  principles  of  Christianity  remain 
unchanged,  tney  believe  that  some  general  re- 
statement of  its  claim  and  meaning  is  needed. 
The  essays  arc  all  by  able  men  writing  with  a 
common  purpose,  and  the  volume  is  the  out- 
come of  combined  thought  and  effort,  and  of 
mutual  criticism  and  suggestion.  It  is  a 
notable  contribution  to  the  literature  of  liberal 
and  advanced  theological  thought.  [John  W. 
Lovell  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.75.] 

Two  volumes,  the  first  of  which  is  in  its 
second  edition,  have  already  been  issued  of 
Dr.  Marvin  R.  Vincent's  Word  Studies  in 
the  New  Testament,  The  third,  which  is  now 
at  hand,  treats  of  the  Epistles  of  Paul  the 
Apostle  to  the  Romans,  tne  Corinthians^  the 
Ephesians,  the  Philippians,  the  Colossians  and 
to  Philemon.  The  author's  plan  is,  of  course, 
the  same  as  that  followed  in  the  earlier  vol- 
umes, his  aim  being  to  put  the  reader  of  the 
English  Bible  nearer  to  the  standpoint  of  the 
Greek  scholar,  by  openine  to  him  the  native 
force  of  the  separate  words  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment in  their  lexical  sense,  their  etymology. 
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their  history,  their  inflection,  and  the  pecu- 
liarities of  their  usage  bv  different  evangelists 
and  apostles.  The  Bible  student  who  has  no, 
or  only  a  slight,  knowledge  of  Greek  is  here 
brougnt  in  direct  contact  with  the  imformation 
which  lies  behind  and  beyond  even  the  best 
translation,  and  which  reveals  the  very  life  and 
meaning  of  the  significant  words  and  phrases. 
Dr.  Vincent's  introductions  to  the  several  di- 
visions of  his  work  are  of  great  value  and  in- 
terest.

SOCIAL  AND  ECONOMIC  HISTORIES, 

It  would  be  too  much  perhaps  to  say  that, 
in  the  two  stout  volumes  of  over  400  ^ages 
each,  which  comprise  his  Economic  and:^cial 
History  of  New  England,  1620- 1789,  William 
B.  Weeden  had  exhausted  the  subject ;  for  the 
subject  is  one  that,  in  the  nature  of  things,  is 
inexhaustible.  But  Mr.  Weeden  has  covered 
the  ground  so  thoroughly  and  minutely,  and 
has  collected  such  a  mass  of  curious  and  inter- 
esting facts  that  his  successor  in  the  same  field 
will  nnd  it  no  easy  task  to  add  to  the  informa- 
tion which  he  has  so  laboriously  gathered. 
And  this  information  is  so  arranged  that  the 
reader  can  trace  the  development  of  the  social 
and  economic  framework  of  New  England  life 
from  the  time  the  Pilgrims  landed  until  the 
biith  of  the  Republic.  Heretofore  the  atten- 
tion of  most  historians  has  been  directed 
to  the  political  and  religious  life  of  the  New 
England  communities.  Mr.  Weeden  goes 
further  back  and  aims  to  supply  in  detail  the 
materiab  from  which  the  reader  may  construct 
a  vivid,  accurate  picture  of  the  institutions 
which  underlay  the  political  and  relifi;ious  ac- 
tivity of  this  formative  period  of  our  history — 
the  thoughts,  habits,  customs  and  manners 
which  found  expression  in,  and  which  formed, 
the  New  England  colonial  character.  Thus  his 
theme  becomes  the  interesting  one  of  the  actual 
daily  doings  of  individual  men  and  women,  and 
the  intimate  life  of  families  and  social  com- 
munities ;  and  the  resulting  picture  is  one  that 
brings  the  New  England  colonist  verv  plainly 
before  the  reader.  It  is  impossible  in  the  space 
at  our  disposal  to  indicate,  except  in  the  most 
general  way,  the  broad  ground  which  the  au- 
thor covers.  That  he  has  studied  his  subject 
with  the  greatest  thoroughness  is  evident  from 
the  enormous  mass  of  suggestive  facts  which  he 
has  gathered  from  old  books,  family  records, 
the  correspondence  of  the  time,  and  village, 
town  and  city  archives.  Every  important  state- 
ment, moreover,  whether  it  relate  to  the  cow- 
herd in  Cambridge,  the  social  distinctions  in 
the  early  meeting-houses,  the  use  of  wampum 
as  fare  on  tlie  Brooklyn  and  New  York  ferry, 
the  details  of  the  dressmaker's  bill  for  a  Salem 
family,  the  roystering  bouts  in  the  old  inns,  the 


beginning  of  paper  currency,  the  origin  of  the 
whaling  fleet,  the  building  and  fitting  out  of 
ships,  or  the  growth  of  commerce — every  im- 
portant statement  relating  to  these  and  the 
thousand  other  things  that  made  up  the  daily 
life  of  the  people,  has  its  corresponding  foot- 
note, giving  the  writer's  authority  and  showing 
how  extensive  and  painstaking  has  been  his 
study  of  the  subject.  He  has  made  a  contri- 
bution of  the  highest  value  to  the  history  of 
the  New  England  people,  and  we  can  safely 
promise  that  any  one  to  whom  this  subject 
appeals  will  find  his  work  a  treasure-house 
of  entertaining  and  instructive  information.

John  Ashton's  Social  England  under  the 
Regency  is  virtually  a  continuation,  on  the 
same  lines,  of  his  "  Dawn  of  the  Nineteenth 
Century,"  which  ended  with  the  time  when 
George  III.  became  incompetent  to  govern, 
and  when  a  r^ency  under  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
later  George  IV.,  was  in  progress  of  establish- 
ment. The  social  life  of^  England  durine  the 
period  from  181 1  to  1820,  was  varied  and  pic- 
turesque enough  to  make  Mr.  Ashton's  narra- 
tive as  readable  as  was  his  description  of  the  first 
decade  of  this  century.  He  has  gone  to  original 
and  contemporaneous  authorities  for  his  sketch- 
es of  the  men  and  manners  of  the  time,  gleaning 
from  the  newspapers  many  accounts  of  inci- 
dents which  are  graphic,  in  their  illustrative 
value,  of  the  daily  life — the  sports,  crimes, 
amusements,  dress,  inventions,  fdtes,  quarrels, 
etc.,  of  the  people.  The  war  with  America 
and  the  fall  of  Napoleon  were  great  events, 
which  are  seen  reflected  in  the  social  and  com- 
mercial life  of  the  period,  and  the  attitude  of  the 
people  toward  the  royal  family  is  depicted  in 
many  significant  ways.  It  is  rather  odd  to 
learn  that  Mr.  Ashton  found  records  of  the 
sale,  as  late  as  181 5,  of  three  wives  by  their 
husbands,  one  pretty  woman  fetching  no  less 
than  fifty  guineas  and  a  horse  to  her  weary 
lord  and  master.  The  volumes  are  enriched 
with  no  fewer  than  ninety  illustrations — re- 
productions, most  of  them,  of  old  prints  and 
caricatures  which  embody  public  sentiment  on 
some  of  the  leading  topics  of  the  day  in  a  sin- 
gularly terse  and  often  humorous  way.  [Scrib- 
ner &  Welford,  Royal  8vo,  $7.50.]

Chautauqua  Imftressions  is  an  oblong 
paper-covered  book  in  which  Helen  P.  Strong 
gives,  in  a  very  brief  form,  an  account  of  what 
seemed  to  her  most  noteworthy  in  the  famous 
Summer  School.  The  illustrations  add  next 
to  nothing  to  the  value  of  the  book,  which,  it 
must  be  confessed,  is  not  great.  It  can  be 
obtained  from  the  author  at  Matawan,  N.  J.

A  revised  and  enlarged  edition  is  published 
of  the  late  Professor  Arnold  Guyot's  Earth 
and  Man,  a  series  of  lectures  on  Comparative 
Physical  Geography  in  its  Relation  to  the  His- 
tory of  Mankincl.

JOSEPHINE    IN    HER    YOUTH  AND  BEAUTY. 

In  her  interesting  Memoirs,  the  Duchess  of 
Abrantds  speaks  of  the  effect  produced  on  that 
day  by  Madame  Bonaparte  and  Madame  Tal- 
lien,  who  were  two  of  the  principal  ornaments  of 
this  patriotic  festival.  '*  Madame  Bonaparte, "she 
says,  '*  was  still  charming.  ...  As  for  Madame 
Tallien,  she  was  then  in  the  flower  of  her  won- 
derful beauty.  Both  were  dressed  after  the 
fashion  of  antiquity,  which  was  at  that  time  re- 
garded as  the  height  of  elegance,  and  as  sump- 
tuously as  was  possible  for  the  middle  of  the 
day.^  Junot  must  surely  have  been  very  proud 
to  give  his  arm  to  two  such  charming  women, 
when  they  left  the  Directory  after  the  reception. 
Junot  was  then  twenty-five  years  old :  he  was 
a  handsome  young  man,  and  had  a  most  strik- 
ing martial  air  ;  on  that  day  he  wore  a  mag- 
nificent uniform  of  a  colonel  of  hussars  (the 
uniform  of  Berchini),  and  all  that  the  richness  of 
such  a  dress  could  add  to  his  fine  appearance 
had  been  employed  to  make  the  young  and 
brave  messenger,  who  was  still  pale  from  the 
wounds  which  had  stained  those  flags,  worthy  of 
the   army   be    represented.     On    leaving,    he 


offered  his  arm  to  Madame  Bonaparte,  who  had 
precedence  as  the  wife  of  his  general,  especially 
on  this  formal  occasion  ;  the  other  be  gave  to 
Madame  Tallien,  and  thus  he  descended  the 
staircase  of  the  Luxembourg."  Would  not 
Junot,  as  colonel  of  hussars,  with  Josephine 
on  one  arm  and  Madame  Tallien  on  the  other, 
on  the  staircase  of  the  palace  of  Maria  de'  Med- 
ici, make  a  charming  subject  of  9^  genre  picture  ? 
The  Duchess  of  Abrantds  describes  the  excite- 
ment of  the  crowd,  who  were  anxious  to  see  the 
young  hero  and  the  two  fashionable  beauties. 
"The  throng,"  she  says,  **was  numberless. 
They  surged  and  pressed  for  a  better  view. 
'  See  ;  there's  his  wife  !  that's  his  aide-de-camp  ! 
How  young  he  is  !  And  how  pretty  she  is  ! 
Long  live  General  Bonaparte !'  shouted  the 
people.  '  Long  live  Citizeness  Bonaparte  I  she 
is  kind  to  the  poor!'  'Yes,  yes,'  said  a  fat 
market-woman ;  *  she  is  certainly  Our  Lady  of

CUSTER  AND  MILES  IN  THE    SADDLE. 

One  of  the  sights  of  the  day,  and  one  to  re- 
member for  many  a  long  day  afterwards,  was  a 
contest  with  a  buffalo  which  General  Miles  and 
General  Custer  had  singled  out  of  the  herd  and 
driven  to  bay.  The  exasperated  animal  made  a 
furious  fight,  his  great  eye-balls  red  and  glitter- 
ing with  rage,  his  huge  head  thrust  downward 
as  he  hurled  himself  first  at  one  ofilcer  who  rode 
at  him  on  one  side,  and  then  suddenly  wheel- 
ing, be  made  desperate  lunges  towards  the  other 
when  the  hunter's  temerity  brought  him  too  near. 
These  lithe  young  men,  without  an  ounce  of  su- 
perfluous flesh,  with  their  bright  eyes  dancing 
with  excitement,  their  fair  hair  flying,  their 
throats  bared  and  throbbing  with  the  hot  blood 
that  rushed  through  their  veins,  their  muscles 
steeled  to  the  absorbing  work  before  them, 
made  such  pictures  of  vigorous  manhood  that 
are  not  soon  effaced  from  the  camera  of  the 
mind.  They  thrust  their  feet  out  of  the  stirrups, 
and  held  themselves  in  place  by  their  poweri ul 
and  pliable  legs  ;  and  as  neither  weighed  over 
one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  they  knew  how 
to  sit  their  horses  lightly,  and  so  favor  the 
nervous,  active  animals  under  them. 

It  was  something  to  occupy  every  energy,  anfl 
keep  even  young  and  agile  men  vigilant,  when 
the  colossal  animal  suddenly  wakened  out  of  the 
usual  dull  lethargy  of  his  humdrum  life  into  the 
ferocity  of  rage.  Had  not  the  horses  been  so 
attuned  to  their  riders,  and  so  one  with  them  in 
the  excitement  of  the  chase,  one  of  the  wildly 
tossing  horns  of  the  beast  would  have  been 
thrust  into  the  side  from  which  such  persistent 
aim  was  taken.  The  hunters  trusted  to  their 
faithful  steeds,  and  believed  that  they  would 
take  care  of  themselves  as  well  as  their  riders. 
The  bridle  was  scarcely  touched,  and  as  the 
horses  whirled  first  to  one  side  and  then  to  the 
other,  the  swaying  supple  forms  of  the  athletic 
riders  followed  instinctively  every  motion  of 
their    steeds.      Sometimes   one  of  the  horses 
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sprang  back  almost  upon  his  haunches  in  his 
struggle  to  retreat  from  the  threatening  head  of 
the  foe.  Then,  had  not  the  skilful  horseman, 
poised  so  lightly  in  the  saddle  as  he  was,  been 
quick  to  dig  his  muscular  legs  into  the  horse's 
sides,  and  had  not  the  bridle  been  loosely  held 
so  that  there  was  not  the  least  pull  on  the 
animal's  mouth,  there  would  surely  have  been  a 
heap  of  tumbled-up  and  prostrate  humanity 
floundering  in  the  soil,  and  sending  up  a  cloud 
equal  to  that  which  the  hoofs  of  the  great,  fierce 
monster  threw  into  the  air  at  every  lunge  of  his 
enormous  body.

The  Historie  of  Troy,  printed  by 
Caxton,  reached  about  the  sum  of  ;^i,o6o ;  and, 
finally,  the  Decamerone  of  Boccaccio,  printed  by 
Valdarfer  of  Venice,  1471,  which  was  purchased 
at  the  Roxburghe  Library  sale  in  181 2  by  the 
Marquis  of  Blandford,  sold  for  £2,7.(30,  This 
price,  which  was  without  equal  at  that  time  for 
a  single  volume,  appeared  so  extraordinary  to 
the  bibliomaniacs  that,  in  order  to  commemo- 
rate the  event,  a  literary  society  was  formed, 
called  the  Roxburghe  Club,  the  members  of 
which  agreed  to  dine  together  on  the  lyth  of 
June,  that  being  the  anniversary  of  the  above- 
mentioned  sale,  and  in  turn  each  was  to  present 
a  volume  printed  for  the  special  occasion. — From

I  HE  portrait  of  Mr.  Parkman 
on  the  opposite  page  expresses  • 
the  mingled  strength  and  re- 
finement which  are  charac- 
teristic of  him  both  as  a  man 
and  an  author.  There  is  no 
mistaking  the  energy  that  lights  up  his  eye 
or  the  determination  which  is  impressed  upon 
his  mouth,  while  the  underlying  delicacy  of 
his  nature  is  reflected  in  the  general  ex- 
pression of  his  countenance.  Mr.  Parkman *s 
experience  has  been  such  as  to  develop  qual- 
ities which  are  rare  among  literary  men,  for  he 
has  united  the  untiring  application  of  the  closet 
student  with  a  devotion  to  nature  in  her  N^nldest 
aspects  and  amid  her  most  savage  votaries.  A 
natural  taste  for  adventure  aided  this  phase  of 
his  development,  but  its  inciting  cause  was  a 
literary  conscientiousness  which  made  him  re- 
solve to  brave  dangers,  hardships,  and  priva- 
tions in  the  accomplishment  of  his  purpose. 
Having  while  a  young  man  decided  to  write 


the  history  of  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  French 
dominion  in  America,  Mr.  Parkman  felt  bound, 
by  way  of  preliminary  preparation,  to  study  the 
character  of  the  Indians  as  they  appear  in 
their  native  wilds.  Such  a  study  involved  ex- 
posures and  perils,  from  which  most  men, 
brought  up  as  he  had  been,  in  a  cultured 
and  refined  society,  would  have  shrunk,  and 
his  persistence  in  it,  while  of  incalculable  value 
for  his  historical  work,  was  the  means  of  seri- 
ously injuring  his  health  and  making  his  liter- 
ary labors  much  more  arduous  than  they 
would  otherwise  have  been. 

Mr.  Parkman  *s  sympathetic  appreciation  of 
nature  was  deepened  by  those  experiences  in 
the  wilderness  which  quickened  his  observation 
and  brought  before  it'  such  a  wealth  of  mate- 
rial for  stimulating  his  imaginative  perceptions. 
In  his  descriptions  he  catches  the  very  spirit  of 
the  scenes  he  depicts,  and  the  grandeur  and 
beauty  of  the  mountain  and  the  forest  come 
out  with  singular  vividness  in  his  pages.     It  is 
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noticeable  that  his  imagination  did  not  lead 
him  to  present  Indian  character  in  the  roman- 
tic garb  in  which  Cooper  and  other  novelists 
have  arrayed  it,  but  he  was  saved  from  this  sort 
of  exaggeration  by  his  practical  experience. 
For  the  romance  connected  with  the  history  of 
the  red  man  and  the  elements  of  picturesque- 
ness  in  his  life,  Mr.  Parkman  had  abundant 
appreciation,  but  behind  these  he  discerned  a 
brutalized  type  of  humanity.  It  may  be  that 
close  contact  with  the  real  Indian  prevented 
him  from  beholding  the  ideal  one. 

An  important  element  of  Mr.  Parkman *s 
success  as  an  historian  is  the  care  with  which 
he  has  studied  his  subjects  from  different 
points  of  view.  He  has  mouseJ  in  musty 
archives  with  the  plodding  industry  of  an 
antiquary  and  he  has  drunk  in  the  spirit  of  the 
events  he  narrates  amid  the  very  scenes  where 
they  occurred.  It  is  this  union  of  scholarly 
research  and  outdoor  observation  which  give 
such  value  and  vitality  to  his  work.  There  is 
an  equality  in  his  pictures  of  natural  and  arti- 
ficial life  which  shows  that  he  has  the  rare 
faculty  of  appreciating  these  opposite  condi- 
tions. The  court  of  Versailles,  with  its  pomp 
of  luxury  and  splendor,  its  dissipated  nobility, 
**  who  fought  as  gayly  as  they  danced."  is  de- 
picted with  the  same  mastery  as  is  shown  in 
his  sketches  of  the  Indian,  the  Jesuit,  and  the 
colonist  amid  the  hardships  and  privations  of 
the  wilderness. 

But,  above  all  these  picturesque  descriptions 
which  glow  with  color  and  are  set  off  by  the 
lights  and  shades  of  the  artist's  brush,  is  the 
insight  into  historical  causes  and  effects,  the 
sagacious  estimate  of  men  and  measures, 
which  show  that  Mr.  Parkman,  without  assum- 
ing to  be  a  philosophical  historian,  holds  the 
key  to  the  momentous  problem  whose  solution 
determined  whether  France  or  England  should 
retain  power  on  this  continent. 

Mr.  Parkman  was  born  in  Boston  on  Sep- 
tember 1 6, 1823,  and  was  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  1844.  He  studied  law  for  two  years 
and  spent  about  a  year  in  European  travel. 
He  was  a  young  man  of  twenty-three  when  he 
set  out  with  Mr.  Quincy  A.  Shaw,  his  cousin 
and  college  comrade,  who,  by  the  way,  is  the 
owner  of  the  superb  collection  of  Millet's  pic- 


tures, to  carry  out  his  intention  of  studying 
Indian  life  and  character,  with  a  view  to  the 
preparation  of  his  histories.  He  visited  vari- 
ous tribes  in  the  Rocky,  Mountains,  and  was 
for  a  time  domesticated  in  a  village  of  the 
Western  Dakotas. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  "The  Oregon 
Trail,"  which  was  the  record  of  those  early  ex- 
periences, and  which  was  published  in  1849  ^^ 
a  narrative  of  adventure,  has  become  history 
by  reason  of  the  disappearance  of  the  forms 
and  conditions  of  life  which  it  described.  The 
effect  of  the  hardships  and  privations  endured 
by  Mr.  Parkman  in  the  wilderness  prevented 
him  for  the  following  eighteen  years  from  do- 
ing any  continuous  literary  work.  His  eye- 
sight was  so  impaired  that  he  was  unable  to 
read  or  write  for  more  than  five  minutes  at  a 
time,  and  he  was  often  obliged  to  give  up  men- 
tal application  altogether.  It  was  under  such 
trying  conditions  that  his  "  Conspiracy  of  Pon- 
tiac"  and  "  Pioneers  of  France  in  the  New 
World"  were  composed.  Perhaps  it  was  as  a 
relief  from  the  labors  of  the  historian  that  he 
essayed  the  rSU  of  a  novelist,  in  which  he  is 
not  generally  known.  His  novel  of  "Vassall 
Morton"  was  his  third  book,  and  was  published 
five  years  after  his  first  history.  His  later 
histories  are  "  Jesuits  in  North  America," 
'•  Discovery  of  the  Great  West,"  "  The  Old 
Regime  in  Canada,"  "Count  Frontenac  and 
New  France,"  and  "  Montcalm  and  Wolfe." 

Mr.  Parkman  has  two  houses,  one  on  the 
slope  of  Beacon  Hill  and  the  other  on  the 
banks  of  Jamaica  Pond,  several  miles  away. 
He  is  an  ardent  cultivator  of  flowers,  and.  like 
his  brother  historian,  Bancroft,  fairly  revels  in 
roses.  In  fact,  he  has  written  a  book  on  the 
subject  and  has  been  professor  of  horticulture 
at  Harvard.  He  is  a  man  of  social  tastes  and 
accomplishments,  and  was  the  first  president 
of  the  St.  Botolph,  the  leading  literary  and  artis- 
tic club  of  Boston.

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LITERARY  TOPICS  IN  BOSTON. 
Boston.  October  15.  1890. 

I  HE  relations  of  the  literary  and 
tbe  strictly  social  world  have 
been  often  discussed,  although 
of  late  years  they  have  been 
more  generally  taken  for 
granted  than  they  used  to  be, 
and  there  has  been  less  definiteness  of  line  be- 
tween literary  and  non-literary  folk  than  there 
was  of  old.  The  subject  did  come  up,  how- 
ever, not  long  since,  when  some  wielders  of  the 
pen  were  dining  together,  and  an  old  elderly 
man  laid  down  the  proposition  that  in  these  days 
it  was  a  great  mistake  for  young  writers  not 
to  keep  themselves  in  the  social  current. 

"  The  fashions  of  one's  times  may  or  may 
not  be  to  his  liking,"  he  said,  •'  but  unless  they 
are  of  enough  importance  so  that  a  man  may 
make  a  cause  out  of  opposing  them  he  had 
better  acquiesce  gracefully.  He  only  loses  by 
opposing  them,  and  it  is  a  pity  to  make  things 
harder  than  they  are  sure  to  be  in  a  literary 
life  at  the  best." 

"  But  what  good  is  it  all  ?"  a  younger  man 
asked.  "  I  haven't  time  to  make  fashionable 
calls  myself ;  I  leave  that  for  my  MSS.  to  do  on 
the  publishers." 

The  mild  jest  turned  the  conversation,  as 
perhaps  it  was  intended  that  it  should ;  but 
there  is  a  good  deal  in  a  man's  being  con- 
strained by  his  age.  When  it  was  the  rec- 
ognized thing  for  authors  to  dwell  in  a  sort  of 
god-like  seclusion,  it  was  all  \txy  well  for  a 
young  man  to  indulge  his  taste  in  this  respect. 
Now  that  the  newspapers  have  introduced  into 
the  world  the  feeling  that  seclusion  is  an  at- 
tempt to  defraud  the  reading  world  of  its 
rights,  it  is  to  be  doubted  if  a  man  can  succeed 
in  the  lighter  branches  of  literature  whose 
work  does  not  show  some  familiarity  with  the 
every-day  flavor  of  the  life  of  his  readers. 

The  old-time  mystery,  moreover,  which  used 
to  hedge  in  authorship  has  largely  disappeared 
since  all  the  world  began  to  write  books,  or 
rather,  what  is  not  quite  the  same  thing,  since 
all  the  world  began  to  write  manuscripts.  The 
theory  which  was  said  to  prevail  of  yore  that 
all  that  is  necessary  for  authorship  is  pen,  ink. 


and  paper,  has  gone  further  still,  and  all  that 
is  necessary  is  a  stenographer,  while  the  ex- 
tension of  the  powers  of  the  graphophone  may 
do  away  with  even  him. 

"Anybody  can  write  a  book,"  a  Boston 
woman  sa^d  recently,  "  but  the  ability  to  name 
it  after  it  is  written  is  a  gift  from  heaven." 

It  is  true  that  books  are  said  to  sell  on  their 
names  nowadays,  but  in  view  of  the  universal- 
ity of  authorship  it  may  at  no  distant  date  be- 
come a  point  of  pride  with  authors  who  aspire 
to  contribute  to  literature,  rather  than  to  pay 
the  butcher,  the  baker,  and  if  possible  the 
candle-stick-maker  also,  to  number  their  books 
instead  of  naming  them,  so  that  no  meretri- 
cious glitter  of  a  title  may  interfere  with  the  sale 
of  the  volunie  on  its  merits.  Who  knows  how 
soon  publishers  will  announce :  "  Gifted  Hop- 
kins' '  Opus  37  ;  a  Collection  of  Nocturnes.' " 
It  would  be  confusing  at  first  to  keep  things 
apart,  and  in  recommending  to  a  young  lady 
friend  "Opus  407"  of  that  talented  author 
Stockstaddle,  one  might  be  betrayed  into  nam- 
ing "  Opus  704,"  which  no  young  lady  should 
touch ;  but  in  time  one  would  become  accus- 
tomed to  this,  as  to  everything  else. 

As  there  is  no  especial  literary  fad  now  on 
in  Boston,  it  might  be  well  to  start  a  move- 
ment to  bring  this  custom  into  vog^ue.  The 
Ibsen  craze  really  never  was  a  craze,  and  since 
Ibsen  has  repudiated  his  followers,  it  is  hardly 
to  be  supposed  that  it  will  ever  revive.  The 
compilation  of  the  Browning  Phrase- Book  oc- 
cupies only  a  few  people,  and  there  is  room  for 
something  of  this  kind. 

The  readers  for  the  Phrase- Book,  by  the 
way,  are  somewhat  less  enthusiastic  in  their 
expressions  about  the  book  than  might  have 
been  expected.  The  value  of  the  work  must 
depend  upon  the  taste  of  the  people  who  read 
the  different  poems  and  determine  which  lines 
shall  be  inserted,  and  there  is  a  want  of  una- 
nimity about  the  work  from  its  very  methods. 
It  will  require  pretty  vigorous  editing  if  it  is  to 
have  sufficient  uniformity  to  make  it  of  high 
value.  The  poems  have  been  apportioned,  it  is 
true,  among  persons  of  taste  and  intelligence, 
but  unless  the  work  were  done  in  conference, 
as  has  not  thus  far  been  the  case,  the  result  can 
hardly  be  uniform. 
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It  is  one  of  the  pleasures  of  the  book  lovers 
of  Boston  in  these  days  to  watch  the  new 
Public  Library  building  growing  on  toward 
completeness  and  steadily  increasing  in 
beauty.  When  the  architects  talked  with  the 
trustees  about  the  sort  of  a  building  that  was 
wanted,  one  of  the  latter  said  : 

"  We  are  liifiited  in  money,  and  the  building 
is  going  to  cost  a  large  sum  in  any  case.  We 
cannot  afford  to  go  in  for  elaborate  ornamen- 
tation, and  we  want  instead  the  highest  beauty 
of  proportion  that  you  can  compass." 

It  is  this  beauty  of  proportion  which  is  mak- 
ing the  building  one  of  the  handsomest  of  its 
class  in  the  world ;  but  despite  whatever  limi- 
tations in  the  way  of  funds  may  have  hindered 
the  ornamentation  of  the  building,  its  interior 
glows  with  mosaics  and  colored  marbles  like  a 
richly  filled  jewel-case.  With  simplicity  and 
nobility  of  design  has  been  combined  the  high- 
est taste  in  the  selection  of  material,  and  the 
result  is  a  delight  such  as,  when  it  is  done,  will 
bring  visitors  to  Boston  for  the  single  purpose 
of  seeing  it. 

One  clever  device  of  the  architects  is  the 
decoration  of  the  spandrels  between  the  upper 
arches  of  the  facade  with  the  ciphers  of  the 
famous  printers  from  the  invention  of  the  art 
to  the  present  time.  Carved  in  granite  me- 
dallions in  high  relief,  these  are  as  effective  as 
they  are  significant  and  appropriate.  To  the 
ordinary  observer  they  are  a  set  of  highly  dec- 
orative designs ;  to  the  more  learned  in  the 
story  of  literature,  they  furnish  in  their  hiero- 
glyphics a  complete  history  of  printing. 

It  is  perhaps  a  sign  that  the  preference  for 
the  sonnet  is  over,  since  so  many  collections 
are  just  now  coming  from  the  press.  It  is 
generally  a  sign  that  the  height  of  a  literary 
fashion  has  passed  when  anthologies  thereof 
become  numerous.  The  departure  from  our 
midst  of  the  graceful  and  too-easily-by-use- 
spoiled  French  forms  of  verse  was  marked  by 
several  collections  which  gathered  whatever 
was  best  in  those  which  had  been  produced  in 
the  language  ;  and  while  it  would  be  with  the 
deepest  regret  that  one  would  note  the  similar- 
ity of  the  history  of  the  literature  of  the  sonnet, 
it  is  idle  to  attempt  to  deny  that  the  sonnet 
hath  been  notoriously  abused  of  late  years. 


This  reminds  me  of  a  story  which  an  Eng- 
lish literary  friend  told  me  some  years  since  of 
George  Barlow,  the  prolific  author  of  "  Song- 
Bloom"  and  other  volumes.  I  do  not  vouch 
for  the  truth  of  the  story,  although  it  was 
certainly  told  me  in  good  faith. 

"  The  sonnet,"  Mr.  Barlow  is  said  to  have 
remarked,  "  is  certainly  the  most  facile  form  of 
verse ;  I  have  the  greatest  ease  in  writing  it. 
Although,"  he  added,  with  the  air  of  one  who 
would  be  loath  to  claim  more  honor  than  is 
really  his  due,  "  I  cannot  at  this  moment  re- 
member having  written  more  than  seventeen 
in  a  day."  which,  even  if  he  did  not  say  it,  rep- 
resents pretty  accurately  the  attitude  of  not  a 
few  pseudo-poets  to  the  sonnet. 


THE  CHRISTMAS  BOOK  BUYER. 

SOMEWHAT  new  plan,  as 
compared  with  former  years, 
will  be  followed  in  the  forth- 
coming Christmas  number  of 
The  Book  Buyer.  Hereto- 
fore this  issue  has  consisted 
exclusively  of  reviews  of  and  illustrations  from 
the  holiday  books,  with  a  paper  or  two  on  some 
general  Christmas  theme. 

This  year  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the  scope 
of  the  number  by  including  in  it,  in  addition 
to  the  reviews  of  the  leading  holiday  books, 
all  of  the  departments  which  make  up  the 
other  numbers  of  the  year.  Thus  there  will 
be  printed  as  a  frontispiece  a  superb  portrait, 
engraved  on  wood,  of  Sir  Edwin  Arnold,  the 
well-known  author  of  "The  Light  of  Asia" 
and  of  "  The  Light  of  the  World."  A  sketch 
of  Sir  Edwin  Arnold,  embodying  a  critique  on 
his  poems,  has  been  prepared  by  Richard 
Henry  Stoddard  to  accompany  this  portrait. 
The  usual  London  and  Boston  literary  letters 
will  be  by  J.  Ashby-Sterry  and,  in  the  absence  in 
England  of  Arlo  Bates,  the  regular  Boston  cor- 
respondent of  The  Book  Buyer,  by  Nathan 
Haskell  Dole,  while  the  Literary  Querist  will 
be  conducted  by  Rossiter  Johnson. 

As  heretofore,  there  will  be  fifty  or  sixty 
illustrations  from  the  principal  holiday  books, 
many  of  them  printed  in  colors.     The  special 
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reviews  of  the  leading  books  will  be  by  a 
notable  list  of  contributors — Frank  R.  Stock- 
ton, W.  Hamilton  Gibson,  Mrs.  Harriet  Pres- 
cott  Spofford,  Mrs.  Burton  Harrison,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Lyman  Abbott,  Noah  Brooks,  Laurence 
Hutton,  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  and  others. 


LITERARY  NOTES. 

The  announcement  that  Mrs.  Burton  Harri- 
son is  the  author  of  "The  Anglomaniacs"  has 
brought  a  shower  of  well-deserved  cong^tula- 
tions  upon  that  lady. 

Sir  Edwin  Arnold's  new  poem,  **  The  Light 
of  the  World,"  will  be  published  by  Funk  & 
Wagnails.  It  will  have  an  introduction  by  R.  H. 
Stoddard,  and  will  be  annotated  and  illustrated. 

Edward  Sandford  Martin,  the  author  of  '*A 
Little  Brother  of  the  Rich,  and  Other  Verses," 
began  his  literary  career  as  a  writer  of  poems 
and  sketches  for  the  Harvard  Advocate  while  he 
was  an  undergraduate,  fourteen  or  fifteen  years 
ago.  His  clever  verses  have  had  the  honor  of 
being  reprinted  in  England  under  the  title  of 
*'  Pirated  Poems,"  the  publisher  not  knowing 
the  name  of  the  author,  and  offering,  with  com- 
mendable generosity,  in  a  prefatory  note,  to 
share  the  profits  with  the  unknown  American,  if 
he  would  reveal  his  identity. 

Alexander  Young,  the  Boston  correspondent 
of  the  Critic^  writes  as  follows  about  the  author 
of  that  clever  book,  *'  A  Diplomat's  Diary"  : 

Julien  Gordon  is  the  pseudonym  of  Mrs.  S. 
van  Rensselaer  Cruger,  whose  maiden  name 
was  Julia  Storrow,  and  whose  father  was  Mr. 
Thomas  Wentworth  Storrow,  who  passed  most 
of  his  life  in  Paris.  Her  uncle,  Mr.  Charles 
Storer  Storrow,  is  well  known  in  Boston,  and 
was  formerly  Mayor  of  Lawrence  ;  and  her 
cousin,  James  Jackson  Storrow,  is  an  eminent 
lawyer  of  this  city.  Her  grandfather,  who  was 
also  named  Thomas  Wentworth  Storrow,  is  re- 
membered by  old  Bostonians  as  a  delightful  old 
gentleman,  with  brilliant  eyes  and  sunny  vivacity, 
who  had  lived  much  abroad,  and  had  at  eighty 
the  air  of  a  well-preserved  and  perennially  youth- 
ful Frenchman.  He  also  was  an  author,  fre- 
ouently  contributing  to  the  New  York  Knicker- 
bocker^ especially  in  a  series  of  **  Egprptian  Let- 
ters," somewhat  in  the  style  of  Curtis's  **  Poti- 
phar  Papers."  and  mildly  satirizing  that  fashion- 
able life  which  his  granddaughter  now  portrays. 
Through  him  the  author  of  **  A  Diplomat's 
Diary"  is  related  to  a  noted  Boston  author  of 
to-day.  He  was  the  maternal  uncle  and  god- 
father of  Colonel  Thomas  Wentworth  Higgin- 
son.  who  is  therefore  a  second  cousin  of  Mrs. 
Cruger. 


ENGLISH   NOTES. 

London,  October  5,  1890. 

,HE  great  hold  that  Charles 
Dickens  retains  over  all  class- 
es in  England  shows  no  sign 
of  slackening.  Though  a  few 
puny,  incompetent,  jealous  lit- 
tle scribblers  have  attempted 
to  decry  him  and  push  him  from  his  pedestal, 
the  British  public  smiles  blandly  and  takes 
no  notice  of  their  vain  vaporings.  I  was  at 
Ipswich  the  other  day,  and  I  happened  to  look 
in  and  lunch  at  the  Great  White  Horse— the 
notable  hostelry  where  Mr.  Pickwick  met 
Mr.  Peter  Magnus  and  subsequently  had  the 
very  awkward  adventure  with  Miss  Wither- 
field.  The  spirit  of  Dickens  literally  pervades 
the  place.  The  telegraphic  address  for  the  inn 
is  *•  Pickwick,"  and  I  was  solemnly  asked  after 
luncheon  if  I  would  like  to  see  the  "  Pickwick 
Room."  Waiters,  chambermaids,  and  every- 
body else  emphatically  believe  in  Mr.  Pickwick 
having  stopped  at  the  hotel,  but  admit  it  was 
••  rather  before  their  time."  I  was  obliged  to 
protest  against  the  Pickwick  Room  having  no 
fine  old  four-post  mausoleums,  and  I  trust  my 
protest  will  induce  the  proprietor  to  set  to  work 
forthwith  and  stock  the  chamber  with  grand 
old  mahogany  four-posters  and  furniture  of  the 
year  >836.  Nothing  later  could  possibly  be 
tolerated.  The  chambermaid  was  a  damsel 
of  considerable  resource.  I  asked  gravely  to 
see  Mr.  Peter  Magnus's  room.  She  tfiought 
for  a  moment  and  then  said,  "  Magnus,  sir  ? 
Oh.  yes !  This  way,  please  !"  Then  was  I  led 
up-stairs  and  down,  along  a  labyrinth  of  pas- 
sages, and  she  finally  threw  open  the  door  of 
a  room  and  said,  **  This  is  Mr.  Magnus's  room, 
sir,  though  the  furniture's  a  little  altered 
since  his  time  !"  I  suppose  it  is,  but  be  that 
as  it  may  the  Great  White  Horse  at  Ipswich 
is  well  worth  seeing. 

We  have  long  required  something  novel  in 
the  way  of  a  review.  That  want  is  likely  to 
be  supplied  in  The  Magazine  and  Book  Re- 
view, edited  by  Mr.  Charles  F.  Rideal.  This 
publication,  which,  by  the  way,  has  nothing  in 
common  with  The  Review  of  Reviews,  has  a 
large  staff  of  reviewers,  and  has  enlisted  the 
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services  of  some  of  the  best  writers  of  the  day 
for  occasional  articles.  It  aims  at  having 
books  reviewed  by  those  who  are  in  all  re- 
spects conversant  with  the  subject  of  the  vol- 
ume under  notice,  and  also  in  the  reviews  ap- 
pearing as  soon  after  the  work  is  published  as 
possible.  This  is  a  great  point,  and  one  fre- 
quently neglected  in  such  publications.  We 
often  find  that  some  trivial  farce  at  the  theatre 
has  a  notice  the  next  morning,  when  a  sterling, 
valuable  and  important  book  has  to  wait  two 
or  three  months  before  it  receives  its  proper 
share  of  attention.  Instances  have  been 
known  of  volumes  being  in  their  third  edition 
before  they  were  reviewed  in  what  are  called 
"  the  critical  journals."  The  absurdity  of  this 
kind  of  thing  in  papers  that  are  supposed  to 
lead  public  opinion  is  manifest.  The  new  ven- 
ture, which  only  costs  a  penny  a  week,  ought 
undoubtedly  to  be  a  very  great  success. 

Few  associations  have  done  more  good  in  a 
quiet  and  unobtrusive  way  than  the  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  Ancient  Buildings.  The  way 
in  which  it  keeps  its  eye  on  the  relics  of  the 
past,  checks  the  vagaries  of  the  iconoclast, 
exposes  the  ignorance  of  the  rampant  re- 
storer, and  controls  the  bumptiousness  of  igno- 
rant architects  is  altogether  beyond  praise.  It 
is  especially  useful  in  this  age  of  irreverance 
and  thoughtless  destruction.  The  annual  re- 
port which  has  just  been  published  shows  the 
immense  amount  of  good  work  the  society  has 
accomplished  during  the  past  year.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  this  society  is  not  so  well  support- 
ed as  it  might  be,  and  unless  its  funds  materi- 
ally increase  its  sphere  of  usefulness  will  be 
considerably  restricted.  Its  objects  especially 
appeal  to  Americans,  who  in  the  matter  of 
antiquities  and  historical  monuments  are  the 
most  Conservative  nation  in  the  world.  There- 
fore I  do  not  mind  saying  that  all  subscriptions 
and  donations  will  be  most  thankfully  received 
by  Mr.  Thackeray  Turner,  9  Buckingham 
Street,  Adelphi,  London. 

The  next  exhibition  at  the  New  Gallery 
will  be  that  connected  with  the  Royal  House 
of  Hanover.  It  will  be  open  in  January  of 
next  year,  and  will  close  in  April.  The  period 
comprised  will  be  from  the  accession  of  George 
I.  to  the  death  of  William  IV.,  from  17 14  to 


1837.  An  influential  committee  has  been  or- 
ganized, of  which  the  Marquis  of  Sothran  is 
president  and  the  Earl  of  Whamcliffe  vice- 
president.  The  collection  will  consist  of  por- 
traits, miniatures,  prints,  drawings,  books» 
manuscripts,  embroideries,  plate,  porcelain, 
coins,  medals,  seals,  and  personal  relics.  Alto- 
gether it  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting of  the  series  of  Spring  exhibitions  which 
have  been  held  at  this  gallery.  The  pictures 
will  include  examples  by  Hogarth,  Reynolds, 
Romney,  Lawrence,  Cos  way.  Thorn  hill,  Ram- 
say, Raebum,  and  West.  There  will  be  one 
case  which  will  be  exclusively  confined  to 
walking-sticks  and  snuff-boxes,  which  it  is  said 
will  contain  many  choice  and  rare  specimens. 
There  will  be  some  wonderful  canes  formerly 
belonging  to  George  the  Fourth,  David  Gar- 
rick,  and  others  among  the  collection. 

The  supplementary  number  to  that  interest- 
ing work,  *'  Charles  Dickens  by  Pen  and  Pen- 
cil"— the  publication  of  the  same  having  been 
unavoidably  delayed — will  be  brought  out  at 
once.  The  first  two  parts  we  shall  see  shortly 
and  the  remainder  will  follow  in  due  course. 
Mr.  F.  G.  Kitton,  who  has  been  indefatigable 
in  his  researches,  has  secured  some  most  inter- 
esting articles  and  valuable  information  for  the 
four  numbers  of  the  Supplement ;  the  whole 
will  be  most  elaborately  illustrated.  The  com- 
plete work  will  be  one  of  surpassing  interest, 
and  as  the  edition  is  limited  it  can  scarcely  fail 
to  become  as  scarce  as  it  is  interesting.  The 
Honorable  Lewis  Wingfield — who  starts  for  a 
long  tour  in  South  America  at  the  beginning 
of  December — has  just  completed  his  last 
novel.  It  is  of  the  period  of  the  French  Revo- 
lution ;  its  plot  is  very  ingenious  and  well 
worked  out.  The  whole  story  is  graphic  and 
powerful  and  most  cleverly  elaborated.  There 
are  some  striking  situations  and  a  daring 
originality  in  the  story  which  cannot  fail  to 
make  it  popular.  It  is  perhaps  the  best  work 
he  has  done  since  "  Lady  Grizel."  It  will 
probably  be  published  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  by  the  Messrs.  Bentley.  Mr.  William  An- 
drews, whose  antiquarian  works,  "  Historic 
Yorkshire,"  "Historic  Romance."  "Famous 
Frost  and  Frost  Fairs,"  have  attained  great 
popularity,  has  just  brought  out  "  Curiosities 
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of  the  Church" — a  volume  of  great  research 
and  striking  interest. 

The  new  firm  of  Messrs.  James  R.  Osgood, 
Mcllvaine  &  Co.,  on  Albemarle  Street — 
which  will  represent  the  interests  of  Messrs. 
Harper  Brothers — will  receive  a  warm  wel- 
come. Mr.  Osgood  has  made  himself  so 
popular  in  all  circles  during  his  residence 
among  us,  that  there  is  little  doubt  that 
the  establishment  of  the  above-named  com- 
pany will  tend  much  toward  the  benefit  of 
literature  and  literary  men  in  both  New  York 
and  London. 

The  great  success  of  Mr.  Arthur  i  Beckett's 
"  Hard  Luck"  is  not  surprising.  The  writer 
has  the  rare  faculty  of  fixing  the  attention 
of  the  reader  on  the  first  page  and  gradually 
increasing  the  interest,  till  it  culminates  at 
the  close  of  the  story.  Though  this  story  by 
the  clever  sub-editor  of  Punch  is  issued  in 
the  guise  of  the  "  shilling  shocker,"  it  is  alto- 
gether far  above  what  we  are  accustomed  to 
meet  with  in  volumes  brought  out  in  this  form. 

It  is  the  people  who  have  nothing  to  do 
who  never  dream  of  answering  letters,  and  you 
will  generally  find  that  the  busiest  literary  men 
are  always  the  best  and  the  most  prolific 
of  letter  writers.  Their  thousand  and  one  en- 
gagements, the  constant  calls  on  their  pen,  and 
even  severe  indisposition  will  not  prevent  them 
doing  their  duty  in  this  respect.  It  was  only 
the  other  day  I  had  a  notable  instance  of  this. 
Mr.  George  Augustus  Sala,  who  is  only  just 
recovering  from  a  serious  illness,  during  which 
he  kept  going  his  countless  leaders  for  the 
Daily  Telegraph,  his  "  Echoes  of  the  Week," 
and  his  numerous  other  contributions  to  litera- 
ture and  journalism,  wrote  me  a  long  and 
amusing  letter,  full  of  quaint  humor  and 
graphic  illustration,  penned  in  that  wondrously 
clear  and  minute  caligraphy  for  which  he  is 
famous.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  distinguish- 
ed author  is  much  better.  He  is  now  out  of 
town  for  a  little  change,  and  he  contemplates 
wintering  in  Rome.  I  hear  there  is  a  chance 
of  his  "  Reminiscences,"  which  have  been  for 
some  time  unavoidably  postponed,  being 
brought  out  by  the  Messrs.  Bentley  toward  the 
close  of  the  present  year.

IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

Have  you  ever  thought  of  some  of  the  curious 
discoveries  that  the  army  of  census  enumerators 
•might  have  made,  if  they  had  carried  their  in- 
quiries in  certain  directions  last  June?  Of 
course  the  idea  is  preposterous  and  wholly  at 
variance  with  our  notion  of  the  limits  which  ought 
properly  to  attach  to  this  inquisitorial  function 
of  the  general  government.  And  yet,  when  a 
dreamy,  fanciful  mood  seizes  me — especially 
late  in  the  evening,  when  the  aromatic  incense 
of  the  burning  hickory  has  filled  the  cosey  Libra- 
ry  and  the  embers  are  glowing  on  the  hearth — 
at  such  a  time,  I  say,  I  like  to  let  my  thoughts 
play  over  just  such  absurd  conceits  as  this  and 
to  give  imagination  free  rein. 


This  not  unusual«mood  was  upon  me  the  other 
evening  when  the  idea  suggested  itself  that  the 
Census  might  have  included  the  facts  and  figures 
as  to  the  number  of  manuscript  plays  which 
authors,  writers  for  the  magazines,  and  journalists 
had  in  their  desks.  I  think  that  if  this  could 
have  been  done,  it  would  have  been  found  that 
at  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  men  who 
make  their  living  by  writing  books,  or  by  writ- 
ing for  periodical  literature  or  for  the  daily  news- 
papers, had,  at  some  time  or  another,  written 
one  or  more  plays,  the  manifold  beauties  of  which 
are  as  yet  concealed  from  the  public.  And  if 
the  inquiry  could  be  pushed  still  further,  it  would 
probably  be  learned  that  nearly  all  of  these 
plays  had  been  sent  to  from  three  or  four  to  a 
dozen  American  managers  of  theatres  for  ex- 
amination and  for  possible  acceptance.  Against 
the  whole  of  them,  too,  would  be  recorded  the 
fatal  and  hope-killing  words,  ''  declined  with 
thanks." 


Some  time  ago  I  had  a  long  talk  with  one  of 
the  most  intelligent  of  the  New  York  managers 
of  theatres — a  man  who  has  under  his  control  an 
excellent  stock  company,  and  who  looks  over 
scores  of  plays  by  American  authors  every 
season.  I  asked  him  why  it  was  that  whenever 
be  opened  his  regular  theatrical  season  it  was 
always  with  a  play  by  some  Englishman,  or 
with  a  French  play  that  has  been  "  adapted  "  for 
the  English  stage— generally  a  play  that  had 
achieved  success  in  London.  **  Well,"  he  said, 
•  the  fact  is  that  the  authors  of  the  American 
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plays  that  I  read  do  not  understand  the  techni- 
cal or  stage  side  of  the  art  of  writing  plays. 
From  a  literary  point  of  view  their  work  may  be, 
and  generally  is  excellent ;  and  they  often  think 
that  this  is  the  essential  thing  and  that  this  fact 
ought  to  insure  the  acceptance  of  their  plays. 

*♦♦ 

^  "  But  the  truth  is  that  the  theatrical  construc- 
tion of  a  play,  so  to  speak — its  movement,  the 
development  of  the  plot,  and  the  arrangement 
and  dependence  of  the  incidents  upon  each 
other— is  of  vastly  more  importance  with  the 
average  audience  than  the  literary  form  in  which 
the  play  is  cast.  This  mechanical  phase,  as  it 
may  be  called,  of  the  art  of  writing  plays,  in- 
volving a  technical  knowledge  of  the  stage  and 
of  its  possibilities  and  impossibilities,  can  be 
understood  only  by  one  who  has  made  a  specia 
study  of  it ;  and  it  is  because  of  a  lack  of 
familiarity  with  this  technical  aspect  of  the  art 
that  most  of  the  plays  that  I  examine  are  im- 
practicable. The  French  dramatists  are  the 
great  masters  of  technique,  just  as  their  painters 
and  writers  of  fiction  are.  And  they  have  ac- 
quired this  mastery  by  long  and  arduous  practice 
and  study  of  the  subject.  When  our  American 
writers  of  plays  that  are  never  performed  make 
as  careful  and  as  thorough  a  study  of  the 
technical  as  they  do  now  of  the  literary  side  of 
the  art  of  dramatic  writing,  they  will  have  a  much 
better  chance  of  seeing  their  plays  accepted." 
»     * 

This  statement,  clear  and  convincing  as  it  may 
seem,  does  not,  however,  meet  the  point  that  a 
friend  of  mine,  an  author  of  some  little  reputa- 
tion, made  when  I  repeated  the  substance  of  the 
manager's  argument  to  him.  His  complaint 
was  that  half  a  dozen  managers  to  whom  he 
had  submitted  the  play  which  he  had  written,  and 
of  which  he  had  such  high  hopes,  would  not 
even  read  it  or  give  it  any  consideration  what- 
ever. The  air  of  comic  despair^  with  which  he 
narrated  to  me  the  story  of  his  futile  eflforts  to 
get  American  managers  in  Boston,  New  York 
and  elsewhere  simply  to  read  his  play  was  as 
discouraging  as  it  was  amusing.  But  the  ex- 
planation of  this  lack  of  courtesy  is  probably  to 
be  found  in  the  belief  of  the  average  manager, 
based  on  more  or  less  experience,  that  it  is  a 
sheer  waste  of  time  to  read  manuscript  plays  by 
unknown  American  authors.  In  the  large  ma- 
jority of  cases  it  undoubtedly  would  prove  to  be 
a  waste  of  time  and  energy,  but  all  managers  do 


not  follow  this  rule.  The  most  of  them  and,  I 
believe,  the  best  of  them,  are  willing,  if  not  ex- 
actly glad,  to  read  or  look  over  plays  by  native 
authors.

A  novel  company,  I  see,  has  just  been  in- 
corporated in  this  city,  the  announcement  of 
the  purposes  of  which  will,  I  think,  carry  joy 
and  hope  to  the  authors  of  plays  who  imagine 
that  the  ignorant,  short-sighted,  and  unpatriotic 
theatre  managers  have  entered  into  a  conspiracy 
to  crush  them  and  to  stifle  the  American  drama. 
This  is  the  Dramatic  Development  Company, 
which  purposes  to  produce  manuscript  plays  by 
American  authors  before  audiences  composed  of 
managers,  actors,  theatrical  agents  and  news- 
paper critics.  These  trial  performances  will 
reveal,  it  is  thought,  some  plays  that  will  find 
quick  purchasers.  The  expense  of  the  theatre 
and  actors  will  be  borne  by  the  company. 
Here,  then — assuming  that  this  venture  fulfils 
the  hopes  of  its  projectors— is  at  last  a  chance 
for  the  impecunious  author  of  genius  to  have  his 
play  acted  before  a  jury  that  will  be  quick  to  see 
and  recognize  its  great  merits  !  Let  the  dust  be 
brushed  from  the  package  of  MS.  that  has  lain 
neglected  for  years  since  it  was  returned  unex- 
amined by  the  last  manager  to  whom  it  was 
sent !  If  the  American  play  does  not  find  its 
way  to  the  stage  now,  the  fault  will  not  rest  wiih 
the  Dramatic  Development  Company. 

Saratoga,  it  is  said,  will  be  the  scene  of  Mr. 
Howells's  next  novel. 

The  Macmillans  have  in  preparation  for  the 
holidays  **  Wild  Beasts  and  their  Ways,"  by 
Sir  Samuel  White  Baker ;  an  edition  of  Gold- 
smith's "Vicar  of  Wakefield,"  illustrated  by 
Hugh  Thomson,  and  Mrs.  Oliphant's  "Edin- 
burgh," with  numerous  illustrations  by  George 
Reid.

The  publication  of  the  third  volume*  of  the  **  Cyclopedia  of 
Music  and  Musicians"  completes  a  work  of  uncommon  magnitude 
and  of  significant  importance  in  the  literature  of  music.    The  sig- 
nificance lies  in  the  indisputable  fact  that  not  much  more  than  a 
^  decade  ago  the  conditions  of  musical  culture  in  this  country  would 

not  have  encouraged  the  production  of  so  elaborate  and  compre- 
hensive a  work.  Its  completion  is  a  subject  for  congratulation 
not  only  to  the  industrious  editors  and  the  enterprising  publishers, 
but  to  the  bibliophile  and  the  music  lover.  This  Cyclopedia  is  a 
perfect  treasure-house  of  facts  for  the  student  of  musical  history,  and 
no  small  part  of  its  value  is  due  to  the  great  amount  of  information 
^  which  it  contains  in  regard  to  living  composers  and  their  works. 

The  third  volume  is  especially  rich  in   contemporaneous  history,  containing,  as  it  does, 

such  names  as  Wagner,  Verdi,  Rubinstein,  Tschaikowsky,  and  others  who  have  not  only 

moulded  the  musical  thought  of  the  present,  but  hewn  out  the  road-bed  of  the  future.    The 

articles  on  Wagner  and  Verdi  alone,  with  their 

accompanying  papers  on  the  works  of  these 

masters  and  their  elaborate  and  exhaustive  ref- 
erences to  the  works  of  commentators  and 

historians,  make  the  appearance  of  this  volume 

a  subject  of  keen  interest  in  these  times  of 

operatic  controversy.    One  readily  infers  that 

all  the  Wagner  matter  is  from  the  pen  of  the 

critical  editor  of  the  book,  W.  F.  Apthorp, 

whose  substantial  knowledge  of  the  work  and 

theories  of  the  Bayreuth  master  was  long  ago 

made  known.    The  biography  of  the  famous 

poet-composer  is  given  fully,  yet  succinctly, 

without  any  attempt  at  a  discussion  of  his 

theories.    Yet  there  is  in  a  few  brief  sentences 

this  clean-cut,  comprehensive  outline  of  his 

musical  development : 

Wagner's  works,  like  those  of  some  other 
composers,  may  be  divided  into  three  dis- 
tinct periods.  In  those  belonging  to  his  first 
manner  ("  Die  Feen,"  "  Das  Liebesverbot," 
"  Rienzi")  he  had  nothing  more  in  view  than 
to  follow  successfully  in  the  footsteps  of  his 
predecessors.  In  his  second  manner  ("  Hol- 
lander," "  Tannhauser."  "  Lohengrin"),  al- 
though he  still  retained  the  title  of  opera,  he

LiLLi  Lshmann  as  Brunhildb. 
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began  to  cut  loose  more  and  more  from  the 
conventional  operatic  forms,  to  use  the  Leit- 
motiv as  the  musical  expression  of  a  character, 
idea,  or  situation,  and  to  make  the  music  more 
and  more  exclusively  an  aid  to  the  expression 
of  the  poetic  text.  With  his  third  manner 
("  Nibelungen,"  "  Tristan,"  "  Meistersinger," 
"  Parsifal")  he  abandoned  the  name  of  opera, 
forced  himself  wholly  from  the  shackles  of 
operatic  tradition  and  conventional  musical 
forms,  and  carried  his  reforms  to  their  farthest 
conclusion. 

This  condensed  and  suggestive  view  of  Wag- 
ner's development  is  followed  by  an  exhaustive 
catalogue  of  his  works,  musical  and  literary, 
with  dates  of  production  or  publication.     After 
this  comes  a  list  of  twenty- five  references,  giv- 
ing places  and  dates  of  publication,  to  works 
treating  of  Wagner's  life  and  musical  growth. 
But  the  Wagner  material  to  be  found  in  this 
volume  does  not  stop  here.    There  are  admi- 
rable articles  on  "  Parsifal,"   "  Tannhauser." 
"  Tristan,"  "  Rheingold,"  "  Die  Walkflre,"  and 
"  Siegfried,"  giving  the  original  cast  of  each, 
history   of  the  composition  and   production, 
date  of  first  performance  in  London  and  in  New 
York,  the  story  of  the  drama,  and  a  list  of  ref- 
erences to  works  treating  of  it.     In  the  "  Par- 
sifal" article,  for  instance,  there  are  no  less 
than    sixty-four  of    these    references,   which 
open  the  door  of  an  almost  inexhaustible  store 
of  information.     I  lay  special  stress  upon  the 
value  of  these  Wagner  articles,  because  his 
music  has  not  yet  ceased  to  be  a  subject  of 
much  vexation  of 
spirit  among  lov- 
ers    of    the    art. 
Many  are  not  will- 
ing to  take  up  the 
cry  of  those  who 
desire  to  treat  the 
d  r  a  m  m  a    per 
musica  as  a  mere 
pastime,    and    to 
join    in     the    old 

chorus  which  has 
John  K.  Paine.  .  , 

come  down  from 
Gltick's  day,  when  the  opponents  of  his  reform- 
atory measures  complained  bitterly  that  they 
were  compelled  to  pay  two  florins  "  to  be  pas- 
sionately excited  and  thrilled  instead  of  being 
amused."    Those  who  have  this  reluctance

and  who  desire  to  understand  those  aims  and 
objects,  without  a  knowledge  of  which  no  one 
has  a  right  to  condemn  any  art  work,  can  get 
from  this  Cyclopedia  a  complete  index  to  the 
literature  of  the  subject ;  and  I  confess  with 
some  humility  that  I  know  of  no  other  source 
from  which  this  invaluable  matter  can  be  ob- 
tained. Sincere  and  thoughtful  opponents  of 
Wagner  will  find  it  quite  as  useful  as  his 
friends,  for  it  will  enable  them  to  go  to  the  root 
of  such  evils  as  they  discern  and  establish  their 
causes. 

But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  this  is  a 
Wagner  book.  The  history  of  the  brilliant 
Rossini  is  given  quite  as  much  space  as  that 
of  the  aggressive  propagandist  of  the  art-work 
of  the  future.  His  life  and  works  are  fairly 
considered,  and  the  articles  are  supplemented 
by  similar  lists  of  references.  Verdi  is  treated 
with  the  serious  consideration  which  he  emi- 
nently merits  as  the  culminating  glory  of  the 
Neapolitan  line  of  composers,  and  the  first  of 
them  to  accept  the  Teutonic  doctrine  of  dra- 
matic verity  (first  propounded,  after  all.  by  his. 
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own  compatriot,  Jacopo  Peri),  thereby  throw- 
ing into  bolder  relief  his  own  powerful  in- 
dividuality and  lifting  to  a  higher  level  of  in- 
fluence the  musical  drama  of  contemporane- 
ous Italy.  There  is  a  whole  history  of  the  de- 
velopment of  modem 
opera  in  the  Verdi,  Rossi- 
ni, and  Wagner  matter. 

There  are  other  articles 
in  this  third  volume  of 
which  I  would  gladly 
•speak  at  some  length, 
were  it  practicable  to  do 
so.  The  paper  on  the 
various  settings  of  the 
Passion  is  admirable,  con- 
densing into  a  brief  space 
a  mass  of  information 
which  is  scattered  else- 
where through  many  vol- 
umes. It  gives  not  only 
the  history  of  the  five  set- 
tings attributed  to  Johann 
Sebastian    Bach,    but  a 

general   account    of  the  Garcia  as  Otello. 

origin  and  development 
of  passion  music.  There  is  also  a  most  excel- 
lently devised  list  of  the  various  settings  of  the 
Passion,  giving  the  present  resting  places  of 
the  scores.  It  would  require  a  large  amount 
of  patient  research  for  any  music  lover  to  ob- 
tain that  information  for  himself. 

The  amount  of  biographical  matter  bearing 
on  American  composers  is  very  large  and 
wholly  new.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  as  well  as 
a  source  of  profit  to  the  American  lover  of 
music  to  be  able  to  turn  to  this  Cyclopedia  and 
find  sketches  of  the  men  who  are  laying  the 
foundations  of  our  future  school  of  music. 
The  third  volume  contains  the  names  of  such 
well-known  writers  as  Professor  John  Knowles 


Paine,  of  Harvard,  whose  "  Island  Fantasy"  is 
heard  so  often  in  our  concert  rooms ;  Frank 
Van  Der  Stucken,  whose  music  is  successful 
on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  ;  J.  C.  D.  Parker, 
whose  "  Redemption   Hymn"  is  one  of  Bos- 
ton's  favorite  paeans    of 
praise;    H.    W.    Parker 
and  Harry  Rowe  Shelley, 
of     Brooklyn ;     William 
Sherwood,    the    pianist  ; 
Alexander  Lambert,  who 
appears  in  the  appendix ; 
Wilson    George    Smith, 
Otto     Singer,     Arthur 
Weld,  Templeton  Strong, 
A.  W.   Thayer,   Samuel 
Parkman       Tuckerman^ 
Max  Vogrich,  Arthur  B. 
Whiting,      George      E* 
Whiting.  S.  B.  Whitney, 
and  others  more  or  less 
known  to  fame.    In  short, 
a  complete  history  of  the 
American  music  of  our 
time  is  to  be  found  in  this 
massive  work. 
A  very  important  and  valuable  feature  of 
the  work  is  the  illustrations.      Each  volume 
contains  twelve  full-page  etched  portraits  made 
expressly  for  this  Cyclopedia,  in  addition  to 
a  large  number  of  wood-cuts,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  illustrations  up  to  more  than  one 
thousand.     The  etchings  are  admirable.     I 
have  not  seen  anywhere,  in  the  form  of  etching 
or  engraving,  so  striking  and  faithful  a  por- 
trait of  Richard  Wagner  as  that  which  is  in 
this  third  volume.    The  portraits  of  Gounod 
and  Verdi  are  also  most  excellent,  while  that 
of  Brahms  is  simply  noble.    The  Cyclopedia, 
therefore,  is  not  only  a  mine  of  information, 
but  a  gallery  of  art.

"  My  Shipmate  Louise"  is  the  attractive  and 
cariosity-stimulating  title  of  W.  Clark  RusselPs 
forthcoming  novel. 

Mr.  Gladstone's  articles  in  Good  Words  are  to 
be  gathered  in  book  form  under  the  title  *'  The 
Impregnable  Rock  of  Holy  Scripture." 

Messrs.  Nicolay  and  Hay*s  life  of  Lincoln, 
which  the  Century  Co.  will  sell  by  subscription, 
will  fill  ten  volumes  of  about  500  pages  each. 

If,  as  is  stated,  Anton  Rubinstein  is  preparing 
a  volume  of  "  Thoughts  on  Musical  Art,"  it 
ought  to  be  a  book  of  great  interest  and  value. 

According  to  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript^ 
Rudyard  Kipling  has  sailed  for  Naples,  where 
he  expects  to  remain  some  time  to  recover  from 
the  effects  of  overwork. 

Benjamin  Ellis  Martin's  charming  study  of 
the  personality  and  haunts  of  Elia  will  be  pub- 
lished shortly  by  the  Scribners,  entitled  **  In  the 
Footsteps  of  Charles  Lamb."  It  will  be  delight- 
fully illustrated. 

"  Never  Hit  a  Man  Named  Sullivan !"  is  tne 
singular  title  of  a  book  which  the  English  jour- 
nals announce  as  in  the  list  of  the  Leadenhall 
Press.  A  book  with  such  a  title  would  seem  to 
be  better  adapted  for  publication  in  the  longitude 
of  Boston  than  in  that  of  London. 

One  of  the  important  holiday  books  which  the 
Macmillans  will  publish  will  be  "  The  Royal 
House  of  Stuart,"  illustrated  by  a  series  of  forty 
plates  in  colors,  drawn  from  relics  of  the  Stuarts 
by  William  Gibb.  The  book  will  have  an  intro- 
duction and  notes  by  John  Skelton. 

The  volume  by  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Stanley  (Dor- 
othy Tennant)  which  the  Cassell  Publishing  Co. 
will  issue,  *'  London  Street  Arabs,"  is  described  as 
a  collection  of  scenes  of  London  street  life  made 
from  drawings  by  the  author,  who  describes  the 
manner  in  which  she  made  her  sketches  and  gives 
some  anecdotes  about  her  models. 

Eugene  Field's  wide  popularity  is  attested  by 
the  gratifying  information  that  the  first  edition 
of  his  two  new  books,  *'A  Little  Book  of  Western 
Verse"  and  "A  Little  Book  of  Profitable 
Tales,"  was  sold  before  the  day  of  publication. 
His  verses  and  stories  seem  likely  to  be  one  of 
the  great  literary  successes  of  the  season. 

The  publication  of  Henry  T.  Finck's  **  Pacific 


Coast  Scenic  Tour,"  which  was  reviewed  in  the 
October  Book  Buyer,  but  which  was  not  ready 
until  a  few  days  ago,  was  delayed,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  author  in  Japan.  He  recently 
returned  to  his  duties  as  the  musical  editor  of 
the  New  York  Evening  Post,  after  a  long  va- 
cation spent  in  travel  in  Japan  and  other  coun- 
tries. 

Miss  Molly  Elliot  Seawell,  the  author  of  the 
clever  story  **  Throckmorton,"  is  a  niece  of  ex- 
President  Tyler  and  the  daughter  of  a  Virginia 
lawyer.  She  has  written  several  popular  stories 
for  Lippincotfs  Magazine,  and  won  a  prize  of 
$500  for  her  story  "  Little  Jarvis,"  written  for 
the  YoutlCs  Companion  competition.  Her  pic- 
tures of  Virginia  life  are  artistic  in  their  sim- 
plicity and  naturalness. 

Mr.  Mounteney-Jephson's  book,  "Emin  Pasha, 
and  the  Rebellion  at  the  Equator,"  which  is  re- 
viewed elsewhere  in  this  issue,  contains,  among 
others,  two  illustrations — one  a  quaint  little  title- 
page  design  and  the  other  a  larger  picture  in  the 
middle  of  the  volume — that  will  attract  unusual 
attention..  For  they  are  signed  **  Dorothy  Stan- 
ley." They  indicate  the  possession,  on  the  part 
of  the  famous  explorer's  bride,  of  an  artistic 
sense  of  a  rare  order. 

The  London  Literary  World  says  that  during 
one  of  his  recent  sailing  trips  a  fire  broke  out  in 
Mr.  R.  L.  Stevenson's  cabin,  and  the  burning 
things  were  hurriedly  carried  on  deck  or  flung 
into  the  sea.  Suddenly  Mrs.  Stevenson  saw 
two  of  the  crew  with  a  burning  box  which  they 
were  about  to  cast  overboard.  Fortunately  she 
was  in  time  to  save  it,  or  all  Mr.  Stevenson's 
literary  notes  for  many  months  past,  including 
the  greater  part  of  a  story  being  written  under 
contract  for  ;^4O0O,  and  much  of  the  history  of 
the  island  which  is  for  the  future  to  be  his  home, 
would  have  been  irrecoverably  lost. 

An  etching— identical  in  size  with  the  original 
— of  the  Chandos  portrait  of  Shakespeare,  the 
work  of  the  French  artist.  Leopold  Flameng, 
has  been  published  by  Frederick  Keppel  &  Co., 
of  this  city,  who  offer  proofs  on  India,  Holland 
and  Japan  paper,  and  remarque  proofs — with 
portraits  of  Garrick  and  Booth— on  vellum  at 
prices  varying  from  $12.00  to  $75.00  each.  The 
Chandos  portrait  is  now  in  the  National  Portrait 
Gallery,  in  London,  and  is  the  property  of 
the  nation.  The  identity  of  the  painter  of  it  is  not 
known  for  a  certainty,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
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he  was  a  contemporary  of  Shakespeare,  and 
many  authorities  consider  the  portrait  an  authen- 
tic likeness.  Of  its  great  popularity  there  is  no 
question,  and  Flameng  showed  good  judgment 
in  selecting  it  as  the  subject  of  his  masterly 
etching.  Flameng  is  well  known  as  the  etcher 
of  Rembrandt's  **  Night  Watch,"  and  of  paint- 
ings by  Breton  and  other  artists,  not  to  mention 
other  creditable  work  by  him  in  reproducing 


some  of  Rembrandt's  more  celebrated  etchings, 
etc.  His  etching  of  the  Shakespeare  portrait — 
which  takes  its  name,  by  the  way,  from  the  Duke 
of  Chandos,  who  acquired  it  when  he  married 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Nicoll,  of  Colney  Hatch, 
Middlesex — shows  the  qualities  of  his  best  work, 
strength  and  firmness  of  line  and  richness  and 
warmth  of  tone.  The  portrait,  suitably  framed, 
makes  a  very  handsome  ornament  for  a  library.

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


STRANGE  and  fascinating 
story  is  that  which  A.  J. 
Mounteney-Jephson  tells  in 
his  Emin  Pasha,  and  ike  Re^ 
bellion  at  the  Equator,  Mr. 
Jephson  was  left  by  Mr.  Stan- 
ley with  Emin  Pasha  at  Albert 
Lake  to  carry  to  the  Governor's  followers 
and  troops  at  the  stations  which  he  had  es- 
tablished in  the  Province  the  message  of  re- 
lief which  the  Khedive  had  sent,  and  to  ex- 
plain Stanley's  mission  of  rescue  to  them. 
Starting  out  with  Emin  Pasha,  Stanley  mean- 
while returning  to  search  for  the  missing  and 
ill-fated  rear  column  of  his  expedition,  Jeph- 
son visited  the  stations  one  after  the  other  and 
addressed  the  soldiers  and  people.  He  found 
a  most  extraordinary  condition  of  things — 
treachery  and  sedition  on  all  sides,  Emin's  au- 
thority openly  defied,  and  distrust  cast  upon 
the  truth  of  his  own  statements  as  to  the  ori- 
gin and  character  of  the  relief  expedition.  The 
Soudanese  soldiers  were  under  the  influence 
of  the  false  and  schemine^  Egyptian  clerks, 
whose  secret  plots  had  undermined  all  discip- 


line, but  whose  protestations  of  loyahy  de- 
ceived their  Governor  and  him  alone.  Finally 
the  rebellion  broke  out  openly,  and  Emin 
Pasha  and  Jephson  were  placed  under  arrest, 
the  Governor  remaining  in  confinement  three 
months,  while  anarchy  reigned  in  the  Province. 
Mr.  Jephson's  narrative  of  the  exciting  inci- 
dents tnat  culminated  in  this  act  is  as  thrilling 
as  his  description  of  the  character  of  the  peo- 
ple and  soldiers,  over  whom  Emin  had  only 
nominal  control,  is  interesting.  His  book,  in 
a  word,  is  so  graphic  and  detailed  a  picture  of 
the  Province,  of  the  native  tribes,  and  of  the 
Egyptian  soldiery  that  held  it  against  the 
Mahdi's  forces,  that  its  pages  throw  a  flood  of 
light  upon  the  real  nature  of  the  problem 
which  Sir  Samuel  Baker,  Gordon,  and  lastly 
Emin  have  tried  to  solve.  The  base  ingrati- 
tude and  black  treachery  of  Emin's  followers 
and  the  lack  of  firmness  and  resolute  courage 
on  the  part  of  Emin  himself,  in  his  dealings 
with  them,  are  the  two  facts  that  stand  out  in 
striking  relief.  The  story  is  one  of  great  dan- 
gers, excessive  privations,  and  remarkable  ad- 
ventures, but  the  successful  issue  shows  that 
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From  *'  Emin  Pasha,  and  the  Rebellion  at  the  Equator."

It  is  announced  on  the  title-page  that  Mr. 
Jephson  has  written  the  book  "  with  the  revi- 
sion and  co-operation  of  Henry  M.  Stanley," 
whose  "  Prefatory  Letter  "  contains  the  follow- 
ing warm  tribute  to  the  writer  and  the  book  : 
"  You  have  told  your  story  with  so  much 
modesty  and  such  absolute  truth  and  loyalty 
to  myself  that  I  cannot  but  feel  pleased  and 
grateful  to  you.  There  is  within  the  covers 
of  your  volume  much  that  is  quite  new  to  me, 
much  that  is  extremely  thrilling  and  exciting, 
and  the  whole  is  related  with  very  enviable 
literary  tact  and  skill." 

Both  as  a  portrait  study  in  detail  of  Emin  and 
as  a  picture  of  the  Province — its  natives,  their 
villages,  customs,  etc.,  the  animals  and  birds 
of  the  country — the  book  is  as  vivid  as  it  is 
valuable.

Every  one  interested  in  psychological  studies 
has  been  looking  with  lively  anticipation  for 
Professor  William  James's  book.of  which  he  has 
given  a  foretaste  in  several  magazine  articles 
that  have  been  published  in  the  last  few  years, 
notably  the  ones  on  "Instinct,"  on  "What 
the  Will  Effects,"  and  on  "  The  Hidden  Self." 
The  Principles  of  Psychology  has  at  last  ap- 
peared in  two  large  volumes  of  seven  hundred 
pages  each,  and  constitutes  not,  as  might 
have  been  expected,  a  formal  treatise  wth  a 
pedagogical  aim,  but  the  contribution  of  an 
expert  to  the  science  of  Psychology,  that  pre- 
supposes an  acquaintance  with  the  elements 
and  even  with  some  special  branches  of  the 
subject.  The  order  of  topics  is  not  systematic 
or  according  to  the  usual  plan.  After  chap- 
ters on  the  Scope  of  Psychology  and  the  Func- 
tions and  Activity  of  the  Brain,  Habit  is  taken 
up,  then  the  Automaton  and  Mind  Staff  theo- 
ries, the  Methods  and  Snares  of  Psychology, 
the  Stream  of  Thought,  the  Consciousness  of 
Self,  Attention,  Memory,  and  in  the  second 
volume.  Sensation,  Imagination,  the  Perception 
of  Space  and   Reality,   Reasoning    Instinct. 
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Will,  and  other  topics.  The  references  in 
notes  and  text  to  other  writers  constitute  a 
valuable  bibliog^phy  of  the  literature  of  Psy- 
chology in  several  languages.  The  numerous 
quotations  are  apt  and  always  interesting. 
But  Mr.  James  does  not  connne  himself  to 
professional  authorities.  He  has  amassed  a 
quantity  of  evidence  from  every  side,  which  he 
handles  skilfully  as  scientific  data.  The  style 
of  the  book  is  literary  and  alluring,  but  clis- 
tinctly  personal  and  free.  One  can  open  al- 
most anywhere  and  find  himself  captivated 
by  the  charming  flavor  of  a  bright,  witty,  and 
highly  cultivated  personality ;  in  this  respect 
the  book,  considering  its  subject,  is  sui generis. 
It  is  not  easy  reading,  however,  if  one  sticks 
to  the  author  and  follows  him,  without  skip- 
ping, into  the  fastnesses  of  the  discussion  of 
such  a  subject  as  the  one  on  the  perception  of 
space.  The  book  is  eminently  fitted  to  create 
a  strong  taste  for  psychological  studies  in  any 
mind  having  a  latent  bent  that  way,  while  for 
the  student  of  the  subject  it  is  fascinating.

lVebster*s  International  Dictionary,  just 
published,  is  described  as  "  the  Authentic  Un- 
abridged Revised  and  Enlarged."  It  is  an  es- 
sentially new  book,  made  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  revision  of 
1864,  Noah  Porter,  ex- President  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity, who,  with  a  corps  of  assistant  editors, 
specialists  in  different  branches  of  learning, 
has  been  engaged  during  the  past  ten  years 
upon  this  labor.  The  preceding  edition,  with 
all  of  the  supplementary  matter  that  has  been 
added  from  time  to  time,  has  been  restudied 
line  by  line,  and  the  work  in  its  new  form  em- 
bodies the  ripest  results  of  modern  scholarship. 
The  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  devel- 
opment ofthe  English  language  during  the  last 
auarter  of  a  century  made  a  complete  revision 
desirable,  and  the  change  in  the  title  of  this 
standard  dictionary  is  significant  of  its  enlarg- 
ed scope  and  of  the  community  of  interests  that 
prevails  in  the  life  and  literature  of  the  Eng- 
lish-speaking race  the  world  over.  The  num- 
ber of  illustrations  has  been  increased  from 
3000  to  nearly  4000,  and  about  two  thirds  of 
them  are  entirely  new.  The  book  is  some- 
what bigger  than  the  "  Unabridged,"  having 
21 18  pages,  and  almost  requires  a  stand  or  a 
permanent  resting  place  upon  a  desk  or  table, 
so  that  it  may  be  consulted  without  the  neces- 
sity of  lifting  it.  In  its  new  form  the  work 
is  better  adapted  than  ever  to  meet  the  every- 
day needs  of  all  who  write  or  speak  the  Eng- 
lish language  and  to  fill  the  place  of  a  compre- 
hensive, popular  dictionary.  [G.  &  C.  Merri-

The  period  treated  of  in  Marie  Louise  and 
the  Decadence  of  the  Empire,  the  latest  volume 


in  The  Famous  Women  of  the  French  Court, 
translated  from  the  French  of  Imbert  de 
Saint-Amand,  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Perry,  extends  from 
the  summer  of  181 2  to  the  beginning  of  18 14. 
The  disastrous  Russian  campaign  and  the  de- 
feats which  he  suffered  from  the  allied  Prus- 
sians, Austrians,  and  Russians  indicated  plain- 
ly that  Napoleon's  sun  was  rapidly  setting,  and 
that  the  end  of  the  empire  was  approaching. 
The  shadow  of  the  coming  Waterloo  was  re- 
flected in  the  Emperor's  moodiness  and  inde- 
cision, and  in  the  melancholy  which  affected 
the  usually  gay  spirits  of  Marie  Louise  at  St. 
Cloud.  M.  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand's  narra- 
tive of  the  incidents  of  these  momentous  days 
gives  a  vivid  picture  of  the  last  glories  of  the 
Empire.  The  illustrative  anecdotes,  the  char- 
acter sketches  from  contemporary  memoirs, 
the  survey  of  the  social  functions  of  the  last 
days  of  the  Empire — these  bring  Marie  Louise 
and  the  Emperor,  with  many  other  important 
personages,  before  the  reader  in  a  new  and  in- 
timate manner.  A  portrait  of  Marie  Louise 
is  the  frontispiece.

John  Fiske's  Civil  Government  in  the  Uni- 
ted States,  Considered  with  Some  Reference 
to  its  Origins,  is  a  work  intended  primarily  for 
the  use  of  students  of  this  all-important 
science,  the  author's  aim  being  to  make  it  at 
the  same  time  serviceable  and  suggestive  to  the 
general  reader  interested  in  American  history. 
The  author  has  adopted  a  hisjtorical  method 
of  exposition,  not  simply  describing  our  politi- 
cal institutions  in  their  present  shape,  but 
pointing  out  their  origin,  indicating  some  of 
the  processes  through  which  they  have  acquir- 
ed that  present  shape,  and  thus  keeping  before 
the  reader's  mind  the  fact  that  government 
is  continually  undergoing  modifications  in 
adapting  itself  to  new  conditions.  Beginning 
with  affairs  which  are  near  at  hand  and  famil- 
iar, Mr.  Fiske  considers  the  nature  of  taxa- 
tion and  government,  analyzes  the  typical  New 
England  township,  and  then  county,  city,  state 
and  Federal  government.  The  Appendix 
contains  the  Constitution  and  other  documents 
pertinent  to  the  discussion.  The  author's  clear, 
firm  grasp  and  his  abundant  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  together  with  the  lucidity  of  his  style, 
will  make  the  book  of  much  value  to  classes 
or  individual  readers.  Questions  on  and  out- 
side of  the  text,  with  bibliographical  informa- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  carry 
their  historical  studies  further,  follow  the  va- 
rious sections  and  chapters.  [Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Co.,  i2mo,  $1.00  net.] 

The  result  of  fifteen  years*  familiarity  as  a  po- 
lice reporter  with  the  seamy  side  of  New  York 
life  is  summed  up  in  How  the  Other  Half  Lives : 
Studies  among  the  Tenements  of  New  York, 
by  Jacob  A.  Riis.  The  book,  however,  is  by  no 
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means  a  mere  record  of  personal  observations, 
but  a  careful,  comprehensive,  and  systematic 
presentation  of  a  tnesis  with  illustrations.  It  is 
philosophic  as  well  as  expository,  and  from 
oeginning  to  end  is  an  indictment  of  the  tene- 
ment system  as  it  exists  at  present  in  New 
York.  Few  persons  appreciate  how  closely 
connected  this  system  is  with  the  vice,  crime, 
and  poverty  of  the  metropolis,  and  it  is  the  con- 
structive merit  of  Mr.  Riis*s  book  that  it 
shows  how  much  practical  good  is  to  be  done 
by  reform  in  this  respect.  He  shows  also 
how  philanthropy  and  business  may  go  hand 
in  hand  in  the  matter,  and  proves  that  "  model 
tenements  "  are  paying  investments. 

No  page  is  uninstructive,  but  it  would  be 
misleading  to  suppose  the  book  even  tinctured 
with  didacticism.  It  is  from  beginning  to  end 
as  picturesque  in  treatment  as  it  is  in  mate- 
rial. The  author's  acquaintance  with  the 
latter  is  extremely  intimate.  The  reader  feels 
that  he  is  being  guided  through  the  dirt  and 
crime,  the  tatters  and  rags,  the  by-ways  and 
alleys  of  nether  New  York  by  an  experienced 
cicerone.  Mr.  Riis,  in  a  word,  tnough  a 
philanthropist  and  philosopher,  is  an  artist  as 
well.  He  nas  also  the  advantage  of  being  an 
amateur  photographer,  and  his  book  is  abun- 
dantly illustrated  trom  negatives  of  the  odd, 


the  out-of-the-way,  and  characteristic  sights 
and  scenes  he  has  himself  caught  with  his 
camera.  No  work  yet  published — certainly 
not  the  official  reports  of  the  charity  socie- 
ties— shows  so  vividly  the  complexion  and 
countenance  of  the"  Down-town  Back  AHeys," 
"The  Bend,"  "Chinatown,"  "Jewtown," 
"  The  Cheap  Lodging-houses,"  the  haunts  of 
the  negro,  the  Italian,  the  Bohemian  poor, 
or  gives  such  a  veracious  picture  of  the  toughs, 
the  tramps,  the  waifs,  drunkards,  paupers, 
gamins,  and  the  generally  gruesome  populace 
of  this  centre^  of  civilization.  [Scribner,  8vo,

In  Captain  Charles  King's  new  book,  Cam- 
paigning  with  Crook,  and  Stories  of  Army 
Life,  he  tells  the  story  of  the  Big  Horn  and 
Yellowstone  Expedition,  organized  in  1876  to 
drive  the  hostile  Indians  back  to  their  reserva- 
tions, and  to  avenge  the  Custer  slaughter.  No 
fiction  that  Captain  King  has  written  exceeds 
in  vividness  of  picture  and  thrilling  excitement 
this  true  narrative.  Like  all  who  have  had 
any  practical  experience  with  Indians,  he 
deprecates  in  no  mild  terms  the  policy  of  the 
Peace  Commissioners,  whose  "  apparent  theory 
is  that  the  soldier  is  meant  to  be  killed,  the 
Indian  to  be  coddled."  The  book  has  several 
illustrations.

Daily  Life,  The  first  in  order  is  Professor 
Brackett  s  admirable  exposition  of  electrical 
phenomena  and  the  method  of  producing 
them,  and  of  the  measurement  of  electricS 
quantities,  in  which  he  gives  the  history  of  the 
development  of  our  knowledge  of  electricity  and 
an  explanation  of  the  principles  involved.  This 
is  followed  by  articles  on  the  Electric  Motor, 
its  construction  and  varieties,  its  adaptations 
and  possibilities. 

The  Electric  Railway  of  to-day,  by  Mr.  Jo- 
seph Wetzler,  describes  what  has  now  become 
almost  as  familiar  as  the  old-fashioned  horse- 
car,  which  it  is  rapidly  replacing.  The  ingenu- 
ity of  the  mechanism  which  has  been  evolved 
by  American  inventors,  the  statistics  of  the 
use  of  the  electric  railway  in  this  countr>'  and 
its  comparative  cost  are  all  very  suggestive. 
The  remaining  chapters  are  concerned  with 
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the  Electric  Light,  the  Telegraph  and  Subma- 
rine Cable,  the  use  of  electricity  in  naval  and 
military  operations,  the  scope  for  electricity  in 
household  uses,  and  its  relations  to  the  human 
body.  All  the  articles  are  profusely  illustrat- 
ed, and  the  book  is  a  new  ihstance  of  the  ser- 
vice which  the  greater  illustrated  periodicals 
are  rendering  to  permanent  literature,  as  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  issue  at  a  moderate 
price  volumes  filled  with  such  costly  illustra- 
tions, without  the  help  of  the  vast  circulation 
attained  by  the  magazines,  and  the  possibili- 
ties of  expenditure  for  illustrating  which  they 
furnish.

Anton  Rubinstein  is  probably  the  greatest 
musician  now  living.  Up  to  his  retirement 
from  the  stage,  a  year  or  two  ago,  he  had 
scarcely  a  rival  as  a  pianist,  unless  Von  Biilow 
could  be  classed  as  such ;  and  the  list  of  his 
compositions,  showing  the  fertility  and  range 
of  his  genius,  includes  five  symphonies,  five 
concertos  for  the  piano,  several  overtures, 
thirteen  operas,  two  oratorios  and  many  minor 
pieces.  Several  of  the  most  noteworthy  of 
these  compositions,  the  "  Ocean"  and  the 
"Dramatic"  symphonies  and  the  opera  of 
"  Nero,"  in  particular,  are  familiar  to  the 
music -loving  public  of  this  country ;  and  the 
recollection  of  Rubinstein's  tour  in  the  United 
States,  made  in  1872  in  company  with  the 
famous  violinist,  Wieniiwski,  is  still  fresh  in 
the  minds  of  a  large  portion  of  the  public. 
The  debt  that  Russia  owes  to  Rubinstein  is 
beyond  computation.  For  it  was  he  who,  in 
1862,  founded,  and  who  is  now  the  chief 
director  of,  the  St.  Petersburg  Conservatory  of 
Music,  from  which  have  been  graduated  two 
musicians  who  have  achieved  great  reputations 
as  composer  and  pianist  respectively — Tschai- 
kowski,  a  familiar  name  on  orchestral  concert 
programmes,  and  Madame  Essipoff.  Rubin- 
stein, in  fact,  has  been  the  chief  instrument  in 
the  founding  of  a  Russian  school  of  music  and 
in  developing  the  taste  of  the  Russian  aristoc- 
racy and  middle  class  for  music.  He  is  now 
seventy-one  years  of  age ;  and  the  story  of  his 
busy  and  eventful  life,  as  it  is  told  in  his  Auto- 
biography,  is  of  interest  for  the  intimate,  per- 
sonal revelation  which  it  makes  of  the  art-views 
and  aims  of  a  commanding  personage  in 
modern  music.  Rubinstein's  music,  as  every 
student  knows,  derives  its  essential  character 
from  its  semi-barbaric  Oriental  color,  and 
shows  slight,  if  any,  effect  due  to  the  influence 
of  the  Wagner-Liszt  school.  Yet  the  high 
appreciation  which  he  had  of  the  musical  taste 
of  the  Germans  is  illustrated  in  his  estimate  of 
the  relative  knowledge  of  music  among  the 
Germans,  French  and  English.  "  Of  the  Ger- 
man people,"  he  says,  "  at  least  fifty  per  cent 
understand   music ;   of  the  French  not  more 


than  sixteen  per  cent ;  while  among  the  Eng- 
lish, the  least  musical  of  people,  not  more  than 
two  per  cent  can  be  found  who  have  any 
knowledge  of  music.  Even  the  Americans, 
he  adds,  "  have  a  higher  appreciation  of  music 
than  the  English."  The  book,  which  is  trans- 
lated from  the  Russian  by  Aline  Delano,  con- 
tains many  amusing  and  entertaining  anec- 
dotes.

Ward  McAllister's  position  as  a  recognized 
leader  in  the  social  world  of  New  York  will  lend 
an  unusual  interest  to  his  Society  as  I  Have 
Found  It,  a  rather  awkward  title  for  an  ex- 
tremely entertaining  volume  of  reminiscences. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  the  famous  Four  Hun- 
dred or  the  curious  and  ambitious  Four  Hun- 
dred Thousand  will  be  most  eager  to  read 
what  he  has  to  say  about  fashionable  life  in 
this  and  in  European  countries,  but  all  will  find 
the  book  readable  from  cover  to  cover.  There 
is  scarcely  a  page  that  has  not  its  ton  mot,  its

sonage,  its  humorous  story,  or  its  witty  sally, 
and  the  whole  is  written  with  a  dash  and  a 
vivacity  that  are  very  entertaining.  The  revela- 
tion of  the  personality  of  the  author  is  frank 
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and  intimate,  and  the  picture  of  the  life  that  is 
led  by  the  "  smart "  set,  both  in  New  York  and 
in  Newport,  is  given  in  detail  and  with  a  delight- 
ful naivete.  In  fact,  the  studied  egotism  of 
the  book,  which  will  astonish  some  readers 
and  delight  others,  is  one  of  its  noteworthy 
characteristics.

of  the  names  of  many'of  the  celebrated  person- 
ages who  have  been  his  dinner-table  and  ball- 
room companions,  and  he  has  concealed  the 
identity  of  many  fashionable  people  now  living 
under  disguises  so  thin  that  they  will  be  readily 
penetrated  by  the  knowing  ones  and  by  some 
who  are  outside  of  the  charmed  circle.  The 
art  of  entertaining  in  all  of  its  phases  is  mi- 
nutely described,  the  author's  lund  of  anec- 
dote enlivening  his  narrative  constantly.  It  is 
a  book  that  ought  to  be  dedicated  to  pretty 
women  and  to  good  living,  for  these  are  evi- 
dently the  centres  of  interest  around  which

The  Lt/e  of  John  Ericsson,  by  Colonel 
William  C.  Church,  is  not  only  of  world- 
wide interest,  but  of  world-wide  importance. 
Like  Agassiz,  Ericsson  distinguished  himself 
on  both  continents ;  but  his  greatest  work 
was  done  on  American  soil.  He  was  one  of 
a  brilliant  company  of  Norwegians  who,  in  these 
later  days,  have  recalled  by  the  greatness  and 
variety  of  their  achievements  in  practical,  no  less 


limited  degree,  in  England,  and  later,  to  an 
almost  unlimited  degree,  in  this  country.  It 
is  hard  to  realize  that  this  man,  whose  figure 
was  a  familiar  one  in  this  city  until  a  few 
months  ago,  competed  with  Stephenson  for 
the  first  locomotive  engine  in  1829.  From 
that  day  until  the  ver>'  end  of  his  life  Ericsson's 
fertile  and  unwearied  mind  was  continually 
making  new  applications  of  mechanical  forces. 
That  which  gave  him  popular  fame  was  the 
dramatic  episode  in  Hampton  Roads,  when 
the  Monitor,  as  if  by  a  giagical  intervention, 
appeared  at  the  right  place  at  the  right  time, 
and  perhaps  changed  the  history  of  the 
country  by  demonstrating  its  fitness  for  a 
need  of  the  highest  urgency.  But  the  Monitor 
was  only  one  of  Ericsson's  many  triumphs ; 
there  were  very  few  departments  of  practical 
mechanics  which  he  did  not  invade  and  upon 
which  he  has  not  left  his  impress.  The  loco- 
motive engine,  the  hot-air  engine,  the  screw 
propeller,  especially  as  used  in  war  vessels, 
the  hot-air  ship,  are  among  the  phases  of 
mechanical  engineering  with  which  Ericsson 
dealt  successfully.    In  more  than  one  depart- 
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ment  he  effected  a  complete  revolution  of 
methods,  and  from  the  first  appearance 
of  the  •*  Novelty  "  locomotive,  which  he  built 
to  compete  with  Stephenson's  "  Rocket,"  in 
1829,  to  the  models  made  in  the  last  years  of 
his  life,  his  genius  continually  renewed  itself 
in  new  applications  or  in  the  discovery  of  new 
principles.  The  story  of  his  personal  life  is 
one  of  g^eat  vicissitudes  of  fortune,  of  im- 
mense and  unconquerable  energy,  and  of  very 
wide  relations  with  the  foremost  men  and  with 
many  of  the  chief  events  of  his  time.  No  man 
was  better  qualified  to  tell  this  story  than 
Colonel  Church,  who  was  for  many  years  in- 
timately acquainted  with  Ericsson,  and  into 
whose  custody  the  executors  of  the  inventor 
entrusted  all  his  correspondence  and  other 
papers.  The  two  volumes  in  which  the  story 
is  told  will  take  their  place  among  the  most 
notable  of  recent  biographies.  Colonel  Church 
has  dealt  with  the  technical  side  of  his  sub- 
ect  with  clearness  and  skill,  and  has  given 
is  work  a  genuine  popular  interest.  Fifty 
illustrations  supplement  and  interpret  the  text.

The  Adventure  Series  has  a  fortunate  title- 
one  of  those  titles  which  appeal  to  the  imagina- 
tion and  dispose  the  mind  in  advance  to  a  favor- 
able opinion.  The  latest  issue  in  this  series  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting.  The  Adventures 
of  Thomas  Fellow,  of  Penryn,  Mariner,  com- 
bine in  very  extraordinary  degree  the  daring 
tetnper,  the  personal  vigor,  and  the  striking 
vicissitudes  which  go  to  the  making  of  a 
popular  narrative.  Pellow  had  the  good  or 
evil  fortune  to  go  to  sea  at  an  early  age. 
suffer  shipwreck,  and  fall  into  the  hands  oif 
the  Moors,  who  promptly  made  him  a  slave. 
For  twenty-three  years  he  remained  in  Moor- 
ish captivity — a  captivity  ameliorated  by  un- 
common good  spirits,  a  keen  sense  of  humor, 
and  capital  opportunities  of  observing  the 
habits  and  manners  of  a  strange  and  pic- 
turesque people.  All  this  happened  early  in 
the  last  century,  before  travelling  had  become 
well-nigh  universal,  and  while  the  races  were 
still  sharply  differentiated  from  each  other  in 
dress  and  modes  of  life.  Fellow's  narrative, 
which  has  the  unusual  quality  among  kindred 
narratives  of  being  essentially  truthful,  added 
very  considerably  in  its  day  to  popular  knowl- 
edge of  Morocco.  A  keen  observation  be- 
guiled many  slow  or  laborious  hours,  and 
served  him  admirably  when  he  turned  his  ad- 
ventures to  literary  account.  But  it  is  the 
personal  element  which  gives  the  story  a  con- 
temporary interest — the  interest  which  always 
attaches  to  unusual  experiences.  The  narra- 
tive of  Fellow's  escape,  with  its  extraordinary 
hardships  and  episodes,  is  notably  entertain- 
ing.

The  purpose  with  which  Charles  S.  Newhall 
has  prepared  his  Trees  of  Northeastern  Amer- 
ica is  excellent.  His  aim  has  been  to  make  a 
book  which,  through  its  outline  illustrations  and 
its  descriptions,  will  enable  any  person  of  ob- 
servation and  ordinary  intelligence  to  learn  the 
correct  names  of  the  trees  that  grow  in  the 
region  defined  in  the  title.  Knowing  the  shape 
of  the  leaf  and  the  manner  in  which  it  grows, 
the  seeker  for  information  is  referred  by  the 
"guide"  to  the  section  which  describes  the 
family  of  trees  including  the  one  for  which  he 
is  looking;  and  from  the  large  cuts  of  the 
leaves  of  each  of  these  trees  he  is  able  readily 
to  recognize  the  one  he  has  in  mind.  In  con- 
nection with  the  cut  are  given  brief  descriptions 
of  the  foliage,  bark,  habitat,  size  and  general 
style  of  the  tree,  with  notes  as  to  the  chief  uses 
to  which  its  wood  is  put.  It  is  a  book  that 
every  owner  of  a  country  home  and  every  lover 
of  country  life  will  find  of  great  service.  [Fut-

There  are  a  number  of  special  lectureships 
in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning  which  are 
bearing  fruit  every  year,  often  of  great  value 
and  importance,  all  the  more  as  provision  is 
usually  made  for  their  preservation  in  per- 
manent form.  Among  them  there  have  been 
few  of  greater  significance  than  the  course  on 
The  Evidence  of  Christian  Experience^  de- 
livered last  year  in  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary by  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Steams,  D.  D.,  Professor 
of  Theology  in  Bangor  Theological  Seminary. 
The  object  of  these  lectures  is  to  set  forth 
and  explain  a  branch  of  the  Christian  evi- 
dences which  has  hithertp  received  less  atten- 
tion than  the  other  topics  in  the  domain  of 
Apologetics.  Dr.  Steams  claims  for  the  evi- 
dence of  Christian  experience — that  is,  the 
manifestation  to  the  Christian  believer  in  his 
own  spiritual  life  of  the  presence  and  power 
of  God  and  the  Christian  realities — the  chief 
place  in  the  argument  for  the  truth  of  Chris- 
tianity. The  first  lecture  is  devoted  to  a 
general  sun'ey  of  the  apologetics  of  recent 
times,  brought  forward  by  the  necessity  of 
meeting  the  prevailing  systems  of  sceptical 
philosophy.  Next  are  treated  the  philosophi- 
cal presuppositions  of  the  evidence  of  Christian 
experience,  the  evidence  in  its  beginning  and 
growth,  and  its  philosophical  verification.  In 
the  last  two  chapters  the  relation  of  the  evi- 
dence of  Christian  experience  to  the  other 
Christian  evidences  is  pointed  out,  and  it  is 
shown  that  the  former  is  the  great  and  chief 
proof  for  the  reality  and  divinity  of  Chris- 
tianity. 

The  style  and  method  of  these  lectures  are 
unusually  fine.  The  evidence  of  an  intimate 
acquaintance  with  philosophical  systems.Chris- 
tian  and  sceptical,  and  a  penetrating  insight 
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into  them  abound  on  every  page,  but  there 
is  no  parade  of  learning,  and  the  discussion 
is  pre-eminently  earnest  and  candid.  Their 
chief  aim  is  to  be  practically  useful  to  minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  and  Christians  generally.

It  is  stimulating  to  most  minds  to  have 
some  one  else  look  about  on  life  and  sum  up 
in  a  pleasant  way  many  of  those  facts,  of 
small  import  seemingly  in  themselves,  and  yet, 
as  bearing  upon  character,  of  vital  significance.

Clinton  Scollard  is  the  author  of  a  pleasant- 
ly written  volume.  Under  Summer   Skies,   in 
which  the  sights  of  Cairo  and  some  of  the  in- 
cidents of  travel  in  Egypt  and   Palestine  are 
described  with  a  picturesque  and  sympathetic 
touch.    The  scenes  in  the  streets  and  bazaars 
of  the  city  are  written  about  in  a  way  that  is 
both  entertaining    and  instructive,   and    the 
author  succeeds  in  conveying  a  decided  sense 
of  the  dreamy  languor  and    singularly  fas- 
cinating atmosphere  of  this  Oriental  capital 
The  illustrations  are  an 
important  part   of   the 
book,  whicn  in   its  ar- 
rangement and   manu- 
facture reveals  an  artis- 
tic   taste.

Among  writers  of  ob- 
servation and  travel 
Maturin  M.  Ballou  has 
attained  a  very  enviable 
position.  He  is  one  of 
the  few  travellers  whose 
recorded  comment  and 
judgment  are  certain  to 
secure  a  wide  reading. 
His  latest  volume  deads 
with  a  country  in 
which  Americans  are 
becoming  more  deeply 
interested  as  their  rela- 
tions with  it  commer- 
cially become  more  im- 
p  o  r  t  a  n  t .  Under  the 
title  of  Aztec  Land  Mr. 
Ballou  recounts  the  in- 
cidents and  observa- 
tions of  a  journey  in 
Mexico,  noting  with  the 
trained  eye  of  a  traveller 
and  jotting  down  with 
the  trained  hand  of  a 
writer  those  things 
which  are  salient  in  the 
landscape,  the  charac- 
ter, and  the  life  of  our 
nearest  neighbor  on  the 
South.  What  such  an 
observer  as  Mr.  Ballou 
sees  is  not,  of  course, 
T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co.  ^^  Springs  of  character 
nor  the  mtenor  work- 
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ings  of  national  forces  and  impulses,  but  a 
great  variety  of  aspects  and  phenomena,  which, 
taken  together,  convey  a  clear  and  compre- 
hensive impression  of  a  people.  Philos- 
ophy comes  after  collocation  of  facts,  and  Mr. 
Ballou  is  one  of  those  writers  who  furnish 
us  with  the  materials  for  forming  our  own  con- 
clusions. He  does  not  omit  characterization  of 
the  people,  but  his  work  is  strong  in  keen  obser- 
vation of  their  peculiarities,  habits,  social  life, 
moral  ideals,  religious  observances,  rural  cus- 
toms, agricultural  methods,  political  organiza- 
tion. Without  making  any  pretence  to  the 
elegance  of  a  fine  literary  quality,  Mr.  BaUou's 
narrative  is  clear,  direct,  always  interesting, 
and  at  times  picturesque  and  vivid.  [Hough- 
ton.

When  the  death  of  Mr.  Browning  was 
announced  by  cable  there  appeared  m  the 
columns  of  tne  Nation  a  characterization  of 
the  poet  which  attracted  instant  attention  and 
drew,  it  is  reported,  from  the  foremost  Ameri- 
can critic  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  best  ac- 
count of  the  poet  which  had  come  from  Amer- 
ica. Those  who  knew  the  circumstances  held 
the  article  in  greater  regard  because  of  the 
rapidity  with  which  it  had  been  prepared.  Yet 
there  was  no  touch  of  haste  in  it ;  it  had 
rather  the  assurance  of  tone  and  the  firmness 
of  judgment  which  belong  to  long  matured  and 
carefully  executed  work.  This  striking  piece 
of  criticism  appears  in  a  volume  of  kindred 
studies  by  Mr.  George  Edward  Woodberry, 
which  bears  the  title  of  Studies  in  Letters  and 
Life,  The  study  of  Browning  fairly  illustrates 
the  critical  and  literary  quality  of  the  volume 
and  continues  the  disclosure  of  severe  training, 
high  standards  and  painstaking  workmanship 
which  were  evident  in  Mr.  Woodberry's 
"  Edgar  Allan  Poe"  and  in  his  more  recent 
volume  of  verse,  "  The  North  Shore  Watch." 
A  marked  inclination  for  thorough  technical 
skill  and  finish,  an  instinct  for  what  is  exact 
and  carefully  wrought  in  form,  and  an  intel- 
lectual insight  rather  than  profound  and  mov- 
ing sympathy  characterize  Mr.  Woodberry's 
work.  Swiftness,  fluency,  and  spontaneity  are 
almost  entirely  absent  from  it;  scholarly 
thoroughness,  precision  of  expression  and  well- 
calculated  balance  and  proportion  of  parts 
are  everywhere  noticeable.  It  is  with  Letters 
rather  than  with  Life  that  Mr.  Woodberry  is 
chiefly  concerned.  The  range  of  his  themes  is 
considerable  and  includes  Browning,  Landor, 
Keats,  Crabbe,  Shelley,  Bunyan,  Cowper  and 
Byron,  while  the  **  Illustrations  of  Idealism" 
drawn  from  sculpture  and  literature,  reveal  his 
trained  aesthetic  perception.  This  volume  is 
the  work  of  a  highly  educated  and  meditative 
mind,  sensitive  to  finesse  and  beauty  of  thought 
and  form ;  a  mind  drawn  to  the  best  things 


and  rejoicing  in  the  exactions  which  beset  their 
attainment ;  a  trained  and  cultivated  rather 
than  an  original  and  creative  mind.  It  is  a 
wholesome  sign  of  the  times  that  sound  work- 
manship has  such  reverence  at  Mr.  Wood- 
berry's  hands,  and  there  is  much  to  encourage 
the  nope  that  he  will  take  the  step  which 
still  lies  between  what  he  has  done  and  the 
most  vital  and  virile  work.  [Houghton,  Mif- 
flin &  Co.,  i2mo,  1 1. 25.] 

Introduction  to  Philosophy^  by  Professor 
George  T.  Ladd,  of  Yale  University,  is  not  an 
elementary  work,  as  its  name  mi^ht  imply, 
but  a  broad  and  comprehensive  review  of  the 
whole  field  of  philosophical  research,  and  is 
intended  for  advanced  students  who  are  al- 
ready somewhat  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  mental  and  moral  science.  It 
views  all  these  branches  from  historical,  ex- 
positor)', and  critical  standpoints,  examines  the 
nature  and  contents  of  each,  and  shows  the 
relations  which  exist  between  the  various 
branches.  The  author's  style  is  marked  for  its 
breadth  of  thought,  and  its  clearness,  concise- 
ness, and  simplicity  in  dealing  with  profound 
and  abstruse  subjects.  Professor  Ladd  is  a 
thorough  master  in  every  department  of  phi- 
losophy and  more  than  a  mere  commentator, 
for  in  the  course  of  his  examination  of  the 
various  branches  and  schools  of  philosophy,  a 
system  of  philosophy  of  his  own  has  been  sug- 
gested and  sketched.  This  gives  additional 
interest  to  a  work  which  occupies  an  important 
and  almost  unique  position  in  philosophical 
literature.

A  distinguished  critic  has  said  that  the 
defect  in  the  Celtic  character  is  the  lack  of  the 
instinct  for  organization,  and  has  endeavored 
to  prove  this  proposition  by  citing  the  history 
of  tne  Irish  and  the  Scottish  highlanders.  The 
latter  especially  have  been  notable  for  loyalty, 
devotion,  imagination,  and  courage,  but  the 
ideal  to  which  all  these  qualities  have  paid 
tribute  has  been  the  family  and  not  the  State, 
the  clan  and  not  the  nation.  Whether  or  not 
this  generalization  be  true  it  goes  far  to  explain 
the  brilliant  unrest  of  Scottish  history,  which 
has  been  rather  a  series  of  striking  and  roman- 
tic episodes  than  a  continuous  development. 
The  Story  of  Scotland  from  the  Earliest 
Times  to  the  Present  Century,  by  James 
Mackintosh,  LL.D.,  is  a  condensed  narrative, 
full  of  impressive  events  and  romantic  interest, 
and  full  also  of  illustrations  of  that  dauntless 
courage  and  unconquerable  fidelity  to  convic- 
tion which  are  a  part  of  the  Scottish  character. 
The  story  has  often  been  told  more  pictu- 
resquely and  vividly,  but  we  doubt  if  it  has  any- 
where been  told  more  concisely  and  accurate- 
ly. The  strife  of  the  clans,  the  evolution  of  a 
rude  and  unstable  monarchy,  the  passions  and 
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antagonisms  of  the  nobles  whose  power  was 
hardly  less  than  that  of  the  Sovereign,  and 
whose  pride  was  often  cheater,  the  long  and 
futile  struggle  against  the  English — all  these 
phases  of  Scottish  history  are  presented  with 
great  clearness.  The  narrative,  although  so 
condensed  that  it  necessarily  misses  somewhat 
of  the  romantic  and  picturesque  light  which 
shines  upon  so  many  incidents  in  Scottish  his- 
tory, is  by  no  means  devoid  of  dramatic  inter- 
est. Dr.  Mackintosh's  book  has  the  admirable 
quality  of  condensing  within  reasonable  com- 
pass a  story  to  which  most  readers  are  unable 
to  devote  prolonged  study.  It  is  well  illus- 
trated.    [Putnam,  1 2mo,  $1.50.] 

Richard  Henry  Stoddard's  rank  as  a  poet 
lends  especial  interest  and  value  to  The  Lion's 
Cub,  with  Other  Verse,  in  which  are  to  be 
found  the  poems  that  he  has  written  in  recent 
years.  The  high  qualities  of  Mr.  Stoddard's 
verse — the  broad  view  of  life  that  it  reflects, 
the  profound  thought  that  it  embodies,  the 
graceful  and  melodious  form  that  it  takes — are 
all  well  known  to  the  lovers  of  poetry.  Those, 
however,  who  are  familiar  with  his  work  will 
be  surprised,  we  think,  in  glancing  over  these 
pages,  to  discover  the  broad  range  of  themes 
which  his  song  covers.  The  reflective,  ly?^, 
legendary,  dramatic,  and  narrative — these  £.  id 
variants  of  them  are  expressions  of  the  poet's 
different  moods,  and  they  indicate  in  a  some- 
what remarkable  way  the  range  of  his  thought 
and  the  breadth  of  his  sympathies.  [Scribner, 
i2mo,  $1.25.] 

Professor  Henry  Morley  is  a  painstaking 
and  indefatigable  student  of  English  literature, 
a  scholar  whose  acquirements  qualify  him  to 
speak  with  authority  on  all  questions  of  literary 
history.  The  great  work  of  his  life  will  un- 
doubtedly be  the  comprehensive  and  ex- 
haustive history  of  our  literature  which  he  is 
now  writing  under  the  title  of  English  Writ' 
ers.  The  fifth  volume,  which  has  just  come 
from  the  press,  discloses  a  mastery  of  the 
entire  period  which  it  treats,  and  surpasses  the 
earlier  volumes  in  interest  and  importance.  It 
is  entirely  devoted  to  Wyclif  and  Chaucer,  and 
its  nearly  three  hundred  pages  are  crowded 
with  facts  which  interpret  and  explain  these 
two  striking  and  significant  figures  in  our 
early  literary  history.  The  story  of  Wyclif  as 
a  teacher  and  reformer  is  told  with  adequate 
fulness,  and  his  characteristics  and  services  as 
a  writer  are  indicated  with  discrimination  and 
E^enerous  appreciation.  Professor  Morley  is  at 
his  best,  however,  in  dealing  with  Chaucer— 
one  of  those  genial  natures  and  wide-reaching, 
sunny  minds  which  appeal  to  every  man  of  im- 
agination and  heart.  The  wide  interest  in 
Cnaucer,  which  has  been  one  of  the  features  of 
recent  literary  study,  has  borne  ample  fruit  in 


a  large  accumulation  of  material,  both  bio- 
graphic and  Hterary,  and  Professor  Morley  has 
availed  himself  of  these  researches  to  present 
a  very  comprehensive  and  detailed  account  of 
the  poet's  mind  and  work.  The  genesis  of 
each  work  is  indicated,  the  foreign  influences 
are  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  historical 
data  necessary  to  an  understanding  of  Chau- 
cer's principal  poems  are  furnished.  No  compi- 
lation of  knowledge  relating  to  Chaucer,  ar- 
ranged and  assimilated  with  sound  judc^ment,  is 
better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  student  than 
that  which  Professor  Morley  furnishes  in  this 
volume.    [Cassell,  i2mo,  $1.25.] 

The  eighth  volume  in  the  Carisbrooke  Library 
consists  of  A  Survey  of  London,  published  in 
1 598  by  John  Stow,  a  patriotic  Londoner,  who, 
born  in  1 525,  lived  through  the  whole  reig^  of 
Elizabeth  and  into  that  of  James  I.,  dying  at 
the  age  of  eighty.  A  tailor  by  trade,  as  Mr. 
Morley  tells  us  in  his  introduction  to  the  book, 
he  early  developed  a  taste  for  historical  and 
antiquarian  research,  and  became  a  collector 
of  old  books,  records  and  manuscripts,  which 
he  used  as  a  basis  for  his  "  Summaiy  of  Eng- 
lish Chronicles."  Of  the  first  edition  of  this 
book  there  is  only  one  copy  existing,  and  that 
is  in  the  British  Museum.  It  was  published  in 
1 56 1,  and  ten  subsequent  editions,  the  last  one 
dated  1604,  were  also  issued  hy  him,  embody- 
ing the  annals  of  Queen  Ehzabeth's  reig^. 
The  success  of  his  venture  led  Stow  to  publish 
in  1 598  this  Survey  of  London,  He  was  the 
one  Londoner  who,  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth, 
made  a  thorough  study  of  his  native  city  and 
described  all  he  knew  of  its  history  and  present 
estate.  About  a  quarter  of  the  book  is  occu- 
pied with  the  record  of  such  facts  as  the 
author  could  gather  regarding  the  customs, 
usages  and  appearance  of  the  city  from  the 
time  of  the  Romans  until  his  own  day.  Then 
he  takes  up  each  ward  and  tells  what  of  inter- 
est is  to  be  found  in  it,  going  into  minute  de- 
tails about  the  origin  of  the  public  buildings, 
the  streets,  the  markets,  etc.,  and  varying  his 
description  occasionally  with  some  bit  of  legen- 
dary history  or  with  some  scrap  of  gossip  that 
he  had  heard  about  this  or  that  place.  The 
whole  is  written  in  the  simplest  and  purest  of 
Elizabethan  English. 

In  striking  contrast  to  this  picture  of  the 
town  of  London,  with  its  incidental  reflection 
of  the  life  of  the  people,  is  the  view  that  one 
gets  in  Benfonsons  Masques,  the  ninth  volume 
in  the  Carisbrooke  Library,  of  the  sort  of  en- 
tertainments that  were  provided  for  the  court 
of  Elizabeth's  successor,  James  I.  Of  the 
masques  there  are  twenty-nine,  and  Mr. 
Morley's  introduction  explains  the  occasions 
which  they  celebrated  and  the  part  which  the 
Queen  and  her  ladies  and  the  King's  courtiers 
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took  in  them.  The  first  of  these  masques  was 
produced  on  Twelfth  Night  in  1605,  and  the 
last  on  Shrove  Tuesday,  in  1630, 

The  tenth  volume  in  the  same  series  is  Ire- 
land Under  Elisabeth  and  James  the  First, 
as  described  by  the  poet  Spenser,  Sir  John 
Davies,  Attorney-General  for  Ireland  under 
James  I.,  and  by  Fynes  Moryson,  Secretary  to 
the  Lord  Deputy  for  Ireland.  Spencer's  re- 
view of  the  State  of  Ireland  is  in  the  form 
cf  a  dialogue,  and  occupies  nearly  half  of 
the  book.     [Routledge,  8vo,  per  vol.,  $1.00.] 

The  eighth  volume  of  the  Henry  Irving 
Shakespeare  brings  to  a  completion  a  work 
which  has  fulfilled  in  every  respect  the  prom- 
ises of  its  projectors.  No  popular  edition 
of  Shakespeare's  plays  with  which  we  are  ac- 
quainted combines  so  many  features  likely  to 
prove  useful  and  valuable  to  the  general  reader. 
The  reading  and  acting  versions,  which  Mr. 
Irving  has  indicated  by  the  use  of  brackets  in 
the  text ;  the  historical,  critical,  and  literary 
introductions  to  each  play  ;  the  copious  explan- 
atory and  critical  notes;  the  maps  and  the 
lists  of  words  used  only  in  each  play;  the 
scores  of  full-page  and  text  illustrations — these 
are  the  results  of  the  labors  of  some  of  the 
foremost  of  English  Shakespearean  scholar^, 
while  Mr.  Irving's  and  the  late  Mr.  Frank 
Marshall's  share  in  the  preparation  of  the  vol- 
umes is  of  especial  value,  because  of  the  fact 
that  until  they  undertook  the  task  there  had 
never  been  an  editor  of  Shakespeare  who  was 
himself  a  playwright  with  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  practical  worlang  of  the  stage.  The  pres- 
ent volume  is  noteworthy  in  that  it  contains 
a  general  introduction  by  Professor  Edward 
Dowden,  one  of  the  best  known  of  Shake- 
sperean  scholars,  who  states  what  is  known  of 
the  poet's  life,  and  discusses  his  plays  at  some 
length.  The  more  famous  portraits  of  Shake- 
speare, with  the  Stratford  bust,  are  reproduced, 
and  the  volume  includes  much  other  interest- 
ing matter.  The  plays  that  form  the  body  of 
the  volume  are  "  Hamlet,"  "  Henry  VIII.," 
and  "  Pericles,"  which  are  followed  by  the 
poems.    [Scribner  and  Welford,  8vo.  $3.00.] 

The  history  of  American  Christianity  was 
the  theme  which  Dr.  S.  D.  McConnell  first 
had  in  mind  to  write,  but  he  decided  that  the 
undertaking  was  too  g^at,  and  the  time 
not  ripe.  We  have,  therefore,  in  its  place  a 
History  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church 
from  the  Planting  of  the  Colonies  to  the 
End  of  the  Civil  War,  With  an  eloquent 
enthusiasm  the  learned  rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
relates  in  a  clear  and  well-ordered  nairative, 
with  moderate  yet  loyal  spirit,  the  history  of  the 
vicissitudes  and  the  struggles  of  his  church 
throughout  the  various  periods  of  American 
history,  its  planting  in  the  colonies,  its  influence 


upon  those  among  whom  it  has  wrought,  its 
growth  and  expansion,  and  the  relation  in  which 
it  has  stood  to  the  great  moral  and  social 
questions  of  our  times.  He  speaks  with  great 
candor  of  the  shortcomings  of  the  Episcopal 
church,  and  fairly  estimates  the  character  of  the 
different  religious  bodies  with  which  it  has 
come  in  contact.  As  a  chapter  in  the  history 
of  American  Christianity  the  book  has  a 
definite  value  for  all  readers,  and  its  learning 
and  attractive  style  render  it  eminently  read- 
able.    [Whittaker,  i2mo,  $2.00.] 

A  little  flexible-covered  book  that  is  at  once 
a  guide  and  a  prettily  illustrated  souvenir  is 
Quaint  London,  by  "  Old  Mortality,"  describ- 
ing a  number  of  relics  of  the  old  city  which 
are  well  worth  looking  up.  The  places  and 
objects  are  of  decided  historical  interest,  but 
they  arc  unknown  to  most  residents  of  as  well 
as  visitors  to  London.  They  include  Gold- 
smith's monument  in  the  Inner  Temple,  St. 
John's  Gate,  Clerkenwell,  Tallow  Chandler's 
Hall,  the  "Old  Bell,"  an  inn  in  Holbom, 
Barnard's  Inn,  also  in  Holbom,  and  Staple 
Inn  Hall,  High  Holbom,  the  Charterhouse 
immortalized  by  Thackeray,  York  House  and 
its  Water  Gate,  the  London  Stone,  and  the 
old  houses  in  Drury  Lane,  one  of  them  built 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. — these  are  some 
of  the  places  and  sights  that  are  described  in 
a  page  or  two  each  by  the  author.  [Scribner 
&  Welford,  square  i2mo,  50  cents.] 

Francis  C.  Sessions,  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
President  of  the  Ohio  Historical  and  Archaeo- 
logical Society,  has  been  travelling  extensively 
of  late,  and,  like  so  many  others,  has  made 
books  out  of  his  observations  and  experiences. 
Two  of  these.  From  Yellowstone  Park  to 
Alaska  and  From  the  Land  of  the  Midnight 
Sun  to  the  Volga,  are  just  published.  Mr. 
Sessions  has  put  down  a  g^at  many  facts  of 
interest  respecting  the  peoples  and  countries 
he  has  seen,  and  has  combined  them  with 
commonplace  observations  that  add  little 
or  nothing  to  the  value  of  his  record  of 
travel.  The  publishers  have  made  two  hand- 
some volumes,  clearly  printed  on  excellent 
paper  and  neatly  bound  in  cloth.  They  are 
illustrated  with  a  number  of  half-tone-plates. 
[Welch,  Fracker  Co.,  each  i2mo,  $1.50.] 

Some  very  unusual  verse  is  to  be  found  in  a 
daintily  dressed  volume  entitled  A  Little 
Brother  of  the  Rich,  and  Other  Verses,  by 
Edward  San  ford  Martin.  They  are  not  all 
vers  de  sociiti.  Some  of  them  have  a  more 
serious  motive,  and  Mr.  Martin  is  as  success- 
ful in  being  grave  without  affectation  as  in 
being  gay  without  frivolity.  There  are  various 
parodies  in  which  the  feeling  for  burlesque  is 
agreeably  kept  within  the  limits  of  decorum* 
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thoueh  the  poet's  talent  for  literary  boujfe  of 
a  high  order  is  unmistakable.  A  quaint  flavor 
pervades  the  volume  and  unifies  a  great  variety 
and  wide  range  of  topics  and  treatment.  Tech- 
nically the  "  verses'  are  not  only  impeccable 
but  extremely  felicitous,  and  many  conceits 
are  so  clever  in  themselves  and  so  cleverly  ex- 
pressed that  they  are  sure  to  remain  in  the 
memory  of  the  appreciative  reader.  There 
are  some  fifty  poems,  and  besides  the  title 
poem,  "  A  Mortifying  Subject."  "  Revulsion." 
and  ••  Throwing  Stones"  may  be  signalized  as 
examples  of  the  author's  happiest  vein.  [Scrib-

RECENT  FICTION. 

Encouraged  no  doubt  by  the  popular  success 
of  "  The  Master  of  the  Magicians,"  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ward  have  made  another  Biblical  story 
or  incident  the  theme  of  a  romance.  Come 
Forth  deals  with  one  of  the  most  striking 
episodes  in  the  New  Testament ;  it  reaches  its 
Climax  in  the  astounding  scene  at  the  grave  of 
Lazarus.  The  man  to  whom  the  incommuni- 
cable experience  of  resurrection  had  come  is 
the  hero  of  this  romance,  in  which  Mary  and 
Martha  are  leading  figures.  The  authors  of 
this  story  were  certainly  courageous  when  they 
selected  these  ancient  and  familiar  characters, 
this  ancient  and  marvellous  story,  for  modern 
treatment,  and  the  judgment  of  their  work  will 
depend  largely  on  the  feeling  of  the  individual 
reader.  It  must  be  conceded,  however,  even 
by  those  who  shrink  from  this  effort  to  realize 
to  the  imagination  these  far-off  and  sacred 
persons,  that  the  work  has  been  done  with  en- 
tire reverence.

CHAUCER'S  CHARACTER    AND  WRITINGS. 

The  genius  of  Geoffrey  Chaucer  is  not  to  be 
likened  to  a  lone-star  glittering  down  on  us 
through  a  rift  in  surrounding  darkness,  or  to  a 
spring  day  in  the  midst  of  winter,  that  blossoms 
and  fades,  leaving  us  to  wait  long  for  its  next 
fellow.  He  had  in  his  own  time  for  brother 
writers  Wyclif,  Langland,  Gower,  some  of  the 
worthiest  men  of  our  race,  and  the  light  of  the 
English  mind  was  not  quenched  when  he  died. 
Nor  is  it  natural  in  any  way  whatever  to  think 
of  Chaucer  as  an  isolated  man.  No  English  poet 
equal  to  him  bad  preceded  him,  or  lived  in  his 
own  day.  Only  one  writer  since  his  time  has 
risen  to  his  level,  and  he  rose  yet  higher.  But 
much  of  Chaucer's  strength  came  of  a  genial 
spirit  of  companionship.  It  was  his  good  will 
to  humanity,  and  his  true  sense  of  his  own  part 
in  it,  that  gave  him  his  clear  insight  into  life. 
In  him  the  simple  sturdiness  of  the  dutiful  God- 
seeking  Anglo-Saxon  is  blended  intimately  with 
the  social  joyousness  of  wit. 

Chaucer  worked  to  the  same  end  as  Langland 
and  Gower;  not  less  religiously,  though  with 
much  less  despair  over  the  evils  that  he  saw. 
He  does  not  see  far  who  despairs  of  any  part  of 
God's  creation.  Having  the  sympathetic  insight 
that  is  inseparable  from  genius  at  its  best,  and 
entering  more  deeply  than  his  neighbor  poets 
into  characters  of  men,  Chaucer  could  deal  with 
them  all  good-humoredly  ;  for  he  had  the  toler- 
ance that  must  needs  come  of  a  large  view  of 
life,  exact  in  its  simplicity.  Of  Chauter's  there 
is  not  a  thought  colored  by  prejudice  or  passion. 
He  paints,  in  his  chief  work,  character  in  all  its 
variety,  without  once  giving  us,  under  some 
other  name,  a  covert  reproduction  of  himself. 
When  he  attacks  hypocrisy  that  trades  upon  re- 
ligion, and  in  so  doing  strips  vice  of  its  cloak, 
the  sharpest  note  of  his  scorn  has  in  it  a  rich 
quality  of  human  kindliness.  In  perception  of 
the  ridiculous  he  is  beforehand  with  the  most 
fastidious  of  his  countrymen,  and  with  his  own 
native  instinct  he  knows  where  an  Englishman 
would  turn  with  laughter  or  displeasure  from 


words  or  thoughts  that  might  seem  good  to  any 
other  people.  Earnest  as  he  was— -disposed  at 
times  even  to  direct  religious  teaching— Chaucer 
was  quick  to  see  the  brighter  side  of  life,  and  ready 
to  enjoy  it  in  the  flesh.  When  he  was  rich  he 
seems  to  have  delighted  freely  and  naturally  in 
whatever  good  things  wealth  would  bring  him  ; 
and  when  stripped  of  substance  he  set  up  no  mean 
wailing  of  distress,  but  quietly  consoling  himself 
with  a  keener  relish  of  the  wealth  that  was  within 
him,  he  dined  worse  and  wrote  his  *'  Canterbury 
Tales."- /'ri;«  *' English  IVHters,"  Vol.  V,,  by 
Henry  Morley. 

browning's  strength  and  weakness. 

To  come  to  the  question  which  cannot  be 
honestly  set  aside,  although  it  is  no  longer 
profitable  to  discuss  it,  Browning  has  not  cared 
for  that  poetic  form  which  bestows  perennial 
charm,  or  else  he  was  incapable  of  it.  He  fails 
in  beauty,  in  concentration  of  interest,  in  econ- 
omy of  language,  in  selection  of  the  best  from 
the  common  treasure  of  experience.  In  those 
works  where  he  has  been  most  indifferent,  as  in 
the  •*  Red  Cotton  Night-Cap  Countrj',"  he  has 
been  merely  whimsical  and  dull  ;  in  those  works 
where  the  genius  be  possessed  is  most  felt,  as  in 
"Saul."  *'A  Toccata  of  Galuppi's,"  '*  Rabbi 
Ben  Ezra."  "The  Flight  of  the  Duchess," 
**The  Bishop  Orders  his  Tomb  in  St.  Praxed's 
Church,"  *'Herv6  Riel,"  **  Cavalier  Tunes," 
**  Time's  Revenges,"  and  many  more, he  achieves 
beauty  or  nobility  or  fitness  of  phrase  such  as 
only  a  poet  is  capable  of. 

It  is  m  these  last  pieces  and  their  like  that  his 
fame  lies  for  the  future.  It  was  his  lot  to  be 
strong  as  the  thinker,  the  moralist  with  ''the  ac- 
complishment of  verse,"  the  scholar  interested 
to  rebuild  the  past  of  experience,  the  teacher 
with  an  explicit  dogma  to  enforce  in  an  intellec- 
tual form  with  examples  from  life,  the  anatomist 
of  human  passions,  instincts,  and  impulses  in 
all  their  gamut,  the  commentator  on  his  own 
age  ;  he  was  weak  as  the  artist,  and  indulged, 
often  unnecessarily  and  by  choice,  in  the  repul- 
sive form — in  the  awkward,  the  obscure,  the 
ugly.  He  belongs  with  Jonson,  with  Dryden, 
with  the  heirs  of  the  masculine  intellect,  the  men 
of  power  not  unvisited  by  grace,  but  in  whom 
mind  is  predominant.  Upon  the  work  of  such 
poets  time  hesitates,  conscious  of  their  mental 
greatness,  but  also  of  their  imperfect  art,  their 
heterogeneous  matter  ;  at  last  the  good  is  sifted 
from  that  whence  worth  has  departed. — From

tween seventy  and  eighty  children  had  been 
found  in  one  tenement.

taken,  numbered  89,  a  total  of  180  for  two  tene- 
ments !  Or  when  a  midnight  inspection  in  Mul- 
berry Street  unearths  150  "  lodgers"  sleeping  on 
filthy  floors  in  two  buildings.  Spite  of  brown- 
stone  trimmings,  plate-glass,  and  mosaic  vesti- 
bule floors,  the  water  does  not  rise  in  summer  to 
the  second  story,  while  the  beer  flows  unchecked 
to  the  all-night  picnics  on  the  roof.  The  saloon 
with  the  side-door  and  the  landlord  divide  the 
prosperity  of  the  place  between  them,  and  the 
tenant,  in  sullen  submission,  foots  the  bills. 

Where  are  the  tenements  of  to-day?  Say 
rather,  where  are  they  not?  In  fifty  years  they 
have  crept  up  from  the  Fourth  Ward  slums  and 
the  Five  Points  the  whole  length  of  the  island, 
and  have  polluted  the  Annexed  District  to  the 
Westchester  line.  Crowding  all  the  lower  wards, 
wherever  business  leaves  a  foot  of  ground  un- 
claimed ;  strung  along  both  rivers,  like  ball  and 
chain  tied  to  the  foot  of  every  street,  and  filling 
up  Harlem  with  their  restless,  pent-up  multi- 
tudes, they  hold  within  their  clutch  the  wealth 
and  business  of  New  York,  hold  them  at  their 
mercy  in  the  day  of  mob-rule  and  wrath.  The 
bullet  proof  shutters,  the  stacks  of  hand-gre- 
nades, and  the  Gatling  guns  of  the  sub-Treasury 
are  tacit  admissions  of  the  fact  and  of  the  quality 
of  the  mercy  expected.  The  tenements  to-day 
are  New  York,  harboring  three-fourths  of  its 
population.  When  another  generation  shall 
have  doubled  the  census  of  our  city,  and  to  that 
vast  army  or  workers,  held  captive  by  poverty, 
the  very  name  of  home  shall  be  as  a  bitter 
mockery,  what  will  the  harvest  be? — From

5HE  life  of  Sir  Edwin 
Arnold  has  not  been 
of  the  kind  that  lends 
itself  to  biographical 
purposes,  more  than 
half  of  it  having  been 
spent  in  the  busy  ob- 
scurity which  is  the 
portion  of  most  writ- 
ers whom  fate  condemns  to  the  daily  per- 
formance of  the  exacting  tasks  that  attach 
to  metropolitan  journalism.  Born  on  June 
loth,  in  the  year  1832,  he  received  his  edu- 
cation at  the  King's  School,  Rochester,  and 
King's  College,  London,  and  was  elected  to  a 
scholarship  at  University  College,  Oxford, 
where  in  his  twenty-first  year  he  took  the  New- 
digate  Prize  for  a  poem  on  "The  Feast  of 
Belshazzar,"  which  may  be  found  (if  any  one 
cares  to  find  it)  with  other  immature  verse  in 
his  first  volume,  "  Poems,  Narrative  and  Lyri- 
cal," published  in  the  following  year.  Gradu- 
ating with  honors  in  1854,  he  was  elected 
Second  Master  in  the  English  Division  of  King 
Edward  the  Sixth's  School,  Birmingham,  and 
was  subsequently  appointed  Principal  of  the 
Government  Sanskrit  College,  Poona,  in  the 
Madras  Presidency,  and  Fellow  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Bombay.  The  first-fruits  of  his  Indian 
residence  was  a  translation  of  The  '*  Euterpe" 
of  Herodotus,  and  an  edition  of  '*  The  Hitopa- 
desa,"  with  vocabulary  in  Sanskrit,  Murathi. 
and  English.  He  also  published  at  a  later 
period  a  translation  of  this  last  work,  under  the 
title  of  "  The  Book  of  Good  Counsels,"  and  a 
volume  on  "  Education  in  India."     Returning 


to  England  in  1861,  he  joined  the  editorial  staff 
of  the  London  Daily  Telegraphy  for  the  owners 
of  which  he  arranged  the  first  expedition  of 
Mr.  George  Smith  to  Assyria,  and,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  owner  of  the  New  York  Herald, 
the  expedition  of  Mr.  Henry  M.  Stanley  to  com- 
plete the  discoveries  of  Dr.  Livingstone. 

The  poetic  career  of  Sir  Edwin  may  be  said 
to  have  begun  in  1874  with  a  translation  of  the 
"  Hero  and  Leander"  of  the  pseudo  Musaeus, 
which  was  followed  in  the  next  year  by  "  The 
Indian  Song  of  Songs,"  a  fluent  paraphrase 
from  the  Sanskrit  of  the  "  Gita  Govinda." 
and,  five  years  later,  by  *'  The  Light  of  Asia." 
In  1 881  he  published  "  Indian  Poetry/'  in  1883 
"Pearls  of  the  Faith,"  in  1885  "The  Song 
Celestial,"  and  subsequently  "  The  Secret  of 
Death,"  "  Lotus  and  Jewel,"  and  "With  Sa'di 
in  the  Garden."  In  1876  he  received  from  the 
Sultan  the  Second  Class  of  the  Imperial  Order 
of  the  Medjidie ;  in  1877  he  was  named  a  Com- 
panion of  the  Star  of  India,  and  at  a  later 
period  the  King  of  Siam  decorated  him  with 
the  Order  of  the  White  Elephant. 

Sir  Edwin  Arnold  belongs  to  a  class  of  poets 
who  succeed  from  time  to  time  in  obtaining 
popularity  among  the  many  rather  than  reputa- 
tion among  the  few.  He  has  been  before  the 
world  as  a  writer  of  verse  for  thirty-seven 
years,  during  which  time  he  has  published 
eight  or  ten  volumes,  in  which  intellectual  ac- 
tivity has  been  more  apparent  than  poetic  talent. 
One  of  the  chief  differences  between  his  verse 
and  that  of  most  of  his  contemporaries  is  that, 
while  there  is  occasionally  more  matter  in 
his  than  in  theirs,   there  is  less  art.      Indif- 
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ferent  to,  if  not  averse  from,  the  exercise  of 
critical  or  technical  skill,  he  is  impressed  by 
the  obvious  qualities  of  the  task  he  has  in 
hand,  and  is  satisfied  when  he  has  repre- 
sented these  qualities  in  such  language  as 
he  happens  to  have  at  the  moment.  A 
classical  scholar,  by  virtue  of  his  early  edu- 
cation, and  familiar  in  the  course  of  his  studies 
with  certain  Oriental  languages,  he  has  no 
mastery  of  his  mother  tongue — no  vocab- 
ulary except  that  in  daily  use,  and  no  choice 
therein.  That  some  words  are  better  for 
poetical  purposes  than  other  words  which  are 
commonly  supposed  to  designate  the  same 
things,  that  there  are  lights  and  shades  of 
meaning  in  the  one  and  not  the  other,  hints 
and  suggestions  of  intention,  secrets  of  melody 
and  harmony,  seems  not  to  have  occurred  to 
him.  His  method  is  as  simple  and  direct  as 
that  of  Scott  or  Byron,  but  he  has  never  at- 
tained the  animated  and  picturesque  move- 
ment of  the  first,  nor  the  fiery  force  and  im- 
passioned eloquence  of  the  last,  though  he  fre- 
quently falls  below  both  in  the  carelessness  of 
his  metres,  and  the  badness  of  his  rhymes. 
His  verse  would  have  passed  muster  more 
easily  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  century  than 
it  does  now  in  the  last,  for  if  the  incessant 
practice  of  verse  in  the  interval  between  them 
has  added  no  great  work  to  the  body  of  Eng- 
lish poetrv',  it  has  assuredly  added  examples  of 
more  perfect  workmanship  than  it  possessed 
before,  and  was  possible  before,  and  thereby 
translated  the  artisan  into  the  artist.  He  is 
not  a  poetical  artist,  and,  consequently,  while 
the  standard  of  excellence  remains  what  it  is, 
he  is  not  a  poet  for  poets.  He  is  a  popular 
poet,  however,  though  he  cannot  be  considered 
the  poet  of  the  people — not,  at  any  rate,  in  the 
sense  that  Mr.  Tupper,  Dr.  Charles  Mackay, 
and  Miss  Eliza  Cook  were  4n  England,  and  Dr. 
Holland  and  Mr.  Will  Carleton  are  here.  He  is 
the  poet  of  a  class,  a  limited  class,  perhaps,  as 
compared  with  the  public  which  these  writers 
reached,  and  in  a  limited  domain — the  domain 
of  Oriental  theology  and  mytholog}',  the  cloud- 
land  of  legend,  speculation,  ethics,  wherein  he 
reposes  on  the  latest  west-east  divan.  Other  of 
his  countrymen  had  adventured  thither  before 
him ;  for  since  Sir  William  Jones,  a  hundred  or 


more  years  ago,  stole  timidly  and  cautiously  into 
the  terra  incognita  of  Sanskrit  literature,  the 
narrow  path  has  become  a  broad  and  beaten 
road,  into  which  Wilkins.  Colebrooke,  Wilson, 
Milman,  Eastwick,  and  scores  besides  have 
rushed  with  more  or  less  temerity  : 

*'  Battendo  tali  versa  V aurea  /ronde.^* 

Wilkins,  for  example,  translated  **  The  Hito- 
padesa"  some  seventy  or  eighty  years  before 
Sir  Edwin,  and,  tracking  the  footsteps  of  Sir 
William  Jones,  who  seems  to  have  been  the 
first  to  discover  the  exquisite  charm  of  Kali- 
dasa's  '*  Sacontala,"  Wilson  translated,  in  three 
solid  volumes,  the  masterpieces  of  the  Hindu 
Drama.  Byron's  "  Giaour"  and  **  Bride  of 
Abydos"  turned  the  direction  of  English  narra- 
tive verse  toward  the  Levant,  of  which  he 
knew  something,  and,  taking  advantage  of  the 
current,  Moore  followed  in  **  Lalla  Rookh," 
which  was  to  Persia,  about  which  he  knew 
nothing,  what  the  opera  is  to  actual  life. 
Eastern  stories  in  verse  were  as  plentiful  as 
metrical  romances  after  the  success  of  "  The 
Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel"  and  "  Marmion." 
There  was  a  knack  in  the  thing  which  was 
readily  caught ;  but  there  was  more  than  a 
knack,  there  was  scholarship  in  Milman's 
versions  from  the  "  Mahabarata"  (1835),  and 
song  of  a  high  order  in  Trench's  "  Poems  from 
Eastern  Sources"  (1842),  Lord  Houghton's 
"  Palm  Leaves"  (1844) ;  in  Emerson's  recen- 
sions from  Hatiz  (1846),  notably  the  ghazelU 
beginning  "  Of  Paradise,  O  hermit  wise,"  and 
in  Leigh  Hunt's  **  Abou  Ben  Adhem,"  *'  Giaf- 
far,"  "  The  Inevitable,"  and  *'  The  Trumpets  of 
Doolkamein." 

What  with  these  poems  from  eastern  sources, 
the  best  of  which  are  by  Hunt  and  Trench, 
and  what  with  Matthew  Arnold's  **  Sick  King 
of  Bokhara"  and  his  incomparable  "  Sohrab 
and  Rustum,"  wherein  we  have  the  noblest 
and  most  pathetic  episode  of  Firdousi's 
"  Shah  Nameh,"  the  substance  of  which 
was  done  into  English  prose  by  Atkinson  in 
1832,  the  ground  of  Eastern  thought  and  emo- 
tion was  ready  for  whatever  seed  of  poetry  Sir 
Edwin  had  to  sow  therein.  One  corner  of  this 
ground,  which  lay  along  and  within  the 
shadowland  of  allegory,  and  which  had  not 
hitherto  been  cultivated,  or  had  been  cultivated

chiefly  by  philologists,  who  were  more  inter- 
ested in  Oriental  languages  than  Oriental  liter- 
atures, attracted  him  in  the  beginning  as  it 
would  not  have  attracted  a  poet  pure  and  sim- 
ple, and  he  proceeded  to  plough  and  harrow 
it  laboriously.  What  his  author,  Jayadeva, 
sought  to  accomplish  in  the  '*  Gita  Govinda" 
he  has  told  us,  in  the  words  of  Lassen,  in  his 
preface  to  "  The  Indian  Song  of  Songs,"  and 
in  so  doing  has  shown  us  the  unpromising 
nature  of  his  original,  which  may  possibly  be 
poetical  to  the  mystical  Hindu  mind,  but  can 
never  be  so  to  the  practical  Saxon  mind.  At 
any  rate,  he  has  failed  to  make  it  so,  for  read 
as  a  poem  or  an  allegory,  the  "  Gita  Govinda" 
is  not  a  happy  performance. 

Finishing  his  apprenticeship  by  his  transla- 
tion of  "  The  Indian  Song  of  Songs,"  and  faith- 
fully enough,  as  he  comprehended  it.  Sir 
Edwin  was  his  own  master  when  he  wrote 
•*  The  Light  of  Asia,"  where,  fettered  by  no 
duty  to  the  text  of  another,  and  bound  only  by 
what  he  preferred  to  select  from  Sanskrit 
writers  as  representative  of  the  life  and  teach- 
ing of  Gautama,  he  was  free  to  do  what  he 


would.  The  world  was  ready  for  **  The 
Light  of  Asia"  when  it  appeared.  It  might 
not  have  been  ready  for  it  twenty  years  before, 
and  it  may  outgrow  it  before  another  twenty 
years  is  past.  Meantime,  Sir  Edwin  occupies 
a  place  among  the  poets  of  England,  and 
deservedly  so,  for  admitting  the  obvious  faults 
of  its  careless  and  hasty  writing,  and  granting 
Buddhism  as  popularly  interpreted,  particu- 
larly in  New  England,  to  be  as  great  a  fad 
as  the  Faith  Cure,  *'  The  Light  of  Asia' '  is  a 
production  that  will  preserve  the  name  of  its 
author. 

Sir  Edwin's  new  poem,  *'  The  Light  of  the 
World,"  is  what  might  be  expected  from  the 
nature  of  his  studies,  and  the  ethical  cast 
of  his  sympathies.  It  contains  the  poetical 
qualities  that  distinguished  **  The  Light  of 
Asia ;"  is  rapid  in  its  movement,  picturesque 
in  its  treatment,  reverent  in  intention,  and  is 
likely  to  interest  a  larger  class  of  readers  than 
he  has  ever  had  before — an  emotional  class, 
which,  admiring  rather  than  criticising,  will 
give  him  a  high  place  among  sacred  English 
poets. 
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I  N  the  last  three  years  the  sub- 
scription list  of  The  Book 
Bl'YER  has  doubled.  This 
gratifying  evidence  of  the  pop-

ENGLISH  NOTES. 

London,  November  i,  1890. 

HERE  is  no  doubt  whatever 
that  the  vigorous  discussion 
that  has  recently  been  going  on 
with  regard  to  authors  and 
publishers  will  do  a  consider- 
able amount  of  good.  There 
has  been  not  a  little  impressive  language  on  both 
sides,  which  will  probably  lead  to  matters  being 
put  on  a  proper  footing.  Many  seem  to  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  a  bargain  is  a  bargain, 
and  if  authors,  in  their  anxiety  to  appear  in 
print,  make  a  bad  bargain  it  is  their  own  fault. 
If  the  same  laws  that  govern  other  commercial 
transactions  were  applied  to  th'e  sales  of  books 
and  copyrights  things  would  be  more  satis- 
factor)'.  The  first  thing  that  an  author  should 
do  would  be  to  go  to  a  respectable  publisher- 
he  must  make  sure  on  this  point  to  begin  with  ; 
having  done  so,  he  must  have  his  agreement 
clearly  drawn  out.  This  agreement  being  ap- 
proved and  signed,  he  knows  exactly  how  mat- 
ters stand ;  but  however  successful  his  volume 
may  be  it  will  be  utterly  unreasonable  of  him 
to  expect  anything  in  excess  of  that  provided 
for  in  the  contract. 

Dining  in  the  best  of  good  company  at 
Brooks's  Club,  in  St.  James's  Street,  the  other 
evening,  I  wondered  why  the  history  of  the 
club  had  never  been  written.  The  whole  place, 
with  its  dark  mahogany  doors  and  fittings,  its 
soft  carpets,  its  noiseless  waiters,  its  massive  sil- 
ver soup  plates,  is  brimming  with  associations  of 
the  past.  The  house  is  haunted  with  the  spirits 
of  Horace  Walpole,  David  Hume,  Gibbon, 
Sheridan,  Burke,  Selvvyn,  and,  above  all,  by 
that  of  Charles  James  Fox.  I  was  shown  the 
card-table  at  which  Fox  used  to  play,  and  the 
old  betting-book  of  the  club,  which  is  full  of 
the  most  extraordinary  bets  and  wagers  upon 
the  most  extraordinary  subjects.  The  history 
of  clubs  has  never  yet  been  properly  done.  Of 
course  the  modern  mushroom-club  has  no  his- 
tory-, but  places  like  Brooks's,  established  more 
than  a  century  and  a  quarter  ago,  White's  in 
1698,  Boodle's  in  1762,  and  others  would  form 
a  most  interesting  volume.  Each  article  should 
be  written  by  a  member  of  the  club,  having  full 
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access  to  all  the  documents  and  curiosities  of 
the  place.  It  is  no  use  having  this  kind  of  thing 
done  by  a  casual  visitor.  Such  a  history,  well 
illustrated  with  old  and  modem  views  of  the 
club-houses,  would  constitute  a  volume  of  great 
interest  and  historical  value. 

Among  the  quaint  bits  of  old  London  about 
to  be  swept  away  is  that  of  the  house  of  Sir 
Paul  Pindar,  in  Bishopsgate  Street.  Fortunately 
it  will  not  be  converted  into  a  rubbish  heap. 
It  has  been  acquired  by  the  Great  Eastern 
Railway  Company,  who,  I  believe,  intend  to  pre- 
sent it  to  the  South  Kensington  Museum.  Its 
original  owner,  who  died  in  1650,  was  a  mer- 
chant of  considerable  note  in  his  day,  and  sub- 
scribed most  liberally  to  the  restoration  of  old 
St.  Paul's.  There  is  a  monument  to  his  mem- 
ory in  the  Church  of  St.  Botolph,  hard  by.  The 
building — which  has  for  many  years  been  a 
tavern,  *'  Sir  Paul  Pindar's  Head — is  only  a  por- 
tion of  the  original  house,  which,  I  take  it, 
must  have  been  a  mansion  of  considerable 
size,  standing  in  its  own  grounds.  The  front 
is  the  best  part  of  it  now  left ;  it  is  a  picturesque 
specimen  of  the  architecture  of  the  period.  The 
interior  has  suffered  from  alteration  and  mod- 
ernization, and,  I  am  told,  some  fine  chimney 
pieces  and  ornate  ceilings  have  disappeared 
Avithin  the  memory  of  men  still  living.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  the  old  house  will  be  properly  cared 
for  at  South  Kensington.  If  so,  they  may  be 
the  recipients  of  similar  gifts,  and  it  might  lead 
to  the  erection  of  an  old  London,  composed  of 
real  old  London  houses.  This,  if  properly  or- 
ganized, would  not  only  presence  to  us  many 
fine  specimens  of  ancient  domestic  architecture, 
but  would  probably  prove  to  be  a  paying  spec- 
ulation. 

It  is  with  great  regret  I  chronicle  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  Henry  White,  the  Chaplain  of  the 
Savoy.  He  was  well  known  in  all  literary,  ar- 
tistic, and  dramatic  circles,  and  he  was  also 
well  known  among  the  poor  of  London,  where 
he  was  indefatigable  in  his  anxiety  for  their 
welfare.  He  was  a  tremendously  hard  worker, 
but,  I  should  say,  never  of  a  very  robust  consti- 
tution. I  often  used  to  meet  him  in  all  parts  of 
London.  He  was  ubiquitous.  One  day  you 
met  him  in  some  slum  of  the  city  on  a  work 
of  charity,  another  time  in  a  fashionable  quar- 


ter, where  he  had  been  making  a  call  with  a 
view  to  the  promotion  of  some  good  work. 
Always  energetic,  ever  hard  working,  but 
always  a  spare  moment  for  pleasant  speech 
and  kindly  word.  The  last  time  I  met  him 
was  in  Portland  Place,  not  many  weeks  before 
his  death,  and  I  was  struck  with  his  careworn 
appearance ;  but  he  said  he  was  ver>'  well,  and 
appeared  to  be  in  excellent  spirits. 

Mr.  Joseph  Pennell's  new  book,  "  From  Char- 
ing Cross  to  St.  Paul's,"  should  prove  ver}-  pop- 
ular. I  had  the  pleasure  of  riding  on  an  omni- 
bus with  the  artist  along  the  route  he  has  illus- 
trated at  the  time  the  volume  was  first  planned. 
We  subsequently  ascended  St.  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral, and  had  a  good  view  of  the  city  from  the 
stone  gallery.  Since  that  time  I  have  been 
privileged  to  inspect  the  whole  of  the  drawings 
which  were  the  result  of  our  omnibus  ride,  and 
they  appear  to  me  to  be  about  the  best  things 
Mr.  Pennell  has  yet  accomplished.  They  form 
a  life-like  picture  of  the  Strand  and  Fleet  Street, 
a  truthful  reflection  of  the  London  of  to-day. 
As  I  happen  to  know,  and  have  known  for 
many  years,  every  inch  of  the  ground  Mr. 
Pennell  has  depicted,  i  am  a  critic  somewhat 
difficult  to  please.  But  all  I  can  say  is,  if  the 
drawings  are  well  reproduced,  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  a  more  accurate  and  life-like 
picture  of  the  busy  thoroughfare  which  the 
artist  has  so  successfully  studied.  He  has  re- 
produced the  life  and  bustle  of  our  streets,  and 
his  pictures  are  replete  with  the  absolute  Lon- 
don tone,  which  so  many  artists  fail  to  acquire. 

Rare  editions  of  Dickens  or  Thackeray,  let- 
ters and  relics  of  either  continue  to  be  much 
sought  after.  A  very  complete  copy  of  **  Pick- 
wick" in  two  volumes  will  shortly  be  offered 
for  sale.  This  contains  all  the  wrappers  and 
advertisements  and  the  plates  in  their  various 
stages.  In  addition  to  the  usual  forty-three 
plates,  there  are  no  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  additional  ones.  It  is  said  no 
less  than  ten  good  copies  of  '*  Pickwick"  have 
been  sacrificed  to  achieve  this  unique  example 
of  the  ever  popular  work.  A  man-ellous  col- 
lection of  sketches  and  unpublished  verses  and 
schoolboy  songs  by  Thackeray  will  be  dispersed 
at  Sotheby's  before  these  lines  appear.  There 
is  Thackeray's  Greek  lexicon  full  of  caricatures 
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and  rhymes.  All  these  were  the  property  of 
his  old  friend  and  schoolfellow,  Mr.  J.  F.  Boyes. 
There  are  holiday  songs,  poems  concerning  life 
at  the  Charterhouse,  and  countless  drawings 


in  pen  and  pencil.  At  the  same  time  will  be 
sold  a  sketch  book  of  Dante  Rossetti's,  con- 
taining many  studies  and  sketches  and  some 
unpublished  verses.  /.  Ashby-Sierry.

VER  a  hundred 
years  ago — born  in 
April,  as  Shake- 
speare was,  and 
dying  in  April,  as  Shakespeare  died — a  new 
poet  opened  anointed  eyes  upon  the  world, 
and  saw  that  it  was  good ;  and  some  years 
later  told  his  friend,  Charles  Lamb,  that  he 
■could  **  write  as  well  as  Shakespeare  if  he 
had  the  mind  to."  When  you  read  his  son- 
nets you  almost  think  he  ''had  the  mind 
to."  Nowhere,  except  in  a  ver}'  few  of  Mil- 
ton's, in  a  very  few  of  Shakespeare's,  does 
that  crystallization  of  thought,  the  sonnet, 
carry  such  largeness  and  illumination  as  in 
Wordsworth's  sonnets,  and  it  is  a  delight  to 
find  these  in  the  fair,  large  type  and  generous 
margin  with  which  we  love  to  dress  the  fancies 
that  are  dear  to  us,  and  which  they  have  in  the

volume  illustrated  by  Alfred  Parsons,  and  just 
issued  by  the  Harpers. 

Turning  the  lovely  leaves  of  this  volume, 
with  their  sylvan  scenes  and  now  and  then  a 
page  of  epic  grandeur,  one  is  reminded  that  if 
•*  Wordsworth  sometimes  puts  the  trumpet  to 
his  lips,  yet  he  lays  it  aside  soon  and  willingly 
for  his  appropriate  instrument,  the  pastoral 
reed.  And  it  is  not  one  that  grew  by  any 
vulgar  stream,  but  that  which  Apollo  breathed 
through,  tending  the  flocks  of  Admetus — that 
which  Pan  endowed  with  every  melody  of  the 
visible  universe — the  same  in  which  the  soul 
of  the  despairing  nymph  took  refuge  and 
gifted  with  her  dual  nature ;  so  that  ever  and 
anon,  amid  the  notes  of  human  joy  or  sorrow, 
there  comes  suddenly  a  deeper  and  almost 
awful  tone,  thrilling  us  into  dim  consciousness 
of  a  forgotten  divinity."  ' 

It  takes  a  poet  to  translate  a  poet,  it  is  said. 
But  it  also  takes  a  poet  to  illustrate  a  poet 
after  the  fashion  in  which  Mr.  Parsons  has 
filled  every  page  with  notes  of  the  same  clear 
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insight  into  nature  as  that  with  which  Words- 
worth revolutionized  the  world  of  song.  The 
result  is  a  book  that  brings  us  very  close  to 
Wordsworth  himself  in  its  transcript  of  the 
imaginingfs  where  he  dwelt  and  the  real  scenes 
among  which  he  moved.  Here,  for  many 
pages,  we  are  in  the  dales  that  Wordsworth 
trod,  muttering  his  lines  the  while,  Ennerdale, 
AVastdale,  Borrowdale.  and  Donnerdale,  and 
all  the  rest.  Here  is  the  River  Duddon  in  its 
changeful  aspects  ;  here  the  silver  Isis ;  here 
Grasmere  Lake  reflects  the  stars;  here  are 
the  Rydalian  Laurels,  the  daffodils,  the  mighty 
branchage  of  the  oak,  the  cowslip-bank  and 
willow-tree.     Here  we  see  how 

*•  Skiddaw  shrouds 
His  double  front  among  Atlantic  clouds, 
And   pours    forth    streams    more    sweet    than 
Castaly." 

Here  another  design  shows  us  how 

**  Bees  that  soar  for  bloom 
High  as  the  highest  Peak  of  Furness  Fells 
Will  murmur  by  the  hour  in  foxglove-bells." 

In  one  place  we  may  imagine  that  we  look 
at  the  very  scene  which  first  resolved  Words- 
worth to  be  a  poet,  when  the  boy  was  but 
thirteen  years  old.  And  this  may  be  no  other 
than  the  precipice  where  Dorothy  Words- 
worth, bewildered  in  the  fog,  stayed  her  steps 
and  waited  innocently  for  hours  on  the  edge 
of  death.  On  another  page  is  the  likeness 
possibly  of  her  concerning  whom  Nature  said, 

*•  She  shall  be  mine,  and  I  will  make 
A  Lady  of  my  own. 
«  «  «  «  « 

And  beauty  born  of  murmuring  sound 
Shall  pass  into  her  face." 

It  is  the  daily  out-door  life  of  Wordsworth, 
in  fact,  that  these  pictured  pages  give  us,  as 
the  accompanying  sonnets  give  us  his  interior 
life ;  the  life,  too,  of  the  dalesmen  with  their 
flocks,  of  the  cottagers  with  their  bees,  of  the 
mountain  shepherd  who,  when  others  heed 
not,  hears  the  South 

•'  Make  subterraneous  music,  like  the  noise 
Of  bag-pipers  on  distant  Highland  Hills." 

And  it  is  all  enlarged  by  the  wandering  of  the 
poet's  fancy  back  to  the  banks  of  the  Meuse, 
to  Aix-la-Chapelle,  to  Venice,  to  Westminster 
Bridge,  to  Ayr. 


Some  of  these  illustrations  arc  exceedingly 
quaint  and  simple;  and  then,  again,  there  is 
such  loftiness  and  lustre  of  mountain  skies  and 
horizons  on  certain  other  pages,  that  as  we 
look  we  seem  to  be  in  the  heart  of  that  hill- 
countr)'  of  immortal  echoes,  where 

"The  Rock,  like   something  starting   from    a 

sleep. 
Took  up  the  lady's  voice,  and  laughed  again  ; 
That  ancient  woman,  seated  on  Helm-crag, 
Was  ready  with  her  cavern,  Hammar-scar, 
And  the  tall  steep  of  Silver-how  sent  forth 
A  noise  of  laughter  ;  southern  Loughrigg  heard. 
And  Fairfield  answered  with  a  mountain  tone  ; 
Helvellyn  far  into  the  clear  blue  sky 
Carried  the  lady's  voice, — old  Skiddaw  blew 
His  speaking-trumpet ;  back  out  of  the  clouds 
Of  Glaramara  southward  came  the  voice  ; 
And  Kirkstone  tossed  it  from  his  misty  head." 

Ruskin,  who  somewhere  says  it  is  Words- 
worth who  illustrates  Turner,  says  also  of 
Turner  that  **  he  paints  in  color,  but  he  thinks 
in  light  and  shade."  Surely  the  artist  here 
thought  in  light  and  shade  over  the  luminosity 
of  sea  and  shore  in  "  The  holy  time  is  quiet  as 
a  nun,"  over  the  river  "diaphanous,  because 
it  travels  slowly,"  over  the  page  given  to  Twi- 
light, **  Ancient  Power  !"  over  the  splendor  on 
the  tide  beneath  the  cliffs,  where  the  sea  "  bares 
her  bosom  to  the  moon,"  and  over  the  terrible 
and  alluring  majesty  of  the  "  Shepherd  look- 
ing eastward."  And  although  Ruskin  declares 
that  beyond  the  power  of  expressing  trans- 
parency or  opacity  by  more  or  less  openness 
of  line,  color  is  not  to  be  given  by  the  engrav- 
er, one  doubts  the  dogma  when  examining 
such  a  piece  of  work  as  that  on  the  seventeenth 
page  of  this  book,  where  the  very  bloom  is  on 
the  rye ;  or  that  of  the  cottage  under  **  its  own 
sky,"  where  it  does  not  need  the  opening  con- 
volvulus to  tell  us  the  hour,  while  ever)'thing 
glows  and  sparkles  and  trembles  with  the  dew 
of  the  morning ;  or  of  the  heavenly  peace  and 
perfectness  given  the  scene  interpreting  that 
sonnet  to  sleep  which  rivals  Spenser's  great 
verse. 

It  is  grateful  to  the  lover  of  all  these  lines 
to  see  their  thought  set  forth  either  in  the 
actual  scene  of  its  birth  or  in  the  imagination 
of  a  kindred  spirit.  Remembering  that  Words- 
worth, as  Browning  did,  had  his  first  and  best 
audience  in  America,  and  that  the  publisher  of 
the  •'  Lyrical  Ballads,"  in  selling  his  copjnights. 
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reckoned  the  value  of  that  copyright  at  zero,  the  singer  of  deep  secrets  sits  alone,— a  peak 

the  publication  of  this  sumptuous  volume  is  veiled  sometimes  from  the  whole  morning  ofa 

doubly  delightful,  and  serves  to   show   how  generation  by  earth-born  mists  and  smoke  of 

true  it  is  that  the  poet's  place  was  one  '*  where  kitchen  fires,  only  to  glow  the  more  conscious- 
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ly  at  sunset,  and  after  nightfall  to  crown  itself 
with  imperishable  stars."  We  close  the  book 
lingeringly,  and  with  a  feeling  that  we  come 


from  some  solemn  morning  ser\'ice  where  the 
rites  were  full  of  the  sw^eet  and  awful  mystery 
of  creative  beauty.

THE    CURIOSITIES    OF   JANE    EYRE. 


BY   LAURENCE   HUTTON. 


IN  the  first  place,  she  was  known 
to  Mr.  Rochester  and  to  Cur- 
rer  Bell  herself,  as  she  is 
known  in  England  to-day,  as 
Jane  Azr,  not  as  Jane  Ire  ;  and 
in  the  second  place  she  is  not 
autobiographical,  Mr.  Birrell  to  the  contrary, 
notwithstanding.  Charlotte  BrontS,  under 
similar  circumstances,  might  have  done  what 
Jane  Eyre  did  ;  but  Charlotte  Bronte  never  was 
placed  in  similar  circumstances,  and  Charlotte 
Bronte  was  not  Jane  Eyre.  She  told  her  sisters 
once  that  they  were  wrong — even  morally 
wrong— in  making  all  of  their  heroines  beauti- 
ful, as  a  matter  of  course.  They  thought  that 
the  central  female  figure  in  a  novel  must  be 
divinely  fair  to  be  acceptable  to  the  reading 
world.  Her  answer  was,  "  I  will  prove  to  you 
that  you  are  mistaken.  I  will  show  you  a 
heroine  as  plain  and  as  small  as  I  am,  who 
shall  be  as  interesting  as  any  of  your  own 
magnificent  creatures."  And  thus  was  Jane 
Eyre  conceived.  "  But,"  said  Charlotte,  in  re- 
peating the  story  some  years  afterward,  "  she 
is  not  myself,  any  further  than  that." 

Charlotte   Bronte,   according    to   Charlotte 
Bronte,  was    "  stunted  ;"    one  of  her  school-

mates  remembers  her  as  looking  like  a  little 
old  woman  in  very  old-fashioned  clothes,  so 
short-sighted  that  she  always  appeared  to  be 
seeking  something;  she  had  peculiar  eyes, 
large  and  well  shaped  and  reddish  brown  in 
color;  but  her  mouth  was  crooked,  her  nose 
was  large,  and  the  rest  of  her  face  was  plain 
and  ill  set.  Jane  Eyre  in  her  childhood  was 
described  as  "  a  little  toad,"  and  the  figure 
she  saw  in  the  mirror  the  evening  she  arrived 
at  Thornfield  was  very  small,  the  face  pale, 
and  the  features  irregular  and  marked.  The 
ugly  governess,  nevertheless,  became  a  power 
in  England  from  that  night ;  she  made  homely 
girls  fashionable,  in  fiction  at  all  events,  for 
many  years ;  and  she  is  the  mother  of  all  the 
ill-favored  heroines  who  have  come  after  her, 
from  Little  Dorrit  to  Jo,  the  least  attractive,  in 
a  physical  way,  of  Miss  Alcott's  Little  Wom- 
en. 

It  is  difficult,  even  in  these  days  of  Anna 
Karenina  and  of  Robert  Elsmere,  to  under- 
stand the  sensation  created  by  Jane  Eyre 
when  she  first  appeared,  over  forty  years 
ago.  She  was  read  and  re-read,  discussed  and 
dissected,  anatomized  and  anathematized,  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  as  no  ideal  woman 
has  been  treated  before  or  since ;  and  she 
achieved  at  once  a  triumphant  notoriety  which 
has  never  been  equalled  in  simple  fiction.  It 
is  interesting  to  read  now  of  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed then  concerning  her  by  the  men  and 
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women  among  her  con- 
temporaries, who  as  fathers 
and  mothers  of  established 
heroines  of  their  own,  were 
qualified  to  judge  of  her 
character.  The  creator  of 
Maggie  TuUiver  wrote  to 
Charles  Bray  in  1848  :  •*  All 
self-sacrifice  is  good;  but 
one  would  like  it  to  be  in 
a  somewhat  nobler  cause, 
than  that  of  a  diabolical 
law  which  chains  a  man 
soul  and  body  to  a  putre- 
fying carcase.  However, 
the  book  ts  interesting; 
only  I  wish  the  characters 
would  talk  a  little  less  like 
the  heroes  and  heroines  of 
police  reports."  "  How 
well  I  remember,"  said 
the  architect  of  Mrs.  Raw- 
don  Crawley,  on  the  other 
hand,  "  the  delight  and 
wonder  and  pleasure  with 
which  I  read  Jane  Eyre, 
sent  to  me  by  a  writer 
whose  name  and  sex  were 
then  alike  unknown  to  me ; 
and  how,  with  my  own 
work  pressing  upon  me,  I 
could  not,  having  taken 
the  volumes  up,  lay  them 
down  till  they  were  read 
through." 

The    second    edition   of 
Jane  Eyre   was   dedicated 
to  the  author  of   "  Vanity 
Fair,"  which   appeared 
about  the  same  time.     Thackeray  had  a  strong 
affection  for  Miss  Bronte,  and  the  queerest  of 
the  many  queer  things  said  and  written  about 
the  latter  s  famous  novel  was  an  often  printed 
assertion  that  Becky  Sharp  and  Jane  Eyre  were 
merely  portraits  of  the  same  person  by  different 
hands ;  that  the  original  of  Jane  Eyre,  out- 
raged at  the  presentation  of   her  person  and 
character   by  Mr.  Thackeray,  had  taken  her 
subtle  revenge  in  portraying  Thackeray  as  the 
Rochester  of  her  own  story !

Of  the  numberless  concurrent  but  anony- 
mous reviews  of  Jane  Eyre  there  is  no  space 
to  speak  here.  They  were  rarely  just,  and 
they  were  often  cruel.  Mr.  T.  Wemyss  Reed, 
Mr.  Swinburne,  Mr.  Augustine  Birrell,  and 
other  writers  have,  in  later  years,  constituted 
themselves  her  champions,  and  sometimes 
they  have  hurt  her  cause  by  the  extravagance 
of  their  partisanship.  She  has  outlived  cen- 
sure, and  she  needs  no  praise.  Time  has 
granted  her  a  patent  of  nobility.     To  those

who  remember  her  in  her  youth  she  has  lost 
none  of  her  charms.  Those  who  now  meet 
her  for  the  first  time  in  her  matronly  maturity 
will  find  much  to  admire  in  her  and  verj'  little 


to  reprehend.  And  in  the  rich  and  attractive 
robes  in  which  Messrs.  Thomas  Y.  Crowell  &

ICRIPTURE  lands  have  been 
thoroughly  explored  by  men 
of  various  periods,  and  more 
varied  light  has  been  thrown 
upon  them,  perhaps,  than  up- 
on any  other  lands,  ancient  or 
modern.  Dr.  Robinson  has  brought  to  bear 
upon  ancient  tradition  a  keen  obser\alion  and 
analytical  intellect,  and  has  established  con- 
clusions respecting  probable  sites  of  sacred 
events  in  Palestine,  which  subsequent  explor- 
ers have  done  much  to  confirm  and  little  to 
correct.  Dean  Stanley  has  woven  sacred 
geography  and  sacred  history  together  so  as 
at  once  to  make  localities  truly  sacred  and 
history  genuinely  varied  and  picturesque.  Dr. 
Palmer  has  followed  the  Children  of  Israel  al- 
most step  by  step  in  their  wanderings  in  the 
Wilderness,  and  has  demonstrated,  as  far  as 
demonstration  is  possible,  that  the  Biblical 
narrative  of  the  Exodus  is  historical,  not 
mythical,  a  narrative  derived  in  its  essential 
parts  from  eye-witnesses,  if  not  itself  the  work

of  an  eye-witness.  Dr.  Thomson  has  carried 
his  readers  into  the  Holy  Land  of  to-day,  and 
by  his  vivid  description  of  its  life,  its  manners, 
its  customs,  which  repeat  those  of  eighteen 
centuries  and  more  ago,  has  thrown  light  on 
some  things  that  were  obscure  and  imparted  a 
realism  to  much  that  seemed  romantic  and 
unreal  in  the  Scripture  narratives.  Yet  these 
and  their  predecessors  in  the  field  which  Mr. 
Wilson  has  entered  have  not  precluded  him 
from  treating  the  theme  in  a  somewhat  differ- 
ent spirit  and  from  a  different  point  of  view. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  an  expert  photographer.  He 
has  carried  his  camera  with  him,  and  repro- 
duced in  black  and  white  the  scenes  of  Scrip- 
ture lands.  If  we  say  that  Dr.  Robinson's 
work  is  scholarly,  Stanley's  historical,  Palmer's 
topographical,  and  Thomson's  biographical, 
we  may  best  differentiate  Mr.  Wilson's  work 
from  that  of  his  predecessors  by  saying  of  it 
that  it  is  pictorial.  He  does  not  discuss  de- 
bated questions  in  either  history  or  topography. 
But  he  gives  the  reader  a  view  of  the  localities 
which  previous  students  and  explorers  or  tra- 
ditions trustworthy  or  otherwise  have  identi- 
fied. His  pen  seems  to  have  caught  some- 
thing of  the  spirit  of  his  art,  and  to  be  almost 
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as  photographic  ia  its  realistic  portraiture  as 
his  camera.  Take  for  illustration  this  little 
cabinet  picture  of  a  night  bivouac  : 

The  Bedouin  attendants  had  arranged  their 
camels  on  the  ground  in  semicircular  groups. 
Against  the  inward-turned  haunches  of  the  beasts 
our  camp  luggage  was  placed  for  protection 
from  marauders.  In  the  centre  of  each  semi- 
circle a  fire  of  brush  and  twigs  had  been  kindled. 
Around  these  fires  the  more  idle  of  the  swarthy 
fellows  squatted,  and  toasted  their  bare  shins 
while  they  spun  their  wondrous  tales  and  waited 
for  their  evening  meal  of  barley  cakes  to  bake 
in  the  hot  ashes.     A  few  of  the  more  industrious 


pounded  bieans  in  stone  mortars  for  camel  fod- 
der. This  weird  night-scene  was  made  to  look 
all  the  more  picturesque  by  the  red  glare  caught 
upon  the  faces  of  the  Arabs,  and  by  the  twink- 
ling high  lights  which  played  from  one  awkward, 
protruding  camel-joint  to  another. 

Or  take  this  equally  graphic  picture  of  a 
unique  study  in  geography  under  the  guidance 
of  a  Bedouin  sheik,  who  is  planning  the  journey 
through  the  desert  for  Mr.  Wilson  and  his 
company :

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scene  followed — the  discussion  of  the  journey  to 
be  taken.  With  his  fingers  Mousa  drew  upon 
the  sand  a  map  of  the  pear-shaped  Sinai  penin- 
sular. A  depression  at  the  right  was  the  Red 
Sea.  A  similar  one  on  the  left  served  for  the 
Gulf  of  Akabah.  An  English  walnut  served  to 
mark  the  locality  of  Mount  Sinai,  and  the  oases 
were  indicated  by  chicken-bones.  An  egg-shell 
served  for  Akabah  and  an  orange-peel  stood  for

Petra,  while  bits  of  stones  served  to  show  where 
tribes  of  Bedouins  were  probably  encamped. 
Winding  lines  were  drawn  in  the  sand  to  repre- 
sent the  wadies  which  led  from  one  place  to 
the  other,  the  sand  which  rose  at  each  side  of 
the  royal  finger  serving  to  mark  the  chains  of 
mountains  over  which  we  must  travel.  Then 
the  whole  map,  thus  laid  out,  was  discussed,  and 
the  chances  of  escape  from  unfriendly  tribes 
were  considered. 

These  smaller  pictures  must  serve  to  illus- 
trate the  author's  power  of  pen-and-ink  draw- 
ing, which  is  quite  as  characteristically  exhib- 
ited in  the  larger  and  more  important  pictures 
which  he  furnishes,  such,  for  example,  as  that 


of  the  finding  of  the  body  of  Rameses  II.,  too 
long  to  transfer  to  our  pages. 

The  artist  is  not  a  critic.  He  is  more  attract- 
ed by  pictorial  effects  or  poetic  influences  than 
by  hard  questions.  When,  for  instance,  he 
says  (p.  30)  :  '•  Before  night  we  came  to  the 
rock  stricken  by  Moses,  as  recorded  in  Exodus 
17:6  and  referred  to  so  graphi- 
cally in  Numbers  20:  7-1 1,"  and 
describes  it  with  particularity  as 
an  isolated  rock  twenty  feet  wide 
by  twelve  feet  high,  with  a  deep 
cut  running  down  its  side,  "  the 
mark  of  Moses's  rod  whence 
flowed  the  waters  of  Meribah  and 
Massah,"  we  are  not  quite  sure 
whether  to  take  him  seriously  or 
not.  Probably  there  is  not  in  fact 
anything  more  to  identify  this  par- 
ticular rock  with  the  one  which 
Moses  struck  than  there  is  to  iden- 
tify the  cavern  which  Dr.  J.  P. 
Newman  supposes  to  be  the  den 
of  lions  into  which  Daniel  was  cast, 
or  for  that  matter  the  grave  of 
Adam  over  which  Mark  Twain 
shed  some  reverential  tears. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  not,   however,   to 
j    be  regarded  as  seriously  vouching 
i    for  this    monkish    tradition.      He 
simply  portrays  what  he  sees,  and 
neither  sanctions  nor  questions  the 
traditional     identification.       "  The 
traveller,"  he  says,  "  who  endeavors 
to  work  out  the  topography  of  the 
Hebrew  migration   from  Eg^pt  to 
the   Promised  Land  finds   himself 
engaged  in  disentangling  a  very  puzzling  skein. 
He  must  accept  tradition  and  follow  what  has 
been,  in  a  measure,  satisfactorily  disentangled 
for  us."     The  reader  must  accept  his  book  in 
that  spirit ;  if  he  desires  to  trace  the  process  of 
disentangling,  or  even  to  reach  the  latest  and 
best  results  of  that  process,  he  will  look  else- 
where than  to  this  volume.     But  he  who,  with- 
out leaving  his  own  home,  wishes  to  make  the 
journey  across  the  desert,  or  to  visit  the  Holy 
Land,  taking,  as  the  ordinary  tourist  must  do, 
the  traditions  for  what  they  are  worth,  neither 
believing  nor  disbelieving  them,  but  looking 
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on  the  sites  pointed  out  to  him  as  those  which 
tradition  has  hit  upon — sometimes  with  reason 
and  sometimes  without — cannot  easily  find  a 


better  guide  than  Mr.  Wilson,  or  better  pic- 
tures than  those  which  Mr.  Wilson's  camera 
and  pen  afford.

the  Indian,  the  policeman,  the  jolly  tar,  and  all 
the  other  frisky  little  chaps,  not  forgetting  the 
inevitable  dude,  with  his  big  cane  and  eyeglass. 
Here  in  this  new  book  we  have  them  all, 
entering  with  an  earnest  and  comic  zeal  into 
new  phases  of  the  life  of  to-day.     They  have 
not  yet  endeavored  to  find  the  North  Pole,  nor 
have  they  tried  to  revise  the  tariff  laws,  but 
we  should  not  be  at  all  surprised  should  they 
make  efforts  in   those  directions.     They  are 
very  generous  little  fellows,  these  Brownies, 
and,  true  to   their   tradi- 
tions, they  take  delight  in 
doing  for  us  what  we  do 
not   seem    able  to  do  for 
ourselves.

In  whatever  prank  they  engage,  the  Brown- 
ies are  always  impelled  by  good  intentions. 
They  get  into  all  manner  of  scrapes,  and  things 

often  turn  out  in 
a  way  they  could 
not  have  expect- 
ed ;  for  example, 
the  dip  into  the 
falls  of  Niagara, 
the  bursting  of 
the  cannon  at 
their  celebration, 
and  the  mishaps 
on  the  back  of 
the  whale.  But  they  never  set  out  to  do  harm 
or  make  mischief,  and,  if  possible,  they  put 
everything  light  at  the  scenes  of  their  revels 
before  they  go  home  at  cock-crow.

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THE  HOLIDAY  HIAWATHA. 

BY  HAMILTON   W.  MABIE. 

IT  is  now  thirty-five  years  since  **  The  Song  of  Hiawatha"  was 
published,  "  The  Golden  Legend  "  and  "  Evangeline"  having 
preceded  it,  one  by  four  and  the  other  by  eight  years.  The  sensi- 
tive imagination  of  Longfellow,  which  had  felt  so  keenly  the  spiritual 
beauty  of  Hartmann  von  Aue's  epic  and  the  pathetic  Acadian  tale, 
could  not  be  indifferent  to  the  Indian  legends,  so  rich  in  poetic  and 
ethnic  interest  and  yet  so  largely  ignored  by  American  writers. 
Longfellow's  interest  in  these  remains  of  the  earliest  thought  on 
this  continent  antedated  by  many  years  the  writing  of  "  Hiawatha." 
The  poem  was  new  both  in  matter  and  in  form  to  the  constituency 
of  readers  who  had  learned  to  look  to  him  for  tender  and  beautiful 
sentiment  in  lines  of  familiar  cadence  rather  than  for  excursions 
into  new  fields  and  experiments  with  unusual  metres ;  for  Long- 
fellow was,  first  anj  always,  an  interpreter  of  thought  already  his- 
toric and  of  beauty  already  revealed.  No  man  has  done  more 
to  put  his  countrymen  in  possession  of  the  ripeness  and  complete- 
ness of  Old  World  civilization  ;  with  an  unfailing  instinct  for  what- 
ever was  poetic  and  ideal,  he  enriched  the  thought  and  imagination 
of  the  New  World  by  bringing  it  into  contact  with  the  poetry 
and  art  and  life  of  an  older  order.  His  ripe  culture  and  his  keenly 
sympathetic  mind  made  him  an  interpreter  of  the  world  that  had 
been  to  the  world  that  was  to  be. 

In  Schoolcraft's  voluminous  work,  "  three  huge  quartos,  ill-di- 
gested, and  without  any  index,"  he  found  vast  stores  of  the  material 
out  of  which  epic  and  legendary  verse  is  made.  The  form  in 
which  "  Hiawatha"  was  cast  was  new  to  Longfellow's  readers,  but 
not  to  the  poet  or  to  those  who  shared  his  literary  scholarship.  On 
the  fifth  day  of  June,  1854,  he  wrote  in  his  journal:  "  I  am  reading 
with  great  delight  the  Finnish  epic  *  Kalevala.'  It  is  charming." 
And  on  the  twenty-second  of  the  same  month  he  added  :  "  I  have  at 
length  hit  upon  a  plan  for  a  poem  on  the  American  Indians,  which 
seems  to  me  to  be  the  right  one,  and  the  only.  It  is  to  weave  to- 
gether their  beautiful  traditions  into  a  whole.  I  have  hit  upon  a 
measure,  too,  which  I  think   the  right  and  only  one  for  such  a

theme."  The  familiar  experience  of  clarification  of  ideas  by 
contact  with  a  great  and  luminous  work  evidently  came  to  the 
poet  in  reading  the  "  Kalevala."  The  new  Indian  epic  took  naturally 
the  form  and  metre  of  the  ancient  epic  of  Finland — one  of  those 
singing  epics,  if  the  phrase  is  permissible,  which  come  out  of  the 
heart  of  a  race  as  a  song  from  the  throat  of  a  bird.  How  closely 
akin  the  modern  poem  is  to  its  ancient  model  may  be  seen  by  a 
quotation  taken  at  random  from  the  "  Kalevala"  : 

"  I  have  slain  old  Wainamoinen, 
Slain  the  son  of  Kalevala, 
That  he  now  may  plough  the  ocean. 
That  he  now  may  sweep  the  waters, 
On  the  billows  rock  and  slumber. 
I  n  the  salt-sea  plunged  he  headlong, 
In  the  deep  sank  the  magician, 
Sidewise  turned  he  to  the  sea-shore, 
On  his  back  to  rock  forever, 
Thus  the  boundless  sea  to  travel. 
Thus  to  ride  the  rolling  billows." 

Whatever  Longfellow  received  from  others  he  made  completely 
his  own  by  the  fresh  and  beautiful  sentiment  in  which  he  steeped 
it.  "  Hiawatha"  received  an  almost  tumultuous  greeting;  many 
welcomed  it  as  disclosing  a  new  range  of  feeling,  some  derided  it  be- 
cause of  its  unfamiliar  form,  and  others  paid  it  the  tribute  of  parody. 
Dr.  Holmes  has  given  us  the  physiological  explanation  of  the  case 
with  which  the  eight-syllable  trochaic  metre  of  the  "  Kalevala"  and 
of  "  Hiawatha"  lends  itself  to  parody ;  "  the  recital  of  each  line 
uses  up  the  air  of  one  natural  expiration,  so  that  we  read,  as  we 
naturally  do,  eighteen  or  twenty  lines  in  a  minute,  without  disturb- 
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ing  the  normal  rhythm  of  breathing.  .  .  .  The  poet  has  shown  a 
subtle  sense  of  the  requirements  of  his  simple  story  of  a  primitive 
race  in  choosing  the  most  fluid  of  measures  .  .  .  such  as 
oral  tradition  would  be  sure  to  find  on  the  lips  of  the  story-tellers 
of  the  wigwam."  "  Hiawatha"  has  the  characteristics  of  a  legend 
growing  like  a  wild  flower  out  of  a  rich,  uncultivated  soil.  If  it 
lacks  something  of  the  unconscious  naivete  of  a  genuine  popular 
epic,  it  does  not  fail  to  convey  the  impression  of  a  simple,  primitive, 
and  deeply  poetic  interpretation  of  life. 

"  Hiawatha"  has  received  in  this  new  edition  a  setting  which 
appeals  not  only  to  the  eye,  but  to  the  imagination,  and  which  has, 
therefore,  what  is  so  rare  in  illustrated  books,  an  organic  relation 
to  the  poem  itself.  Mr.  Remington's  studies  of  Indian  life  have 
approached  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  scientific  investigation. 
The  full-page  sepia  drawings  are  vigorous  and  realistic  to  a  degree 
which  reveals  the  courage  of  an  artist  who  is  not  afraid  to  let  life 
speak  for  itself.  They  bring  before  us  not  the  Indian  of  romance, 
but  the  Indian  in  what  may  be  called  the  typical  aspects  of  his  life  and 
character:  actuality  interpreted  by  the  imagination,  with  entire 
fidelity  to  truth.  Admirable  also  are  the  pen-drawings  of  belts, 
arrows,  pipes,  spears,  jars,  targets,  and  other  implements  and  orna- 
ments which  everywhere  break  the  margin  of  the  text  and  serve  as 
a  highly  suggestive  running  commentary  on  the  poem.  The 
volume  is  bound  in  russet-colored  buckskin,  and  in  printing  and  all 
other  appointments  is  quite  on  the  highest  level  of  Riverside  Press 
work. 
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BOOKS   OF   THE   CHRISTMAS    SEASON.

]HE  Christmas  harvest  of  books 
this  year  is  nearly  as  great  and 
as  varied  as  that  of  the  holi- 
day season  of  last  year.  As 
usual,  probably  the  intending 
buyer  will  meet  with  the  cus- 
tomary embarrassment  of  riches  among  the 
stores  of  those  volumes  reckoned  as  distinc- 
tively Christmas  books  ;  but  he  may  be  less  dis- 
mayed by  the  solid  front  of  new  books  of  abiding 
interest  and  value,  lately  issued  from  a  prolific 
press.  There  are  not  many  books  this  year  of 
the  permanent  worth  of  Theodore  Sedgwick 
Fay's  *'  Three  Germanys,"  Colonel  Church's 
biography  of  John  Ericsson,  or  Henry  Adams's 
new  volumes  of  American  history.  But  in  the 
matter  of  gift-books,  lighter  fiction,  and  reprints 
of  old  favorites,  the  market  has  not  been  neg- 
lected. 

One  notable  feature  of  this  year's  book-har- 
vest is  the  latest  development  of  the  annual,  or 
books  of  days  and  seasons.  It  is  a  long  step 
from  the  "Young  Ladies*  Annual"  and  "Friend- 
ship's Offering"  of  the  old  times  to  the  artistic 
and  sumptuous  folios  of  to-day.  Will  the  dil- 
ettanti of  thirty  years  hence  look  on  these 
offerings  of  ours  with  the  same  mild  amusement 
with  which  we  regard  the  annuals  of  1830?  It 
seems  hardly  possible  that  art  can  go  much 


further  than  in  this  beautiful  folio,  "Time's 
Footsteps,"  published  by  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Co., 
for  example.  It  is  a  record  of  red-letter  days, 
days  made  memorable  by  rare  pleasures ;  and 
these  delightfully  illuminated  pages  are  ar- 
ranged for  the  recording  of  special  holidays, 
visits  of  dear  friends,  choice  bits  of  music  heard, 
books  read,  and  other  pleasures  of  the  fleeting 
months.  The  artistic  printing,  like  so  much 
that  is  new  this  year,  comes  from  Nuremberg. 
"  The  King's  Highway,"  with  texts  and  poeti- 
cal selections  for  every  day  in  the  month,  richly 
set  and  adorned,  is  from  the  same  house  and 
the  same  Bavarian  printers.  The  same  is 
true  of  "Year  In,  Year  Out,"  another  of  the 
dainty  books  of  days  put  forth  by  this  house. 
A  novelty  in  the  same  field  of  art  is  "  Sea 
Chimes,"  six  charming  etchings,  with  appro- 
priate poetical  selections,  bound  in  navy  blue 
and  tied  with  a  silken  cable;  published  by 
the  Frederick  A.  Stokes  Co.  Oscar  Fay 
Adams,  in  "  The  Poet's  Year"  (D.  Lothrop 
Co.)  has  also  achieved  a  notable  success.  He 
has  compiled  a  poet's  calendar  for  all  the  year 
round  from  the  works  of  the  poets  who  have 
lived  nearest  to  Nature's  heart  —Tennyson, 
Longfellow,  William  Morris,  Browning,  and 
others  of  the  singing  brotherhood ;  and  these 
selections  are  profusely  and  beautifully  illus' 
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trated.  The  same  firm  put  forth  in  "  Out  of 
Doors  with  Tennyson"  a  less  elaborate  work, 
but  a  more  delicately  illustrated  book  ;  it  is  a 
work  of  art,  the  pencil  accompanying  the  poet 
through  the  leafy  glades  and  by  the  talking 
brook  made  memorable  by  Tennyson's  genius. 
^  Here  are  Tennyson's  best  poems  of  out-of-door 
inspiration.  "  Golden  Links,"  from  E.  P.  Dut- 
ton  &  Co.,  is  a  birthday  book  pure  and  simple, 
prettily  illuminated,  and  printed  in  Nuremberg. 
Susan  Coolidge's  year-book,  "  The  Day's  Mes- 
sage," is  a  handy  volume  of  scriptural  prose 
and  poetical  selections  from  the  masters,  a 
goodly  companion  for  the  coming  years,  pub- 
lished by  Roberts  Brothers. 

One  of  the  most  superb  of  this  season's  gift- 
books  is  "  The  Golden  Treasury  of  Art  and 
Song,"  a  collection  of  pretty  little  bits  of  verse, 
edited  and  arranged  by  Robert  E.  Mack  and 
illustrated  by  R.  A.  Bell,  and  printed  in  Nu- 
remberg.    This  lovely  folio  comes  from  E.  P. 
Dutton  &  Co.,  and  its  pictures  have  all  the 
delicacy  and  brilliancy  of  water-color  drawings. 
**  A  Pathway  of  Flowers,"  from  the  same  house, 
is  an  autograph  book,  printed  in  colors  so  soft 
and  rare  as  to  deceive  "  even  the  very  elect"  into 
the  notion  that  its  pages  are  "  hand-painted,"  as 
the  uninitiated  sometimes  have  it.    This  house 
also    publishes

don," the  letter-

Both  of  these  books  are  from  the  Nuremberg 
press,  and  are  published  in  this  country  by  E. 


P.  Dutton  &  Co.  *'  Health  Guyed"  is  an  amus- 
ing skit  with  pen  and  pencil,  by  Frank  P.  W. 
Bellew,  published  by  the  Frederick  A.  Stokes 
Co. ;  and  from  the  same  house  comes  a  de- 
lightfully satiric  trifle  translated  from  the  Ger- 
man by  Blanche  Willis  Howard,  '*  The  Hum- 
ming-Top,"  an  elaborate  joke  in  covers. 

Of  the  books  of  the  year  on  art,  none  will  ex- 
cel, undoubtedly,  this  second  edition  of  Professor 
W.  H.  Goodyear's  "  History  of  Art,"  published 
by  A.  S.  Barnes  &  Co.     It  is  an  altogether  ad- 
mirable work,  and  the  reviewer  can  confidently 
commend  it  to  the  amateur  who  desires  to  learn 
a  little  something  about  the  art  of  every  land, 
to  the  tourist  who  proposes  to  study  art  in  its 
own  dwelling-places,  and  to  the  teacher  who 
seeks  a  trustworthy  text-book.      In    its   way, 
this  handsome  volume  is  unique.    "  The  Good 
Things  of  Life"  is  published  by  the  Frederick 
A.  Stokes  Co.,  and,  as  heretofore,  the  good 
things  are  too  few  to  satisfy  the  pleased  excur- 
sionist through  these  pages.     They  are  many, 
but  they  might  be  more,  though  not  better. 
*•  The  Grand  Army  Picture-Book,"  from  George 
Routledge  &  Sons,  though  by  no  means  an  art 
work,  is  full  of  entertainment  and  instruction 
for  the  young  folks,  and  in  '*  Great  Cities  of  the 
World,"  edited  by  Elbridge  S.  Brooks  and  pub- 
lished by  the  D.

Gilbert  White,  John  Burroughs,  Henry  D. 
Thoreau,  and  the  rest  of  the  goodly  company 
who  have  written  in  the  same  vein  and  have 
observed  in  the  same  fields.  All  of  them  im- 
press one  with  the  charm  of  leisureliness  in 
their  mode  of  living  and  thinking;  all  have  the 
same  indefinable  g^ce  of  manner  with  which 
they  approach  the  secluded  haunts  of  Mother 
Nature.  But  none  of  these  comes  any  nearer 
a  universal  familiarity  with  animated  nature 
than  Mr.  Knight.  The  number  of  topics  that 
engage  his  attention  and  the  easy  terms  of  his 
acquaintanceship  with  all  may  well  confound  the 
average  reader.  These  two  books  are  deli- 
cious and  gracious  reading.  They  gratify  while 
they  refine. 

Two  books  from  Eugene  Field,  who  is  some- 
times known  as  "  the  Chicago  humorist,"  are 
notable  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the 
year.  "  A  Little  Book  of  Western  Verse"  and 
"  A  Little  Book  of  Profitable  Tales"  are  in 
themselves  of  sufficient  merit  for  a  foundation 


of  a  very  considerable  reputation ;  and  the  pub- 
lishers, Charles  Scribner's  Sons,  have  clothed 
the  two  volumes  in  a  garb  that  is  as  dainty  as 
the  thought  of  the  writer.  There  is  something 
more  than  wit  and  humor  in  these  verses,  so 
delicate  in  their  fancy  and  so  refined  in  feel- 
ing. Here  and  there,  as  in  "  Casey's  Table 
d'H6te"  or  "Professor  Vere  de  Blaw,"  the 
humor  is  less  fine  in  fibre,  but  actual  coarse- 
ness is  never  found  in  any  of  these  delicious 
bits  of  true  Western  humor.  The  songs  of 
Christmas  breathe  a  genuine  Christmas  feel- 
ing, and  the  archaic  verses,  like  "  Chrystmasse 
of  Olde"  and  the  "  Mediaeval  Eventide  Song," 
are  good  examples  of  an  antique  style,  the 
secret  of  which  can  be  seized  only  by  a  careful 
student.  Mr.  Field's  versatility  is  something 
remarkable.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  from 
the  same  pen  came  the  delightful  and  delicate 
"  In  the  Firelight"  and  "  The  Little  Peach," 
so  familiar  to  all  theatre-goers  who  have  heard 
that  ridiculous  burlesque.   The  little  tales  pos- 
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From  **  Sunimerland  * 
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Copyright,  1890,  Lee  &.  Shepard. 
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sess  the  same  quality  of  refinement ;  their 
pathos  is  true  and  fine,  never  mawkish.  It 
may  be  truly  said  of  them  that  their  literary 
style  is  elevated  and  their  sentiment  as  uner- 
ring and  as  tender  as  any  of  Charles  Lamb's 
little  essays.  It  is  never  gracious  to  remind 
one  author  of  another's  work  ;  but  no  reader 
of  Elia  will  fail  to  recognize  here,  now  and 
again,  the  subtle  touch  that  recalls  **  Dream 
Children"  and  kindred  classics.  Something 
of  the  same  elusive  charm  resides  in  Louise 
Chandler  Moulton's  "Stories  Told  at  Twi- 
light," published  by  Roberts  Brothers.  All 
these  slender  tales,  slight  though  they  are  in 
stnicture,  are  laden  with  the  perfume  of  poesy, 
and  some  of  them,  "  The  White  Chrysanthe- 
mums," for  example,  are  works  of  art. 

In  the  domain  of  fiction,  one  of  the  notable 
books  of  the  year  is  that  clever  and  much-dis- 
cussed story  and  satire,  "  The  Anglomaniacs," 


from  the  press  of  the  Cassell  Publishing  Co., 
written,  as  announced  recently,  by  Mrs.  Bur- 
ton Harrison.  Its  airy  grace,  felicitous  char- 
acterization, and  lambent  humor  make  it  de- 
lightful reading.  Nobody  since  George  W.  Cur- 
tis hit  off  some  of  our  foibles  in  his  "  Potiphar 
Papers"  has  so  lightly  touched  some  of  the 
follies  of  the  time  as  has  the  author  of  "  The 
Anglomaniacs."  The  Scribners  have  done  well 
to  issue  in  their  elegant  Cameo  Edition  George 
W.  Cable's  "  Old  Creole  Days"  and  Thomas 
Nelson  Page's  "  Ole  Virginia."  These  are 
classics,  or  in  time  they  will  be ;  and  it  is  well 
for  American  literature  that  competent  hands 
have  gathered  here  these  tales  of  a  life  that  is 
rapidly  vanishing  from  the  memories  of  men. 
In  Mr.  Cable's  book  we  have  the  dramatic 
tales  of  "Madame  Delphine,"  the  amazingly 
clever  "  Posson  Jone,"  and  six  others,  eight  in 
all,  and  not  a  dull  line  in  any  one  of  them.     It 
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•were  worth  while  to  have  issued  this  volume  of 
Mr.  Page's,  if  only  we  could  have  had  in  en- 
during form  the  wild,  strange  story  of  "  Marse 
Chan,"  a  story  that  will  live  long  after  the 
mere  "  dialect  tales"  of  the  time  have  been  for- 
gotten. An  etched  vig^nette  by  W.  L.  Shep- 
pard  adds  value  to  the  volume  of  Virginian 
tales,  and  one  by  Percy  Moran.  as  delicate  as 
the  touch  of  Cable,  adorns  the  other  book. 

A  unique  chintz  binding  clothes  Mrs.  Mary 
B.  Clafiin's  New  England  book.  "  Brampton 
Sketches"  (T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co.).  These  are 
quaint  and  characteristic  sketches  of  rural  life 
in  New  England,  the  life  that  was  sometimes 
narrow  and  often  hard,  but  a  life  from  which 
has  issued  much  of  the  richness  of  the  nation, 
far  and  widely  scattered.  From  the  same 
publishers,  and  very  dif- 
ferent in  tone,  is  Julius 
Wolff's  romantic  tale, 
"  The  Robber  Count." 
The  title  suggests  an  old- 
fashioned  Ann  Radcliffe 
flavor  that  will  not  be 
found  in  the  book.  The 
scene  of  the  story  is  laid 
in  the  Hartz  Mountains, 
and  the  time  passes  during 
the  reign  of  Philip  IV.,  of 
France,  when  Pope  John 
XXI  I.  was  held  "in  Baby- 
lonian captivity"  at  Avig- 
non. It  is  a  thrilling  and 
very  dramatic  romance, 
filled  with  adventures  of 
high  emprise,  priestly  and 
war-like  intrigues,  and 
much  love-making.  It 
may  be  called  a  German 
Waverley  novel,  and  in  its 
native  land  it  has  had 
great  vog^e. 

This  year  we  have 
much  French  literature 
of  the  best  sort.  Beginning  with  the  admirable 
histories  of  the  first  and  second  wives  of  Napo- 
leon and  the  last  days  of  Marie  Antoinette,  by 
M.  Imbert  de  Saint-Amand,  we  open  a  delight- 
ful chapter  of  real  and  romantic  life  in  France. 
It  is  not  easy  to  speak  in  terms  too  enthusias- 


tic of  these  six  books — "  Marie  Antoinette  and 
the  End  of  the  Old  Regime,"  "  Citizeness  Bo- 
naparte," *•  The  Wife  of  the  First  Consul,"  "  The 
Court  of  the  Empress  Josephine,"  •'  The  Happy 
Days  of  the  Empress  Marie  Louise,"  and  "Marie 
Louise  and  the  Decadence  of  the  Empire"— 
published  by  Charles  Scribner's  Sons.  These  are 
named  in  their  chronological  order,  not  in  the 
order  in  which  they  have  appeared  from  time 
to  time  during  the  year.  The  publication  of 
the  series  is  a  distinctly  noteworthy  event  in 
literature.  Mankind  never  does  grow  weary 
of  reading  the  fascinating  details  of  the  lives 
of  the  great  ones  of  the  earth ;  and  about  these 
three  women,  Marie  Antoinette,  Josephine,  and 
Marie  Louise,  there  is  a  certain  air  of  romance 
that  suggests  fiction,  rather  than  the  hard,  dry

facts  of  history.  M.  de  Saint-Amand  has  availed 
himself  with  gp-eat  skill  of  the  materials,  new

an  irresistible  charm.  These  six  volumes  are 
as  fresh,  even  to  the  jaded  reader  of  history, 
as  if  the  scenes  therein  depicted  were  novel 
and  for  the  first  time  revealed  to  a  world  of 
readers. 

Not  far  from  these  should  come  the  famous 
Marie  Antoinette  romances  of  the  elder  Dumas, 
published  in  English  by  Little,  Brown  &  Co.,  of 
Boston.  These  standard  novels  are  issued  in 
a  style  uniform  with  that  of  the  Valois  and  the 
D'Artagnan  Romances  published  by  this  firm 
last  year.  It  should  be  said  that  this  is  the 
first  English  edition  of  them,  complete  and 
unabridged,  that  has  ever  been  prepared.  The 
series  includes  **  The  Memoirs  of  a  Physician," 
'•  The  Queen's  Necklace,"  "  Ange  Pitou,"  "  La 
Comtesse  de  Chamy,"  and  "  Le  Chevalier  de 
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From  "  The  Vicar  of  Wakefield/' 

Maison-Rouge,"  twelve  volumes  in  all,  and  en- 
riched with  twelve  historical  portraits  after  Le- 
brun  and  other  famous  painters  of  the  time. 
It  is  too  late  to  say  anything  of  the  wonderful 
genius,  the  almost  sublime  audacity,  with  which 
historical  personages  are  introduced  in  these 


pages.  But  the  student  of  French  history  will 
find  fresh  delight  in  perusing  these  romances 
of  one  of  the  most  stirring  epochs  in  modem 
annals. 

In  its  way,  "  The  Narrative  of  Captain  Coig- 
net,  Soldier  of  the  Empire/'  is  a  unique  book. 
Jean-Roch  Coignet  was  a  member  of  Napo- 
leon's bodyguard,  bom  in  the  Department  of 
the  Yonne,  in  1776.    In  childhood  a  drudge,  in 
boyhood  an  adventurer  and  a  runaway,  and  in 
manhood  a  soldier,  and  something  of  a  swash- 
buckler, the  story  of  his  life,  as  told  by  him- 
self, is  diverting  and  even  fascinating.     As  a 
private  soldier  he  fought  in  many  great  cam- 
paigns.   He  learned  to  read  and  write  after  he 
had  come  to  man's  estate,  and  so  became  the 
instructor  of  others,  and  set  down  from  day  to 
day  the  adventures  and 
the  shrewd  observations 
of  a  French  soldier  who 
bade    farewell    to    the 
Grand  Army  only  when 
Napoleon,  at  the  end  of 
the  One  Hundred  Days, 
quitted  forever  the  soil 
of  France.     It  is  an  ab- 
sorbing  siory,   reviving 
again  the  glories  of  the 
Empire,  and  turning  a 
strange  and  lurid  light 
upon  the  private's  view 
of  the  grim  side  of  "  the 
pomp  and  circumstance 
of  glorious  war."     The 
book  is  profusely  illus- 
trated, and  is  edited  by 
Lor^dan   Larchey  from 
the  original  manuscript, 
translated  by    Mrs.   M.

The  last  two  volumes 
of  the  four  in  which 
Mr.  Henry  Adams  has 
told  the  story  of  Jefferson's  administration 
(Charles  Scribner's  Sons)  are  now  published, 
and  the  first  two  of  the  five  in  which  the 
history  of  James  Madison's  administration  is 
to  be  recounted  have  followed  closely  upon 
them.    The  story  of  the  second  administra- 
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tion  of  Jefferson  is  told  with  the  same  lucidity 
and  the  same  intention  of  fairness  that  char- 
acterized the  earlier  volumes  of  the  series. 
The  events  of  Madison's  first  administration, 
from  1809  to  181 3,  are  embraced  in  the  fifth

and  sixth  volumes;  and  the  second  epoch, 
reaching  to  1817,  will  be  treated  in  the  three 
concluding  volumes  of  this  master-work.  The 
historic  era  embraced  in  this  section  of  Mr. 
Adams's  narrative  is  one  of  very  gp-eat  interest 
to  students  of  American  development,  politi- 
cal and  material.  It  covers  the  period  of  the 
embargo,  the  War  of  1812,  and  the  new  dis- 
tribution of  industries  incidental  to  these  two 
highly  important  events. 

Switzerland  is  treated  in  the  latest  number 
in  the  Story  of  the  Nations  Series  of  G.  P. 
Putnam's  Sons,  the  joint  authors  of  the  book 
being  Mrs.  Lina  Hug  and  Mr.  Richard  Stead. 
The  history  of  this  little  republic,  which  has  so 
long  preserved  its  autonomy  in  the  midst  of  the 
storms  and  disasters  that  have  swept  over 
Europe,  is  one  of  strange  interest.  Americans 
probably  know  less  of  the  internal  political 
machinery  of  Switzerland  than  they  do  of  any 
other  State  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  In 
this  volume  will  be  found  not  only  a  succinct 
narrative  of  the  early  history  and  development 
of  Helvetia,  from  the  time  of  the  Lakemen 
to  the  present,  but  an  intelligible  account  of 
Swiss  Government  as  it  exists  to-day  in  its 
somewhat  complicated  form.  The  story  is 
told  with  commendable  directness,  without 
any  loss  of  that  picturesque  element  which  we 


From  the  press  of  A.  S.  Barnes  &  Co.  come 
two  portly  volumes,  of  six  hundred  and  fifty 
pages  each,  "  The  Three  Germanys,"  by  Theo- 
dore Sedgwick  Fay.  Mr.  Fay  went  to  Ger- 
many in  1833  in  a  diplomatic  capacity;  subse- 
quently he  occupied  a  similar  place  in  Switzer- 
land, and,  with  only  occasional  absences  from 
German-speaking  peoples,  he  has  had  an  almost 
continuous  residence  among  them  through  this 
period.  During  a  diplomatic  career  that  lasted 
over  twenty-five  years,  Mr.  Fay  enjoyed  great 
opportunities  to  observe  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  Europe ;  and  to  an  attentive 
study  of  this  surprising  panorama  of  surpris- 
ing political  and  social  changes  he  has  brought 
a  mind  enriched  by  scholarly  culture  and  mel- 
lowed by  years  of  studious  thought.  The  work 
is  logically  constructed,  and  although  the  au- 
thor modestly  protests  that  his  is  only  an  out- 
line sketch  of  the  evolution  of  Germany,  it 
should  be  said  that  this  is  the  first  comprehen- 
sive arrangement  of  the  events  that  embrace  all 
of  German  history  that  has  ever  been  attempted. 
Roughly  speaking,  Mr.  Fay  divides  his  work 
into  three  great  epochs :  that  of  the  Holy  Roman 
German  Empire,  the  .Germanic  Confederation, 
and  the  German  Empire  under  the  Hohenzol- 
lerns.  Prefixed  to  these  is  an  introduction  in 
which  the  author  sketches  with  a  firm  hand

the  great  events  that  marked  the  history  of  the 
world  before  Charlemagne.  The  book  ends 
with  the  death  of  Frederick  the  Good  and  the 
accession  of  William  II.,  June  25,  1888.  It  is 
a  procession  of  Titantic  proportions  that  passes 
before  us  in  these  picturesque  volumes.  In 
them  is  compressed  with  great  art  all  that  is 
necessary  to  a  large  knowledge  of  a  large  sub- 
ject. Mr.  Fay's  style  is  elevated  and  dignified, 
but  vivid  withal,  and  his  pages  are  never,  by  any 
chance,  dull.  A  copious  index  and  a  synchro- 
nistic chart  (from  1 500  to  the  present  time)  lend 
value  to  the  work. 

Mr.  Henry  G.  Lockwood's  "Constitutional 
History  of  France"  (Rand,  McNally  &  Co.) 
has  the  positive  value  of  being  the  first  attempt 
to  trace  the  growth  of  the  constitutional  gov- 
ernment of  France  from  the  time  of  the  tiers 
itdt  of  1 302  to  the  present  time,  and  to  give  in 
detail  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
instrument  of  1853,  under  which  the  republic 
is  now  governed.     All  these  constitutions  are 


printed  in  the  appendix  of  the  volume,  together 
with  the  constitutional  laws  of  1875,  thus  en- 
abling the  reader  to  see  without  confusion  of 
mental  vision  just  what  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  direction  in  France.  It  should  not  be 
taken  for  granted  that  this  work  is  one  of  diy 
details,  interesting  only  to  the  student  of  con- 
stitutional history.  It  abounds  in  pictures  of 
contemporaneous  history,  and  the  author's  re- 
cital of  the  events  which  marked  the  birth  of 
the  constitution,  in  the  throes  of  the  revolu- 
tion of  '89,  is  clear  and  satisfactory  reading^. 
The  book  is  not  bulky — about  four  hundred 
pages — and  is  adorned  with  good  portraits  of 
many  of  the  celebrated  men  who  figure  in  its 
story. 

After  Stanley's  "  Darkest  Africa,"  the  roost 
important  book  on  that  fascinating  country-  is 
undoubtedly  Mr.  Jephson's  "  Em  in  Pasha  and 
the  Rebellion  at  the  Equator."  It  is  impor- 
tant as  supplying  a  gap  that  necessarily  exists 
in  the  narrative  of  the  rescue  of  Emin,  and 
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also  because  it  has  been  written  with  the  co- 
operation of  Stanley  and  has  been  revised  and 
warmly  approved  by  the  great  explorer.  It 
will  be  recollected  that  Stanley  sent  Mr.  Jeph- 
son  up  Lake  Albert  to  Emin  to  assist  that 
officer  in  organizing  his  people  for  the  retreat 
to  the  coast.  Mr.  Jephson  remained  with 
Emin  Pasha  from  April,  1888,  until  the  end  of 
January  of  the  following  year,  when  he  re- 
joined Stanley.  During  that  time  arose  the 
rebellion  of  Emin's  forces  ;  Emin  and  Jephson 
were  imprisoned,  and  for  a  time  chaos  reigned 
in  the  Equatorial  Province.  Emin's  account 
of  these  events  has  not  yet  appeared,  and  un- 
til it  does  the  narrative  of  Stanley's  faithful 
lieutenant  must  remain  unique.  Mr.  Jephson, 
during  his  long  sojourn  in  the  Province,  had 
many  opportunities  to  study  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  natives,  and  the  results  of  his 
observations  are  not  the  least  entertaining 
portion  of  this  exceedingly  entertaining  volume. 
Mr.  Stanley  has  written  for  the  book  a  cordial 
prefatory  letter.  The  volume  is  profusely  and 
handsomely  illustrated,  two  of  the  drawings 
being  from  the  pencil  of  Mrs.  H.  M.  Stanley. 
It  is  published  by  Charles  Scribner's  Sons,  and 
is  sold  only  by  subscription. 

A  century  and  a 
half  has  passed  since 
Dean  Swift,  satirizing 
the  map-makers  of 
his  time,  wrote : 

"*  So,  geographers,  in 
Afric  maps. 

With  savage  pict- 
ures fill  their  gaps, 

And  o'er  unhabit- 
able downs 

Place  elephants  for 
want  of  towns." 

The  towns  are  not 
now  so  very  numer- 
ous on  the  maps  of 
Africa,   but   the  last 
two  or  three  genera- 
tions of   African  travellers    have    so   clearly 
charted   the  Dark  Continent  that  the  school- 
boy of  to-day  may  well  ask,  with  the  Congress- 
man's son   who  beheld   the  newest  map  of 
Europe  with   amazement,  "  Has  Africa  been 
gerrymandered  ?"    From  Mungo  Park  to  Stan- 


ley is  a  gp-eat  step,  and  the  summary  of  African 
travel  that  is  compacted  in  "Great  African 
Travellers,"  by  William  H.  G.  Kingston  and 
Charles  Rathbone  Low,  is  one  that  is  replete  1 
with  human  and  absorbing  interest.  With  a  < 
few  introductory  notes  of  Africa  as  it  was 
known  to  Herodotus,  Pliny,  and  Ptolemy,  the 
authors  sketch  for  us  rapidly  the  adventures 
and  the  explorations  of  Bruce,  Park,  Denham 
and  Clapperton,  the  Landers,  Barth,  Burton 
and  Speke,  Grant,  Livingstone,  Baker,  Camer- 
on and  Stanley.  This  is  an  interesting  chapter 
in  the  world's  history.  It  is  worthy  of  a  great 
epic  by  some  master  hand.  But  so  far  as  a 
condensed  narrative  of  the  exploration  of  the 
Dark  Continent  is  desired,  this  book  answers  its 
purpose  admirably.  It  is  well  arranged  and 
handsomely  printed  and  illustrated,  and  is 
published  by  George  Routledge  &  Sons.  Mr. 
Joseph  Thomson's  book,  *'  Mungo  Park  and 
the  Niger"  (Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.),  is  an  excellent 
companion  for  the  preceding  volumes  named. 
It  is  a  sympathetic  and  kindly  biography  of 
Park  and  his  ill-starred  son,  Thomas,  who  lost 
his  life  in  an  attempt  to  follow  up  his  father's 
discoveries  and  explorations.  This  is  a  mov- 
ing story  ;  and  it  is  well  told.

ger. "  Hans  of 
Iceland"  was 
written  when 
Hugo  was  only 
eighteen  years 
old;  it  has  no 
more  of  the  at- 
mosphere of  Ice- 
land than  it  has  of  Mexico  ;  no  more  than  the 
poet,  laboring  under  "the  most  absurd  illu- 
sion," as  he  afterward  confessed,  could  evolve 
from  his  own  inner  consciousness.  But  to  the 
admirer  of  Victor  Hugo,  it  is,  with  all  its  im- 
perfections, very  dear. 

Here  is  a  sheaf  of  poems,  new  and  old. 
Richard  Henry  Stoddard  has  done  well  by  us 
to  have  bound  in  one  enticing  volume  these 
sixty  or  seventy  poems  with  the  title  "  The 
Lion's  Cub,  with  other  Verse,"  published  by 
the  Scribners.  Stoddard's  muse  is  sometimes 
irresponsive  to  his  call,  but  in  this  collec- 
tion one  finds  that  the  very  fine  far  outnumber 
those  in  which  the  poet  has  failed  to  express  all 
he  felt.  These  poems  are  pervaded  with  that 
delicate  feeling  and  richness  of  imagination  that 
are  peculiarly  Stoddard's  own.  These  quali- 
ties are  dominant  in  the  long  range  that  begins 
with  the  elaborate  "  Legend  of  Frey  Bernar- 
do" and  ends  with  some  such  airy  trifle  as 
"Birds  of  a  Feather."  There  is  a  flavor  of 
Italy  in  many  of  the  poems  which  have  been 
gathered  in  C.  P.  Cranch's  modest  volume, 
"  The  Bird  and  the  Bell"  (Houghton,  Mifflin  & 
Co.),  and  including  many  of  this  artist-poet's 
best  lyrical  compositions.  But,  for  the  most 
part,  Mr.  Cranch's  work  has  that  fine  distinc- 
tive local  color  which  the  American  lover  of 
nature  finds  in  his  walks  abroad ;  and  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  most  of  the  verses  in  the 
volume  are.  redolent  of  the  odors  of  out-of- 
doors.  The  sea,  the  shore,  the  woods,  Octo- 
ber days,  and  the  autumnal  rain  are  the  sub- 
jects that  kindle  the  poet's  fancy  and  move  his 
delicate  verse.      From   the  same  publishers 


we  have  Edith 
M.  Thomas's 
"  The  Inverted 
Torch,"  the 
most  ambitious 
of  this  versatile 
author's  poetical 
works.  The 
imagery  of  the 
poem  is  rich  and 
original,  and  if 
sometimes  we 
J.  B.  Lippincoti  Co.  stumblc  upon  a 
fantastic  phrase, 
like  "  grateful-glad  of  every  gladding  thing," 
or  a  complicated  epithet,  like  "  griefless  light 
and  air,"  we  may  nevertheless  find  much  to 
admire  in  these  melodious  verses.  Two  of 
the  friends  of  the  late  Emily  Dickinson — Mabel 
Loomis  Todd  and  Thomas  W.  Higginson,  have 
edited  her  poetical  literary  remains,  and  the 
poems  now  issued  by  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co. 
bear  witness  to  the  erraticism  of  their  author. 
These  verses  are  largely  fragmentary:  they 
bespeak  an  unregulated  fancy,  an  intense  na- 
ture, and  a  powerful  imagination.  Many  of 
her  figures  are  startlingly  original,  as,  for 
instance,  in  her  "  Indian  Summer." 

'*  These  are  the  days  when  skies  put  on 

The  old,  old  sophistries  of  June — 

A  blue  and  gold  mistake." 

In  a  very  different  vein  are  the  productions 
of  Edward  Sanford  Martin,  whose  '*  Little 
Brother  of  the  Rich,  and  other  Verses" 
(Charles  Scribner's  Sons)  are  riotous  with  fun 
and  brimful  of  genuine  humor.  The  author 
has  inscribed  his  book  "  To  the  Editor  of  the 
Sun,  with  the  somewhat  disquieting  conscious- 
ness that  he  knows  poetry  when  he  sees  it," 
but  he  need  not  be  disturbed ;  the  man  who 
can  write  "  Folger"  and  "  To-Day"  is  none 
other  than  a  true  poet.  Stuart  Sterne,  in  his 
"  Piero  da  Castiglione"  (Houghton,  Mifflin  & 
Co.),  has  given  us  some  very  sonorous  blank 
verse,  with  occasional  interludes  of  prose,  full 
of  color  and  intense  in  passion.  It  is  a  dra- 
matic poem,  and  has  in  it  much  that  is  strong 
and  virile.  The  "  English  Lyrics"  of  Alfred 
Austin,  edited  by  William  Watson,  have  been 
put  forth  by  Macmillan  &  Co.,  and  will  be 
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welcomed  by  all  who  love  their  country  and 
love  the  country.  These  refined  verses  are  full 
of  the  tender  grace  of  Wordsworth  ;  they  are 
as  delicate  in  fancy  as  Shelley's  verse.  In 
*'  The  Human  Tragedy,"  Austin  struck  a 
bolder  note  than  in  any  of  these  pieces ;  but 
here  one  is  brought  very  close  to  Nature's 
heart,  and  the  graciousness  of  the  sweet  Eng- 
lish country  breathes  on  every  page.  French 
lyric  and  ballad  poetry  is  fitly  celebrated  in  one 
of  the  latest  volumes  of  the  dainty  Knicker- 
bocker Nuggets  series  of  the  Putnam s, 
"  French  Ballads."  Here  we  have  in  the  orig- 
inal French,  some  of  it  almost  archaic,  the 
folk-songs  of  France.  Many  of  these  are  famil- 
iar to  American  readers  and  travellers  in  their 
native  dialects.  Here  are  such  century-old 
favorites  as  "  La  Vieille  d 'Argent,"  "  A  Che- 
val,  2i  Cheval,"  "  La  Mort  des  Deux  Amants," 
and  similar  ballads.  The  book  is  prettily  illus- 
trated, and  will  be  a  prime  favorite  at  home  and 
abroad.  Something  like  this  service  to  French 
ballad-writing  has  been  done  to  the  writers  of 
love-songs  in  English  in  two  volumes  of  the 
same  charming  series  of  little  books.  In  "  Love 
Poems  of  Three  Centuries"  we  have  a  collec- 
tion of  songs  in  many  keys  on  a  single  theme. 


The  poems  are  from  the  literature  of  England, 
Scotland,  Ireland,  and  America.  They  com- 
prise, as  may  be  supposed,  the  best  beloved 
songs  of  English-speaking  poets,  from  Shake- 
speare to  Bret  Harte — a  wide  range  and  from 
a  varying  choir  of  tuneful  throats.  Finally,  we 
have  a  new  edition  of  John  Anster's  transla- 
tion of  "  Faust,"  from  the  press  of  the  Freder- 
ick A.  Stokes  Co.  It  is  a  luxurious  book, 
finely  illustrated  with  '*  process"  engravings, 
after  drawings  by  Frederick  Boston.  The  same 
firm  have  done  a  similar  service  for  Moore's 
"  Lalla  Rookh,"  the  drawings  being  from  the 
pencil  of  Thomas  Mcllvaine. 

Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  have  put  forth  an 
illustrated  edition  of  Lowell's  "  Fable  for  Crit- 
ics." The  poem  has  become  a  classic,  and 
special  value  is  given  to  this  reprint  by  the  in- 
sertion of  vignette  portraits  of  the  author's  iU 
quibus  fabula  narraiur.  The  original  title- 
page  is  also  given  in  fac-simile,  and  the  dainty 
garniture  of  the  book  will  commend  it  to  the 
favor  of  the  Christmas  book-buyer. 

Art  and  poesy  arc  combined  in  the  Cassell 
Publishing  Co.'s  edition  of  Mary  D.  Brine's 
"  Memories  of  Home,"  a  profusely  illustrated 
square  quarto,  containing  a  series  of  pictures 
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of  home-life.  Nature  in  changeful  moods,  and     girl  worth   knowing    and    holding    to    one's 


childhood  in  varying  phases.  The  pen  and 
the  pencil  have  been  well  matched  here.  More 
pretentious  and  more  gorgeous  in  typography 
and  illustration  is  Mrs.  M.  B.  M.  Toland's 
**Tisayac  of  the  Yosemite."  The  drawings, 
by  Will  H.  Low,  Frederick  Dielman,  and 
others,  are  of  great  beauty.  The  publishers 
are  the  J.  B.  Lippincott  Co. 

First  among  the  more  notable  contributions 
to  the  fiction  of  the  present  season  may  be 
reckoned  Mrs.  Margaret  Deland's  "  Sidney" 
(Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.),  Frank  R.  Stockton's 
**  Ardis  Cleverden"  (Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.),  and 
F.  Marion  Crawford's  "A  Cigarette-Maker's 
Romance"  (Macmillan  &  Co.),  all  of  which  are 
stories  of  a  distinctively  representative  quality. 
Mrs.  Deland's  book  lacks  the  strong  theologi- 
cal flavor  of  the  work  that  gave  her  fame ;  but 
it  has  the  same  sweet  domesticity,  the  same 
homely  virtue  and  rural  charm  that  character- 
ized "  John  Ward,  Preacher."  It  commands  a 
wide  circle  of  readers.  Mr.  Crawford's  roman- 
tic and  exceedingly  picturesque  tale  deserves  a 
better  title.  The  cigarette-maker  in  the  case 
is  Count  Skariatine,  and  the  scene  of  his  ro- 
mance passes  in  Bavaria,  where,  in  company 
with  a  somewhat  disreputable  lot  of  Poles,  Rus- 
sians, and  Germans,  he  takes  part  in  a  drama 
of  fascinating  interest  to  the  reader. 
The  story  has  all  of  Mr.  Crawford's 
subtle  charm  in  the  telling.  Mr. 
Stockton,  in  *'  Ardis  Cleverden," 
has  for  once  abandoned  the  realm 
of  the  grotesque  and  improbable, 
and  has  given  us  an  old-fashioned 
and  strictly  legitimate  novel.  It  is 
a  delightful  story,  suffused  with 
Stockton's  quaint  and  bubbling 
humor  and  enriched  with  that  out- 
doorish  feeling  which  is  one  of  this 
author's  strongest  characteristics.

The  scene  of  Harold  Frederic's  "In  the 
Valley"  (Charles  Scribner's  Sons)  is  laid  in  the 
valley  of  the  Mohawk,  and  the  time  in  which 
the  drama  passes  is  during  that  period  which 
elapsed  while  the  British  and  the  French  were 
maneuvering  for  the  possession  of  that  fair 
land  and  during  the  Revolution.  A  royal 
Governor  holds  sway  over  the  colony,  and 
the  society  of  the  period  is  pervaded  with 
an  air  of  courtliness  that  belonged  to  a 
British  possession,  even  though  that  possession 
was  in  the  wild  western  woods  of  the  New 
World.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  an  exceedingly  picturesque  tale,  and 
the  author  has  done  well  with  his  materials. 
It  is  a  pictorial  work  of  fiction  in  a  historical 
setting.  Mr.  Warren  K.  Moorhead,  in  "  Wan- 
neta,  the  Sioux"  (Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.),  has 
also  written  an  historical  novel,  although  his 
history  is  of  a  much  later  date  than  that  of  Mr. 
Frederic's  story.  Wanneta  is  the  name  of  a 
Sioux  woman,  whose  tribe,  at  war  with  the 
white  man,  meet  the  terrible  Custer,  and  are 
worsted  in  fight  and  in  diplomacy.  Mr.  Moor- 
head's  dramatis  persona  include  such  war- 
riors of  renown  as  Sitting  Bull,  Spotted  Tail, 
and   Rain-in-the-Face,  and  the  tale  has  spe- 
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cial  value  for  its  realistic  account  of  the 
manners  and  customs  of  these  aboriginal 
Americans.  The  Southwest  is  chosen  for  the 
scene  of  Mr.  Ernest  IngersoU's  mining  story. 
••  Silver  Caves"  (Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.),  and  a 
very  graphic  and  entertaining  tale  it  is  that  is 
told  of  the  adventures  of  a  polyglot  company 
of  miners,  who  find  a  veritable  cave  of  Aladdin 
at  last,  and  close  the  chapter  rolling  in  silver. 
From  Silverado  to  Palestine  is  a  long  leap, 
and  one  turns  from  the  story  of  the  miners  to 
that  of  "  A  Son  of  Issachar,*'  by  Eldridge  S. 
Brooks  (George  P.  Putnam's  Sons),  with  some- 
thing of  a  shock.  The  son  of  Issachar,  who 
is  "  a  strong  ass  couching  down  between  two 
burdens,"  is  only  one  of  the  many  figures  that 
fill  the  stage  of  this  dramatic  work.  The 
Messiah,  the  son  of  the  widow  of  Nain ; 
Stephen,  the  protomartyr,  and  a  numerous 
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company  of  historic  characters  are  introduced 
reverently  and  with  much  judiciousness.  The 
tale  is  admirably  told. 

Two  melodramatic  novels  are  Mrs.  Amelia 
Barr's  "The  Household  of  McNeil"  (Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.)  and  "Vengeance  is  Mine,"  by 
Daniel  Dane,  from  the  Cassell  Publishing  Co. 
Mrs.  Barr's  stories  are  never  lacking  in  inci- 


dent, and  this  has  much  to  do  with  cxcitiDf 
episodes    in    love  and    intrigue.      A   wicked 
husband  plans  the  murder  of  his  wife,  bet  in 
the  end  he  is  drowned  summarily,  and  there 
are  two  or  three  matrimonial    complications 
growing  out  of  these  varying  fortunes  of  the 
McNeil   family.    The  household  of  course  is 
Scottish,  and  the  three  principal  characters — 
the  McNeil  and  his  two  daughters — are  drawn 
with  a  firm  hand.     The  outdoor  feeling-  of  the 
book  is  noticeably  strong.     Mr.  Dane's  book  is 
not  unlike  "  The  Household  of  McNeil"  in  its 
motive.     A  chemist,  who  loves  another  man's 
wife,  "  puts  him  out  of  the  way"  by  means  cf 
a  slow  poison,  but   before  he  can  marry  the 
widow,  a  jealous  rival  "  does  for  her'*  more  in- 
■directly,   but    with   equal    effectiveness;    the 
chemist's  ward,  whom  he  also  loves,  and  to 
whom   he  has  just  secured   her  rig-htful   and 
rich   inheritance,  meets   with  a 
violent  death,  and   nobody  gets 
his  or  her  deserts  at  the  end  of 
the  story,  the  only  person  who 
comes  off  with  any  credit  being 
a  peculiarly  bad   woman,  who 
finally  comes  in  for  the  inher- 
itance.   The  tale  is  told  with  un- 
common vigor  and  power. 

"A    Kentucky   Colonel."   by 
Opie  P.  Read  (F.  J.  Schulte  & 
Co.,    Chicago),    is    even    more 
melodramatic  than  either  of  the 
two    books    above     mentioned. 
The  Colonel  is  not  of  so  much 
account  as  his  pretty  daug^hter, 
and  her  fortunes  are  incidentally 
tangled  in  a   bloody   Kentucky 
feud,  from  which  spring  divers 
highly  exciting  incidents  and  ac- 
cidents.    The  story  is  realistic  to 
the  last  degree,  and  gives  one  an 
impression  that  its  author  has 
drawn  upon  his  own  experiences  and  obscna- 
tion  for  most  of  his  material.     As  a  social  study 
of    modem   life   on   the    "dark  and    bloody 
ground,"  this  book  is  a  notable  contribution  to 
recent  literature.     "  Leon  Ponlifex,"  by  Sarah 
Pratt  McLean  Greene  (De  Wolfe,  Fiske&  Co.). 
takes  us  as  far  away  as  possible  from  Kentucky 
and  its  crimson  episodes.     The  title  would  not 
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lead  any  one  to  suppose  that 
the  book  comes  from  the  au- 
thor of  **  Cape  Cod  Folks,"  it 
is  in  so  sharp  a  contrast  to 
this  lady's  usually  quiet  style. 
But  it  is  a  strong  story,  full 
of  those  exceedingly  individual 
people  which  we  find  in  the 
novels  of  Mrs.  Greene.  The 
central  figure  of  the  drama  is 
a  clergyman  of  wonderful  in- 
tellectual parts,  who  has  a 
Past,  which,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  is  brought  to  light  by 
a  tattling  gossip.  His  son, 
whom  he  has  supposed  to  be

est as  the  notes  and  mortgages  come  upon  the  stage.  "  The 
Children  of  this  World"  is  the  apt  and  taking  title  of  a  novel 
by  Paul  Heyse  (Worthington  Co.),  the  motive  of  which  is  sig- 
nificantly indicated  in  the  words,  "  The  children  of  this  world 
are  in  their  generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light."  One 
may  doubt  the  appositeness  of  this  before  he  finishes  the  story ; 
but  nobody  can  gainsay  the  author's  genius  and  skill.  It  is 
a  tale  of  social  and  fashionable  life  in  Berlin,  and  the  dramatic 
movement  of  the  work  resembles  that  in  the  novels  written  by 
the  lady  who  masquerades  behind  the  pen-name  of  W.  Heim- 
burg.  It  is  an  exceedingly  clever  novel — just  the  one  to  stimu- 
late a  jaded  imagination ;  and  the  man  who  begins  it  will  assur- 
edly plunge  on  through  it  until  he  has  unravelled  the  plots  and  ^^01  "Laiia  Rookh  "— f.  a.  Stokes 
counterplots  and  breathes  the  spirit  of  a  purer  air  at  the  end.  ^^  ^• 

"  In  Millionaires  of  a  Day,"  Mr.  Theodore  S.  Van  Dyke  rmaha 

(Fords,  Howard  &  Hulbert)  has  given  an  inimitable  story  of  a  land  boom  in  Southern  California. 
There  is  a  substantial  basis  of  fact  in  the  tale,  and  there  is  no  exaggeration  of  the  real  truth. 
Speculators  from  the  eastern  side  of  the  Sierra  organized  "  an  operation  in  land.  "  which  mad- 
dened even  the  well-seasoned  residents  of  the  country,  who,  after  some  coyness,  went  into  the 
scheme  with  a  rush.  It  was  like  the  tulip  mania,  the  South  Sea  bubble,  or  any  other  commerciai 
phantasm.  Everybody  was  rich,  rich,  rich — in  land.  In  due  time  the  boom  burst,  and  millions 
of  dollars  were  swallowed  in  the  ruin.  The  millionaires  of  a  day  were  "  flat  broke."  Finally, 
they  who  had  land-holdings  began  to  till  the  soil,  and  real  riches  sprung  from  unbuilt  town-lots; 
prosperity  came  tardily  and  unexpectedly.  Incidentally,  Mr.  Van  Dyke  weaves  much  sound 
philosophy  and  capital  descriptive  writing  into  his  realistic  and  picturesque  story. 

Anne  Richardson  Earle  has  written  a  clever  story  in  **  Her  Great  Ambition,"  the  heroine  of 
which  is  "  bound  to  be  an  artist"  of  renown,  and  whose  great  ambition  is  crossed  with  lines  of 
love.  The  struggles  of  ambition  with  the  true  woman's  nature  are  happily  depicted,  and  the 
reader  is  glad  that  a  very  nice  girl  is  prosperously  married,  after  all.  The  book  is  published 
by  Roberts  Brothers.  In  the  Fleetwing  Series  of  stories,  "The  Wreck  of  the  Greyhound,"  b)* 
C.  M.  Newell  (De  Wolfe,  Fiske  &  Co.).  is  a  romantic  and  highly  wrought  piece  of  fiction.  The 
heroine  is  a  young  Englishwoman,  who  has  some  surprising  and  thrilling  adventures.     The 

scene  of  a  large  part  of  the  storj'  is 
near  Hong  Kong,  and  the  British 
fleet,  an  old  castle,  sea  pirates,  beau- 
tiful women,  and  brave  men  are  the 
fan-liiar  adjuncts  in  the  highly  col- 
ored narrative.     Love  and  jealousy 
are  the  mainsprings  of  the  plot,  and 
the  romance  has  some  stirring  pic- 
tures   of    sea    fights,   wrecks,   res- 
I  cues,  etc.     The  author's  grandilo- 
;   quent  style  is  not  out  of  harmony 
I  with  the  atmosphere  in  which  his 
personages   move  or  the  incidents 
which  are  described. 

From  *•  Sister  Philomine."  George  Routledgc  &  Sons.         Mr.  W.  B.  YeatS  has   done  well  in 
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bringing  together  '*  Representative  Irish  Sto- 
ries" in  the  Knickerbocker  Nuggets  Series  of 
George  P.  Putnam's  Sons.  These  are  all  charac- 
teristic tales,  and  Maria  Edgeworth's  "  Castle 
Rackrent"  is  one  of  an  interesting  group  ;  John 
and  Michael  Banim's  "  The  Stolen  Sheep  "  is 
another.  Miss  Edgeworth's  tale  has  fallen 
into  a  condition  of  neglect,  and  this  revival  is 
specially  timely. 

"  In  and  Out  of  Book  and  Journal,"  com- 
piled by  A.  Sydney  Roberts,  of  Philadelphia 
(J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.),  is  a  happy  thought 
well  carried  out.  The  editor,  or  collector,  has 
here  set  down  a 
great  number  of 
wise,  witty,  and 
humorous  things 
in  prose  and 
verse.  Some  of 
them  are  serious, 
and  all  are  short 
and  pithy.  It  is 
a  particularly 
clever  ragout  of 
odds  and  ends, 
and  the  airy  il- 
lustrations with 
which  the  book 
is  adorned  are 
quite  cleverly 
wedded  to  the 
text.

Two  books  in  what  we  sometimes  call  "  pure 
literature,"  this  season,  are  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Woodbury's  "  Talks  with  Ralph  Waldo  Emer- 
son" (Baker  &  Taylor)  and  Hamilton  W. 
Mabie's  "  My  Study  Fire "  (Dodd,  Mead  & 
Co.),  and  both  are  admirable  for  a  leisure 
hour  of  the  thoughtful  man.  Mr.  Woodbury 
was  a  student  at  Williams  College  when 
Emerson  went  there,  in  1865,  to  lecture  in 
public.  Circumstances  threw  the  sage  and 
his  ardent  disciple   much   together,  then  and 
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afterward.  The  sage  opened  his  Platonic 
lips,  and  if  the  bees  of  Hybla  or  Hymettus 
did  not  light  thereon,  the  honeyed  wisdom 
which  the  Yankee  Plato  dropped  was  cer- 
tainly worthy  of  being  treasured — as  it  is 
here.  No  man  that  loves  Emerson  can  afford 
to  leave  out  of  his  library  this  charming  and 
colorful  picture  of  the  dear  old  philosopher 
of  Concord.  Mr.  Mabie's  modest  volume  is 
likewise  filled  with  kindly,  generous,  and  ger- 
minal thought.  He  talks  of  home-building, 
of  friends,  of  intellectual  and  social  influences, 
and  many  things  that  may  profitably  and  pleas- 
antly engage  men's  minds.

Prang  &    Company   issue 
"  The  Winds  of  the  Seasons"  and  "  A  Christ- 
mas Morning,*'  beautifully  executed   in   color 
and  filled  with   appropriate  verses,  arranged 
and  illuminated   by  Frank  T.  Robinson   and 
Louis  K.   Harlow.     H.  W.  McVickar   sends 
forth  a  lovely  calendar    (F.   A. 
Stokes  Co.),  the  pages  of  which 
bear    twelve    fac-simile   designs 
(one  for  each  month)  of   water- 
colors  of  his   own.

Flammarion's  fame 
as  an  astronomer  and  an  expert  in  aeronaut- 
ics will  attract  many  readers,  the  main  pur- 
pose of  which  is  to  fire  the  fancy  with  possi- 
bilities of  other  worlds  than  ours  inhabited 
by  more  or  less  human  beings,  who  differ 
from  us  in  non-essential  characteristics. 
Whatever  Flammarion  writes  about  spheres 
and  systems  beyond  our  ken  is  sure  to  be 
interesting  ;   but  when  he   mingles   fact   and

•fiction,  science  and  fancy,  as  he  does  in 
this  book,  not  a  few  people  will  be  puzzled  to 
know  where  one  of  these  leaves  off  and  the 
other  begins.  Nevertheless,  the  natural  philos- 
ophy of  the  book  is  to  be  received  without 
question. 

**  Maroussia"  is  a  fresh  and  original  story 
from  the  French  of  P.  J.  Stahl  (Dodd,  Mead  & 
Co.),  admirably  translated  by  Cornelia  W. 
Cyr.  The  region  in  which  the  scene  of  the 
story  is  laid  is  that  of  the  Ukraine,  a  little 
known  portion  of  the  country  which  has  given 
us  the  Cossacks.     The  heroine  of  the  romance. 


knows  nothing.  Another  story  thoroughly 
unlike  any  other  is  Vladimir  Korolenko's 
"  The  Blind  Musician*'  (Little,  Brown  &  Co.), 
translated  from  the  Russian  by  Aline  Delano, 
and  given  a  sympathetic  introduction  by 
George  Kennan.  This  is  called  a  psycho- 
logical study,  but  so  formidable  a  title  does 
scant  justice  to  a  tale  so  simple  and  direct 
as  this.  The  chief  figures  in  the  story  are 
a  blind  girl,  a  boy  who  is  gradually  losing 
his  sight,  and  a  musician  who  was  born  blind 
and  who  is  gifted  with  genius,  scholarly  tastes, 
and  refinement.     The  tale  is   profoundly  pa- 
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thetic  ;  its  main  interest  ariseg  from  the  read- 
er's contemplation  of  the  mental  processes 
of  the  afflicted  subjects  of  the  study.  In  this 
regard  only  it  is  a  psychological  study ;  but 
apart  from  that  it  u  a  work  of  fiction  in  a  new 
field,  full  of  human  sympathy  and  to  the  last 
degree  kindling  to  compassionate  instincts. 

There  is  much  that  is  cynical  and  much  that 
is  doubtless  autobiographical  in  Francois 
Coppee's  "  Disillusion,"  translated  by  E.  P. 
Robins  (George  Routledge  &  Sons),  and  beau- 
tifully illustrated  byEmile  Bayard.  The  same 
saddening  sardonic  humor  that  characterizes 
Daudet's  "  Jack"  runs  through  this  tragic 
stor}'.  It  is  the  life  of  a  generous  and  enthu- 
siastic youth  who  is  early  turned  loose  in  Paris. 
His  whole  life  is  a  process  of  disillusion  ;  he 
seeks  only  pleasure  ;  he  finds  his  dolls  stuffed 
with  sawdust  and  his  coveted  earth  only  hollow, 
after  all.  It  is  an  uncheerful  story,  but  told 
with  consummate  art.  Its  very  cynicism  is 
fine,  and  the  mechanism  of  the  drama  is 
polished  with  the  hand  of  a  master.  From  the 
same  house  comes  another  modern  French 
novel,  '*  Sister  Philomene,"  by  the  Brothers 
Goncourt,   a  novel   with   more  warmth   and

brightness  than  we  find  in  "  Disillusior,"  l^it 
ending  sadly  nevertheless. 

Arthur  Dudley  Vinton  has  written  a  cxir;oiis 
book  to  refute  some  of  the  i>ositions  taken  by 
Edward  Bellamy  in  his  "  Looking"  BackvvanL* 
The  title  of  the  work  is  *•  Looking"  Furihtr 
Backward"  (the  Albany  Book  Co.),  and  the. -urn 
of  the  author  is  to  show  that  by  the  loss  of  in- 
dividuality a  nation  would  lose  its  manliness, 
its  power  of  resistance,  and  ultimately  ai'»  pa- 
triotism. To  illustrate  this,  he  introduces 
some  of  Mr.  Bellamy's  characters  into  a  new 
tale  and  brings  down  upon  the  United  States 
a  war  with  China.  Ignorant  of  war,  as  the 
Nationalists  are  bound  to  be,  they  are  easily 
overcome,  and  the  Chinese  Governmerit  sets 
up  a  viceregal  establishment  on  the  ruins  of 
the  Republic.  The  stor\'  of  the  conquest  is 
told  in  an  amusingly  realistic  way  by  Won 
Lung  Lf,  professor  of  histor}'  in  Shawmut  Col- 
lege, Massachusetts.  It  is  a  ver\'  good  sion-, 
whatever  may  be  said  of  its  value  as  a  contro- 
versial work. 

Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  have  put  Hav.- 
thorne's  book,  "  Our  Old  Home,"  into  a  most 
charming  holiday  dress.  Nothing  in  the  rancre 
of  book-making,  this  s^eason,  can 
be  more  alluring  to  the  lover  of 
good  and  true  books  than  these 
dainty  volumes.  They  are  clothed 
in  green  and  gold,  and  are  genuine- 
ly illustrated  with  numerous  photo- 
gravures of  persons  and  placis 
mentioned  in  the  text.  The  work 
reminds  one  of  a  book  that  has 
been  "grangerized;''  but  these 
pictures  and  notes  have  not  l>ecn 
ruthlessly  torn  away  from  the 
bodies  of  other  books,  wrecked  by 
the  predacious  collector.  The  pho- 
togravures are  accompanied  bv 
two  capital  etchings  by  Schoff.  one 
a  portrait  of  Hawthorne  and  the 
other  of  Lord  Nelson.

'  real  value  to  the  text  which  they 
illuminate.

Mead  &  Co.  This  most  characteristic  of  all  of 
Reade's  novels  is  beautifully  printed  and  bound, 
and  a  portrait  of  the  lovely  Christie,  as  young 
Lord  Ipsden  must  have  first  beheld  her,  forms 
the  frontispiece  of  the  book.  Another  old  friend 
in  a  new  dress  is  Blackmore's  *'  Lorna  Doone," 
from  the  press  of  George  P.  Putnam's  Sons. 
Printed  on  good,  firm  paper  and  in  clear  cut 
type,  this  breezy  stor)',  one  of  the  classics  of 
the  new  outdoor  English  school,  is  a  luxury  to 
the  eyes  as  well  as  to  the  soul  of  the  reader. 

The  latest  addition  to  Harper's  Odd  Num- 
ber series  of  stories  is  a  volume  of  short  tales 
by  various  hands,  entitled  "  Modern  Ghosts." 
These  clever  stories  are  really  ghostly,  and  not 
very  modern  in  their  realism.  Their  modern- 
ity lies  rather  in  their  being  of  '*  contempora- 
neous human  interest"  than  in  their  conform- 
ing to  the  latest  fashion  in  ghosts.  Were  they 
less  romantic  than  they  are,  they  would  re- 
mind one  more  of  Robert  Dale  Owen  and  less 
of  Monk  Lewis  and  the  author  of  that  hair- 
lifting  tale,  '*  The  Three  Spaniards."  But 
these  are  all  fascinating  to  the  lover  of  the 
weird  and  the  mysterious,  and  they  may  be 
used  to  send  a  circle  of  terrified   auditors  to 


bed  shivering  as  the  wind  roars  down  the 
chimney  or  shrieks  and  sobs  around  the  ga- 
bles of  a  country  house  at  night.  Two  of  these 
seven  stories  are  from  the  French,  two  from 
the  Spanish,  one  from  the  German,  one  from 
the  Swedish,  and  one  from  the  Italian.  The 
two  from  the  French  are  written  by  Guy  de 
Maupassant,  and  have  all  of  his  deftness  of 
touch  ;  his  "  On  the  River"  being  the  better 
of  the  two.  Mr.  George  W.  Curtis  writes  a 
pleasant  introduction,  but  it  is  hardly  fair  to 
credit  Robert  Dale  Owen,  as  he  does,  with  in- 
venting the  phrase,  "  the  night  side  of  nature." 
Mrs.  Crowe  borrowed  that  from  the  German, 
more  than  fifty  years  ago.  To  be  read  with 
these  modern  ghost  stories  while  one  is  in  the 
humor,  is  Hoffmann's  "  Weird  Tales,"  a  new 
edition  of  which  has  just  been  issued  by 
Charles  Scribner's  Sons.  These  tales,  after  all, 
are  classics  in  their  peculiar  field,  and  nothing 
that  Poe  or  other  fantastic  dreamers  have  ever 
written  in  this  vein  will  take  their  place  in  the 
affections  of  the  world  of  ghost-seers  and 
readers  of  strange  tales.  This  edition  is  en- 
riched with  a  fine  portrait  and  biography  of 
Hoffmann  and  eleven  etchings  by  Lalauze. 
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In  "  Electricity  in  Daily  Life "  Charles 
Scribner's  Sons  have  done  for  applied  elec- 
tricity what  they  did  for  the  American  system 
and  construction  of  railways  last  year.  This 
is  a  portly  and  handsome  volume  of  papers 
from  the  hands  of  eminent  experts,  such  as  the 
Professor  of  Physics  at  Princeton,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Stevens  Technological  Institute. 
Edison's  Chief  Electrician,  and  others.  There 
are  ten  papers  in  all,  treating  of  the  electric 
railway,  motors,  lighting,  telegraphs,  cables  and 
their  laying  under  sea,  electricity  in  the  house- 
hold and  in  warfare  on  land  on  sea,  and  as  ap- 
plied to  the  human  body.  The  illustrations 
in  this  volume  are  not  only  numerous,  but  they 
are  uncommonly  good,  and  they  deser\e  spe- 
cial mention  as  among  the  best  examples  of 
American  work  of  this  sort. 

Nothing  in  biography  this  year  equals  in  in- 
terest Colonel  Church's  **  Life  of  John  Erics- 
son," the  great  engineer  and  inventor  (Charles 
Scribner's    Sons.)      There  was   much  about 
Ericsson's  early  life  that  clothes  any  account 
of  him  with  a  certain  romance  which  is  insepa- 
rable, perhaps,  from  the  career  of  any  heroic 
man,  especially  any  hero  of  the  sea.     His  most 
famous  invention  connected  his  name  with  the 
navies  of  the  world,  and  to-day  wherever  any 
governmental  flag  flies  over  a  war-ship  his  de- 
vices lend  new  forces  to  the  power  of  a  nation. 
Such  a  career  as  Ericsson's  will  always   be  a 
profitable,  even  an  enticing  theme  for  writers. 
And  it  should  be  said   that  Colonel  Church's 
use    of    the  abundant  material  afforded   him 
has  been  characterized  by  great  skill  and  tact. 
The  book,  with  its  array  of  historical  facts  and 
its  admirable  digest  of  family  letters  and  other 
documents,  is  a  monument  of  loving  industr)-. 
More  than  this,  it   is  a  graphic  and   succinct 
account  of  a  life  spent  in  the  development  of 
steam    power  as  a  force   in  modern  science. 
The  author  is  fortunate  in  his  style,  which  is 
singularly   clear    and  unaffected,  and   in   his 
illustrated    material,  which   is   abundant    and 
capitally  utilized.     The  illustrations  are   nu- 
merous and  striking. 

In  the  series  of  biographies  of  '*  Makers  of 
America,"  published  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co., 
two  admirable  works  have  just  appeared.  The 
«'  Life  of  General  Oglethorpe"  is  by  Mr.  Henry 


Bruce,-  and  that  of  the  two  Calverts,  George 
and  Cecilius,  is  by  William  Hand  Brown.  Both 
of  these  are  excellent  pieces  of  work,  and,  to 
use  a  much-hackneyed  phrase,  fill  a  long-felt 
want.  Mr.  Bruce's  book  has  the  special  merit 
of  giving  a  lively  picture  of  the  political  condi- 
tions as  they  existed  in  England  as  well  as  in 
the  Colonies  dunng  the  period  treated.  Geor- 
gia, named  for  one  of  the  least  worthy  of  the 
Brunswicks,  was  the  debatable  ground  between 
the  Spaniards  on  the  South  and  the  English  set- 
tlers on  the  North  ;  over  its  devoted  soil  many 
a  skirmish  was  fought  while  the  country  was 
yet  young  and  the  colony  feeble.  Mr.  Bruce's 
literary  style  is  lucid,  even  brilliant,  and  his 
narrative  of  the  life  and  times  of  a  really  good 
man  is  a  capital  example  of  what  history  in 
biography  should  be.  The  biography  of  the 
Calverts,  Barons  of  Baltimore,  if  less  pic- 
turesque than  that  of  Oglethorpe,  is  not  less 
valuable  as  a  contribution  to  that  store  of 
American  history  which  has  grown  to  such 
generous  proportions  during  the  past  twenty- 
five  years.  The  Calverts  were  the  founders  of 
Maryland,  although  Sir  George,  being  the 
eldest  of  the  family  and  the  wearer  of  the  title, 
has  cut  a  considerably  more  conspicuous  fig- 
ure in  history  than  his  brother.  The  lives  of 
these  two  men,  when  considered  as  those  of 
pioneers  in  the  New  World,  will  be  found  to 
contain  all  that  relates  to  the  early  history  of 
Maryland. 

When  the  sixtieth  birthday  of  Rubinstein 
was  celebrated  in  Russia,  in  November,  1889,. 
it  was  suggested  that  the  famous  musician 
and  composer  should  write  his  autobiography. 
Rubinstein  was  averse  to  talking  much  of  his 
artistic  career,  but,  in  response  to  an  urgent 
request  from  his  admirers,  he  consented  to  nar- 
rate the  principal  events  of  his  life.  This  was 
taken  down  by  a  short-hand  reporter,  the  notes 
read  and  corrected  by  Rubinstein  and  subse- 
quently published.  From  this  we  now  have  the 
"  Autobiography  of  Anton  Rubinstein,"  trans- 
lated from  the  Russian  by  Aline  Delano  (Little, 
Brown  &  Co.),  in  which  may  be  found  the  main 
details  of  the  somewhat  uneventful  life  of  him 
who  has  been  called  "  the  Michael  Angelo  of 
music."  It  is  a  pleasantly  told  narration,  and 
will  especially  interest  the  world  of  music-lovers. 
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Surely,  no  brighter  book  of   its    kind  was 
ever   written    than    Joseph  Jefferson's  Auto- 
biography   (The   Century   Co.),   if    we   con- 
sider that  an  autobiography  should  impress 
upon  the  mind  of  the  reader  the  distinctive 
and  distinguished  char- 
acter of  the  writer.    It  is 
very  likely  that  Mr.  Jef- 
ferson, in  setting  out  to 
write  his   reminiscences 
of   a    long,   active,   and 
somewhat  checkered  life, 
hardly  thought  that  he 
was  projecting  upon  his 
moving  canvas  a  portrait 
of   himself.      But,    con- 
sciously or  unconscious- 
ly, his  individuality,  dis- 
tinct and  kindly,  lovable 
and     shrewd,     appears 
throughout    this    enter- 
taining panorama  of  men 
and  things.    It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  the  per- 
sonal recollections  of  a 
man  of  many  and  unique 
experiences,  like  Jeffer- 
son, would  furnish  enter- 
taining reading.     But  it 
did  not  follow  that  these  would  be  entertain- 
ingly  narrated.      It  is  probably   a   matter  of 
surprise  to   those  who  have  known  Jefferson 
only  as  an  actor  that  he  should  have  proven 
himself  so  apt  a  writer.      His   literary   style 
is  crisp,    succinct,  and   yet   unhurried.     The 
charm  of  his  method  is  that   when   he   has 
said  a  thing  he  moves  on  to  the  next,  with- 
out   any    attempt    at    continuous     narrative. 
He  scorns  the  trick  of  dove-tailing,  to  which 
so  many  gatherers  of  reminiscence  and  anec- 
dote seem  to  think  they  must  resort.     When 
he   has   done   with  an   episode  or  character, 
he   passes   on  to   the   next,  without   building 
a  bridge  over  an  imaginary  gap.     The  charm 
of  Jefferson's  personality  is  its  kindliness.     All 
the  dramatis  persona:  who  cross  his  stage  are 
treated  with  generous  politeness  ;  and   if   he 
cannot  say  a  pleasant  word  about  them  as  they 
move,  he  says  nothing.     The  book   is  hand- 
somely  printed,  and  the  numerous  full-page 
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portraits   that  adorn  it,  as  well  as   the  lesser 
pictures,  give  it  a  peculiar  value. 

A  new  edition  of  Grace  and   Philip  Whar- 
ton's    "  Wits     and    Beaux  of   Society"   and 
"  Queens  of  Society"  (Porter  &  Coates),  each 
in  two  volumes,  prettily 
bound,  is  a  distinct  ad- 
dition to  historical  liter- 
ature.    These  pages  are 
rich  in  reminiscences  of 
high  life  in  the  capitals 
of  England  and  France 
during  the   seventeenth 
and    eighteenth    centu- 
ries.    It  is  very  true  that 
when  the  earlier  edition 
of  these  works  appeared, 
some  thirty  years   ago, 
there    was    not  a  little 
criticism   of    the    taste, 
skill,  and   judgment   of 
the    compilers    of     the 
sketches;   and  some  of 
the      more      unfriendly 
critics  impugned  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  statements 
herein  set  forth.    But,  on 
the  whole,  time  has  vin- 
dicated the  reputation  of 
the  collaborators  in  this  peculiar  field,  and  the 
reissue  of  the  volumes  will  give  pleasure  to  a 
new  generation  of  readers.     There  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  raciness  of  the  work,  none  as  to 
the  largeness  of  the  fund  of  anecdote  and  infor- 
mation comprised  within  these  pages.     *'  The 
Queens  of  Society  "  came  first  in  the  original 
order  of  publication.     In  that  book  one  finds 
the  most  familiar  biographies  of  such  famous 
women  as  the  first  Duchess  of  Marlborough, 
Lady     Mary     Wortly     Montagu,  Georgiana, 
Duchess   of   Devonshire,    Mrs.    Thrale,    and 
Mesdames  Rfecamier,  De  Stael,  and  Roland, 
with  numerous  references  to  their  contempo- 
raries ;  and  in  "  Wits  and  Beaux  of  Society" 
we  have  a  similar    treatment  of  the  second 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  Beau  Nash,  the  Earl  of 
Chesterfield,  Congreve,  Horace  Walpole,  Beau 
Brummel,      Rochefoucauld,    De    Grammont, 
Scarron,  and  an  innumerable  company  of  the 
noted  men  of  their  time.     Pepys  and  Evelyn 
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of  course  are  copiously  drawn  upon,  and  the 
memoirs  of  more  recent  writers  have  been 
utilized  in  correcting  errors  of  an  earlier 
edition.  The  four  volumes  are  enriched  with 
many  portraits  of  celebrated  people. 

In  his  biography  of  Gustavus  Adolphus 
(George  P.  Putnam's  Sons;,  Mr.  C.  R.  L. 
Fletcher  has  endeavored  very  successfully  to 
portray  at  the  same  time  with  his  account  of 
the  life  of  that  monarch  the  struggle  for  ex- 
istence of  Protestantism  in  Europe.  Inciden- 
tally, we  have  presented  also  a  vivid  pic- 
ture of  that  stormy  period  in  European  history 
which  is  embraced  in  the  latter  half  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  The  intrigues  of  the 
French  court,  the  schemes  of  the  Vatican,  the 
course  of  the  Thirty  Years'  War,  and  a  variety 
of  momentous  events  in  the  histor)^  of  the 
world's  civilization  are  necessarily  touched 
upon  in  this  brief  but  stirring  biography.  The 
author,  on  the  whole,  is  inclined  to  take  a  con- 
servative ground  in  summing  up  the  character 
of   Gustavus   Adolphus.     He    does    not  exalt 


him  to  the  point  of  heroism 
on  which  Swedish  eulogists 
have  placed  him,  nor  does  he 
lend  his  voice  to  the  harsh 
verdict  of  others  who  have 
denounced  him  as  little  better 
than  a  robber.  The  book  is 
agreeably  written,  and  be- 
longs to  the  series  known  as 
The  Heroes  of  the  Nations. 

In  the  same  series  "  Pericles» 
and     the    Golden     Age     of 
Greece,"  by  Evelyn    Abbott, 
of    Balliol    College,    Oxford, 
will  be  welcomed  by  a  great 
multitude  of  readers  who  have 
dim    notions   of    the   Golden 
Age,  but  have  never  been  able 
to  lay  hands  on   any  mono- 
graph   on   that    distant    and 
almost  mythical  period  of  the 
world's   history.      This    is   a 
brave  book,  brave  in  its  virile 
writing  and  in  its  handsome 
appearance.     The  author  has 
not  gilded  with  meretricious 
untruthfulness  the  realities  of 
the  Golden  Age,  but  has  shown  the  seamy  side 
of  life  in  old  Athens  as  few  before  him  have 
done.     It  is  a  distinct  pictur-e  of  civilization  in 
ancient  Greece  which  the  writer  gives  us  ;  and 
scholar  and  curiosity-seeker  alike  will  be  satis- 
fied with  this  calm  survey  of  a  long-vanished 
time. 

From  the  French  of  Baron  Hochschild, 
M.  Carey  has  translated  "  D^sir^e,  Queen  of 
Sweden  and  Norway"  (Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.), 
consort  of  Bernadotte,  who  was  rewarded 
with  the  throne  of  Sweden  for  his  faithful 
services  as  marshal  to  Napoleon.  Very  little 
is  known  to  the  world  of  readers  concerning 
Queen  Desiree,  and  this  picturesque  and 
lively  account  of  a  charming  woman  will  be 
read  with  great  interest.  Baron  Hochschild 
was  attached  to  the  court  of  King  Bernadotte 
as  chamberlain,  and  his  narration  of  the  events 
that  passed  under  his  eyes  is  worthy  of  confi- 
dence as  well  as  applause.  Desiree  was  the 
daughter  of  a  silk  manufacturer,  but  her  man- 
ner, according  to  her  friendly  biographer,  was

of  one  born  in  the  purple.  The  same  house 
has  issued  **  Four  Frenchwomen,"  by  Austin 
Dobson.  a  work  of  high  literary  merit  and 
considerable  elegance  of  style.  The  subjects 
of  the  volume  (which  is  not  a  very  big  one,  con- 
sidering its  scope)  are  Madenrioiselle  de  Cor- 
day,  Madame  Roland,  the  Princess  de  Lamballe 
and  Madame  de  Genlis.  A  tragical  interest 
attaches  to  three  of  these  famous  women,  for 
all  of  them  but  the  last  named  perished  during 
the  tempest  that  swept  over  France  during  the 
years  next  succeeding  the  dethronement  of  the 
last  of  the  elder  Bourbons  who  really  reigned. 
Madame  de  Genlis  was  a  governess  in  the 
family  of  the  younger  House  of  Orleans,  and 
doubtless  had  much  to  do  with  shaping  the 
character  of  him  who  was  to  be  the  Citizen 
King  of  the  French.  Mr.  Dobson's  sketches, 
though  they  are  rapid,  are  full  of  life  and  ten- 
der sentiment. 

Of  the  books  of  travel  and  adventure,  this 
season,  none  will  more  readily  fascinate  than 
Sir  Samuel  Baker's  "  Wild  Beasts  and  Their 
Ways,"  a  portly  volume  to  which  Sir  Samuel 
has  given  the  sub-title  of  "  Reminiscences  of 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  America,"  and  which 
is  published  by  Macmillan  &  Co.  The  author 
of  this  stirring  narrative  has  been  in  his  day  a 
mighty  hunter  as  well  as  a  famous  and  far- 
wandering  explorer.  His  story  of  adventure 
is  necessarily  a  most  interesting  one.  He 
has  pursued  the  elephant  through  the  jungles 
of  India  and  over  the  plains  of  Africa,  has 
hunted  the  buffalo  on  the  frontier  of  the  United 
States,  and  has  chased  every  known  species  of 
game,  from  the  Numidian  lion  to  the  American 
antelope,  each  in  its  own  natural  liabitat. 
Sir  Samuel  lays  out  the  work  of  his  book-writ- 
ing most  logically.  Beginning  with  the 
elephant,  the  hugest  of  beasts,  he  goes  on 
down  through  the  scale  of  bigness  and  ferocity 
to  the  lion,  the  leopard,  the  tiger,  the  bear, 
hippopotamus,  crocodile,  and  so  on  until  we 
come  to  the  smallest  of  the  tribes.  These  tales 
of  the  hunt  are  garnished  with  a  multitude  of 
entertaining  anecdotes,  told  with  the  most  de- 
lightful naTvet6,  and  the  book  cannot  fail  to  have 
a  wide  popularity  among  all  English-speaking 
peoples,  for  we  all  belong  to  the  race  that  likes 
to  "  go  out  and  kill  something  "  whenever  life 


seems  most  pleasant  to  the  slayer.  The  book 
is  illustrated  by  a  number  of  spirited  animal 
portraits. 

"  The  Marvellous  Country"  is  the  title  of 
Samuel  Woodworth  Cozzens's  account  of  the 
ancient  Cibola  (Lee  «fe  Shcpard),  in  which  he 
spent  some  three  years  in  residence  and  ex- 
ploration. The  ancient  Cibola  was  the  more 
or  less  fabulous  region  which,  as  the  early 
Spanish  explorers  believed,  was  underlaid  with 
silver,  gold,  and  all  manner  of  precious  stones. 
It  is  now  comprised  in  the  Territories  of 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  It  is  still  wonder- 
ful for  its  romantic  ruins  of  a  forgotten  civili- 
zation and  its  strange  vicissitudes  of  fortune, 
climate,  and  material  progress.  Mr.  Cozzens 
has  told  his  story  with  a  certain  florid  fervor 
that  is  captivating;  and  his  book  is  profusely- 
illustrated  with  wood-cuts. 

"  The  Pacific  Coast  Scenic  Tour,"  by  Henry 
T.  Finck  (Charles  Scribner's  Sons),  is  a  capi- 
tal book  as  guide,  philosopher,  and  friend  to 
any  intending  tourist.  For  those  who  stay  at 
home  it  will  prove  an  excellent  substitute  for 
travel ;  for  next  to  seeing  men  and  things  and 
places  with  one's  own  eyes  is  the  pleasure  of 
seeing  them  through  the  eyes  of  other  people. 
Mr.  Finck  tells  his  story  so  well,  and  he  is  so 
picturesque  and  accurate  in  his  style,  that  the 
reader  cannot  help  following  him  with  admir- 
ing interest.  The  author  propounds  the  novel 
theory  that  one  may  have  all  sorts  of  a  climate 
within  a  very  limited  range  of  our  beloved 
country,  provided  he  knows  where  to  begin 
and  where  to  end.  What  is  more,  in  his  prac- 
tice he  has  followed  the  procession  of  the 
seasons  from  the  lower  part  of  California 
northward  to  Alaska,  and  thence  south  east- 
wardly  through  the  Yellowstone  country-  and 
homeward.  Mr.  Finck's  narrative  is  lively,  he  is 
always  good-humored,  and  his  account  of  what 
he  heard  and  saw  is  singularly  fresh  and  un- 
hackneyed. The  book  is  handsomely  illus- 
trated. 

In  "  Far  West  Sketches,"  Mrs.  Jessie  Ben- 
ton Fremont  (D.  Lothrop  Co.)  has  gather- 
ed a  series  of  slight  and  pleasant  papers  de- 
scriptive of  her  life  in  California,  a  part  of 
which  was  spent  in  the  then  rude  and  lawless 
mining  region.    These  details  of  border  life  are 
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always  interesting,  not  only  to  those  who  have 
had  similar  experiences,  but  to  such  as  have 
never  left  the  limits  of  a  comfortable  city  life. 
Such  sketches  as  these  are  valuable  because 
they  fix  on  canvas  the  outlines  of  pictures 
that  never  will  be  seen  again  in  the  world's  his- 
tory. 

Clinton  Scollard's  "  Under  Summer  Skies" 
(Welch,  Fracker  Co.)  is  one  of  the  most 
agreeable  books  of  European  travel  brought 
to  the  surface  this  season.  He  finds  his  sum- 
mer under  an  Egyptian  sun,  and  the  pages  of 
his  delicately  printed  book  glow  with  the 
beams  of  the  orb  that  gilds  the  lips  of  Mem- 
non.  Mr.  ScoUard  went  abroad  with  the  evi- 
dent intention  of  finding  pleasure  and  refresh- 
ment in  the  charmed  lands  to  which  he  bent 
his  steps.  To  busy  men,  the  notion  of  a  Nile 
journey  is  one  of  a  life  of  infinite  leisure — un- 
thoughtfulness  for  the  morrow.  The  author 
of  this  book  contrives  to  give  to  his  readers 
the  sensuous  enjoyment  and  languorous  ease 
with  which  we  instinctively  invest  the  land  of 
the  Pharaohs,  decayed  though  it  is. 

"  A  Social  Departure,"  by  Sara  Jeannette 
Duncan  (D.  Appleton  &  Co.),  is  neither  lan- 
guorous nor  leisurely.  The  fair  maids  who 
break  away  from  the  conventionalities  of  life 
and  resolve  to  see  the  world  for  themselves 
are  brisk  globe-trotters,  and  they  let  no  grass 
grow  under  their  nimble  feet.  They  went 
gaily  around  the  world,  but  spent  more  of  their 
precious  time  in  Japan  and  India  than  else- 
where. That  they  enjoyed  themselves  hugely, 
saw  everything  worth  seeing,  and  made  a  pro- 
found impression  on  some  of  the  semi-barba- 
rians whom  they  met  is  evident  from  this 
sprightly  journal  of  what  they  saw  and 
did.  It  is  a  capital  book  of  travel,  fresh, 
utterly  unconventional,  and  unwearyingly 
good-natured.  Not  the  least  of  its  many 
charms  is  the  deft  and  original  manner  of  its 
profuse  illustration. 

Mary  Elizabeth  Blake,  who,  in  company  and 
partnership  with  Margaret  F.  Sullivan,  wrote 
a  clever  book  on  Mexico  last  year,  has  done 
better  in  her  own  **  Summer  Holiday  in 
Europe"  (Lee  &  Shepard)  this  year.  The 
author  made  the  grand  round,  spending  more 
time  in  France  than  do  most  tourists,  but  tak- 


ing in  Paris,  Switzerland  and  London  with 
much  zest,  and  giving  us  her  impressions  in  a 
frank  and  breezy  way.  Her  obser\ations  on 
what  she  saw  and  heard  in  Ireland  are  just  and 
candid,  and  have  a  certain  flavor  of  novelty  not 
always  found  in  books  of  travel. 

A  dignified  and  handsome  tome  is  **  The 
Tsar  and  His  People,"  published  by  the  Har- 
pers, and  compiled  from  the  magazine  articles 
on  Russia  written  by  Theodore  Child,  Vicomte 
de  Vogu^,  Clarence  Cook,  and  Verestchagin, 
the  painter.  Two  papers,  one  on  the  social 
life  of  Russia  and  the  other  descriptive  of  a 
journey  through  the  Caucasus,  are  by  the 
Vicomte ;  Mr.  Child  writes  of  the  palaces  of 
St.  Petersburg,  the  cathedrals  and  churches  of 
Holy  Moscow,  and  ancient  and  modern  Russian 
art,  and  Mr.  Cook  and  Verestchagin  con- 
tribute papers  on  Russian  bronzes  and  village 
life  in  the  land  of  the  Tsar.  It  is  hardly  nec- 
essary to  add  that  the  book  is  interesting ;  the 
engravings  are  fine  and  numerous. 

Skipping  lightly  from  old  Russia  to  young 
America,  we  take  up  Mr.  Willis  J.  Abbot's 
*'  Battle  Fields  and  Camp  Fires"  (Dodd,  Mead 
&  Co.)  with  a  slight  sense  of  weariness.  We 
have  had  pictures  and  stories  of  war-times 
galore.  But  Mr.  Abbot  does  not  rethresh  old 
straw.  In  a  few  lucid  and  graphic  chapters 
he  traces  the  devious  course  of  battle  fought, 
from  the  retirement  of  McClellan  to  the  acces- 
sion of  Grant.  It  is  a  good  thing,  on  the  whole, 
to  have  these  vivid  pictures  of  the  principal 
battles  of  that  active  and  exciting  era  of  the 
civil  war  and  the  manoeuvres  and  strategy  lead- 
ing up  to  them.  They  are  comprised  in  the 
accounts  of  the  campaigns  in  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania,  the  battles  of  Antietam  and 
Gettysburg,  the  opening  of  the  Mississippi,  the 
clever  manoeuvring  of  Bragg  out  of  Tennessee, 
and  the  operations  in  Charleston  Harbor.  The 
narratives  are  all  recounted  with  simplicity  and 
directness.  The  book  is  a  goodly  quarto  and 
the  illustrations  are  many. 

A  saddening  and  yet  an  eminently  practical 
book  is  Mr.  Jacob  Riis's  "  How  the  Other  Half 
Lives'*  (Charles  Scribner's  Sons),  in  which 
the  author  tells  us  of  that  other  half  that  lives 
in  tenement-houses,  in  squalor,  in  crime,  and  in 
utter  wretchedness.     It  is  a  necessary  book. 
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It  reveals  some  parts  of  that  moral  ulcer  that 
festers  in  every  great  city,  and  to  remove  which 
the  public  safety  demands  of  us.  It  is  a  study 
of  the  nether  side  of  New  York,  with  photo- 
graphic  glimpses    into  Bottle  Alley,  Cherry 


tioned  in  the  letter-press  are  printed,  and  the 
reader  receives  from  the  work  many  delightful 
impressions  of  regions  celebrated  in  poetry  and 
history.

Street,  and  Jewtown,  as  we  grope  our  way 
through  these  noisome  habitations  of  the  mis- 
erably poor.  Yet  it  is  not  all  dark.  Mr. 
Riis  exhibits  plans  for  the  mitigation  of  these 
dangers  and  disorders  ;  and  alongside  of  the 
miseries  of  the  tenement-house  and  the  blind 
alleys  are  designs  for  brighter  and  better 
things  that  are  not  wholly  Utopian.  Charts, 
plans,  and  engravings  fully  illustrate  this  useful 
and  thoroughly  original  work. 

In  the  way  of  illustrated  books  suitable  for 
holiday-giving,  the  Cassell  Publishing  Co.  fur- 
nishes an  attractive  volume  in  "  Rivers  of  the 
East  Coast,"  which  is  one  of  a  series  relating 
to  the  rivers  of  Great  Britain.  This  handsome 
work,  a  square  quarto,  treats  of  the  Tweed, 
the  Tyne,  the  Humber,  and  other  rivers  of  the 
East  Coast,  the  whole  being  historical,  descrip- 
tive, and  pictorial.  The  several  subjects  are 
from  different  hands,  and  the  result  is  an  agree- 
able variety  of  treatment.  The  illustrations  are 
numerous  and  very  fine  indeed,  many  of  them 
being  gems  of  art.    Maps  of  the  localities  men- 


celebrated  in  "The  Golden  Flower,"  a  book 
of  selections  from  writings  appropriate  to  this 
alluring  subject,  and  illuminated  by  colored 
portraits  of  some  of  the  famous  varieties  of  the 
flower  of  Japan.  The  selections  are  skilfully 
made  from  the  works  of  Browning,  Holmes, 
Celia  Thaxter,  Lewis  Carroll,  Richard  Henry 
Stoddard,  and  others,  and  are  charmingly 
framed  in  tinted  borders.  The  chief  glory  of 
the  work,  of  course,  is  in  the  colored  portraits 
of  the  famed  flowers.  These  are  admirably 
done,  and  reflect  new  credit  on  the  artistic  taste 
of  the  publishers,  L.  Prang  &  Co. 

•'  The  Guest-Book,"  designed  and  arranged 
by  Annie  F.  Cox  (Lee  &  Shepard),  is  a  happy 
thought  in  the  direction  of  books  of  remem- 
brance. It  is  arranged  for  the  recording  of  the 
going  and  the  coming  of  guests,  with  due  pro- 
vision for  the  preservation  of  autographs  and 
such  other  written  memorabilia  as  may  be  de- 
sired by  the  fortunate  possessor  of  this  beauti- 
fully illustrated  and  illuminated  tome.  The 
same  house  publishes  "The  Baby's  Kingdom," 
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in  the  virgin  leaves  of  which  are  to  be  set  down 
the  momentous  events  in  baby's  small  life — the 
first  tooth,  weights  and  measures  at  critical 
periods  in  baby's  career,  and  such  other  histori- 
cal facts  as  any  fond  mother  will  readily  think

of.     The  book,  like  the  baby  whom  it  will  cele- 
brate, is  a  thing  of  beauty. 

A  luxurious  book  and  a  beautiful  one  is 
"  Christmas  in  Song,  Sketch,  and  Story,"  a  col- 
lection of  musical,  poetical,  and  prose  selections 
appropriate  to  the  happy  Christmas  time,  ar- 
ranged by  Mr.  J.  P.  McCaskey,  the  accom- 
plished compiler  of  Harper's  Franklin  Square 
Song  Collection.  The  title-page  is  ample  guar- 
antee of  the  merit  of  the  work.  The  songs  are 
so  intimately  related  in  the  minds  of  all  Chris- 
tian people  with  the  holy  festal  time  for  which 
they  are  compiled  that  the  mention  of  their 
titles  will  recall  the  season  to  one's  mental 
vision.  Here  are  such  undying  favorites  as 
"Adeste  Fideles,"  "God  Rest  Ye,  Merry 
Gentlemen,"  "  Carol,  Carol,  Christians,"  "  Hark, 


the  Herald  Angels,"  "Three  Kings  of  Orient," 
and  a  glorious  company  of  other  melodies  of 
the  olden  and  the  newer  time,  with  fit  illustra- 
tions from  the  works  of  the  masters — Murillo, 
Raphael,  Botticelli,  Bouguereau,  and  other 
famous  artists.  The  selections  are  from  the 
works  of  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  Mrs.  Stowc, 
Dickens,  General  Lew  Wallace,  and  others. 
The  work  is  published  by  Harper  &  Brothers, 
and  will  at  once  take  its  place  among  the  per- 
manent features  of  the  celebration  of  Christ- 
mas. 

Nims  &  Knight,  of  Troy,  have  produced 
many  artistic  things  in  literature  this  season, 
one  of  the  most  sumptuous  of  which  is  an  il- 
lustrated edition  of  Hawthorne's  "  Legends  of 
the  Province  House."  The  illustrations  are 
superb,  and  the  work  has  a  certain  luxurious- 
ness  that  will  doubtless  attract  many  a  long- 
ing buyer.  The  style  of  the  volume  is  that 
of  a  square  quarto  ;  the  page  is  ample,  and 
the  engravings  in  the  text  are  spirited  and 
notably  vigorous  in  handling.  Most  of  the  full- 
page  pictures  are  photogravures  of  a  high  or- 
der of  merit.  The  same  firm  have  put  forth 
several  uncommonly  pretty  calendars,  one  of 
birds  delicately  painted,  another  of  the  flowers 
and  foliage  of  the  months  in  the  hues  of  nature, 
another  of  the  seasons  in  their  turn.  From 
this  house  also  come  two  patriotic  songs,  choice- 
ly embellished  and  printed  on  ivorine — Wal- 
ter Kittredge's  "Tenting  on  the  Old  Camp 
Ground"  and  George  F.  Root's  "  Tramp, 
Tramp,  Tramp."  T.  Buchanan's  immortal 
poem,  "  Sheridan's  Ride,"  is  issued  in  the 
same  handsome  style  by  the  J.  B.  Lippincott 
Co. 

A  lovely  book  is  "  Summer-Land,"  an  oblong 
folio  of  finely  printed  engravings  on  wood  after 
designs  by  Margaret  MacDonald  Pullman  (Lee 
&  Shepard),  mostly  landscapes  and  bits  of  way- 
side flowers  and  grasses.  The  designer  of  this 
beautiful  work  has  discreetly  left  her  pictures 
to  tell  their  own  story ;  save  for  an  occasional 
phrase,  a  line  of  poetry,  letter-press  there  is 
nonf».  Another  rare  bit  of  art  is  "  Dreams  of 
the  Sea,"  arranged  by  Lola  Mae  Walker  (Estes 
&  Lauriat),  being  a  series  of  "  wash"  drawings 
in  tint,  delicate  and  almost  aerial  in  their  effect 
The   poetical  selections  accompanying  these

delicious  drawings  are  from  Whittier,  Barr>* 
Cornwall,  Frances  Ridley  Havergal,  and  others 
who  have  written  of  the  mystery  and  the  glad- 
ness of  the  sea. 

One  of  the  most  unique  of  the  Christmas  pub- 
lications this  year  is  the  Brentano's  fac-simile 
of  Dickens's  manuscript  of  "  A  Christmas 
Carol."  It  is  a  curious  and  interesting  relic  of 
the  great  English  master  in  fiction.  The  "  copy" 
show^s  a  laborious  and  painstaking  piece  of  work, 
whose  careful  writing  and  rewriting  might 
shame  the  clever  men  who  "  toss  off"  in  a  few 
hours  a  story  or  a  novel  as  a  very  little  thing. 
In  this  story,  at  least,  Dickens  worked  hard, 
elaborating,  changing,  erasing,  and  superim- 
posing on  the  tangle  of  penmarkings  the  per- 
fect tale  as  we  have  it  to-day — a  finished  piece 
of  workmanship.  In  an  introduction  to  the 
book,  which  is  a  square  quarto,  Mr.  Frederick 
C.  Kitton  narrates  sundry  incidents  concerning 
Dickens's  methods  of  labor,  which  are  fresh  in 
their  interest. 

"  Song  Birds  and  Seasons"  is  the  suggestive 
title  of  the  English  edition  (Nims  &  Knight) 
of  Andre  Theuriet's  delightful  book  about 
birds.  Theuriet  is  a  French  Gilbert  White ; 
his  observations  in  field  and  wood  are  shrewd, 
close,  and  sympathetic.  No  lover  of  animated 
nature  should  be  without  this  most  original 
and  individual  book.  Hector  Giacomelli's 
delicious  and  characteristic  illustrations  add 
much  value  to  the  work,  and  a  gorgeous  cover 
in  sunset  colors  arrests  attention  at  once.  Julia 


P.  Ballard's  **  Among  the  Moths  and  Butter- 
flies" (G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons)  would  be  a  very 
proper  companion  to  Theuriet's  book  iabout 
birds.  The  author  has  done  well  by  these  frag- 
ile creatures.  She  has  traced  for  us  their 
manner  of  life,  their  private  conversations,  and 
their  wonderful  mutations  as  they  come  and 
go  from  stage  to  stage  of  their  manifold  exist- 
ence. Her  style  is  agreeable  and  sprightly, 
untrammelled  by  learned  technicalities,  and  her 
illustrations,  verbal  and  pictorial,  are  ample  to 
the  full  understanding  of  the  aerial  subjects  of 
her  discourse. 

The  Putnams  publish  this  year  another  col- 
lection of  the  choice  little  box-encased  books 
which  they  have  appropriately  named  *'  gems." 
These  are  Sheridan's  "School  for  Scandal," 
Butler's  "  Nothing  to  Wear,"  Ruskin's  "  King 
of  the  Golden  River,"  Carlyle's  **  Niblelungen 
Lied,"  James  A.  Froude's  "  Science  of  His- 
tor)%"  and  Mrs.  Browning's  '*  Sonnets  from  the 
Portuguese ;"  verily  a  choice  array  from  the 
best  modem  literature.  The  books  are  bound 
in  flexible  crimson  leather  and  are  comely  to 
the  eye.  The  same  firm  sends  out  a  handsome 
book,  "  Fra  Lippo  Lippi."  The  romance  of  the 
painter-monk  is  gracefully  and  poetically  told 
by  Margaret  Vere  Farrington,  and  the  tale,  a 
Florentine  love-story,  ends  as  a  Florentine  love- 
story  should,  with  a  tragic  ringing  down  of  the 
curtain.  The  photogravures  that  illuminate 
the  book  are  capitally  done,  and  greatly  enhance 
the  attractiveness  of  the  volume.

From  "  The  Narrative  of  Captain  Coignct."— T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co. 
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5T  needs  only  a  casual  glance  at 
the  current  list  of  art-books  to 
realize  anew  what  a  revolution 
has  taken  place  within  the  last 
five  or  six  years  in  the  charac- 
ter of  book  illustration,  how 
largely  the  photogravure  and  its  allied  photo- 
gelatine  and  half-tone  relief  processes  have 
usurped  the  place  of  the  wood-engraving  in  the 
popular  presentation  of  art.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions — notably  Wordsworth's  sonnets  il- 
lustrated by  Alfred  Parsons  (Harper's) — the 
art  publications  of  the  year  have  relied  alone 
upon  the  mechanical  aid  of  the  camera  and  its 
invaluable  ally,  gelatine.  This  innovation  may 
be  attributed  to  a  combination  of  causes,  not 
the  least  among  which  is  doubtless,  firstly,  the 
important  one,  from  the  publisher's  point  of 
view,  the  reduced  cost  of  production,  sup- 
plemented by  the  growing  desire  among  ar- 
tists not  for  a  translation  of  their  work, 
but  for  as  literal  a  rendering  thereof  as  pos- 
sible —  a  rendering  which  reproduces  not 
merely  the  tone  quality,  values,  and  modelling 
of  the  original,  but  also  whatever  added  charm 
it  may  have  acquired  through  its  particular 
technique  and  individuality  of  handling.  The 
charcoal  drawing,  the  pen  drawing,  the  pencil 
drawing,  the  wash  drawing,  each  gains  a  pe- 
culiar quality  through  its  medium,  indepen- 
dent of  the  design, /d*r  se,  and  this  subtle  dis- 
tinction comes  back  to  us  in  the  photo-plate  as 
no  grraver  can  render  it  to  us.  To  be  sure, 
there  are  photogravures  and  photogravures, 
and  it  cannot  be  denied  that  in  this  new  inno- 
vation, as  in  etching,  the  dangers  of  over-pro- 
duction and  commercial  competition  are 
already  becoming  manifest  in  a  deterioration  of 
quality,  involving  much  that  lias  no  reason  for 
existence  other  than  its  cheapness,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  an  innocent  public  on  the  other. 

The  most  important  among  the  new  works 
in  which  the  photogravure  is  conspicuous  is 
an  ample  folio  from  Estes  &  Lauriat.  **  Re- 
cent European  Art,"  containing  selections  from 


the  portfolios  of  Breton,  Dupr^,  Kaulbach, 
Max,  Conti,  Hagborg,  etc.,  containing  sixteen 
large  photo-etchings  from  prominent  examples 
of  their  work.  The  illustrations  are  printed 
singly  on  plate-paper,  in  various  toned  inks, 
and  are  accompanied  with  slight  biographical 
and  descriptive  text  by  an  anonymous  and  natu- 
rally appreciative  critic.  The  collection  is  in- 
troduced by  that  admirable  work  of  Dupr^'s.  so 
familiar  to  most  frequenters  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan Museum — a  group  of  awe-stricken  French 
peasants  gazing  aloft  at  the  flying  war-balloon — 
and  includes  further  the  "  Pitching  Hay,"  by 
the  same  artist,  the  "  Lion's  Bride,"  by  Max, 
and  a  long  list  of  other  popular  favorites. 
Though  not  as  even  in  excellence  of  printing 
as  could  be  desired  by  the  demands  of  severest 
criticism,  the  work  as  a  whole  forms  a  very  at- 
tractive and  generous  addition  to  the  art  con- 
tributions of  the  year. 

Of  similar  character,  though  in  more  novel 
dress,  are  two  tasteful  companion  portfolios 
issued  by  Nims  &  Knight.  The  first  of  these 
contains  twelve  **  gems"  of  art  from  the  Met- 
ropolitan Museum  rendered  in  photogravure 
in  various  harmonizing  tones.  The  prints  are 
inclosed  in  heavy  soft  gray-tinted  boards  hinged 
with  ribbons,  with  border  embossed  in  antique 
arabesque  in  high  relief,  which  serves  as  a  frame 
for  a  thirteenth  choice  selection  in  photo- 
gravure, the  head  of  an  attractive  and  pensive 
damosel.  The  portfolio  includes,  as  the  Amer- 
ican complement — or  compliment — "  The  Gos- 
sips," by  Carl  Marr  (a  Munich  American,  by 
the  way),  and  the  "  Cosy  Corner,"  by  Millet, 
forming,  with  its  other  selections,  a  tasteful 
and  valuable  art  souvenir  of  the  Museum. 

The  companion  work  from  the  same  house 
is  devoted  exclusively  to  American  art,  of 
which  it  presents  twelve  gems,  from  the  rough 
(black)  diamond  of  Hovenden's  "  Old  Shaver," 
which  so  winsomely  introduces  the  series,  to 
the  several  household  jewels  in  the  way  of 
child  portraiture  by  J.  Alden  Weir  and  others. 
Mr.  Hovenden  is  seen  at  his  best  in   this  ad- 
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mirable  example  of  negro  character  delineation,  reflecting  as  it  does  not  only  the  humanity  and 
skill  of  the  artist,  but  the  touching,  pathetic  story  of  the  simple-hearted  race  whom  Lincoln  loved. 
Among  other  artists  represented  are  Parton,  Minor,  Harrison,  Bristol,  and  Bolton  Jones,  each 
with  a  character- 
istic example. 

The  Goupil 
Gallery  of  Great 
War  Paintings 
(Estes  &  Lauriat) 
belongs  to  the 
same  category  as 
their  "Recent  Eu- 
ropean Art"  al- 
ready noticed,  and 
though  it  is  more 
modest  in  dimen- 
sions and  scope, 
the  quality  of  its 
ten  dainty  repro- 
ductions in  pho- 
togravure is  well 
sustained.  The 
subjects  mostly 
refer  to  incidents 
of  the  French 
wars  —  naturally 
from  the  French 
standpoint  and 
from  French 
brushes — and  are 
supplemented  by 
adequate  bio- 
graphical and  de- 
scriptive text.

chances  next  on  the  pile  of  books  beside  me — the  ever-welcome  Elegy  of  Gray.  This  newest 
essay  in  the  perennial  tribute  to  this  immortal  poem  is  from  Nims  &  Knight.  It  is  prefaced 
by  an  introductory  essay  by  Dr.  J.  L.  Williams,  who  also  personally  selected  and  photo- 
graphed the  excellent  series  of  subjects  from  which  the  photo-etchings  and  numerous  half-tone 
bits  were  made,  all  of  them  welcome  even  in  the  abstract  as  truthful  transcripts  from  the  ever 
beautiful  English  landscape. 

Another   work   in    which   the    camera   has   effectively  usurped  the  place  of  the  artist,  and 

which  may  be    considered,  moreover,   as    an  American  pastoral  counterpart  to  the  "Elegy" 

» just  described,  is  "  Our   New  England,"  her  nature  described   by  Hamilton  W,  Mabie,  and 

some   of   her  familiar  scenes  illustrated,  by  Roberts  Brothers.     That  the  text  from  the  sym- 
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pathetic  and  accomplished  pen  of  Mr.  Mabie 
is  all  that  could  be  desired  goes  without  say* 
ing,  and  its  perusal  leaves  no  sense  of  disap- 
pointment, though  it  reinforces  rather  than  re- 
fers directly  to  the  illustrations,  of  which  there 
are  a  dozen  or  more  in  full-page  **  Gravure- 
Gilbo,"  including  many  beautiful  plates,  each 
with  an  etched  reHective  marginal  accompani- 
ment by  way  of  "  remarque." 

And  still  they  come,  this  time  from  Nims  & 
Knight  again,  in  a  pictorial  presentation  of 
Niagara  and  vicinity,  rendered  in  twelve  at- 
tractive plates  from  photographs  by  Ernest 
Edwards,  and  bound  in  flexible  boards  with 
ribbons,  and  pictorial  decoration  on  cover. 
The  well-printed  selections  are  quite  compre- 
hensive for  so  small  a  series,  and  vividly  pre- 
sent the  Niagara  of  to-day,  happily  innocent 
of  the  chaotic  designs  of  the  portentous  Ni- 
agara "  Improvement"  Company. 

The  year's  complement  of  illustrated  poems 
comprise  five  notable  examples,  in  two  of 
which  the  quaint  and  graceful  art  of  Mr.  George 
Wharton  Edwards  has  been  effectively  em- 
ployed. The  first  of  these,  "  The  Sun  Dial," 
from  the  press  of  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  presents 
Austin  Dobson's  charming  and  picturesque 
poem  amplified,  through  the  aid  of  heavy 
boards  and  generous  illustrations,  into  a  thick 
handsome  quarto.  The  artistic  embellishment 
is  in  harmony  with  the  text,  and  combines  the 
"  illustrative"  and  decorative  in  pleasing 
fashion,  the  former  in  photogravure  of  various 
tints,  the  latter  in  numerous  examples  of  that 
bold  and  firm  yet  graceful  and  refined  orna- 
mental pen  work  which  has  become  identified 
with  Mr.  Edwards. 

The  same  criticism  applies  to  his  other 
volume,  *'  Certain  Sonnets  by  Sir  Philip  Syd- 
ney," issued  by  the  Burrows  Brothers  Co.,  and 
of  which  the  copper-plate  title-page  in  brown 
and  black  is  charmingly  reminiscent  of  the 
old-time  fashion  of  elaboration  in  book  intro- 
duction. The  quaint  early  English  style  and 
flavor  of  the  text  are  well  sustained  in  the 
quality  of  the  designs,  of  which  there  is  an 
even  division  of  pictorial  and  decorative. 

Perhaps  the  most  ample  "table-book"  of 
the  season,  as  well  as  the  most  amplified  ex- 
ample of  poem  illustration  extant,  is  that  from 


Estes  &  Lauriat,  in  which  the  twelve-line 
**  Night  Song"  of  Reinick  has  furnished  in- 
spiration for  thirty-one  illustrations  from  the 
clever  pen  and  brush  of  Mr.  Henry  Sandham. 
The  designs  are  full-page  photo-etchings,  each 
with  a  pendant  title  design  in  pen.  The  orig- 
inals of  these  designs  we  have  not  seen,  but 
those  who  are  familiar  with  the  w^ork  of  this 
versatile  illustrator  will  be  inclined  to  specu- 
late whether  the  mechanical  processes  and 
the  printer's  ink  in  the  present  instance  have 
been  equal  to  the  occasion. 

Lovers  of  Browning — a  steadily  augmenting 
band — will  look  with  pleasure  upon  any  pub- 
lishing enterprise  which  tends  to  keep  their 
favorite  and  much-discussed  poet  invitingly 
before  the  public  eye,  and  will  therefore  wel- 
come this  elaborate  and  attractive  presentation 
of  "  Saul,"  one  of  the  leading  Christmas  pub- 
lications of  L.  Prang  &  Co.  The  work  is  a  hand- 
somely printed  quarto,  with  cover  decoration 
presenting  a  bright  border  of  inlaid  gems — 
hand-painted  in  water-colors.  The  work  is 
introduced  with  a  portrait  frontispiece  of  the 
poet,  and  embellished  with  numerous  full-page 
photogravures  and  minor  morceaux  from  de- 
signs by  F.  O.  Small. 

The  holiday  list  includes  also  two  notable 
contributions  to  the  history  of  the  drama, 
which  deser\'e  more  than  passing  mention. 
First,  there  is  a  sumptuous  portfolio,  with  gold 
illumed  cover  combined  with  a  lithogrraphed 
design  in  pale  blue  gray,  which  contains  ex- 
cellent color  portraits  of  six  of  "  Our  Great  Ac- 
tors"— Booth,  Coquelin,  Barrett,  Jefferson, 
Irving,  and  Salvini— an  "unrivalled  cast"— in 
their  most  distinguished  rdles  (Estes  &  Lau- 
riat). The  other  dramatic  venture  is  by  Au- 
gustin  Daly  —  a  memoir  of  Margaret  Wof- 
fington,  "  a  tribute  to  the  actress  and  woman," 
in  which  he  traces  the  fortunes,  fair  and  other- 
wise, of  that  brilliant  footlight  figure  of  a  cen- 
tury and  a  quarter  ago  (Nims  &  Knight).  The 
entertaining  text  is  supplemented  by  photo- 
etched  reproductions  from  historical  portraits 
of  the  actress,  none  of  which,  I  may  remark  in 
passing,  fully  warrant  the  traditional  claim  of 
Woffington's  physical  beauty.  Surely  had 
"  Peg"  possessed  such  an  insubordinate  pair^ 
of  eyes  as  she  is  credited  with  in  at  least  one

of  these  portraits,  Garrick's 
susceptibility  had  scarce 
been  brought  beneath  their 
spell,  while  in  another  at- 
tenuated *'  counterfeit  pre- 
sentment" we  are  led  to 
speculate  whether,  indeed,  in 
the  words  of  the  bard,  her 
neck  was  "  like  the  swan." 

One  of  the  choicest  exam- 
ples of  book-making  which 
we  have  recently  seen  is  to 
be  credited  to  the  Lippin- 
cott  Co.,  "  A  Mosaic."  in 
which  the  members  of  the 
"  Artists'  Fund  Society"  of 
Philadelphia  have  united  in 
an  ensemble  which  reflects 
worthily  upon  the  art  re- 
sources of  the  Quaker  City, 
and  thus  upon  American 
art  generally,  whether  the 
art  of  the  painter,  the  photo- 
etcher,  or  the  book-maker. 
In  type,  paper,  printing, 
binding,  and  general  me- 
chanical excellence  "  A  Mo- 
saic" meets  a  most  exacting 
standard,  and  though  it 
comes  in  a  cover  which  is 
perhaps  too  delicate  and 
immaculate  for  human  na- 
ture's daily  handling,  it  will 
doubtless  soon  feel  at  home 
with  the  world  in  a  more  or 
less  subdued  tint,  the  tribute 
of  welcome  by  the  appreciative  creatures  of  the 
dust.  The  work  contains  twenty-two  careful 
photogravure  reproductions  from  representa- 
tive works  by  Philadelphia's  most  noted  art- 
ists, each  picture  prefaced  with  an  appropriate 
poetic  quotation,  and  supplemented  with  brief 
sympathetic  and  reflective  comment  by  Mr. 
Harrison  S.  Morris,  the  editor  of  the  vol- 
ume. 

A  singular  episode  of  the  book-season,  and 
which  perhaps  illustrates  one  of  the  contingen- 
cies of  publishing  enterprise,  is  the  simultaneous 
appearance  from  two  distinct  sources — Porter  & 
Coates  and  Estes  &  Lauriat — of  practically  the

same  book — the  "  Florentine  Edition"  of 
George  Eliot's  •*  Romola."  At  first  blush,  both 
sets  asserting  their  presence  in  their  bright 
cardinal  box  and  extra  cloth  wrappers,  the  two 
works  would  appear  perfect  counterparts.  That 
**  comparisons  are  odorous"  Dogberry  instruct- 
ed us  some  years  ago,  but  comparison  is  the 
irresistible  consequence  of  a  challenge  of  this 
kind.  The  editions  are  in  two  volumes,  large 
octavo,  profusely  illustrated  with  excellent 
photogravure  full-page  plates,  picturing  with 
realistic  truth  the  locale  and  art  references  of 
the  romance.  The  subjects  in  the  two  editions 
are  substantially  the  same,  and  in  various  in- 
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•stances  apparently  from  identical  photographic 
originals.  As  to  the  merits  of  the  photo- 
gravure rendering,  the  honors  seem  to  be  about 
equally  divided  While  we  would  probably  be 
content  with  either  *•  were  t'other  dear  charmer 
away,"  we  must  confess  that  after  a  critical 
consideration  of  the  matters  of  typography, 
composition,  paper,  and  printing  in  both  works, 
we  favor  the  edition  of  Porter  &  Coates.  Both 
works,  however,  are  certain  to  be  popular,  as 
they  are  indeed  the  most  attractive  editions 


of    *'  Romola"    that    we   remember    to    have 
seen. 

We  must  not  close  our  brief  commentary 
without  a  mention  of  the  dainty  bouquet  in 
masquerade,  "Flower  Folk,"  in  which  Miss 
Laura  C.  Hills,  as  artist,  in  association  with 
Anna  M.  Pratt,  as  poet,  has  given  her  fancy 
free  play  in  all  sorts  of  quaint  conceits,  in 
which  elves  and  fairies  dance  about  the  pages 
in  brightly  colored  petal  costumes.  [Frederick

IN   THE    LIBRARY. 


IT  is  a  trite  enough  reflection  that  Christmas 
is  the  festival  of  the  year  in  which  the  un- 
calculating  generosity  and  the  prodigal 
kindliness  of  childhood  find  their  fullest  expres- 
sion. But  trite  as  it  is,  no  one,  I  think,  can 
spend  a  half  hour  in  one  of  the  big  bookstores 
in  these  busy  days  without  having  it  suggested 
to  him,  by  the  shelves  and  counters  laden,  oh, 
so  heavily,  with  scores  and  hundreds  of  books, 
with  their  attractive  covers  and  rich  and  artistic 
illustrations.  What  immense  strides  have  been 
made  in  the  last  twenty  years  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  children's  books!  Our  fathers  and 
mothers  used  to  weep  over  "  Thaddeus  of 
Warsaw"  and  "  The  Scottish  Chiefs,"  or  over 
a  pathetic  Christmas  story  by  Dickens ;  used 
to  look  forward  to  a  new  romance  by  Scott  or 
to  a  volume  of  tales  by  Hawthorne.  A  new 
book  in  those  days  was  an  event ;  and  the  art 
of  illustration,  as  we  are  familiar  with  it,  was 

in  its  infancy. 

♦     ♦ 

But  what  would  be  the  sensations  of  Scott, 
for  example,  if,  with  Marjorie  Fleming  cling- 
ing tightly  to  his  hand,  he  could  stand  before 
one  of  these  overloaded  tables  to-day  and 
gaze  at  the  feast  of  good  things  that  is  spread 
out  in  such  tempting  array  !  I  am  afraid  that  the 


wicked  "  divil,"  who  caused  poor  Marjorie  such 
trouble,  would  fill  her  warm  little  heart  with 
an  envious  longing  to  load  the  "  neuk"  of  her 
companion's  shepherd's  plaid,  where  the  wee 
wifie  used  to  snuggle  so  warm  and  cosey,  with 
a  dozen  or  two  of  these  books  that  are  dressed 
in  such  brave  attire.  The  children  of  Mar- 
jorie's  day  had  no  such  choice  of  books  as  is 
within  the  reach  of  the  little  maid  or  the  little 
man  of  our  time.  Nothing,  apparently,  has 
been  left  undone  to  add  to  the  attractiveness 
and  permanent  value  of  juvenile  books;  and 
as  some  of  the  finest  minds  of  the  world  from  the 
days  of  Defoe  down  to  the  present  time  have 
bent  their  best  energies  in  this  direction,  we  have 
in  books  of  the  class  of  "  Robinson  Crusoe," 
"  Twice-Toid  Tales,"  '*  Treasure  Island,"  and 
"  Little  Lord  Fauntleroy"  a  collection  of  chil- 
dren's classics  that  are  worthy  of  the  fullest 
embellishment.

Has  the  day  of  the  gift  book,  as  it  was  un- 
derstood a  decade  ago,  passed  }  Not  entirely, 
perhaps ;  but  the  tendency,  as  any  one  must 
notice  who  makes  more  than  a  superficial  ex- 
amination of  the  volumes  on  the  holiday  coun- 
ters, is  markedly  in  the  direction  of  works  of 
permanent  and  enduring  value — books  that  arc 
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as  timely  in  May  as  they  are  in  December, 
and  whose  pictures  do  not  lose  their  signifi- 
cance or  attractiveness  with  the  melting  of  the 
winter's  snows.  Few  of  us  realize  what  a  change 
in  the  character  of  books  has  been  wrought  by 
the  great  magazines,  or  how  they  have  made 
possible,  by  a  division  of  the  heavy  expense* 
the  adornment  and  enrichment  of  the  better 
class  of  holiday  books  by  elaborate  illustra- 
tions, the  work  of  the  best  American  design- 
ers and  engravers.  One  would  be  surprised, 
I  think,  if  he  were  to  make  a  list  in  any  large 
bookstore  of  the  handsomest  and  most  elabo- 
rately illustrated  new  books,  to  find  how  many 
of  these,  for  juvenile  as  well  as  for  adult  read- 
ers, came  from  the  presses  of  the  half  dozen  or 
so  great  magazines.  The  magazines  command 
the  best  talent  in  the  countrj',  both  among 
writers  and  illustrators ;  and  the  great  change 
in  the  last  dozen  years  in  the  character  of  the 
books  that  make  their  mute  appeaJ  to  us  in 
these  few  weeks  before  the  holidays  is  in  great 
part  due  to  their  stimulating  effect. 

* 
I  was  deeply  impressed  the  other  day  by  the 
suggestiveness  of  a  remark  which  a  well-known 
literary  man  and  critic  made,  apropos  of  a  copy 
of  "  Lalla  Rookh"  that  happened  to  be  lying 
on  my  library  table.  "  It  is  an  extraordinary 
thing,"  he  said,  as  he  turned  the  leaves  of  the 
volume,  "  how  many  English  classics  there  are 
that  I  have  never  read."  The  sentiment  will 
find  an  echo,  I  think,  in  the  minds  of  many 
men  whose  life  work  is  the  writing  of  or  about 
books.  And  a  partial  explanation  of  the  fact 
may  be  found  in  the  demands  which  new  books 
make  upon  the  lime  and  attention  of  readers. 
Some  one — was  it  not  Mr.  Birrell  in  his  de- 
lightful '*  Obiter  Dicta"  papers  .'*— has  referred 
jocosely  to  the  books  which,  to  quote  from  the 
auctioneer's  announcement,  "  no  gentleman's 
library  should  be  without,"  but  which  no  gen- 
tleman ever  reads,  and  not  a  few  of  these  clas- 
sics may  be  included  in  this  category.  But 
one  need  only  look  through  the  pages  of  this 
Christmas  number  of  The  Book  Buyer  to 
learn  that  there  are  good  books  in  abundance 
from  which  to  choose  without  invading  the 
dusty  precincts  of  the  classics  that  are  liable 
to  lie  neglected  on  your  friend's  shelves. 


LITERARY  TOPICS  IN  BOSTON. 

Boston,  Nov.  5,  1890. 

!R.  IGNATIUS  DONNELLY 
has  lost  or  perhaps,  more  prop- 
erly speaking,  has  gained  the 
chance  of  his  life.  His  zeal 
for  Lord  Bacon  as  the  only 
original  author  of  Shakespeare 
and  his  skill  in  disentangling  the  complicated 
cipher  concealed  in  the  Shakespearian  plays 
are  well  known  and  appreciated.  A  fair  field 
for  his  critical  acumen  is  now  offered  in  the 
effusions  of  "Mother  Goose."  He  has  lost 
the  first  shot  at  them,  but  there  is  room  for 
him  to  prove  that  they  were  written,  not  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Goose,  or  Vergoose,  the  mother- 
in-law  to  Thomas  Fleet,  printer,  of  Boston,  as 
has  been  held  for  so  long,  nor  by  Oliver  Gold- 
smith, nor  by  Shakespeare,  but  by  the  redoubt- 
able Lord  Bacon,  who,  there  is  some  reason 
for  believing,  wrote  everything  that  was  written 
during  the  sixteenth  century.  We  have  been 
firmly  intrenched  in  our  belief  that  Mother 
Goose  was  a  genuine  Boston  institution.  So 
long  as  we  had  Mother  Goose  and  she  enjoyed 
never-diminishing  but  always  waxing  popular- 
ity, we  could  afford  to  treat  with  silent  con- 
tempt the  occasional  jealous  endeavors  of 
provincial  towns  like  New  York  and  Chicago 
(fortified  by  statistics  from  the  latest  census), 
to  claim  that  the  supremacy  of  Boston,  as  an 
intellectual  and  literary  centre,  was  departing 
or  had  departed.  But  here  has  arisen  Mr. 
William  H.  Whitmore,  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and  former- 
ly one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  who  calmly  and  deliberately  declares 
that  the  claim  for  a  Boston  origin  of  the 
famous  ditties  has  not  the  slightest  foundation. 
It  will  not  be  thought  strange  that  Mr.  Whit- 
more goes  out  of  the  State,  to  Albany,  to 
publish  this  unpatriotic  attack.  After  a  con- 
siderable search,  I  finally  secured  at  Estes  & 
Lauriat's  the  pamphlet  in  which  this  heresy  is 
embodied.  It  bears  the  title:  "The  Original 
Mother  Goose's  Melody,  as  First  Issued  by 
John  Newberry,  of  London,  about  a.d.  1760, 
Reproduced  in  Fac-simiie  from  the  Edition  as 
Reprinted  by  Isaiah  Thomas,   of  Worcester, 
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Mass.,  about  1785,  with  Introductory  Notes  by 
William  H.  Whitmore.  Albany:  Joel  Mun- 
sell's  Sons."  Mr.  Whitmore  discovers  in 
Charles  Perrault's  "  Histoires  ou  Contes  du 
Tems  Pass^  avec  des  Moralit^z"  a  sub-title 
attributing  them  to  "  Ma  M^re  L'Oye."  This 
rare  volume  is  dated  1697. 

The  term  Contes  de  ma  mhre  Foie  is  as  old 
as  the  hills,  and  means,  according  to  Littr6, 
stories  to  amuse  children  with,  and  Grimm 
traces  them  back  to  Bertha  the  Spinner,  or 
Bertha  Goosefoot.  Now  Bertha  was  originally 
a  German  goddess.  So  the  prose  stories  have 
at  least  a  mythical  or  divine  origin.  Mr. 
Whitmore  (to  whom  I  would  recommend  this 
theory)  discovers  that  they  reached  England  in 
a  translation  by  Robert  Samber  as  early  as  1 729. 
Newberry  died  in  1767.  Thomas  Caman,  his 
step-son,  and  successor,  toward  the  end  of 
1780,  entered  for  copyright  "  Mother  Goose's 
Melody ;  or.  Sonnets  for  the  Cradle."  It  is  a 
fact  that  Oliver  Goldsmith  wrote  much  for 
Newberry,  and  certain  mystical  references  in 
his  letters  give  some  ground  for  the  belief 
that  he  was  the  author  of  some  of  the  im- 
mortal jingles.  I  have  no  doubt  that  Mr. 
Donnelly  would  easily  make  out  a  cipher  from 
them.  It  may  seem  a  very  trifling  matter,  but 
it  is  not.  •'  Mother  Goose"  has  been  the  in- 
spiration not  only  of  generations  of  the  young, 
but  more  than  one  grave  author  has  found  in 
her  a  mystic  wisdom  worthy  of  a  Delphic  proph- 
etess. 

Speaking  of  Delphic  utterances,  such  may 
be  found  in  the  poems  of  Emily  Dickinson, 
edited  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Loomis  Todd  and 
Colonel  Higginson.  Miss  Dickinson  was  born 
in  Amherst,  Mass.,  in  1830,  and  died  there  four 
years  ago,  her  life  having  been  that  of  a  recluse. 
Colonel  Higginson  says  that  though  he  had 
■corresponded  with  her  for  many  years,  yet  he 
saw  her  but  twice  face  to  face,  *•  and  brought 
away  the  impression  of  something  as  unique 
and  remote  as  Undine  or  Mignon  or  Thekla." 
He  forestalls  the  critics  and  reviewers  by  say- 
ing that  "the  thoughtful  reader  will  find  in 
the  poems  a  quality  more  suggestive  of  the 
poetry  of  William  Blake  than  of  anything  to  be 
elsewhere  found— flashes  of  wholly  original 
and  profound   insight   into  nature  and   life ; 


words  and  phrases  exhibiting  an  extraordinary 
vividness  of  descriptive  and  imaginative  jx)wer, 
yet  often  set  in  a  seemingly  whimsical  or  even 
rugged  frame."  It  is  not  only  William  Blake 
that  one  finds  in  these  quaint  and  curious 
stanzas ;  it  is  to  me  like  a  mixture  of  Blake, 
Emerson,  and  Heine — especially  the  last. 

There  are  only  about  forty  of  these  poems, 
many  of  them  not  exceeding  eight  lines. 
Though  they  are  reckless  of  rhyme,  they  show 
a  quite  remarkable  sensitiveness  to  music,  and 
there  are  several  that  startle  by  their  depth  of 
poetic  insight.  Miss  Dickinson  was  from 
earliest  childhood  a  friend  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Helen  Hunt  Jackson  ("  H.  H."),  who,  with 
other  of  her  friends,  tried  in  vain  to  persuade 
her  to  publish  her  verses  during  her  lifetime. 
Mrs.  Jackson  obtained  from  her  one  short 
poem  entitled  "  Success,"  which  was  printed  in 
the  "  Masque  of  Poets,"  published  by  Roberts 
Brothers  in  1878. 

I  wonder,  by  the  way,  if  the  complete  list  of 
contributors  to  that  little  volume  has  ever  been 
published  ?  It  was  a  notable  list,  including, 
among  others,  the  late  George  H.  Boker.  Violet 
Fane,  A.  E.  Francillon,  Celia  Thaxter.  J.  J. 
Piatt  and  Mrs.  Piatt,  Christina  Rossetti,  Theo- 
dore Marzials,  Lord  Houghton,  "  H.  H.," 
Edgar  Fawcett.  Mrs.  Dodge.  Bayard  Taylor, 
Philip  Bourke  Marston,  Mrs.  Moulton,  Austin 
Dobson,  William  Allingham,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  T.  Fields,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lathrop,  and 
James  Russell  Lowell.  Mr.  Lowell,  indeed, 
had  two  in  it  (those  on  pages  142  and  1 53). 
The  long  novelette  in  verse  which  filled  a 
large  part  of  the  volume  was  rightly  attributed, 
shortly  after  its  appearance,  to  Mr.  James  T. 
Trowbridge. 

Little,  Brown  &  Co.  have  in  preparation  a 
volume  of  "Myths  and  Folk  Tales  of  the 
Russians,  Western  Slavs,  and  Magyars," 
by  Jeremiah  Curtin,  author  of  a  companion 
volume  on  Irish  Folk  Lore,  and  translator  of 
Henryk  Senkiewicz's  great  historical  novel, 
"  With  Fire  and  Sword."  Mr.  Curtin  is  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  men  that  this  country  has 
produced.  After  graduating  from  Harvard 
College  in  the  same  class  with  Professor  John 
Fiske,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  Legation 
at  St.  Petersburg,  where  in  an  incredibly  short 
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time  he  got  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Rus- 
sian language.  He  was  not  contented  with  the 
acquisition  of  the  literary  tongue  ;  he  wandered 
about  among  the  peasantry  and  learned  their 
speech.  He  penetrated  to  various  parts  of  the 
empire,  and  picked  up  no  one  knows  how 
many  dialects.  He  conquered  Polish  and 
Bohemian  and  Hungarian.  In  appearance  he 
is  not  unlike  a  Russian,  and  more  than  once 
he  has  been  mistaken  for  a  muzhik.  In  his 
visits  to  Ireland  he  made  short  work  of  acquir- 
ing Keltic,  so  that  he  was  able  to  converse  with 
the  peasantry,  and  thus  collect  the  curious  and 
invaluable  legends  and  stories  that  he  put  into 
his  book.  For  some  time  past  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Smithsonian  Institute  at 
Washington,  and  has  turned  his  genius  to  good 
account  in  gathering  linguistic  and  legendary 
material  among  the  California  Indians.  I 
think  that  his  translation  of  "  Fire  and  Sword  " 
was  in  large  measure  made  while  he  was 
miles  away  from  civilization,  enduring  all  sorts 
of  hardship  and  the  vagaries  of  a  climate  that 
sent  the  mercury  almost  to  the  boiling  point 
by  day  and  down  to  freezing  by  night.  "  Fire 
and  Sword,"  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  having  an 
excellent  sale,  and  is  to  be  shortly  issued  in  a 
library  edition  in  two  volumes.  The  author 
was  for  a  time  a  resident  of  California,  having 
gone  there  about  the  same  time  that  Count 
Bozenta  and  his  talented  wife,  Madame  Mod- 
jeska  (pronounce  the  middle  syllable  like 
jay-es  and  you  get  the  Polish  of  it)  established 
themselves  on  a  ranch  there. 

Cambridge  is  to  the  fore  this  fall  with  liter- 
ary matters.  Professor  Toy,  whose  specialty 
is  Semitic  languages,  and  who,  nevertheless, 
is  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  delightful 
of  men,  has  just  given  into  the  printers*  hands 
the  manuscript  of  a  book  entitled  **  Judaeism 
and  Christianity,"  which  treats  of  the  progress 
of  thought  from  the  Old  Testament  to  the 
New.  Genial  Colonel  T.  W.  Higginson,  who 
is  forever  being  confused  with  his  kinsman, 
Henry  L.  Higginson,  Boston's  millionaire 
patron  of  music,  and  the  founder  of  the  Sym- 
phony Concerts,  has  made  an  entirely  new 
translation  of  the  Discourses,  the  Enchiridion 
and  the  Fragments  of  Epictetus,  to  be  pub- 
lished shortly  by  Little,  Brown  &  Co.     Colonel 


Higginson's  style  ought  to  suit  well  the  genial 
utterances  of  the  polished  Greek. 

I  cannot  resist  telling  a  little  story  which 
probably  has  never  been  in  print  before.  The 
clever  editor  of  a  Boston  newspaper  was  not 
long  ago  approached  by  a  friend  of  his  and 
urged  to  throw  all  the  weight  of  his  influence 
in  behalf  of  a  politician  who  was  the  claim- 
ant for  an  office.  This  the  editor  readily 
promised  to  do,  but  when  the  crucial  time 
came  the  paper  declared  itself  roundly  for  a 
rival  candidate.  The  advocate  of  the  for- 
mer met  the  editor  and  reproached  him  for 
perfidy. 

"Well,  to  tell  the  truth,"  said  the  editor,  "  I 
am  not  quite  free  in  these  matters.  I  meant 
to  support  your  candidate,  but  in  the  present 

financial  condition  of  The it  is  extremely 

important  that  we  should  please  the  majority 
of  our  constituents.  When  I  get  the  paper  on 
its  legs  I  shall  be  able  to  do  as  I  please 
about  such  things." 

"That  reminds  me,"   retorted   his   friend, 

"  of  Mr. (a  well-known  publisher),  who 

wanted  to  get  a  lot  of  Youth's  Companions 
bound.  He  took  them  to  a  bindery,  and 
at  a  time  specified  returned  to  get  them. 
They  were  not  done.  *  We  were  delayed  by 
the  non-arrival  of  the  jackets,'  said  the  fore- 
man. *  How  soon  can  I  have  them  ?'  *  In  a 
week's  time,  I  promise  them  to  you.'  He 
called  again  in  ten  days,  but  still  they  were 
unfinished.  *  They  are  almost  ready,  all 
stitched  and  pasted,  but  we  have  been  un- 
avoidably delayed.  Those  jackets  haven't 
come  yet.'  The  publisher,  who  was  a  testy 
man,  was  somewhat  annoyed,  and  when,  later, 
the  foreman,  in  a  burst  of  honesty,  confessed 
that  in  reality  nothing  had  been  done  to  them,  he 
went  to  the  proprietor  and  poured  out  the  seven 
vials  of  his  wrath.  The  book-binder  listened 
calmly  to  his  righteous  complaint,  and  then 
said  :  *  Well,  Mr.  L.,  I  don't  blame  you  for 
your  annoyance,  and  I  assure  you  it  shall 
not  happen  so  again.  I  will  make  a  new  rule 
that  after  the  first  of  next  January  there  shall 
be  no  more  lying  in  this  establishment.'  "  The 
editor,  like  the  genial  man  that  he  is,  laughed 
at  the  story,  but  utterly  ignored  its  applica- 
tion.

From  the  same  publishers  I  have 
"The  Boy's  Modern  Playmate,"  originally  ed- 
ited by  the  late  Rev.  J.  G.  Wood,  who  will  be 
kindly  remembered  by  so  many  boys  as  an 
exponent  of  Nature's  open  book.  This  new 
edition  contains  "  the  latest  authorized  laws  of 
every  out-door  sport"  now  popular  in  Queen 
Victoria's  dominions,  and  is  fully  illustrated 
by  six  hundred  cuts.  *'  Her  Benny,"  by  *•  Silas 
K.  Hocking"  (a  name  that  without  the  F.  R. 
H.  S.  that  follows  it  might  be  made  to  serve 
for  the  typical  Yankee  so  popular  in  the  cur- 
rent English  novel),  is  from  an  English  author 
whose  stories  for  juveniles  have  reached  a  sale 


of  over  a  half  a  million  copies — "  Benny"  alone 
having  attained  the  honor  of  seventy  thousand 
copies.  It  is  a  simple  tale  of  a  waif  in  the 
streets  of  Liverpool,  well  calculated  to  win  the 
sympathy  of  the  popular  heart.  F.  Wame  & 
Co.  send  also  "  Young  England's  Nursery 
Tales,"  "  The  Holiday  Painting  Book,"  and  a 
brave  array  of  pictures  on  stiff  boards,  entitled 
"  Our  Soldiers,"  illustrating  the  uniforms  and 
giving  a  sketch  of  the  functions  of  the  several 
divisions  of  England's  troops. 

A  delightful  pendant  to  its  Blue  predecessor 
of  last  year  is  Mr.  Lang's  **  Red  Fairy  Book" 
(Longmans,  Green  &  Co.).  The  process  by 
which  the  editor,  his  wife,  and  their  friends, 
Mrs.  Hunt,  Miss  Wright,  Mi.ss  Bruce,  Miss 
Sellar,  Miss  Farquharson,  and  Miss  Blackley 
have  produced  this  agreeable  result  is  some- 
thing like  picking  out  the  best  photographs  of 
our  old  acquaintances  and  putting  them  in  a 
brand-new  album.  Turning  over  its  leaves 
we  come  face  to  face  with  sweet  Graciosa, 
whose  immortal  difficulties  were  always  whisk- 
ed away  in  a  trice  by  the  wand  of  Prince  Per- 
cival ;  with  "  The  Good  Little  Mouse  ;"  with 
•'  Princess  Rosette  and  the  King  of  the  Pea- 
cocks ;"  with  "  Snow  Drop  and  the  Seven 
Dwarfs,"  and  many  more  as  familiar.  There 
is  even  a  version,  from  the  pen  of  Lady  Fran- 
ces Balfour,  of  Jack's  ascent  of  the  Bean  Stalk, 
a  tale  which,  as  typical  of  American  social  prog- 
ress, may  not,  perhaps,  be  too  often  repeated 
in  our  blessed  Republic.  And  a  fresh  rendering 
of  Red  Riding  Hood  shows  us  our  time-hon- 
ored mistake  in  styling  that  hapless  little  hero- 
ine other  than  "  Blanchette,"  commonly 
known  as   **  Goldenhood,"  on  account  of   "  a 
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wonderful   cloak  with   a  hood  gold  and  fire- 
colored,  which  she  always  had  on  ;"  while  an 
old  grief  is  comforted  by  the  announcement 
that,  spite  of  all  evidence  to  the  contrary,  it 
was  not  the  good  g^andame,  but  the  naughty 
wolf  who  was  crunched  in  the  final  paragraph.

on  the  wings  of 
a  mighty  wind, 
come  from  the 
stores  collected 
by  Mr.  Ralston, 
and   "The  Six 
Sillies,"      from 
•'  La  Tradition" 
of     M.     Henri 
Carnoy.    Many 
of  these   tales, 
such   as   "  The 
Enchanted  Ca- 
nary," from  the 
Contes  du  Roi 
Gambrinus     of 
Charles  Deulin, 
will    be    found 
unfamiliar  to   the  rank  and  file  of  American 
readers  of  fairy  tales,  and  all  are  treated  with 
taste  and  skill.      A  most   important  part   of 
such   a  volume— the  illustrations — by   H.  J. 
Ford  and  Lancelot  Speed,  are  unusually  good. 
They  not  only  at  once  attract  the  eye,  but,  ful- 
filling the  requirement  of  a  dramatic  situation 
upon  the  stage,  tell  the  story  without  need  of 
words.

French  Academy,  is  George  Macdonald's  new 
Juvenile,  "  A  Rough  Shaking,"  reprinted  here 
by  the  Messrs.  Routledge.  The  tale  of  the 
little  English  boy,  left  unfriended  by  an  earth- 
quake long  ago  in  the  Riviera,  and  wandering 
through  life  to  the  final  rencounter  with  his 
father,  is   genuinely   pathetic   and  well   told. 

This  youngster, 
who  from  earli- 
est infancy  has 
shown  himself 
to  be  curiously 
in  touch  with 
animals,  do- 
mestic and  un- 
tamed, finds  in 
his  forlorn  ex- 
istence that  his 
best  friends  are 
the  dumb  crea- 
tTires,  who  seem 
to  understand 
even  when  man 
turns  a  deaf  ear 
to  his  needs. 
His  adventure 
with  a  bull  who 
remembers  his 
voice  and  hand, 
and  his  wild 
ride  on  the 
creature's  back, 
beyond  the 
reach  of  perse- 
cution, safely 
home  to  the 
farm-  stable, 
where  succor 
awaits  him,  re- 
sembles a  fairj'-tale,  "  really  and  truly  true," 
as  a  little  maid  of  the  doubting  Thomas  variety 
once  exacted  that  all  of  her  fairy-tales  should 
be. 

A  book  which  for  its  reminiscent  charac- 
ter parents  will  be  as  anxious  to  read,  as  will 
children  for  its  chronicle  of  sports  and  pastimes, 
is  Mr.  Howells's  "  A  Boy's  Town,"  so  called 
because  the  author  desires  it  to  appear  to  the 
reader  "  as  a  town  appears  to  a  boy  from  his 
third  to  his  eleventh  year,  when  he  seldom,  if 
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ever,  catches  a  glimpse  of  life  much  higher 
than  the  middle  of  a  man."  This  autobiogra- 
phy of  a  lad  who  was  at  once  the  inhabitant 
of  a  Boy's  Town  and  a  Cloud  Dweller  has 
been  for  some  time  past  the  charm  of  Harper  s 
Young  People,  It  is  full  of  the  humor  agree- 
ably familiar  to  the  author's  followers;  the 
transcript  it  presents  of  life  on  the  banks 
of  the   Ohio,   forty    years    ago,   is   of    value

and,  as  the  story  goes  on  to 
show,   effectually  resolves   to 
lift  it  to  its  former  high  place 
in  the  community.

sea-birds,  and  lonely  crags,  and  the  strange 
radiance  of  a  never- setting  sun.  Following 
in   the  Norseman's  wake,  from  the  same  pub- 
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lishers,  comes  a  new  and  enlarged  edition 
of  that  stanch  favorite,  "The  American 
Boy's  Handy  Book,"  by  Daniel  C.  Beard,  and 
a  new  and  cheaper  edition  of  the  companion 
volume,  "  The  American  Girl's  Handy  Book," 
by  Lina  Beard  and  Adelia  B.  Beard.  To 
lavish  additional  words  of  praise  upon  the 
"  Henty  books"  after  our  paeans  of  preceding 
years,  would  be  superfluous  rhetoric ;  the  new 
ones  are  this  season  respectively  entitled 
'*  By  England's  Aid,  or  The  Freeing  of  The 
Netherlands,"  "Maori  and  Settler,  a  Tale 
of  the  New  Zealand  War,"  and  "  A  Chapter 
of  Adventures"  (Scribner  &  Welford).  The 
last-named  story  opens  with  a  description 
of  the  hero's  home,  a  fishing  hamlet  on 
the  English  coast,  between  Plymouth  and 
Yarmouth,  lying  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  so  steep 
that,  rather  than  descend  it,  tourists  generally 
pass  by  on  the  other  side.  From  Leigh,  this 
sequestered  spot  where  the  daily  interest  is  the 
sailing  or  anchoring  of  its  bawleys  or  fishing 
boats,  young  Jack  Robson  goes  out  into  the 
world  to  try  his  fortune  as  an  apprentice  to  a 
ship  in  the  merchant  service,  whose  owner  he 


has  been  able  to  put  under  obligation  by  a 
signal  act  of  gallantry  in  saving  a  shipwrecked 
crew.  Jack  and  his  comrades,  Arthur  Hill 
and  Jim  Tucker,  "  happen  in"  for  the  uprising 
by  the  natives  against  the  Europeans  in  Alex- 
andria, and  subsequently  for  the  bombardment 
of  the  town  by  the  British  fleet.  Escaping 
safely  from  various  thrilling  situations,  these 
fortunate  lads  encounter,  later,  a  cyclone  off 
the  Indian  coast,  and  survive  it  to  tell  the  tale 
to  fireside  listeners  in  their  quiet  English 
homes.  In  his  "  Boy  Travellers  in  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland"  (Harper  &  Brothers)  Colonel 
Knox  leads  his  readers  into  paths  more  likely  to 
be  trodden  with  lingering  interest  than  any  that 
have  been  previously  opened  to  American  way- 
farers by  Messrs.  "Frank  and  Fred."  The 
illustrations,  many  of  them  pleasantly  familiar 
to  the  readers  of  the  Harper  publications,  are 
good  and  numerous.  In  the  final  chapters 
on  Society  in  London  is  introduced  a  sheaf 
of  those  fascinating  drawings  of  Du  Maurier 
illustrating  the  ups  and  downs  of  aspirants  to 
English  fashionable  life.

From  the  Macmillans  come  also  the 
late  Miss  Elizabeth  Balch's  "  Glimpses  of  Old 
English  Homes,"  with  some  charming  illus- 
trations; Goldsmith's  "Vicar  of  Wakefield," 
with  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  illustrations — 
many  of  them  very  clever  character  studies 
and  rural  scenes — by  Hugh  Thomson,  and 
with  a  preface  by  Austin  Dobson  ;  and  an  en- 
tertaining juvenile  story,  "The  Children  of 
the  Castle,"  by  Mrs.  Molesworth,  with  illus- 
trations by  Walter  Crane. 

It  is  a  matter  of  doubt  which  will  prove  the 
most  interesting  to  the  average  reader  of  Mrs. 
Henry  M.  Stanley's  "  London  Street  Arabs" 
{Cassell  Publishing  Co.),  the  life-like  drawings 
of  i\i^ gamins  in  their  sport  and  play,  or  the 
characteristic  portrait  of  the  famous  explorer's 
bride,  which  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the 
book. 

Herbert  Railton  and  John  Fulleylove  are 
the  illustrators  of  the  book  of  which  Benjamin 
E.  Martin  is  the  author — "  In  the  Footsteps  of 
Charles  Lamb,"  based  on  the  series  of  de- 
lightful papers  which  appeared  in  Scribners 
Magazine,  Mr.  Martin  not  only  describes  all 
of  Lamb's  haunts,  the  houses  that  sheltered 
him  and  the  streets  that  he  most  loved  to  tra- 
verse, but  gives  at  the  same  time  a  portrait  of 
the  man  as  he  appeared  to  his  friends,  the 
whole  forming  a  book  that  every  admirer  of 
Elia  will  want  to  possess.  A  bibliography 
compiled  by  E.  D.  North  is  a  unique  and 
valuable  feature  of  the  book.  The  romantic 
achievements  of  the  knights  of  mediaeval 
France  form  the  subject  of  a  stout  and  fully 


illustrated  volume  entitled  "  Chivalry"  (George 
Routledge  &  Sons),  in  which  L^on  Gauticr 
draws  a  vivid  picture  of  the  life  of  the  period, 
and  summarizes  many  of  the  most  famous 
narratives,  describing  the  heroic  deeds  of  those 
days.  The  book  is  in  the  nature  of  a  history 
of  chivalry,  and  of  the  social  conditions  out  of 
which  it  grew  and  in  which  it  flourished. 
From  D.  Appleton  &  Co.  come  the  seventh 
and  eighth  volumes  of  Lecky's  great  work, 
"  England  in  the  XVIIIth  Century,"  of  which 
we  shall  give  a  full  review  in  the  January 
Book  Buyer. 

A  folio  that  ought  to  have  been  reviewed  in 
Mr.  Gibson's  paper  on  the  art  books  of  the 
season  is  an  edition  published  by  Raphael 
Tuck  &  Sons  of  Shakespeare's  immortal  love- 
poem,  "  Romeo  and  Juliet."  The  illustrations 
are  exquisitely  printed  in  colors  from  paint- 
ings by  Ludovic  Marchetti,  Lucius  Rossi,  and 
Oreste  Cortazzo,  and  they  lift  the  book  to  a  high 
artistic  level.  The  drawing,  the  coloring,  the 
costumes,  the  types,  the  architecture — these 
are  points  that  the  illustrators  have  bestowed 
the  utmost  pains  upon,  and  the  result  is  a  very 
handsome  setting  of  the  poem.  From  the 
same  publishers  is  received  "  On  Service,  at 
Home  and  Abroad,"  by  Major  J.  Percy  Groves, 
illustrated  in  chromo-lithography  by  Harry 
and  Arthur  Payne.  The  illustrations  form  a 
collection  of  spirited  camp  and  Dattle-field 
scenes.  The  Burrows  Brothers  Co.,  of  Cleve- 
land, has  issued  a  new  limited  edition,  in  two 
volumes,  of  the  "  Lorna  Doone"  reviewed  in 
the  Christmas  Book  Buyer  of  last  year.

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MRS.    BURTON    HARRISON. 


I  HE  New  South  is  much  talked 
of  now,  and  has  orators  and 
writers  through  whom  changes 
and  progress  there  have  be- 
come familiar  to  aU  the  world. 
Mrs.  Burton  Harrison — who 
was  Miss  Constance  Gary — is  not  better  known 
for  her  delineations  of  Society  of  to-day  in  New 
York  than  for  themes  she  has  made  peculiarly 
her  own  by  methods  of  treatment  in  which  she 
excels — stories  of  the  Old  South — of  Virginia 
in  Colonial  times— of  the  years  immediately 
preceding  the  war  between  the  States,  or  of 
that  period  of  heroism,  privation  and  pathos 
which  began  at  Manassas  and  ended  at  Ap- 
pomattox. 

She  is  a  Virginian  of  an  ancient  lineage. 
Through  both  her  father  (Archibald  Cary)  and 
her  mother  (Monimia  Fairfax)  she  came  by 
inheritance  to  a  love  of  literature  and  an  early 
and  ready  use  of  her  pen.  Her  father  was 
close  of  kin  to  Thomas  Jefferson,  and  was  de- 


scended from  the  first  President  of  William 
and  Mary  College,  who  may  be  called  the 
father  of  letters  in  the  colony  ;  his  mother  was 
educated  by  the  sage  of  Monticello  in  his  old 
age,  and  herself  made  contributions  to  the  lit- 
erature of  her  day ;  and  for  generations  after 
the  migration  to  America  the  Carys  had  con- 
tinued to  receive  the  best  of  opportunities,  not 
only  in  Virginia  but  in  England,  for  liberal 
culture. 

Miss  Constance  Cary  grew  up  at  Vaucluse, 
a  home  of  the  Fairfaxes  in  the  county  that 
bears  the  family  name,  and  there  found  not 
only  the  English  and  French  classics,  but 
many  an  old  book  of  the  eighteenth  century 
now  forgotten  or  to  be  discovered  only  in  great 
public  libraries.  She  pored  over  these  treas- 
ures wherever  a  window-seat  or  a  quiet  nook 
allowed  escape  from  things  which  distract 
even  in  the  daily  life  of  a  sequestered  country 
house.  Growing  up  in  such  an  atmosphere, 
with  traditions  of  older  homes  of  her  people. 
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and  of  the  patrician  order  they  had  illustrat- 
ed before  caste  had  altogether  ceased  to  in- 
fluence the  society  she  was  bom  into,  her  mind 
was  stored  with  the  incidents  she  has  described 
and  the  pen  pictures  she  has  drawn  (chiefly  in 
articles  from  time  to  time  appearing  in  Tk^ 
Century)  of  daily  life  at  Mount  Vernon,  Bel- 
voir  and  Towlston  in  the  generation  after  1750, 
and  of  the  stately  men  who  then  dwelt  or  as- 
sembled there. 

She  was  still  in  a  happy  young  girlhood  of 
such  surroundings  when  the  war  overtook  us, 
and  Fairfax  County  was  occupied  by  armies 
confronting  each  other ;  Vaucluse  was  neces- 
sarily abandoned  after  ladies  of  the  house- 
hold had  hastily  buried  the  family  silver  in  a 
cellar,  and  the  old  house  was  soon  razed  to 
the  ground  to  become  the  site  of  a  fort  in  the 
defences  of  Washington —bricks  and  debris 
tilling  the  cellars  and  furnishing  a  secure  cov- 
ering for  precious  candlesticks,  spoons,  forks, 
salvers,  coasters  and  like  relics  of  the  reign  of 
good  Queen  Anne,  until  they  could  be  dug 
out  four  years  afterward.  Miss  Cary  was 
with  her  mother  and  aunt  at  Bristow  Station 
in  the  rear  of  the  Confederate  Army  when 
booming  guns  and  rattling  musketry  in- 
formed her  of  the  varying  fortunes  of  the  fight 
at  Manassas — her  brother  and  many  a  kins- 
man in  the  fray ;  and  until  four  long  years 
were  gone  she  was  familiar  with  things  such 
as  she  tells  in  "  Crow's  Nest,"  a  reminiscence 
of  campaigns  of  arms  and  anguish,  and  of 
romance,  too.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the 
war  was  ended  she  went  with  her  mother. to 
Europe,  and  saw  the  Tuileries  and  the  Em- 
pire in  all  the  glitter  of  the  culmination  of  the 
third  Napoleon's  reign,  returning  to  be  mar- 
ried and  to  live  thenceforth  in  New  York. 

The  earliest  of  Mrs.  Harrison's  contributions 
to  the  magazines  was  "  A  Little  Centennial 
Lady,"  in  1876,  followed  by  articles  upon 
"  My  Lord  Fairfax,  of  Green  way  Court,  in 
Virginia,"  "  The  Home  and  Haunts  of  Wash- 
ington," and  like  topics.  In  1878  she  wrote 
"  Golden  Rod,  an  Idyl  of  Mount  Desert ;"  and 
since  then  she  has  published  "  The  Stor>'  of 
Helen  Troy,"  "  Woman's  Handiwork  in  Mod- 
em Homes,"  "  The  Old-Fashioned  Fairy  Book," 
"  Bar  Harbor  Days"  and  *•  Bric-i-Brac  Stories." 


In  The  Century,  this  last  summer,  appeared, 
anonymously,  "The  Anglomaniacs,"  and  it 
has  now  been  published  in  book  form — a 
sketch  of  society  to-day  which  has  had  a  great 
and  well-deserved  success  ;  and  within  a  month 
she  has  given  us  "  Flower  de  Hundred :  The 
Story  of  a  Virginia  Plantation,"  beginning  with 
mention  of  the  immigrant  of  1650  and  his  off- 
spring for  two  hundred  years,  and  finally  deal- 
ing with  descendants  who  still  own  their  an- 
cient homestead  on  the  lower  James  River,  after 
all  the  perils  and  misfortunes  of  war  and  of 
other  adventures — a  story  into  which  the  author 
has  evidently  put  more  of  her  own  deep  feel- 
ing than  into  anything  else  she  has  written. 

She  has  also  been  a  successful  playwright ; 
her  "Russian  Honeymoon"  (an  adaptation 
from  the  French  of  Scribe)  had  a  run  of  many 
weeks  at  the  Madison  Square  Theatre,  and  is 
still  in  vo^e  throughout  the  country ;  several 
of  her  short  comedies  have  been  repeatedly 
performed  with  credit  by  the  cleverest  of  our 
amateurs  ;  and  all  the  best  known  of  her  plays 
have  now  been  collected  and  published  to- 
gether. 

Mrs.  Harrison's  style  is  finished,  and  of  an 
admirable  literary  quality,  her  touch  light  and 
graceful,  her  English  excellent ;  her  stories  are 
characterized  by  dramatic  effects,  delightful 
conversation,  entertaining  sketches  of  char- 
acter and  charming  descriptions  of  nature ;  a 
sparkling  wit  animates  everything  she  writes, 
and  a  true  and  refined  woman's  good  breeding 
and  kind  and  tender  feeling  illumine  every  sit- 
uation— even  "  The  Anglomaniacs,"  with  all 
its  keen  satire  upon  the  follies  of  the  society 
around  us,  affording  no  occasion  for  complaint 
even  by  those  whose  types  are  the  least  amia- 
ble characters  on  her  stage.

LITERARY  TOPICS  IN  BOSTON. 

Boston,  December  16,  1890. 

I  HE  question  of  criticism  is  one 
which  will  be  discussed,  it  is 
to  be  supposed,  as  long  as 
there  are  folk  who  write  books 
and  folk  who  write  about 
them.  It  happened  not  very 
long  since  that  a  knot  of  authors  in  Boston 
were  talking  upon  this  well-worn  theme,  and  a 
writer  who  chanced  to  be  the  oldest  of  those 
present  advanced  the  theory  that  in  America 
we  have  no  criticism. 

"  We  have  more  honesty  in  book  notices  in 
America,"  he  asserted,  "than  they  have  in 
either  England  or  in  France,  but  we  do  not 
have  criticism  for  all  that.  We  have  the  ex- 
pression of  personal  opinion." 

**  Why  that  here  more  than  there  ?"  he  was 
asked. 

•'  Because  in  the  Old  World,"  he  replied, 
"  they  have  always  traditions,  and  these,  if  not 
always  sound,  are  at  least  something  definite ; 
something  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  criterion. 
This  necessarily  establishes  the  habit  of  re- 
ferring to  authority  instead  of  giving  one's  per- 
sonal impressions  of  a  book." 

**  But  is  that  necessarily  better  ?"  some  one 
put  in. 

"No,"  he  replied,  smiling  at  being  thus 
snapped  up,  "  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  it 
is.  I  did  not  start  out  to  compare  the  two 
systems,  but  simply  to  indicate  what  seemed  to 
me  to  be  the  difference.  It  is  in  this  country 
so  much  the  personal  taste  of  the  critic  that  it 


is  easy  for  a  man  who  is  at  all  familiar  with  the 
matter  to  tell  beforehand  just  how  a  given  book 
will  strike  a  given  critic.  More  than  once 
when  I  have  had  occasion  to  read  a  MS.  for  a 
publisher  I  have  said  to  him,  '  This  will  please 
such  a  critic  and  displease  such  another,'  and 
that  without  any  reference  to  the  merit  of  the 
thing.  I  am  not  often  mistaken.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  tell  where  to  look  for  commendation 
and  where  for  praise  in  papers  or  magazines  of 
practically  the  same  standing.  The  personal 
equation  is  too  strong  to  be  mistaken." 

As  there  were  several  critics  present,  this 
opinion  was  not  allowed  to  pass  without  a  good 
deal  of  comment,  most  of  it  in  opposition.  It 
was  one  of  those  things  which  arc  easily  said, 
yet  which  it  is  equally  difficult  to  prove  or  to 
disprove.  That  there  is  some  truth  in  it  one 
might  allow  without  going  too  far,  but  how 
much  more  is  true  every  man  must  decide  for 
himself. 

This  has  been  a  season  thus  far  which  has 
been  remarkable  in  Boston  for  the  presence  of 
a  perfect  herd  of  literary  and  dramatic  lions. 
They  have  not  been,  for  the  most  part,  lions  of 
any  astonishing  magnitude,  but  such  as  they 
were  there  have  been  plenty  of  them.  The 
result  has  been  that  there  has  been  no  end  of 
receptions  and  the  like,  whereat  the  literary 
folk  of  the  town  have  been  assembled  more  or 
less  completely.  It  has  thus  come  about  that 
there  has  been  much  comparing  of  notes 
among  those  of  the  g^ild,  but  I  am  not  sure 
that  the  time  of  most  comparing  of  notes  is 
not  apt  to  be  the  time  of  least  productivity. 

I  wonder  whether  some  time  it  will  come 
about  that  there  will  come  to  the  light  of  day 
a  diary  like  those  in  which  were  set  down 
years  and  generations  ago  the  bits  of  literary 
gossip  which  best  make  real  for  us  to-day  the 
worthies  of  English  literature.  It  would  not 
be  easy  to  name  anybody  whom  the  authors 
would  be  satisfied  to  have  write  it,  bu\  the  es- 
sence of  these  things  is,  I  suppose,  that  they 
are  done  by  the  last  person  one  would  ever 
think  of  naming  ;  and  it  may  be  that  the  leaves 
of  the  diar)- — Is  there  anybody  alive,  I  wonder, 
who  in  these  days  really  does  keep  a  diary  in 
the  old  fashion  ?  —  are  being  day  after  day 
crowded  with  the  talk,  the  gossip,  and  even  the 
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scandals,  when  any  occur,  of  the  literary  circle 
of  our  time.  It  is  such  a  pity,  if  so  be  that 
such  a  thing  is  being  written,  that  the  genera- 
tion most  interested  in  it  may  not  see  it. 

All  of  this,  however,  is  certainly  not  in  the 
line  of  news.  I  should  rather  be  setting  down 
what  has  happened  than  speculating  on  what 
is  not  in  the  least,  so  far  as  I  know,  likely  to 
happen.  The  lectures  of  Professor  Barrett 
Wendell,  at  the  Lowell  Institute,  upon  English 
Composition,  have  been  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing things  of  the  month.  Never  was  an  un- 
promising and  pedagogic  subject  treated  with 
more  skill,  made  more  interesting,  or  more 
practically  useful.  If  there  is  any  virtue  in  lec- 
tures, there  should  at  once  be  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  style  of  both  the  novelists 
and  the  newspaper  writers  of  Boston,  since 
these  two  classes  were  well  represented, 
although,  as  might  have  been  expected,  the 
school  teachers  predominated.  The  lectures 
have  been  so  great  a  success  that  they  should 
certainly  see  the  light  in  book  form,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  of  them  Mr.  Wendell  will 
make  a  volume. 

The  newspapers  have  already  brought  Miss 
Louise  Imogen  Guiney  back  from  her  stay  in 
England,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  she  is  not  to 
return  until  February.  Indeed,  it  will  hardly 
surprise  her  friends  if  she  does  not  come  then. 
She  is  so  fond  of  London  and  of  the  literary 
associations  of  England  that  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  she  will  easily  tear  herself  away 
from  them.  Sooner  or  later  we  shall  have  a 
volume  made  up  of  the  record  of  her  impres- 
sions; largely,  it  is  to  be  supposed,  as  they  have 
already  been  published  in  her  letters  to  the 
Boston  Post, 

T.  R.  Sullivan  is  well  on  his  new  novel, 
having  got  about  two-thirds  through  with  it. 
The  work  has  been  a  good  deal  interrupted  by 
various  causes,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  book 
will  be  completed  early  in  the  year.  It  is  a 
story  of  broader  range  than  that  of  anything 
which  he  has  before  written,  and  is  likely  to 
•command,  as  it  is  sure  to  deserve,  success. 

The  forthcoming  life  of  the  late  John  Boyle 
O'Reilly,  by  James  Jeffrey  Roche,  is  looked  for 
with  an  impatience  hqre  which  no  one  can  un- 
derstand who  has  not  come  in  actual  contact 


with  the  intense  personal  feeling  of  attachment 
for  the  dead  poet  which  exists  in  Boston.  One 
of  the  striking  features  of  the  book  will  be  the 
hitherto  unpublished  Papyrus  poems,  of  which 
there  are  to  be  several.  Mr.  O'Reilly  was 
identified  with  this  club  from  its  start,  and  not 
a  few  of  his  best-known  poems  were  read  to 
this  friendly  and  keenly  appreciative  audience 
before  they  were  given  to  the  world.  The  club 
has  had  whatever  has  been  most  vital  and 
most  significant  in  literary  Boston  during  the 
last  decade,  if  one  except  the  older  men  of  the 
generation,  to  which  belongs  Dr.  Holmes.  It 
has  been  the  centre  of  an  intellectual  good- 
fellowship  not  wholly  unlike  that  which  re- 
volved about  the  breakfast-table  of  Rogers,  by 
the  grace  of  Heaven  an  excellent  host,  and  by 
the  favor  of  his  flatterers  a  poet  by  brevet 

There  is  the  opportunity  for  a  superb  poem, 
could  the  man  but  be  found  to  write  it,  in 
O'Reilly's  grave.  A  huge  boulder,  bigger 
than  a  house,  was  ages  since  deposited  on  a 
ledge  the  surface  of  which  is  scored  by  the 
feet  of  the  mighty  ice-mass,  and  just  beneath 
this  is  the  poet  laid.  The  suggestiveness  of 
the  whole  and  the  effectiveness  are  both 
startlingly  striking.  It  is  as  if  Nature  had 
builded  his  monument  a  million  years  before 
he  was  bom,  and  through  all  these  ages  she 
has  patiently  waited,  saying  to  herself :  "  One 
day  there  will  be  a  poet  who  will  be  pre- 
eminently my  own  son,  who  will  know  me  and 
love  me  as  I  deserve,  and  for  him  I  have  from 
the  twilight  of  time  set  up  this  stone  !"

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LITERARY   NOTES. 

The  new  edition  for  1891.  revised  to  date,  of 
the  *'  Mexican  Guide,"  by  Thomas  A.  Janvier, 
is  in  preparation  for  immediate  publication  by 
the  Scribners. 

William  H.  Hayne,  of  Augusta,  a  son  of  the 
late  Paul  Hamilton  Hayne,  read  the  principal 
poem  at  the  unveiling,  in  Macon,  recently,  of 
the  bust  of  Sidney  Lanier,  a  memorial  g^ft  to  the 
city  library  from  Charles  Lanier,  the  New  York 
banker. 

It  is  signi&cant  of  the  changed  position  which 
women  occupy  in  this  age  that  the  title  of  the  forth- 
coming new  edition  of  "  Men  of  the  Time"  is 
to  be  "  Men  and  Women  of  the  Time."  George 
Routledge  &  Sons,  who  issue  the  book  about 
once  in  five  years,  with  additions  to  date,  will 
publish  this  new  edition  in  the  spring. 

Eugene  Field's  two  books,  **  A  Little  Book  of 
Western  Verse  "  and  "  A  Little  Book  of  Profit- 
able Tales,"  have  reached  their  fifth  edition.  Of 
the  other  Scribner  books  of  the  season,  Colonel 
Church's  '*  Life  of  John  Ericsson "  is  in  its 
second  and  Dr.  Martin's  "In  the  Footprints  of 
Charles  Lamb  "  in  its  third  edition. 

T.  Wemyss  Reid*s  *'  Life,  Letters,  and  Friend- 
ships of  Richard  Monckton  Milnes,  First  Lord 
Houghton,"  will  be  issued  in  two  volumes  early 
this  month  by  the  Cassell  Publishing  Co.  The 
foreign  reviews  indicate  that  it  is  a  work  of  ex- 
ceptional interest.  It  will  have  two  portraits, 
one  an  etching  and  one  a  steel  engraving. 

The  Scribners  will  publish  this  month  the 
three  final  volumes  of  Henry  Adams's  important 
"  History  of  the  United  States,"  relating  to  the 
Second  Administration  of  James  Madison.  They 
have  also  nearly  ready  "Talks  with  Athenian 
Youths,"  five  selected  dialogues  translated  from 
Plato,  by  the  author  of  "  A  Day  in  Athens  with 
Socrates,"  etc. 

Scribner  &  Welford  have  just  published  "  The 
Adventures  of  Count  George  Albert  of  Erbach  '* 
— a  true  story  translated  from  the  German  of 
Emil  Kraus  by  Her  Royal  Highness  Beatrice. 
Princess  Henrj'  of  Battenberg.  The  marriage 
of  the  present  Count  of  Erbach,  a  descendant  of 
Count  George  Albert,  to  Prince  Henry's  only 
sister,  makes  possible  the  publication  of  the 
record  of  adventures.  The  book  has  portraits 
and  illustrations. 


In  a  lecture  delivered  recently  before  the  Con- 
cord Lyceum,  Dr.  Edward  W.  Emerson,  the  son 
of  the  poet  and  philosopher,  dwelt  on  the  incor- 
rectness of  what  he  conceived  to  be  the  popular 
belief  that  Thoreau  was  an  echo  of  Emerson. 
Those,  he  said,  who  knew  Thoreau  well  recog- 
nized his  original  and  powerful  individuality, 
and  knew  that  he  could  never  be  guilty  of  con- 
scious imitation.  The  lecture  is  said  to  have 
contained  many  new  and  interesting  facts  con- 
cerning Thoreau's  life  and  its  peculiar  tenden- 
cies. 

The  publication  of  an  important  series  of 
books,  "  Events  of  Our  Own  Time,"  has  been 
begun  by  Scribner  &  Welford.  The  first  volume 
in  the  series  is  "  The  War  in  the  Crimea  "  (8vo, 
$1.75),  by  General  Sir  Edward  Hamley,  K.C.B., 
with  maps  and  plans  and  copper-plate  portraits, 
and  the  second  is  "  The  Indian  Mutiny  of  1857  " 
(8vo,  $1.75),  by  Colonel  Malleson.  Other 
volumes  in  preparation  are  "  Achievements  in 
Engineering,"  by  Professor  Vernon  Harcourt, 
"  The  Liberation  of  Italy,"  by  Edward  Dicey, 
"The  Refoundingof  the  German  Empire,"  "  The 
Exploration  of  Africa,"  "The  Civil  War  in 
America,"  "  The  Opening  of  Japan,"  etc.  The 
volumes  will  have  plans,  portraits,  and  other  il- 
lustrations. 

The  Macmillans  have  ready  for  publication 
this  month  the  first  volume  in  a  new  edition  in 
nine  volumes  of  the  scholarly  "Cambridge 
Shakespeare,"  a  new  and  revised  reprint  of  the 
celebrated  Clark  and  Wright  edition,  with  addi- 
tional notes  by  one  of  the  original  editors.  Dr. 
W.  Aldis  Wright ;  "  Studies  in  Literature,"  by 
John  Morley  ;  and  the  first  of  twelve  parts  which 
are  to  appear  quarterly  and  which  are  to  constitute 
a  "  Dictionary  of  Political  Economy."  Each 
part  of  this  last-named  work  will  consist  of  about 
150  pages,  and  the  contributors  will  be  prom- 
inent political  economists  of  both  Europe  and 
America,  Professor  Smith,  of  Columbia,  and  Pro- 
fessor Taussig,  of  Harvard,  being  among  the 
latter.  The  scope  of  the  work  is  similar  to 
that  of  Grove's  "  Dictionary  of  Music." 

Miss  Mary  E.  Wilkins,  whose  New  England 
stories  have  made  her  name  familiar  to  the 
public,  is  said  by  the  Critic  to  be  under  thirty 
years  of  age,  "  a  small  blonde,  very  bright  and 
very  agreeable."  She  was  bom  in  Brattleboro, 
Vermont,  and  the  death  of  her  parents  occurred 
when    she  was    young.       Left  with    sufficient 
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means  for  her  support,  she  has  lived  with  friends 
in  Randolph,  Mass.,  the  greater  part  of  her  life. 
When  she  was  only  sixteen  she  won  a  prize  of 
$50  offered  by  a  Boston  journal  for  a  children's 
story.  A  few  years  later  she  sent  a  story  to 
Harper's  Batar^  of  which  the  late  Mary  L.  Booth 
was  the  editor,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of 
her  active  career  as  a  writer.  For  Miss  Booth 
took  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  New  Eng- 
land girl.  Miss  Wilkins's  stories  are  said  to  be 
wholly  imaginary  and  not  studies  of  real  life. 

Of  Ruskin's  favorite  corner  in  the  library  of 
his  home,  Brantwood,  Coniston,  A.  M.  Wake- 
field says  in  Murray* s  Magazine  :  **  Round  the 
little  bow-window,  where  Mr.  Ruskin's  table 
and  arm-chair  are  always  placed,  is  a  low,  wide 
shelf,  where  a  little  garden  of  flowers  gladden 
his  eyes ;  a  branch  of  sweetbrier  and  scented 
heather,  the  lovely  white  harebells  and  the  tiny 
rock-roses,  all  have  a  share  of  his  daily  regard. 
Carefully  placed  among  them  are  the  last  geo- 
logical specimens  which  may  have  excited  the 
Professor's  interest  in  his  daily  walks,  collected 
in  this  lovely  region  whence  even  stones  have 
been  made  to  speak  his  beautiful  thoughts  and 
language  to  the  world  at  large.  From  the  win- 
dow we  look  straight  down  on  the  peaceful 
waters  of  Coniston  Lake,  his  love  for  and  the 
fame  of  which  Mr.  Ruskin  has  given  to  the 
world." 

To  M.  Taine  is  attributed  the  assertion  that 
the  English  language  is  completely  modified 
every  twenty  years.  America,  he  says,  accord- 
ing to  the  London  Literary  Worlds  sends  her 
slang,  Australia  her  peculiar  idioms,  the  Cape 
her  constant  contributions  ;  and  an  English 
Academy  of  Letters  is  accordingly  much  more 
needed,  and  would  be  of  even  more  signal  ser- 
vice, than  the  corresponding  institution  in 
France.  Some  time  ago,  he  says,  it  seemed  to 
him  that  he  had  a  good  knowledge  of  English, 
but  now  he  constantly  meets  with  words  which 
he  fails  to  recognize,  and  which  are  explained 
in  no  dictionary.  Swift's  writings  showed  the 
tongue  at  its  best ;  Macaulay  used  it  in  all  its 
purity,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  Tennyson, 
but  among  living  writers  of  Tennyson  alone.  To 
Carlyle  is  attributed  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent degradation.  Of  novels,  Rhoda  Brough- 
ton's  works  are  the  only  real  additions  to  litera- 
ture since  George  Eliot—truly  a  somewhat  ex- 
traordinary dictum. 


ENGLISH   NOTES. 
London,  December  5,  1890. 

LR  BURN  and  has  had  another 
'•  Happy  Thought"  in  taking 
up  the  cudgels  on  behalf  of  the 
"  interviewed."  He  —  seeing 
the  interviewed  finds  all  the 
materials  for  the  article,  fur- 
nishes all  kinds  of  facts  and  information — not 
unnaturally  considers  he  should  have  a  share  in 
the  profits  that  may  accrue  from  publication. 
This  is  reasonable  enough,  It  is  quite  as  reason- 
able as  the  paper-maker  expecting  to  be  paid 
for  the  material  supplied  on  which  a  news- 
paper is  to  be  printed.  A  journal  cannot  ex- 
ist without  paper,  and  the  interviewer  cannot 
exist  without  the  interviewee.  Such  a  fact  be- 
ing established  it  becomes  clear  that  the  in- 
terviewee is  quite  as  worthy  of  payment  as  any- 
body who  contributes  to  a  journal  in  more  di- 
rect form.  But  proprietors  of  journals  have  a 
great  dislike  to  pay  money  for  anything  un- 
less it  comes  in  the  form  of  absolute  pen- 
work.  They  will  not  pay  for  ideas,  which  is 
a  very  great  mistake.  They  can  get  plenty  of 
people  to  furnish  them  with  any  quantity  of 
good  pen- work,  but  good  ideas  are  very  rarely 
to  be  found,  and  when  they  are,  are  well  worth 
paying  for.  This  is  a  thing  very  few  news- 
paper-proprietors can  comprehend.  Another 
thing  few  of  them  understand  is  that  where  you 
pay  *'  scale  prices,"  that  is,  every  one  at  so 
much  a  column — where  you  pay  for  quantity 
instead  of  quality — it  is  impossible  to  produce 
a  journal  of  any  brilliancy.  It  seems  to  be 
altogether  opposed  to  sound  commercial  prin- 
ciples. If  one  man  gets  five  shillings  for  a 
brilliant  epigram  in  two  lines,  while  another  re- 
ceives four  pounds  for  two  columns  of  leaden 
dulness,  the  paper  will  become  more  distin- 
guished for  leaden  dulness  than  brilliant  epi- 
gram. 

Another  matter  I  think  should  be  arranged. 
Why  do  not  celebrities  receive  a  handsome 
percentage  on  the  sale  of  their  photographs  ? 
They  are  now  in  the  position  of  an  inventor 
who  receives  nothing  for  his  invention.  They 
are,  in  point  of  fact,  capital  lent  to  photogra- 
phers, only  the  photographers  decline  to  pay 
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any  interest.  Everybody  ought  to  have  a  copy- 
right in  his  own  face,  and  that  copyright 
should  not  be  infringed  without  permission. 
Any  one  taking  a  photograph  of  anyone  else 
without  his  permission,  should  be  charged  with 
assault.  I  have  heard  that  during  the  "  pro- 
fessional beauty  craze,"  a  percentage  was 
paid  on  portraits.  Such  a  payment  should  be 
universal. 

Explorers  in  Dickensland  should  take  a  trip 
to  Chertsey  and  visit  Pyrcroft  House,  which  is 
shortly  to  be  sold.  It  is  an  old-fashioned  resi- 
dence with  an  old-fashioned  garden,  and  is 
said  to  be  the  one  celebrated  by  Charles  Dick- 
ens in  "  Oliver  Twist."  The  entire  place  is 
scarcely  changed  since  the  novel  was  written, 
and  the  window  still  exists  through  which 
Bill  Sikes  dropped  Oliver  in  order  that  he 
should  undo  the  fastenings  and  let  the  bur- 
glars into  the  house.  There  are  plenty  of  inter- 
esting associations  in  and  about  Chertsey. 
There  is  Cowley's  house  still  remaining  in  the 
town,  although  it  has  been  greatly  added  to 
of  late  years ;  there  is  the  cottage  of  Albert 
Smith,  little  changed  since  he  lived  there,  and 
there  is  the  pleasant  mansion  whereat  Charles 
James  Fox  at  one  time  resided  at  St.  Anne*s 
Hill.  Chertsey  still  remains  a  quiet,  old-fash- 
ioned town  and  has  changed  but  little  since  it 
was  many  years  ago  described  as  Clumpley, 
by  Albert  Smith  in  his  "  Adventures  of  Mr. 
Ledbury." 

A  very  interesting  exhibition  will  before  long 
be  opened  at  the  Fine  Art  Society's  Gallery  in 
Bond  Street.  It  will  probably  be  called  "  The 
Garden  of  England,"  and  will  consist  of  a 
series  of  pictures  by  your  gifted  countryman, 
Mr.  Alfred  Parsons.  The  name  of  this  artist 
and  the  admirable  work  that  he  has  done  in 
this  direction,  are  a  sufficient  g^uarantee  that  the 
show  will  be  one  of  surpassing  excellence. 
Mr.  Parsons  has,  perhaps,  more  than  any  ar- 
tist, devoted  his  attention  to  gardens,  but  the 
general  public  know  but  little  of  his  work  in 
this  especial  line,  save  his  graceful  studies  in 
black  and  white,  with  which  they  are  all  fa- 
miliar in  the  pages  of  Harper,  Of  course, 
one  great  attraction  in  a  garden  is  ifs  beauty 
of  blossom  and  its  variety  of  color,  and  we 
shall  have  a  fine  opportunity  of  appreciating 


the  artist's  skill  in  this  respect  in  the  ensuing 
collection.  Probably  no  country  in  the  world 
is  so  rich  in  beautiful  gardens  as  England,  and 
Mr.  Parsons  has  had  special  advantages  for 
studying  some  of  the  more  celebrated  pleas- 
ances.  He  has  not,  however,  confined  his  at- 
tention to  Chatsworth.  Haddon,  Knole,  Pens- 
hurst,  Groom  bridge  and  other  notable  places. 
Among  some  of  his  most  attractive  pictures 
will  be  those  of  country  cottage  gardens  and 
neglected  comers  of  old-fashioned  parterres, 
moss-covered  sundials  and  leaf-strewn  alleys. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  that  prince 
of  explorers,  Sir  Richard  Burton,  did  not 
meet  with  more  substantial  reward  in  his  life- 
time. He  was  a  man  of  indomitable  courage, 
a  marvellous  linguist  and  thoroughly  accom- 
plished all  round.  I  knew  him  well  some 
years  ago.  He  was  an  admirable  talker  and 
a  thoroughly  entertaining  companion.  I  can 
recall  at  the  present  moment  not  a  few  of  the 
thrilling  tales  of  adventure  he  used  to  tell  and 
the  dramatic  power  with  which  he  used  to  re- 
late them.  I  recollect  once,  when  a  very  young 
man,  meeting  Burton  at  a  Bohemian  Club  and 
singing  a  missionary  song  which  I  had  learn- 
ed from  an  American  artist  in  Florence.  It 
had  an  excellent  tune  and  quaint  words,  with 
which  Burton  was  hugely  delighted,  and  I  can 
remember  how  he  joined  in  the  chorus  with 
the  heartiness  and  enthusiasm  of  a  boy. 

Ladies'  newspapers  and  ladies'  magazines 
are  becoming  an  important  fact  in  the  periodi- 
cal literature  of  the  day.  And  they  will  be- 
come more  important  as  the  number  of  lady 
journalists  continue  to  increase.  The  newest 
comer  in  this  department  is  the  Gentlewoman, 
which  is  well  written,  capitally  illustrated  and 
brimming  with  all  kinds  of  information  on 
every  subject.  There  are  several  special 
features  in  this  newspaper.  Among  the  roost 
notable  may  be  mentioned  a  series  of  papers 
by  Mr.  G.  A.  Sala,  entitled,  **  Celebrated  Peo- 
ple I  Have  Met."  These  studies  are  admira- 
bly done.  They  are  full  of  information ;  they 
are  light,  bright  and  amusing,  showing  acute 
observation  and  graphic  power,  and  constitute 
one  of  the  most  attractive  features  in  the  paper. 

The  account  of  Mr.  John  Murray  which  ap- 
peared in  the  "  Celebrities  at  Home"  in  the 
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World  recently,  was  admirably  done  and  of 
especial  interest,  giving,  as  it  does,  the  rise  and 
progress  of  the  Guides,  the  popular  Red  Books, 
with  which  the  House  of  Murray  is  now  as- 
sociated all  the  world  over.  It  will  be  doubt- 
less news  to  many  that  this  important  series 
was  projected  and  carried  out  by  the  present 
head  of  the  house,  and  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
the  debt  the  modern  tourist  owes  to  Mr.  Mur- 
ray for  his  efforts  in  this  direction.  For  it 
must  be  remembered  that  Murray's  Continen- 
tal Guides  were  the  pioneers  of  all  this  kind  of 
literature,  and  though  they  have  had  many 
imitators  they  still  hold  their  own  in  spite  of 
countless  rivals.  I  remember  my  mother,  who 
travelled  abroad  a  good  deal  when  she  was 
young,  telling  me  she  often  had  met  Mr.  John 
Murray  in  Switzerland  and  Germany.  This 
must  have  been  about  the  time  when  he  was 
perfecting  his  guide-books.

Messrs.  Macmillan  &  Co.  have  had  in  prepa- 
ration for  some  time  past  extra-illustrated  edi- 
tions of  Mrs.  Oliphant's  well-known  works, 
"The  Makers  of  Florence"  and  '*  The  Makers  of 
Venice" — two  books  which  will  lend  them- 
selves very  happily  to  pictorial  adornment. 

The  February  number  of  The  Book  Buyer 
will  contain  a  portrait,  the  first  ever  printed,  and 
sketch  of  George  E.  Woodberry,  of  Boston, 
whose  volume  of  essays,  "Studies  in  Life  and 
Letters,"  has  attracted  wide  attention.  Other 
popular  features  of  the  coming  volume  will  be 
found  outlined  in  the  early  advertising  pages  of 
this  number. 

An  exhibition  of  relics  of  the  Brontfi  family 
was  recently  held  at  Thornton,  near  Bradford, 
the  most  of  which  are  owned  by  a  gentleman  at 
Haworth,  where  theymay  be  seen  in  the  museum 
which  he  has  opened.  They  include  pencil 
drawings  and  water  colors,  studies  and  portraits, 
by  Charlotte  Bront6,  many  specionens  of  her 
needlework,  and  even  her  shawl  and  shoes. 

Students  of  the  theology  and  philosophy  of 


England  and  Scotland,  Germany,  Switzerland, 
France  and  Holland,  will  be  interested  in  the 
announcement  that  Messrs.  Scribner  &  Welford 
will  supply  to  the  American  market  a  new 
quarterly  review,  published  by  Messrs.  T.  &  T. 
Clark,  of  Edinburgh,  Critical  Review  of  Current 
Theological  ami  Philosophical  Literature^  under 
the  editorship  of  the  Rev.  Professor  S.  D.  F. 
Salmond,  D.D.,  of  Edinburgh.  The  subscrip- 
tion price  for  the  year  is  $1.50,  and  the  first 
number  is  now  ready. 

Those  who  delight  in  puzzling  over  curious 
coincidences  will  find  an  interesting  subject  in 
three  of  the  December  magazines.  For  the 
Christmas  numbers  of  Scribner^  Harper^  and  The 
Century  contain  each  a  story  in  which  a  person 
with  the  unusual  name  of  Spurlock  figures.  In 
George  A.  Hibbard's  story,  "  As  the  Sparks  Fly 
Upward,"  in  Scribner^  this  person  is  a  man,  while 
in  James  A.  Allen's  "  Flute  and  Violin,"  in 
Harper^  and  in  **A  Conscript's  Christmas,"  by 
Joel  Chandler  Harris,  in  The  Century ^  the  name 
is  given  to  a  woman.  In  the  little  pen-and-ink 
portrait  sketches  of  the  Widow  Spurlock  and  of 
Mrs.  Spurlock  in  the  two  latter  magazines  the 
faces  bear  no  resemblance  to  each  other,  but 
this  fact  docs  not  make  it  any  the  less  odd  that 
three  authors  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the 
country  should  have  applied  this  unfamiliar  name 
to  characters  in  their  stories. 

Henryk  Sienkiewicz,  the  author  of  "  With 
Fire  and  Sword,"  whose  portrait  is  printed  on 
page  622  of  this  number  of  The  Book  Buyer, 
was  born  in  1845.  He  studied  at  the  University 
of  Warsaw  and  then  drifted  to  California  with 
the  Polish  patriots  who  followed  Madame 
Modjeska  and  her  husband  to  the  United  States. 
This  was  fourteen  years  ago.  The  attempt  was 
made  by  these  Polish  families  to  found  a  com- 
mercial ranch  in  California,  but  it  was  not  suc- 
cessful and  they  separated.  Sienkiewicz  wrote 
meanwhile  for  Polish  journals,  and  these  letters, 
describing  his  experiences  and  travels,  first 
brought  him  to  public  notice  in  his  native  land. 
His  "  Fire  and  Sword"  is  one  of  three  historical 
romances  covering  the  entire  Polish  history, 
social,  political  and  intellectual,  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Jeremiah  Curtin,  the  transla- 
tor of  **  Fire  and  Sword,'*  is  at  work  upon  a 
translation  of  the  second  volume  in  the  series. 
"  Deluge,"  the  title  of  the  third  being  "  Pan 
Volodyovski." 
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NE  of  the  books  of  the  season 
that  has  attracted  unusual  at- 
tention on  account  of  the  vital 
and  pressing  nature  of  the 
problem  which  it  discusses, 
and  the  thoroughness  of  the 

author's  acquaintance  with  all  of   its  phases, 

is,  "  How  the  Other  Half  Lives,"  a  study  of 

the  New  York  tenements  and  their  denizens. 

Jacob  A.  Riis,  the  author  of  the  book,  recently 

gave  a  representative  of  the  Christian  Union 

the  following  singularly  interesting  sketch  of 

his  life,  which  shows  that  he  has  himself  tasted 

the  bitterness  of  the  poverty  that  he  pictures 

so  vividly  : 

I  am  Danish.     I  came   from  a  little  town  in 

Denmark  called  Ribe.     My  father  was  a  teacher 

in  the  Latin  school  of  the  town.     My  father  was 

a  very   energetic   admirer  of    Dickens,   and   I 

learned  English  by  reading  Dickens's  stories.    I 

came  over  to  America  when  I  was  about  twenty 

years  old,  in  a  very 

hot-headed    way, 

with  no  idea  but  to 

gel    away  from 

there ;     but     there 

was  a  spirit  of  ad- 
venture in   me.     I 

had    been    an    ad- 
mirer  of    Cooper's 

novels.     I   had   no 

special  line  of  work 

to  follow.    In  order 

to    fit     myself   out 

when  I  knew  I  was 

coming,    I    learned 

the     rudiments     of 

the  carpenter's 

trade  so  as  to  have 

something    to    fall 

back  on.     It  served 

me    well    in    many 

ways   although  the 

great  trouble    was, 

when    I  came  here 

in  1870,  it  was  hard 

to  find  work.  When 

my  money  was  all 

spent  I  came  right 

down  to  the  bottom 

alonfif  with  most  ev- 
erybody  who  goes 

in    the    same   way, 

and  for  about  two 

years   I    worked  at 

just  what  came  to 

hand.      In    the    fall 

of  1 8  70  I  worked  in 

some     brickyards  Jacob 


near  New  Brunswick,  K.  J.,  at  a  place  called 
Little  Washington.  I  came  walking?  from  Xcw 
York  looking  for  something  to  do,  and  I  remem- 
ber sleeping  in  a  graveyard.  I  never  slept 
sweeter  in  my  life.  Not  long  ago,  when  I  went 
back  to  New  Brunswick,  for  the  first  time,  to 
deliver  a  lecture  at  Rutgers  College,  I  looked 
with  one  of  the  professors  for  the  gravestone  on 
which  I  slept,  but  it  was  gone.  I  came  back  to 
New  York  after  a  time.  There  is  a  fascination 
for  me  here.  I  could  find  scarcely  any  work, 
and  spent  what  money  I  had  and  drifted  abont 
the  streets.  I  had  no  money  at  all  and  had  to 
sleep  in  the  street.  I  spent  one  night  in  mj 
life  in  a  police  station.  That  night  I  had  picked 
up  near  the  North  River  a  little  black  and  tan 
dog  (poor  little  beast !),  and  I  carried  it  into  the 
police  station.  I  had  one  thing  of  v^alue,  and 
that  was  a  little  gold  locket  I  wore  inside  my 
shirt.  It  had  a  lock  of  hair  in  it.  That  ni^ht 
some  of  those  lodgers  stole  it  from  me  while  I 
was  sleeping  in  there,  and  when  I  came  out  and 
found  it  was  stolen — the  one  thing  that  connect- 
ed me  with  home — I  went  and  made  a  complaint 
to  the  sergeant,  who  ordered  the  doorman  to 
kick  me  out. 

'*Do  you  come 
in  here,"  cried  be, 
'  •  and  sleep,  and  yet 
tell  me  that  you  bad 
a  gold  locket  cc 
your  neclc?" 

It  did  sound  ridi- 
culous. I  went  out- 
side with  my  little 
dog,  and  when  we 
got  outside  I  nas 
angry  enough  to  go 
back  and  demolish 
every  one  there.  I 
wandered  off  a  little 
space,  and  while  I 
was  gone  the  dog 
had  a  fit  in  the  street 
and  the  poor  little 
beast  fell  down  :  a 
crowd  gathered  in 
the  lane,  and  a  po- 
liceman came  along 
and  took  the  poor 
animal  and  clubbeti 
it  to  death  beiort* 
my  eyes.  It  seemed 
to  me  that  was  the 
very  last  link  that 
had  given  way.  I 
walked  straight  off 
to  the  ferry  and 
gave  the  ferry -mas- 
ter a  silk  handker- 
chief, another  reUc 
of  home.  I  had  not 
a  cent  in  my  pock- 
A.  Riis,  et.       Then     I    got 
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■across  and  walked  on  the  railroad  track  to  Phila- 
<lelpbia.  Until  that  time  I  had  avoided  calling 
on  any  of  the  friends  of  my  family.  I  felt  inde- 
pendent and  proud,  but  when  I  got  to  Philadel- 
phia I  sought  some  friends,  who  helped  me.  I 
went  to  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  and  for 
two  years  after  that  I  worked  in  Jamestown,  but 
my  employers  failed,  and  I  came  back  to  New 
York.  I  finally  obtained  a  position  as  a  news- 
paper reporter.  The  day  I  went  down  to  work 
as  a  newspaper  reporter  I  worked  until  ten 
o'clock  at  night.  I  was  too  proud  to  say  that  it 
was  the  third  day  I  had  not  broken  fast.  When 
they  let  me  off  at  ten  o'clock,  on  reaching  the 


stairs  to  my  room  I  fell  in  a  dead  faint.  Signer 
Succi  can  starve  for  forty  days  if  he  wants  to, 
but  three  are  enough  for  me.  I  never  left  the 
newspaper  business  after  that.  I  had  found  my 
niche.  After  making  a  little  money  from  a 
newspaper  which  I  owned  in  Brooklyn,  I  went 
back  to  Denmark  and  was  married  and  brought 
my  wife  to  this  country.  On  my  return  I  was 
engaged  by  the  Tribune  and  sent  by  it  to  Po- 
lice Headquarters  in  Mulberry  Street  as  police 
reporter.  I  have  been  at  Police  Headquarters 
off  and  on,  for  fourteen  years,  representing  the 
Tribune^  the  City  Press  Association,  and  lately 
the  Evening  Sun.

THE    NEWEST    BOOKS. 


IHE  concludini^  volumes  of  W. 
E.  H.  Lecky's  History  of  Eng' 
land  in  the  Etghteenth  Cen- 
tury, the  seventh  and  eighth, 
are  in  the  nature  of  a  neces- 
sary supplement  to  the  main 
work,  which  closed  with  the 
outbreak  of  the  great  French  war  in  1793. 
This  event  is  a  natural  termination  of  a  his- 
tory of  England,  but  the  course  of  Irish  history 
in  the  next  decade  was  so  dramatic,  so  closely 
connected  with  what  had  gone  before,  and  so 
fraught  with  the  most  important  consequences. 
that  to  have  omitted  to  describe  it  would 
leave  the  work  incomplete.  Mr.  Lecky 
tells  us  he  hoped  that  a  sinp^le  volume  would 
suffice  to  cover  this  period  adequately,  but  the 
deeper  the  subject  was  studied  the  more  ap- 
parent it  became  that  only  the  fullest  treat- 


ment would  suffice  to  set  in  its  proper  light 
the  growth  of  popular  feeling  which  culminat- 
ed in  the  tragic  and  bloody  Irish  rebellion  of 
1798,  to  examine  in  detail  the  causes  which 
led  to  the  legislative  Union  of  1800,  and  to  de- 
scribe the  defeat  of  the  measures  of  Catholic 
conciliation  which  Pitt  had  intended  to  be  the 
immediate  sequel  of  the  Union.  There  is  no 
period  in  Anglo-Irish  historv  that  is  so  diffi- 
cult for  an  English  or  Irish  liistorian  to  write 
about  with  impartiality,  fairness,  and  absence 
of  feeling  as  this.  For  both  the  English  and 
the  Irish  writers  of  the  present  day  seem  to 
have  inherited  the  passions  that  were  the  out- 
come of  that  bloody  conflict,  and  every  writer 
on  the  period  unconsciously  becomes  a  violent 
partisan,  and  his  partisanship  colors  his  facts 
and  his  deductions  from  his  facts  regarding 
the  temper  of  the  people,  the  guilt  of  the  one

on  every  page.  Simplicity  and  clearness  of  making.  —  It  remains  only  to  note  that  the 
style  are  precious  qualities  in  a  historian,  and  thirteenth  volume — the  fourteenth  will  be  the 
they  are  conspicuous  in  this  masterly  work,  last — of  the  new  and  enlarged  edition,  edited 
[Appleton,  8vo,  per  vol.,  $2.25.]  by  Professor  David  Masson.  of  Edinburgh,  of 
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The  Collected  Writings  of  Thomas  de  Quin- 
ccy,  is  received  (Macmillan,  i2mo,  $1.25.) 
The  volume  contains  some  of  the  i)esl  known 
of  De  Quincey's  tales  and  prose  phantasies  — 
"  On  Murder  Considered  as  One  of  the  Fine 
Arts,"  "The  Spanish  Military  Nun,"  "The 
English  Mail  Coach,"  and  the  "  Suspiria  de 
Profundis,"  among  others.  We  have  already 
spoken  of  the  excellence  of  this  edition  in 
binding,  paper  and  type,  and  need  scarcely 
remind  our  readers  of  the  opportunity  which 
it  presents  of  securing  the  fullest  and  best- 
edited  collection  of  the  celebrated  essayist's 
works. 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  is  never  not  ro- 
mantic, and  his  Ballads,  just  published,  are 
steeped  in  the  spirit  of  romance.  They  arc 
five  in  number,  composing  a  slender  and  ele- 
gant volume,  printed  and  bound  with  taste 
that  is  as  tempting  to  the  lover  of  books  as 
objects  as  the  contents  are  sure  to  be  attrac- 
tive to  the  poet's  many  admirers.  The  first 
two,  "  The  Song  of  Rah^ro"  and  '*  The  Feast 
of  Famine,"  have  never  before  appeared,  and 
are  nearly  unique  in  substance,  embalming 
Polynesian  legends,  in  the  lore  of  which  Mr. 
Stevenson  has  been  for  some  time  deeply  in-

terested.  The  former  is  an  elaborate  and  va- 
ried Tahitian  narrative,  and  "The  Feast  of 
Famine"  a  vivid  episode,  illustrative  of  Mar- 
quesan  manners,  in  which  more  liberty  is  taken 
by  the  narrator.  The  themes  are  handled  with 
the  poet's  accustomed  extraordinary  literar)- 
felicity,  accentuated  in  this  case,  perhaps,  by 
an  unusual  sympathy  for  his  material,  the  exotic 
quality  of  which  evidently  attracts  him  ver}' 
powerfully.  The  narrative  is  truly  ballad-like 
in  rapidity,  and  yet  loses  nothing  in  dignity  in 
consequence.  On  the  contrar}',  nobility  is  per- 
haps the  mark  of  its  movement,  and  of  the 
images  with  which  it  is  crowded.  Both  poems 
are  tragic,  the  former  has  passages  of  which 
grandeur  may  be  affirmed,  and  the  second  is 
tender  and  touching.  The  remaining  ballads 
are  "  Ticonderoga,"  "  Heather  Ale  :  a  Gallo- 
way Legend"  and  *'  Christmas  at  Sea" — all 
of  them  occidental  in  subject,  but  essentially 
not  inharmonious  with  the  spirit  of  the  longer 
Polynesian  stories.     [Scribner,  izmo,  $1.00.] 

Thomas  Sergeant  Perr)',  of  Boston,  the 
author  of  "  English  Literature  in  the  Eigh- 
teenth Centur)',"  "  From  Opitz  to  Lessing," 
and  "  The  Evolution  of  the  Snob,"  has  written 
a  new  work,  A  History  of  Greek  Literature^ 
which  will  take  rank  among  the 
most  important  of  the  books  of  the 
season.  The  work  is  addressed  to 
the  general  reader  rather  than  to 
the  classical  student,  and  will  be 
found  of  use  to  the  business  and 
professional  man  who  wishes  to  re- 
fresh his  recollection  of  the  Greek 
literature  of  his  college  days,  as  well 
as  to  the  reader  who  has  no  knowl- 
edge of  ancient  languages.  The 
work  is  divided  into  seven  books,, 
treating  of  "  The  Epics,"  ••  Lyric 
Poetry."  "  Greek  Tragedy,"  "  The 
Historians."  "The  Orators,"  "The 
Philosophers,"  and  "  Hellenism.'" 
The  author's  method  of  exposition 
is  intelligent,  simple,  candid,  fair. 
In  the  case  of  mooted  points  which 
German  criticism  is  still  engaged 
in  tr)ing  to  solve,  he  sets  the  e>n- 
dence  of  both  sides  clearly  before 
the  reader,  leaving  him  to  form  his 
own  opinions.  But  he  evidently  in- 
clines to  the  belief  in  the  multiple 
authorship  of  the  "Iliad"  and 
"Odyssey" — the  theories  concern- 
ing which  he  states  with  commend- 
able fulness  and  impartiality.  He 
summarizes  the  narratives  of  these 
great  epics  and  gives  copious  ex- 
tracts from  the  best  English  trans- 
lations of  them,  his  introductions 
serving  to  reflect  the  atmosphere  of

the  poems,  and  to  bring  them  into  the  proper 
perspective.  In  the  case  of  the  Greek  trage- 
dies, comedies,  histories,  and  philosopliies,  Mr. 
Perr)'  is  equally  interesting  and  instructive,  the 
selections  from  translations  giving  the  reader 
an  excellent  insight  into  the  thought  of  the 
time  and   his  comments  throwing  an  abun

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dance  of  light  upon  the  life  of  which  that 
thought  is  the  outward  sign.  There  is  nothing 
dry  or  pedantic  in  his  treatment  of  the  subject, 
nor  is  he  carried  away  by  enthusiasms  and 
raptures.  Indeed,  the  Greek  sanity  and  mod- 
eration, the  most  noteworthy  quality  in  all 
their  forms  of  artistic  expression,  sculpture 
and  architecture  as  well  as  literature,  are  re- 


flected in  Mr.  Perry's  treatment  of  this  theme 
The  book   is  fully   illustrated   with   reproduc 
tions  of  classical  masterpieces,  most   of  them 
very  well  done,  but  a  few — that  on  page  85,  for 
example — being  not  up  lo  the  standard  in  jwint 
of   execution.      The   only    drawback    to   the 
thorough  enjoyment  of  the  book  is  the  size  and 
weight   of    the   volume,   which 
make    it  difficult    to   hold.     It 
would  have  gained  in  value  to 
the  general  reader,  we  think,  by 
being  in  two  or  even  three  vol- 
umes,   instead   of    in   a   single 
large  octavo  of  874  pages.     The 
binding  is   handsome   and   ap- 
I       propriate.

I  The  character  of  the  first  vol- 

ume indicates  clearly  that  Dr. 
Heinrich  von  Sybel's  Founding 
of  the  German  Empire  by 
William  /.  will  be  an  important 
contribution  to  historical  litera- 
ture. The  work  is  to  be  in  re- 
ality a  history  of  Prussia  from 
1850  to  1870;  and  the  author, 
through  the  permission  of  Prince 
Bismarck,  given  in  188 1,  has  had 
'  access  in  the  preparation  of  it  to 
the  contents  of  tne  Government 
archives  and  to  the  registr)'  of 
the  Department  of  Foreign  Af- 
J  fairs.  Here,  of  course,  he  found 
'  an  unlimited  supply  of  the  most 
useful  material,  which  he  has 
used  to  present  for  the  first  time 
a  full  statement  of  the  aims  and 
policy  of  Prussia  through  these 
eventful  years,  leading  up  to  the 
German  Empire.  The  author 
does  not  attempt  to  conceal  his 
Prussian  and  National  Liberal 
convictions,  and  this  fact  may 
prevent  his  work  from  attaining 
to  the  first  rank  as  history.  But 
the  store  of  new  material  which 
he  has  brought  10  light  makes 
his  book  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance. The  translation  is  by 
Marshall  L.  Perrin,  of  Boston 
D.  Applcton  &  Co.  University.     The  work  will  con- 

sist of  five  volumes,  the  remain- 
ing four  of  which  are  to  be  is- 
sued between  now  and  next  summer.     They 
will  be  enriched  with  several  portraits.  [Crow-

A  pathetic  interest  attaches  to  the  last  vol- 
ume of  Professor  Austin  Phelps's  miscellaneous 
writings.  My  Note  Book,  the  preparation  of 
which  engaged  the  last  efforts  of  his  waning 
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'  For  thrbb  long  hours  of  the  moonlit  night  the  battle  raged." 
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Strength,  the  final  arrangements  for  publica- 
tion having  been  completed  but  a  few  hours 
before  his  death.  Like  the  previous  volumes, 
**  My  Portfolio"  and  "  My  Study,"  it  is  made 
up  in  part  of  essays  published  in  various  peri- 
odicals, but  the  larger  portion  is  material  hith- 
erto unpublished.  In  his  Preface  he  says :  "  By 
far  the  major  portion  of  every  man's  thinking 
is  fragmentary.  The  best  thinking  of  some 
men  is  so.  An  educated  man  who  practises 
literary  frugality  in  preser\'ing  the  ideas  sug- 
gestecl  by  his  reading,  will  find  after  years  of 
professional  service  an  accumulation  of  them 
in  which  he  will  recognize  some  of  the  most 
robust  products  of  his  brain.  .  .  .  These 
remarks  are  suggested  by  the  origin  and  re- 
sources of  the  present  volume.  It  is  literally 
what  its  title  indicates.  Its  contents  are  a 
selection  from  the  accumulated  memoranda 
of  forty  years."  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps 
Ward,  his  daughter,  upon  whom  devolved  the 
duty  of  superintending  the  proofs  of  the  volume 
through  the  press,  contributes  a  brief  prefa- 
tory note ;  and  a  portrait  of  Professor  Phelps 
as  he  appeared  in  middle  life  is  prefixed  to  the 
book.

The  fifth  volume  in  the  Story  of  the  States 
Series    is     The   Story  of    Wisconsin.      The 


author,  Reuben  G.  Thwaites,  is  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin, 
and  has  had  access  of  course  to  the  archives 
and  records  of  the  Society  in  the  preparation 
of  his  book.  The  volume  is  one  that  will  ap- 
peal to  the  patriotism  of  the  people  of  Wiscon- 
sin, for  the  narrative  of  the  origin  and  growth 
of  the  State  down  to  the  present  time  is  told 
with  simplicity  and  terseness,  and  puts  in  a 
convenient  form  the  salient  facts  in  the  histor)' 
of  the  commonwealth.  The  map  of  the  State, 
the  chronological  list  of  events  in  its  history, 
the  constitution  and  the  full  index,  are  other 
features  of  the  book.  The  illustrations  in  this 
series  are  of  very  unequal  merit.  Several  of 
those  in  this  volume  might  better  have  been 
omitted.

BIOGRAPHY  AND  AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

Biography  and  autobiography  are  well  rep- 
resented in  several  volumes  that  are  worthy  of 
a  fuller  review  than  we  are  able,  owing  to  the 
number  of  holiday  books,  to  give  them.  In 
his  biography  of  Richard  Henry  Dana  the 
younger,  Charles  Francis  Adams  has  made  full 
and  excellent  use  of  the  journal  and  correspond- 
ence of  the  subject  of  his  work,  who  is  best 
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known  to  the  general  public,  perhaps,  as  the 
author  of  that  fascinating  sea  stor)',  "  Two 
Years  before  the  Mast."  Mr.  Dana's  career, 
however,  touched  the  public  life  of  his  time  at 
many  points,  his  activity  during  the  anti- 
slavery  crusade,  when  Boston  was  the  scene  of 
some  dramatic  incidents,  being  typical  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  ability  which  sonie  of  the  men 
of  the  best  stock  in  Massachusetts  brought  to 
the  defence  of  the  fugitive  slaves.  Eminent  as 
a  lawyer  and  as  a  public-spirited  citizen,  the 
author  of  a  book  of  world-wide  reputation,  a 
traveller  of  rare  powers  of  observation  and  de- 
scription, Mr.  Dana's  life  presents  many 
phases  of  interest.  The  personal  charm— the 
anecdotes  and  sketchy  characterizations  of  his 
contemporaries — of  his  diary  and  letters  is 
great ;  and  Mr.  Adams  has  done  more  than  to 
supply  the  connecting  links  ;  he  does  not  hesi- 
tate to  comment  in  a  suggestive  way  upon 
some  phases  of  American  life  that  are  brought 
to  the  front  in  the  course  of  his  narrative.

The  publication  of  the  coxw^iX^Xe  Journal  0/ 
Sir  Waiter  Scott,  transferred  from  the  MS. 
now  at  Abbotsford,  is  perhaps  the  most  in- 
teresting and  important  literar}'  incident  of  the 
year.  The  years  embraced  in  the  Journal 
are  from  1825  to  1832,  the  year  of  Scott's 
death.  The  daily  entries,  sometimes  very 
full  and  sometimes  brief,  are  written  with 
the  greatest  freedom,  revealing  the  author's 
personality  in  the  fullest  and  most  charm- 
ing manner.  They  treat  of  all  manner  of 
subjects — of  his  dailv  tasks,  of  the  burden 
of  debt  under  whicli  he  was  bravely  strug- 
gling and  of  his  hopes  of  escape  from  the  load, 
of  the  books  that  he  had  written  or  was  at 
work  upon,  of  his  family  and  friends,  of  his 
journeys  in  Ireland,  in  France,  and  in  Italy  in 
search  of  recreation  and  health,  of  his  nego- 
tiations with  publishers,  and  of  the  celebrated 
men  of  his  day  who  paid  homage  to  him. 
Through  the  whole  narrative  of  these  in  some 
respects  sad  days  of  his  last  years,  there  runs 
a  vein  of  humor,  of  gay  spirits,  and  of  hopeful 
courage  that  brings  into  prominent  relief  the 
patience  and  fortitude  with  which  he  strug- 
gled against  financial  misfortunes,  revealing 
the  manliness  of  his  character  as  no  other  rec- 
ord could.  In  its  form  the  Journal  is  uncon- 
ventional to  a  degree,  and  in  this  fact  lies 
a  large  part  of  its  charm.  No  admirer  of 
"  Kenilworth"  and  "  Ivanhoe" — and  the  new 
school  of  realistic  fiction  has  produced  nothing 
that  rivals  the  popular  interest  of  these  his- 
torical romances— can  afford  not  to  read  this 
Journal.  Two  portraits  serve  as  frontispieces 
— one  a  copy  of  the  portrait  painted  by  John 
Graham  Gilbert,  R.  S.  A.,  for  the  Royal 
Society,  Edinburgh,  and  another  from  a  por- 


trait painted  by  Sir  Francis  Grant,  P.  R.  A. 
for  the  Baroness  Ruthven,  and  now  in  the 
National  Portrait  Gallery  of  Scotland.  [Har- 
per, 2  vols,  8vo,  $7.50 «^/.] 

In  Tite  Life  of  an  Artist  Jules  Breton  has 
given  us  a  charming  autobiography — vivid,  in- 
timate, picturesque,  revealing  a  character  of 
singular  simplicity  and  sweetness,  the  keynote 
of  which  is  a  passionate,  nay  a  rapturous,  ad- 
oration of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  in  life. 
Breton  is  one  of  the  greatest  of  living  painters  ; 
and  he  has  won  fame  and  fortune — his  "  First 
Communion"  sold  in  New  York  a  few  years 
ago  for  $45,500 — by  the  deep  poetic  feeling 
with  which  he  has  pictured  rural  life  in  France. 
He  tells  the  story-  of  his  life — he  was  born  in 
1827 — with  the  utmost  simplicity  and  frankness, 
and  with  an  impulsive  ardor  that  is  very 
winning  in  its  childlike  naivet6.  His  modesty 
regarding  his  art  is  no  less  noteworthy  than 
the  heartiness  of  his  praise  for  his  contempo- 
raries of  the  Barbizon  school,  about  whom  he 
tells  many  interesting  anecdotes.  His  portrait 
is  a  frontispiece  to  the  volume.  [Appleton, 
i2mo,  $1.50.] 

Professor  W.  G.  Sumner,  of  Yale,  contrib- 
utes to  the  Makers  of  America  Series  a  life 
oi  Alexander  Hamilton  considered  with  special 
reference  to  the  question  as  to  how  and  in  what 
sense  Hamilton  was  one  of  the  makers  of  this 
American  State.  The  book  is  a  fair  illustra- 
tion of  the  tone  of  modern  historical  criticism 
which  takes  nothing  for  granted  and  which 
subjects  everything  to  the  cold,  clear  light  of 
reason.  In  this  instance,  however,  the  author 
seems  to  set  out  with  the  intention  of  destroy- 
ing Hamilton's  title  to  fame,  rather  than  with 
the  desire  to  do  him  full  and  absolute  justice. 
In  Professor  Sumner's  opinion  Hamilton's 
achievements  in  economic  and  more  especially 
in  financial  matters  have  been  greatly  ex- 
aggerated, and  the  reader  of  his  book  will 
be  able  to  see  in  what  respects  he  considers 
Hamilton's  ideas  were  fallacious  and  to  what 
extent  he  looks  upon  his  public  career  as  a 
failure.  After  drawing  a  picture  of  the  life 
of  the  time  to  ser\e  as  a  background,  Profes- 
sor Sumner  presents  a  searching  study  of 
Hamilton's  opinions.  His  views  as  to  their 
tendency  and  value  are  not  those  commonly 
accepted,  but  they  are  presented  with  force,, 
and  may  make  necessary  a  revision  of  the 
popular  verdict  regarding  the  aims  and  ser\'ices 
of  the  great  Federal  leader,  although  it  is 
doubtful  if  this  result  follows.  [Dodd,  Mead 
&  Co.,  i2mo,  75  cts.] 

Professor  W.  Wallace,  of  Oxford,  is  the  au- 
thor of  a  brief  biography  of  Schopenhauer  in 
the  Great  Writers  Series  (A.  Lovell  &  Co.,  40 
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cents),  which  gives  a  good  portrait  of  the  man 
and  a  summary  of  his  philosophy  that  will 
suffice  to  make  the  general  reader  acquainted 
with  the  main  lines  of  his  system.  The  biog- 
raphy of  a  pessimist  like  Schopenhauer  is  not 
very  cheerful  reading.      His  life  was   lonely

and  was  largely  devoted  to  a  morbid  contem- 
plation of  the  dark  side  of  life — the  only  side, 
in  fact,  that  seemed  to  come  within  the  range 
of  his  vision. — One  of  the  most  fascinating  and 
puzzling  characters  to  the  historian  or  biogra- 
pher is  that  of  Savonarola,  the  Florentine 
statesman,  prophet,  law-maker  and  mystic, 
whose  life  and  times  form  the  subject  of  a  new 
book  by  Professor  William  Clark.  The  au- 
thor has  in  the  main  followed  Villari,  whose 
life  of  Savonarola  must  remain  the  standard ; 
but  his  study  of  the  subject  has  been  deep  and 
painstaking,  and  the  result  is  a  book  which 
gives  a  good  picture  of  the  times  and  a  graph- 
ic character  study  of  the  man.  [McClurg,

ILLUSTRATED  HOLIDAY  BOOKS. 

A  half  a  dozen  or  more  fully  illustrated  hol- 
iday books  that  reached  the  Editor's  table  100 
late  to  be  included  in  the  reviews  in  the  Christ- 
mas Book  Buyer  are  headed  by  Laurence 
Hutton's    Cur  tost  lies  of 
the  American  Stage,  Mr. 
Hutton    has    long    been 
known  as  an  entertaining 
writer    about    the    stage 
and  as   an  indefatigable 
collector  both  of  out-of- 
the-way  facts  pertaining 
to  the  histor)'  of  the  drama 
and    of    curiosities— old 
play- bills,  rare  prints  and 
other   relics   precious  in 
the    sight    of    collectors. 
From   time    to    time    he 
gives  the  public  the  ben- 
efit of  his  researches  in 
the    theatrical   curiosity- 
shops  and   draws    upon 
the   abundant   stores  of 
treasures,  as  well,  that  his 
friends    have     gathered. 
His  book  has  li\^  divi- 
sions   proper,   all    abun- 
dantly   illustrated    with 
portraits,     reproductions 
of  old  character-sketch- 
es, play-bills,  etc.,  relating 
historically  to  the  native 
American  drama  (the  In- 
dian,  Revolutionary  and 
War,  frontier,  character, 
local  New  York  and  So- 
ciety), the  A merican  stage 
negro,  the  American  bur- 
lesque, the  **  Infant  Phe- 
nomena" of  America  and 
*•  A  Century  of  American 
Hamlets."     A  double  in- 
dex,  personal  and  local, 
adds  to  the  value  of  the 
book,   which  is  written  with    all   of   the  care 
and  exactness   which   Mr.  Hutton  brings   to 
such   a  task,  and  which  will  be  found  both 
entertaining  and  instructive.     It  will  lend  itself 
with  especial  readiness  to  extra-illustration,  and 
the  rich   and   artistic   binding,    heavy   paper, 
broad  margins  and  uncut  edges  will  attract 
the  eye  of  every  lover  of  fine  books.     [Harper,

The  seats  of  the  English  nobility,  many  of 
which  have  been  in  the  same  families  for  hun- 
dreds of  years,  have  oftentimes  an  historical 
interest  that  arises  from  some  tragic,  pathetic, 
or  romantic  incident.  In  her  Glimpses  of  Old 
English  Homes  the  late  Elizabeth  Balch  has 
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given  an  'nistorical  and  pictorial  description  of 
several  of  these  celebrated  houses — Penshurst, 
Arundel  Castle,  Hutchingbrooke,  Eridge  Cas- 
tle, Chiswick  House,  Berkeley  Castle,   High- 
clere  Castle  and  Osterley  Park.     Among  the 
owners  of  these  houses,  who  have  revised  the 
author's  descriptions  of  them  and  by  whose 
permission  the   historical   portraits  were  en- 
graved, are  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  the  Earl  of 
Sandwich,  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  and  the 
Earl  of  Carnarvon.     Miss  Batch's  descriptions 
are  charmingly  written,  giving  one  not  only  a 
picturesque  account  of  these  great  houses,  the 
interior  as  well  as  the  exterior,  as  they  now 
are,  with  some  glimpses  of  the  hospitable  life 
that  makes  them  so  de- 
lightful, but  reviewing  in 
an  entertaining   manner 
the  part  they  have  played 
in  history.    The  personal 
interest  of  her  narrative 
is  therefore  considerable. 
The      illustrations     are 
among  the  best  that  have 
come    to    us    from   the 
other  side  in  a  long  time, 
and  the  volume  is  an  ad- 
mirable  piece  of  book- 
making.     [Macmillan, 
8vo.  13.50.]— From   the 
same  pubishers  comes  a 
new  and  revised  edition, 
the  first  having  been  is- 
sued eight  years  ago,  of 
The  Ruined  Abbeys  of 
Yorkshire  ($2.00),  by  W. 
C.  Lefroy,  with  many  il- 
lustrations, reproduc- 
tions of  pen-and-ink  and 
pencil  drawings,  by  A. 
Brunet-Debaines  and  H. 
Toussaint.     These 
sketches,    likewise,     are 
both  historical   and   de- 
scriptive,  and   are  of  a 
kind  to  appeal  to  the  an- 
tiquary, to  the  student  of 
monasticism  in  mediaeval 
England  and  to  the  ad- 
mirer of  the  Romanesque 
and  Gothic  architecture 
which  is  the  expression 
of  the   religious   life    of 
the  time. 


A  new  book  from  W. 
Hamilton  Gibson  will 
carry  pleasure  to  those 
who  enjoy  wandering  in 
the  pleasant  company  of 
the  author  and  artist 
through   the  woods  and 


fields  that  he  loves  so  well  and  that  he  pictures 
by  pen  and  pencil  with  such  poetic  charm.

so  observant  his  eye  and  so  graphic  his  dis- 
criptions,  that  his  book  will  be  welcome  to 
none  more  than  to  those  who  are  familiar  with 
the  charm  of  his  wanderings  by  brook  and 
through  dale.

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A  new  work  of  peculiar  interest  to  art  stu- 
dents is  the  large  folio  entitled,  Some  American 
Painters  in  Water  Colors,  containing  fac- 
similes of  new  pictures,  by  William  T.  Smedley, 
Rosina  Emmet  Sherwood,  Walter  T.  Palmer, 
Leon  Moran,  J.  Pauline  Sunter,  James  M.  Barns- 
ley,  J,  L.  Gerome  Ferris  and  Maud  Humphrey. 
These  pictures — eight  in  all — are  reproduced 
in  their  original  colors,  and  have  all  the  effect 
of  genuine  water-color  paintings.  They  are 
accompanied  by  descriptive  text,  portraits  of 
the  authors,  and  representations  of  their  work 
in  black  and  white.  The  volume  is  opened  by 
a  valuable  introductory  chapter  upon  the  state 
of  water-color  painting  in  America,  by  Mr. 
Ripley  Hitchcock.  The  pictures  are  executed 
in  good  style,  and  several  of  them  are  well 
worth  framing.  They  will  appeal  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  American  art ;  while  they  will 
prove  especially  serviceable  as  studies  for  be- 
ginners in  water-colors.

A  GROUP  OF   REFERENCE   BOOKS 

Several  reference  books  are  at  hand.  One  is 
Tabular  Views  of  Universal  History,  a  con- 
tinuation by  L.  E.  Jones,  down  to  the  present 
year,  of  the  chronology  of  historical  events 
originally  compiled  by  the  late  George  P.  Put- 
nam and  forming  a  part  of  his  cyclopaedia  of 
"  The  World's  Progress."  It  is  a  useful  book 
for  one  to  have  at  his  elbow,  and  one  that  will 
be  continually  referred  to.  This  record  of  the 
great  events  in  the  world's  histor)'  from  the 
earliest  times  is  arranged  in  parallel  columns 
on  the  opposite  pages,  so  that  at  a  glance  al- 
most one  can  note  the  progress  of  society  in 
the  different  countries  within  a  decade  or  a 
century  as  the  case  may  be,  and  knowing  ap- 
proximately the  date  of  some  event  one  can 
readily  find  the  exact  date.  The  value  of  the 
book  largely  consists  in  the  fact  that  it  covers 
the  civilized  world  from  the  earliest  times  of 
which  there  is  any  trustworthy  record.  [Put-

Still  another  handbook  for  teachers,  stu- 
dents and  the  general  reader,  is  A  Synopsis  of 
English  and  American  Literature,  compiled 
.bv  G.  J.  Smith,  instructor  in  English  in  the 
Washington,  D.  C,  High  School.  The  tables 
in  Mr.  Smith's  volume  tell  the  reader  the  full 
name  and  dates  of  the  birth  and  death  of  the 
author,  whose  place  has  been  found  through 
the  full  index,  the  class  of  writers  to  which  he 
belongs,  his  best-known  works,  and  the  lead- 
ing events  of  his  time.  The  danger  of  attempt- 
ing to  give  English  and  American  authors  a 
definite  relative  rank  is  shown  in  the  editor's 
summary  on  page  112,  which  places  Lowells 


essays  and  Bret  Harte's  stories  in  the  third — 
and  lowest — class.  The  bibliography  will 
prove  useful.     [Ginn.  8vo,  $1.20.] 

The  fourth  volume  of  The  Century  Diction- 
ary contains  the  letters  from  M  to  P  inclu- 
sive, and  is  considerably  larger  than  its  prede- 
cessors, having  1323  pages.  Two  more  vol- 
umes will  complete  tne  work,  and  the  an« 
nouncement  is  made  that  the  entire  number 
of  pages  will  be  at  least  7000  instead  of  the 
6500  originally  planned.  The  volume  at  hand 
is  singularly  rich  in  illustrations,  of  which  there 
are  nearly  1 500,  and  affords  evidence  on  every 
page  of  the  care  and  thoroughness  with  which 
the  work  of  compilation  has  been  done.  Tech- 
nical terms  and  words  of  common,  every-day 
use  are  analyzed  and  defined  with  equal  ful- 
ness and  exactness. 

The  list  of  handbooks  relating  to  mytholo- 
gy is  already  very  large.  Those  on  archaeolo- 
gy are  less  numerous.  Hence  there  is  room 
for  so  careful  a  work  as  the  Manual  of  Arch- 
aology,  by  Talford  Ely,  which  is  a  good  ex- 
ample of  the  painstaking  thoroughness  which 
English  scholars  bring  to  such  tasks.  The 
volume  is  divided  into  two  books,  one  on  Pre- 
historic, Egyptian  and  Oriental  Art,  and  the 
second  on  Greek,  Etruscan  and  Roman  Art. 
The  illustrations  are  numerous  and  helpful, 
the  footnotes  refer  the  reader  to  many  author- 
ities, and  at  the  head  of  each  chapter  is  a  use- 
ful bibliography  of  works  that  may  be  con- 
sulted by  those  who  wish  to  carry  their  studies 
further.  A  full  index  makes  the  book  conven- 
ient for  reference.

SOME  RECENT  FICTION. 

An  entertaining  picture  of  life  in  Georgia 
sixty  years  ago  is  set  forth  in  Widow  Guthrie, 
by  Richard  Malcom  Johnston.  As  an  ex- 
ponent of  Southern  types,  there  are  few  if  any 
writers  who  surpass  this  author,  his  char- 
acter-drawing in  this  story  being  finer  than 
anything  he  has  yet  done.  The  Widow  Guthrie, 
proud  of  her  family,  has  little  sympathy  for  her 
daughter,  who  marries  against  her  will.  To 
her  son  she  gives  all  her  love,  and  works  with 
relentless  zeal  and  determination  to  leave  him 
possessed  of  all  of  her  property,  to  the  exclusion 
of  her  other  child.  She  is  best  described  in 
the  author's  own  words  :  "  Untiring  in  Energy, 
exacting  in  sen'ice,  a  lender  of  moneys  at  the 
highest  rate  of  interest  possible,  and  a  shaver  of 
notes  at  the  lowest."  One  can  readily  see  how 
a  book  with  such  a  personage  for  its  leading 
character  would  become  in  Mr.  Johnston's 
hands  extremely  interesting.  His  art  as  a 
short  story  writer  has  long  been  acknowledged. 
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and  Widow  Guthrie  is  proof  of  his  capacity 
to  do  excellent  work  in  a  more  ambitious  field.

A  novel  idea  is  worked  out  in  Bret  Harte's 
latest  story,  A  Ward  of  the  Golden  Gate.  A 
•child  of  doubtful  parentage  is  made  a  ward  of 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  three  citizens  being 
named  as  trustees.  The  mother  of  this  waif 
secures  this  protection  for  her  child  through 
the  friendship  of  these  men,  and  in  this  way 
seeks  to  conceal  from  her  daughter  her  own 
character.  The  action  of  the  story  lakes 
place  in  the  West,  the  youngest  guardian 
falling  in  love  with  his  charge,  and  when  she 
goes  to  Europe,  he  is  near  enough  to  protect 
her  from  the  insults  of  one  or  two  fortune-hunt- 
ers. The  character  of  Colonel  Pendleton,  the 
eldest  of  the  three  trustees,  is  the  best  in  the 
book,  and  his  death  is  extremely  pathetic. 
There  is  the  same  breezy  flavor  in  the  telling 
of  the  story  as  is  found  in  the  author's  other 
books,  and  a  deal  of  cleverly  mingled  pathos 
and  humor.  These  are  the  ingredients  that 
always  make  Bret  Harte's  stones  so  charming.

That  two  authors,  whose  writings  are  so 
widely  different  in  character,  should  combine 
forces  in  The  Worlds  Desire  may  cause  some 
surprise.  We  have  been  following  Rider  Hag- 
gard in  all  sorts  of  explorableandinexplorahle 
places,  and  have  become  familiar  with  his  ad- 
ventures in  unknown  lands.  But  Andrew 
Lang  has  seldom  taxed  the  imagination  of  his 
readers  save  perhaps  in  his  delightful "  Letters 
to  Dead  Authors."  It  is  difficult  to  say  what 
part  of  the  book  Mr.  Lang  has  written,  and 
which  part  comes  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Haggard. 
The  search  of  Ulysses  for  the  beautiful  Helen 
of  Troy,  who  is  the  Worlds  Desire,  is  an  an- 
cient legend  that  many  will  delight  in  when 
rewritten  by  two  such  authors.  Greece  and 
the  land  of  the  Nile  are  again  peopled  with 
goddesses,  who  protect  their  favorites,  as  in 
those  earlier  adventures  of  Grecian  warriors. 
Ulysses  encounters  many  obstacles  while  striv- 
ing to  win  the  fair  Helen,  and  as  he  overcomes 
them  we  are  tempted  to  look  upon  him  as  a 
greater  hero  than  in  the  old  days,  when  Homer 
sang  his  praises  in  the  Odyssey.  The  verses, 
and  there  are  many,  may  safely  be  credited  to 
Mr.  Lang  and  there  is  a  certain  finish  in  style, 
aside  from  the  classical  nature  of  the  theme, 
that  betokens  his  supervision.  [Harper,  i6mo, 
75  cents.] 

The  charm  of  Mrs.  Burton  Harrison's  style 
lies  in  its  vivacity.  Whatever  she  writes  she 
seems  to  write  con  amore,  and  the  consequence 
is  that  her  pictures  are  full  of  animated  color, 
her  character  sketches  alive  with  clever  touches 
of  subtile  truth  to  human  nature  and  of  bright 


humor.  This  agreeable  quality  is  as  apparent, 
though  its  manifestation  is  different,  in  Flower 
de  Hundred,  as  it  was  in  "The  Angloma- 
niacs."  The  former  is  a  story  of  Virginia,  be- 
fore and  during  the  war,  and  is  a  spirited  and 
evidently  a  faithful  picture  of  the  lite  that  pre- , 
vailed  in  the  old  manor  houses  in  the  days  when 
that  life  was  most  renowned  for  its  gracious  = 
hospitality.  The  group  of  people,  young  and 
old,  to  whom  the  author  presents  us  are  clev- 
erly drawn,  and  the  dramatic  element,  though  it 
enters  upon  the  scene  rather  late,  is  of  suffi- 
cient strength  to  give  form  to  the  tale.  Part 
of  its  value,  however,  lies  in  the  detailed  pic- 
ture which  it  conveys  of  the  sports,  the  Christ- 
mas merry-makings,  the  folk-lore  of  the  super- 
stitious negroes,  and  other  entertaining  phases 
of  life  in  the  Old  Dominion,  all  of  this  being, 
of  course,  the  background  for  the  author's 
studies  of  character,  and  for  the  incidents  that 
contribute  to  the  unfolding  of  the  plot.  The 
darker  side  of  the  war  as  it  came  home  to  the 
various  members  of  the  Throckmorton  family 
is  described  with  considerable  artistic  feeling.

A  story  full  of  dramatic  episodes,  and  writ- 
ten in  a  delightfully  quaint  style,  is  The  Cana- 
dians of  Old,  translated  from  the  French  of 
Philippe  Aubert  de  Gasp^.  by  Charles  G.  D. 
Roberts.  The  two  central  figures  of  the  ro- 
mance are  two  young  men.  When  the  war 
between  France  and  England  breaks  out.  they 
find  they  are  on  opposite  sides.  Though  still 
the  warmest  friends,  they  are  obliged  to  fight 
against  each  other,  and  their  experiences  are 
as  exciting  to  the  reader  as  they  must  have 
been  when  they  occurred  ;  for  this  is  said  to  be 
a  true  story,  and  although  new  to  the  United 
States  is  esteemed  a  classic  in  Canada.  [Ap- 
pleton, i2mo,  paper,  50  cents.] 

A  plot  as  mystifying  as  that  of  "  The  Leav- 
enworth Case"  may  be  found  in  A  Matter  of 
Millions,  by  Anna  Katherine  Green.

There  are  dozens  of  that 
name;  and  the  task  of  selecting  the  most 
worthy,  and  of  outwitting  the  sharpers,  who 
are  anxious  to  secure  so  much  money,  is  not 
an  easv  one.

BRETON'S  VISIT  FROM  COROT. 

Corot  did  me  the  distinguished  honor  of  com- 
ing to  see  me  at  Courriercs  in  i860.  I  went  to 
meet  him.  We  walked  through  the  woods  and 
the  plains,  indulging  all  the  way  in  expressions 
of  childlike  delight.  The  merest  nothing,  a  bud 
freshly  opened,  the  tender  shoot  of  a  plant,  was 
sufficient  to  launch  him  into  poetry,  and  what 
poetry ! 

Our  circumstances  were  still  somewhat  strait- 
ened. There  was  no  luxury  at  the  table  of  my 
uncle,  whose  guest  he  was.  But  we  knew  his 
fondness  for  a  tender  and  succulent  leg  of 
mutton,  cooked  to  a  turn,  a  good  juicy  pullet. 
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and  strong  co£Fee ;  all  these  we  gave  him,  and 
besides,  a  bottle  of  old  Roman  Conti  from  the 
cellar. 

During  the  whole  time  of  his  stay  he  enchant- 
ed us  with  his  gayety  and  good-humor.  In  the 
midst  of  our  gayety,  however,  a  thoughtful 
look  suddenly  crossed  his  face.  He  had  ob- 
served in  mv  wife,  who  for  nine  months  had 
nursed  our  Virginie,  unmistakable  signs  of  ex- 
haustion, and  he  urged  the  necessity  of  weaning 
the  child  without  delay,  adding  that  it  was  high 
time  to  do  so  ;  then,  turning  to  me  with  a  severe 
expression,  which  I  had  never  before  seen  on  his 
face,  he  said,  "Can  you  not  see  this,  too?" 
None  of  us  had  observed  it.  My  wife  followed 
his  advice,  and  the  proof  of  the  necessity  for  do- 
ing so  was  that  she  was  seriously  ill  for  several 
months  afterward,  and  I  feared  for  a  time  that  I 
was  going  to  lose  her.  Heaven  only  knows  how 
much  I  owe  our  great  painter  for  his  friendly 
advice  !

Flaubert  expressing  ideas  with  which  many  of 
mv  own  entirely  coincide.  **The  great  mis- 
takes of  the  realists,"  he  says,  "  is  that  they  pro- 
fess to  tell  the  truth  because  thejr  tell  everything. 
This  puerile  hunting  after  details,  this  cold  and 
cynical  inventory  of  all  the  wretched  conditions 
in  the  midst  of  which  poor  humanity  vegetates, 
not  only  do  not  help  us  to  understand  it  better, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  the  effect  on  the  spectators 
is  a  kind  of  dazzled  confusion  mingled  with 
fatigue  and  disgust.  The  material  truthfulness 
to  which  the  school  of  M.  Flaubert  more  es- 
pecially pretends  misses  its  aim  in  going  beyond 
it.     Truth  is  lost  in  its  own  excess." 

I  return  to  my  thoughts  on  the  relations  of 
imaginative  art  in  all  its  forms  with  science. 
The  subject  which  in  the  hands  of  the  scientific 
student  is  handled  decorously — reverently,  we 
might  almost  say — becomes  repulsive,  shameful, 
and  debasing  in  the  unscrupulous  manipulations 
of  the  low-bred  man  of  letters. 

I  confess  that  I  am  a  little  jealous  of  certain 
tendencies  in  our  own  American  literature, 
which  led  one  of  the  severest  and  most  out- 
spoken  of  our  satirical  fellow-countrymen,  no 
longer  living  to  be  called  to  account  for  it,  to 
say,  in  a  moment  of  bitterness,  that  the  mission 
of  America  was  to  vulgarize  mankind.  I  my- 
self have  sometimes  wondered  at  the  pleasure 
some  old  world  critics  have  professed  to  find  in 
the  most  lawless  freaks  of  new  world  literature. 
I  have  questioned  whether  their  delight  was  not 
like  that  of  the  Spartans  in  the  drunken  antics 
of  their  Helots.  But  I  suppose  I  belong  to 
another  age,  and  must  not  attempt  to  judge  the 
present  by  my  old-fashioned  standards. — From

RUBINSTEIN'S   AMERICAN  TOUR. 
In  1872  the  late  violinist  Henri  Wieniiwski 
and  I  accepted  a  manager's  proposal  to  make  a 


concert  tour  in  the  United  States.  Only  two 
Russian  artists  had  ever  visited  America,  Prince 
Galiuin  and  Slaviimski-Agr^nev.  The  contract 
with  the  American  manager  was  concluded  in 
Vienna  through  the  agency  of  the  anomey 
Jacques.  I  was  to  receive  two  hundred  thousand 
francs,  half  of  which  sum  was  deposited  by  the 
manager  in  the  bank  then  and  there.  According 
to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  he  had  no  right  to 
take  me  to  the  Southern  Sutes,  the  whole  route 
being  clearly  defined  by  this  legal  document. 
For  a  time  I  was  under  the  entire  control  of  the 
manager.  May  Heaven  preserve  us  from  such 
slavery  !  Under  these  conditions  there  is  no 
chance  for  art^-one  grows  into  an  automaton 
simply,  performing  mechanical  work  ;  no  dignity 
remains  to  the  artist,  he  is  lost.  .  •  . 

During  the  time  I  remained  in  America  we 
travelled  through  the  United  States  as  far  as 
New  Orleans,  and  I  appeared  before  an  audience 
two  hundred  and  fifteen  times.  It  often  hap- 
pened that  we  gave  two  or  three  concerts  in  as 
many  different  cities  in  the  same  day.  The  re- 
ceipts and  the  success  were  invariably  gratifying, 
but  it  was  all  so  tedious  that  I  began  to  demise 
myself  and  my  art.  So  profound  was  my  dis- 
satisfaction, that  when,  several  years  later,  I  was 
asked  to  repeat  my  American  tour,  with  half  a 
million  guaranteed  to  me,  I  refused  point  blank. 
It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  contract 
was  fulfilled  to  the  letter. 

Wieniiwski,  a  man  of  extremely  nervous  tem- 
perament, who,  owing  to  ill  health,  quite  often 
failed  to  meet  his  appointments  in  St.  Peters- 
burg— both  at  the  Grand  Theatre  and  at  the  Con- 
servatory— never  missed  one  concert  in  America. 
However  ill  he  might  be,  he  always  contrived  to 
find  strength  enough  to  appear  on  the  platform 
with  his  fairy-like  violin.  The  secret  of  his 
punctuality  lay  in  the  fact  that  by  the  terms  of 
the  contract  he  must  forfeit  one  thousand  francs 
for  every  non-appearance.  The  proceeds  of  my 
tour  in  America  laid  the  foundation  of  my  pros- 
perity. On  my  return  I  hastened  to  invest  in 
real  esUte.  I  purchased  a  country  residence  in 
Peterhof,  and  in  1865  I  married. — From  '*  The 
Autobiography  of  Anton  Hubinstein,  1829-1S89."

The  most 
famous  autobiographies  are  perhaps  those  of 
Benvenuto  Cellini,  Rousseau,  Goethe  and 
Franklin.  Some  admire  Lamartine's,  and  some 
Miss  Martineau*s.  Charles  Darwin's  "  Life  and 
Letters  "  includes  an  autobiography.  Anthony 
Trollope's  is  probably  one  of  the  most  honest. 
That  of  Joseph  Jefferson  (recently  published)  is 
charming.
